Khan Bahadur MOHAMMED ALI (on behalf of the Hon’ble Khwaja 
Sir Nazimuddin) : Of the 14 prisoners, Habu Ami>a Kumar Rov 
Chowdhury, Rabu Arun Kumar Ro> Chou<lhury, Habu * .Manmatha Natli 
Das, Babii Priya Ranjan Sen, Rabu Sarat Chamlra Chakravarty, Rabu 
Jamini Kanta (loswami, Mauivi Abdus Sattar ami Rabu Rijay Sinlia Nuhar 
have already been released. 

Rabu Surendra Mohan Ohosh has no serious ailment at present. The 
general state of his health has all along been good and there has been 
no oeejision for any exatni nation by a special i.st. 

Miss Kamala Das Oupta is suffering from si)inal tuberenlosis. She was 
exaiiiined by Colomd Anderson and Dr. L. M. Ranerjee and both of them 
advised her (►j>erution or pla.stie treatment, but she refused the treatment 
unless she is released. She is keeping well at present. 

Rahu Amiya Lai Ranerjee is suffering from ('hronic dyspepsia. He was 
treated in the Medical C(dlege Hospitals under the First Physician and then 
produced In’fore a Medical Board which declared that he <lid not require 
any specialised treatment. He is now getting u.sual treatment and special 
extra diet in the jail. 

Rabu IT pend ra Nath Roy has cataniet of one eye which has not yet been 
o])erated. He is receiving treatment frtun the Eye S|>eciaUst and is doing 
well at present. 

Balm Kiran Chandra Mukherjee is suffering from prolapse of rectum. 
He W'as treated in the Medical (\d1ege Ho.spitais for a long time and is at 
present getting pnqn'r treatment in the jail. 

Balm Adwaita Charan Dutt wa.s in the Medical College Hospitals for 
more than three months under the First Physician. His is a case of 
duodenal ulcer. He is kept on medicinal and dietetic treatment as advised 

S r ^e First Physician, In November, 1944, he was produced before a 
edioal Boartl a*hich rejKuied that his ease was not serious.

Khan Bahadur MOHAMMED All: ] ask tor notice. 

Mr. ATUL CHANDRA SEN: Will (iovernmont be pleased to consider 
the <lesirability of alhnving these ailing .securit\ prisoners to he examined 
by medical experts of their own choict'}' 

Khan Bahadur MOHAMMED ALI: These prisoners an* getting the 
]>est ])ossil)le medical a^^lstan(■e. 

Mr. ATUL CHANDRA CHOSE. Will the llon’hle Minister be pleased 
to state whether Balm Kiran ('handra Miikharji was removrui from the

Khan Bahadur MOHAMMED ALI (on behalf of the Hon'ble Khwaja Sir 
NaziiiMJMiii)i (a) (i) Fine rice was always issued to the security prisoners 
lodged in the Dinaipur Jail Hospital till the price of rice was controlled 
by Government. The issue hud to be stopped as the old stock of fine rice 
was exhausted and the Civil Supplies Department failed to supply any 
more. The medium <iuality rice supplied by the Civil Supplies Depan- 
ment is now supplied. 

(u) Available records do not show any such entry. 

(b) Yes. 

(c) The Civil Supplies Department was written to but they failed to 
ensure continuous supply of fine rice. Neither can it Im; locally purchased 
at controlled price.

Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: Will the Hon hie Minister be 
pleased to state what is the ditterence of price between the fine rice that 
was to be supplied and the medium rice that is being supplied F 

Khan Bahadur MOHAMMED ALI: 1 do not keow that, but fine rice 
is not available. 

Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: WUl the Hon’ble Minister be 
pleased to state whether (Government issued directions for making up this 
loss in quality in other respects to the security prisoners F 

Mr. 8PEAKER: The question is vague.

4— TtxM on IncofiM other than Gorporition Tax. 

Tht Hon*hli Mr. TULSI CHANDRA COSWAMh Sir, on the 
raeommendation of His Excellency the Governor, 1 l>eg to move that a sum 
•f R8.2,72,(K)0 be grante<i for expenditure under the head “Taxes on income 
oGier than Corporation Tax’*. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYALS Sir, I beg U> move that the demand of 
Ba.2,72,000 lor expoaditure uader the head “Taxea on income other than 
Owpmtm Tax** m redaood by Ea.lSO to raise a diftcuaeion aboai a lew 
laaiHM im ika <^ratioa of the Agriettllaral laooiBe*iax Act and tha Role* 

made tberoaader. 
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Sir, so far as we find, tbe Act waa passed against certain definite opinion 
of cai^in section of the House and yet, Sir, when we try to apply our mind 
to various anomalies we find that certain important defects remained. 

The first effect to which we want the attention of thl Hon’ble Minister 
to be drawn is this. While we decided to have tax on the previous year’s 
income it did not occur to us that in the first year at least there was a large 
accumulation of arrears left over from previous years due to the bad 
economic condition of the country, which might l)e collected in 2 or 3 
subHe<iuent years. No provisi(»n lias been made to examine the arrears 
which related to t)ie period previous to the previous years as' contemplated 
under the A(‘t for purposes of taxation. 1 submit, Sir, that in respect of 
those years previous to previous years the landholder or the tenant concerned 
had actually spent large sums of mone\ either from his own pocket or by 
bom)wing or out of his own uccuinmulated fund and ht‘ had paid the su|)erioT 
landlords or (iovernnient revenue and had also undertaken to meet other 
necessary ex|)ens<‘s. In view of that, I submit that this lacutta .should be 
looked into and, if necessary, Government iiia\ he jileased to suitably amend 
the enactment. 

With regard to rules, I find variou.s inconveniiuices have been caused to 
aBsessees a.H a result of tlie method that Governmenl has arlopted. The first 
drawback in the rules that J find is with regard to the forms recommemled 
The forms appear to have gone beyond the schedules that aie nec(‘s,sar\ foi 
giving necessarv information regarding as.sessahility of an asM*ssei* The 
forms re(|Uire anv number oi information to he given and it wouhl he 
extremely difiicull for an average agriculturist or a tenureholder, it not tlie 
big landholders, to obtain all the information that is required by these 
forms. I sulmiit, Sir, that the information required by the tornis may he 
minimised so as to keep Government information restricted to such reiiuire- 
meiits as are necessary for the purpose of taxation and for complying with 
the provisions ot llu* law itself. It is iieeilless to have all sorts of informa- 
tion whicli could jirofiiahly he excluded. As a student of statistics, I know, 
Sir, that if you increase one head you increase so much more work both in 
the Goveniment office as well as in the office of the assesseo. 

The second thing which struck me is with regard to the time allotted 
for presentation of accounts, (hily dt) days time has been allowed to the 
iisBessei* l<»r suhmissiim of accounts after a special notice has been issued, 
’i'hese -tl) suicl\ must h»* regarded as too meagre, too >.hort a period 

to enable an\ sinlahle accounts being <liawu up, particularl\ where the 
weiMUints have got to he audited, and for amlited aci'ounts (io\einiuent 
propose to give a special rate ot remuneration oi concession. It is 
impossitih* toi any organisation to arrange audit hs tjualified outside auditors 
in so shoit a time. I submit that this ma\ he haiketi into and a longer 
period he pn»\i<ied. " 

The other thing that struck me was leganling the machiner\ set up. 
The plaee »q assc.sNmenl has been defined in the A< t and o|»tion lias htH*n 
given to t!ic aNsessee either to have his returns submitted at the place of 
his residemc or at his principal otlice or wheie the land is situated. But, 
Sir, there aic cases in which persons having lands or estates in Diiiajpur 
are required to sulimit their returns in Myinensingli ; persons having their 
property at Faritlpur have got to sulunit their returns at Khulna; and peraona 
having pro|H*rt> at Murshidahad have got to go to Kajshahi. These are 
lacunae which could he cured and 1 hcqie tliat (ioverninenf will look into 
thoae defei’ts and try to improve'*the position.

Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: Sir. 1 be^ to niov»* that the 
ib-mand of K8.2,T2,(K)() f(»r expenditure under the hea<l “'luxes on income 
other than C'orjKuation Tax ’ he reduced h> lU.lOO, in order to raise a dis- 
ciHsion about Government s failure to formulate a jdan and jiro^framine for 
pioductive investment of the resources ma«le and to h<‘ made available hy 
tilt* Bengal Agricultural Income-Tax Act, 11144. 

Sir, it is well known that when the Land Revenue (’ommisKiim recoinmeml- 
ed on the basis of a general desire of tlu* peojib* tljat as a transitional 
measure towanls nationalisation ot land then* should he impositnui of u tax 
upon agncull iiral income it was uiMleislo<»tl that these reMour(u*s made 
u\ailahie hy this tux would he iiuole available for adiling nutrition 
til the land and to make the land more prodmtive of wealth, it was 
never suspeeled, it was never eonleiiiplated tliat this leserve eiierigy 
ol the nation should he utilised or rather fntten*d awu\ lor 
pui poses (d revenin* dt*maiul of the «la\ to day adminislrulioii of 
tlf (iovernioeiit. Sir, land has he«»ii lon^r iieglecteil ami agriimlture 
has been kept in the cold storage ever since the inception <»f 
the British Goveiument. And with the piogress (d jmldic opinion there 
has been increasing pressure based upon fiiihlie demand that agriculture 
should, receive the foremf»st attention of the Stale so that |H'ople, the vast 
majority of the people of this agricultural country who livi* upon land could 
come out of the mire of provertv. Sir, at the time when this Bill came 
up we discussed it on the flmir of the House ami among the various objec- 
tions raised by us it was our principal objection that only to meet tba 
demands of the provincial revenues of the day to day a<lttiinistration which 
hat increased manifold by war emergencies if the resources made availabb^ 
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from tbi» tax were spent, tbe reserve energy of the nation would be frittered 
BWMy. OeoenJ AdmioiMintioo i$ a bottomlesB pitf the more so when the 
war has practically thrown Ihe entire Provincial Ooremment out of gw. 

If we are to stand by land and if we are to improve and to see onr posterity 
really improves then it is our business to see that there is planning behind 
agrciultural problems and that the money which is now made available is 
spent for the solution of these pniblems. Sir, the land is the hen that lays 
the golden eggs and if it is to lay the golden eggs it has to be given 
sushmance and nutrition. What has been the result? Today the income 
that is available and the tax made upon the intsune available to Govern- 
merit is their artificial income resulting from inflation and war time special 
coridilimis. IJui. Sir. if after the M.ir agriculture goes back to its own 
old unfortunate condition what will be the position? The position will be 
that land will go back to cold storage and people will go back to proverty. 

If this Is to be n‘me<lied it is our demand and desire tliat the mtuiey which 
is collected out of this source should be earmarked for the improvement of 
the soil, tfu' the improvement of the ijualits of crop.s, loi the cultivation 
of money vegetables and money food which may be not only useful for 
(b)vernment and [leople here but will find its way into markets outside this 
country. 

The Hon’ble Mr. TUL8I CHANDRA C08WAMI: Sir. I shall attempt 

within the short time at my dis[»osal to answer tin* obieetion**^ raiscf) b\ 
honourable meiiibeis. As regards the form nt the leturris I shall again 
examiiH' them in the light o| the obsci \,itioiis made li\ honoiiialde niemiters. 

I mu\ sa\ that st‘\eial bonouiaide members w(*re kind eiooigli lo make 
suggestions to me and that I bavi* on nioie tb.ui one oci’asion discussed tbe 
rules with tlHun in the pre.sence of the Commissioner oi Agneultuial Inemne- 
Thx and if we do find that un\ improvement has to be ma<le we shall certainly -- 
do so. As regards the point raised by Dr. Sa rival that in computing the 
iuconie of the year IM4<M4 we should not take into account the collection 
of arrear rents 1 submit that that matter was sufficiently discussed on the 
floor of this House and that contention was n'jecte«| by this House; so, 
that does not aiise now. As regards tbe place ot assessment it there have 
been any serious irreguhmiies I shall be very grateful to bear about them 
and I shall tuki* stejis tn remedy the incoiivenieni'e, if any The fact is that 
aaaessees hurt' been given the option of having their incomes assessed either 
at some cutcheiy or at their place of residence. I do not know if any 
anomalies havt* taken place. We have just embarked on taxation on agn- 
ouJiural income. It is a new step in Hengal and it is extremely likely in 
the first >ear of (he administration of that Act that man> inconveniences 
will be experieiieed and in the light of the exjierience that we have gained 
we shall see that the present procedure will be revised. 

Mr. KIRAN SANKAR ROY: What about more time to be given to 
the assessees?

If you take into account those items in the Irngation 
budget which must be recorded as new projects you will find that the total 
amounts that Government has s[>ent in the present year and the coming 
year are considerably more than what the province ever spent in the t'ourso 
of the last ten \ear.s.

Mr. Speaker, Sir, you will find lioni the liet! Hook, page dS, that tluTc 
are 17 v\ andiouse.s in tin* districts of Midriajiore. ‘d4-Parganas, ( 'hit tagong, 
Noukhali and Hakiirganj and salt will be collected in those wairehou^ev from 
cottage workers who will be paid a minimum price of Hs.“,i per maund. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, in tlie.se distnct.s, especiallN in the districts of ('hitta- 
gong Division, retail pric<‘ of salt is Hs 111 per maund, and there is absolubdy 
no reason wh.\ “the niHiiufacturei of «.alt will be paid .such a mininiuni jirice 
of Us.‘d iH-r maund Having fixed the letail price of salt at Hs.ll) per 
maund in the pro.x unity of salt-prodiieiiig areas there is no justification to 
fix the niininiuiii price bi be paid to cottage workius at the rate ot Its. 2 per 
maund. You will find from the Hed Hook, fiage 14, that the onl\ payment 
that (Jovernmeiii has to make is at the rate of three annas pel maund of salt 
collected b> agents in charge of warehouses establish(‘d in (he coastal dis- 
tricts of the porvince in pursuance of the schenie for the development of 
salt manufacture as a cottage industry. If we take all thtwe into considera- 
tion there is abs(dutel\ no reason to give the cottage manufacturers only 
Us.li per maund of salt. The history of the development of salt an a 
cottage industry is well known to afl of us and a certain amount is spent 
by the government of India thi>ough the (iovernment of Hengal for the 
development of salt industry. Here in Hengal there are certain coastal dis- 
tricts whiue if .salt is properl> manufactured Hengal neeil not be dependent 
on the other [iroviiices or on the other emiiitnes. So far as Hengal is eon- 
cerned, she is dependant upon Hombax am! .specially u(Mm a province beyond 
India, vir., Aden. If the (iovernment take step* tO develop the salt 
industry so fur us the coastal districts are concerned, there is absidutely 
no reason why Bengal herself should not 1 h» self-sufficient, (iovernment 
have not taken any steps in the past. As a mutter of fact, after the (iandhi- 
Irwiii [ittct in the year Hhil. the iiiaiiufacture of the cottage iiidustiy^ really 
developetl to a certain extent. After that a certain amount w^as paid by 
the Government of India to the Hengal Government for the ilevelopment 
of the aalt industry but that amount has not been utilised. I know cerUun 
friends of mine tried to start a eomimny for the purp>«e of the development 
of the fMilt industry. This was sought to he done in the I'hittagong IHvi- 
»ion as well aa in Midnapore hut Government did not come forward to help 
them. Government have faiWl in their duties in the past and also in the 
present and, as a result, salt is not manufactured properly and the province 
cl Bengal haa to be dependant on other provinces for the supply of ^i.

his profit, he sells to the liengal tioMuiiment at the rate (d Its. 12-8. The 

House ought to he told why the Government does not obtain the supply 
from the Nuupada Salt Merehaiits As.soriatitm who are prepanai to supply 
at the sante rate at whieh this monopolist of the Government gets the 
supply and a ho are jirepared to land Nult in liengal at a ralt‘ which is at 

least Us. 2-8 lower than what th»‘ (btvernmenf is oaying. This one point 

of information regarding which I hope (he Ilon’ble Mini.stei will takt^ the 
House into contidehce and explain it.

1 can assure him that 
nierchant.s aie reailN to leach .salt in (he interior districts of th«‘ province 
of Ilengal at a cost of I have <*onie to know this from many 

merchants who arc .substantial people and wdio have saitl that they arc 
prepared to do it 

Khan Bahadur Maulvi FAZLUL QUADIR: Sir, (ioviinment has 
evolved a schtune and has spent Hs.dl.OIM) for l!Md-44, Its.ll.tHMI lor l}M4-4r) 
and allotted Hs.oT.IHtO for lft4o-4(>. The s<dieme is very poor and inude- 
(|Uate. We urge the (jovernment of Ilengal to ilevidop (his as (’otiuge 
industry in the coastal areas of the prxiviine on a large scale and not to 
localise it in a few places. There is no need of experiment. 'I’lic* experi- 
ment has already beiMi <lone and proved a success. This will sedve the 
acute shortage of iinpoiied salt on tlic ore* hand and it v-iil a new 

vista tfi the thousands of poor labourers in the coastal areas to ek«* out their 
livelihood. 

Sir, we do not oppose the levy of tin* india tioveriiinent dul\. We ar© 
quite prepared to pay it hut what we do want i.s a permamuit sounic of 
income to the |mk>i laboiirei by producing salt on (aminuTcial line and Uiu» 
meet the demand of Ilengal at least, if not of other piuvinces, at lliis crisis. 
If this 1 - widely spreafl, within a month thousaiids t)f Ions of salt will I>our 
into the markets and remove our want. When we get abundant leHoiircoa, 
we cannot make out what are insurmountable difficulties in our way of 
manufacturing it. It is very easy to manufacture it at a very small initial 
cost W'hich the labourer can meet. 

In this coniH'ction I like to give some idea about the scheme evolved by 
the Government. From the reply of the Hon’hle Minister of Industries to 
Unstarred Question No. dH, dated 1 7th February, HM4, it apjwars that 4 
new’ warehouses have been erected and oflicers for the purpose appointed in 
the district of Chittagong in addition to Midnapore and 24-Parganas. The 
explanatory* memorandum on the Budget for 11145-40, page 38, note under 
Grant No. 2, shows that this is an exiieriniental scheme for the ilevelopment 
of salt manufacture as a cottage industry. The note further shows tnat a 
minimum price of Hs.2 j>er inaund has lieen fixed for manufacturer. The 
Hon ’hie Minister also stated in his reply to the said Fiistarred Quettion 
that at the time of delivery* from warehouses the Central Government duty 
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%i the rate of per eumnd and the Local OoTernment dues at 3 aanaa 

per maund are to be paid. In all with a duty of K8.1-12 per maund pliM 
kHoar chargea of Esx, the cost cornea to Ra.3-12 per maund but the retift 
price in the market is Rs.7-8 per maund. The difference is Rs.3-12 and 
this is the margin for the sole agents and merchants. This is not fair and 
equitable. The poor labourers will be victimised and will never be paid 
more than the tninitnum rate. Having regard to the^ (.*081 of lire wood, 
labour for collection of saline soil and various process in the manufacture, 
the minimum rate of Bs.2 per jnaund for the manufacturer is not at all 
commensurate with the selling price fixed. It will not give him living 
wages at this critical time. In order to solve the problem of immediate 
•hortage of foreign salt, my proposal is that the Bengal Government should 
immediately move the (entral (government to suspend the application of 
Salt Act in Bengal for the duration of the war so that there may be free 
flow of supply of salt in Bengal. 

1 appreciate Government’s proposal to pay Ks.lG lakhs as subsidy to the 
Bengal Sugar Mills to enable them to pay economic prices to the cane- 
growers which has not been utilised for I}M4-4> but 8 lakhs estimated for 
1945-4(1 to meet the possible claims. I would suggest that f»n (his line 
Government should immediately allot a similar amount for the development 
and expansion of salt manufacture as a cottage industry by paying He.l 
per maund as subsidy to meet high prices of fuels. Wbat 1 want 
iininediateJy are these : to start at once large number of warehouses all 
along the coastal areas of Bengal and to employ necessarN staff; to fix the 
manufacturing cost of salt at Us. 4 per maund including the cost of deliver- 
ing to the warehouses by |he manufacturers utid* pay He.l in addition to 
Eii.4 per maund as subsidy — total Us. 5 to be paid per maund; to buy up 
all the salt munufactured within the jurisdiction of each warehouse and 
abolish the system of appointing agents us the staff could do the work of 
purchasing very easily; they get sufficient time to do thi.s; to fix by (iovern- 
ment the retail sale price at 3 annas [mt seer or Us. 7-8 per maund; to help 
the manufacturers with boiling pans free of cost; not to close down the 
existing warehouses during the rainy si^uson but to keep them running 
througnout the >ear with increasing numbers; to invest money with the 
warehouse officers to purchuvse salt at cash price. 

Tht Hon’blt Mr. Khwija 8HAHABUDDIN; Sir, when my friend 
Mr. Gupta got up to speak, 1 said that he aas speaking without any 
knowledge on the subject, and I was correct because after listening tc his 
speech, 1 am surprised that after long experience in this House he even 
does not realise that the supply questum is not dealt with by my Depart- 
ment. The question the supidy of salt is entirely dealt with by the 
C’ivil Supplies Department and the point that he was referring to is entirely 
a charge on the ('ivil Supplies Department, and not on the Industries 
Department. fMr. JmiKsii Chandra Gvpta: I know all that.^ 

Now 1 would refer to the points raised by Khan Bahadur Haji Badi 
Ahmed (’howdhury. 1 do not know fnnn where the Haji Sahib has got this 
idea that monopoly has been given in the manufacture of salt in Chrtta- 
goug. It is entirely incorrt*ct. On the other hand, there are a number of 
wareh«»U8es and for each warehouse an agent in charge is being appointed. 
So there is no question of monopoly of the manufacture of salt m tnat area. 

Now, Sir, 1 would just give the House an idea as to the steps that have 
been taken by the Government to increase the manufacture of cottage salt 
during the last two years. lBrl943 there were only 4 or 5 waretmuses. 
Since then the number of warehouses has been increased. In 1944 it was 
11, and this year we have added 6 more warehouses — 4 in C%itiagong, 1 in 
Barisal and 1 in Noakhali; so that we have increased the number of ware- 
houses from 11 to 17. 

My friends Mr. Dhirendra Nath Oatta and other members have referred 
to the low ninimmm price. My attention was drawn to this low minimum 
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by the membere of my party, eapeoially by Khan Bahadur Mauiri 
Fasiiil Quadir, and Khan Bahadur tTaaiiituddin Ahmed.. I went into |the 
qnoition and the minimum has been raiae<l from Ra.2 to Hh. 8 in Midnanore 
aM 24<ParganaM. Ha. 3-8 in Bariaa], and UnA in Ohittairnnfr and Noajkhali. 
(Dr. Nauitaicsiu Sanyal: Why this differentia] treatment?) This has 
been, done after takini? into considenition various factors and conditions 
thsA prevail in the manufacture of salt in particular areas. 

Government are taking all (>ossible steps to increase the manufacture of 
salt on cottage basis* Sjr, 1 have almost finished. "We have appointed a 
8pe<‘ial Halt Officer to give advice to the cottage manufacturers. As far as the 
factory manufacturers of salt are concerned, we advertised for the appoint- 
ment of a Special Officer, but unfortunately the Public Service Commission 
has informed u.s that no suitable candidate would l>e available. We have 
receive*! the report of the Iinlustrial Suh>('oinii>ittee on Salt, and W'e are 
taking all steps to implement the recoin iiiemlat ions of that Suh-Coinmittee.

•if. ATUL CHAMDRA SEN. Sir, I beg Uj move that the demand of 
Ea.3(>,44,100 for expenditure under the head “7 — Land llevenue” be reduced 
by Es.llH) to raise u discussion about the failure of the Government to 
relieve the fishermen community of varied and excessive taxation and other 
impositions that weigh on them heavily. 

Sir, it is known that the lot of the fisheimen community i.s one of the 
hardest in this province. This community is one of the many who have 
been hard hit by the economic crisis that has overtaken the province. 
Thousands and thousands of them have died for want of a morsel of food; 
thousands and thousands are dying of preventible diseases for want of 
necessary me<licines. The miserable survivors having no fishing nets, boats 
and other implements of tlieir trade are at a loss as to how to earn a living; 
they are dying inch by inch. The need of the moment is to give these 
people some sort of gratuitous relief and restart them in life by supplying 
them fishing implements and other necessities of tlieir trade. But that is 
not enough. 

The real problem of a continuing nature is that of taxation of a varied 
and excessive nature which calls for a reduction and reform. In represent- 
ing the case of the fishermen in this respect I cannot do better than read 
out a letter which was addressed to the Hon'ble Kevenue Minister on the 
lOth February, 1944, by an indefatigable swial and political worker of 
Dacca, of the name of Sj. Jnanendra Nath Das, Secretary of the Padma 
Matsyujibi Samiti, Malekanda, Dacca from bis present addrt'ss adiich, 
thanks to Hon’ hie Sir Nassimuddin's Government, is the Security Prisoners’ 
Coll, Dacca Central Jail. 

The letter runs as follows: — 


“With reference to your Department Memo, of the 18th Aufcust, 1943, 
I ffgain draw your attention to the prohlem.s of fishermen, particularly to 
taxation, in view of the information received that the Government contem- 

S ate some kind of positive action during the current session of the legiii-* 
ture. Needless to say that the grievances have been accumulating and 
intensifying year by year and constitute a veritable scandal. 

At the present moment four varieties of taxation are current; — 

(i) 'Zibati (permanent and hereditary tax) which corresponds to the 
joU rent paid by tenants on land; 

(ti) ^Bhasan* or seasonal tax levied on professional fishermen during 
the ^hiUha* season; 

(mi) 'Tola* or a toll at the rate of 3 pies per hiUha fish sold to beparis 
• and collected through the latter; and 

(iv) 'Bhag* or a portion varying from 7 annas to 10 annas of the catch 
in respect of fish <j^’er than 'hiUha*. 

Bates of all these varieties of tax (with the exception of *iola*) vary 
from (o) fishery to fishery, (h) individual to individual, and (c) year to year. 
This has intrcmuced anarchy in the fisheries, the fishers falling victims to 
all kinds of extortionist imum. The *tola* is a recent imposition. The 
ialux of a large number of casual fishermen who do not pay either *Zibatt* 
m *kihha^ season has obviously lea to this form of 
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taamtion. But the professional fishennen also are adveraelj affected. The 
*b 0 paris' deduct a pice for each fiah from all not exelttduig profeaaional 
Bihermeu who hare therefore to pay three kinds of tax, vit., *Zihati* 
*Bhasan' and 'ToJa for the same business. 

When we waited in deputation upon the Hon'ble'^Rerenue Minister in 
the middle of July 1941, we suggested something like the following: — 

(i) the rate of "Zthatt* should be made uniform in all the fisheries; 

(n) all professional fishermen must become *Zthat%* tenants of one 
or other of the fisheries; 

(ill) the ^Zibiitr tenants of a particular fishery should not be requir^ 
to pay any other tux, 'Wutsan or *tvfa' for fishing in 

that particular fishery; 

(ir) all fishermen, casual or professional, should pay 'bhasun* or 
seasonal tax for the htUha season only at so much par head at a 
uniform rate, subject to proriso (tn) above; 

(r)the 'hhojtan' being there the *toh* should be made illegal 
altogether; and 

(ri) the "hhag' should be reduced and made uniform. 

You will notice that what we suggest can he done without infringing 
into the existing legal rights of the proprietors of fisheries. Secondly a 
minimum 'zihati' income is secured for all fisheries. Thirdly, by mating 
the 'hhusan' applicable more or less to all fisheries, casual or otherwise, 
the income on ‘hilsha' fishing is made elastic in proportion of the abun- 
dame or otherwise of the catch. It is obvious, the larger the likelihood 
of the catch, the larger Will he the number of fisbennen who will fiw’k to 
a partieular fishery. Fourthly, although it is easier to collect the *U>W 
from the comparatively small number of 'hepiiru\ yet as in that case the 
'zibatt' tenants are afieeted, we cannot recommend 'tola* in place of 
*bhasiin\ 


\Ve suggi'sl a mixed Krit[uiry Comniittc*e composed of legislators and 
officials of the Heveiim* Department to conduct a local enquiry fOr the 
purpo.se of fixing the ratc.H of the different varieties of taxation. 

Before concluding, 1 draw your attention to the monopolistic practice 
)f the 'izaradars' in allowing sales through pet ^heparu' only. We 
consider this an illegal encroachment on the liberty of the fisher sell to 
vhom he chooses.” 

Sir, I believe the case of the fishermen deserves most sympatfietio 
jonsideration on the lines suggested by this people’s man h<*hind the prison 
)ar are long overdue. I thoroughly agre<* wuth him that a mixed Com* 
nittee of Enquiry- should be set up to go into the qmwition of taxation under 
be burden of which these unfortunate poor people are groaning and legal 
ne^ures should be adopteil without delay to give them suitable economic 
elief which is their due claim. 1 hope that the Hon’ble Minister will 
dndly give an assurance on the floor of this House on this subject. 

Hr. SHAHCOALIs Sir, I beg to move that the demand of R«.36,44,100 
for expenditure under the head ”7 — 1.4ind Revenue” be reduced by Re. 100 
to raise a discussion about the abolition of Permanent Bettlement and the 
failure of the present Government to give effect to the recommendation of 
the Flood Commission. 

Sir, first of all I wanted to say something on the abolition of the system 
>f nomination to the local bodies. But I need not say much becauM my 
friend Mr. Israil knows how it is that this question of the abolition of the 
lystem of nomination has always been kept m the back-groiind. 

Another burning problem is the Secondary Edueajtion Bill — that also is 
B^ell known to the House. » Some members of the Coalition Party stood In 
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the ITS/ of the Education BiU being passed while some others wanted that 
the Chairman of the Board aboidd be nominated. [ think during this 
aession they will have the Bill passed. In this connection I beg to say 
that the Hon^ble Mr. Tarak Nath Mukeriea went to a locality within my 
constituency and there he made a speech that Mr. Shahedali did not support 
the Secondary Education Bill. So I say how pernicious this problem is. 

Another burning problem is the abolition of Permanent Settlement. 
Since the inauguration of the present Assembly there have been attempts 
that Permanent Settlement should go. The then Faslul Huo Ministry 
appointed a Committee to enquire into it and they submitted their report 
and after that without giving effect to it they appointed another expert to 
examine it and there were other persons appointed to examine it. There 
were reports after reports but there was no attempt to give effect to the 
recommendation of the Floud Commission. When the Fazlul Huq Ministry 
was in office, on the 14th and 15th of March the then Revenue Minister 
Mr. P. N. Banerjee declared on the floor of this House that the recommenda- 
tion of the Floud Commission should be given effect to and would begin 
from the district of Faridpur. I think all honourable members know this. 
Soon after this that Government went* out and present Ministry came into 
power and the Hon'ble Mr. Tarak Nath Mukerjea took the portfolio. Since 
then it seems to me he has forgotten everything about it. My rec^uest is 
not to the Hon’ble Minister because we know him. We had experience of 
him. He can only pass on sweet words and he can only quote beautiful 
words about Floud Commission. T request the members of the Muslim 
League party because they are representatives of the masses; they are not 
representatives of the zemindars or landlords. I wrmld ask them to see 
that the recommendation of the Floud ('oinmission is given effect to 
mmediatoly. To give solace and to give consolation to you they have .. 
introduced one Agricultural Income-tax Bill and that has been pas.sed. Is 
it for the benefit of the masses K You know the proceerls have not been 
earmarked for tlie benefit of the masses. The measure has affected the 
tenants also because the tax is jmyuble not only f(>r revenue but also for 
rent. So my submission is that this has not benefited the masses and the 
rent of the tenantry has not been reduced. I would reque.st you to see that 
the present Ministry do give effect to the recommendations of the Floud 
Commission and if they fail it is time that they should go away. I also 
request the Ilon’ble Minister in chrage who has got a zemindary, if he fails 
to give effect to it whitdi is his concern, he should vacate hia office and 
make ixioin for another Minister from the Coalition Party. 

Another thing which has created great disturbance in the district of 
Tippera is the realisation of rent and education cess by Oarnishi system. 
This process was first applied in the districts of North Bengal. Now it has 
been extended to East Bengal also. The Minister boasted that there has 
been good realisation of rent in East Bengal. I ask, what was this due to? 
That was due to the fact that Gamiahi system has been introduced in this 
part of the province. 

Another thing which will strike all is that revenue, rent as well as 
education cess are reali8<»d by sale certificate. I put tois question to the 
Certificate Officer and he said *'Go to the authority and enquire of them**. 

1 do not know what instruction was issued by the Hon’ble Minister but this 
was the language of the Certificate Officer. ^ my submission is that the 
Hon’ble Minister will see whether this can be removed immediately and he 
•hould issue warning that such thing may not be done in future. 

Mr. ONIRENDRA MATH DATTA: Sir, 1 beg to move that the 
demand of Ba. 36.44400 for expenditure under the head "7 — Land 
Bevenue** be ii^uoea by Bs.

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Mr. Speaker, Sir, you are certainly aware that in the district of Tippera 

S pe areas of land — nal^ hhiti, bagant homestead — have been requisitioned 
er rule 75A of the Defence of India Rules and large areas are being 
requisitioned almost daily, ti is necessary to add here that lam areas 
have been requisitioned or rather have been taken j)Ossession of by the 
Military Authorities close to the Tripura State. It is obligatory under the 
Defence of India Rules that if rec^uisition of any land is to be made the 
notice as contemplated by rule 75 A is to be served upon the owner and occu- 
pier and after notice the Military Authority or any authority for whom the 
requisition was intended can enter into the laud on expiry of the period 
mentioned in the notice. Then compensation is to be determined by the 
Civil Authority who got the land requisitioned on agreement with the 
owners and occupiers and if owners and occupiers disagree ilje matter of 
compensation is to he referred to arbitrators. These are statutory rules 
which have been framed with the object of giving i>roper and adenuate com- 
pensation to the persons whose lands are requisitioned. But in the district 
of Tippera the following grievances are being felt by the persons affected 
by the requisition. 

In areas close to the Tripura State lands are taken possession of by the 
Militarj^ Authorities without miuisition, t.r., without notice as required 
by rule 75 A of Defence of India Rules being served ui>on the owners and 
occupiers and consequently owners and occupiers wh(»se lands are thus taken 
possession of do not get compensation and the persons aggrieved on that 
account do not get reliefs by petitioning the Itx'al Civil Authorities. 

The rate of compensation jier ac*re for different class of lands for the 
years 1942 and 194*1 were determined from this office ami the instruciions 
were sent by circulars to determine the amount of compensation on the basis 
of that rate — the rate of compensation i)er acre for all class of lands in the 
year 194*i except of Lalmai Hill lanos was determined on the basis of 
Rs. 225 per acre. But strangely the local authorities in many areas con- 
trarj' to the instructions embodied in the circular compensation for the year 
194d had \yeen det<‘rminc(l not on the basis of Hs. 225 [mt aeit* but even on 
the basi.^ of Ks, 10 per acre specially in respect of lands cIom* to the Tripura 
State, I.C., in the Singerbeel urea in the Brahmanbaria subdivision but the 
people affected by the rate are not getting any relief by submitting petitions 
to the local authorities. ^ 

It has l)een brought to our notice that for the current year, f.c., for the 
Bengali year 1*151 and onwards, instructions had lM*t*n sent to recluco the 
rate of compensation to Its. 140 jwr ac re lusUnid of its. 225 jmt acre and 
the compensations are being determined on that niie. This is highly pre- 
judicial to the interests of the persons affected by requisition. Lunds 
requisitioned can be classified into two areas, vis., (1) tlie Singerl>eel- 
Akhaura area, t.e., the area close to the Tripura State in the Brahman- 
baria subdivision, (2) the Gomilla-Lalmai area in the Sudar subdivision. 
In the SingerbeeLAkhaura area where larger area.H of lands are Wing 
requisitioned, the lands requisitioned are mostly high lands — hhitt lands — 
where there are existing fruit-bearing jack>fruit trees, bamlMK) clumps, 
ua^hing grass, and other fuel trees and on the unoccupied lands, i.e,, the 
lands not occupied bv above trees, etc., generally sugarcane are grown and 
used to be grown ana the values of those articles have enormously increased 
in the y&iT 1944 specially in that area on account of the high demands of 
those arricles due to military requirements and we are sure the value will 
further increase in the year 194 d. 

In the Comilla-Iialmai area the lands can be classified under four 
heads: (i) culturabie nal lands where two paddy crops A us and Rous are 
grown, (u) flew®, i.e., lands in which thatches are grown, (m) wstqi OfW, 
i.e., lands in which one variety of erntms is grown which serves as 
good vegetables in the loja^lity, (tv) ftw, t.s., uncultivated land where 
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there are jungles containing bamboos, fuel trees, timber trees and where then 
are many fruit-bearing trees, such as mang« trees, jackfniit tr^s, black- 
berry trees, bel trees and plum trees, etc. In Lalmai mils the rate ot com- 
pensation allowed by OoTernment is abnormally low in view of the present 
iituation &nd the prment price of commoditm grown therein. It is to be 
noted here in the case of compulsory acquisition 15 per cent, above the 
market rate is allowed under the Land Acquisition Act which is to be 
followed in the matter of determining the amount of compensation as 
required by section 19 of the Defence of India Act. 

In regard to the first item of lands, vjz., nal ^ands wliere paddy crous 
are grown — one acre of land yields 60 maunds of paddy in two crops only 
deducting the cost of cultivation to the extent of half of the produce — the 
price of Sbe balance of the paddy, namely, of dO maunds comes up to Rs. 200 
at the controlled rate though according to the bazar rate the price comes 
up to Bs. 300. 

Ih regard to the second item of lands, viz., lands where thatching grass 
is grown, one acre of land yields approximately 2(K) bundles of thatching 
grass, and each bundle is valued at Bs. 2 in the minimum. Thus the price 
of 200 bundles is Bs. 400 deducting the cost of Bs. 100. The net yield is 
valued at Rs. dtK) per acre. (At this stage the red light was lit but the 
member was allowed to speak for two minutes more.) 

Sir, as regards the cost of removal and replacement too the amount paid 
under this Head is too low. The cost was determined in the year 1942. The 
price of building materials and the wages of labourers were then much less 
than whut it is now. The price of building materials and the wages of 
labourers have increased four times since then. That is not taken into consi- 
dertaioii in determining the cost of removal and replacement in the Lalmai 
hills. There were dwelling homesteads and hotjan^ of many persons where- 
from they have been removed. I would draw the attention of the authoritief 
to one important fact that after the termination ot war when the lands will 
be relinquished, it will not be possible to relinquish tlie lands in the condi- 
tion in which tney were when tney were ac’miired. The <|uestion of replace- 
ment, and compensation due to {Mjrmanent deterioration of lands due to the 
loss of trees, tanks, etc., will be of utmost importance. The correct pre- 
paration of records is also of utmost importance, (lovernment should now 
take steps to put ttfb mutter under very eflicient officers and experts. This, 
we are afraiii, has not l>een done in the districts. The mutter is a very 
important one and it cannot be dealt with in a short time. So I would like 
to put the grievances in a petition and hand over the ])etition to the IIonTde 
Minister in charge of the Revenue Department with the hope that he will 
go to the locality and make personal inspection, and try to remedy the 
grievances embodied in the petition. 

With these few words. Sir, I move the amendment standing in my name. 

(At this stage the House was adjourned for 15 minutes.) 

(After adjournment.) 

Mtiiivi MUHAMMAD ISRAILS Sir, I have got cut motions Nos. 116 
and 117. I am not moving them, but 1 am speaking generally on the cut 
motions that are standing in my name. The purjiuse of my cut motions 
was to raise a discussion about the abolition of Permanent Settlement. Now, 
Sir, mv honourable friend Mr. Shahedali has delivered a sjieech on this. 
After tne election everybody that came to this Assembly came on a definite 
pledge that Permanent Settiement should lie abolished. We on this side 
of the House, I mean members belonging to the Muslim lAtague party had 
a programme and it has been incorporated therein that Permanent t^ttle- 
meni should be abolished and we were insistently demanding u|Kin the first 
Failul Huq Government that Permanent Settlement should go, and on our 
lAsiatent demand they were forced to appoint a Commission Imown as the 
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jjj^ad CommiBsion and they aubmitted a report and that re|K>rt hm been 
eaciimined by one Special Omeer, Mr. Gurner» but no effect has ae yet bean 
given to it. In the Floud Qommiseiou the prt)|io8ttl wan that puaing the 
mplementing: of the recommendations of the hltnid (^)lnmis(»lon (ioyern- 
mant may impose an amcuitural income-tax. That was a transitional 
measure to be adopted till the implementing of the recommendations o| the 
Flond Commission, i.e., till the abolition of the Perauent S^Mtlement imd 
jthe present Government has actually imposed an agricultural income-tax 
in accordance with tho^ recommendations of the Flouil Commission. When 
that Agricultural Income-tax Bill was being dist'ussed in the Assembly, 
doubts were expressed that by passing the Agricultural Income-tax Bill 
into an Act this Government would not abolish the Peniianent Settlement 
and would take no steps in that regard. We on this side of the House urge 
upon Government to take immediate steps to see that the recoin meiuiat ions 
ot the F1(»U(1 Commission are given effect to. The Floud Commission itself 
recommended that the Permanent Settlement could not be abolished luitil 
fresh settlement operations had taken plat'e. In Faridpur settlement opera- 
tions had been completed ; in Barisal they had Wen stopped by an (»rder of 
the last Ministry. 1 would urge upon the Minister in charge of the Revenue 
Department to see that immediate steps are taken to see that if not in the 
whole of Bengal at least in Faridpur where the settlement openitions had 
been completed and also in the Sunderbaiis area wherein settlement opera- 
tions are being complfted, Permanent Settlement should be abolished 
according to the recommendation of the Floud Commission. As a preli. 
miliary step, Faridpur may l>t‘ taken as one of the unit.s in giving effeet to 
the recommendation of the Floud Commission. The lust famine has 
demonstrated to us, and it has been the <»pinion of many experts, that the 
land system in Bengal was to a great extent, if not mainly, responsible for 
the shortage of food jiroduction in Bengal. Every meml>er of this House 
is aware that because tlu* tillers of the soil, particularly the hari/athtrx and 
other people, have no direct interest in land, they have got no encourage- 
ment, they have got no inducement and they have no stimulus to grow more 
food in the land hecause whatevei they grow’ the;v are not entitled to the 
whole of it They have t(» give half of it to tlieir landlords who are either 
tenure holders or raiyats. So, unless tlie permanent settlement goes, even 
the i>r(»(lu('tion (»f food cannot impr<»ve. My requeHt, and insistent reciuest, 
to the Hon Me Minister is that immediate steps be taken or at least a necla- 
ration ih* made that steps will be taken immediately to gi\e effect tfj the 
reromniendations of the. Fl(»u<l CommissitHi. 

Mymensingh is one of the biggest distric’ts atul my request is that tttie 
se ement operations be taken up in that district and the recommendationi 
01 the l^Ioud (omm»ssion be given effect to. In thi.s way, 1 submit that if 
t IS possible to give effect to the recoiniueudalions of the Floud Commission 
oM^Tne urder thaf there may not be any repetition 

(At this stage, the honourable member having reached the time-limit 
resumed his scat.) 

Mr. DAMBER SINGH CURUNCs Sir, I had submitted a cut 
motion 

Mr SPEAKER: You need not mention that. You can s^ieak without 
referring to it. 

Mr. DAMBER SINGH GURUNGf I do not understand why this cut 
motion was not allowed. 

Mr SPEAKER: It is not a question of allowing — 

Mr. DAMBER SINGH GURUNG: I beg to submit that cut motions of 
memben who are in the Opposition are allowed to lie moved whereas tihe 
cut motions submitted by members supporting the Government are not 
allowed to be moved. 
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Mr tPIAICERs Do you insist on moving your cut motion and putting 
U Po roteF 

Mr. OAMBER tlNCH CURUNC: You have not allowed it, so I am 
not going to move it« 

Mr. SPEAKER: Then, speak generally. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: So far as we ore concenied, we do not 
object to Mr. Gurung moving his cut motion because^, we claim that he is in 
the Opposition although sometime he errs. 

Mr. DAMBER SINGH GURUNG: 1 mean to say that the cut motions 
of the Opposition parties have been allowed but the cut motions of Govern- 
ment members are not allowed. I do not propose to move the cut motion. 
May I speak on the motion P 

Mr. SPEAKER: Do as you please. 

Mr. DAMBER SINGH GURUNG: Sir, there is a slight mistake in my 
motion. Instead of “without compensation”, it is printed as “with giving 
compensation”. As it is printed, it does not convey any meaning. How- 
ever, Sir, I wanted to represent to the Government the grievances of kfuis 
mahal tenants in the Darjeeling di.strict. The first and foremost grievance 
of the kluis maJial t43naiit8 in the district of Darjeeling is the right of the 
tenants on hluu vi/ihal lands. The tenants are given 15 years lease but 
tliey have no right on the land. The Government can resume the land 
whenever they require it for whatever purpose it may be, without giving 
compensation. The tenants are just like chowkidars on the lands. The 
tenants spend a lot of money for improving the land by clearing jungle.s, 
terracing the land, etc., in order to make it cultivable but when the land 
is improved the Government resume it without any consideration for the 
money the tenants spent on the land. Formerly the (iovernment used to 
give compeUHution and also some land in exchange hut now-a-days they do 
not do it. In 1919 when abodt 1,5(K) acres of land were resumed for deve- 
lopment in Kalimpoug suklivision the tenants were given compensation at 
the rate of Us, d09 per acre and new khas lands were also given for the tenants 
to settle but the Goveniment have changed the jmlicy now. About 4 years 
back 600 acres of land were resumed by tlie Government in KaJimpong 
flubdivision for afforestation but no compensation for lands was given ; only 
the cost of house.s and price of the standing trees were given. At first 
Government told the tenants that they would get the compensation for the 
lands. The Government officials took the signature of the tenants on the 
mea that they would be ^iven coiupensation but after the tenants signed 
the document they w'ere jfiven only the cost of houses and not the conijien- 
^ation for the land. Again there is a proposal for resumption of about 500 
acres of land in Kalimpong subdivision for afforestation. So 

far, the information is only the cost of houses and trees will be given. In 
these days when the Government is pushing vigorously the campaign of 
grow more food the agricultural lands are Iwing resumed for aforestation. 
The plea is that there is danger of land slip on those lands. There is no 
doubt danger of land slip but only about i of the land that is under pro- 
lyl 18 actuidly in dan^r. The Forest Department do not like to take 
small patches of land and do the work of afforestation. They want 
a big area, so even those lands which are not in danger are being resumed 
and the tenants are poing to be ^rown out landless and homeless with no 
mcmey to imy oth^fsr land to liee in. Again last year thousands of acres of 
land m ^dar subdivision of Darjeeling were resumed by the Government 
for mrowing v^tables for military. The tenants were given compensation 
1 15 per acre for the land. The tenants had actually culti- 

^ted the laud but when the crops were getting ready the lands were lesum- 
atf and nothing was paid for the orop—not even for seeds. The tenants 
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inbiiiitied representation to the local oflScials hut so far nothing hw h^n 
dime. Darjeeling is one of the smallest districts in Bengal but has 
owitributed the largest share in the war effort by supplying man power. 
The sons, brothers and uncles of those tenants who have been ousted from 
their lands are fighting for the country. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Your time is up. 

aii> nayRER SINGH CURUNC: Only a minute m<»re! Many of 
them have MW^ced their lives but what rewartl do we get? We are thrown 
out in the street— homeless, landless and penniless. The main thing is 
limk of sympathy in the local officials. Cent, per cent, of the Wm 

tenwito are hill Vople but the khu mahal managers are all iion-hlllme 
who do not understand the language, customs, etc., of lull | 

mainly their troubles. They are regarde.1 as chattels and ‘be officids do 
not feel at all even when the tenants are made honieless and kndless. 1 
have very often aproached the Governinnt for appointment of hill men as 
fcL ^Xer; but they do not pay any heed, llnw long are we Uy 
tol^te these sorts of injustices and sufferings Our sons and relations are 
daily shedding their blood in the battle-fiebf ui thousands and here we are 
maiil homelesl I request the tiovernment to ook into all ‘b*’"'' 
and redress the grievances by appointing the hillmen as Lhtf nuiluil olbur 
tho will at least understand and feel for the troubles and dilhnilties ot the 
khtiy miihal tenants and further I reciuest the (jovernmcnt to pay adequate 
coinpciisat i(Hi to the tciiuntii for the landii rcHumou. 

Mtuivi ABDUL dABBAR: Mr. Speaker, Sir. I do not propone U> move 
the cut motion No. 4d standing in my name, but 1 would like to ^ ^ 
words regarding realisation of education ccss from ruinaU not in acco dame 
with section ,(0 suh-vetiou (4), of the Primary hducalion .\ct in the district 
of Uinajpur for consideration of (loyerument. In the 
assessment of Primary Education cess issued by the (^ollcrlor of Dmajpur, 
clause uno ( » ) savs that education cess from rmynU would he iit the rate of .Ij 
pice on each rupee of the jamo or IJ times of the I'css now paid. 1 he above 
section of the Primarv Education Act says nothing alsmt the proportions of 
the cess to the education cess. It is either on rent or annual value I'urthcr 
if the cess had been realised from ratyatn, in strict uccorduricc with section 
4HJ) of the Cess Act at one half rate, t.r., at 0 pies per rupee on the rent 
or annual value the proportion of the cess to the educuliori cess as mentioned 
above would have been all right. But this is not florie upd where the 
annual value has lieen ascertained in pspect of holdings, the land- 

lords realise cess not in accordance with section 41(J) of the ( ess Act but 
under section 41(2) of the said Act. Besides there are landlords who renljse 
from ruiyuts cess under section 41 and revaluation cess under section 41(2) 
of the Cess Act although the realisation of cess under both the sub-sections 
is not authorised by law. For the purpose of realisation of eess if a tatyaf ' b 
holding is treated as a tenure and cess is charged under seetion 41(2) of the 
Cess Act, there is no law nor any justification why cess should also be 
charged on him as a raiyat under sciction 41(2) of the said Act. 

It is on these grounds that the education cess, if made payable at If 
times of the cess now paid in respect of the raiyat' i boilings on which the 
annual value has been ascertainea, would mean a great hardship on the 
miyat. The proportion of the cess at 1} limes to the education cess does 
not hold good and the raiyat would have to pay education cess at a much 
higher rate than what is authorised by section '^(4) of the Primary Educa- 
tion Act while this excess realisation would not go to the benefit of the 
Primaiyr Mucation Fund but would benefit the landlords. So far as the 
rate of the education cesf is concerned, section «10 of the Primary Education 
Act is complete in itself and is not controlled by the Cess Act. In the cir- 
enmstances it is only lenl that in the matter of realisation of the education 
cess, section 30 alone should be followed and no proportion of the cess to 
the Education cess should be brought in. 
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Aa the cewee are being realised much in excess of what the law 
authorises, it would be wrong to make the cess the basis of reali^tion M 
the education cess. In this connection I would like to say that section 30(«) 
of the Primary Education Act is quite sufficient to cover both the cases of 
realisation of* the education cess from the raiyats, namely^ that the educa- 
tion cess should be at »‘ij pice i>er rupee on the rent where no annual value 
has been ascertained or at ‘IJ pice per rupee on the annual value vrhere such 
value has been ascertained. 

Now, let me take a concrete case for understanding the position in all 
its aspects by applying the formula under clause urw ( ) of the proclamation 
iisu^ by the Collector of Dinajpur, i.c., at ‘U pice per rupee of the j(ima 
or at 1} times of the cess now paid. Suppose the jama of a raiyat'f holding 
is Rs. 10. The cess payable is annas five at six pies per rupee. The educa- 
tion cess at pice jier rupee on Its. 10 is annas 8-9 pies or 5 annas at IJ 
times is -8-9. So it is found that both the alternatives under clause ano {•) 
hold good as no annual value has been ascertained in this case. But, 
suppose, on the said jama of lls. 10 the annual value aseertained undeiL sec- 
tions 24 and 25 of the Cess Act is Rs. 20, and if the second alternative of 
the Collector’s above formula is applied in this case, the position is as 
follows 

Under section 30(4) of the Primary Education Act the Education cess 
ought to be Rs. 1-1-0 pies at 3^ pice per rupee on Rs. 20 but in tbe cases 
mentioned below the education cess charged is much in excess. One* class 
of landlords is charging the Education cess as below : — 

Twenty annas minus five annas which is equal to fifteen annas. At one 
and three-four times of fifteen annas it is equal to Rs. 1-10-3 pies which 
they are charging as education cess. 

A second class of landlords is charging the education ccm as fidlows: ^at 
this stage the member reached his time-limit but was allowed to conclude 
his speech) : — 

Cess on jama five annas plus revaluation cess of twenty annas at one 
anna on annual value at one and three-four times which is equal to Hs. 2-11-9 
which is calculated as the education cess. 

That the landlords are realising cess and also revaluation cess will be 
corroborated by the letter of the Secretary of the Landholders’ Association, 
Dinajpur, to the Secretary’, Board of Revenue, Bengal,^ a copy of which has 
been forwarded to me on the 22nd February', 1940, by the Collector, 
Dinajpur, in reply to my letter to the latter. 

Again there is a third class of landlords charging education cess by 
treaung them as estates under clause hi of the proclamation, i.e., at 
times of the cess plus revaluation cess stated above i)lu8 one pice per rupee 
of the javui. At this rate the education cess comes to Rs. 2-1-9 pies. 

This subject has created great confusion among the landlords in the 
district. In the circumstances of the case I would request the Hon’ble 
Minister to examine the whole question and issue a fresh notification regard- 
ing the correct and legal amount of the education cess to be paid by tbe 
tmyaU in the district in cases where tbe annual value has been ascertained. 

MMlIvi AHMED ALI MRIDHA: Mr. Speaker, Sir, 1 entirely agree 
with what has been said by my honourable friend. Mr. Israil. We are very 
modest in our demand. Sir, the Hon’ble Ministers as well as we made bright 
promises to Uie countryside Utat tbe Permanent Settlement would be abolish- 
ed very shortly. May 1 hope that legislation to that effect will be taken up 
very soon by wvemment. I know. Sir, Government is very anxious today 
to do many things for tbe good of the country. We find that they are very 
busy in excavating the channels, rejuvinating the silted up rivers. We 
know that Government has every goi^ intention to uplift the countryside. 
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In spite of the good inteDtions of Government we find that tkare is opposi* 
iioii everywhere. We find that the samiudar is opm)8eil to ever)*^ scheme of 
eoonomic betterment for the rural neopk^ we fiiul also that the teiiureholder 
is opposed to such sehemes. Khals and rivers have been recorded in the 
possession of the zemindars and tenure-holders. They will not fiermit any 
excavation on these khals and rivers, l^nd Aci{uiHition pnM*edure is so 
cumbnms and dilatory. Naturally therefore improvement of drainage is 
not a possibility so long as permanent settlement continues. Sir, the 
xaminaar w'ill naturally oppose the abolition of the Permanent vSeitleiuent. 
The samindars are an infiuential l)ody in this province; they art* able to keep 
in check the activities of Government towards the abolition of the Perma- 
nent Settlement. Therefore I want a clear assurance from Government 
that the Permanent Settlement will W abolished and if that assurance 
comes, I must congratulate the Hoirble Minister and the department con- 
cerned on the bold stand they are going to take. Sir, 1 wtujd welctunc the 
abolition of the Permanent Settlement first in my own district of Faridpur. 
but I would not be content with that alone. I would like to see the Perma- 
nent Settlement abolished as exjieditiouHly as possible throughout the 
length and breadth of the whole ol Bengal. 


Then, Sir, I should like to say a few words in the matter of relief. The 
Hon’hle Minister knows very well that Bengal was in the grip of a b'rrihle 
famine in 194*1, and the Ilou’ble Minister also knows that there was corrup- 
tion even in the matter of famine relief. The communal ratio rules were 
given a go-bye by the officers in charge of appointments. 1 pointed that 
out to some of the Hon'ble Ministers and tmluy my appeal to Government 
is that justice must be done to all communities and ci»rruption removed. 


Tlu*n, Sir, my third point is this. The whole district of Faridpur has 
been in the grip of famine since 1939 on account (»f failure of croj)s due U> 
abnormal flo<»d in 1938. Government were very anxious to give relief; they 
gave test relief; they gave loans, they gave gratuitous reliel. In 1940 there 
w’as iailure ot (■r(»p>; in 1!)41 there w'us some <Top; in 1942 there was crop 
failure; in 194*1 there was (MUiiplete famine. Government have given money 
^ormouslv to the district and f(»r that our gratitude knows no l>ounds. 
But now I find that Government are very anxious get hack the loan from 
the people. Of course, tliey must but J \lo feel that Government should not 
bo harsh. By giving money to the famine-strieken people, by giving relief 
they saved life and property to 8<»me extent. Tiives were saved surely. But 
the orders of Government have now l)eeome rather severe. J have notiet^ that 
a circular letter has been i.ssued to* all Revenue Oflieers to say that their 
je^ices will terminate if they cannot show a good iirogress in the near 
future. You know, Sir, when there is an order like this fnim Government, 
tUe district Magistrate of Faridpur has added a few more words of warning* 
Revenue Ofiicerg will not only lose their present job but they will not 
toave any chance of getting a iob in future under this administration. So 
oir, harshness has gone beyond limits. Money must be realised but at the 
tempered with mercy. Famine-etricken i»«)ple 
moat be dealt with m the way they deserve. There w yet relief operation 
going.on Md at the same time you cannot be ao harah on the mwole bv 
reahaing the loan mercilewly Of courw, thoae who can pay muatW^ made 

IH^ible that what you give with one hand you take with the other but in 
wd in pvmg there muat be proportion ao that diatreaa may not go

Th« Honlila Mr. TARAK NATH MUKHER4EA: Sir, in thin faff end 
of the dav and with threatening clouds over head, I feel it is not jMissible to 
answer all the points raised in all the amendments that have been in(»ved. 
(Dr. Nalinaksiia SaaWal: Particularly when the Frontier Ministry has 
fallen I). 

Sir, my demand is a modest one. The amount of expec^ted re<;eipts is 
Rs. 3,51,94,(K)0 whereas my demand is only fox a sum of Ui; 30, 44, (KM) which 
is just 10 per cent, of the total expecUul income. Sir, the increase in the 
income last year was to a large extent due to re<*overy of arrears of rent and 
increase in expenditure was due to repair of damaged embankments^ dear- 
nes.s ulloa'ances to othcers and repair to damages by cyclone to khoi mahal 
buildings. 

Now, Sir, coming to the motions which have been moved, I am sure that 
Mr. Gurung will be glad to know that instructions have already l>een issued 
for payment of compensation not only for the buildings and the standing 
crop but also for loss of land esi>eciaJly where settlement was obtained on 
payment of ielami or on payment of price of the land. 

Regarding the motion about edueniion cess, I would only like to submit 
that section 30 of Mie Act clearly lays down the manner of the payment and 
leaves hardly any room for doubt about its misuse. But if in any cjsse where 
tax has been illegally or arbitrarily realised is brought to the notice of Gov- 
ernment, Government will certainly take immediate steps to remedy it. 

Mr. BHAHEDALI: On a point of order, Sir. I want to inform the 
Honlile Minister that in the district of Tippera rent as well as the educa- 
tion cess are realised together by certificate. That is not the law, Sir. 

Mr. BFlAKiR: T^t is no point of order. 
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TiM HORllI* Mr. TARAK MATH M0KH6RJEAS If «ny individi^ 
mute is brought to the notice of Government, Government will certainly take 
immeciiate Kteps in the matter. 

Now, Sir, coming to the question of the Sunderbans area, I would submit 
that it is a very complicated problem. The Sunderbans area which was 
unfortunately developed rather early has various problems to be solved, 
namely, educational, public health, medical, drinking water supply, 
improvement of communication facilities and last but not the least improve- 
ment of the embankments and drainage channels. . 

On receipt of various representaticms^ from different parts of the area I 
myself made an extensive tour in the whole of this area, and I am con- 
vinced that the Sunderbans people recmire immediate help, protection and 
care. Sir, Government has already t^en up the matter and is making a 
thorough enouiry and, if necessary, Government proposes also to appoint a 
committee of ehquiry to go through all its details and submit a re[)ort 
regarding the present condition of the people of the Sunderbans area iiom 
various points of view; Government expect that the matter will be taken 
up aud steps will be taken if necessary to give necessary help to these people 
in no distant future. 1 have already held several meetings and attended a 
large number of meetings all over the area and discussed the mutter with 
the people fully in all its aspects about their troubles and diHiculties. T i un 
assure the House that this matter is receiving earnest consideration ami care 
of Government. 

Then, Sir, regarding the motion moved by Mr. Iswar (’handru Mul, I 
would only submit that Government have already taken up the matter. 

Mr« Ml 8HAM8UDDIN AHMEDs I would ask the Hon’ble Minister 
to give an answer to the various questions raised about the polif'y to abolish 
Permanent Settlement. 


TN Hofi'bla Mr. TARAK NATH MUKERJEA: As 1 was saving, Sir, 
Mr. Mai knows thoroughly well that the matter has already been taken up 
by Government and even this e^’eninu I myself had a lengthy conference 
with the Divisional Commissioner and other otficers and representatives of 
the Midnapore and C-ontai areas, and we hope that proper relief v ill be 
given to the people in this ^ea in no distant future. In fact, orders htve 
already been issued to give relief to these people, especially to those who 
have been affected by the lust cyclone.

■ate RADHANATH OAtJ Sir, I beg to move that the demand of 
Bd. 29,28,0(H) for expenditure under the head “8 — Provincial Excise * be 
reduced by Rs. 100 to raise a discussion about the fact that the Government 
are following a jKilicy of patronising their friends and relatives in the matter 
of distribution of shop licenses in the province. 

From this cut motion it is quite apparent as to what I mean to say. I 
want to draw the attention of the (iovemment to this sort of practices that 
have become (juite rampant in this matter of distribution of shop licenses. 
Oovernineiit’s attenti(»n has been drawn to these matters times without 
numln^r, but I see that all the time it was in vain. So, I once more want 
to draw the attention of the Government to this matter. 

First of all, Sir, the thing is that shop licences are generally given to 
those applicants wh(» pay the highest amount of money to the authorities con- 
cerned by way of bribes and premium. And if that lie not so, then it is 
given to the friends, relatives and other patrons of the Government, that is 
to say of some of the Ministers. These relatives, friends and patrons are 
serving the purpose and are supjiosed to serve the purpose of trumpeting the 
cause of the Ministers themselves. 

Then* are numerous instances of such like bribery and nepotism and all 
these sorts of ciirrupt practi(*es throughout the province. I do not like to 
take the time of the House in mentioning all those instances, but it will 
suffice if I mention but <»iie instam‘e. No\\ this instance hap]>ened w'ith 
regard to tlie rt‘Ucwal of tlie shop licence at the premises No. 14()B, Upper 
Circular Hoad, (’alcuttu. Tliere it is a case of a shop lii'ence for enabling 
the licciK (• holder to soil <*ountrv spirit. Formerly tliere was a sh<q) just in 
front of the jiremises iiumher that 1 have mentioneil ju.st now. The old 
licensee has been carr\ing on this husiness of country spirit and selling the 
same from a very good long time. There also he managed and controlled 
the drunkards well, as it was the case that the very old licensee used to live 
upstairs ^^itll his taiuily iueluding ladies and children. 

Now, this old licensee has Wen removed and a license has Is^en given to 
a new iH'rson w’ho is quite an alien gentleman so iar as the locality is (‘on- 
c«med. He does not live there and as siu h he doi‘s not like to take so mucli 
interest for the comforts and wace i)f the lotul iK*ople who are lesiding 
«urn)iinding this new shop. This new licensee is a new one so far us this 
country * spirit business is eonct*ined. He did not trade on this subject 
ItomierXv. He only managed to get the license to sell country- spirit only 
bec'ause lu* is a friend ot some of the Ministers. This 1 know fully well. 
This new licensee is to l>e found always (hutting and roaming with the 
Ministers and even some times when the Ministers go on touring on official 
business, be is found to accomixinv them. This is not all, Sir, |ierhaps, so 
far as my information goes, there are some arnuigements made with this 
new licensee that some profits of tliis .shop shall go to the m)cket8 of one or 
two Ministers. I want to have a clear statement from the Minister of Excise 
on this point. If the Government lie upright and honest, I know that they 
will have got to corrolwrate my statement by saying that w^t I have said 
just now is quite time and conWt. So it is my earnest desire and request 
to this Government that they should not do all this sort of thing and in this 
case that I have just now mentioutMl they should give and renew the license 
to the same old lit^ensee. 

V To one more thing. Sir, 1 want to draw the attention of the Government 
and that is that this business of intoxicating drugs is a business which 
mainly belongs to the scheduled castes people; to be more correct, to a 
particular sect of the scheduled castes people. So my earnest request to the 
Sovemment is that this business of selling intoxicating drugs must go to 
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tk# fiohednkd caates people only. Nowadays [people other than ^etlukd 
ciaiee Endings ancf smelling' that there is money in it, are now trying their 
tttanost to have license lor this business ; but it should always be the look«aut 
of the Government that no j»eoj>I© other than Schecluled Castes should be 
jHivileged to tmde on this matter. 

The new licensee whom 1 referred to at the l)efntitiing of my siwech ianot 
a scheduled caste gcntlemaii. lie is jM»rhai»s quite well km»wn to must of 
the Govenimeut members, and I do not want to name him. Shull 1 ntvtne 
him? (CVies of **Yes‘’. “Ne'i” fiom the G|>|ioMition Benches.) 

Mr. SPEAKER; No, it is not de*iimble. 

MlNt RADHANATH DAS: With these remaiks. Sir, I want to move 
my cut motion for a< leptanre of the House.

Since* thcMi we have heard notlnng al>ont piohilntion excc*pt for 
once during the* brit*f .sjH*ll of the secemd l u/lui llucj (iovi‘i’nm(*nt, which 
reiterated a iwdicv of giadual picdiibition but failed to do un\ thing having 
|/ructically to .s|K*nd all the* time in tigliting tin* unholy trinity of the Govern- 
ment llou.se (iod, the Serretaiiat sahoteei.s and the (/live Siieot cli(|ue. 

(oiniiig to the Muslim L<*agin* (Joveinment of Sir Na/imiiddin wc^ find 
that they have had nothing to do with {dunned {iroliihif i(*n in any «(*n»e. 
They |>rotes.s to lM*ln*ve in onl\ one thing, mz . in the poin v of an <*nhan(H'- 
inent of excise* dutv with the tao-fold ohjen t of iio leasing levenncc and 
reducing cousuinj^tion, as has Ik‘«*ii clainn‘d ley the Hon‘hh‘ I'dinnoc* Minister 
in his last budget .sjK‘<*( h. Mr. (ioswaini must feel very liapjc\ that in this 
ie.s})t*i“t his tfoveinnieiil have causcul no inconveniein e to in h and fat-salaried 
|»e()j>le who can afVoid to pnv moie for a glass of drink hut at the same time

be acroiinted for In- what Sir. Goswami c alls “a .stecq> in>-gradlng of the, rotes 
of duty”. Us see if the Hon’ble Kxci.se Minist(*r, who tor aught wo 

know is a tbc^oretic al man in this suhjiH t, can |»roduce Mr. (ioswami's graphic 
chart of Jess drink and more leveniie for our sati.sfaetion. 

Now, the queston is not whether the Government have lK*en able to keep 
the consumption of excisable goods at the minimum IcfVfd hy keeping it 
limited within the reach of the nrhei {KM»nle but the real cpjeMiion is whether 
the Government l>elieve in jindiibition and have taken .stejis even in a limited 
area and as an exjierimental measure to kc*ep {>eopl^^~>the rich and the {wor 
alike— l)eyond the reach of the demon of drink. 

It does not require much intcdligence to a{>preciate tliat — at least in this 
country' drinking is not merely not a necessity but is jwisitively hannfuJ., 
Any< popular Ooreminent — whatever its enmiKjsition— must adojyt prohibition 
a« a |iolicy. If it is true of a {joptilar Government generally, it must be a' 
thousand times so of a Muslim trovemment Wause of the strict (iaoramtc 
iniunction igainst drink. 1 do not know if it is because* some of Si . 
ooileagiies who for reasons liest known td themselves cannot take parilb 
a crume againstihe driilk evil that Sir Nasimuddin cannot ado{/t a polioy 
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of prohibition; or beoaase of the fear of the resultant loss of the revenm. 
I do not want to inault Sir Nacimuddio % pinning on the former iiypotheois 
imt the latter also is no satisfacton* answer for kis indiference towards 
prohibition. You have no right to degrade and ruin your people by 
encouraging drink habit by your excise policy in order to replenish the 
exchequer which you have emptied by acts of inefficiency, corruption, jobbery 
and nejK>ti8m. I^t me conclude by saying that in this res()ect Sir Nazi- 
muddin’s Government deserve severest condemnation by all |)eople in the 
pff)vince, e8j)e(‘ially by Sir Nazimuddin^s co-rtdigionists. 

Sir HENRY BIRKIfYRE: Mr. Sj)oak(M, Sir, on the demand for Excise 
there wore 20 motions for leduction. Of those iiif)vpd two out of ihiee are 
on the old subject of prohibitif)n. Their wording is ilie same and we have 
listened to the sanu*' old threailhare urguineiits as have been produced year 
after year. Sir, I uin ih> j>rophet hut 1 fiiake Iwild to foretell that in his 
reply the Hon’ hie Minister wdll again maintain — |x>ssibly on this occasion 
with all the emphasis at his comraand—that prohibition is still the ultimate 
goal of Government. 

In our opinion, Sir, there is a coinph‘t»‘ lack of realism ecjually on the 
pert of Governnient us of the ( tpjiosition. It is a matter ot histoiy that the 
greatest exijeriment of all time in prohibition failed and failed dismally. 
In the United States ot America, prohibition did not cm tail consumption of 
mtoxicating litpior; it increase<l tlie desiie for intoxicants with ai>palling 
results. Good (|uality liijuor disapjveared and its place was taken by poisons 
wdiose effec t on the liealth of the {people was disastiou.s. d’he business of 
BUpi>lying illicit licjuor led to a eiiine \\a\e, stupendous in the magnitude 
and effic’iency of its organisation, which shook a great nation to its founda- 
tions. The mcMisuie of the results of picdiibition on the ]Mil>li<‘ opinion of 
the United Statcvs was tliat for the Hist and only time* in tin* history cd the 
liepuhlic, the nec*essarv two-thirds majonix was obtained to ac-liieve an 
amendment of the constitution by the icja'a! of the .bdinson Act. 

If that were not enough, Government ha\e. or should h:»M*, a\ailable for 
pxaininniion the re]M»rts(m the working c>? pmhihition in lloinbiy and Madras. 
It will, I have no doubt, la* argued that the* failuie of prohibition in those 
two provinces was clue to their In'ing g()\erned under section (h'l of the 
Goyernmc'nt of India .\ct. Sir, that aiguinent just will not lK‘ar scrutiny. 
It is an acceiited fact that section 93 Goveinments have attempted loyally 
to carry on the policies laid down by tbe juevious Goveinments. The real 
reasons frir the failure of prohibition are. Hist, illicit distillation, second, a 
jenernl increase in crime, uml lust but not the least, public apathy. 

Ihi hcmourable memliers seiicjusly l>elip\e that pndiibitioii c'ould l>e 
effecdively enforced in Bengal It is alnuit ns easy to distil illicit liquor 
in Bengil as it is to brew a c up of tea and it does not take very much longer. 
Moreover, the size of the provinc‘e and the state of communications make it 
the easiest thing in the wuild to hide illicit stills and stocks of liquor. 

The plain fac t is that if jiecqde want to drink, they will drink. It is 
impossible and foedish to imagine (hat the passing of legislation will alter 
the habits of the ^leople. It will only lead to other social evils, the worse 
l>e<'au8e they will be underground. 

I hope the Government will face tbe problem souarely and review their 
policy. To say that their |iolicy is one of gradual prohibition when they 
iiKpeoi to jtM'eive some (i chores of revenue from Excise, shows complete lock 
of jrealiam* In jmst-war years the yield cminot be expected to exceed some 
iLiUPoijNi;, hut can Government afford to forego even 2 crores of revenue? 1 
HPIIa* It is an imjicKssibiltty — an impossibility as complete as Govern- 
inability to meet the expenditure requii^ to maintain the huge 
Pwentive Staff wbicE would be necessary to enforce prohibition. 
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ift our opiBion, Sir, Government's prestBt policy of naxtmum revernm 
iniit minimum consumption is a aound one. In tkia ^nnaciion il^ is tnleroai* 
ng and satisfactory to note that despite the enormous increatte in roTonuOi 
^ Tolnme of consumption remains unchanged. We consider that togultt* 
lion of consumiMion l>y a strict jwlicy of lii^sing and ruthless sut>profision 
a illicit distillation will, if coupkni to education and luorul persuasion 
owards temperate halnts, achieve more lasting results tlian any act of 
egislation.

Sir, as regards 
Prohibition, the isdicy of the fb>vernme»nt is gradual iiroliilntion. It is not 
fKMsible to have prohibition all on a sudden. I am ^lad, Sir, that Sir Henry 
Birkmyre has given a correct hint that total |wohiHitton is not priSsiWe, that 
total prokibition has failed in other provinces of India os well as in America 
»nd other parts of the world. Therefore it is not poMible to have U>tal pro* 
hibition all on a sudden as in Bengal there are opportunities and 
materials by which the ptrople will be able to distil illicit liquor by thema^3 fc 
Mid by doing this they will also ruin their beaitli a« the excise oKiclcNi mW 
be sta&dardieed. Wboi the Govenunent will oell will Im fftifi lnniitim 
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articles so that the health of the people may not be deteriorated. Again, 
Sir, with regard to the jMohibition in the selected areas that was the policy 
footed by the previous Government. Now we are following a p>licy of 
prohiliition throughout the whole Province. Instead of totally abolishing 
excise shops in a particular area of a fmrticular district we are following the 
policy of gradual prohibition by alxilitiou of shojis through the agency of the 
local Licensing Boards in each district. In 194^1 we alwlished 101 licenses 
throughout the Province. Last year we abolished 25 shoi>s, and this year 
we have decided to abolish 28 sho|)« with effect from the 1st April, 19-^. 
We have not confined prohibition to a purtif ular area, but, as I have said, 
we are trying to introduce fwohibition thrf)Ugliout the whole l*rovince where 
there is necessily, and in doing so w© are ai tieg uccordng to the recommenda- 
tion of the Licensing Boards the majority menil>ers of which l:K)dy are ron- 
(vfficials. (Inly those shojw are kept in the district which in the opinion of 
the Licensing Board are absoluUdy necessary. We only keep those shoi)8 
and alxilish others. 

Mr. ATUL CHAHORA SEN: What is the test of an essentially necessary 
shop. 

The HOfl’bId Mr. PREMHARl BARMA: It dejn^nds entirely upon the 
recoiniiieudation of the Licensing Board of the district, tlie majoiity menibers 
of which are non-officials. 

Mr. ATUL CHANDRA SEN: What is the test ? 

The Hoil’ble Mr. PREMHARl BARMA: If tlie Board think that it is 
necessary to retain u jxirticular shoj», that shop is kept That is the only 
test.

AVhere- 
evor any new shop is to l)e o|x»ne<l, it is the jHilicv of (ioveniment that “the 
ftpIifToval of Government is niH essarv’’.

They also say that Government now-a-days supply smaller quantities of 
stamps and stamp papers to them for sale. But surreptitiously what they 
ao is this, that they sell thi^ stamiis and stamp [mpera to the persons who 
pay mora than the actnal price tor them, that is to say, they are now seUing 
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Unmo stampe and stamp pa^s at a premium of two annas or more to a rupee* 
'W&n everywhere there is black-marketinff going on they have ptf ha|Ni 
thought fit for themselves that they should also (arrv on Hlack*pmrketing in 
stamps and stamp [lejx'rs and they had veiy* creditably done and have been 
doing this since a gt>od long time, say, for about two years by throwing dust 
into the eyes of the authorities very successfully. The pWders and adyo« 
cates who'are practising there — though it is known to them tpiite well like 
many other such cturupt pructiceN — cannot ventilate ihese things to others 
or to the authorities (‘onreincd publit'iv. lH‘cause if they do so (heir prac tiee 
will suffer. Sir, the i lieuts would not Ik' coming to them InM’aiise they will 
think that their pleudci" arc unable t«» procuie stamps aud stamp pujHMs for 
their use. Mon'over, tlieie i" another im|H)itajit thing and (hat is that these 
stannis and stamp ]«i|K»rs are generally re<juired very urgiMitly and hastily 
tor tueir Wing ummI for the pui|s>sc of their clients and they want these 
stamfMi and staini> pa}SMs as early as possible l>ecuuse it is the very first and 
foremost object of the ilients as well as of the idinulers. Otherwise their 
cases may suffer. So, natuially this matter, viz., tuo exacting of more monoy 
than the actual pnc(* of tli(»sc ‘'taiii|>s and ‘itaiup im|K*rs aie going ou 
unhain]H*re<l .

Only 
one word more* 1 would add, Sir, regarding the ai>iH)iutment of scheduled 
castes as vendors. Sir, vendors are j»j'.j>oint«*d on tlie honesty ami integrity 
of the pc'rsons eoncerm'd by the ('ollectois themsel\es and (lovernment has 
nothing to do with such aiqHiintments. 

The (hmimunal Itatio liules do not ajqily in the a|)[>ointment of vendois 
who are not jiaid officers hut only get a comim.ssion. If suitable Scbeiluled 
Caste candidates are available.

100 to raise a discussion al)out the jK>licy of the Government 
in allowing supply of timber from the forest indiacriminutely resulting in 
dentidaiion of the forest, 

Mr. Si>eaker, Sir, the 8uhjei*t is so vast and so complicated that the time 
that is sought to allowed to me is absolutely ina<lei|uate for the ]>urjH>*e. 
Sir, I have got a grievance agaui>t the (»o\ernment and. if I am allowed 
to say 8(», against the Sjsniker also for allotting shtJrl time ft>r siuli an 
important subject. It is regrettable that the im]»ortunce of the subject is 
not considercnl — it lias not Ihmuc ctuoidetcMl in the jKist. it is not c'onsidered 
in the present and, I am atraid. it will not U‘ consideretl in the future — 
resulting in affecting the inleiests ot the whole jHipulalion ot lli'iigal. 

Mr. Sjieaker. Sir, it is admitted on all hands that the denudation of 
forests — deforestation — causes floods a.s the Uuicdit lal effc'ct of fortwls lies 
in their influcuices in conserving the sn]i]»ly of \\atc*r for natural springs and 
reservoirs and in regulating the flow of streams and rivers. Thc‘ first iiitlu- 
ence of the dc^striK tion of forests is e.iused by the diminution of moisture 
((•nteiit of the land, dinimutiou of jxuennial springs, incieasc* of lloods and 
the giudual redmtion of cultuaiion. It is udmiticMl h\ all anlhoiities on 
erosion that cuie of the greatest tahiinities winch has overtukiui nuinhind has 
ficen the destrui ti(Mi of fnrc'sts and the cMmseipienl coosion of the land surface. 
Everv’one in Ibuigal is aware that the dedta is huilt up of silt hroiighl clown 
by ri\ers from cuculed aiea*« in llie nmuntains and plains of Vpjic'r Imlia. It 
is not kuow’n to all that in our distiiet of Hntish Tip]»c‘ru iIumc* is no ff»ri‘st 
but theie is a forc'st < lose (<» the llrilisli 'I’liHHua in the* 'l iipura Slate. Tlie 
flootls in Gumti and tin* silting up <d‘ <mr ii\eis, \i/., Titash and Ihikaiia 
wdiit h are the* mam sources of navigation and irripitimi, an* due to tlm 
indiscriminate denudalinn of f<»it‘sis m the Tiipuru hilU and (iovenimcuit do 
not think it tlicMi diitx to stop the misehit'f due to defui cstution. 

I do hcTcby draw the* attention of tin* (ioveinment and I do Is'seech 
them that tln*_\ should lake imnn*diat«‘ steps of moving the (toveni- 
iiK'Ut of India.

4f) it has risc»n up to Us. Ttt.dl.fKMI, and the esliinatcMl revenue this year it* 
Us. 1)1 ,(i4 .tKMI. This revenue. Sir, is not due to the expansion of lint forests, 
but if you refer to j»age HI of the red Isiok you wull find that this is due to 
the fact that the .sale of tiiulsT ainl cither jiroduco rcunovcul from the forests 
by (iovemment agency was Us. 4,52.tHHf in the year llMl-42. In the year 
1944-45 this was Us. lb lakhs and the revised estimate was Us. 25 lakhs and 
the present estimate of the year 1945-40 is also lls, 25 lakhs. TimU*r and 
other pnidu re removeil from the forests hy consumers or inirchasers— in the 
year 1941-42 was lls. 27,72,(WK). in the year 1942-43 it was Us. 25,25,1M)0 
and the present year revihcsl estimate is Rs. 38 lakhs and the budget esti- 
mate for the year 1945-46 is Hs. .T3 lakhs. On analysing thc^e figures, it 
c-omes to this that in the year 1941-42 the sale of timber and other prodiic'e 
done by Government agencies and those removed from the forests In con- 
sumers or purchasers amounted to Rs. -T2,24,000 and in the course of a year 
and a hall it has come up to Rs. 0*3 lakhs, that is it has almost doubled. So, 
the income from the forests has not doubled by the expansion of the forests 
but tbe income from the forests has doubled on account of the sale ot timber 
and other woduce either by Govemment agenev or by the purchasers or fon- 
sumeni. It is well-known, to all of us that tnis is due to war c>onditions. 
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Ai I «aid, Mr. Speaker, war hw Wou^t mitold mwriee upon % j»opl©. 
War ha» deteriorated the condition of the people and it will bring' permanent 
mischief to the people. Sir, the war is not for the independence of India, 
bnt the war ia for the perpetuation of slavery of our country. This is a 
matter, Sir, to which the attention of Government ought to have been drawn 
earlier. 

With these few w'ords, Sir, I move my motion for the acceptance of the 
House. 

Before I take mv seat, I want to say one word. Of course I do not mean 
any disresjHJct to the ilon’ble MinistiT, but it is a subject which is a very 
important subjec^t and this subjei t recjuires technical knowledge and consi- 
deration. But, Sir, this subject is in charge of a junior Minister in the 
sense iliat it is always placc*d in rharge of a Ministcu* as if it is not very 
iniiK>rtant, I think, Sir, that it is a very iin|s>rtant su]>ject and ought to 
Ik? dealt wu’th jii great length. I hofs' honourable meiubei*s of this House 
will attach gn*at im{»ortan< e to it, be< ause it is a subje(it causing great 
deterioration in tin* couiitrv and <uu.sing jKoinanent mischief. If the 
mischief is not checked, in the eouise ot 5(1 \ears Bengal will l)o a barren 
country.

A s)>ecial 
circle has lx‘en created (emjM)iaiil> uith a third (Nmseivatoi in clmigi* of the 
foi-est utilisation, K'search and working plans work to ensuie carelul jdan- 
ning of advance Itdlings. So, it is not u tact that indisci irninatt* felling is 
done in thc' fonsst. 

With r-egard to the is»int rais(‘d ulsmt the denudation of the forest in 
Tipjrei'a Hills, I submit that theso buests do not Indong to this ttovernment. 
All I can say is that if this is a fai ( 1 < aij hr mg- it to the noti<:e of the (iov- 
ernment of India, so that (lu‘\ may take necessary steps to stop the denu- 
dation of (he forest in those areas. 

With regard to tlie cut motion of Khan Jlahadui- Ilaji Badi Ahmed 
Chowdhury uUnit the deforestation of huge area lying uncultivated and 
unproductive in (iiittag^ong- and otlier districts, some lands may he made 
Available by reclamation but the {sdut is that these (('rests are protective 
forests and do the work of protei ting those areas from tidal waves. If the^ 
are not there, then those areas w ill soon Ikm-ouic salitie areas where no culti- 
vation will 1 h' piHsihle. In 1940 a Fominittee was appointed to investigate 
into the question whether these forests should l»e deiorested or not. The 
majority of the» Committee roirorted that deforestation was not possible 
because gnnit harm would lie done to the existing forests. Therefore nothing 
-was done in that direction. 

So far as the question of cultivation is conc-erned, I may assure the 
honourable member tliat the Forest Department was granting iiermits to 
cultivate wherever possible whenever applications were made for permit*. 
Permits have lieen given in Chittagong and other districts. Now-a-days in 
Chittagong, Chaknrla. Sundarlam and other places lands which were culti- 
vated from a verj- long time are not cultivated for want of labour because 
people have taken to military work. 

With regard to the cut motion of Mr. Patiram Roy regarding for^i 
wrvicee, I mav tell the honourable member that the forest services require 
ipeoial knowledge. For the Bengal Forest Service the minimum qualiflcatioo 
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it lionours in Oheinisin’, Btitany or Zoology. So, it i» not |KMi8]ble »lway« 
to get suitable men from the Scheduled Castes for this ser>utMj. Last year 
WB got a suitable man alter a great deal of ditiiiculty and in his case we had 
to condone disabilities of age and other things. As regards other services 
we are trying our liest to gtd suitable men from the SchtHiuled Castes to fill 
up vacancies according to Communal Ratio Rules. 

As regards Sundurbans, |ieVmits arc freely given tci those who want to go 
in for fishing in SundurUins. Hut it any dithcultii^ are placed in the way 
of any one, 1 shall In? glad to bH»k into that case if my attention is drawn 
to it.

In this connection 1 w'onld like to invite the attention ot this House to 
§ome of the anomalies of the Sales Tax and also, if you would so j»ermit, 
generally to sjM»ak on siiine of the items covered liy this grant, jsirtieularly 
about the electricity duty. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Oh ! yes. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA 8ANYAL: With regard to the Sales Tux, Sir, last 
year during the Budget discussion I had invited the attention of the Hon'ble 
Finance "Minister to various methods in which the Sales Tax was either lieing 
evaded by certain categories of {jersona who got sfKMual exernotion under 
aecUon 6 of certain other classes of persons who were comjielled to pay the 
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Tax where jmiice and fairness demands that they should not be so 
psnsiisec/. To-day, Sir, I want to repeat those arguments but I wiU not 
quote the same, and I invite the attention of the Hon’ble Minister to mt 
f/feservations of the previous year because, Sir, although he promised to loot 
into the matter things remain in these respects just the same as they wmw 
before. In addition to that I have one or two observations to make. 

In the first place I want to invite the attention of the Hon’ble Minister 
to the fact that the Sales Tax Act, as it is now enacted, leaves great scope 
for double taxation although theie was not the slightest intention of taxing 
the same commodity twice in the process from the manutacturer to the con- 
sumer. Ah at present 1 am mKised that even in the matter of cloth which 
is requisitioned hy (io\ejnmeiit and alter (Joverninent’s requisition cloth 
and yarn l>oth (d which ate sent to District Magistrates or Sulxlivisional 
Officers, are requir<*(l to jKiy Sales Tax when a handling agent just takes 
delivery of the same on Isdialf of th<‘ Provincial Textile Controller from the 
wholesaler or the (piotu-liolder. He is not dealing with the commodity at all, 
yet lie has to j>ay sales tax to the wholesale tlealer concerned. 

Then, Sir, when that handling ageutt <•! a tiunsjwut agent takes it cm the 
authority of the Ibf*vin< ial ’r<*xtilr Conti oiler to the Subdivisionul Officer, 
the Sulwli visional Olhcei oi tin* District Magistiate (concerned lias to j»ay 
sales tax to the dcalci, toi iiioinn is to lie ccdlected trom him on account of 
the bales of c loth or yarn. An interesting case aiosc' when thc‘ Distiict 
Magistrate of (^hittagong clid not know his jKisition a b‘w weeks ago in the 
mutter. He said, “i am n‘cei\ing it on account ol the (iovernment and I am 
passing it on to a ccitain dealer”. Put he was advised by the dtqiai t rnent 
that as matters stand at presioit he has gdt to pav the sab‘s tax So the 
District Magistrate piys a sales tax and the handling agent also pays the 
sales tax as bdli are iniregnstercMl clc*ahMs. 1 fnesiiine it there* is another 
handling agt'iit to cleai- the gccods liom the iail\va> station at the destination 
and to keep the same in the godown after giving money to llh« sender only 
to redi.strihuie them to retailers locally, he has got to pay a sales Uix. I 
submit that when the Act was enacted none of tli«*se It^vies were contem- 
plated. 

]<'urtln*r, tlierc* have fs'en castxs in which although wc intended to exempt 
the jX)or man’s burdcui fioni tlie sales tax, im|>ositions are Udiig levietl. I 
take, for example, the case ol (haitoal («»i tin* juodueer gas jdant. '^nder 
the present scheme of (‘\emption iranspoit erganisaticuis are exc*mj)ted : rail- 
ways are <*xemjtt«*d : steamer .sc'rviee.s ai’e exempted ; and c*ven motor service 
ow'ticrs who have* to pure hast* oilier stuff uie e\empt(*d li i1h‘\ ai'o an cirgan- 
i.sed tnuis|H)it. When the\ puichase c t»al. coal is <*.\empled. It wa.s thought 
that ecml would cov»*r coke, ( bkc* is also mentioneil as excunpted but Sir, 
charcoal is not ('xeiujilcd altloHigh tiiewcMul is (‘xemj^ted. So i .say there is 
Bome lacuna thert* — <»ne word is luisNinjr theie. The tuimiest thing is that 
while even charcoal t**’’ domestic purjMises coi resiwndiug to fiiewood and 
coke demands exomiitiori and could possifdx make out a case for exemption, 
lioveriimeiit themselves have controlled the price of charcoal for producer 
gas nlant and in ('ontroHiiig that price they have not taken into acocunt 
the duty tliat has to lx* paid for sales tax and xet. Sir, w’hen a proper lepre- 
uentntion w'u.s made b» the FiiiuiH‘e IVpartment, Government felt that this 
WHS u mutt€'r in which they could not intervene and could not extend the 
appUeation of exemfdion to chuiToal as well. 

I Bubmif, Sir, that similarly bandloom cloth and varicnis catogorieB of 
products* from haiidloom whic h i^ere intended to he exempted on the price 
Wia, the price having Ikhmi now* fixf»d at a fairly high level, clid not get 
exemption even for the poor man. At the present moment, Sir, m you are 
ail aware, the juices of even coarse handloom cloth are verx*,* v^rv high. 
When the idea was to exemjrt certain categories of handloom products we 
represented that instead of price factor let the count of vam used in the warp 
•ad woof be the guiding princiiiie, and I submit. Sir, that Oovemment wifl 
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lool mto this defect and gir^ relief in the manner as it was oiMiialiy 
intmded and even if it was not intended justice and fairplay demanas that 
certain amount of relief should be at the present luoiueiit. (Here the 
red light was on and the time was up.) 

With these words I move my motion.

Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: Sir, we have saved some time. I 
hoj)e you will give me a little more time. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: 1 think you will ffet some niori- time. 

Mr. SASANKA SEKHAR 8ANYAL: Sir. I he;; to move that the demand 
of Its. 94,ft(l,(HH) for expeinliture under the head “27 — Administration of 
Justice” 1 k‘ reduced hy Its. 1(K) to raise a discussion alxuit the j)olicv behind 
the appointment and maintenance of (Government Pleaders and Public 
Prosecut/ors. 

Sir, y(ui were a lawyer and many in this House are lawyers and till some 
time hack iH'pinners entering into the profession heard of the old type Public' 
Proseeutors who had the courage of conviction and wlo) could stand up helore 
any court and say that the ('rown had no cas<\ That old type of l^uhlic 
Prosecute ►rs has been last disajipearing and the fundamental principle of 
criminal jurisjirudence that no c(mviction can la* secured iiy Ijook or by crook 
just the rev’erse of that — rules the field todaN that wenever there is a f rown 
prosecution, particularly in a )»olitical type of case, then- must In. convi< tion 
obtained by book or bv <'r(K)k. Tin* reason is obvious. In tin* ]»rcvious days 
the District Judge hao a supreme voice in th<* sel(*ction of I’ublic Prose<*utor8 
and fioverninent Pleaders, and you know. Sir, that e^en in the midst of 
slavery in all administrati<ms it is just a little relief tliat Judges try to get out 
of the (’luti'hes (d the administrative iiiHuences as far a*^ possible and there- 
fore when District and S»>ssions Judges made theii clmice ot Public Prose- 
eut4>rs and (Government Plead(*rs they were artuat 4 Ml hy the desire to get hold 
of the Ix'st lawyer coupled witli the mo'it upright character. Put things have 
changed, liecently, Sir, although not ver\ recent Iv Imt some time back a 
rub* has h<*en introduced tliat a Public PuKsecutor >hall hold office for three 
years at a time and that he should va( ate if he is (Kt years in the mean time. 
So far as Hiri'-limit is ('oncerned, <»f course, there is m* ohje<’tion hut this three 
years rule has intriaiin'eil a new type of jeaiousv in the charac'ter and eonduet 
of Public' Prosec'utcu's, They consider tliemselve.H to be on |irobution for grKMl 
^nduet for these three years and a.s the selections are now done by the 
Magistrates and hy tlie police these people trv to serve their probationary 
iwriod of three years in such a way us to b<* obliging, helpful and convenient 
for the government of the dav. The result has been that not cmly selection 
IS not made of the best and the most upright amongst lawyers but selections 
are made from among those who are obliging and convenient even if they are 
not up to the mark, and you will la* surprised to km*w , Sir, that in some cases 
even the District Judges have not been consulted. 'VVithout disclosing the 
district or the man 1 will give yoiwme instance. A gentleman who happened 
to be tt criminal orac titioner exclusively in the criminal court — previously he 
Was a Mu^te(*r, then he passed the Committee Kxamination known as P. L., 
he never <msed the threshold of the Judgtvs Court, never ap^ieared either for 
the pnisecufeion or for the defence, never ap|>eared in a criminal motion or 
Mpeol-^was selected by the District Magistrate to l>e an Additional Public 
Frowcutor. The matter was referred to the then District Judge. The 
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Diitrict Judge said that as this pleader sever appeared before him he was not 
in a position to give any opinion about him. He was selected as an Additional 
PnAilic Prosei’utor in spite of the f^t -that he never ap[>eared before any 
District and Sessions Judge either in a civil or a criminal case. He was 
appointed because he was able to satisfy the District Magistrate that he was 
very comfortable and then he complied with the additional re(pureiuent that 
he was then the Secretary of the Muslim League of tin* district. 
(Mr. Nishitiu N\th Kiniu' : Is it vuur own district If anylMnly says 
that it is my district 1 shall sa\ , “I will not disclose this information in public 
interest”. I do not grudge the appointment of this gentleman. la*t him 
remain there. Will you he further surpri.sed. Sir. to know that having been 
installed in the ffndi of Public Prosecutor, altlunigh he holds half the (listrict 
within his jurisdic tion, he has not appeared before tlie Sessions Judge even 
after that in connection with an\ Mssions lusc arising within his jurisdiction 
in the district, and whenever there is any diHiculty on points of law or other- 
wise the lirief is transterred to somebody else. 

Now", to what have these things led? There has been what is ordinarily 
kncjwn as neootisiu and there is also some sort ot ccuruption. In that district 
also — I shall not mention the naiin* — the (jovernment Pleader, who is also 
Public' Prosc'cutor tor half tlie district, is one wht) does not apjicar in any 
• ivil ease excepting thos(‘ in which (iovcrnmcMit is intc*rcstc'd. This is the 
tvpc of civil luNwc'r who i-. a (J(»\ eminent Plcadei . This has now bc*cc>iuc a 
•-pc'cial problem thnmgliout Iteugml bcMausc' this ihrcM* years rule has intro- 
iliiced a m*w engine* of m*po(i,sm. Thc.sc* [>coplc from morning till night 
instead of looking into the law books. in.Ntead of devoting to the bried, have 
to carry on out-door practice. In the morning they have to visit the District 
Magi.stratc, go to the Subdivi.sional Otiic'cr, then to the Superintendent of 
Police, then to the lnsj>t*ctoi (d Police and thc'ii «c)im*timc.s they have* to go 
to tlie Minister to g(‘t c’ertain private advice so that th(*y may be able to say* 
to the Di.strict Magistrate* that they are coming from the* Minister with ft 
message*. That consolidates their position d'his new t\jM' of pcditicnl 
hobnobbing is the maiiista\ (d tin* exi.stencc* of the Public' Prosecutors. 

Now, Sir. all over llciigul thi" three \cais rub* is opc*raling iii a, pc'culiar 
wit\ You know, Sir. that iii mau\ dintrnts jrt‘c)plc who have* crossed the 
age-liniit of b(l arc not discliargcMl fiom this oncious oc'cupation. Ib*c;ausc the 
-election ot tlu* succ c‘^^or 1 - a pndilcm. rherc are many aspirants — -one is a 
\ ice-I*resident <d the Muslim League and another is Si*cn*tury of tlie Muslim 
lieague. Whom to chccose*' And it the District Judge is consult(*d, he may 
give opinion in tuvour ot om* who i- not a politic ian in the labelled and 
acknowde^dged sense. Thereton*. aithougii three years have expired, the suc- 
c‘c*-sor is not seb*cte<l 1 w ill -ugg^e-^t to the llon'bb* Ministei to do one thing 
at least. He ought to make it a point of principle that tin* selection must be 
made exclusively on the recommendation of the District Judge. If the* execu- 
tive is a party to an imjiortaut case, if the (Town is a party, you know, Sir, 
that in political cases — 1 ain not exaggerating — only b> oblige the Superin- 
tendent of Pcdice, the Public l’roH4*rutor in a District is known to have not 
only tutored evidence but cookeci and manufac tured evidence, and upon my 
|»ersoual authority I say that in soiiie cases in order to oblige the over- 
zealous Superintendent of Pedice. the Public Prosecutor has gone into the 
witness 1m>x in order U) prove the cam* for the Police. The Public Prose- 
cutors draw ibeir emeduments from the public exc'hequer. They aie 
supposed to be ministers and cefticers of Justic‘e, but they arc prac-tic’ally 
tipjml up by the Peditical Department and the IVilice to do anything and 
everjiiiing. Sir, this is not consistent with the dignity of the office which 
they hold. 

Sir, you will also find that these Public Prosecutors play a verylnlfeest- 
ing part in the war market when the Defence of India Act i# dperaiiog. 
Agidnsi big dealers prosecution is intended or contemplated. Just m the 
Police pounce upon them to grab something from them, sumlarly the 
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Ptiblie FrofM»cutor» also make themselves available for private intercourae. 
Then ii he swjceeds in oblipn;? a big dealer, the Public Prosecutor goes to 
Distrct Magistrate or Superintendent of Police and says that he is a 
very loyal merchant. M"ell, (rovernment require many houses. Here is a 
dealer who has got two or three extra houses. You may requisition and 
he will not object t4) that. If the dealer has not got a second house to be 
jdaced ui the dis])OHaI of (foverument, he will he handy for a substantial 
coritribution either for the naked war fund or the masqueraded Red Crose 
Fund. TIm'U the pn»He(utioii will Iw withdrawn. So the Public Prose- 
cutor makes his piles. He gets invisible court-fee. He cannot disclose that 
to the Mugisfniti*, hut he piepares a ease wljieh the Magistrate has to 
swallow all at once. And then he jierseeiites, an<l not prosecutes I shall 
say, those dealers W'hf» fail to jmrehase the grace of the i^ihlie Prosecutor. 

Sir, w’c* have got a very soft eornei fc»i tin- lloii’hle Nawah Mushurriiff 
Ho''sain. heeause he a iiohh* man of Hengal and I assure him that 1 have 
got instaiUM'.s not (Uils in m\ iiiemorx , hut 1 have got iri'^taiu es in nty juM'ket, 
and if he would c-ondescond tc> ac-eept an\ inforinatii’n from the* ( tpjscsition 
tor his guidaiiec* and uetion, I will iliustiate all in\ points, not onlv one or 
tw’(» instanees. hnt I will illustrate* all my p<»int^ hv at lea.st lialf a dozen 
iiistamc*^, I will make an appeal to him that he should make it a point 
to achqit tile prineiple that tiie Puhlie Prosc'eutor^ "hould he appointed 
sedely on the reeomm(*ndat ion of tin* Distnet .lud^*e. and the Distriet 
Magistrate or tin* Sii jierin t eM<h*nl ot Polna* siiould not have an\ thing to do 
with it. (A \()I( I”, Sons-iii'law may he appointed.) I do not mind K<*ns-

His outstanding (pialilies are uiu^ommon simplicity and abiding sense of 
humour. Hut, that he had been able bi permeate the ivhole Dejairtineut 
with a sense of liumour was unknown to me before 1 came upon a comment 
in one of the re<ent issues of that well known legal journal of this 
province*, vi*.. The i Tb ** comment is on the subject 

of “Choosing Judges: a reinarkahle examination”, rermit me, Sir, to

We have lieeir* 
unable to obtain a copy of the printed question^|>oi)er, ifor copj^ Ii|p4!ed 
over to the examinees were, with great foresight, colfeoied hack (rora them. 
The lan^age of the questions set out below is thercfojt our own, bn|^ wa 
have had it checked by more than one examinee and hAte been OMured %at 
it represents correctly tBe substanae of the questions.^ •*' 
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*^(1) In a certain tank live garpaa, tennels and eels. Tennels eat eels 
and eels eat dead bodies of garpas. Tennels can swim faster than 
If feeding of the fish were stopi^ed, which of them would survive? My 
friend Mr. Eiran Sanker Boy says that the Ministry will survive m any 
case. Through sheer wit, it will, but there is another question equally 
interesting. 

“^2) He has no brother or sister. Looking at a picture, he-exclaimed 
“Oh, his father is my father’s son?. 

Whose picture whs he looking at?” 

“The remaining questions were of the .same character. The Legal 
Remembrancer of the Province who presided at the examination is reported 
te have remarked that if any one could answer all the twelve (juestions 
correctly, he would not he wasted in a District .ludgeship hut would be sent 
straight to the I'rivv (^)uncil. We are j>rej>ared to believe that this was 
intended to be an exliibitation of hunumr and not to represent the speaker’s 
idea of tlie (luulificutions necessary for member.'ihip of the Judicial 
Committee”. 

The ( (unments lurther reveal ; 

“I’he second part of tin* examination was also a written f)ap(T, but in 
Bengali. 'I'liert* were eighty (|uestions, all to be answt*re<l in halt an hour. 
Some of the (juestions were trained (m a einninon plan which was that a 
number of things were first jnentiom‘d, torming a M'ncs, and then a miiiiber 
of other things wei’e mentiomsl forming another s(‘ii«*s and (andidates were 
asked t4) say which itmn of the latti*r series was conirnon to or would fit in 
witli all the items of the first. In other wor«is. ilh‘\ were a.sked to tind out 
from among the second senes the gi-eatest coiiunoir measure ot the things 
first merit iorie(l. Wt* are afraid no one will he a])le to form an idea of 
questions ol so original a ehuriK ter unle.ss we .^et out one of them. We do

Now, Sir, was it an examination for the seleetin of a District Judge or 
District Joker? I hojie the IFoirhle Minister w’ill enlighten us on this 
question in his own way. But this is how District Judges nowadays are 
being selected from the Bar. 

Then, Sir, come to the other cjuestion about the appointment of 
Muiisiffs, recently our honourable friend Mr. Tatirain Boy put a question 
te this effect. 

“Will thi‘ Hon’hle Minister in charge of the Judicial Department be 
pleased U) state how“ many appointments have been made in his Department 
since Jauuarx’, 11H2, and how many of them are clerks. Munsiffs and Sub- 
Judgi^?” The answer to this mirt was g-iv'en no doubt. But the next 
question was: “If so. will the Hon’ble Minister he pleased to state the 
names, batch by bat4'h, of thost* who have been recommended by the Public 
Service Commission for apiminlment?” The answer here was: “The 
names cannot be diselosed as the matter is treated as confidential”. Then, 
4he names of the appointed candidates were also asked. That information 
ctniLjpi^ibe withheld because it could be easily ascertained from the Civil 
Lisfr Tuefefore those names were given. But the names of the persons 
Tooommended by the Public Service &>mmission were discreetly withheld.

There aie matli*r> regarding udmini^lral nm of justiee whi»h are nid 
within the [uirview of this Legi-latiire, but Sir, the r eii*r ejiee*. that ] want 
to make woubl be in reg^ard to < nnunal appeals and the admiuistratiuii of 
sii( h apjieaL while lht‘v .ire in the < ustixlv of tlie fligh ( ourt. 1 am not 
de'iir-on" of rai'M'g th*- isnur regarding the earriage fU mi^eoniage of justify* 
but the manner in whi<h tio'^e rnminal appeaL ar** 'Uiiimari!\ ilealt witli 
witliout even giving a firope^r opjrortunitv to the sufb-nng iof iiseil oi i-on- 
vieted J^♦*rsoIl'^ to present or to reojten tiodr ♦ni'^e, even v\itbin the four 
corners ot tlie law that permit^ liiin to reop<Ti in c-rtain < ircumstanecs the 
questions of fai't through inolion.-^. is a rnatt 4 *r that i-. creating great 
hardship. 

In regard to politir al ca^'Cs tlm aiKilhy of the Hi|fh Court has licetk^lm^g 
the last few* months rather proverbral There are imlependent juoge« of 
the High (’ourt who have during’ this freriod been feeling rather unhappy 
because erf certain tbiiigs that hapi>en behind the w^reeii which intake it 
impoesible fur them to cafry on with inde^iendence. 
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In regard to the lower courtg than the Hiyh Court numerous complaints 
have come and one class of complaint I would particularly 
attention to. Under an Ordinance special tribunals have recently been set 
up for trial even of ordinary crimes and where formerly one Deputy 
Mairistrate or one Maj^istrate was juite competent to deal 'with cases 
simple cases— of breach of trust or of misaappropriation, three judges ar^ 
now sitting at an enormous expenditure involved to the State and althougu 
the ostensible ground made out was to expedite these trials, in actual 
Tiractiee our exiierience is that trials are inordinately delayed. H a refer- 
ence is made to the proceedings of the Alipore Special Judge s Court this 
thing will be made iierfectly clear. Not only that. Although certain 
persons are designated us Judges, under their ver>' nose the Public Prose- 
cutor is ullowwl to practically enter the witness box and tutor the witnesses 
to say things in a purtn-ular manner and the judges do not interfere. It is 
like the miifassil mukteers preparing their cases. 

Sir, as time wdll not permit, I will not deal with the large number of 
abuses in the lower eourls whieh I intended to discuss; but I would only 
invite y<mr attention to one matter ot which 1 had personal experience 
recently* In connection wdth a case in which a policecoii4al)le was found 
by me to he taking through a hoy some ilh‘g^al gratification at Howrah 
Station, when I upiieared beiore the court as a witness the summons being 
sent to me after a lapse of nearly fen months. 1 discovered that the court 
hud detained that >oung boy tor more than ten months without hail and 
when I eiKjuired why for <uie aiina or two annas levied this hoy was kept in 
detention and lockup for such a long time, tlie court irankly said, “because 
there was no printed form tor hair\ Kor months, the court pleaded, the 
police «lid md cute for personal liberty oi persons as much as for th(* ])riuted 
form, and there was searcity (d ])imtt*d forms and conset(uentl\ persons 
were sent hack to the prison There was no opporluiiilv given to the 
uecused to prisluce a piei ot paper Irom outside ami wiite out something 
in his own wa\. Il<‘ was suninianl\ sent hack to the jail fuijdt because 
there was no ])iinted torm available! 

Similarly, Sir, in other iliicetioiis also sueli alisurd thing'' arc hap])en- 
ing, and I submit that tlie dela\ in dispo-'al ot < j>ai 1 iculai 1> < riininal 

cases, has now giown int4> a jiro])orti(*n that need an lanly and iinniediate 
attention. 

\Vitli th(^se rennirks. Sir, I move niv motion ami I trust that the llon’hle 
Minister will he pleased t(» accept my motion because it is a \er\ inoffensive 
one. 

(At this stage the House was adjiuiriied tor fitteen minutes.)

Mr. MUKUNDA BEHARY MULLICK: Mr Speaker, Sir. in li-ing 
to speak a few* words on the Judicial budget, 1 feel it my duty to offer my 
thanks to the Hiurhle Minister in eliarge of the department, tor he at least 
is one who lias tried to implement tlu' detision taken h\ (iovernment with 
regard to the ajipoiutment of eiindidates of different eommiinities in the 
serviees, at least under his charge. 

Sir, it so happened a few months that (iovernment thought they 
fihould have a few members of the Scheduled Castes as Munsifs in the Bengal 
Judicial Service. Since these w^ere appointmentvS U) be made by (ioveru- 
ment, they had to refer the matter to the Hublie Service ('oinmigsion of the 
province for recommendafion to (Government according to certain rules. 
There were certain c|ualitication.s laid down. The Public Service Commis- 
aion tmde it up, had the matter advertised and called for apidications. Sir, 
we do not know what happene<i behind the screen, but we can only say that 
there were candidates — very good candidates indeed — who answemi to the 

S ualifloations laid down in the rules as also in the advertisement issued by 
it Public Service Commission, but unluckily, or perhaps usually as it has 
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liapljuied to us^ the CommiRsicm said that they did not find — not a Qualified 
ca^idate l)ut — a suitable candidate. When the matter reached Govern- 
ment, we do not know what happened there afrain but we cun presume to 
some extent that the Hon’ble Minister in charj^e of the de|^rtiueiit rather 
took up a strong attitude. It must have been so» otherwise* the matter 
wotdd not have been referred bark to the Public Service Commission for 
trying their best to find out can<lidates according to the rules aiul according 
to the qualifications laid down for the particular service. The matter was 
advertised again and on this occasion the l^ublic Service Commission — the 
same Commission — was gmul enough to siigge.'tt the mimes of eight ({ualitiiHl 
candidates to the Govemmerit for making their final choice. Sir, even 
then they tried to put in two candidates who did not fall under the category 
of ‘‘Scheduled Castes” as classified in the schedule to the (iovernment of 
India Act. The matter wa> brought to the notice of the Hon’ble Minister 
and he was good enough to removt* the name^ of these two candidates from 
the list and he took the decision in the end hy ujipointing the four camli- 
dates for whom advertisement was issued in the first inslamav 'Pliese four 
suitable candidates or qualified camlidates would not have been called upon 
to wait for months, had it n<»t hemi tor the attitmle taktm u]> b\ tho^e frieiidi 
of ours. ^Mienever any (piestion is asked on the floor of the liouM‘ of any 
Minister, he is not onh not ( ourteous to explain the positimi hut h<‘ takes 
uj) the attitude of su|t|iortiiig mk h a Cmninission sa\iug that tiif‘re are no 
qualified candidates available irom amongst the memhers of the Scheduled 
Caste.s. It seems. Sir. so startling to me in ItMb to he t«>bl h\ an\ iiieiiiher 
of the Cabinet wlio is answerable to this House and to tlie eountrv at largo 
that he does not find a (pialified Scheduled Caste candidat4‘ f«>r an\ a]q»oi!it- 
meiit of this description wheri' general edmation and <‘\pcrii*nce ot a general 
type were onl) called {(U'. 1 would have understtMid tlie positii>n if it was 

explained tliat this was afi appointment for which t(*<hnic:il kimwlcdge was 
necessary or lor wimh scoMitifii' cxp<*rienci‘ was calle<l toi ami if tiic Ministry 
said that candidates were not a\ai]ahle from amongst the Scliednled Custer 
who woubl ariswcT to th<‘ scientitic or technical qualitii at mns. Where only 
gi'neral cflmation i-^ lo'ccssars. it is not »uily suipn>ing but it is most 
unfortunate tliat things should lia\e been don<* by ibe Minisirv in this way. 
Hut on this <M‘cas)on I would onl\ ((Jiigiatulati* the Ministoi in ciiarge of 
th«* Judicial l)c])artment that be did not submit lunisclt to the whimsical 
lecoiinmuidation of the I'nldn- Seivnu* (’onmiisHion . A few matters of ihi» 
iiuiuie base again l>een l^lng with the Piiblii Service ('ommisHion ami with 
the (Tovernment also fr>r some time n(»w. I h<q>e, Sir, that the Hon’bie 
Minister in charge of the dfqiartment will now’ take eouruge to sei* that tiii» 
dei’ision is followed and that whenever eaQ<iidateH who answer Ui the reijuire- 
ments of an> juirfienlai servieo are available, he should see that th(*se 
appointments are made without trving to shehe tiie question by suggesting 
that suitable eandidates are not avaibibb*. Suitabiiilv has never been 
defined, we can rmly understand them if they sav that camlidateH possessing 
the required qualifications are not availahle if the Ministrv have some- 
thing up their sleeves. I am afrui<l. I cannot follow it, but so long as the 
rule* stand, they should only go hy the same. I hope ami trust that they 
will pot shelve this important question and will not make our ra^sition 
Wuieulous in this House and outside. I w'oubl (»m*e again **ongratuiate the 
Hon’ble Minister for having taken courage to do only bare justice to thii 
community.

I Will first begin with Mr. Sasanka Sekhar Sanyal. He put forward the 
of liis own district where some apiK>intment was made of a Public 
Prosecutor some d or 4 years ago. (Dr. Nauxaksha S\.\yal; He did not 
mention the district.) Presumably his own district. He was quite satis- 
ned with the man for some time and told me that the appointment was very 
popular. (Mr. Sasaxka Sekhar Saxyal: Who said that?' You are 
lUKking a great mistake.; I do not know what has happened 
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(Mr. Sasaska, Skkha* Sanyal: Where waft I at that time?) You were 
not in jail at that time. Now, that ap|)ointment is being questioned after 
lour yearn. If it was unpopular, if anything wrong was done there, the best 
thing \\ould have been for him to come forward at once and tell the House 
that a wrong thing has been done. After four years of ai)jKnntment, after 
he has done some wr»rk and after the District Magistrate and others had the 
oi)j)ortunity of knowing the (luality of the work that has been put in by 

this man, now- to say (Mr. Dhirkxdra Nath Datta: If a wrong is 

done, is it a policy of the Government that this should not be remedied?) 
So, if the Hpf)f)intinent was not proper, he could have come to me then and 
there and I could go through the matter. Ifut after he has worked for four 
years and after he lias given satisfaction to the District Magistrate and the 
peo]de there, if he comes and says that the man should not have been 
api>()inte(l because he has some connection with .some organisation, how can 
I supjK)rt liiiri now? If he came then and there, I might have supported 
him.

AnvbcaU who has worked 
wcdl tc‘ till' satist.ut»cui (Mr. Swxnkv StMivn Sv\y\g: Of the Magistrate) 
yes. of tln» Magistrate ami the Judge (Mr. Svs\nkx Skkhah Sa.w\i.: The 
Judge's evninion was not c’tmMilted in ttu^ case) he is reappointed, and in 
mv tune during the last seven years I do not reniemlier that any man w’bo 
has worUl for thn>i> yeap has not been leappointed, (Mr. Sasank\ Sekiiar 
hANA\i. : It IS ttutouuitically extended.) Ytvs it is. If you want to take 
tome d rustle step, if you want to do away with reappointment vou can tell 
me (Mr. Sasakka Skkihr Sanym. : I do) and I will uee whether it i» right 
or wrong afterwards. But at this stage we cannot accept tbe proposition 
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and 1 will hare to oppose the motioa. (Mr. Rasanka Sekhar Santax.: 
What about lunches J* Lunch and dinner is part of your speech.) 
(Laughter.) 

As regards visiting the Minister to please him every thnn' years, I have 
never seen any Public I’rosecutor appn*uching me in the cour-^e of three year# 
to get a renewal of his service.

(Mr. Sv''VNkv Skkuah Swwl; Shall we 
see you}^ What is the address?) 

As regards Mr. Mai, he has made certain allegations of a ver>, >erioiiH 

charac ter before (he ilou'ic. I cat) him that his spetTh will* be duly 

considered and. it ne<'essar\ , i( uill be sent t(» Midnupiir junt (,»r the District 

Magistrate’s knowledge and action. This. 1 think, ought to satisfy him.

They hold 
examinations and give the result and (niveriunent works on that result, 
(lovernnient has nothing to cb* with these examinations or how thest* exami- 
nations are eondu(t<*d by the experts If \ou want to blame tiie expc'rts, 
You can do so but \(»u eannot blame (io\ eminent and sa_\ that (Jovernment 
has done a wrong tiling W<* are not to blame for the action td the expetls. 
lad the »*.vpert,s be held resjioiisilde. 

Then as regards some remarks ni my honourahle friend Di . Xaliiiukslia 
Sun,\al. This time 1 must say he is Nery le\rl lieaded. He has not said 
nuvthing tins time to wlmh 1 lan take much exerjuiou Thctc are sueh 
big thiiiirs as tlo' administration of justice. If m\ triend has raised some 
objecdioiiH — and I must say that it is quite natural — I do not like to say 
that he is absolntoly wiong. 

As regards tlie High Court, 1 caimot understand this, On the one hand 
I hear that the High (’otirt iIch's wrong to (iovernment and tliat whenever a 
Ooverninent ease is brought Udene the High (’ouii the Judges hold against 
(fovernmeiit. iLavmhter.) Thai i.s what I lieai. Now politicians sa\ that 
they are not getting ]Ustice at the hands of the High Court. (Mr. S\snnka 
Sekiiak S\>y\i Alvcdish tlie High Court and inirodvwe DcJit Settlement 
Boards in its place.) I ajipeal to Mr Sasunka Sekhar San\al to think that 
»o far Us the High (\)urt is concernc-d the High Court will give some relief 
if others do not give him relief. We cannot, blame the High Court for that. 
So, here the decision of the* High (‘ouit is (jucstionecl J'hcv an* trying (heir 
best to help the country with th**ir deiiRioiiH. -Sometimes dc'cisions are 
againnt Oovernment and wometimeH decisions are against particular 
individuals. We must ueld to their deci.sion and it they do any 
wrong to anybody he can take the matter to a higher court for ihung- 
ing that order. So, I say that we cannot blame tlie Iligb Court for the way 
in which they are di.scharging their duties The High Court is not prepared 
to please anyliody but doing justice in c\ei\ case 

Some, com plaints have been made about the Alipore Tribunal. That 
Tribunal was a{)|K>inted by the Oovernment of India and the cctst in respect 
of that body is borne by the Government, of India. If th<*v do anything 
wrong you cannot perhaps blame the bwnl Onvernmenf . With t)o*s<* few 
"Words, I commend my motion to the acceptance of the House.

'J’he\ have not been able to end 
their consideration regarding the granting ot jiersonal allowance and study 
allowance, I do not know if they will decide this tjucsiion before the 
doom’s day.

This is another letter (shown). This is how it has been censored. This 
is a letter written by Leelu Hoy from Dinajpur. Thouf^h the rules |iro- 
vide that letters will be censored by District IXdire Dfticers, I do not know 
why this letter written from Dinajpur Jail is (eiisored by the Deputy 
Dupector^General^ lutelligeuce Braueh of Bengal. 
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, I shall then refer to restriction ortlers passetl on seTeral hundred 
prisoners after the prisoners have either been released or even on persons 
who were not detained. Sir. the kind of orders passed is also verv relevant 
and this House should have some idea about the orders passed. The order 
runs as follows: — “Now therefore in exercise of the powers conferred by 
olanses (di, (c), (g) and (h) of sub-section (/) of section o (»f tlie Restric- 
tion and Detention Ordinance, 1944 (Ordinance 111 of 1944V 1 have been 

empowered, etc., etc I hereby dirci’t (hat Hahu Nripeudra Nath Roy 

shall reside within the area of Dinajpur Kotwali in the district of Dinnjpur 
and shall not leave tliis area without previous permission obtained in 
writiiifr from me; that he "hall personallx attend the Kotwali p(dice-station 
and report himself to (he Officer in charge between 9 and 10 a.ni. on every 
Friday, lie shall not take part in aii\ lneetin^^ procession, a.ssemhly, or 
subversive movement and ('ommit any act wbirh will be j)rejutficiul (o the 
public order and traiujuillity. He shall not in any manner distribute or 
disseminate any printcil, ( vclo.styled, t\pe<l or NM'itten matter to any 
per.son (*r class of j)«‘r>(»n>; be shall stibmit biM per^t^n to search at any time 
by any Rolice Otiiii-r lU't b«*b»w tio* lank of an A.^^i^tant Sub-I nspeefor of 
P(dicc; fluil tbl^ or»b*r sluntld b«‘ in loin* for si\ nouitb*^ from Ho* date ou 
which it is made.”

Mr. SPEAKER: It is no ii'te elaborating that ]adnt. 

Mr. NtSHITHA NATH KUNDU: So, 1 suggest that (he IlonTde 
Miniiiier and other members should go and visit the jail and have diiwiua- 
«ion with priimnera on the lines suggaited by my resolution which haa been 
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tabled or form a committee. If they risit the jail, and have discussions 
with prisoners, I think, Sir, the solution would be easy. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I don’t think I can allow you more time. 

Mr. NI8HITHA NATH KUNDU: And the problem would be solved. 
I hope that it will be done without any further delay. 

Mr. J. C. GUPTA: Sir, I beg to move that the demand of 
Bs. 1,10,70,00(1 for expenditure under the head “28 — Jails and Convict 
Settlements” be reduced by Ks. 100 to raise a discussion about the over- 
crowding in jail and defective hospi(al arrangements in jail regarding 
infectious diseases. 

Mr, Speaker, Sir, through interpellations and the grudging scanty 
replies to the inlerpellati(»ns. this ffouse is very well aware of the .suiferings 
and jiarticularly the nilinents to which security prisoners have been sub- 
jected. Toda}’^ I want to draw the pointed attention of the Home Minister 
to th(‘ oven'rowding in jails. I expect, and even he will not deny, that 
due to overcrowding and unhealth\ surnuindings in jails, disease, not to 
speak of in<*onvenience and want of comfort of the prisoner,' is a well-known 
fact. In spite of this overcrowding in jails, in spite of the inconvenience 
which is in the knowledge of the authorities, in spite of the illness, there 
is no inclination on the jiart of the Ministry to release at least those who 
are detained without trial. 1 will at once pa.ss on to the unsati.sfactory 
hospital arraiigeineiit.H in jails. Sir, in the whole province of Bengal, at 
three places, there were arrangements for treating tuberculosis patients in 
jail. One was at Suri, the other in Alipore and the third in Comilla jail. 
The arrangement at {’oioilla no longer ex'i.sts. I am speaking on the 
authority of my honourable friend Dr. Sharat Mukherjee who is a visitor 
of the Suri (’entra! Jail that the T. B. Ward tliere is now full. There are 
.30 cases, but till* \-Bay instruments and the X B. instrumtuits over there 
have never been utilis»‘(t. 'I'he fiatuuits ^ald that for the last two months 
no doctor had ever visittal that ward and my honourable friend 
Dr. Mukherjee found out from the bed ticket in February Itth June was 
the last entr\ ot an> nieilical atteinlance in tliat ward That is the posi- 
tion of the Suri Hospital. 'Phe Hoirble Mini.*<ter who during his visit on the 
r2th August Ibid had discussctl \\ith se(‘urit> prisoners of the J’residency 
Jail is acijuinnted witli tlu* uiisai istai'tor\ and most dangerous and un- 
healthy conditions under uhiidi t\isting arrangements work in the I’resi- 
flency -lail. The security piKomu^' kitchtm i*. attaihed to the hospital and 
the T.B. patients in th(‘ Fresidency dail are kept in a general ward in the 
hospital. 'Phe incipituit ihe a<lvanced cases and the suspected (‘ase^s 

are all ke]»i logctlu*r (’an an\bod> think of a better arrangement of 
increasing tubercul(*sis tlian this arrangement which they have made in 
the Fresidenc^ Jail Hospital? 

Then again, the ( lothings of the T.B. patients and other security 
prisoners are all washed In the washermen in the same plaee. One some- 
times wonders if it is the definite policy of (iovernment by making such 
arrangement. H to see that these security prisoners wh<i are kept there without 
trial get disease aiul their lives are made worthless. There are no separate 
bath rooms or latrines whieh eaii l>e used by these T.B. patients. Theae 
T.B. patients liave t<» take their bath in the open. 1 could multiuly 
instances. Only yesterday I hwve come to know that a patient Babu Sudnir 
Kumar Ohosh (No. tonfiiiet! in Dum Dum Jail has been suffering from 
dnmlenal ulcer. The medical officer thei'e, a Muslim doctor, not in nny 
way sympathetic to this security prisoner has recommended his release or 
transfer tdsewUere for treatment. 


Mr. ARE AKER: Your time is up. 
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Mr* 4* C« GUPTA: I want a minntd or two more. Thus, there are 
inaiimerable other cases which could be multiplied. I lubmit that the 
Government has a duty and a re.spon8ibility to all prisoners and parti- 
cularly to those prisoners who are kept there without trial and they mutt 
eee that they are at least protected from infectious diseases like pox, tuber- 
culosis, etc. But if that is not done Oovernment will stand condemned 
before every civilised people and they will easily be guilty of the charge 
that their policy is to ruin and undermine the health of the pri.soners in 
jails. 

AVith these few wor<U, I commend my cut motion to the acceptance of 
the House. 

Mr. ATUL CHANDRA SEN: Sir, T beg to move that the iltonand 
of Its. 1,1().70,(M)0 for expenditure under th(‘ head ‘“JS — dails and (^>nvict 
Settlements ’ be reduced by Ks. KM) to raise a discussimi about the continued 
detention of a large number cd security pri‘<oners and detiuius though the 
security posit i(ui of tlu* country has admittedly improvtal. 

Sir. sj»eaking of the security prisoners, my mind goes back to the old 
fiwudeshi days \%l^en Mr .Kdin Morlc\ was the Secretary of State for India 
and lioni Minto was (he Viceroy and (lovernor-tieiieral. The t(*rmer had 
the oc'casion to write to (he latter characterising the uctimi whiidi the 
latter proposed to tak<* against A-'wini Kumar Dutt, (hat saintly sou of 
Bengal, and .six othcTs under Regulation III of ISIS as “barbarous” and 
having “an ugly Austrian-Russian look”. Since Morley wrote and Minto 
acted contrarily, much water has flown down the Thame.s and the Dooghly. 
Among other things the ( ivic consciousness of man has jirogressed immense- 
ly, almost be\ond recognition. Man has learnt to value the right to 
])ersonal libert\ as a most cherished treasure. If it was a barbarous and 
ugl\ thing, as Mr. Moib\\ wrote, to arrest and detain people without trial 
fort' \ear‘' liack, it is a thmisand times more barbarous and more ugly 
toda> . A> a matter of fact the most effective jirojiaganda that is being 
used today to rou.se hatn*d against Nazism and Fa.siism is that these (wo 
“isms” thrive by concentration camp methods. Now, Sir, netul I use 
many w<»rds to show that if thiTc have been or iheie are (oncentration 
camps in Naii drermam and Fa>« i**t ltal\, thtu'e is no dmirtli of comnuit ra- 
tion camps in British fndia, eMpecially in Bengal 'I'he Ilon’bb* the Homo 
Member of the (ioverninent of India mav tret and fuim* at Mis. Bijoy- 
lukshmi I’andil for making that verv inconvenient disch*sure in the l iiited 
States of America, but Alipore. Iluxa. Dima. Dinajpur, Diim Duin, 
Midnajioie, Kaishahi and other jails of Bengal offer the irrefutable logic 
of fai*t.s to world opinion When you have detained a large number of 
jujople, men and waimni, without trial for an iioleflnite jieriod and have 
iUcia'cded in having i^ome of them dead and others flying of fell fliseases, 
w'hen you have succaeded in wibjecting them to iinlescribable hardshipu 
and sufferings, when you have succeefled in exposing them to mercileKS 
latht charges by jail peojile, wh\ fight shy of the term “concentration 
camp”!^ As a matter of fact vour action in this resjfect is all the more 
reprehensible Wcause. while Hitler and Mussolini in their mad fury for 
totalitarian dictatorship have applied the cuncentration camp methods 
against their avowed and open opponents, you have applied the exmeentra- 
tion camp methtwls in India against people who are avowedly anti-Fascist 
and who wante<I to fight for their freedom side by side with von. The only 
conceivable offence these people have comniitB'd is that they refused ta 
take up arms against the enemy Iiecause they could not being tliemselvoa 
in chain* in the larger seniwj of India being in Inindage. If you have an 
iota of evidence to the contrary, why n<»t put these people on their trial, 
failing which they must he set at lilierty forthwith. The so-called “periodic 
review” of their case* by people known as “security advisers” on the basis 
of vague, stereotyped and imaginary charges which has been so often 
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paraded on the floor of the House is a mere eye-wash. It is sickening to 
oe told, as we have been told recently, that these people would not bekept 
in detention a moment longer than is necessary for security reasons. We 
fail to understand the so-called security reasons (at this stage the mem- 

ber reached his time-limit but was allowed to conclude his speech). We, 
plain people, understand that with the virtual collapse of Hitlerite 
Germany and the receding away of the Japanese menace from the Indian 
frontiers, the security position of India, and of this province in parti- 
cular, has considerahly impr(»ved. 1 therefore tliink there is no justiflca- 
tion at the jiresent moment for keeping in detention a large number of 
people, men and women, for security reasons. I demand that these 
patriotir' countrymen and countrywomen ol oiiiN must immediately be set 
free. We want to see them free. In particular, we want that our great 
leader Sj. Sarat Chandra Hose, and Sjs. Pratul Chandra Ganguly, 
Jiiunendra (.’haiidra Majumdar, Satva Priya Hunerjea, Nihai;endu Dutta 
Majumdar, Kliagendra Nath Das Gujitu, Dr. Suresh Chandra Banerjee, 
Sjs. Sihnath Banerjee and Nikunja Behury Muiti and Maulana Mauiruzza- 
maii Islamalmdi must immediately be set free to take part in the proceedings 
ol this Hou.se in thi.s session as free men. 1 make this demand (Ui the 
floor of the House on behalf of the |M*ople of Bengal. J. know, it will be 
said that some of those priseners are not the concern of the Bengal G<»vern- 
meiit. But I ask the Government ot Bengal to lakt* nj) thmr cases 

with tlie Government of India as their o\mi. Will Sir Nazimuddiii take 
courage in h(»th hands and .set all these ]>e(»ple fri'er' We wait for a leply. 

Mr, DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA; Mr Speaker Sir, 1 do not like to 
move an_\ cut motion hut 1 want to put one (|Uc>tion to the Hon'hle 
Minister. At lea^t wt‘ oxpect that a full ^tatcmellt ^liouhl he made with 
reference to a meniher of tins Hcont* who is det.niicd without Inal and 
who has lieeii sutleniig trom a siuioun T!ic other »la\ in rep!\ to 

a question pul the tiovernmeni said tliat Mr Kha^cinlia Nath Das (iiipta

Hospital for treutnient and that his wife has het*n ]jermitted to interview 
him.

for treatment wliicli i^ not a fact Sii, we want to know how Sj. Kliagendra 
Nath Das Guj»ta has been faring now 1 jnit tln‘ qiu^siion rcgaiding his 
health only the day ladoro yesterday. I am anxious to know ahmit him. 

Dr, NALINAKSHA 8ANYAL, Sir, may 1 take this ojiportuuity of 
acquainting this House with the latest position 1 ha\e been able to ascertain 

regarding the health of Mr. Kbagemlra Natii Das (luptu. Mr. Dus (Jupta’a 

wife was here \est»*iala\ and one ot hi" relations saw me yesterday morning. 
The rept»rt i.s. his cut«*ric iever hu'^ laaoi on tin* suhsideiiet* ami he is now 
having a slight lempeiature and is tm the wa\ to recovery. The jail 
authorities havi* removed him to the jail hospital hut they were yyaiting 
to see if the h>uiptoms yvere getting worse to remove him to the Sudar 

Hospitul. But us he i.s sUoy^ing signs of ret«>very, they did not remove 
him to tlie Sadar Hospital His relations also, in vieyv of the delicate 
condition of the health in- which Mr. Das Gupta was, did not think it 
advisable to make any chaup? in the place of his treatment. So my 
Deputy lieader Mr. Datta might lie relievetl to know that it waa know'n to 
the relations of Mr. Das Gupta that he was not going to be removed to the 
Sadar Hoaptal at Itajshahi. Although my friend the Parliamentary 
Secretary did mention that he was going to be removed this waa not 
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aelwlly given effect to. With regard to the interview with hi» wife of 
which an assurance was given, the jail authorities permitted four day* 
ittterview when the condition of the patient was alarming but thereafter 
they stopped the interviews and necessarily Mrs. Das (jupta had left 
^jshahi and come away. It was not possible for her to stay on at Hajshahi 
indefinitely in the hope of getting interviews as and when the rules i>ermit. 
The present condition of health of Mr. Das (luptu is causing some anxiety 
because he is very. ver\ weak and if sf>ecial arrangements could be made 
either to take him to a ‘<anatorium or to a place where improvement of 
health t‘ould be eftccted r|uickly. hkc Kurseong Jail or even Jalpaiguri 
Jail, where his wile might go and attend and U'tter dietary arrangements 
could he made from the family, that would be a matter of some relief. 
But, Sir. we would not be Hall^^ie^l unlevn he is at liberty forthwith in 
view’ particularl\ ot the present slate o| his health. 

Khan Bahadur MOHAMMED ALI: On a point of per.‘*om»I explanation.

I did not state that 
he had alreaily been tIan^t♦•Iled to (he Sadai llo.spital and the orders were 
issued for {HM iiiittiiig hib wife to interview him. 

Mr. HARIPAOA CHATTOPADHYAY: Why that order bus not been 

given effect to!*' 

Khan Bahadur MOHAMMED ALI: Because, us Dr. Sauyal haa ex- 
plaiiieil, he has improved. 

Tha Hon’bia Khuraja Sir NAZIMUDDINs Sir, 1 have listened carefully 
to the criticjsm.H that have been levelleil agujiist the jail adminiatration. 
One thing I would like to point out in this eonneetion and that is that apart 
from individual cases of grievances referred to by Mr. Kundu in the letters 
that he read out, as far as the grievanees of the security primiiierH are 
concerned they are very few. All the major grievances have been removed 
and the only one that is outstanding at the present titne and which, I 
admit, has been there for some time now, is about the study allowance. 
If (he honourable memliers will go through the discussion of last year and 
the year previous, they will find that apart from that all those complaints 
which the sei'urity [irisoners were making at that time have been dealt 
w’ith and disposeil of fairly satisfactorily. 

As far as criticisni.s against the administration of jails w'ith reference 
to division 111 prisoners are concerned. 1 admit, Sir, there is rmmi for ft 
great deal of improvement. There can lie no difference of opinion about 
tlut. For example, there is no doubt that at the presant time there it a 
great deal of congestion in jails. We have tried our best to find ways and 
means as to how to reduoe this congestion (Mr. EinAW Saitjue Boy; By 
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release). We have tried that as far a« ordina^ convicts are concerned, 
by givinjf premature release. We have also tried to construct jails and 
as a matter of fact one of the jails which we were trying to get ready was 
unfortunately taken over by the military authorities and therefore we were 
prevented from relieving the congestion. We have also appointed a large 
number of lawyer Magistrates for speedy disposal of cases so that the cases 
of those prisoners who bad to be kept for a long time as under-trial 

S risoners could be disposed of, and there is a marked improvement in the 
isposal of the cases of nmler-trial prisoners. But unfortunately during the 
war it is not ])osHible to make those improvements which wdll remove some 
of the complaints that have been placed before this House today. 

I have already ixdnted out that as far as congestion is concerned, apart 
from releasing, which the Leader of the Congress has suggested, there is 
another method by which it can be removed, namely by increasing accom- 
modation, but unfortunately owing to scarcity of building materials and 
other difficulties it is not possible to go for that. 

Then there is another point. One of the major grievances which is a 
long-standing one is alxuit moscjuito curtains for l)i vision III prisoners. 
As far as Ijivisitjns 1 and II prisoners are concerned, they get mosquito 
curtains. As far as Divisum III prisoners ai(* con(‘erned, those who are 
flufferitig from malaria gel moscjuito (urtains. (ILai H.arkndka N.ath 
C iuVDiH’in : They are getting it for the last seven years I) They had 
not had it, as Mr. Kai (diaudhuri saAs, for the last seven years and it is 
very difficult during war time to introdiict* tlii^ change. 1 am quite 
prepared to undertake to see lliat Division HI prisoners in hospitalh are 
provided with mos<juito curtains. If that has not been jirovided, it is one 
of the things that should be done immediately and 1 will tr\ and see that 
this is <lom* at an earl> date. (Mr. DniKhNOiM N \Tii l)\rj\: Not under- 
trial prisoners?) 1 am talking of Division HI ]>risoner^ in hosjiitals 
because Mr. Mai mentioned that. 1 am ]>re]uired to un(h‘rtake to see that 
they are given mosquito curtains. (Bai Hahknoha Nmji (’ii \ ri)m Ri : 
Prisoners in hospital are already given.) Mr. Mai sa\ s tli«‘V are not. 1 
say. if the\ are not givtui I amII see that they are given. 

Mr. SA8ANKA SEKHAR 8ANYAL: The Minister might to know that 
tln're is a rul(‘ that in liosidtaK pri.^oner•' an* gi\en inosijuito curtains but 
Midnapore is a departure a^ Midnapore i> outvidt* the adniinistiative 
lUttchinerN . 

The Hon’hle Khwaje 8ir NAZIMUDDIN: My proposition is if they are 
not getting it they will get it; if they are getting it. the matter ends there. 

As regards other (‘omjilaints about hospital arrangements, I have made 
a careful note of them and I will try Insh-Allah to see that as far as possible 
those improvements are made in the hosjiitals. There is one thing which 
should be remembered and that is that th<* general standard of health in 
tbe jails of Bengal is very good. In spite of all the comjilaints that have 
bfM?n put forward toda> it eaiinot be denied that the general health of 
prisoners of whiehever iluss you like is above the average and they (‘om- 
nare favourably to any prisoners in any jail in India. (H.ai H.akkndra 
Nath ('ii.avdhvri : Old stoek argument!) Even if it is old stcK'k, it is 
true and it is efte<tive. ^Dr. Nai.in.aksh.a Sanyal : Old wine!) 

As regards jirisoners, partieularly security prisoners who are ailing and 
suffering from various eoiTipluints. they had these complaints liefore they 
were admitted into jail, alid there is hardly any case where on account of 
infection any prisoner contracted a disease in the jail itself (cries of 
'‘(^estion, question” from the Opposition benches). Most of the cases of 
T.B. are of nersons who were suffering in some form or other before they 
were arrested (cries of “question”, question” from the Opposition benches). 
(Eai Haekkikea Nath Chachhuri: How do you know tnatf) 
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Mr. NitHITHA NATH KUNOUi You did not finish about study aad 
fmily allowances. 

Tha Hon'bto Khwaja Sir NAZIMUOOIN: As regards study allowance* 
nothing has been settled as yet and if you report any lathes on my part I 
admit that. As far as personal allowance is ooncerned, it is nut an out- 
standing question. As far as this question is ctiuceriied, we have never 
accepted the principle of granting personal allowance except in the case 
of those detained under Itegulation 111, because under the Uegulatioii 
itself we are compelled to pntvide personal alhiwanee and we have pro- 
vided it. But the rule that we iiave followed this time is that insteaa of 
giving them personal allowame we try to meet all their needs. Anything 
that they require and all that i** necessary for them we are trying to provide. 
There is a difference between this time and last time, e.g . in t'ase of those 
w*ho were detained under the ('liminal Law Amendment A(‘t where we 
have made a definite provisidu for persofial allo\\anee. Thi^ was due to 
the fuel that ue had to fall in line with the general ]>olicv followed in tho 
rest of the provinces and also by the (’ential (io\ 4'rimient , 1 jiersonally 

feel, Sir, that in view of the past pra<tiee in Bengal it would he advisable 
to have personal allowances, hut in vn‘w ot the tact that all the other 
prnvinees are oi opinion that there should he <»ne uniform procedure Bengal 
had to fall in line with tiiem. 

As far as the cjiK'stion of alh»wances of detenus is I’lnicerued, 1 mav 
stiUe here that as far as 1 am awaie and I have goiii- tliiongh a very very 
large iiumher of cases -jiract icallv in everv ea‘*e lh(*re mav In' om* or twib 
exeeptions here and theie .ocording to the jiolicv ol the (iovernment of 
India wc iiave granie<l allowaiiees. In a numhei ot • as«*s wlieie meording 
to our policy a jicr^on is not entitled to any allowame vve have graiiti'd him 
allowance on <om]>assi(nia1e grounds when we are satisfied that Ins family 
was in distress Wherever possible, we have increased the allowances 
Wheiievei a t ase has liMen hronghl to nm“ notiM* and we have tell that hen* 
was a ease where some iioieasf w.js iieei'ssarv . we h.ive sanctioned uu 
inerease. < .\ voi(l .\inl also «|e< reastMl allowance') Sii. ll••elease of 
allowance is e\< eplionail v rare; 1 have not come aiross any smh ease. 
Wliere there has lieen deeiease. theia* must la* ^.oiod leaHon tol it. 1 eaniiotl 
state the reason now. hut I am eertain iheie was good reiison tor th<* 
d»*crease (Mr. Svsvnkv Mmmk Sv.mvi. : Yon will disiover Jind timl out 
some reason heieaftei > 'I'lieH* must he veiy few cases of this nature, 
namely, cases where a person has been (h*taiiie<l for more than u year or 
two and IS entitled to a larnilv allowanee hut no ullowunce ban been given. 
It must be due to the tail that ioi some leason or other homeho<l> Iuin not 
Jhmui .supplied w itli the information u'-ked for. hut as a rule most of the- 
eanes that we know of have been dealt with and whenever we allow any 
allowanee, i‘%en if it is a >ear after or Hoiuetimes after IH months, it iw> 
from the date of his arrest as a rule that he is given allowanee and a 
person gets a lumj> sum at a time. I can assure the members ot this lIoiiHC 
that lM)th Mr. Bupiit am) myself try alwavs to stretih a [mint in his favour 
keeping in view tlie poiii v that has been laid down. Members on the other 
Bi«le may (juarrel about the poliev itself, hut that poln-y has been ilecided 
Upon after due consideration It has been followed for the last four years, 
but in admini.stering that jxdiev 1 can assure vou that everv effort is made 
(Mr. .Sasi.vkv Skkuvk Sanvu. : We (juesfion the w’i.sdom of the policy! 
in favour of the security prisoner ami in all genuine cases of hardshifi we 
fry to stretch a point ami give relief wherever f»os«ible. TIutc may he 
differem ert of c»pinion between the members on the other side of the House 
and those on this side as to what is an adeijuate allowance. But I maintain 
that the standard of allowance that we are giving at the present time in 
t-ertainly above the average o{ p<»or middle class and will he ac<-ording to 
tJi« earning of an average middle clasH family in Bengal (Mr. Sasakka 
Hekuae Saxval: Most certainly not. Nowadays every family earns a 
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lot.) a»d in mo$t esses equal to the aBtoaui of the iReome before the arrest 
of the security prisoner. (Mr. Sasanka Sekhau Santal : ' That is ua- 
fortunate. That is very low.) Whatever the man was earning before he 
was arrested, that amount of money we generally as a rule provide for the 
family. (Mr. Sas.\nka Sekhar Sanyai. : They maintain a high standard 
and you accept only a low standard, ^Miy do you pay less than the pre- 
arrest income?) Because he Tiiay have other lueaiis of income. (Mr. Atul 
Chandra Sen : fie has been robbed r»f (»ther means of income.) We 
generally give uj) to the amount that the man was earning before he was 
arrested on the primiple that the family has been deprived of his income 
and (lovernmeiit makes up that money by a tamily allow'ance. (Mr, Atul 
CHANI»R\ Sk.n ; You deprive a man of Its. oOU and you give him only 
Its. oO), (Mr. Harii’aim ( ’n \rioiMi)ic ^ \v : I know of a Head Master who 
was earning Its. 100 and >ou gave him only Ks. 00 and he has a number 
of memhers to maintain.) If there is a cum* in which a man W’ho was 
earning Us. 100 [wevifiusly got only Us. 00 and he had no other soun'e of 
iueorne- if that is brought to my noti<e I will personally see that the allow- 
ance is increased. (Mr. I{\iMi’Ai)\ (’n \ i ioi* \i>d^ m : I gave notice of a 
case signed by all the b*aders to Khun Bahadur Mohammed Ali but you 
did in»t care to rcjily to it.) 

As regards hospitals. Sir. I iiave made it a ])oint to lortk into all cases 

of coinplairif s alxnit hospitals and tr\ to inipio\e tin* (‘ondition of the 

hospitals as tar as pos.siiile. 

As far us treatment is eonceined. we tr\ to give ihe lust jmssihle treat- 
ment to lliosi* who are ill ami some ot them are tri*aled here and get the 

beiietit of the Ix'st meilieal expeit'' that are available in Calcutta. We try 

as far as pivssible to semi these pi'opb* to the .Medical College Hospital, but 
it is m^t always jmssihle to j)ro\ ide ai-coininodalnuj. S(um*tiines a Special 
Cabin is mM-essars. .sometimes s|>ecial arrangement has to be made for a 
prisoner about to undergo a major operaiioii : it is not alwa\s possible to 
provide ai'eommodation in such case^ 1 am iteiNonallx looking into these 
things am) 1 urn intervening in one ^'a^e of this Kind. 1 have to admit, 
Sir, that inifiroveineiit is not always jxissible during the war. (Mr. Atcl 
(^IIANIUM Sk.n : What about release oi seeurit x pr ixmers and especially of 
inembcrs ol this House wlm are in detention?) (Mr, Sasanka Sekhar 
Sa.nvm. : Nothing i.s done.

Sir, after the elalMirate speech of iny friend Mr. Nishitha Nath Kuudu 
detailing the grievances of the State and .security i>risoners in connection 
with his niotictn under the head “Jails’* in\ otily ap(dog\ for standing up 
to .speak at thi.s late hour is that I am going to speak on the relevant head. 
Head “oTA" relates to expenditure on account of State prisoners and 
detenus. In the Explanatory Memoramlum attached to that head it is 
observed that .so far a.s the revised estimate for l{l44-4o is coneerned, the 
inerease under the head is “tlue to more liberal rates of family allowance 
for security jirisoners and other State prisoners.” 

Sir, 1 cannot understand how cun the Hon 'hie Minister resort to this 
cruel iiuM'kery in e.\j»laining the revised figure. Sir, it will he seen that 
the actual expenditure in I!f4'l>44 on atiouiit of State prisoners and 
detenus was Rs. .nIiowii in the Red Rook. In the detailed 

estimate.^ the hgurc given Rs J.lHI.Stilf without dedniting the 
recoveries. 

However, Sir, it will be seen that the (*x]»endilure on a<M*ount of State 
prisoners and deleniiN aiuouiitcd actuallx to neai alxoit R.s. 4 cr«»reH in 
H)4d-44 and lloMcfore tlie lnidg»*t entiinate fm IHl l-l > liad to Im* revised 
in the lights of actual expenema*. The luidget estimate whiih wiis 
incOrnatly and carcb'^-'lv inatlc e\en in the mnldle o\ nM4-4o ha»l to be 
revised up to IN 4,2),n<MI .Now. Sir. in ptirHuaiiee o! tlie alleged liberal 
polo \ that tile jire^ent .Mini^tn i> following with regard to the grant of 
ullowanee> to ^eeuiity pri^onei^. the eHtiinate lor l!t>|o-|() eoines up to 
Rs. 4.'J4.0(MI. tliat i> R' IJMMt les'* Rnif>abl\ It is in response to the 
insistent demand tor tlie lelease oi the I'evinion of allow anee-i of tlie seeuriiy 
pn*'<»ner‘' tiiat lia'« been made and is being made fiom this snb* of the 
Hou.-'e that ft-'. l.tHMl b■^^ lul^ been e'»tnnal4Ml to? in the coming year.

'Ihat is a lie 
having regal d li» llie present figuies of State and ‘'ceurity prisoners. ,Au 
ill-informed eiitii’ from the other side su\s there have been more releases. 
That IS n<»l a fact, that is uniiue 1 repeat, tfn N»»veniber J. Ilf44, from 
New Delhi tin* following me.s^age appean*(i in the pre.ss . The Home 
Member, f i<*verniiient ot India, in ioni-e of lii*^ r»‘j>ly to ijueslions in the 
CViitral AnsemblN on Fndav disc losed that d.d'Jo prisoners were in detention 
under Ordinanei* N»» 111 of 1!U4. The Home Member also stated that 
persons detaine<l at om* time oi another in eoniM*e(ion with the ('ongre.ss 
movement totalled between iTdMMI ami iS.IMMf of wboin ‘J.TJM were still in 
detention <»n Septeinlier 1. 1 !I44 and be gave tin* figures pnivineew ise, The 
figures sh(»w that out of J.TJH detenus, the total for the w liole of Indiu. 
there ware on September 1, Ilf44, as many as 1,’JSl detenus in Rengal ahme. 

Now. Sir. in replv to a question leeently put by me, the 
Rou ble Sir Naziiiitiddin staled that the figure on the Tlh Novemlier, lf)44, 
was l.’JSb and, if 1 remember aright, in rcqdy to a question [mi by my 
friend Mr, Dhirendra Nath Dutta lie gave the present figure as near about 
So. it will be an untrue siatemeiit to su\ that there are les.s sei urity 
prisoners or detenus now in lieiigal to provide for than in the last .sear. 
In spite of that fact and in spite of higher prii-es of <‘oiiiiin»ditieH now, 
Rs. 1,000 less ha.s been budgeted for the next \ear probably, us I said, out 
of due regard — profuse regard — for the criticism of the OpposHmn and over- 
flowing sympathy for the detenus professed by Sir Naximudfliii. 

jNow, let us turn to the question of family allowanie in particular. 
Sir Naiimuddin a few minutes ago said that family alloivaaces are being 
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given to the security prisoners in accordance with the standard of expendi- 
ture of middle class families in Bengal. That again, Sir, is an obviously 
wrong statement — at least a Kiatement which is far from facts. A question 
was put by Mr. Sibnath Bauer jee regarding the grant of adequate family 
allowance to certain security prisoners and in the question 8 security 
prisoners were mentioned. In replying to the (juestion in the current 
session Sir Nazimiiddin has observed “Security prisoners Babus Rajendra 
Nath Roy, Sadhan ltr»\ and Satyendra (’hakravarty, mentioned in items 
(t), (it) and (»•/), respectively, were not granted any family allowance.’^ 
This gives the lie direct tf) the statement that was made a few minutes ago 
that almost all the security prisoners have been given family allowances. 
Our inforniatirin is that about '»() j)ei cent., of the j>risoners, have not been 
granteil any family allowance at all. And what is the “liberal policy” of 
paying family allouancesy It will appear from the next part of the 
answer to the said ijuestioii “Security prisoners Balms Aruii Roy, Mukunda 
Bhanja and Krishna ('handra ('hatter jee mentioned in items uti), {vii) and 
(ri/i) huv(‘ been granted family allowance of Rs. .’PI, Rs. 20 and Rs, 1*5, 
resjiectively “ . This, Sir. is the usual measure of family allowance that 
has been granted hv tin* present Ministry in pursuance of their so-called 
lilwual policy and this aieording to Sii Xazinmddin is the standard (»f ex- 
pendituic 111 a Ihngal inid<lle class tanii)\ and Sii Naznnnddin. after all. 
is an lioiiouraldc man wlio is supposed not to give misleading answers. 

Then. Sir, whenever a (jUestion put with regaid to family allowance 
of a particular se<uiitv prisoner, it the security prisoner happem*d t(» have 
no deiinite (»r fixed ineoine at the tiim* of his arri'st. it i-* plainly said “well, 
that person had no fixiMl income and therefore nothing could be done for 
him or for increasing his tamil> allowanee’*. It he had an\ ineome what- 
soever. then some family allowance is ^j\en and it is pieteiided “we do 
not know what was his income at the lime of his arrest ’ Recently 1 put 
a (luestion with reganl to the tamil> allowanee granted to State prisoner 
Srijut Netai (’hamlra -laiia Ills a \t‘r,\ tragic ease He was a })risoner 
before hut he was ndeased on medical giouml as a tnh(‘rculosis jiatient. 
Some time aftiT his release he was arrested again and lie is now a State 
prisom-r. I put this question with releieiiee to Ills iamily allowanee: 

Will the Ilon’hle Minister in idiarge ot the Houk* Department be 
pleased to state -- 

(ol w ht*n and aftei what eon>ideral ion the family allowanee of security 
jinsoner Sniut Netai (’handra .Tana was fixed;

Besides this he has 
also been granted a persxmal allowance of Rs. 80 per month.

id) No, 
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The question and the ^nswer were published iii the press and attracted 
the notice of the State prisoner concerned and he wrote to me to say that 
it was not a fact that the Hon'hle Minister had no information. In fact, 
in the representation made to (he Minister for revision of his family allow- 
ance it was mentioned that Sj. Jana's father had to sell his house on a(H)OUnt 
of the inadequate allowance jjfranted. liet the (Jovernment say whether it 
is true or not that the fact was mentioned in the representation they ^ 
received. 

Next. Sir. it is said as that he lool uo Hxe<l income he is tfiveu only 
Rs. oO. The fact is that Sj. Jana was carninjr from «»rder supply contract 
business mmh nu»re than Rs. before his arrc.'.l.

It ineliides seven Miiii-^ters m< liidmp: the bmaiiee Ministers of the Ni/ain 
and Hliop.il (iovernment^, lour Hindus who hapjMMi to be e\p<*rts in varioun 
nubjects, one Kuropeaii, an<l tlie lemainmix five are MiiHliiriH wrho 
happen to be lo\al camp foll<»wers of the Mu-lim Leajx'ue I do not know’ 
on what ground Hhopal ami Hvderahml were sinp:b*d out for reprcHeTitation 
on this Committee. Is it because these two States have lK*en runninj3i:

war period!' Sir, I don t see an\ otlu*r possible explanation for their 
inclusion in our I*o.st-War Keconnlmction (’ornmittee, since they are not 
known to have any sper ialixerl kiiofrledge about the work which the Com- 
mittee haa to do. Sir, '1 refer to this, becauw* I bud that even ui auen n 
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matter, the Ministry could fiot rise afibve communalism. Post-war recon- 
struction is a thing of vital desolate and denuded Bengal, 

and people have every riuht to ex^t that only men of wide experience in 
different branches of public life and public administration should have been 
taken on this Committee^ 

Sir, it was onoMif the recommendations of this Committee that Nawab 
AH Nawab Jung, an Engineer of Hyderabad should be asked to survey the 
possibility of hydro-electric and irrigation schemes in Bengal. I do not 
Know whether this recommendation nas been given effect to and whether 
this officer has started work. Sir, I would like to know what are the special 
qualifications for which he was marked out for this singular choice. 

Sir, about the work of this Committee, I must say it has been marked 
throughout l)y indecision, lack of earnestness and lack of practical fore- 
sight. Sir, seven sub-committees have been appointed — some of the com- 
mittees having us many as twenty-eight members. This has been done 
apparently to u(;commodute the claims of the M.L.As. who support the 
Ministry. Sir, for a long time th<*se sub-committees remained without any 
Secretary or with only departmental Sc< rcturies whose heavy work in their 
own depart im‘ut prevetited them froiii undertaking this new' additional 
burtlen with pr«»pcr earnestness. The result was that these sub-committees 
could not function j)ropcrly. As the main Post-War Reconstruction Com- 
mittee dcpcnde<l entirely cm the labours of these different sub-committees, 
the whole work was held up lor a long time. Many of the sub-committees 
<lid not even meet tor a long time. Even u]) till now, the Labour and 
Social Seciirit> Snh-t ’oinniittee have not met Mr. Hughes, the Labour 
(^)mmissioner, who has been made the S<‘cn*tary of tht* Mih-conniiittee has 
been saddled witli many multitarions <luties tliat lie lias hardly any 
time. I wonder, Sir, uh\ a sp(*cial wholetimc officer was not ap])ointed as 
the Secretary of tlii.s suh-i’ommillcc and wliy this imiiortant branch of post- 
war activity is being tnsited with sindi deplorable a])ath\. 

Sir, even now the P(>st-War Employment Siili-Comniittee has not got a 
S»'ci*etar\, 1 jneMniie this suh-committee also lias not met and done any 
work. Resides, there are .s(»me sub-commit tees in which the depaitmeiital 
oitic<*rs arc still (*ont inning a^ Sec?vtarn‘s. in ailtlilion to llieir departmental 
work, Sii, the failure of the Post-War Reconstruction Committee to pro- 
duce an\ tangible result e\t‘ii in the course ot a yeai has, m my judgment, 
been due to (he iaiiiin* to aj)j)oin( tull-tiiiic Secrctar\ ti) eaidi of the sub- 
committees Sir. wlien Sir d. C. (ihosh suggested in the very second 
meeting of the Po.s(-\^’aI Rccon.structnui ('ommitlce in January lfM4 that 
each of the sub-committees .should have a vvludetime Secretary, the Hon'ble 
Mr. Shahabuddiu. the Chainuaii <»f (lie meeting, shelved the ((uestion by 
jiointiug out tliat he was going to have the services of a wholetime Secretary 
and (wo .\ssistant Secretaries to the main Committee and lie thought that 
that would suffice for the time being. 

Sir. because of this folly, the (ioveriimeiit of Bengal could not be yet 
ready with their plans. Sir, it was in A[iril. 1!M4, that the (lovernment 
of India informed (lie Bengal (iovernmcnt that the report of the Recon- 
struction Committee should be submitted by July lff44 at the latest. But 
the Bengal (Jovernment hud no plans to submit. As a matter of fact, by 
July 1944, the various .sul>-co mini t tees could not even start functioning 
properly, not to ^[>eak of {irodindiig any report. Sir, various other Provin- 
cial Governments have already submitted their proposals to the India 
(fovernmeiit but Bengal still lugs liehiud, lierause of the bungling by the 
Hon’ble Minister in charge of Industries. Commerce and I>abour, who in 
the Chairman of the Committee and who is running this »how according to 
the measure of his owu incompetence tfUd worthlessness. Sir, it is all very 
well to say that they have b^n very busy with so many tkings, Sir, my 
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(^•nre is that this work was not triten ne in a bnsinaMUk# satoBW durut* 
tl, first six months by the Hon'ble Mister and was hopelessly neglected 
in an irresponsible manner. ' , * , 

Sir, the Government has already made an announcement that. th« 
war reconstruction would entail an expenditure of Rs.4.^(> cijores, of wliick 
half wouUl be contributed by the India (lovernment aild the other half ia^ 
to be raised by taxatitm and internal loan. I desire to know how this 
figure of Its, loO crores wu*^ c«»me alxtut in the absence of formulation of 
any concrete proposal by the committee. 1 wtuild aUi like to know, Sir. 
if the Government of India have really given any indication about the sum 
of money they propose to allot to Bengal f<n’ this work. Sir. the whole 
announcement appears to he a bogus affair, delilierately intended to 
mislead public opinion of the province. How can you say that you^ are 
going to spend lls. lot) crores when you have lu* <‘lcar idea of the detinite 
schemes and of the expense they would actually involved This is all 
talking in the air — presumably meant to present a rosy picture of the 
Bengal that this Ministry is going to rebuild. Sir. such irrespou-sihle talk 
does not deceive us, nor ('un it hide the gross in(*oni]>etenc\ i»f the Hon hie 
Minister wh(» is dealing with this subject.

Sir, the latest Ueport on Ihihlic Instiuchon in lleiigal on whndi I lould 
lay my hand in the liilirary <d the llou-^e was for the \ear 1IM()-41 (published 
in 194dy. Are we to prexume tlial tliere ha*^ hcfoi a “hlack-oiit” of Ibihlic 
Instruction in thi^ proMiHc" W(* all feel vef\ k«MOil\ that the matU»r of 
education has certainl\ been vei\ mmdi neglected during these years. 

Whereas in all countries, in sjute of emergency of tlic w'lir, the scope 
and extent of publu- education has ver\ rightlv not been curtailed, in this 
province many educational institutions have closed down maiidy due Ur 
want of ade(]uate funds. 

At one time public institutions were largeK financed and maintained by 
public grants and endowments. This province has .since iK'en ravaged by 
famine and economic disasters, mainly due to iiiismaiiagfMiient of the 
Government. Public grunts have ceaseil to ftow in as heUire. On the other 
band Government grants are so iiu^agre that the slambird and extent of 
public e<lucation hiive very much deterK»rated in these years. 

Ecotiomic disaster has left its indeliahle mark on the field of education. 
Prices of the Irarest necessities of life have gone up so high tluit the poorly 
paid teaclMta can liarely make l>oth ends meet. It is not difficult U) appre- 
ciate how Tm possible it is for ill-fed, ill-<;k)the<l t4mchers with starving 
familMMi to attend to ibeir work properly. 

Tbe Uck 4il equipmeato apparatus, etc., in tbe schools which again 
ia due to itMidai|iiate graote tnalotl^Die education incomplete, bookiah and 
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worthJeiJfl. As th« feach^ra are ill-paid, they, naturally look for p^itions 
in the Government aervicee with the result that the schools are virtually 
left to the care of untrained and second rate teachers. It has thus come 
about that in a very large number of schools there are hardly any graduate 
teachers. This is the general .situation regarding education in the province 
and my observations apply both to Government and non-Qovernment 
schools, 

Sir, I now want to mention a few of wliat appear to me to be the serious 
defect# in the system of the primary and secondary education of the pro- 
vince. I shall refer to the district school boards. In pursuance of the 
Rural Primary Education Act of 1980, 19 districts have district school boards 
and two morf* districts were to have it within a few months. But the orga- 
nisation and constitution of the district school board are not at all conducive 
to the interest of primary education in the districts. Most of the members 
of the hoard are elected on party line.s and their influence and views pre- 
dominate* in the scliool hoards. The Education Board therefore come to be 
composed r)f many who are umicqiiainted with the first principle of primary 
education. In many districts election is not free from the influence of the 
Chairman of the di.Htrict lK)ard and his party. In this way geniiiue educa- 
tionists are left out of the board. It is very natural therefore that the public 
are not very much lu .sympatliy with the.se Education Boards and in the 
schools managed by them. Here also pay of teachers is very meagre and 
that is 4i1ho not regularly fwiid month by montli Schools thus e.stahlished 
are poorly staffed with |HK»r <laily attendan(‘e. The number of students on 
tfie roll is too much inflated in order to justif.N the appointment of more 
teacfiers. This meaii.s unne<esHar\ Maste and there is no means of checking 
this waste under this system. 

Training schools and (‘entres are maintained ior tlie training of teachers 
w’hoare not sufficientlv (pudified. This is anotlier instance of waste of public 
money. I’lie (Mirriculum was to he formulated so as to givi‘ a rural bias hut 
nothing has lieen done in this direction. 

Instances have been found where s(‘Ihm)1s have been shifted from one area 
to another, thus detvarriiig the facilities to the scheduled cai.ste and ra.ste 
Hindu pupils, (ienenilly the vsclieme and a«lmiiust ration of education have 
boen most arbituny, un.sym|vi»theti<- and wasteiul and in my view have not 
nerved the luvst interests of the pixivince. 

I then'fore think that a new scluoiie Ik* framed covering the whole field 
of primary and secondary education of the province because it is a matter 
w vital to our future.

Mr. HARENORA KUMAR tUR: Sir, I beg to move that the demand 
of Bh. 2,56,6^{,00(') for expenditure under the head “37 — Education — 
General” be reduced by It'S. KM) to raise a discussion about the indifference 
of Government in the inatler of introducing free compulsory primary 
education and of expansion of secondary education in Bengal. 

The questi<in of introduction of free and comjmlsory primary education in 
this country has been agitating the public mind for more than half a century. 
There are no two opinions about the urgency of complete eradication of 
illiteracy of the masses from the country. The demand is persistent, country'- 
wide and universal and all popular efforts so far made have failed to move 
the Government to action to take up the matter in right earnest and tackle 
the problem with detc*rmination — with a determination that this evil must 
be removed at any cost and as quickly as possible. 

Aler 2(X) years of Ilritisli rule the percentage of literacy is barely 10. If 
British mb* is tc* continue and the pidicy hitherto juirsiied remains in tact, 
there is absolut<‘l\ no hope of eradication ot illiteracy in thi.^ country. Sir, 
it is said that the Government ot India Act of ll)«h’) has (onceded aiitoiKuny 
to llu* provinc(‘~> and popular ministries arc functioning "mcc Ajiril, 1037. 
Sev(*n years have passtnl away hut w<* have not advanced a single step 
furthcT. The same time-worn m<*tho(K cd British hurcamiacv are •'till being 
vigorcjusl v pin sued b\ our popular Ministers. The\ havi* got no imagination, 
no conviction c)j their own and not tin* stamina to bnno about a marked 
change in the ]M»licy and tone in the administration ot the eountrv. It 
seems to me* that thc*y clo not desire in th<*ir lo'art of heait- that illiteracy 
*vhould disapi>ear Irom the eountrv as qinckly as pos«,il)l(* ju^t a*s our British 
masters do not dc-siie that the jieojde o| this eountrv sh(»ult) hi'cuuie liteiatt*. 
Do the\ met realise that illit«*raev of the masse-, is a penn.iiooit liiiidraiice to 
the development of oui c-ountry in any dirc'ction whatsoever y It is one of 
the vital proldeiiis affecting the* wellarc* of the masses \\*h,\ . it is the first 
and foremost jiroblem <d the du_\ which rc‘tjuii«*s immecliate solution, and can- 
not brook dclu\ even a moment longei. .Man> social and economic m(*asures 
buvo failed to aclii<‘\e the dc*sire<l object b«‘eaiise of lac k of education among 
the masses of the- pc'ople. Golossal ignoranc'c. superstition and j)rejudic*e 
among tbe masses lor want of education stand in the way of any reforms 
whatsoever, sm ial or economic, at every ^tcp. Beiuoval of mass illiteracy 
is the juirainount necessitv of the day; »>tht*rvvise all talks of post-war recon- 
struction are mere eye-wash and lacks sinc'erity. 1 believe if tbe Ministers 
are really lionest tnid sincere and are determined to tackle the problem they 
can do it. But they are indifferent. They never think for themselves how 
within the limited resourct^ at our disimsal and within the shortest possible 
time H network of primary scdumls can ne spread over the rural areas so that 
not a single child of the nation of school going uge is excluded because of 
poverty or social jirejudice. The eleineni of compulsion is absolutely 
naoessary. The education of our Wys and girls irres])ective of ca«^te, creed 
and (’Oinmunity up to a certain age must he made free, compulsory and 
ttniversal. If the Government simply pursue the methods adopted in other 
advanced and independent countries oi the world and attempt to engraft 
similar machinery set up in those ( ouiitries they will never succeed because 
our resounes are extremely limited and the local conditions are quite 
different. We must build our structure on tbe basis of Iht ideal of plain 
living and high thinking. I think that the Government should first of all 
establish a net work of schook. free jirimary schools, throughout the length 
and breadth of the province* and compel every boy and girl to go to the 
nearest school and equip them with available resources of teachers, either 
paid or honorary, at our disposal and then in this way after completing the 
Ip'ound work improve the personnel of the staff and other equipments 
|r*dually. 
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The popular Ministry* hare already taxed the people and they have 
oWted school boards in as many as 19 distrieis and still other districts have 
been excluded. The old type patsahi.i have alimwt disui>pcared. The 
conditions of the new school brou^jht into existence are extremely rotten. 
The teachers are .ill-paid. Their remunerations are not even sufficient for 
their own subsistence, not to speak of tlieir family members. Of course, 
dearness allowance has been granted hut in thi.s connection I bi‘p to draw the 
attention of the Hon'hle Minister to one fa<’t that tiie menial staff of some 
of the primary schools have not been granted di*arne^s allowance. 

Mr. SPEAKER • Your time is up. 

Mr. HARENDRA KUMAR 8UR: 1 want two iniimtes more. Sir. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Try to be brief, pl^ise. 

Mr. HARENDRA KUMAR SUR: \es, Sn In the statemtuit <»f the 
Hon’ble Finance Minister, uinler the lieadniir ’“De^uness Allowance”, w’e 
find the following'-: “k^irlier in the \ear, if had bcvm ibnoilcil to tnake speiual 
prrants to primary and sccondai\ n<»n-(io\ eminent sc1uk»1s to enable them to 
pay dearness allowaiu'e to their tiMi liers and menial staff ’ lint it has been 
brought to my notice that the District In>^pccior of Si'biHils. llowrab. has 
infonneil the Seiretarv ol the M uni<’i|w»lit \ that the menials in primary 
scluiols are not entitbal to the aw.iT«| of de.irneN*, albtwance What is the 
(xiuse ot this ilisiTiniinaf ion that the menial '.tall will not bt‘ entitled to 
dearness allowance whereas other staff will be allow ed. 

Then, Sir. as re^^ards pnmar\ srlnmls 4»lread\ es|;iblisbe(|. the teachers 
and Imys <lo not rc^oilarlx attend the syh<K»ls l'h(♦‘'e ate sch<M)N onl\ in 
name and on |>«iper. Ibit the inspecting' authontuvs arc alwass ver\ kiM*n 
alKiuf fnltilnient of the C4>ndit loiis. vi/.. one luj'ha of land W’llh a suitjihb* 
building' oi a particular type and diinensiim'' must be made o\er tsi the Jhmrd

100, and I 
want to raise a tliscussion alniut the uns4it isfacUu y manner in which the 
Scheduled Caste Education Eund is disbur.Hed. 

Sir, the Primary Education Act wa.s intended to make primary education 
ultimately free and compulsory, to make education up to the primary 
atandard available to every l>oy and ^rirl in the province, and for this purpose 
the liejrislature agreed to levy an additional edutational cess, the major 
burden of which is l)ein(r borne by the ordinary fHxir tax|wyer. Sir, now 
that the Act has Wen in of>eration for almut ten years, w’hat do we find?' 
Has the Act succeeded in making’ even an appreciable advance towards the 
object for which the Act was passed? 

Sir, not only there has been no advance towards the expansion of 
primary* education, there has l>een a definite set Wck, definite retro^rression 
and primoiy education in rural areas has been in the melting pot. This has 
been due in part to some vital defects in the Act itself and in part to the 
manner in which the Act is being administered. Sir, in districts where the 
Primary Education Act ha.s Wen in operation and district primary «clux>l 
boards have been set up,*the entire foundation of primary education lias beea 
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tind«rmin«d. In o larg« majority of these districts a large percentage of the 
schools that receire aid from the district primary hoard exist on paper only--^ 
the localities concerned are not aware of the existence of any such schools, 
And yet they manage to receive financial grant from the Board. Sir, in my 
own district there are supposed to exist about twelve hundred primaiT 
schools, but the number of Sub-Inspectors who are entrusted with the task 
of inspecting these schools are »o small that it is physically impossible for 
them to visit the schools even onc^e a year. I know, Sir, the position is 
similar almost in all other districts. This has helped unscrupulous people 
to adojit dishonest tactics and to draw grants for schools which actually do 
not exist. 

Sir, even many of the schools which do exist do not sit regularly. The 
Inspetding Staff being (juite iriMiifficient, surprise visit by them lias become 
almost out ot (juestion. licsidos, the standard of educati(»n has very much 
deteriorated and in many of the scho^ds no education worth the name is 
imparted. This has lieen principally' due tyo the uneconomic wages paid to 
these sch<K)l teachers. Their s^ilary varies from ten rupees to sixteen rupees. 
lh» you think any efficient teacher now-a-da>.s can lie available on this 
miserable pittance? 

Sir, previously primary school teticherx u.sed to be inhabitants of the 
villages uhme the sclawds weie situated. This (Uialiled tlie teachers to work 
on small remuneration, lor ihev could bnik after llieir own lands after sch<x>l 
hours and cmild fully utilise other .sources of income. But ail tins hiis now 
been cbaiiged uitb I lie inlroduction of Primary Kdur;itKm Act. The Boiird 
now insists on (iuru-tiaining passed teachers luMiig einjiloyed in cveiy scluKil 
with the result that fear lnM.s have now to be lirought from outsi<le and their 
Hidi(M»l riMinmerat ion lia.s IxTome theii sole means »d livelilusxl. Fnless 
therefore the salary of the teacher is imieascd subslant ially the scluKils 
catiiiot be run (‘ven on the minimum standanl Sir, 1 know many ot the 
hcIkkiIs have been without their principal Uso hers who liavc left for lietter 
job. The BtKird has been unable t-o find suitable sulistitutes ni their places. 
Sir, many of the scdnsils are in a cluiotic condition ami are maintaining a 
prec4irious existence 

Sir, tlie two giftsof the Primary Pdur^ition Ael have lu^eii the introduction 
of corruption and (vunmunalism in the sphere ot edueational insfitution.s 
whi(‘!i liave been bitiierto free from tbes(‘ iianelul uittuences. Sir. the 
inspecting straff knows that the sc IkmiI teacdiei eantiof make hi.s two ends 
meet with the fe\> rupees that lie gets as liis s.ilarv lie, iii coiisecpience, 
fimls it more hel[)ful to connive at and permit many undesirable practices 
for 41 (Mmsider4il ion. I have Ihmmi tsdd by some teachers themselves that they 
have U) pay .something n‘gularly every month to the inspecting staff. 
Whoever would not \my runs the risk ot recognition of the sch<H)l being 
withheld or the monthly grant being stopped or it.s payment being delayed 
for months together. 1 met some teachers m Myrnensingh who complained 
that for four months theii S4»larv has remained in arrears. The poor teacher 
therefore finds U more convenient to keep the inspecting staff witisfied and 
they in their turn iiegle(*t their sclunds which, in some cases, do not actually 
exist 4ind in other c4iHes do not have regular cla.sses. This vicious practice 
must Ih* rooted out if primary schiHils 4ire to (xintinue to serve the educational 
needs of the rural [Kipuktion properly. 

Sir, all these are well known facts and Mr. Jenkins, the Director of 
Public Instruction, admitted tliat the Primarv Education Act had failed and 
must l>e thoroughly overhaided. Sir, we were told that Mr. Bottomley find 
been pkoed 4)n special duty for the purpose of ascertaining all tliat was 
happening with rt'gard to primary eduiiation. Sir, we would like to know 
w^t report he Wl submitteil and whether the Ministry has formulated any 
scheme for eradioaiing the evils that have been rampant in the sp^ie of 
primary education. Sir, as far as I remember, it was generally a^i^eed that 
the fuHher extension of the Primary Education Act to other districts 
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lit held up till a satisfactory solution of these problems has lieen arrived at 
I do not know why the Act is beinf^ extended to two other districts in spite 
<rf the admitted failure of the priory education scheme and why tnese 
corruptions and malpractices are Win#? allowe<l to infect two other districts 
where primary education is runnin#? snuwtUly under the old system free 
from the demoralisin#? iutiiiences of the new system. 

Sir, I would now like to refer to the unsatisfactory manner iti which the 
Scheduled Caste Kducatiini Fund is disbursed. Sir, 1 think, first of all, the 
composition of the Scheduled Caste Education Ikmrd innst he mdic^dly 
altered. At present ineinhcrship of this Ikuird is confine»l virtually to the 
scheduletl caste nienihers of the Asseml)I\ and the inernhers who support the 

Ministry hapfHui to ho the tortunates in sccurin#? nomination to tlio lioard 

(at thi.s stiipe the member reached his time-limit hut was allowed to <M)nehide 
his speech). I think this practice is not fair to the c«ause of scheduled caste 
education in the proviru'e. l*olitical coiisiileratioiiH should he kept aside luul 
the Ikwird should he (smi|H»stMl mainly of noted edm'alionists amonjfst the 
scbedule<l C 4 istes and amon#rst tlie memlKMs ol tiie Assembly (ml> those \yh<> 
can claim to have some oulstandiiiK ('onlrihution to the laiise of educ«ition 
should he taken into I lie IkKird. Sir, the present practice has helped to 
create a very undesirable state ol thin#rs, miudi to the detniiHUit -'d scheiluled 
easte education. The tuiid is hein#r most unjust]\ cxploitnl tor |>oliticul 
purjKises. Fnless a particular sclusd authorities siihscnhe to the jxilltical 
views of certain Ministers the\ ha\e little chance of .secuniif? financial #?niul. 
SchiHils are thieatened with stopjiaj^e of iheir #*ranis if the Sei-nMary <ir the 
teachers ot the s(lH><d do not accei>t the iM)lilical \iewH <>1 the sclieduUnl 
laste Ministers. The Sjiccial OHicri t<u- Scheduleil ('a, sic Education is most. 
impix)perl\' utilised lor the [)urjx)s(‘. 1 know' that in course ol their lours ill 

the districts some of the Ministers take with them the Sjiecial Ofheer^for 
sclieduled casti* education As the Ministerial tours are undertaken mainly 
for political jirojia^randa, whatever mi^dil ]>e their av<iwed olijecl, the Sjiecial 
(ffticer lias to |da> the ‘rame Financial jrraiits aie ver> <dten determineil 
according? to iKilitical i oiisnhM'atioii ami mit to tin* actual meiits of the 

educational insiitutum coiiceriieii (at this sla#re the memiier a#rain reached 

his time-limit).

^uly. That is, in all thase years onr education bud^^et has advanced by only 

33 or 34 lakhs of rupees and no more. But if we turn |b the Police 
Budget, we shall find that the Police Budget has progressed from 
Us. 2,49,4fi,000, i.e., roughly Its. 2} crores in 1941-42 to Rs. 3,39,57,000, 
i.e., roughly Rs. 3,40,00,(K)() this time. That means an increase of about 
Rs. 90 lakhs. The Police Budget has aclvanced by Rs. 90 lakhs whereas 
the Education Budget in nil these years has advanced by Rs. 33 or 34 lakhs. 
That is how we have tried all these ye^irs to remove ignorance and improve 
education, and Sir, the (jovernment pi'ipose not to add to the recurring 
part of our Education Budget. A non-recurring provisirm of Rs. 57 lakhs 
has been added this year for the grant of dearness allowance and the amount 
is going to he repeated for the next year also. 

Now, Sir, let us see how other provinces are progressing in the matter of 
eduoatioii. If you turn to Bombay, which is miles behind Bengal .so far as 
ae(.M)udurv education is concerned, you will find that the Bombay education 
budget (luring these years has made tremendous progress. Sir, in 1938-39, 
expenditure on education in Bomluiy ws Rs. 1 ,90,09, (KK) and for 1944-45 
Us. 2,33,00,000 was budgeted under head “Educjition”. Sir, what is the 
Police expenditure in Bomluiv ^ It was estimated at Rs. 2.35,00.000 only for 
1944-45. That is, Sir, expenditure on police and expenditure on education 
were almost on a fvar in Bombay. Bnt in 4»ur uniortunate province it is 
Police expenditure which has advanced by Rs. 90 lakhs between 1941-42 and 
this year, whereas expenditure on education has advanced oiilv bv RvS. 33 or 

34 Itikhs.

1941-42, our revenue has expanded from Rs 1,494 hikhs, i.e , alsiut 15 crores 
to 4ilM)Ut IN, 29 (‘Pores, i.e., to nearly double the amount, but during all 
these years we have not i»een 4ible to increase our edu^xition budget even by 
50 per cent. 'Fluit Ims got to be 4idmitled 4tiid it is surely 4i matter of great 
regret ; and I put it to the Hon’ble Minister whether he is really justifying 
bis jK)sition as Minister by producing such a budget V If be is anxious to 
justify his fKKsitioa. he ought to try to relieve at least the dire distress of 
the school te4U’herH in such ditticult times by getting more money provided 
‘for grunting higher dearness allowance to them. 

I beg to mov(' that the demand of 
Ks. 2,5G,03,(KK) for expenditure under the head “37 — Education — CleneraP* 
W rediU'ed by Rs. 1(K) to rui.st* a discussion about ^i) the Scheduled Caste 
Kdnc'ntion Fund, (2) the Scheduled Caste Education Committee, (3) raising 
’the amount of the Scheduled Caste Education Fund to R.s. 10,00,000 per 
year, and (4) Scheduled Caste education policy of the Government. 

First of all, I shall take up the Government policy so fur as Scheduled 
Caste whication is concerned. I wish. Sir, that the Hon’ble Minister for 
Education should pay some more attention to what 1 am going to say just 
now. As regards the Government policy on Schedule Caste education, I 
Would like to say. Sir, that Government is quite apathetic and not in the 
least sympathetic towards Schetluled Caste education of the Province. 
What 1 am saying you will easily understand. Sir, if you are considering 
it from the point of view of the oopulation of the Scheduled Caste people in 
Bengal wliich is practically speaking 12,000,000, that ia to say f/5tli of 
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ike totttl pc)|>ulation. Considering this vast population o{ the Scheduled 
Caste people in Bengal and considering also the paltry amount that the 
GrOTemment is ifoing to spend next year for their* education, namely, 
Rs. 5,00,000, it will he seen that Government will he spending uhout 5 pice 

S ?r head {)er year. Now. Sir, if that be the case. 1 submit, Sir, that the 
overnment is really apathetic towards the Scheduled Caste education. 
There is another point of view, (ioverument is spending for Anglo* 
Indian and Euroj)ean education practically speaking Rs. 11,27,000 or some* 
thing like that. According to tliis amount whicli the Government is going 
to spend for Anglo-Indian ami European edmation, the pvr aipitti grant 
(omes to Hs. l-d per head. The population of the Anglo-Indian and 
European people in Bengci is nnn li lower than that of the Scheduled ('antes 
}x?ople, and in sj)ite of that the (io\ernmeni is sj>en<lirig Itigher amounts for 
the former than tlie latter community. I would only j>oinl out that the 
Government in order to do justice to the S('lHMluletl Castes people should 
augment the amount ullo1te<i for the Schedulcil Castes Education. As 1 
have already stated 1 wiNli iluit the grant should be augmented fnun Rs. 5 
lakhs to Rs. 10 lakhs, even though the latter figuri* would he still (juite 
small and inadctiuate for tljc purpose.

'J'he amount spent 
under this he, id in tiie yi*ai ]!G4-ld was ‘Jdt'l.tMMt whereas the ])rovisiori

As regards hostels I hold v<*r\ MtrongN that the (ioveinment should not 
spend a fartliing on eonstrmtion of hostel.s. Tliat anifuint is practically 
wasted.

Mr. ATUL CHANDRA KUMAR: I beg to move (hat the demand of 
Rb.

Sanskrit education and to!, 

I would only quote the figures allotted for MadraMut and Sanskrit tolf 
for comparison. The sum allot te<l to Madrasahs for Muslims who form W 
per cent, of the population is Rs. .^, 08 , 8 d 8 whereas the sum allotted to 
^nakrit tols for the oriental education of Hindus who form 45 per cent, ojf 
the population is only Rs. o-ljOOO. The figures speak for tbezuselvea and 
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to how io teach English. But, Sir, there is a proposal to alyolish 
training centres, I urge upon the Government that untU a better system 
is introduced these training centres should be continued till all the primary 
school teachers are fully trained. 

Sir, so far as the secondary education is concerned there also the fund 
provided is inadequate. In this connection I should like to refer to special 
scIhhiIs. One of iny friends ha.s raised the point that the money provided 
for the special schools inr Muslims is much larger than what has been 
provided for tols nnd oilier Sanskrit institutions. There are junior and 
nigh Madrassahs which arc just of the standard of middle and high English 
schools and are TK>t counteriiart or prototype of tlie Sanskrit tols. The 
money tihat is provided for the madrassah.s is not in any way commensurate 
witli tlie necessity of the Muslim community. Last year I saw the budget 

{ irovided five liikhs for grant to special scliools, namely, the Senior, the 
ligh nml Hit* junifir manrnssajiH. I luqie this will he rejieated and I urge 
upon the (jJovernment to increase the gnint under the head. 

So far as the grants to .secondary schools are concerned they have been 
incn'nsed hy Its. o lakhs and prohahly that is in accordance with the pro- 
posal that the ( lover nment have formulated that they will go on increasing 
the grant hy five lakhs each year for the advancement of secondary educa- 
tion till it r(*achcs the figure of forty lakhs. 

liusily, Sir, I want to maki* a ndcrema* to the ^lat<Mnent of my friend, 
Mr. Asliutosh Lahirv, that the operation of the Primary Education Act is 
a failure hut from my jiersonal knowledge of the ojieration <»f the Primary 

Education Act in Mymensingh I contradict that statenicni (at this stage 

t)^ memher ri'aclied his time-limit hut was allowed to <(>TH’]ude his speech). 
Sir, in the year the numher of hows and girls who appeared at the 

primary school final examination was (1,(100 aiol this year it has g^one up to

our students would ha\e gone up to 40,000, So. il is not at all a failure 
hut the s<hoine is n*oing on successfully

primary iMiucnIion si heme had heen introduced then tlie pay of the teachers 
could not have heen less than Rs. 1.>-S hccau'-e lh(‘\ are paid from the 
District School Fund wherein eex and (lovcrnment revenue are involve<l. 

Mr. W. C. WORDSWORTH: Mr Spe.ke r, Sir, 1 .shall speak generally 
with special referema* t<» leaiher.s and a few ohservations ahoiit policy. The 
annnher and \ariety of the cut motions before us show that if we had the 
time to discuss them properly \\v could produce a notable debate. We can 
satisfy ours(dv«'s on Inis tlial y<‘ar after year the numher and variety of 
these cuts do haye its effect on (invermiieni and little hy little the budget 
goes up. Tlie budget is large if we compare it with what it lias heen; it is 
small if We compare il with what, we hoj»e, it will he; and 1 agree with 
every critic that tlie ]»rfivision is inadequate because provisiim for i^lucation 
must always he inadequate in any c<»untry. 

S«*veral of the cut motions refer to jiolii y . ]h>licy is a vague w*ord hard 
to define and we cannot heg'in to <lefine it in five minutes speeches, hut in 
education it is policy, good policy, fundamental policy to get schools put up, 
to get children to the schools, to get teachers for the children. It does not 
matter whether this is brought about \)y legislation, by admini.stration, by 
persuasion or by any other manner. The es.sence of education is to get the 
cbildrtm, the schools and the teacbers. 

A reference ha.s heen made frequentU in thi.s Hou.se to the want of 
policy in legislation. May I remind the House that King Solomon was a 
^reat thinker about education and be said about wisdom and the getting of 
it by way# and ways of plefumntness and of peace. I frequently think of 
thofie words and then 1 nud myself thinking also by association of ideas. 
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througk contraata of the diacuaaiona we had for acme yeara and I auppoaa 
which will resume on the Secondary Education Bill. Its ways are not waya 
of pleEiantuess or of peace and yet even so meek and mild u legislator an 
myself can rejoice that education has produced such spirit, such emotion, 
such excitement — may I even go so far — such anger. There i.s more promise 
in that spirit, in those emotions than in the jdaciil acquiescence with which 
we do a great deal of our work. 

There is a ferment about education in many countries. In my own they 
had not long ago a ver\ remarkable A\'bile l*aj>er and tliev have .since had 
an Education Act winch is about to he operattnl whicli carrier the coiu’ep* 
tion of education as a social force ami a civic right much lurther than 
present jiractice. le India we have Inul our \\'liitt‘ l*a|>er whiih we call the 
Sargent Report hut whiidi is (In* work ol some dtl men, I think, of whom 7 
or 8 came from tins province. 'I'Iicn have put before the louniry what 1 

con.sider a remarkable .**i heme ami if (In* coun(r\ ailont.s it for the next 

few years the idea about what is neeessar> ami about wlial can he done will 
be considerably (hanged. 1 tannot gt) intti d«*tail.s in the small time 
allotte<l to me, hut tliat lejiort deals with «‘(lucaln>n in ever\ nhase. shows 
what ivS necessary, shows how it can he dom* and tin.ill\ it calls upttn (he 
country to find at tin* (‘iid of 10 \ears ‘.^77 croies (d nqnos a year for educa* 
tion in all it*« phases 'I'hal tiguie would la* a tcirihlc figure, a .shocking 
figure a few \ear.s ago hut we ha\e lost all capacil\ of being shocked by 
large hgures m*wada\s.

In 
England the woik ot teachers has been gre.itlv facilitated h\ a reiiiarkahlp 
hook called ‘’Suggestions for the* c onsid(*i.itioii of tc‘achcTs' ' . d'liat had 
had .such influence* that ihiec* !iim*s n had to he* rewritten because* itself it 
put jiracticc out of date, ('cuihl we not have soiiic*t hing here like that t^i 
help our teachersy AVe can give our teachers ,i little help. If we can gc»t 
chapters written on ihe teac hing cjf Ili.storv, of ( »c*ograj)h \ , of Language's, 
of Mathematic s, h\ exju'its who are also exjM-rts in sc hoed iiianag'emc'ni ami 
the needs of schools, then I think we can do a great deal to raise the slancl- 
ard of our work here. I make this siigge.^tion tc) the Iloirhle Minister ami 
to the Dirc'ctor of Public Instrm (ion and I am sure it c an ]»e clone. 

1 Would express m> satisfaction, the satisfaction of ibis parly that it 
was found possible last year to give certain grants to teachers and we are 
glad that the\ are being continuecl and we trust they will he continued for 
pver, not as compassionate allowames hut as something fairly earned by 
line work and I trust they will not only he continued hut will also he largely 
increased. 

One last thought and this is a consideration that ill seldom noticed. 
There is one other aspect from which we can ItKik at the teacher’s work. 
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At you know, women in Scotland are tho repositories of sagacity, and it 
was an old Scotch woman who once made a very fruitful remark. She 
^'d: “If you haven’t any education you have simply got to use your 
brains.” (Laughter.) In that there is profound psychological truth. 
Psychologists nowadays are busy in assessing what an exhaustive strain it 
is on the uneducated <o have to use their brains as they come across the 
little emergencies of daily life. We in this Assembly who have had the 
benefit of a good education and thereby are exempted from the daily 
necessity of using our brains may perhaps add this also to the credit of those 
wlio have taiigljt us and those who are teaching us today; and we may 
occasionally fioin rmr seats in this institution give a salutation to our hard 
working teacheis, ( Ai»])Iause. )

Babu MADHU8UDAN SARKAR: Sir, at the outnet, 1 apologise to 
the House that I am going to take a few iiiinuies of it« valuable lime to 
deal with, the .suhjeet concerning a partic ular section of the people. The 
matter coik cihh a particular se* tion of the people no douht hut that parti- 
cular nection forms no less than 1 /oth of the wTicde population of the 
province and they are the worst siifferens in the sphere of c*flucaiion. tSir* 
firat 1 like to #tay about the grievances and difficultie.s of the Scheduled 
Castes in the matter of their primary education. For the advancement of 
the primary education of th» province Government has kindly taken a move 
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in the direction. Out of the 26 districts of the proyince in 20 districts free 
primary education has been introduced and accordingly dktrict school 
boards were formed to take up the charge. We cherished a high hope that 
with the introduction of Free Prima^ Education in the districts the 
Scheduled Castes would have better facilities for their education. But 
the result is quite contrary to our expectation. The district school boards 
took up the charge of the priinary education of the districts. Most of the 
primary schools which had l)f*eii functioning from before in the Scheduled 
Caste localities were shifted to iion-Sclieduled Caste areas. And most of 
the Scheduled Caste teachers who had IwHm teaching in the Scheduled 
Caste schools were transferred to non-Sclieduled (’aste areas and non- 
Schedulcd Caste teachers wlio have little sympathy for the Scheduled Caste 
boys were thrust upon the Scheduled (histe institutions causing great dis- 
advantages and difficulties to the primary education of the Scheduleil 
Casles. Si(<‘s of new institutions were selected hut many of the Scheduled 
Caste areas were left negle<‘fed * us there was nobody to support their 
cases before the board. If this sort of injustice is allowed to continue I 
am afraid, the primary education of th<‘ Scheduled Castes who are already 
backward in the sjiliere of education will he of no use to them. I would 
request the (ioverniuent to look into the affairs and arrange for the relief 
of these difficulties and disad vantagtvs. The reply whicdi I have been 
expecting from the (ioveriiinent is that th(\\ have no liand in the matter as 
the district school boards are autf)nomous bodies. They are all in all 
regarding tlie administration of ])riimir\ education, (ioverniuent may say 
so in r<*ply. But it must 1 m* admitted ibat the (iovernmeni is the superior 
controlling authority over tliese bodies and tlic\ can ^ery well issue 
instructions to those b(><li(*s lor the redress of all these gri(*vances of these 
illiterate and iicgl»*cted s(‘ction who comprise* mon* than 1 1 oth of the u hole 
population. I ntil and unless ihese difficulties arc removed primary educa- 
tion of the Scheduled ('ast(*s wouhl In* a mere farce. Another difficult \ is 
the extreme |>overt\ of the Sclieduled (’ast(*s ami tliis seriously stands in 
the way of tfieir education. 1‘rovision has been ma(b* tliough very small 
for tin* pa\iii(*nt of the h'achers no doubt but then* has been no j)rovision 
for tlu* hous(', furniture or for an> Ih*1|» of the bf)_\s reading in those insti- 
tutions. Chargi*s for these are generallx b‘ft t(» the ]>eople (»f the locality 
and the ScluMluled (hist(*s who are xer\ poor cannot a]wn\s respond to the 
re(|uin*menls f»f the <listrict school board and as a result many Scbe<lule<l 
('^aste areas an* to go without primar\ institutions — their boys having no 
facilities for ])rimary education. It the (Government do not come forward 
with help the primary education <»f the Schedule<l ('astes will suffer a great 
deal. 

Now I (*ome to tin* secondarv and higher <Mlucation of the ^Scheduled 
CAsles. The (Government have provide<l •’) laklis for it for the next year. 
The amount of o lakhs for the t*ducalion of the S( Imduled (’astes is (juite 
inadequate no doubt. The (Govt*rimn‘nt is g(»ing to spend Ks. 2, 64, 25, 600 
for the general edmnition of tlie province out of wliich 5 laklts have been 
allotted to the share of tlie t*ducation of Sclieduletl (’astes who form more 
than 1 /oth of the whole population. With the exception of the 5 lakhs 
the Scheduled (Pistes have little a<-cess to the balance of the amount. The 
mathematical cab’ulation itself (denrl\ shows the inadequa(\v of the amount 
for sucli a big section of |>eople. So also its inadequacy is keenly felt in 
the actual tield. The Scheduled (’uste institutions both M. E. and H. E. 
Schools are very p<M)rly helfH'd. R.s. 25 a month is nothing in these days 
and Ks. B ns monthK stipend to a Imv is <if very little use to him in this 
crisis time; on the other hand iiuuiy deserving Scheduled Caste students 
are to go without any hel]) for paucity of hinds. Sir, in addition to this 
we have serious grievan(M»s against the distribution of this fund. There 
has been a SeheduliMl Caste Committee to advise fhe Government from time 
to time lor the edneation of the Scbedulwl Caste boys and girls. The 
Cominittee sits from time to time and submits its recommendations and 
edvit^ to Government in the form of resolutions in the matter of education 
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of thiUr stndenU. It has pre^red a scheme and submitted to the Qoreni* 
meal for ite acceptance but the Government act on their own whims with 
utter disregard to the advice of this Coimnittee and the scheme prepared 
by tiiem. Five lakhs have been provided by the Government but arrange- 
nient has l>een made by them to spend only KvH. Another 

anomaly has been systematically founu in the matter of distribution of 
stipends to the students and grants-in*aid to the Scheduled taste institu- 
tions out of this fund. Tlie year ends hut tlie ^ecipie^t^s of these stipends 
cannot receive their help in time with the result that many of the students 
in the meantime are to give up (lieir stmlies and many Scheduleil Caste 
institutions are to close their diuirs for want of liel]). This is entirely «lue 
to the negligence of the officers concerned. Ciiless thesi* officers are .set rigid 
more than ’) lakhs grant even will he of little use to their tMlucation. From 
the la.st experience I am led to believe that the increast* in llie number of 
Scheduled taste officers in tlie department will he the onl\ solution of 
this problem. Sir, I draw the attention of the (i(>vernment to these 
grievances and anomalie.s in the matter of the tMliication of the Scheduled 
Castes. I hope Government will Ik‘ good enough to huik into it and take 
proper steps to remedy these serious defe< l.s.

The grant now distributed by tlie Inspectorate should be placed at the 
disposal (d tlie Hengal Sanskrit AssiM-iation. 

Provision slonild be made for appcdntinent of Tol Inspectors under the 
Bengal Sanskrit A'tHoriatioii as in {)tlier provinces. 

The recurring grant for Sanskrit to! education should be proportionate 
to similar grants tor Madrassah edmuition. 

Tlie preM‘nt staff of the Bengal Sanskrit Association should be put on 
(lovernmeiil scrvK'c liasis in all rtss|M*ets, speciallv as regards pension. The 
present position is anomalous as the emplo>tH*s have all the responsibilities 
of (iov(‘rnment servants but not their full privileges of which security of 
service and jiension are tlie most imj)ortant. This position may be com- 
pared with the arrangements made tor emplo\ees on the madrassali side 
where there are toll (iovcrnmeiit servants inclmling —

not only in tliis world but also in the next. I notice tliat after^obtaining 
[’iiivf*rsi(y degree.s. tin* St heduled Caste people and the Mu.slims ultimately 
fall out as the\ eannot .stick t(» tlieir education and the unfortunate situa- 
tion is that tben‘ un‘ veiN few amoiig.st them who have got post-graduate 
education. So, my demaml is that there must be some provision for award 
of stiiiemls for uost-graduate .stud\ in our universities and these stipends 
should be availaldi' ttt the rural section of the population. I am deffnite 
that the Cabinet knows that poor graduates can be found in abundance 
among the Scheduled I’astes ami Muslims wlio cannot get higher education 
on account of their povert\ I also admit that all Caste Hinclus are not 
rich and I know tlieix* are many among them who are poor. Sir, here my 
demand is insistent and persistent. It should be done. This portion of 
Uie problem has been up till now untouched. This should be tackled as this 
cannot brook any delay. 

Then, Sir, there is another branch of e<lucation. vii,, * technical and 
aoientifie education, where also we ar^ not making much progress. This 
must be done. When the lion Tile Ministers are in search of graduates in 
technical education and scientifi^ education, how is it that very few suit- 
able candidates ar<‘ to be found in Bengal and they have to go in for 
l^ople from other provinces and other countries? This is verj^ un^rtunate. 
We are living on this soil and we claim we are educated in our univeraittea 
kut even now we have got very few people who have ^ot the necessary 
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qualiications in those lines. Here again, ^vertv has stood in the way and 
poveftT in this direction must be combated by the State. The State juuat 
come forward to help anybody and everjbodv who wants education on 
scientific and technical lines. If poverty is a handicap, it cannot be permit- 
ted to stand in the way and he must be helped l>ecause the famous poem 
comes to my memory — 

Full many a flower is born to blush unseen, 

And waste its sweetness in the desert air. 

We cannot permit young pe(»j>le who are promising to be left behind. 
They cannot be allowed to rot and to go unnoticed ami to go without name 
and fame in future. This is one proposition. 

Sir, as 1 said, I must be brief. 

Then, Sir, coming to primarx education, 1 join my voic'e with a little 
bit of emphasis witli the voice of Mr. Israil. Ills (leinaiuls are my demands. 

I should say V have made 

a beginning: you must also be jM'rsisteiit in pursuing it. You cannot 
falter, you cannot waver, you must <omplete it. If it is said that tliere 
is dearth of moiiev. then how is it that the (lovernment of lleiigal has got 
money to build tins big building ami other big^ huihlmgs in llii.s cit\ of 
palaces, I mean (\ilcu1ta (loverninent .sjMUit so much money for th<‘se 
buildings here in Calculla, hul the> ha\e got no nion<\\ for the village.s!

The Hen’bie Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: Sir, I rise to onpose the cut 
motions that have been moved. The time at my ilisposal will not permit 
me to give a detailed reply to all that has be<»n said 1»\ memlK*rs who have 
moved their cut motion.s or who have .spoken generall\ on the Kdination 
budget. Sir, I would, however, like to offer my thaiiK.s to those homuir- 
able meiuWrs who have given eoustriutive suggestions. The suggestions 
that have been given by Mr. Wordsworth about giving u-ssistame to 
teachers I shall War in mind and 1 think it I re(|\iire liis as.sistanee in this 
matter he w'ill be prejiared to give the (bivernment evei\ htdj». 

The general criticisin of tlie edueation budget i> that there is too inade- 
quate provision for primarv education and for .sfMondary edmation. Very 
few have spoktm about po>t-seiondai \ edm-atnm So tar as the charge of 
inadequacy is coucerne<l, m\ answer is that the charge is true but ideiol 
not guilty. The funds at the dispo.sal of the (ioveinment did not malte it 
pos.sible to do more than wluit has been done Howevrr, siio’c tlie ]>resent 
Miiii.stry has assumeil ciiarge what we liaM* been able to do in respi'ct ol 
both priimiry and secondarx education 1 .im just now jiia: iiig before tlie 
flouse. As far as primary education is loneerned when tlic presmit (iov(‘rn- 
ment <‘ame into jKiwei it was found lliat tlo*re was a derision of tlu' previous 
(iovernment to tbe ettei t tliat <lunng llo' continuance ot ibe war llo*re 
sliould be no furtbei extension of the I'limarx Kdur.ition A( 1 in more dis- 
triits. It was found to be a vei\ diH(|uieting di'cision Of roursi* tlie 
jirevious (tovernment may liave In’cn indmed to <-onie to that derision on 
arrount of tbe war situation but 1 think tlie\ were wrong I rather agrei* 
with lionourahle iihmuIm'I.s who havi* said that education is aNo as essential 
a matter for the life of the < f»miminit_\ .is maii\ otheu ni.illeis generalh 
eoiisiilered as moie essentml M'hat we did, Sir. when we found tlial there 
was that de< isioii <»i tlo- pHoioUs ( io\ er nnient was to jrvisc that derision 
and to lr\ to introdnre thr !*riiii.ir\ Kdiieation Ait in tlie ri'inaiinng dis- 
Irirts. We found tlial the l*iimar\ Kdmalion Art liiul been introilueed 
onl\‘ in- 14 district, s up till l!<4(t After that, the Act has |)i‘en nilrodured 
in 7 other distrirls and at present 'J1 districts are under tin* purview of the 
Piiniary Kducation Ai t \\ e h.ive aUo < ome to a ib*eision — a tentative 
decision rather — to iiitrodme tlie Art in -I other districts, \i/., Hooghlv, 
Burdwan and Bankura. If tlie Act is introdured in th<*H<* d districts there 
will only 1)0 one district left without tiie Ai t being introdured tliere, mimel\ 
the Mitinaporc distriit. I'lial district, Sir, reipiiies sjrecial treatment on 
account of the disturbed situation in the disiiiet and 4»!i arcount of tbe cft'erls 
of <y<doiie. (rovernmeni think.s that it is not vet time to extend the opera- 
tion of tlie Act to tliat district. Save and except tli.il district, the Art will 
be in operation I hope* within a \er\ .sliort time in all tlie di.stricts of Bengal. 

A» regards the provision for priinar\ education in the next \ ear’s budget 
in> honourable friend, Mr. Israil has said that it is loo inadeouate. T 
hax’e already stated tiiat all grants are inadw|uate and I agree 
fully with Mr. Wordsworth that educ'atiori grants will always Is* 
and are bound to 1m* inadecjiiate Hut the next x ear's provision, it will be 
ob#erve<l by honourable meinlM‘rs, is higher tlian wliai has been provided 
during the last three >ears. Hitherto the additional provision was Rs. 5 
lakhs every year but in the coming year we have provided for H lakhs in 
place of A lakhs on account of the fact that wc» are going to intnidiice llo* 
rrimary t7duciition Act in several new* distric U. What we have done as to 
the dearness allowance of teachers is already known to honounihlo 
members, 1 admit that the cWariiesA allowance given is very meagre 
Primary school teachers get onJ\ a dearness allowance of Ha. per head 
Of that amount Kt*. d ih jmid direct by flovemment and tbe balance, via., 
2'8 is paid by distrii t school boards. That amount is also the ultimate 
rasponaibility of the* Government because Government has to supplement 
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any deficit that the district school boards may have to face on account of 
the payment of the dearness allowance. Honourable members know that 
though the dearness allowance of Rs. 5-8 for primary school teachers and 
Rs. 5 for secondary school teachers is so meagre, still the total amount 
necessary for giving this much is in the neighbourhood of Bs. 00 lakhs of 
rupees per year. Having regard to the meagre finances of the Government 
of Bengal an amount of Rs. 00 lakhs cannot be regarded as inconsiderable. 
A further grant has not been found to In* hitherto possible but the question 
is under examination and I can give this assurance to the House that I 
shall do my level best either to increast* the dearness allowance of primary' 
school teachers or to increase the rate of their pay. How far I snail be 
successful I do not know but 1 shall leave no stone unturned to give further 
relief to primary school teachers. 

Primary schools are in a depl(»rable condition at tthe present time. I 
fnlly agree with w'hat has Ikhmi said by honourable members regarding the 
condition of ])rimar\ schools but 1 do not agree w’ith mv honourable 
friend Mr. Asliutosh Lahiri in re.speid of wdiat he has said regarding 
primary education. He sa>>< that primary education under the Act has 
proved to b<* unsuccessful: Why extend it to other districts! I find on the 
other hand that Miss Mira Datta tiujita has (omplained that it has not been 
introduced in all the ilistricts. and that it has liitlierto been introduced only 
in 19 district.s. Her figures are wrong, but she is anxious that the Act 
should 1 m‘ enforc(‘d in all the district.s of Bengal as soon as possible. These 
are contradictory view’.s and 1 think. Sir, that all people who have bestowetl 
any thought on (hi.s suliject will agree that the vi(‘w represented by Miss 
Mira Datta (iiipta i.s the correct vm*w. 1 hos»* who say that the Act has 
jiroved to Ik* unsuc<<*ssful are to mv mind absolutely wrong. I shall give 
an example of one district. The Act was first introduced in the district of 
Mymen.singh. That was in the year 19d7 in that year the numWr of 
primary scliocd examinees was (>,(100. In the cour.s<’ of a few years 
111 the year 19-14 the numher rose to ‘..*o,{)00. Why this inrrea.se ? It was 
the oiM*ration of the Primar\ Kducation Act that was responsible for this. 
If any lioiiourahle member would like to pay a visit to tlie district of 
Mymeiisingh or some other district where this Act was introduced fairly 
early he will be agreeably surprised to find tliat on account of the expansion 
of Primary Kducation then- ba.s been a great stimulus to secondary educa- 
tion. A large number of M.K., Junior and Senior Madrasahs and High 
Schools has sprung up and now Government is finding it extremely difficult 
to give prooer a.ssistance to .so many new’ .secondary institutions which have 
come into being. Therefore 1 do not at all agrw w'ith Mr. Lahiri that 
the Primary Kdiu'ation Act has nrovtKl to Ik* a total failure and that there 
is no necessity to extend it to other districts. 

A.S reprds Secondary Education. Sir, when we a.ssumed charge of office 
we found that there was no ad4litional provision for giving grants to 
»M*coiidap* in.stitutions. In the very next year the present Government 
providetl a sum of more than thnn* lakhs of ru|H*es for giving assistance to 
secondary schools of all tyt>es including junior and old type madrassahs as 
well as foh. There, was also an emergency lump grant of Rs. 1 lakh for 
secondary institutions and also anoilier additional grant of Rs. 1 lakb for 
colleges. All this, save and except the lump grant of Rs. 1 lakh, has been 
TK*'* year’s budget and over and above that a sum of Rs. 5 

lakhs has been provided for giving assistantK* to secondary institutions of 
all ty|K*8. My honourable friend Mr. Israil was correct in saying that this 
amount has Wn provided in considenition of the provision in the Second- 
ary Education Bill that each rear the Secondary Education i^ind would be 
augmented by a sum of Rs. S lakhs until a particular figure was reached. 
In order to show the hon/t fides of the Government as to the provision made 
m that Bill, this provision has been made for a further expansion of 
secondary education. Although the Bill has not yet been passed it is 
only proper to make the provision that was foreshadowed in the Bill W the 
Government. ^ 
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One^iw t|»«t 6“ beM said about ioh requires some attention. Mv 
fnend to. Atul Chandra Euiuar as well as the Maharaja of Susanir have 
complaiBM that the grant to tols is inadequate, that the toh are treated 
more unfavourably than the old scheme inadrassahs. Sir, the analogy does 
not at aU apply. Honourable members should know that the old scheme 
madraOTalis that are recognised by Government are not of the same type as 
the toa are. As far as I know, in the lols there is no modern educati(»u 
given; there is no history, no geography, no modern subject of anv type but 
only a certain type, pro^J)l> a very high tyin^ of Sanskrit tHluc'ation is 
imparted such as Sanskrit literature and gruinniar, Sanskrit philosophy, 
etc. ; whereas in the old sfdieinf' inadrassahs recognised hv Government you 
Tiill find. Sir, that almost all the .subjects that are taug)it in high schools 
are taught there though not to the same standanl, and therefore these 
institutions are not ol the same type at all. It this matter is examined, 
you will ratlher find that a certain cfas.s of inadrassahs are unfairly treated. 
These are also old scheme inadrassahs that do not iidlow the ('urriculum of 
the Calcutta Madrassah but they lolh.u the curriculum of Deoband and 
other west Indian inadrassalis. Over and above the oriental curriculum in 
Arabic and Persian they also impart some education in modern .subjects, but 
they are neither recognised by (lovernment nor do they get any help what- 
soever from (lovcrnincnt . Iherelore, Sir. I would submit tlial these 
inadrassahs are being treated with neglect and the tolf have not at all Wii 
unlairly treated, and tliut whenever it is possibb* to give some ailditioual 
^rant to secondary scluads and rei-ognisetl inadrassahs such additional grant 
IS also given to tols. 

As regards Scheduled Castes education. Sir. ny\ friend Mr, Itadhanuth 
Das propof^'s that the grant should he inereas<*d to IN. 1(1 lakhs jx'r year. 
My friend iorg<‘ts that the grant was onl\ IN 1 lakh ainl a half unnuallv 
till lately and lh<‘ ( iovernineiit that he supporterl for a eonsidcralde time 

5 rave iiotliing more than that amount per year (Mr Dhihkndim N.'\rH 
Iatta ; Wv did not support an\ GiofTiirnent. ) Kveryone knows that. 
ln*n tin* present (ioverninent came into power, the> ineieased the amount 
to Its. .) laklis arol now it is a recurring pn»vision in the Inidget Some 
floiiht has been cxjiressf'd wheth<‘r the total amount of Its o lakns is going 
to be spent. So far as tliat ( fOnMonerl . I woubl submit that in the (‘urreiit 
\ear the whole amount exi'cpt a ^erv small sum is expeiMed to be sixMit, 
but 1 would remind tlie Mouse that the mone\ taniiot be frittered away or 
wa.stcd in any way. It lias to be sjuuit on s<»urid .scheme, s The money is 
not sjieiit withfuit consulting ilio Seherlulofl Caste Kduealion Committee and 
in consultation with that eommiftee, as 1 havf* already said, the entire 
amount is exjief ted to he spent in the < urr«‘nt \ear and I think during 
coming \ears also tlie moiie\ will Im* hjm-im. I also would like lo say that 
as time proi'ceds, it ma> he nef f*-.HHr\ later on to irieretisi* I he grant but ih« 
time has not yet come.

There were three .'^fhcflulcd Cast^* hostels in Cahutia, one of then* 
was l>eirig managed by (ioverninent and the other two were aided by Gov- 
ernment. As soon as we assumed fifiiee. we foiiiul that there was ho much 
recrimination about the manageimuit of these privately managed hoKteln 
that intervention of (i<jvernment was neeesHary. Tin* Selieduled Caste 
Bducation Committes* considered the matter very earefiillv and they sub- 
mitted a propo.sal lo the Goveniineiit that (foveriiment should take over the 
management of all the three S<heduled f’asle hoHUdw and in a(*eordance 
with the recommendation of the Scheduled Caste Kflueation Committee 
Government have now set up two large .Scheduled Caste hostels entirely 
managed by Government and the af commodatiou in these two hostels is not 
only enough but for the time l>eing more than enough for the num^r of 
winde&ta that have offered to join these hosteli. If there is any necessity 
for establishing mor^ hostels as the number of Scheduled Caste students 
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increaw, that will be taken up in due time, but I would aubiiut that the 
proaent arrangement of the hostels being under the management of Goyem- 
ment seems to be the best. If ay honourable friend Mr. Patirgm Boy is 

r uiaely saxious for the welfare of the Scheduled Caste students, I hone 
will indueje the other Scheduled Caste students who are still in the old 


hostels to join the new hostels as soon as they can. 

Then, Sir, there is one thing about the ryrl one-affected areas that has 
been raised by way of a cut motion by Mr. Iswar Chandra Mai. I am 
afraid ray friend who was in jail, I suppose, for a very considerable time 
is not conversant with the real situation. That is why he has said that 
Government have done nothing hy way of giving relief to educational 
institutions in the cyclone-afteeted areas in tlie district of Midnapore. Sir, 
for the pnrj)ose of r(‘biii1ding school buildings that were destroyed bv the 
cyclone ns well as for appliances and ecpiipnients and for giving aid to 
teachers, more than Hs. fi lakhs was j»rovided — in fact Rs. 6,79.929 was 
provided — and out of this amount as much as Rs. 6,11,409 was spent in the 
district of Midnapore.

The Hon’ble Ktiaii Bahadur Maulwi JALALUDDIN AHMAD: Sir, on 
the recommendation of His Excellency the Governor I beg to move that a 
sum of Rs. 95,54,000 be granted for expenditure under the head “38 — 
Medical.” 

Dr. 8HARAT CHANDRA MUKHERJI: Sir, I beg to move that the 
demand of Rs. 05,54,000 for expenditure under the head “38 — Medical” 
be leduced by Rh. 100 and 1 want to raise a discussion about 

(1) inadequacy in number of rural medical centres to cope with the 

daily increase of epidemics in different forms; 

( 2 ) insufficiency of supply of useful drugs and surgical accessories; 

(3) insufficient number of medical officers to work at the time of 

epidemics ; 

(4) failure of the fiovernment in the appointment of nurses in sadar 

and subdivisional hospitals after provincialization of the 
institution ; 

(5) iiisidequucy of supply of diet and medicines in the newly-started 

F.R.K hospitals, and 

(0) futility of keeping an l.M.S. offica^r in the districts as in Birbhum 
l)(‘sides the* ( ivi) Surgeon in charge of sanitation of the district. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, 1 am sure mv speech will be erving in the wilderness, 
as it ha'. b( en in previous years. Knowing this fuil> well. I cannot but 
raise the (I’scussions. being a representative of the public and having a bit 
of conscience still in me. 

Diirint; the great liuvoc in 1JM3, when tln^ Bengal province was in a 
procurioU' condition. Government failed absolutely to meet the reejuirements 
of th“ public. There was no food available 'I'lifHisands ot men 
and \.’<unen were d\ing of starvation, epidemics of different phases spread 
from villai^e to village, from house to house and tioin man to man, but 
medical lodp bei'ume rarer and rarer. Government arrivinl ver\ late with 
a handful of h«dp when lakhs of people lost their lives like cats and dogs 
uncared lor and unattended to. N^m-otiicial organisations with their 
meagre capital (‘ame for help and saved the situation. In comparing the 
official ami non-official medical units it has been proved that the latter was 
very popular and the former not so. Till now that situation stands 
unchanged. 

Th‘^ food problem having been partially removed, the situation did not 
change; the medical scarcity remains as it was before. 

The epidemics though abated, the province is not free from them as 
yet and of all forms malaria took the lead, but there were and still there 
are, cholera, beri-heri, small-pox and other diseases doing severe mischief 
to tlK» I eople of rural area particularly, ('ities and towns naturally are 
better taken care of while other parts are left to their own lot. 

The number of medical units which are now working are very very 
inadequate in number. The supply of useful drugs and surgical accessories 
are quite insufficient both in the permanent and temporary hospitals. 
When the epidemics were in their maximum height there was dearth of 
competent medical officers to work in the crowd. 

In ver>' few of the mufassal hospitals there is arrangement of nurses 
who only can look after the indoor natients. The F.E.E. hospitals, newly 
started, are very few in number and I have personally enquired into the 
internal management of the same and found them in a deplorable condition 
— no nurses, no sufficient drugs and no other men to attend the patient. 
The medioal officer alone cannot cope with the heavy duties. 
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The Mdar and subdivisional hospitals which have since been provin* 
cialised are in the same condition as they were before. The tnedioal 
officer-in-charge and the clerks are overworked with heavy correspondence 
and the actual work of a hospital has automatically been neglected. There 
is one Captain Kelly, an I.M.S. officer, specially deputed in the 
district of Birbhum, who is supposed to In* in charge of sanitation, 
running about at his sweet will in a military jeep doing wluU the public 
does not know of. 1 learn such officers have been deputed in otlier districts 
as well. Half a dozen of smart medical iifficers could have been aj^pointed 
in place of such an officer, who could do more substantive work in the 
district. What I have .stated are all taels. Will tlie (iovernment take a 
little care and look into the actual state of things and see that the uuuiev 
allotted for the department i^ best utilized ^ 

People having lost their vitalit\ for want of food and g<»od food, are 
naturally liable to fall victims to undesirable and serious diseases which 
have visited the province on a juTmanent basis. 1 wish at least the 
Medical Department is not so in(lifferentl\ treated as ^\as done in the ca.se 
of others. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir. the next thing I beg to move is that the medical 
schools now existing in tb(‘ province be immediately <levelo]K*d into medical 
colleges. My argument in tinoiir of tins is. I sn\ , that it is not at all 
wise to keep the two diflerent (da-^sos ot men who are reijuired to take on 
the responsibiliti«‘s ot the valuabb* li\i*s of the gem'ral public, This \vill 
improve the (‘ondition oi imMlual education in the province to a great 
extent and the masses will be abb* l<i gel the lH‘nejit ot better (jimlified 
doctors than at pr(‘sent It is <d)ligal<ir_\ t<» the (iovernnumt t<i provide for 
the right tv pe of medical anl. 

The medical licentiates, who arc the pHulncls of (In- mt'dical schools 
are neitliei iccognisrd b\ the IJiitisb Me«li{-al ('ouncil nor b\ tin' Imlian 
Medical Council. It bus b«‘cn given out that five u*ar.s’ cour.st' .should be 
the ininiiniini jutkmI fixed tor medical education. If (be tinfortunatc^ 
licentiates are su]>]Hiscd to be irieffieH‘n( . bou can (lie\ be ft listed with the 
lives of the citizens of the eountivr' If is evideiiflv desirabh* (bat tlnn'r 
etfieienev nnist be imjnoved in western countries there an* no tw’o 
se]>aiate ela,s.>t's of iiiedieal men Wliv flieii this should be in out eonntr\ I' 
Are we to sujipose that our lives have* no valuer'

the Cuttack Medical School in Orissa, lia.s been eoiiverled into a Medical 
College. Dow M«*dical .School. Siinl ( fi v derabad i , lias also been (•onv4‘rt<uI 
into a Medical Colleg** as it is und<*rstood fniin an ad v«*rt iseuienl wanting 
profe.ssors tor tin* Dow Medical Cidlegc. It is also nrnb’istood the ('entrui 
Provinces and JJihar (ioveniiin*nt.s ar** moving to <-onvert tin* Nagpur and 
Darbhutiira Medic’ul Seliools to tin* (odb'ge sfainlard. Ib*ngal, where the 
first seed of allopathic education was sown is unff»rtunat<*ly lagging bi*hirid 
instead of being the pionet*r. 1 wish and Kugg(*Hl the Bengal 0 ivernmenf 
will rise up and make its medical «Miucatioii uniform and up-to-date. 

There has been agitation over tins subject for long, through the All- 
India Medical AsstX'iution and the All-India Medi/*al inrauitiateH* Associa- 
tion and I am informed that Bengal fn4vernnn*nt has taken up tin* matter 
and formed a committee to insjH‘rt the school.s and recommend 
suggestions. I w’ould retjuest the (iovernment to pay more attention to 
this and con,vert the Campbell Medical School into u college as early aw 
possible before all other schools are taken in haml as an indication of doing 
things in the right direction. 

Next thing, I beg to raise a discussion on is about ibe pre.sent condition 
of X-ray institutions in towns of mufassal. In some districts such 
institutions have been started, but it is a pity that they are not supplied

with sufficient number of plates for Skiagrams. So practically they are not 
doing the work properly. Moreover, the medical officers who are put 
in charge there are not really competent to take good photos and provide 
reliable reports.. X-ray department is more a diagnostic department. 
Treatment of cases will be based on the X-ray examination results. If the 
finding is incorrect the whole treatment will be useless. Under the 
circumstances special attention should be paid to th‘-« to remove difficulties. 

The last thing I will disuss is about the inefficient management of the 
Calcutta Campbell Medical School. Of the teaching .staff of the School 
all are not competent enough to do their duties. If sometime.s a good man 
is transferred as teacher, he is suddenly le-trausferred to some other place 
to ucconiiiHxlate a iavourite of the Ministerial Ca])iriet without looking 
into the etficieiic\ (d the imlividiial. In this way educatmn is neglected 
and stud(*nts sutler from thih. Jn such in.stitutions efficiency only should 
be the vital point in appointment of the teaching staff’. I have 
reason t(» believe from information 1 have received that corruption is 
going on to the extreme in the hospital management. Sometime ago it 
was iletected that milk, butter, loavch and siig-ar liave been robbed 
privately in good quantities through the co-operation of the hospital staff 
nut no action was taken in the matter. It i,s a i)it\ to say that the man 
in (diurgt‘ of the whole institution is not competent to administer over the 
institution. Atlenqit is being made b> him to infuse communal feelings 
uniong th(‘ stiidtuits to k<M'p tlie students separate. 

With these words, Sir, I commend my motion lor acceptance of the 
House.

Every one is an are about the «*fticien<‘\ ami utility ol tin- Ayurvedii’ 
SYNtein ot inedicinc. riiough more than SO ]»ri cent, of (he people of 
this jirovincc ri‘soit to A>ui\edic ireatmeiit. (lovernment have done nothing 
for develojiment and recognilion of this useful science. In 1021, 
Goverument had ap|)ointed an Ayurvedic Committee with a view to 
devising suitable measuies lor recognition and devdojuncnt of the Ayurvedic 
system of medicine. Tbe sjiecific recommendations were: 

{i ) Estulilisbmeiit of a (Vntral Ayurvedic College with liospitftl 
including one herbariiiin. 

{ii) A research institute for collection and staiidaidisation of drugs. 

(ill) Establishment of Ayurvedic schools with hospitals, 

(I'r) Establishment of A\urvedic charitable dispensaries in rural areas, 
(r) Establishment of a General f'ouncil and Stale Faculty of Ayurvedic 
me<liciiie. 

But nothing was done by (ioverniiieut to carry out any of these recom- 
mendaGonst Subsequently, a few generous-uiinded people gave donations 
amounting to Us. 7,7'>0 on receipt of which Government promulgated 
a General Council and State Faculty of Ayurvedic Medicine, but 
they refused all financial help to the ( ouncil. On the other hand, when 
the State Medical Faculty and State Cnani Faculty were eslablisheil, 
theae bodies receive<l grants from Government, amounting to Us. 20,000 
and R». 4,000, res|>ectively, ‘ for their preliminary expenses. Even the 
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exiating Ayurvedic institutions and hospitals which were established by 
private efforts and have been continuing their existence with great diflScul^ 
for want of finance have not received up to this date, a single 
pie from the provincial funds and it is feared that they will fade out of 
existence within a short-time for want of financial help. In comparison, 
it may be seen what Governments of other provinces have spent for the 
Ayurvedic system of medicine. 

(iovrrnnient of United Provinces. 

Statement of expenditures incurred by .Government on the development 
of the indigenous system of me<]icines during the last ten years from the 
year 1928-21} to the year 1987-88: In these ten years Rs. 4,85,767 was 
given us gnint placed at the disposal of tlie Hoard for distribution among 
Ayurvedic (lispensanes and institutions. A sum <if Rs. 11,08,590 was 
allotted as grant tt> Ayurvedic and Unani sch(K>ls and colleges. This is 
a recurring grant. A non-recurring grant of Rs. 5.00() was given and the 
grunt allotted to the Rojird to meet office estahli.slniient and other relevant 
expendituie was Its. 88,582. 

(iovern inent of Modro.y 

The expenditure on tin* Indian Medical .Scliool and Hospital during 
thi'se ten viuirs from 1927-28 to l!t8(».87 was Rs. (i.oti. 194-2-5 ff)r school and 
Rs. 5.2<i,888-18-2 for hospital. 

The grant pai<l to local bodit‘s for the niainlenanct' of Ayurvedic and 
Unani dispensaries for four yisirs Ir’oru 19:5;{-81 to li).‘U;-8T was Rs. 9,794-1. 

1'hen, Sir, the subsidies to medical pract iiiomus and midwiv«*s in rural 
dispensarie.s of Indian medicine <lin-ing tlieM* lour u'ais from 1 988-84 to 
1986-87 calm* to Rs. 1 ,97,978-ltt. 

Uorern nirnt o/ liifuir 

During the ten gear's from 1928-29 to l!t87-88. a sum of Rs. 1.81,844 
W'as given for Ayurviulic .scliool and Rs. l,4o.tilt4 for 8 ibbi school. 

The Government of Roiubay pas.sed an Axurvedie A('l in lft88 and have 
taken ujr thernseh(‘s tlie inuintenanei* and working of the State Ayurvedic 
Faculty. 

Ihiring the ri’cent epidenii<‘s. wlnui it was practimilly impossible to 
arrange for nieilieal relief for want of necessary noMlicines, Government 
were approaehe<l li.v the Axurvedic Faculty to utilise the services of 
Ayurvedic practitioners for tfie pur|>ose, but the Government in consulta- 
iioii w'ith the Surgeon-General and the Indian Medical (Vmncil refused to 
atart any relief work on A>urvedie lines. It is not understandable W’hat 
led Government to consult either the Surgeon-General or Indian 
Medical Uouneil neither of wdiom was e.\t>ccfe»l to have any sympathy 
with the Ayurvedic system of treutineiit. Ihie to such apathy on the part 
of the Government towards Ayurveda, the establishment of the Ayurvedic 
Council has failed to serve any purpose. Though it was “State Faculty” 
yet the State has not taken any resp«>nsibilit\ for its maintenance, 
tar less its development. Even (he Ayurx^edic practitioners who are 
registered utuler the Council are not yet recognised by Government nor 
they have been given any status or privilege, but they are under the 
direction of Government reniiired to pay a renexval fee every three years 
to continue their names in the Register— a system which exists nowhere 
in India. As a result, out of registered Ayurvedic practitioners 

more than 6,000 have already cut off connection with the Ayurvedic 
Faculty by not renewing their registration. All these facts go to show 
that far from doing anything towards development of the Ayurvedic 
syatem of medicine, Government appear to be determined not to extend 
any help, direct or indirect, even to (he Ayurvedic State Faculty which 
baa come into existence after continued efforts of the Ayurvedic practitionera. 
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Bleated representations were -made by tbe Faculty to Government for 
an annual recurring grant of Rs. 12,000 for its maintenance and develop- 
ment, but every time its request was turned down on the plea of paucity 
of funds, except a meagre sum of Rs. 1,000 which was granted during the 
year 1940-41. In course of the last Rudget discussion when the matter 
was raised by Rai Jogesh Chandra Sen Rahadur, tlu* Hon'ble Minister- 
in-charge informed the IIou.se that no grant had been made to the 
Ayurvedic Faculty, because none bad been asked for hut that still (lovern- 
ment had given Rs. 1,00(1 for its help. He had further stated that this 
Faculty was not jiroperly started and had md doin' anything and had not 
shown any tangible result. Whether these stateno'nts were <‘orrect. we 
can find from the following letter uldcli the President of tin* Ayurveilic 
Faculty wrote on the dOth November, 1044, to the Ilon’ble Minister from 
whom no reply lias yet l>een received.

As legarils the A)ui\edic Facultx not having »]one anv thing or shown 
any tangible result. 1 wtuibl onlv refer von to sej-tion Hi of tin* Statute, 
ami ask in wlial lespeets the C<»uneil has faih*d to ilisidiarg’c any of tho 
functions wliich have been pre-.cribed for it theiein. 'I'he mail) fuiictionil 
are tho.se mentiotu'd in clauses t//i aiol {In, nainelv, (he registra- 
tion of Avurvedic practitioners, and the holding of examinations, 
re8])ectiv«d> . R(»tli tliese lunetions i»av<‘ be«‘n ami are adequattdy 
discharged. Clause (ci contemplated the Fmoiltv advising (ioverument 
and the general public in all matti'rs relating to advani'c of Ayurvedic, 
studie.s ami medical relief. Tlie Facultv ha.s bad occasion to advise 
Government on several .such matters, but without any responsi* from 
Government. Tin* last occasion w'us when the Faculty atl vised fiovern- 
ment to utilise the services of Knvtrnjex for medical relief during the 
recent epidemics. Ah regards cluu.se (</>, which eiiijMiwers the ('oiincil 
to appoint sub-committee, this, of course, has been and is being lione. 
The last clause deals with registration and control of Ayurvedic 
Pbarmacies and Ayurvedic ( haritable Institutions, but such c^mtrol ran 
be exercisgd effectivelv, only if .statutory authority is given to the Council, 
but (jovernment have not vet thought it fit to enact legislation to place the 
Council on a statutory basis. 

In conclusion, 1 am to invite your attention to (roverninenf Resolution 
No. 1305Medical, dated the loth May, 1942, which appeared in an official 
report, vir., the Triennial Report on the Working of Hospitals and 
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DispenHarieM in Bengal for the years 193840, in which testimony borne 
to the ‘good work’ which the Council had ‘continued’ to do during tbis 
period. 

In fairness to the Council, I request that you may take the earliest 
opportunity to correct the niisappreliensioii which may have been caused 
by your remarks in the Asseiubly.

Sir. next to food, the subject or sul)|ects that demand at least for this 
veur, our earnest attention is medicine ami in tliis regard a g<»od deal has 
been sjmken h\ previous speakeis, ]»ut whene\ei we had demanded lietter 
facilities and larg«*r amenities so tar as me»Iual treatments are concerned, 
the (iovernment have laune forward with tie* jdeu that (here are not 
auttieient trained hands available m the country, rherefore. Sir, we 
have to go to the root of the wlude tiling, viz., medical education. In 
regard to medical «‘ducation, the whole .stiuetiire ot medical education in 
the province depmids upon tlie proper ailministr.it ion of tlie Calcutta 
Medical (’idlege, the premier institution tor imparting inedieal education 
in the Kast, and >et. Sir, when we come to look at that premier institution 
from year to year, we notice u systematic deterioration not only in the 
teaching arrangements and the ho.spital arrangements, bnt also in the 
reaearches earned on in that field. 

Sir, 1 iuul during (lie last few years tried through my cut motions ant! 
other observations to invite pointed attention to .some of the drawbacks 
that aplieart'd to me to l>e very ^important druwtnicks requiring early 
attention of the (iovernment. Thwse drawbacks included the questions of 
iielection of medical men, their ap|Hiintnients and postings, these include 
the question of the l.M.S. versus the B.M.S. and other civil inedieal 
men, the question of -hospital requirements and requisites and last year, 
in addition to all these, we had to invite attention to the paucity of beds 
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due to the reservation of a lar^ number of them for alleged war-time 
emergency. I had also occasion to invite attention to the want of 
medicines and the inadequate nature of the food supplied to patients and, 
last but not the least, I had occasion to invite the attention of this House 
also to the brazen conduct on the part of certain catcg«>ries of medical 
men to poor patients and their relations and oppressions of various 
character. 

I do not like to take that line of attack ttnlay although, as the llon’hle 
Minister knows very well, iioiu* ot those (Irawhack'^ lias ht‘cii fully 
removed and met. Sir. I shall tiv to go t(f the very ro(»t of the whole 
thing. I have thought and wtuidered wh\ is it that in ('ulcuttu and 
Bengal, the nied'cal .'.tudents arc not ctnning out us ^ucce^sfuI us in other 
parts of the W’orld and also in some parts of India and I have 

come to the conclusion that it i" due to the method followed hy us on 
British lines of selecting or jiermitting a sort of ])art-lime medical 
teachers from the profession ami from outsido. who ver\ often dn not. take 
that jol) seriously.

I he Itritish s_\s|“ni tias heen to invite 
men leading in the profession to delivei lectures and to attend ti* liospital 
duties in medical institutions m l.ondon. Hut. Sii. in otlier pails (d the 
world, there is a sy>tem ot w Imle-l imers etigageil hot li in the hospital 

duties and teaching duties and ii'seandi work I hesc pndess^us are 

renowned men ami Inev have ediitlihuti'd to the advaiieeinent ot medical 
science no less than a nnmher of pi otfssmnals I suhmit, Sir. that the 
tiliu* lias eoine toi the (Joverninent to (*\amine vvhethei it would not Ik* 
better tor tins province to have whole-time medical men w lode-lime 
professors beieft (d all leanings towards casrs ontsid«* the .Medical Collep* 
Hospitals and their premises and f)ne at least o) the maiiv evils 
that we are now noticing would he going awav. viz . the aiteinpt by 
patients to go to tlie jindos^.oi s boiisc fitst an<l otter him a tee in older 
to get entitled to Ijavo ,i ImmI in ttie liosjnt.il lal4*r on, I suhnnt that this 
is u matter in w tiii h candul eonsidmat mn of all aspei ts of the (juestion 
must he maile. I have heaid Irom vonng-ei members oi the prot»*ssion who 
Were during' tlie last tew vimps enliste*! as visit nig^ jilivsinans and 

surgeons that tin* vvork that tio'v hav*- to j»ul in honoiarv woik is so 

onerous at times that ihev would be teeling happ.v d »ome i emuneration, 
at least for tlm eonvevanee to and from tin- hospital were piovide«l for. 
Although I do not eJaim that thev should be paid regular suianes or 
remunerations, 1 believe (here is a good deal of justitieation for providing 
some emoluments to ('ovt*r tbe actual i*xpenses bv wav oi travelling or 
conveyance allowances to and from tin* MimIicuI t olleg^e of t aleiitta. 

After certain enijuirieM a f<*w years ago, the post id the Principal ami 
the Superintendent of the Hospitals, these two posts were Heparafeil. 
The result of that we had occasion to examine these vears and I muM 
Bubinit that the expectation that we held out has not been fully .satisfied. 
The time therefore has coir..* to find out if we could not again revert back 
to the old Hvateni of having one pre-eminent and really learned man. a 
universally respected medical man. if not available in tliis country, from 
anj'wbere in the world to 1 m* brought over here on a very much greater 
remuneration, if necessary, and to make him both the Princi[)al as well 
as the Superintendent of* the Medicnl (Vdlege Hospitals. The present 
Saperintendent of the Hospitals, ('olonel Murray, 1 should leave him at 
the hands of other speakers to deal with. Hardly any fault can tie found 
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in the dictionary of human language which cannot be applied to this person. 
He iH incompetent as a teacher, discourteous as a Superintendent, 
incapable as a supervisor of hospitals and last but not the least his 
callous indifference to the needs and requirements of the patients of the 
hospitals goes absolutely unbounded. A man of that character should 
have been removed long ago. If tecfinicalities stood in the way, time is 
now approacliing wlien be could be asked to retire, because his time is 
due to expire soon and I br>pe (jovernment is not going to extend his term 
of office. Sir, as.sociated with the Medical College had been the names of 
many gb)rloiis sons of Hcngal and India and also iiian\ renowned professors 
of medieine. Cannot we do something to bring up the name of the 

(.^alentia Medical C ollege as one of tlie foremost institutions of the world 
by inviting tlie eo-ojicratifui of such men wlio could again build up the 
rcfuitation of tins institution and of 1b*ngal y 

Sir i'' drauing near. 1 would now deal with the Calcutta 

School of Jiojiicul Aledieine wliieh is an appendage, if not an adjunct to 
the greal institution tliat J liav(‘ ju.st ilealt with. In the School of 
1 rojuea] Medicine, we want to Ik* installe<l jiersons of unimpeachable 
service in the eaiist* of researches and not one who merely for his flattery 
to ,f ION ernm(‘nt oi lor other qm'stionaldi* means and methods have gone 
ahead in tlie leidinical s(*niorif\ ol sorvieo. Jdi(‘ic is now' a Professor of 
the Sidiool ol I Topical Medicine who lias shown liims(*If a 

convenient tool at the bands ol tlo* ]>rcs(‘nt Ci(»\ ornm(*nt to deal with the 
Coiporalion ol ( alculta in u mannei most uiisricnt liic and unw’airanted. 
J bat 1 loli'ssor who has ln'cn a Piol(*ssnr ol Hacft*! i(dog\ could never 
claim to lia\(' doiif an\ thing in the Inn* f»} small-jiox and in tin* manner in 
wbiidi be tried to examim* or st‘e nr H‘ad the tlH*rmometer prov(*d that be 
was ineomjieleiil e\en to examine iiow the beat iiiside an imoiliator can 
be I'xamined. On bis testimony one ot the jiremnu institutions and its 
medical <i<*pai t meiif uas sought to be condemned and ultimatelv it 
truns])ired that llu* i\mpbs that wtue being mainilael ured b\ the 
Corporation were ^e?■\ mmdi supeiior to tlie l>mphs that an\ Oovernment 
institution in Indiu^ had e\ei produced. I leave that eontr()\ers\ aside for 

tlu' time being. I his ( idonel Pasiic ha a^aiii, I submit, is one of tlie 

few' wlio bad liaidl\ an\ original researches ol his own Thi.s Cidonel 
Pasrieha iiad gom* out ol llu* jirovima* lor tin* time being. Well, we 
thought that we were relii'vei! (d that iiu’ubus and in ins stead a renowned 
prolessor ol Hengal, a gentleman oi internal lomil reputation, had held 
the post of the l)in*etor of the School of Tropical Medicine. 1 mean 
pr. Hiraj Mohan Das (iupta. This Dr. Das tiupta might feel embarrassed 
if I plead Ins ease here. I <h» not know him personally, hut 1 have heard 
that be has hud many original reseaiTlies to his credit, and he 

has recently been offered an appointment in the London Sehool of Tropical 
Medicine, ami I am afitiid. if any att<*mpt is made to remove him from 
this post, this proviiu'c is going to lose the .sei'vices of this renowned 
medical research w'orkcr. He will go to London and on the other hand 
whom shall we gel in his steady If we bring in Colonel Pasrieha and 
try to rt'ward him tor the services rendered by him to the (Jovernment 
of Heiigul in their unholy :iiJ that the pre.sent Secretary of the Department 
of Pnldie Health with the assistance of the Ihrertor of Public Health, 
Bengal, tried to impose on the province generally and on the Corporation 
of Caleutla in particular, 1 do not know what misery will fall on this 
province. This Colonel Pavsricha, 1 personally know, lacks many other 
qualificatioiis that are needeil f#r being Director of an Institute of that 
category. There is a proposal. Sir. that in the near future' the School 
of Tropical Medicine will be handed over for administration entirely to 
the Province of Bengal. At the present moment the School of Tropical 
Medicine has got certain large contributions from other sources and it is 
only (he Dirt^ctor’s post that is under the contnd and appointment of the 
Government of Bfngai. Hitherto we had occasion here in this House to 
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draw Uie attention to the manner in which non-Renjralis were freely 
given opportunities in the Institute not merely as rest*arch scholars and 
medical men, but also as humble demonstrators, and even (H) to TO i>er cent, 
of the patients of that hospital, were recruiit*tl aiul obtained 
from the rank of non-Bengali residents of this city, and of the non* 
Bengali residents of the province to which the Director helong.s. namely, 
the Punjab, had the largest number of beds during certain months 
occupied by the Punjabis. In j)roportM)n to tlie number of residents in 
this city that was a great scandal and atit‘r some time u hen the juevious 
Director retired W(» liad ju*<t ha<l a *‘igh of relief for some timt‘ and there 
were patients coming in more freely and g(*tling betliu* op]>orliinities for 
treatment from amongst Hindus ami Mn*-lims (»f thi" province. I am 
afraid that if this Colonel Pasriidia is ag.iin installed oi bronglit over tliere 
instead of a more competent man lUst iM^auso df ilie teclmical seniority in 
the I.M.S. service, tilings will again dehMiorale si» far a'i service to Bengalis 
in that in.stitution is com'eriMMl. 

I. tlierefoif*, jdead that better si'n-^r Nlumbl p!e^ai} o\er tin* (iovernment 
and I hope that this ( lovtunnoMit. at b'ast tin* Ih'partmenI of Loiail Self- 
GovcrniiKMit ami I’ubli(> Health uill lia\e belter balance iii its adminislra- 
tion, because, Sir. I have often found that theie is a good deal of la(‘k in 
the balance. SoimduaK h»scs balaiic»‘ ami ;.’ocn off his jicad somewhere 
for reasons unkmoMi to us I submit that there ma-d m»t bi' that f«*ar and 
let there be gnsitei’ lialance. It not the Ministc! at least ili'* Parliamentary 
Secretar\ could gi\e the di'pai iiiient better balance .iml piexent sono'boilx

Miss MIRA DUTTA GUPTA: Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, I bef^ to move 
that the demand ol Its. !t), )4,tM)() for expenditure under the head “38 — 
Medical” lie reduced hy Us. 100 to raise a discussion about lack of control 
and Huiiervisiofi over tlo' administration in the Medical (Vdlejre, inefficiency 
of the Siifierinteiidenl of the Collej^e, mismanagement in the X-ray Depart- 
ment and i^Miorin^- the claims of lady students to have full facilities of 
training in the Eden Hospital. 

Sir, the House has already liad occasion to discuss thi" sorry state of 
affairs in the jails. W'e are pn‘sently concerned with another organisation 
of the (iovernment, whose administration has become highly unpripular. 
I ref(»r to tin* administrat*on of the Calcutta Medical College and Hospitals. 

As OIK' of the visitois I have a ver\ sad exfierience alwiut this institution. 
It appears that the administration of these ho.spitals has been left 
eiitindy to the whims and fancies ot the SuperinteiKlent Col. Murray 
who treats it as his own private t)ro]ierty. TIs is not only unworthy of his 
position, but is positively discourteous, 'j’he jilaci* is tull of such corrup- 
tion and malpractices that mori' <dten than not uigeiit and nceijy 
cases are refused admission. If the (iovernment are st'rious about it they 
can detect this eoriuption ami fraud and siu llu* mattt*r right. W'e are 
always ready to co-oj>eral(‘ with the (l(>\eniment it lionourahle eo-ojieration 
is sought lor. 

Here at the Medical ('<dlege, the ailministratinii tumMioning lia\e been 
dividial helween the l‘riueipal and the Superintendent. 'Phis has ereuted 
further (rmihle and eontusion. This arrangeimmt should go and the 
fmielions (d (he I’mieipal and (he Superintendent should he immediately 
comhined. 

T shall briefly enumerate soim* of the inan.\ grievama*s that exist. 
Patients (-annot gel ailniission into tin* Hospital tor dt'ep X-ray therapy 
unless (he\ have pri\a(el\ paid ti‘es (o the Surgeon-in-rharge. I’rivafe 
|miients are gi\en deep X-ra> theiapv without theii names being entered 
in till’ admission register. Poor ]»atient‘-. tberefore, suffer. One ease 
of Anil Hay may be mentioneil here. Though he ^^as recommended deep 
X-ruy he was not admitted on the plea (hat there was no rrsmi. This was 
tt very urgent ease. The Surgiam of (lie Kar, Xos(> and Throat Depart- 
ment thought that young us this patient was lie had chance of recovery if 
deep X-ray (reutiiK'nl was .ivailahle to him at the earliest ojiportunity. 
The Superintendent and his Assistant <lecide<l otherwise for reason.s bt»st 
known to them. 

Sj. Nisliitha Nath Kumlu and 1 visited the X-ray Department on 
the bth and P.2th March, and we requested I>r. K. B. Ohosh, Surgeon-in- 
charge, to show us the admission register for the deep X-ray IK‘partment 
whicli Dr. (Hmsh refused apparently at the direction of the Sui^erintendent. 
We showed them the reply given by the tiovernment to interpellations 
made on the 21st June. PM4, which was to the effect that visitors are 
entitled to iiisi>ect the registers but ('ol. Murray d(H‘s not agree with that 
view. We fail to understand wh\ registers oanntit be open to insj>ei'tioii. 

There is a circular order of the (loveniment which definitely empowers 
visitors to inspect internal arrangements. 

This onler was placed before the meeting of the Visiting Committee 
beld on the 8th March, HMo. It was brought to the notice of Col. 
Murrays but he is adamant and be would not submit to the wishes of tlm 
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GoTerddoient and the Hon ble Minister-in-charg’e, We have information 
about the serious wrongs which Col. Murray is practising in the Eden 
Hospital. But I refrain from mentioning them here. If the Hon’ble 
Minister is willing to hear about them» 1 shall tell him all about them. 

Nishitba Nath Kundu and 1 have submitted a written note to the 
Hon’ble Minister through his Parliamentary Secretary. J have tabled a 
short-notice question and I am expecting a reply. If the Superintendent 
refuses to co-operate with the Visitors, (he Visitors will do (heir best to 
resign. 

If you visit the Medical ('(dlcgt* Hospital^ \ou will tind great ^ho^tage 
in the staff of nurses. Nurses ar»‘ overworked and patients art‘ not properly 
attended to. The Superintendent has taih'd to do anything in (his resja'ct. 
With the increase ol ]X)juil:iti<ui in Calcutta thtue has been great over- 
crow^ding in (he hospital. W v ieiind he«ls ])!aeed in the pas.sage.s and 
doorways and in between the tw») ro\\> (d IumU 1 <lo nol knoa it this fact 
of overcrowding has }»cen brought to the notice ot (he (ioverninent by the 
Superintendent liinistdt. 

On the bth Mandi. we found J)r K. B. (iln»h <suu(‘ to the X-ray 
Department at a.ni.. though he is (‘xported t<» attend at S-MO a.m. 

This he could only do with the coniiivaucc ot the Sujau iutendeiit 

There are main more grunaiices to mention, hut I havi* m> tilin' to <lo 
it. I shall colic In.).' I ».\ meuliMiiiujti some matteis Co] Murra\ has 

refused to gi^e full ta(’iliti(*s toi tKiining t(» lad\ students of tin* Cidlege. 
Miss Sabitri Cliatterjee, M It . \\hn stood first in .M id w iti*r\ , ami Miss 
l^nnila Das (iujMa, M H.. who is the secnml (loodmve Schnlar, havi* not 
been given a cliancc (d acting as Senior House Surgeon to the Eden 
Hospital. 

(ol. Murijn examined .Miss I’ma ( Julia, a se(*urit\ prisoner, wlio was 
complaining about serious uteiiiie tn»ubh‘s Col Murra\ was so very 

careless in his »‘\.iminat ion (hat eitliei he «lid md (ak«* as mueh inti'rest as 
was neeessar.\ or due to liis )i)eftieiene\ as a Surgeon, he could not itetisd 
and diagnosi' the disease. He .sent her hai'k to the Presidenes .lail, hut 
after oiil\ two da\s her tM'ulde aggravated emhingenng h(‘r life. 1 refer 
the Ministei to starrei] (juestion No I'JS replied to in this session 

Sir, we do lake serious ob]f*eiioii to tlie principle of appointment to 
teaching post aec()r<ling to conniiunal ratio This makes tor a .sm'ious 

deterioration in the stamlaid ot lea« lung If h.is now beeme a \er\ common 

occurrence that rcsponsjhlc and impoiiant posts are filled up without 
proper adv<*i ( isement . namelv, Depufv Siirgeiuj-t Jener a) (two), Direefor 
of VtMieral Diseases, and Transfusion Offieer «d tiie Blood Bank 

Sir. T am of o]d?ii<»n that the adrninistr.ition of the Medical Ik-partment. 
i.s wholly unsat I'-faetorv and reijuiies immediate and urgent impiovemeiit 
in every way. 

Mr. F. F. M. FERGUSON: Sir, I want to say a few words on the 
main demand. As you are aware. 1 have not spoki-n before in (his Hou.se, 
and I am ver> glad therefore* that this evening I should lie sjieakiiig on a 
subject wbieh, I believe, will command g-eneral support, namely, flie 
lack of adequate nursing and iiospital facilities in Bengal. 

This party. Sir. has frecjuently drawn the attention of thifi House to 
tbe lamentable lack of adequate nursing arrangements outside (’iilcutta 
itself. Moreover, even in Calcutta, altlauigh in the main hospitals 
nursing arraugements do exist, honourable memliers are well aware that 
the number of the nurses and the arrangements for their training and 
conditions of service are very uiisatisfat'tory. In our opinion, Sir, thin 
state of affairs is almost entirely due to the unsatisfactory status accorded 
to the nursing service in India. Sjwaking generally, in Western 
countries women who take up the profession of nursing are recogni§e<] aa 
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doing a verv important public work and as a result are looked up to and 
admired although unfortunately I cannot say that that admiration has 
always taken the practical form of seeing that they get a salary common* 
surute with the responsibilities they assume. In India, however, the 
position seems to be quite different, and from my own observation during 
the last 25 years it seems to me that very often the Indian woman nurse 
is regarded as a little better than a menial and as a result it has been 
impossible to persuade the educated Indian woman to take up this nursing 
as a profession to any appreciable degree. The backbone of such civil 
nursing services as exist in thin country has been provided by the Anglo- 
Indian community and under conditions of great difficulty and on very 
poor pay. Anglo-Indian girls have earned a debt of gratitude from the 
w'hole community for undertaking this responsible and humanitarian w'ork. 

Sir, in tln^ opinion (jf this party this prejudice against the nursing 
jrrofession can onl.\ be removed in two ways: hist of all, by a most drastic 
improvement in the training and general service conditions of the nurses 
themselves and secruidly, 1»> most energetic counter-propaganda to 
remove once and ioi cM thr idea that the nuising profession is one to be 
avoided at all costs b\ educal<‘d ami resjiectable women. rntf)rtunately, 
however, it seems to me that successive (lovernments have been far too 
apatludic and lethargic in this niatlci In Januar\, Ittll, an Expert 
(ommittee under the cliaii manshij> of ]>r. 11. ('. Koy was appointed hy the 
then Ministry to investigate the whole siibp'ct ami reisirt upon it. That 
commit tt‘e rejiortcd in .lul>. 1!M1. hut •'ince then, to use a modern 
collotpiilism, it seems to me tliat more or less a com])lete black-out has 
been enforced upon the whole subject. It was not until dum*. Ibl4, that 
the H on’ble Minister-in-charge ilisclosed that the j)rincipal recommenda- 
tions <d that commit t(‘e were as follows: 

“Tin* establishnient (d a central <)rganisat ion to comprise two training 
institutions om* in Calcutta and the <»ther outsnle but not far distant. 

Hei'omiuendations were also made for a com])let(* s\llabus of training 
for eaidi class of nurses and for the ratt*s of pa\ foi pupil probationers 
and for the several grades (d trained nurses and sisOus”. Iji spite of 
these n'commendations tin* onl\ action that se(*nis to have l»een taken 
betwet'Ji llMl and .Irne, ItfM, has been the i*stablishnien t in ItM’i cd some 
sort of training scdieme in the Campbell Hospital to train 11)0 Indian girls 
in nursing. You will st<’, therefore, that although the mills of (lod have 
always lieen famous provt*rbiall\ for giimling \er\ sl(»wl\, here is yet a 
case where the (lovernment has shown itst'lf fully comjietitive as regards 
cmnplete lack of rapi<l movement, and t(» com])lcle the stor\, wdien 

the Hon’ble Ministei -in-chai ge was \er\ nalnralK asked in F<*bruary 
this year, when (n>\ernmen1 e\]»ected to complete their examination 

of the Special C(nnmitt«‘e’s Iteport, In* said this. *‘As soon as the return 
of inon* normal conditions makt*s it po.ssible to give sufficient time to 
atudv the proposals with pioj>er care and consideration.*’ Sir, 1 really do 
not know what tliat answer im*ans. Imt presumahly it im*aus that the 

(lovernment have di'cnled that the wh(»le juiddem (d hospital and nursing 
is <me that can safely be shelved until the end of the war. If .so, this 
seems to he an astonishing decision, becau.se today I should have thought 
that the impact of war on (fie eastern Itouiuiaries of India uml the 

8uhse(|uent grim stiuggle throughout Bengal with the widespread 

epidemics ami disease (hat war lunl famine liave brought in their wake 
■would have convinced ever\ one that this problem of nursing and hospitals 
is of the utmost urgencv and that brot»ks no delay. 

Then, Sir, 1 would like to draw ^our attention to the conditions 

that prevail in the sadnr and subdi visional hospitals in this 

province as set out by the Minister himself on the 24th February 
this year in answer to a question in this House. He then staled — to quote 
bis own words — that “Most of the hospitals were dirty and out of repair, 
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their inefficient and in arrears of pay, their stock of medicine and 
equipment inadequate, their furniture broken, inissiujr and rusty”. Sir, 
history does not relate, and the Hon'ble Minister has not told us, what 
happens to an unfortunate patient who through no fault of his own is 
admitted to one of these dirty hospitals, is treated by the inexperienced 
and underpaid staff, is dosed with iiuulequate medicines and tinally is 
dumped into a bed whitdi in actual fact proves to be missing! 1 am quite 
sure, however, that all members will agree with me that tiiis is a most 
deplorable state of affairs and I would like to knoA\ what tlu‘ Mnnstr\ are 
proposing to do to remedy it. 

Provincialisation of the sadar and suhdivisional hospitals w liieh has 
been decided upon and which wi‘ wholelumiimllv suppoil will b> no means 
provide the complete solution.

1 slial! not take 
any account of the last rabid speech of Mr. (lolain Saruar, nor will I try 
to give any ans^ser to that. 1 take it to he beneath my digmity to do so. 

Coming to the gcTicral (jU<*stion \uth n'g'ard to tht‘ niadt'ijuate supply 
of niedicin(‘s or drugs or expansi<m (d miMlical iacilitic^, I would just 
refer to token cut motion N(k IhS of l>r. Sharat Chamlra Mukherjee whitdi 
eOTuprises mau> tilings. I can .sa\ with confidt'nce, ami J am .sure the 
House will agree with me, that the nuMlical budget of Bengal was normally 
not more tlian Us. *>4 or •’►o lakhs and it i> only during our 
regime that it has come uj) to Ks. }C>.!M.(M)(I. Not only tliat. During the 
laak rejjfime, thes had nev<‘r an idea oi what was c(Uiiing as an aftermath 
of fainine and Ihereiore the budget was ver> low. in ll>44-4d, we raised 
the mhdten! budget to IN. lakhs and thi- \ear we liav«» raised it to 
Hs. bd lakhs apart from the expansion of im*d!eal farilituvs under famine 
^lief, .i.ei^ F.U.K. hospitals which account for a loan of Us. 1 ,77, (Mi, (KM). 
Thf figurt's tluunselves are important indication of expansion of 
luoilloal facililitvs to an extent never ilreamt of hy the peojile of Bengal. 
1 can give a picture dealing with a period of }) to 1(* months AVe have 
aet up during this period l.bll F.U.K. hospitals with ‘^’2, (KM) beds and 
12,000 satellite centn's and 2d0 mobile medical units. They are all for 
ttiCatmenion the curative side, and on the preventive side also (here weie 
^) anti>epideniic vaccinators. This has been reduced to 200 low. I 
wosl^d not have mentioned this but for the fact that my honourable friend 
Mr. Waliur Kahmaii referred to it. Outdoor treatment has also started 
^during the last few months in FJt.K. hospitals where it is needed. There 
hki no complaint of insufficient ilriigs and accessories in F.R.E. and 
other hospitals under (kivernmeut supt^rvision. 

^ Then, Sir. with regard to doctors, the dearth of medical officers is a 
too welhknown to the members of this House. We have got a 
|>opulati0S of 60 million people and we have not got more than 12,000 
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doctors, I say this by guess, whereas in Great Britain for 40 to 50 million 
people they have got about 04,000 doctors. 8o, if we want to 

extend medical facilities to all our people we shall require more doctors, 
but we cannot produce either doctors or nurses overnight. As regards 
Mr. Ferguson’s suggestion abbut better nursing facilities, I shall come to 
it later on. 

Dr. Mukherjee has also sdid that even after provincialisation of hospitals, 
the hospitals lack proper equipment. He must lememher that we 

have taken up the scheme yer\ recently and on a voluntary basis. Most 
of the ho.spitals have come, but some have not yet come. In the case of 
those that have come, we have already .‘sanctioned grants for their improve- 
ments in several directions. You will find. Sir. at page 07 of the Hed 
Book “The increase Is due mainly to a full year’s jirovision for the 
Scheme of Provincialisation of Sailar and Suhdivi.sional Hospitals which 
is to be ill force for a part (»nly of the current year, and to the inclusion 

of a larger number of such hosjutals witliiu this .seheme.” There are 

very few sadar or suhdivisional ho.>pitals which were w ell-e(|uipped from 
before, and so they luive welcomed the suggestion oi provincialisation. 
We have already sanefioned large grants for reimir and improvement of 
hospitals, for replacing the broken furniture and getting aiu’cssories and 
other neeessar\ things if they are available, hut it is certainly not 
possible to expect in the case of the.se hospitals that in tin* course of a 
few months, the standard s*‘l up in Eurojic and Tnited Stales of America 
will be reached here also. Our ultimate aim is to improve these hospitals 
according to a jiroper standard, so that additional facilities may be available 
both in the mufassal as well as in (’alcntta. 

As regards the otlu‘r point n‘garding diet and miMlicines in K.H.K. 
Hospitals raised b\ lb. Mukherjee’s motion, he should know that even 
in F.R.K. ho.spitals diet formerly supplied was low. We have raised it 
in considiTation of local conditions and they are now getting siitlieientf 
nourishment accoiding t(» dorior's ad\ice ami there has lu'cn no (’omplaint 
that the diet is insufficient. I ma> ad<l that there are also advisory or 
visiting committet‘s to look after these F.K K. hospitals. 

The (»thi‘r point taken h\ I>r. MukloTjee is with regard to ])OMting of 
I.M.S. ofiieeiN in Birhhiim ami (»ther places. / may say that the imMli(’,al 
otficer in (jiie-tion is not an IMS He is a Subdivisifoial Heallli ()ff}e(*T 
lent by the military, who is an I.A.M.O., i.e., Indian Army Me<iicul 
tlffirer. Y<ni rememher tliat ue were in ditficulties at that time owing t4) 
the outbreak of e])idemi<*s. The militar\ came hi our help and ilid all they 
could to supplement our resources. The Medical ()ffic<*r in Mirldium is the 
Subdivisional Health Otlicei, We propose to have Suhdivisional liU'difb 
Officers in all subdivision'^. It i.s admitted by ever_\ body that tile Subdivi- 
sional Health Officer in Pirbhum has done very usidul work. 

The other point which he has raiseil, althongli he ha.s not moved Ule rtiotion, ' 
is the question of afiolition of medical .scliools. J would like to tc'll hint 
that the Government is anxiou.s t<i irnprrjrve the medical education. The 
problem could not be tackled before. There were some differences of 
opinion but at present it is agreed that there should he uniformity in 
medical education and that medical schools .should he abolished. For the 
present the Medical School at Dacca will be turned into a Medical f'ldlege 
as soon as we can. There is already an army Imspita] in Dacca TTniversity 
buildings. As soon as the anny releases the .said hospital we sliall be able 
to give effect to our intention.s. 

With regard to the ('alcutta f arnpbell Medical School also we pfoposa 
to convert it into a Medical fVdlege. It is not possible to abolish all fbo 
medical schools at a time. There are at present 9 medical schools. It is 
not expected that all these 9 schools could be converted into Medical 
Colleges at once nor these so many would I>e necessary. After some time 
some of them will be raised to Medical Colleges and other may cease to exist.

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With regard to the maladministration in the Calcutta Campbell 
MedicaJ School, I may say that administration has improved under the 
present Superintendent. We have also increased the number of officers 
and staff required. I do not know whether Dr. Mukherjee raised this 
question on the basis of the circumstances of today or before the strike or 
Portly after the strike. 

Cominj? to the cut motion of Mr. Waliur Bahman, I may tell him that 
the Government grant to village dispensaries is Ks. 2o() and to thana 
dispensaries is Us. oOO. There were some dispensaries started out of the 
Rural Heconstruction Fund of the Government of India on the condition 
that no finaneini ussistanr'e should be given to tliem. How far and in 
what shape the Goveinnierit will he able to render financial help to union 
board dispensaries and other dispensaries is under the consideration of 
the Government. The proposal of increu.se in the ^rhnt has not been 
mooted so long. We have up to this time not considered whether any 
increase from to oOO is required. In our post-war schemes we intend 
to have at least one disjiensary for one or two union boards, so that medical 
facilities might be near the door of ever\ villager in the interior. 

AVith regard to kala-azur centres in his own district already an annual 
grant is given. Sometimes medicities like J>r. Hrahmuchari\s ampoules 
are also supidied. 

AVith regard to Mr. (Jharu Chandra Ro\ ’s motion about the Ayurvedic 
Faculty which was started in IltdT, I ma> say that at that time there was 
a distinct understanding that no financial help would be given to the 
faculty. AA^e are anxious to include the Ayurvedic s\stem of treatment 
in the post-war sclaunes. There is already one menih<‘r of tlH‘ Opposition 
on the committee. We will go into this tjuc^tion and see how far 
financial assistance can be given and how far it is possible to absorb thi.s 
in our modern systems of we.stern me<licim‘ in Bengal. Jfut the difficulty 
is that this Ayurvedic system of me<iicine La.s not been thoroughly 
examined. There is ojiposition on the part of the Allopathic Medical 
Facultv and it cannot lie put on the same tooting as the Allo[)athic system 
of medicine. That also applies to the Ciiani and other indigenous system 
of medicine. 

Mr. CHARU CHANDRA ROY; AVill the IlorCble Minister be plea.sed 
to consider the desirability of making some payment to the Faculty so that 
it may live!' 

The Hon'ble Khan Bahadur Mauivi JALALUpDIN AHMAD: AVe 

arff qpnsidering how far we can do that. The difficulty is thi.s. So far 
they iook this Faculty ou the distinct understanding that no financial 
assistance would be given. Rupees l,0t)(> was only given for initial 
expenses. At that tune there were no application. In spite of the 
Medical Faculty having been started there is a reduction in the number 
of fegiatrations and there is also a fall in their income. 

Mr. ORPUTY SPEAKER: Can you give us some idea of the amount 
of time >^u will take because there is another demand that has to be 
passed by the House today F 

Tht Hon’bB Khan Bahadur Mauivi JALALUpDIN AHMAD: Not 

Sliioh! AA'ith regard to the cut motion of Dr. Naliiiaksha Sanyal regard- 
ing the Metlical ('ollege I may say liis charges against officers are improper, 
nor they can be said to be true. The charges are made against officers 
who cannot answer them here. I do not think it is proper for members 
of this Houtie to bring charges against individual officers who cannot 
defend themsnlves on the floor of the House. 

Di. NALINAKBHA BANYAL: You are here to defend them and to 
auawnr thooa oharget. 
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Tilt Hon’ble Khan Bahadur Mauivi JALALUDOIN AHMAD: It haa 

been the couventioii that any particular officers should not be named. 
He has said that there is maladministration which I repudiate. In spite 
of that I welcome his suggestion for combining the post of Principal and 
Superintendent. Nobody is more anxious than myself to pul the 
administration of the Medical College on a sound footing and to make it 
really the best institution in India. I can tell the House that we have 
decided to combine the two po.sts. As a mutter of fact the post of 
Principal and Superintendent of the Medical (idlege was a combined one 
till Cnl. Dc was the l*rinripal. And it wa.s only for military exigency that 
the post was divided and ])r. l\ P. jiasu wa.^ made the IVineipal and (ol. 
Murray was made the Suiieriiitemlent. [ know that if both of them had 
got private practice, it wouhl have been difficult for them fo give exclusive 
attention to their work.

The Hon’ble Khan Bahadur Mauivi dALALUDOIN AHMAD: r>r. 

Sanyal says, “Don’t bring in a Kurojiean". Sir, there is no (juestum 
of bringing in a Kuropoan. but in spile of my desire we are sliorl of olficera 
even among the Indians aUo. Dr. San\al has suggested to appoint an 
Indian but it is difficult t(» get a g-ood man. Kiiropean or Indian, t‘ven 
from outside The (jU(‘stion hen* i.s that the person who would be the 
Principal would oiiIn Ik* the a«liiiinistrator there and not a profi'ssor. His 
attention will be directed to control and management 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: That is ubsoiutc]\ humbug. He U 
not the Secretary; he must be the foieniost inedi(*al officer. 

The Hon’ble Khan Bahadur Mauivi JALALUDDIN AHMAD: With 

regard to the adnii>,’>>ion of jkku oatienl.** into the Medical ('ollege Hospitals, 
I have saiil several nine" that we have had the rules framed and publishod 
so that the [loor patients could get their admission according to priority 
and according to the nature of the emergency of the case, and that there 
should he no dnscrirninatinn. As a matter of fact, it is not true that 
patients are admitted on the recommendation of Ministers and I for myself 
never recommend anybody for admission. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: In Ihut res]M‘c* you are honest. 

The Hon’hle Khan Bahadur Mauivi JALALUODIN AHMAD: At 

present there is not much complaint for poor patients. We have also 
increased 900 lieils in Calcutta and the suburban areas for destitutes and 
other poor patients. So it cannot be said that we have not done anything 
for poor patients. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: It is your jHTHonal experience, because 
you often go to the hospital. 

The Hon’ble Khan Bahadur Mauivi dALALUDDIN AHMAD: In 

connection with items lG-17, regarding inefficiency of the Superintendent 
of the Medical C’ollege Hospitals, I have already answered that. With 
regard to the facilities for training of nurses I will now reply to the speech 
of Mr. Ferguson. Oovemment is very anxious to improve the condition# 
of service of nurse.s and also to attract Indian girls to the nursing 
profession and for that purpose we have decided fo appoint a Provincial 
Lady Superintendent of Nurses pirf>vision for which will he found in the 
budget itself. There is also an increased provision under this head due 
to an additional grant to the Calcutta Hospitals Nurses Insjtifute to train 
nurses and to increased emoluments to probationary nurses and 
midwives in the Medical College Hospitals. I have given ny best atten- 
tion to raise the standard of toe nursing profession and to c^er faeibties 
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with regard to the training of nurses. Our difficulty is that we do not 
pt trained teachers for training nurses and that students also do not come 
fomard to be trained as nurses, particularly from my own community 
which IS very shy to take to this profession on account of the purdah 
sptem. That is also the defect, I think, with caste Hindus. I know 
that caste Hindu f^irls have joined the profession, but 1 know also that 
their conservative guardians do not like it. In these circumstances it is 
very difficult to improve or add to the strength of the nurses in a short time. 
However, the Oovernment will give every consideration to the suggestion 
made by Mr. herguson.

Rut the other 
departments of tlie Renpal (iovernment have propapated black-market inp 
80 much that even in si)ite of best efforts, the Hon’ble Minister could not 
cope with that. 

So far as the sui)ply ot (Hiinine is concerned, it is admitted by all that 
the problem can only be solved either by increasinp the production of 
quinine or by importinp (|Uinine from oulsiile. So far as distribution is 
concerned, it is an irony ot late that the choice always tell on the man on 
whom suspicion como from all sides. 

So far as the ( ivil Siqqdie.*' IXqnirtiiKMit is i‘oncermMl. tln'ii' are 
allepations Ixitli by the Muslim Fjeapm* and also b> the other ]>ersnns 
apainst tlie Supply Officer of Ohandpur.

officers are really distnbulinp (juinine. Onl,\ a notice in the newspaper* 
will be sufficiiMit to stop hiack-marketinp to a preal r\tent, I apiliii 
conpratulate tin* Ifon’lde Miinsttu. l>eeausi* he lias tried his utmost to stop 
black-markctinp. but he could not stop it altopether b(‘cause there is «o 
much Idack-marketinp in otlier departments.

MTi 1IOCE8H CHANDRA GUPTA: Sir, 1 Ix*^? to tdovp that the demand 
of Um. t)4,()H,(H)() for expenditure under the hea(i “d!< — l*uhlie Health” be 
roHuced by Us. UK) t4) raise a discussion about the failure of (iovernnient to 
supply adequate nuMheal relief in the rural areas. Sir, J <lon't think 
that any elaborate diseu.ssion is necessary to eonviiux' this llou.se of tlie 
deplorable state of public health in Uen^^al. The (iovernnient report 
also admits that 18 tlistricts are in the ^nij) (d e}udemics. Some irre.s- 
ponsible liureaucrats put it in the imoith ol the head of the 
province on the 21st of September, last that ejiidemics were on the decrease 
and things liad improveil. Hut you know. Sir, that i>r. B. C. 
Boy, the iVesident of the Medical Council and the President of the Bengal 
Medical Belief Co-ordination Committee, .showed clearly b\ quoting 
statistics of people in the grip of malaria, each month that the claim of 
Government was untenable. He has alM) shown that about three crores 
of people in Bengal were in the grip of ejndemics. malaria, kalu-azar, 
small-pox, etc. Sir, much has been said regarding the want of quinine 
and mepacriiie. 1 need not dilate on that. 

Sir, I do not doubt the personal honesty of the Hon Tile Mini.Nter in 
^ charge of Public Health. Therefore I will point out to him certain 
defects in the expectation that he will take necessary steps. Inten.sified 
public health work is necessary and 1 hope he will give no quarter to those 
who plead with him for complacency and who come and tell him 
that matters are improving. Gn the contrary daily the public health at 
least of rural Bengal is ileteriorating beyond any chance of repair. Sir, 
in order to do intensive public iTealth work, public co-operation is necessary’. 

I tell the Hon’ble Minister that he is fortunate that an organisa- 
tion in Bengal in which all parties are co-operating and doctoi^ are co- 
operating under the name of the Bengal Medical Belief Co-ordination 
Conimittee of which the eniinent physician of this province. Dr. B. C. Boy, 
lA the President, is willing to help and if he baa the interest of tbis 
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E rovince and of the sufferingr people of Bengal at heart, he should not 
esitate, he should not brook any opposition to utilise this orfifauisaiion 
fully and effectively for the purpose of public health improvement. 

Sir, we have heard of malaria, hut kala-azar jroes hand in hand and 
must be combated and 1 rejjret to brinp to his notice that in centres where 
arranjfements have been made for treatment of malaria the want of a few 
test-tubes to test whether it is a ca.se of kala-azar or not is preventing 
those doctors to give any relief in kala-azar cases. Sir, it does not enlau 
much expenses. I can tell the Hon'hle Minister that in some case> where 
the doctor-in-charpe has hroujj’ht them to the notice (d the public, the 
public have supplied them and they do not cost much. T submit, therefore, 
that Government oujrht to make arrangements for tlie testing of kala-azar 
cases in all the rural health unit.s. Then again 1 have seen that arrange- 
ments have been made f(u sinking of tuhe-well.s, hut when time is the 
essence of the situation, it is no use saying that tiihe-wells will he sunk. 
The question i.s how soon and not a day is to he lost in making pr(»vision for 
tube-well arrangement.s.

Mr. ilOCESH CHANDRA GUPTA: (hie from the Government benches 
gays that it is not so easy, hut 1 a.sk why it is not rnisv . If jiciqile have 
got the sense of responsiliility those ho take cliarge oi tin* nuhlic health 
of Bengal have got to reuli.se that the> become guilty to the charge of 
man-slauglitcr by cv(‘ry minute, by e\<‘r\ hour uml by every day they 
are delaying to inaugurate this necessary help. 

Then there is the iiuestion of making tlie F.R.K. hosjiitnls more 
efficient. T must .say tliat the establi.shment of these F.U.K hospitals in 
the out of tlH‘ \\a\ pla(‘cs h;is given very great relief, (ienerally, the 
subdivisioiiul (lispciisarit's and other dispensaries are establislied at places 
W'hich are acre''‘'ib]e to pen)»le living in towns I would diaw the atten- 
tion of the Public Health Minister to the F H.F. loispitals in tlie interior 
and from wluu'ever he g(“ts a leport that sucli a liospital lias been effieiently 
maiiagei], he will see to it tliat that hospital is made pennaneiii. Un- 

fortunately many of tlu'se are iu)t functioning widl. 

Then there is another matter to which J .should like to draw’ the 

attention of tlie Pu)>lie Health Minister. I .should liki* him to collect 
statistics of the number of f>ut<loor patients tn*ated in the.sc' hosjutals and 
also the nuniber of iinloor patients ami tin* results achieved, and parti- 
cularly in areas which are inaccessible, where p(‘f»ple w’heii attacked 
with (li.seases cannot walk up Ht or miles to the nearest railway or 
steamer station to go to a hospital, tliose places need Ins first and foremosi 
care and attention. 

With regar<! to tlie rural public health units wliieh art* also being run, 
I think a good deal of n*al beneficial work can be done by fbiun. Sir, I 
hatl the occasion to emphasize and impre.ss upon manv of them tliat there 

are many houses when* almost all the inmates tif a houst* are down with 

niulana and they cannot even gt» to the nearest et*nln* to obtain relit^f. 
These rural public health units ought to be organised and strengthened 
and there ought to be v<»Iiinteers available, if not paid ix'ople, who 
would go and take medicine with them for tlie suffering families ami 
give them the help that tlie\ need very iniieh. My time is limited, Sir, 
and the blue light i.s there and the red signal will be coming soon 
but in the face of the red signal of tlie danger of death ami extinction 
of the people of this province. 1 shall with all the earne.stnesH that 
I can ^niinand ask the Public Health Minisier who is honestly trying in 
many respects, so far as I know, to ih» his t|itnost, to insist upon the 
plans being carried out immediately; otherwise he wull unconsciously 
fay himself open to the eba^e of man-slaughter in this province.

The Hon’ble Khan Bahadur Mautvi JALALUDDlN AHMAD: Mr. 

Deputy Speaker, Sir, I admit that Hengal has not bt'conio a land of 
paradise although we have done our utmost t(» extend medical facilities 
and rural relief, but our anti-malarial measures have decideilly given 
definite results. If tlie hounurahle members look at flu* mortality figures 
of the province, they will find that the average mortality figure iu Bengal 
was 11 lakhs previously and it rose to over IS lakhs in the peak year of 
famine. The mortality figure in .lamiary. 11M4. was as high as 1 mi]li(|ii 
10 thousand, but in December, even at the peak of (‘pidemic seasons it did 
not go beyond Tfi.OOO, and in dauuary, this year it fell to 5J,0(I0, and 
I received no complaint of sliortagcs or difficulties in obtaining quinine 
and vaccine. This fact alone sliows that we have brought the 
epidemic of malaria under control. So is the case of cholera. Cholora 
has shown improvement to tin' extent of gidng down below the norniul of 
G,00() in the month ot November. As regunls small-pox I admit that 

there are sporadic cases. It has not definitely gotu' down, hut is steadily 
decreasing. In lK*c(‘mher, llMd. the figure was d.titit); in IKu'cmber, 1944, 
the figure was 2,^40 sliowing a deereast* ot 4,441). So smalhpox also is 
coming under control. 1 he mortalit\ figure in the peak months of the 
year 1944, (’ompared to the figure lu the month of .Ianuur\ from 1948-42 
shows only an exc(‘s,s (»f 10, 1)00. So nobo(i\ can cliargi* us that the result 
of the measures taken ha.s not been satisfactory. 

With regard to tin' distribution of (juiiiine, a |»oint lias been raised 

that we have ext<‘nde(l ugencit's in various \va\s Idieri* are agents for 
sale and tloTc lire agtoits lor iiee distrihufion. You will be surprised to 
hear that tlie annual consumption of malarial drugs \vas estimated U) be 
90,000 pouIld.^, but we have raised this qiiuntits to about 4 laklis 77 
thousand from \eai )o \car. Now. there is no com]daiiit of shortage of 
anti-malarial drugs in aii\ part of tlie piovima*. Ot course if might be 
that there is filackmarketing. After all there are human personalities. 
We cannot check it, but .still in order to prevent blaekmarketing and to 
see that the anti-rnalaiial drugs are distributed in the inaeeessibh* an*aH 
where \ou cannot approach, we ]»ro]H..HC |(» apjioint Inspe(4ors for 
checking the distiihut ion td malaiial <lrugs. In l .U.K. hosiutals there 
are sufficient anti-malanal <lrugs ami m> complaint from any F.H.Iv 

hospital lias \et come that there is shortage of !m*dicine The F.U.K. 

hospitals have ]»eeome so prqmlar -- 1 hey are emergency hospitals and we 
do not exjiect aii\ rmunber of the House to say that emergency should 
continue indefinitel\ — that (iovernment propose to make them iienuanent . 
I have alread\ referred to this mallei in Jtiy speech under tin* head 
“Medical”. 1 have already referreil and therefore I don’t propose to 
reply to this particular (juestion rai.sed by Mr. J. (’. (iupta 

As regard.s the cut motion of Mr. Dhiremlra Nath Datta regarding the 
insufficient grant for free distribution of quinine and mepacrine, 1 may 
gay that for the coming year Us. 49 lakhs have been provid<’d — half for 
Iree distribution and half for sale. Me expect to buy lot), 999 lbs. 

With regard to Mr. Shahedah’s cut motion, J may point out that the 
violation of quinine rationing rules will lead to prosecution under Defence 
of India Rules and actually there have been such cases in f’alcutta ant! 
mufassal. (’ases of Rtealtli from district board were repcirted to the 
police and it is not the fault of thi# department if the offenders were not 
oronght to book by the polite. 
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Reffurding the cut motion of w. Patiram Rqy, I have already answered 
that, but J may add that so far as cases of dysentery amd skin diseases are 
epncerned, they ai^e also treated in the Emergency hospitals. 

So far as the question raised by Mrs. Hemaprova Majumdar is 
concerned, I do not propose to give any reply to that. Things have been 
published, in the pu])ers several times. 1 would only a.sk Mrs. flemaprova 
Majumdar to refer to the second statement issued by Dr. B. C. Roy giving 
instructions to tlie Corporation in which in a way he practically admitted 
the correctness of the (ioverument position. 

So far as the (jueslion of grant for quinine and inepacrine is concerned, 
the members know that we have sent quinine through post offices which 
make it atuiluhle to all. We have already provided lor a grant of Rs, 25 
lakhs for the current year against 22 ;52 thousand, out of which 2J1 lakhs 
huvi* be(!H spent against the normal grant of Rs. 51 Ijikhs. The pre-war 
estimate of quinine was only !M),000 lbs., but we have raised it during the 
current year to 3,77,(K)0 lbs. 

With regard to tube-wells, the provision made for tnW-wells was 
Rs. 44 lakhs for three years from 11*41 to ]f*44. as compared to Rs. 27 lakhs 
for the previous five years. From February. j!*44, to February. 045. more 
than 22,000 tube-wells were Cepiaired. In Tippera 15(1 tube-welU were 
repaired. It is not the fault (d this <lepurtmeiif if noire tulie-wells could 
not be installed. The materials W(*r(‘ supplied h\ un, Init the\ have not 
been utilised. It was more the fault of the District Kngiiieer. 

Witli regard to inateriiitv Iioiih's, there is a budget ])invision of 
Rs. 50,(10(1 for this purpose. Any public hod\ can start a mateniUN home 
under the provisions of this scheme. (JoviTiiiinMit is prejiared to oontribute 
one-half of the capital cost up to a maximum of Rs. ‘(.(KIU and 
up to Rs. 4,000, if a t^pe maferiiit> waid is also provideil Bay of a 
health oflicer in ifie scale of IN. 75-125 is also jirovided. It is depeiulent 
on the condition that *he balance of the capital and recurring expenditure 
is found from hx'ul sources and nece.H.sarv undertaking to this effect will 
have to be given by tlie local bodies or us.sociatioiis coiicei neil.

Mr. ATUL CHANDRA SEN: Sir, may I address a few words P 

Mr. SPEAKER: Not now. Let the other members move their motions 
first. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: Sir, 1 he^f to move that the demand of 
Rs. 19,1 1 .{)()() for expenditure under the head “42 — (\)-operation“ be reduced 
by Us. 100 to raise a discussion about the maladministration of the depart- 
ment and failure to encourage Co-onerative Distributini^ Societies for 
equitable distribution of essential supplies to the community. During the 
last 7 years in succession I had been trying to invite the attention of 
Uoverninent to the abuses both in the higher as well as in the lower ranks 
of the Co-operative Department leading virtually to a drying up of the 
entire slreuin of co-operative movement in the l^rovince, Some of the more 
important matters of complaint were in regard to selection of staff on 
grounds other than efficiency; in regard to utter neglect of public require- 
ments and of the local bodies and regarding the imposition of co-operative 
cr*Hlii societies fed h\ officialdom from above f>ver unwilling people in 
certain areas; the corruption and bribery oyienly spreading on within the 
ranks of certain classes of non-offieiul and official workers in the co-operative 
movement. And last hut not the least was the utter incapacit^N of the 
Government t(j realise their vast responsibilities in connection w'ith the 
development (»f cti-operulive movement w'ith a view to help the rural people 
both in regard to obtaining their credit as well as in regard to other matter* 
through tlie co-o|H'rutive movement to which immediaie attention need be 

drawn. Sir, during the last jear and the present year the country had 

passed through tremendous trials and tribulations. We had to set up 
through (iovi‘rnment initiative a large iiiirnher of buying as well as selling 

agencies and in that connection it is a sad commentarv to note that the Co- 

oiH'rutive De[)artment of the (tovernment of Rental has played virtually no 
part. In regard to the Government’s Food Purchase Scheme, the Co-opera- 
tive Department could have done a good deal in obtaining the agriculturists' 

S roducts without much abuse, as has been complained of b\ people at 
iffereiit places, and also in regard to the distribution of essential commo- 
dities like fooil, salt, kerosene, clothing and so on. The Co-operative 
Sof'ietie.s if pro[U‘rl\ constituted could have rendered great service to the 
comiminitv and 1 demand of the Hon’ble Minister in charge of the Co- 
operative Department an explanation as to why that institution should not 
be utilised properly by the C'ivil Supplies Department of the Government of 
Bengal, ami why the public, consumers and producers alike, could not have 
the benefit of co-operative organisations during the pre.sent emergency. 

Sir, three or four years ago my esteemed colleague, Mr. Shib Nath 
Banerjee, jdeaded fervently for multi-purposes cu-operative ,socicties Mog 
encouraged. He as a matter of Tact pointed out specifically how in Howrah 
certain multi-purposes societies^ which were doing very good work, were 
not given sufficient encouragement by Government. T invite the attenHon 
of Government to the speech delivert'd by Mr. Banerjee at that time and 
also to the subsequent series of questions that he had asked through you 
hlibough be was not allowed to be present in the House during the Inst two 
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or three years. Since then attempts— very sporadic attempts— have been 
made at different places to start Co-operative Producers* and Distributing 
societies, but 1 regret to have to point out that even though the public at 
different plaices made emphatic demands of the local officials to assist theae 
co-operative societies both in regard to purchase on behalf of tiovernment aa 
well as in regard to distribution, the local officials very seldom extended 
the help necessary. 1 believe the Hon’ble Minister in charge of the Co- 
operative Department himself was approached on numerous (ucasions and 
although he assured certain assistance from liis side something happened 
which prevented him from exercising sufficient influence over the sister 
departments of (joveruineiit, uamel\ , the Department of Civil S\ipplies and 
the officials who were under the Htune Department. May we know if there 
was any lack of co-operation or co-ordination that stood in the way or any 
other policy that the (jovernment deliberately j>ur8ued in order to cripple 
the efforts of the i)uhlu‘ in setting up Co-operative multi-juirposes societies 
whicli at the jtrescnt moment are so very likely to give immense l>encfit to 
the jieople ? 

Sir, from a study of the amount allotted for the co-operative movement 
coinjmred to the sums that had been frittered awa\ on other <le]»artments it 
aj)i)ears that the Department of Co-(iperution has not received even D KMh 
as mucli attention us it (leserv<*s. From the actuals of ItMl-lJ uhich was 
only l(»A lakli> then* has l>ecn an im teasc in the llmlgct olnnatc «•( 
to Its. lO.l'l. ()()() only whith w hatdly an increase of Hs. 'J.SO.tKIO. 1 ask 
compared to other departments of (lovernnient uhut liappcned uluch pre- 
vented the (jovernment from allowing sufficient encouragement t«t the ('o- 
ojierative Deynirt inent although this wa.s one <if the nation building depart- 
incnis that wa.s cajiahle of doing great service to the conmiunits. Sir, I 
piesiinu' that ihcie had been dithculties in regard to staff’ and scliemes, but 
1 also kiit.w that wherever (o-operutive societies have come forward with 
specific suggestions i1h*\ have been given sufficituit facilities 1 have before 
me d instaiice.s fioni d parts of Bengal whicIi will go to ^how how \(‘ry 
scant V was the respect that was shown to the co-operativ niovenifuit in 
regard to distribution of essentmls. The first instance is that of Scrnnipore 
C()-opcrati\ So( lct^ where a verv large numb(*r of respoetable men of 
Seraiiipore had formed tliemselve.s into a s(Kiet\ and had been thriving with 
the (o-operation of some officials in the past. Wlien tlie .jUt'stion of distri- 
butirin of sugar am! other essential comtiiorlities came uj» f<»r (onsideralion 
last \ear this sorietv again appj)roafhed the (fovernmeiit as before as they 
had }>een .serving as one of tlu* few u.M^fnl multi-purposes societiics in West 
Bengal. Alfhruigli tlie local officials tif tfie lower graile weie svmpalljelic 
the higher officials refused t<) recognise this <listrif*nting < (»-(»pcraf ive society 
for purposes of distrihntion of (loveinment controlb’d slocks A rejiresen- 
tation was made to tlie TIon’bb* Minister and it appeared that soiin'thing 
strange* had lia[>pened. This sorietv had a seoretarv or some official who 
was not v<‘rv nun h liked b\ the Hoiride MinishT in ( barge of tlie Heveiiue 
Deparlinent and the Mukerjeas of Vttarpara who are so verv powerful that 
they did not like even the puldic to have their own wav, tlirough tlie 
co-operative so(i**fv simply becau.se one man there was not liked f>y the 
powerful zemindars of the place 

Sir, I bring to your notice another instance in the district of Tippera. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Tour time is up. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: M a\ I have d minutes nnire. Sir!" 

Mr. OlEPUTY SPEAKER: Yes, go on. 

Dr, NALINAKSHA SANYAL: In the di.strict of Tippera. Sir, «ome- 
thing more interesting happened. The Chandnur CVnfnil ro-o|>erative 
Society wa.^ allowed to take over (lovemmerit’s distribution in respect of 
•tandard cloth wholesale for the entire Chittagong division. Many Central 
Banka were allowed as looe^ agents to distribute such sUtn<krd cloth in 
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different dintricts of the Chittagong Division. At Brahmanbaria the Central 
Co-operative Bank of which the Secretary is Khan Bahadur Saidul Huq has 
been doing this work very satisfactorily and also to the satisfaction of the 
public. Cnfortunately for him he has now become an ex-secretary of the 
Io(;ul Muslim League. When he wa.s the Secretary of the Muslim League 
there this institution was (considered to be a very good organisation for dis- 
tribution but when there was a difference of opinion between him and other 
members of the Muslim iTcague, the local official, who is no less than a great 
relation of an ex-Minister ot the Co-operative Department, in his enthusiasm 
went one step lurther than the Muslim Jjeaguers themselves and he thought 
that this Khan Jhihadur Sai<lul 11 uq being no longer the Secretary of the 
local Muslim League must be penalised b> denying the co-operative 
organisation with which he was connected all the privilege of distributing 
standard cloth. Sucli things happ(*n in other parts also and it makes us 
believe lliat things are not run properly. 

At Ku/ditia another interesting thing happened. Following certain 
suggestions of the Food (’ommittee the local Subdivisional Officer had to 
acceiil the local co-operative society as one of the five or six distributing agents 
of cloth and along with that a secret arrangement was made hy that Sub- 
divisional Officer with one Ilarirani Ooenka. a rich Marwari of that place, 
that lie would get hfty per cent, of the profit out of that tnansiiction. The 
Co-o[)eriitivf* Society was not supjMi.sed t<> ba\e >uffi( ient finance, and llari- 
ram Ooenka associati'd with that bank. It wa^ arranged that the Co- 
operative Iwiiik wouhl b(' the agent and llariram Ooenka would be its 
fiuaiicic'r and that he would, in leturn. get '»() pei cent, ot the total profit. 
Such things ar<* happening in different |xirts of the country and 1 submit 
that, the time has c.ome when (io\ eminent >houl(i tak<‘ ailive initiative in 
the matter tor the puiqmse of sotting up muh i-puriwises co-operative 
societies. I feel that not oul\ during this emergciic\ but also after that 
it is ihniugh joint action of the pi'ople ot e\er\ lo<atit\, either through the 
co-operative mo\enient or tlirough any other movement whu'h at present 
i.s in (lie offing hut which some ilay may pervade throughout the (aiuntry, 
that salvation will (xune. 1 think it is to the interest^ of the (tovernment 
of Ib'iigal and that <d India to Net* that the deluge may not come and that 
earlv ■'leps are taken to emourage 1 ' 0 -operation iimongst the people through 
whii'h alone the\ (mui ensure better disinhutiou and more eijuitahle systems 
of governmental ixuitrid being exercised, (iovernment has been incrcas- 
inglv ’enti'i'ing into the market lor pun base, >ales and distrihulion ami iu 
ail these connections it is only the co-oj)erati\e bank that can show the 
right wu\. I a.ssur<> from (hi- -ide of the Houm* full support to the (iovern- 
ment if (he> lake liiis uj) and emieavour in organising the loial (H>-operativo 
wu’ieties on the lines ot (lie dharmagobis and .-et up an example to the people 
to form themselves into associations and organisations of their own for the 
pur]>o.se of obtaining vaiious ('ommodities 'I'he latest bungle lias been in 
(smnection with (he distnhutmn of \aiii to wii;ivers The co-operative 
5H>cieties have hern techincallv asked to help in the distrihulion by form- 
ing local I'o-operatne unions of weavers. I know of one example at 
}dalila w liere the Co-operative ibqwirtment had tried to get a number of 
w(\»vers to form themselves into a I'o-operative as'*oriation but the organisa- 
tion imposed the condition that in order to enrol the weavers in a jiroyw'r 
way they had to iHintrihute Ks. 20 as the share capital for each member 
who wouK! go into that co-operative organisation. Sir. it i.s hardly 
possible for wtviivers to enter into an association of that character with their 
owu money if the share capital is so high. And what has been the result? 
Five big merchants two of whonf are Marwarie.s have formed a co-operative 
aocietv and the\ are getting tJO per cent, of the yarn allotment for weaver# 
on the allegation that they are a co-operative society of weavers. About 
18 mem tiers or so in all have formed a co-operative society there and there 
are two thousand weavers who are outside and they are left with ten or 
twelve per cent, of the total yarn, and only few of them have been organieed 
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as a co-oi>erative society. This is another subterfuge which should ho 
stopped. Sir. I submit this and other evils can W eradicated only if popular 
support is sought. 1 hope Government will utilise the department not only 
for the very important work that is just now on hand hut is ahead of us, 
not, merely of distrihiition, but also of rehabilitation work, which is very 
much urgent for the building up of Bengal. 

Mr. PATIRAM ROY: Sir, I beg to move that the demand of 
Rs. lf),ll,lH10 for exi>enditure under the head “4‘2-~(Vom‘ratiou” be mlm'- 
ed by Rs. 100 and in ibis connection I w'ant to raise a di.scussion about the 
general policy of the Government as to the Co-operative Department.

Mr. W. C. WORDSWORTH; Mr Spi •aker, Sir, after many years of 
coiisidertitinu ()f one another and Government, we are all well aware of 
weaknesse.s in this Department. liidetMi, they are obvious, hut it is very 
<?u«y to sujffrest eoiiMneinff cures. 1 am aware of man\ serious p>roposal« 
that have been worked up for month.s and put up to Government in the last 
«ix or seven years, hut. so far as 1 know, they have had no effect and most 
of tliem have f nod need no answer. The reasons for the difficulties 1 shall 
xueutioii in a moment. 

One thinjf missiiifr in this Department is ro-o])eration. 1 do not say that 
with leyit> . The consciousness of co-operation is found only in a few 
apecial institutions here and there. The Department wa.«: not established to 
institute or encourajr** co-operation. It did not jrrow out of the felt need* 
of the people. It was imposed upt>n the peoide by the Government of India 
by an act of null after many committees and conferences and discu.ssion.s in 
public. It was intended in the main to provide aRricuiiural credit for the 
pea.saiit — a very valuable and necessary operation — but by itself it does not 
make co-operation and today what sense of community can there I>e between 
ike Director* of the ProTincial Bank who lend their money out to Central 
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Banks and the peasant — ric<'-ffrowing, paddy-powinp;. hsli-catclung — who 
ultimately gets that money. \Ve consider lenders are hanks of society and 
the borrower-— and the borrower like most of us — feels a natural reluctance 
to pay back his debts (“Hear” “hear” from European benches!. I notice 
I have the whole-hearted support of my own party in this. (Laughter.) If 
the debtor 

Mr. SPEAKER; Mr. Wordsw^orth, your speech, though much appre- 
ciated, is not quite audible from this side. AVill you kindly go to tho 
microphone 

Mr, W. C. WORDSWORTH; I was saying. Sir. that if the debtor wert^ 
proj>erly imbued with the .spirit of co-operation, lie would on ihe nmruing 
that hi.s debt was due get up, ru^h up ami give his (bd)t back to his creditor 
and there would l>e rejoicing on both sides. What lias happeiunl in our 
province — in India generally — i^i a ditt’erenl kind of rush — a rusli to e.stab- 
lish a Co-opeiative Department and, once it wa*; started, ilit' rush has conti- 
nued to get as many societies into this proyince as possible because they 
look well in the statistics In more early days the meaning of co-operation 
was confined to the ways in which the teehng of co-(»pcratiou yvould spread. 
There yvas no part taken to work oat ni(*lhod.s by which everybody inside 
the t‘o-n]ierai ive movement wi uld fetd associated in a ( <iininoti iiit«*rest and 
in a (ommbn jmrposc y\itli every one tdsc There w*as no time to leaeb and 
learn co-opeiative ])iim’iides ami so. it failed. What every (lovernrnent 1ms 
since inlHMit«*d and tried to mak«' tl»e best use of is as-isiam'e. not assistam'e 
in an oj garni' s\ .stein but really in an inorganic structure— atid an inorganic 
stniituK' has no \it.il [»owcr in ii-tdl We tin tight it could incml its own 
defects and so wi* snfl’tued fioin what was done forty years ago when Imlia 
borrowed Iroin ollieT count ne'^ ciMla n tculure.s ot llodr co-ojiejative systems 
but omitted to borrow many otliei fcatuie.s that were mote import. int, VV’^e 
liave coinp.irativt' .studies in Imha Some nrovime.s have ilone belter than 
ours The I'linjab ha^ h.i.l the wisdom ami insjnrahon of a Darling Me 
have not tool sucli ^igaiito tigiite-. at any time in woiking oni t *o-nperal i ve 
Dei uirtmciit . 

The inat'er is now- being considered afresh Tliero are Hei'onstrui'tion 
Committees ami Sub-committees a* yvoik. and I can sav of niy own knowbalge 
that th(*v are working v(>r> hard Hut I do not know whither it is jiossihle 
all at cnee to make good the <lefiTt.s tliaf were imposed upon tliis province 
aome 40 years ago. In tin* operation of this Depariment we suuerci! a 
great deal of io.ss and the Iteconsirm tion Sub-(’oinmit tees bv tlieir direction 
and advice are irung to in ike g »o<l the loss, tbi tlie other ii.iml there is 
a great deal of monev now ay.iilalde to help the neasant - I sjMaik from my 
knowledge of the woik--but no more can he useo bei ause the uii'‘ that ('an 
be mailc of the c.ipit*il of lo-operat i\e batiks is ver> limited .tad r<’.sfricted 
by law d’bost* who come f»’otn tlie mufas-al yvill ]*rob.ibly knoyy bcMer than 
1 do why the jicasant of thi.- morneiit seems to reijuire capital les.s thnu lie 
did d or 4 years ago. 1 am not loiiijM^tent to g’lvt^ any opinion I can only 
aay tliat I knoyy of capital waiting for use tliat is not being ii.sed At the 
present moment we are studying the wonderful snr ('<‘ss of agricultural 
bank.s of Egypt. It may !>e that in the operation of th o.ne banks we sli.dl 
find a way out of our varied and pei iiliai didiiuiLies. d’he\ are great and 
I do not think it is g'*m r<'Us <t just of us to bl.aim* ihf* Deprirtnient at a 
particular moment or (iovernmertt .it any nirticulat rrioment for whaf is 
wrong. W}»at is wrong has be»-n handed d«*wti and it lias liecamie firmly 
fixed by iLe o|M>ratioris ul generation*. Hut it may Is* — we are not consj- 
doring ihi.s in Biuigal — it may be thit a way out of our difficulties, so far 
aa agricultural credit is comeru<*<l, lie.s m .soir y way of aligning the Agri- 
culture Department and the (’o-op**rative Department in some system of 
agricultural banks. 

Mr. MUKUNOA SENARY MULLICK: Mr Speaker, Sir I rim with 

aome amount of despondency to take part in tliia debate. On this occaaion 
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at leaHt I am at one with my friend Dr. Nalinakfiha Sanyal who has put 
forward a constructive suggestion as to how the co-operative department of 
the Government of Bengal should function in the province at the present 
moment. Those of us who have had occasion to read the history of this 
movement all over the world must have found that it is only when the 
people are in distress that the co-operative movement came to their help and 
rescue and not when they were in affluence. 

Now, Sir, we know from our limited experience of the affairs of this 
province that in about 19^18 when there was a great flood overtaking 16 
distriids of the province tlie Co-oj>erative Department of the Government of 
Bengal was thought of as the only agency which could help our people of 
those districts and help them out of their difficulties. 

Now, *Sir, on an investigation into the activities of the department which 
were growing it was felt sometime hack that the Act of 1912 was not suffi- 
cient. The growing needs of the movement required not only more powers 
but also more responsihilities. Taking that factor into consideration, this 
House was good enough t(» pass a comprehensive Act in 1940. Eulogies 
were offered so far us the success of that Act was concerned — at least on 
that occasion. Facilities were offered and 1 am not quite sure if the 
Ministry of the day have had time enough to peruse the 140 sections of this 
Act and find out what facilities they have got, what powers have been given 
to Government and their corresponding responsibilities. Following the 
jirovisions of the Act rules were framed and 1 am not quite sure again as 
to whether time has been found by the Hon ’hie Minister of the Department 
to {leruse those few rules by now. 

Sir, to foster co-o|K*rative movement in any province it requires sympathy 
and guidance on the jmrt of one and honesty and good will on the part of 
the other. In order to have guidance it was felt by Government a few^ years 
ago as also by tiliis House that the department was understaffed and that 
the money provided was inadequate. When the facts were jilaced before 
the House, the House was good enough to agree to properly stuff the depart- 
ment liy giving them i(i Assistant Registrars in jilace oi Hvc. and Hi Divi- 
sional Auditors in place <»f five, but we find today that main ot the ranges 
are without any officer. Again the Head of the Department has been 
working on an acting capacity for some years now and he does not know 
where he stands. 1 do not undcrsiaiid bow an officer cun at all function or 
can work conscientiously or wdth justification or with any amount of energy 
if he is put on the fence of that character when he is working on an acting 
basis year after year. If he has done well and has jiroved a success he must 
get nniper facilities. If he has provinl himself otherwise, he should be said 
good-bye as soon as possible. This is the situation today. There is no 
guidance much loss an\ .\vmpath> from the top, and so* far as the other 
questions are concerned I am not quite sure if there is that spirit of honesty 
and good will which ought to he felt by those who are called upon to work 
amongst themselves for l>ettering their own conditions. My esteemed 
Professor, the (’hairmnn of the Provincial Bank, has told us today as to 
what the ('o-o|>erative Department has been doing for some years now 

Due thing, Sir. whieh was very sorely fell by this House as also by 
our friends outside i.s what would happen to the large number of societies 
which had l*eon groaning under heavy burdens. A committee went into 
this question and it traiispiiMHl that so far as the debts of the village credit 
societies numbering 30, (MK) and more are concerned, they amounted to 
Ra. 6.10 lakh.s of which Rs. 2,50 lakhs went to their capital and Rs. 3,60 
lakhs formed their interest. Kveu an expert financier and Finance Minister 
like my old colleague Mr. Nalini Rmijan Snrker had to agree that the scheme 
that was formiilatiHl by the Department of the day and the advice given bv 
the Co-operative expert of the province including the Provincial Bank and 
its Chairman was the liest plan which could be thought of. We do not 
know what has hapj>eued to the scheme; nor do we know what action has 
been taken on that scheme. We find in the budget today — my honourable 
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friend. Dr. Sauyal, did not appreciate the details when he mioted %ureH — 
that the amount has not increased from Rs. 16 to Ra. 19 lakhs but it has 
practically jrone down. For we find that the increase is only due to the 
payment of dearness allowance and other charges which of cH)urse did not 
find mention in the Red Book. AVe find that the Department has again 
gone down and has been considerably undertaffed. If the Department were 
to function properly all these difficulties which have now haopeiuMl, .should 
be overcome as quickly as possible and the powers given to the (lovernment 
in the Act of HMO should be availed of at an early date. If the Hon’ble 
Minister has not the time to go into it 1 am sure his Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Khan Bahadur Alxlur Hahinan who was a memlK»r of the Select Com- 
mittee, would have time to go into it and he would probahlv he able to 
advise the Department. 1 do not have time to go into the details but as 
1 have said there is some amount of despondency felt by every one. I hope 
my remarks will be appreciated in the spirit in which they have been 
offered. 

1 am sorry that my est(‘cmed I*rofessor, Mr. AVt>rdswortli . had to mention 
that we have not got a Darling »ni co-operation in this Province, but he 
should have remembered that Sir Maliadni Darling did go into tins 
question. His report was there. The (iovernment of the day did not find 
if vei'N much encouraging t(> them and did not feel inclined to publish the 
report. The report i^ available to those who are called upon to jidminister 
the Department. After that a Special Officer was appointed at the instance 
of no less a person than His Excellency Sir .lohn Anderson to examine and 
report on this condition of the eeiitrul ('o-operalive hunks. This (juesiion 
was thoroughly gone into, viz., the eoiidition of (Vntral Banks in the 
province numbering about 120. was examined and he gave a very detailed 
report. I am not sure if the Hoirble Minister in charge of the Department 
has had time to read tiliat report. 

I fee] sincendy that if the Department had taken up its pro|>er position 
which it (jccupies, perhaps a good deal of the activities which are now taken 
b> the <'ivil Sujiplie.H Department would not have been necessary and we 
would have l>een aide to save ourselves from all sorts of ugly allegations 
that have been levelled again.st the i’ivil Supplies Department. 

Mauivi MUHAMMED ISRAIL: 1 have given malice of a cut motion 
but I do not propose to nio\e it The motion itself reads thus: “To raise 
a discuhsifoi about the old <lebts f)f the (V»-oj)erative lb*partment and their 
aettlement by the Co-o]>erative Special Boards”. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Y oil cannot move your nH»tion. 

Mauivi MUHAMMED ISRAH.* i have not ioovimI it. So far as the 
debts of th<* (’((-operative dejiartnients an* eoncerned they were not included 
in tlie Monc\ .lend(*rs Act on the understanding that the interest paid by 
the ('((-operative debtors was not very high. But the House knows that the 
members of primary societies have to pay interests at Us. 15-10-0 per cent, 
per annum. That interest is not low. The Moneylenders’ Act was 
brought into uf>eration to give relief to the debtors and tho Debt Settlement 
Boards were set up to give relief to the debtors. Now^ the Debt Settlement 
Boards were trying to cut down the debts according to the paying c'apacity 
of debtors. But unfortunately Government have not done mucm for the 
co-operative debtors, (iovernment by an order set up Sjiecial Debt Scdtle- 
ment Boards in each subdivisional headquarters for co-operative debts. The 
Chairman of the Board is the Coroperative Inspector, two members of tb© 
Board are members of primarx* societies and two are members of the Central 
Banks. The Department has said that not more than 5 instalments should 
W granted so far as Co-operative Debt is concerned. Not only that the 
interest should ran on easy instalments at 6| per cent, per annum. This 
bas M to the difficulty that all co-operative deDtors have logo to the sub- 
diTiaional beadqnarters for^tbe reduction of their debts. Tms has led to 
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congestion there. Further* these people have to go and spend a lot of 
money at the subdivisional headquarters on food and other purposes. Not 
onl} that,, due to congestion, they ^ave to pay some fees to clerks and others. 
They do not get any relief whatsoever from these boards. Even if there be 
any settlement it is not according to the paying capacity of the debtors. 
Th^re i« a scheme as has been suggested by Mr. Mullick for the payment of 
old debts and it was to be paid by raising del)enture8. He has just now 
said that the entire debt of the primary societies amounted to Rs. 310 lakhs 
and it W'us understood that the Provincial Bank was ready to forego the 
interest provided at least 00 per cent, was paid in cash and 40 per cent, in 
debentures. That was examined and as he has just now pointed out it was 
supported b\ a great financier like Mr. Nalini Itanjan Sarker. Goverii.uient 
has not given effect to that, (loveniment trie<l by the Subdivisional 
Officers who happened to be the Chairmen of Outral Banks, by utilising 
their services to realise the debts of so-called debtors. Not only that there 
is provision in the Act itself that as soon as a co-operative debtor is in 
arrears there is a procedure for submission of the dispute. The dispute 
should be Hulunitted and award given by the Inspector. As soon as there 
is an award the ariKumt can he realised by a certificate procedure. The 
certificate pnwedure has been tried and tlie Act f>f 1940 lias k?en passed to 
give more pow'er for the realihation of tlio.se debts. All these have been 
utilised. In spile of that, th(‘ debts remain there. It clearly shows that 
the co-o|)enitive debtors have not yet been abli* to pay tlieir (l(‘hth and are 
unulile to pay tlieir delitn. Tlieretoie I urge upon the (ioveriinieiit to see 
that so far as the old debth are eoncenied at lea^t the interest must be 
wipcnl out and the principal allowed to be paid in easv instalments. In less 
that is d(.ue iht're is no relief to the co-operative debtors. My another 
suggestion will be that these Co-operative Special Debt Settlement Boards 
should be ub ilisbcd and tliese case.s should W alloweil to (‘ome before tho 
ordinurv lioards so that no distinction can lie made betwuH.*n co-operative debts 
and other debts 

Mr. SPEAKER: Your time is up. 

Maulvi MUHAMMED I8RAIL: 1 «unt 3 minutes more, Sir. That is 
all about co-operative old debts. Now (loverniiieiit have .‘started Land 
Mortgage Bank.s. There is one Laud Mortpigs* Bank in Mymensingh. But 
Governnieut have advanced forty tlimi.sand ruj>ees to these bank-* fur a 
population of sixty lakhs. If we take five per.sons as the unit of a family, 
it comes to twelve lakhs of families and Rs. 40,000 to finance twelve^ lakhs 
of families is nothing. So (loverniiient sliould not be allowed tri keep the 
banks in that position. They must finance the land mortgage bank.^ pro- 
]M*rl\ if they really want to help the rural people. Then, Sir. the laud 
mortgage banks have provided that two suretie*^ are to be .‘secured ami this 
is impossible where land has to be mortgaged as well. 

Sir, I now come to the creation of multi-purposes socieliCh. In my own 
subdivision of Ki.short^ganj 1 know how the co-operative multi-purposes 
societies have be<‘n formed and how they are working. The entire distribu- 
tion of cloth, kerosene and other things which are under Goveru iient control 
is done by thes*» mulli-purnoses soiueties. The.'^c societie.'i take out all the 
ration articles from the iSundivisional Officer for the members of tlie niiilti- 
purposes society and then the\ distribute the articles to the ration curd- 
holners. This has led to the shortage of black-marketing. But now* these 
are the societies of the people and so even if the margin of profit i-. small, 
they get things at cheap rates. The Hou.se will he glad to know that the 
ihare money of the multi-purposes wociety of Kishoreganj i.s now Rs. 2.tio,(MKt 
or more. (At this stage the member having reached his lime-limit resumed 
his seat.) 

Batllt RADHAHATH DASS Sir, 1 wrill speak generally on the subiect 
of cevoperation .so far as the scheme for the development of handloom inefua- 
try ii concerned. It has been stated in the Red book* on page 71, that a 
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scheliie for tiie developmetit of handloom industry bas been made. I want 
to know in detail wbal that sclienie is. Now, Sir, with rejcard to the hand- 
loom industry I should say that it does not require any mentiouinfr that the 
condition of the weavers in Benjral is precarious. They are now practically 
starving. They cannot carry on their business which they have so long 
been carrying on for want of yarn and for want of proper sup]>ort from the 
Government. As a result of that they are now starving. In these 
circiim8tan<*es, a.H W'e have just now heard it should In* the duty of the Govern- 
ment to help the weavers so that they can get enough yarns for the produc- 
tion of cloth, especially in these days when there is a shortage of cloth and 
when hy production of more (doth they can relieve at least to some extent 
the .sufterings tliat we are now undergoing for want of cloth. In connec- 
tion with distribution (»t yarn I wouhl draw tin* atlention of the (iovei imieiit 
to one llai Ihuliadur K. P. Saha uln* has Imm'ii apiHonled as the agiuil »>f 
Government to distribute yarn to tlie Suhdivisional (Mhcers and the ^^uh- 
divisional ()ffic«‘rs will in their turn <Iistrihule llie \arn to local dealers and 
the haal dealers will distribute to aitual (onsumers Now, Sir, one very 
aggravating and most (h*])lorahle ]>rat‘tice that ha.s been followed by the 
(Government is this tliat this Kai Itahadur It. I’ Saha is gi\en a peroentuge 
as liis i»rofil ami I do not know w h} l»e has been appointed at all on behalf 
of the (iov4‘rnment for distrihuiion of yarn. 

Mr. ABDULLA.AL MAHMOOD: Is that Itai Haliadur U. P. Saha 
an employer of Dr. Sandal!" 

Babu RADHANATH DA8: I do not know

Once more I appeal through you to the Govern- 
ment that they should clearly describe and point out what is the fwdieme 
that they are now- executing or intend to curry out for the purpose of 
developing the handloom industry. I appeal to fiovernment through you, 
Sir, that they should state clearly what they have in mind, particularly with 
regard to the development of handloom industry.

Mr. ATUL CHAMDRA «EN: Mr. Speaker, Sir, V rise to say a iiiw 
words ill sppport of the motion J)f my honourable friend Mrs. Ilemaprova 
Majumdar with regard to organisation of handloom industry on a co-oja*ra- 
tive basis. I remeiiibt^r in my c ollege days 1 read a bf>ok by a distinguished 
English writer in which the author began the prefwe with the following 
words: “Dear reader, let me tell you what my book is not.” Similarly lei 
me begin by saving, what co-operation in Bengal is not. In this nrovinee 
eo-oiKTatioh is not real. It is not serious of its purpose. The Ministry 
and the Department of Co-operation are absolutely devoid of imagination 
and ideas. They are toying with eo-ojieration. As an illustration we may 
take the case of the deplorable condition of the handloom, industry in the 
province. The cloth famine that has overtaken the province and has almost 
reduced it to nakedness has forced the attention of the peijple to this 
industry. 

Sir. those who know anything about handloom industry would tell you 
that the possibilities of this industry are vast if the problem can be tackled 
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with ima^inatioB and foresight. Unfortunately, the Government have 
done nothing of the kind. If the more than two lakhs of handlooms in the 
provinre could be properly organised people could have got at least some 
relief in the matter of cloth today. The problem is not so very difficult, 
because the looms that are spread over the province are spread in compact 
areas. In my own subdivision of Narayanganj for example there are a 
little less than 40, (HK) handlcMuns all lying idle today. What is the prob- 
lem in regard to these handlooms!'' How to organise them? I shall not 
lead the House into technicalities. There are three aspects of the question. 
One is of supply and procurement of materials including yarn and also 
other materials; the second is of manufacture and the third of marketing. 
1 beg to submit that in all these three aspe< ts <-o-operation can work wonders 
if tackled in a proper way. My honourable friend Mr. Radhanath Das has 
mentioned the (piestion of yarn supply. He lias said that things have been 
left in the hands of a man who.se hojuifitU’it is not above board. I personally 
know al)out Rai Hahadur Ranada Prosad Saha. He has one great quali- 
fic^ition. He knows how to grease ]m)per hands. He knows how to divide 
the spoils with his boss or bosses in the Ministry. I make this statement 
witliout fear of challenge. If anybody in the House has the courage to 
challenge me, I am prepare<l t(» show mattuials of unimpeat hable character 
which will go to show that this man is doing things in a way whicli is un- 
worthy of an honest man of business. Distribution of yarn must be made 
in an Iionest way by co-operativ<‘ method. If (jovernmeiit mean luisiness they 
can also manufacture yarn by establishing small spinning mills in coinpai’t 
areas on co-opt*rat ive basis. They can also start small jneparatorv and 
finishing mills. Those who are in the textile induct i\ know tliat if 
arrangement is inaib* foi sutiplying sized beaiiiN, to tlie handlooin weavers 
the process (d manufacture is greatly facilitated. 

bast but not the b*ast, the que>tion of marketing, i*' a great pnddem. 
The poor p(‘ople work day and nigdit, but they do not get proper faidlities 
for marketing, I know' that in Dacca thesi* people work hard and they 
proiluce very nice stuff. Hut the vultures from emtside, the lesourceful 
middle num, gt» tliere and take away the goods at a nominal iirice, Per- 
haps tlie childnui of the weaver‘< ate suffering from malaria, ]ierha]»s they 
are g(»ing witlumt food. In these I'ircumstances the weavers cannot h<dd 
their gocxls for the beat market. They sell the goods, they sell tluuuseUe* 
to these middle men. ll is for the Uo-operative Diqmrtment to save these 
poor handlooin weaviu's from the clutidies of the middle men. That can be 
done bv co-operation. Unfortunately, the (Government have done nothing 
of the kind in this mutter. 

MftUlvi AHMED ALI MRIDHAS Sir, my reading of the o|)erative 
]Hirtion of the Co-operative budget is (In Persian) —

(“Oh? friend, if you demand inv life I shall give you my soul also, but if 
you demand money that is a riddle. I shall not be able to give you any- 
thing.”) 

The Hon’hle Mr. Mandal lias approached the Hon'ble Finance Minister 
with a beggar’s bowd but he has not got anything. The Hon’ble Finance 
Minister has said : ’‘improvement of civojieration is not possible and we are 
ven* 8orr>*. you shall not l>e aide to sjiend”, I hope, Sir, that today there 
will be a resolve that some more money is provided for co-operation and 
oo-o|>eration may thrive and prosper in IVengal. 

Sir, I 
feel encouraged to listen to the speeches of honourable members belonging 
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to different parties of this House today only for tbe reason that their 
speeches are full of ctmstruetive suggestions. 


Now, Sir, I am particularly thankful to Mr. ^Vord.•^^v^^rtl^. a veteran 
co-operator of this province, who has very rightly stated that non-payment 
mentality of the debtors of this province is no less resptmsible for the partial 
failure of the (\K)perative movement in this province. 


Further lie added that when then* was an expansion oi tht* (^>-operutive 
Societi<*s a large number of ('i»-(»perat ive Fredil Socit‘ti(*s were torint'd with- 
out giving due (ousideratiiui lo the paying <-upacit\ ot the members who 
were torining into e<t-operat ivt* Msieties. Man\ tilings, man> enaus were 
committed in the past tor which the ('o-ojM‘ratiNe movement to-day is 
suffering and has a setback. 

N(»w, Sir, of all the speeches delivered t»n the floor of this House by 
Dr Sun\al. today's -niieecli »luis attracted my greatest atfentitm and appre- 
ciation because liis speech toda\ is full ot constructive suggestions. Hut 
so far as his chaiges ot mal-admlnistraii«m in this Department are concerned 
lie has laibal to substantiate them Sir, in the selection of oflicers, 

efficienc\ and merit are alwa\s taken into I'onsideration and Dr. Sanya! 
has noi been able t(. ( ite a single instance »d' »i»rruption and bribery in 
which «)tlicials oi non-otlicials weie in\(d\ed.

For every thing that lias to bt* 
done b\ this I)t>pai t no'iit . it lias gtd to d(*pend on other Departments (if 
Governmeni. Theiefoie the achievements whiih may be made by this 
Department are dependant on the co-openition and assistance ni other 

dejiartineiits (rtjveiument was not unmindful to this iiuestion and they 

gave due consideration t<* it and came to tin* d(*rision that distriliut ion 
should he made through union and thaiia foiwl (oiiimittees. Df course T 
really f(?el encouragi‘d to find here that the representatives of Ibmgul are 
appreciating' gradually the usefulness and effectiveness of this f'o-operative 
Department and co-operative movement. I am waiting for the day when 
along with the representatives of the people the people at large will also 
combine and co-operate with me. You know, Sir. about some of the 
failures of this Department in the past which are still in the memory of 
the people, and it is not very easy to bring all the fK*ople under the fold of 
co-operation. In his sjieech Afr. Wordsworth has rightly said that no co- 
ojierative education wa.s imparted to the people and they therefore could not 
know what To-ofie rat ion was and up till now' a large si'ction of the people 
of this Province do not quite appreciate what co-operation is on account of 
their appalling illiteracy. Afy friend# of the Opposition better know- the 
position. It is not within the power of the Co-o|>erative Department to 
impart education to 6 crores of people of Bengal. Sir, the work of thin 
Department in all aspects has improved eonsideraWy during the present 
Ministry and if I am permitte?! to state the position bj' a comparative chart 
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it will be clear to everybody that the department has now made considei 
able progress. The following chart will indicate the financial position o 
the Bengal Provincial Co-operative Bank: —

Besides this, it has Rs. 1 crore invested in 
gild-edged securities. Therefore the position of the Bengal Provincial Co- 
operative Bank is much better now* than it was when iny l»redecessors were 
in office.

1, therefore, feel Sir, that of all ptTsons Mr. Mullick has no cause for 
complaint to make against this Ib'partment because this department has 
achieved better progress during the present Ministr\ than it liad dime 
during the last two Ministries. Then 1 will come to the point raised by 
Mrs. llemaprova Majumdar regarding the handloom industries in Bengal. 
Her speech ought to have lanm delivered from a ])ublic platform ; she select- 
ed a wrong forum. In her speech she has held the Co-operative Depart- 
ment responsible for the supply of cloth to the peojilo of this (‘ountrv. She 
should know that it was only a few years ago that the Co-operative l)epart- 
ment t<H)k up the charge of hand-loom industries and efforts were made 
with the Government i»f India's grant which was available since tlie vear 
19115 f(»r its development and during this period the Department has achieved 
considerable progress and succe.ss. Gn the -iOth June, 194-1, the numlK^r 
of weavers* societies was 447 with 5.-185 membera. At jiresent this Depart- 
ment has started 14 industrial unions and 947 weavers’ societies with a total 
membership of 22,290. Honourable members should realise the difficulty 
that this province is dependent on other provinces in the mutter of supply 
of yarn, but the yarn which is receiveil by (his province is not sufficient to 
inwt the normal reiiuiremenU. But still a considerable portion of it is 
I>eing allotted to the weavers’ sfM’ieties. This department can form any 
number of weavers’ siwieties. but unless and until a sufficient quantity of 
yarn can be made avuilaW them, there is no iwe for starting these co- 
operative s^icieties. (Mr. Arri. Ciiwnm Skn : How much yarn was 
distributed to the.se societies, do you know?l There is no figure exactlv to 
show how much yarn was dis(rihute<l. but so far more than Rs. 6 lakhs has 
been spent for the development of handbxim industry out of the Government 
of India grant, which amounts to more than Rs. 7 lakhs. It has been 
pointed out by some honourable members that a very meagre sum has been 
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protided for the development of handloom indut^try, but the poeition ia 
that when schemes are adopted and sanctioned by the Govemuieiit of In^^^WS 
they gprant the re<|uired amount and that amount is shown in the Dudjret. 
Throughout the year the Government of India frives simie amount of money. 
Therefore, althoujrh the sum is very small, there is no reason to despair 
that the Government of India will not give us more money for the develop- 
ment of handloom industry if and when required. In 1944-1’) the yarn to 
the total value of Rs. 8-") lakhs was consumed by the weavers’ societies and 
finished goods fetched Rs. 1*1 lakhs. 


Now, Sir, in the Post-War Reconstnu'tion projtosal there is a scheme 
for the development of handloom industry and there is a proposal for start- 
ing a mill even. If fortunately the seheme is adt»pted. then ]>erhaps there 
shall be no cause of grievance on this account. 

Then, Sir, regarding the point raised hy Mr. Mnkunda Rehary Miillick. 
He said that every department is being ethciently run and many things 
which are being done by the Givil Siipplies l)e]>artment could have been 
done by this department. There I agree with him, but 1 ilo not agree that 
thi-^ departiueut is not beings eflieieutlx run. The de]>artmeut is run very 
eHi<‘iently on all liaudN.

The Hen'ble Mr. JOCENDRA NATH MANDAL; Now, Sir, before I 
con<*Iu<le 1 must say a few words on the Rehabilitation and Debenture 
Scheme whiith has been haujrinfr for a lon^r time. This question has been 
raised by Mr. M. B. Mullick. This Debenture Scheme was submitted to 
him in the year 19‘i9 duriiiK- his Ministership. Then Mr. Aziz Ahmed was 
appointed as Rej^istrar of the Co-operative Societies. He found the scheme 
detective he drewSij) another siheme which mi^ht be called the 
llehabilitalEjn Scheme. That scheme also was before the (jovernment in 
the year 1941. Mr. Aziz Ahmed left the department in September, 1942. 
All these lejfacies were driven to us by the former Ministry; we are not 
responsible for them. What this Government has done is this: as we 
found some defects in both the schemes, as both the schemes in some 
respects were conflicting’, we could not accept any of them, and then we 
proposed to appoint an expert adviser for the Co-ojierative Department 
and also a banking- expert to examine the financial jmsition of the Provin- 
cial Bank. When we firoceeded with the appointment we found it 
extremely difhcult to get a suitable ptuson and the name of Sir Malcolm 
Darling was suggested and we approai-hed Sir Malcolm Darling more than 
once but ultimately he did not agr<*e to come over to Bengal. Now we have 
approached another co-o[)erative authorit\. Sir Hugh Hood, who is one of 
the numila'rs of the Administrati\e (\»mmitte<‘ now sitting. (Dr. N \t.i.\\ksh.\ 
Sanyai-: All foreign experts!) 1 would recpiest my friend to 'suggest any 
name and we are prepar(‘d to consider his sugg-estion. (Dr. NAMNAhSiu 
Sanvm. : Dr. (luerashi of Hyderabad — a Mii.-^lim.) Yes, I am prepared to 
see wdi(‘ther he is a suitalde per.son and is a\ailablc, but Dr. Sanyal .^hould 
know that tlicri* are many difficulties in the way of gM*tti!ig a suitable jausoii. 
(Dr. Naianmnsih S\ny\i.: Wh\ <lid you not retain Mr. Aziz AhnuMly) 
He could not lie soared. (Dr. N \i.i.v \k.sii \ Sv.nmi.: A man who was 
given training in tliis work could not be sj)ared’^) 1 a-ikcd for man\ civi- 
lians of Bengal but none of them (-ould be spared. lb»wcvcr, we expect 
that Sir Hug-li Hood will agree t(» the IU•o])o^al and will accept tlie offer, but 
it w'ill take some time lua-aiise he is ver\ anxious to get sonic months’ lea\e. 

Now, we also on our part are \erv anxious to rehabilitate tlu* i-o-operative 
mi>vt‘ment in this province. We lia\e been able to find out its difficulties 
uud w<' have been able to suggest the reiiualies, but wt‘ are laymen. We 
I'Xpect that an (’Xpmt adviser would j(dn stam and he would suggest to the 
(iovernment what schemes should be adopteil finally I hojie that within 
a very short time we will have that. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: Does Sir Hugh Hood know Bengali 
aiul would he be able to talk to villagers'' 

The Hon'ble Mr. JOCENDRA NATH MANDAL: He is not required 
to talk to villagers; he is ouly to formulate schemes, because the co-ojierative 
department has inuumerahle oftieers to talk to villagers. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: Does he know Bengal village condi- 
tions? 

The Hoflllle Mr. JOCENDRA NATH MANDAL: Ven well. If 
Dr. Sanyal can cite happening.s in other countries being a Bengali why 
«houbl not a man from ouUide know the conditions of Bengal. 

Hr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: I do not claim an apimintmeut in the 
co-operative department in lioudou. 

The Hon*ble Mr. iIOCENDr'a NATH MANDAL: Now, regarding the 
scaling down of the debts of the meml>ers of the ct>-o|>erative societies, some 
progress has been made althou^i it is not up to the expectation. Many of 
the meetings of the S|)e<‘ial Debt Settlement Btuirds failed for want of 
quorum and we are trying to form the board.s with those who are willing 
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to attend meeting^ regularly and directions have lieeu given to the Dirwtor 
of Debt Conciliation and the Subdivisional Otticers roucerned to see that 
meetings are held properly and there is a si)eedy dis[»osal of cases.

Tho Hon’ble Mr. JOCENORA NATH MANDAL: Sir, on the recom- 
mendation of Ili.s Excellency the Governor J beg to move that a sum 
of IN. Ui,(Nf,(KK> be granted lor expenditure under the hearl “25 — General 
Administration — Debt (’oneiliation*’. 

Mr. P. BANER4I: Sir. T beg to move that the demand <»f IN. lfi,(K),0(K) 
for expenditure under the head “25— General Administration — Debt 
Conciliation" be reduced bx R^- 109 to raise a diacuaaiun alwut failure of 
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the Government to give real relief to the agriculturists and its policy in 
the formation of Debt Settlement Boards with persons, causing inordinate 
delay in disposing of cases. 

Sir, after hearing the Hon’ble Minister in the previous debate on “Co- 
operation” one feels inclined to think what Mr. Fazlul Huq said in his 
statement the other day, viz., that tliese Ministers have skins of rhinoceroses 
and crocodiles. Today every member both for and against Government was 
vociferous in their condemnation of the llon’ble Minister and his Depart- 
ment, but still the Hon’hle Minister was not ashamed to say that his 
Department was lunning very merrily and well. It has been said by some 
of the members supporting the Government that things have changed from 
what they were during the previous administration with the result that 
there has been some imj)rovement, but while they were on the way of 
improvement, things had smidenly deteriorated. Sir, the Hoirble Minister 
has said tluit the speecdi of Mrs. Hemaprova Majumdar would fit well in 
the public, park. This is a wonderful statement, but ecpially, on the 
opposiit; side, lacks at least in decency and decorum. Mr. \\’ordsworth has 
pointisl out that this Department should have been at least amalgamated 
or rather the agricultural debtors shoubl have been brought within the ])ur- 
view of this Bojird. This they could not do. We tried in Itldo to bring 
this Department, I mean the Co-operative Departmiuit , within the purview 
of H. A. 1). Act or the Heng-al Agricultural D4‘btor> Act as it was then 
naim'd. ^o\v, uhat has (M»me to be true is that this was not only bad in 
nomenclature, but bad in amdication, and bad in ever\ way. Strictly 
speaking it is the worst maeninerv through which the agricultui ist-s have 
to pass to safeguard their int«*n‘sts What was the object of the Kill'r Its 
object was to give relict to the agriculturalist?, in the matter of their in- 
debt^'dness. Now, Sir. it was passeil in Itblo or early in llb'tti and since 
then .so mans years have passed and if wi* go and tind out tlx* details of the 
W'orking of tlx* l){‘bt Settlement Boards, we will be ^nijuised to tind that 
cases arr* pending Indore tlx* Boards for mon* than four' \4*ar^ These ]>oor 
agrii’ult urists art* madt* to come and go month after month and yt‘ar after 
year to those Boards but to no effect. As regards the Subdi\ isional (tffieers 
they art* also very bus> , they canmtt sit in <*ourts. K\(*n t'ases more tliaii 
two years tdd are lying before them. Tins is the .statt* of affairs that is 
prevailing. If we ask the llon’blt* Minister just to explain the real cause 
of it, frossildy be will pleatl ignoranct* and pt*rha|>s be will give ns an assnr- 
nnee that be will do everything possible. But that is not the point. The 
faet is that he has wasted his time and eonld not tlo anything. When the 
Aet was passed it was dt*eidt*d that after tlx* la)>se of three years the Boards 
will be rec’onstituted. T ean mention one Board, for instance, the Daulat- 
P ^ ^ Cnion Board which i.s not at all functioning for the last three months. 
When the Board is going to 1 h* reeon.stituted there is no knowing. We find 
Uiat all the members barring one or tw<» solitary exeeptnons are being again 
nominated there. In this way it must wait for 12 months to be reconsti- 
tuted, and a.*< I have explained, the result is that the ugric-ulturists are put 
to a great inconvenience. My point is: why these (‘uses should not W 
decided soon. If instead of these Boards these ca.ses had been sent to the 
ordinary courts, they w’ould have been decided long ago. But as at present, 
tlie (>biect of the Act has been totally frUvStraU'd with the result that these 
agrjctilturists have to come almost every week from a great distance and go 
back. This they are doing for the last three or four years and these |HH)r 
agriculturists have to do it at a tremendous sacrifice. Why should these 
cases not be disposed of quickly^ These can be disposed' of within a year. 

I would request the Hon’ble Mini.ster to see that tho.se Iwards which are 
under r^onstruction are reconst itutwl immediately and the old cases dealt 
with without any further delay. Wherever any definite allegation against 
any ^^*'*®* member of a Board who is found to be corrupt is made, 

he should be dealt with iinmediatelv. In this connection I mav sav that 
invanably they are corrupt. The Hon’ble Minister does not seem to know 
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about the corruption in his own Department though the inembera are voci- 
ferous in their condemnation not only of this department hut also of other 
departments. Mr. Wordsworth who was speaking on (his motion had 
suggested that these Departments, vi*., the Agriculture and C(M)l>erative 
Departments should be mixed up and placed under ime Minister. I would 
also suggest that the Department of Runil Indebtedness, ^^hich is a tempi*- 
rar>' department and the Agriculture Department, should he treated a.s one 
portfolio. With these words I commend my motion ti> the acceptance of 
the House.

Mr. il. A. POWELL: Mr. S|H*akcr, Sir, in HU])portinj; the detiuind of 
the llon’hlc Minister in » hai|;»‘ ot Kuial I iHitd>tc(liu>M> 1 want to make a tew 
brief observation*' on the vorkin^ of the l)(*bl Settlement Uttards. I uill 
try to be as bnei a<s I po^^ibl\ can. Tliese Hoanls liave been in exislenei* 
Irtnn the time ot the passinj; ol tin* Heiij.ral Ajk*"! ii nllural Debtors Act and 
the proti'^sed puipose tor whieli tliey vere bnmi^rlit into existence was to 
frive to the di'btors a speedx ami just settlement ot tlu'ir debts. Now I 
propose to ^^ive m\ ideas as to what extent that purpose has been ai hieved. 
Some \erv interesting^ figures were published in DeceinlnT in the “Hen^:ii] 
Weekls’* about the wnrkin^^ ot the Boards. Tlie\ mention that debts amount- 
ing’ to *)tl erores liaxe been settled b\ awaids totallin^r ei^dit4*en eroies. 
That means that debts have been sealed di»wn b\ no 1e-s than bf pi*r e»*nt. 
and that <iut ot d-i lakhs of eases instituted. ‘JM lakhs have been disposed of 
and six laklis are (Uit^tandin^ 1'hese fi^nires. howe\er. do mtt tell us tin* 
triu* st(ir\ (d how the BoariU IniNc been working’. 'I'heso Ihjard" are com- 
posed of non-ottieials and tlie\ work very intr'iniittently . Honourable 
members have alri'adx reteired to the was in whii h Hoanls adjouin over 
and o\ei a};ain tor \er\ iiisulheient reasons, for laek oi ijuoium and debtors 
and ere<lifor> have to incur roiisiderable expense and find that nothin^r is 
done and the »ases drau* ‘Ui in this wax from year P* yi'ar. It has lu’en iny 
experieiiee that vmx t»tten eultivatois jro to tin* Hoarrl with no real riesire 
to settle their dt*bts but in an attempt tr» efleet further evasion and proeras- 
tinati»*n, and in this they haxe been reinarkablx sina-essl ul . 'I'in* Hoards 
have stay»*il civil proeeerliiif;*' ami ♦•very dexn-e lor exasjon has be(‘n hUee<‘s(l- 
fully employed. Althoujrh agriculturists noxx-a-<layH are in a position to 
rcfiay their debts thex have been (.rranted li^ht instalments by these Hoards 
and these instalments cannot be reviser]. I therefore maintain that the 
very object lor which these Hoards were constituted has failed to some 
extent at any rate, and not only failed but precisely the opposite efleet 
has been proriueed ; that is to say, many a^rriculturisls are still in debt to- 
day, whose debts would hax-e been cleared had it not been for the existence 
of these so-called Debt Settlenient Hoards. Honourable memberK are 
aware of the difficulties experienced when these Debt Settlement Hoards 
become defunct and that no pnmer airanjfements have }>**en made for the 
disposal of the landing cases. If you consider the Sf'alinjr down of debts 
by G4 }>er cent, in the light of the other circumstances, these delays, these 
expenses to creditors and debtors and the cost of all this attendance which 
had proved futile. I think you will agree that the creditors haxe hud rather 
a poor deal. We know that many debts bax’e Vieen swollen by ine^piitous 
rates of interest and the Boards have lK*en right in cutting them down. 
This should not appljr, however, to the just dues of a landlord who has 
plenty of trouble, as it is, in collecting his rent and should not be subject 
to alf this bother and expense. 
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Now, Sir, those boards are not going to last Tery much longer and the 
present is, in my opinion, a very opportune time for getting these debts 
settled. I should welcome an assurance from the Hon’ble Minister today 
that steps will be taken to speed up the work of these boards and that close 
supervision will be exercised over these boards which have become notorious 
for the irregular attendance of their members. They should be pressed to 
dispose without further delay of all outstanding cases and Government 
should also make proper arrangements to appoint special officers to settle 
thowi cases lying undisposed of by those boards which have become defunct 
without finishing their work. '

Tht HOfi*bl« Mr. BARADA PROSANNA PAIN: Sir. on the reiom- 
mendation of -His Exrellency the (Governor. 1 beg to move that a sum of 
tts. 1,31,31,000 W granted tor expenditure under the heads “XVll — 
Irrigation — Working Expesn.ses — 18 — Other Hevenue Expenditure financed 
from Ordinary Uevenues — 18(1) — Other Hevenue Expenditure financed from 
Famine Insurance Fund — 19 — Construction of Irrigation, Navigation, 
Embankment and Drainage Works — B — Financed fnun Ordinary Hevenues 
and 68 — Construction ot Irrigation, Navigation. Embankment and Drainage 
Works.” 

Or. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, I Wg to move 
that the demand ot Us l,3l.3l,(KHi foi ex|»endjtvire under the head ‘‘XVII. 
etc. — Irrigation” be re<lu<*ed by Us. 100 to raise a discussion almut (r) the 
absence of any comprehensive |M)licy for tackling the irrigation problems ot 
the Province as a whole; (ii) inadequacy of the arrangements for the River 
Research Institute; (hi) haphazard character of emergency and rehabilita- 
tion irrigation works and maladministration and waitefulneNs in connection 
therewith; and (tv) delay in dealing with Dammlnr Floml Control Projects. 

Sir, hardly any speech is. 1 hofie, necessary to conviiu'e Government or. 
at any rate, this House of the logic contained in each one of these argu- 
ments, For the last few years, this House is aware how we from this section 
of the Assembly have Wen insistently demanding greater and more extended 
efforts on the part of the Government of Bengal to tac'kle the tiiucb-needeil 
problems of irrigation in this province. 1 must in all fairness to the 
Government recognise that after long, long years, there has Wen some 
sign of atlded interest in this department of lute. But, Sir, although from 
^e figures it is noticed that more than a crore of rujiees of additional sum 
is provided in the current year and is also proi>osed to W provide<l in the 
budget for the next year, this House is slill at a loss to understand 
whether the Government of Bengal have Wfore them any comprehensive 
scheme to deal with the problems of irrigation regarding various different 
types of rivers in this proviiH*e Von may 1 m* aware that the conm^rvation 
of rivers in certain areas, the maintenance of irrigation channels in other 
areas, the question of silting up of tiilal rivers in the tidal Kones, the 
problems connected with the resuscitation of deltaic rivers in Central 
Bengal, the difficulties due to erosion and the consequent havoc created 
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in certain other parts of Bengal and, lastly but not ike least, the terrible 
disasters that have got to be fa(;ed at times due to floods, have all their 
different aspects and I would like the Hon’ble Minister in charge to take 
this House into confidence as to whether the Government of Bengal have 
fw far got any comprehensive scheme to deal with these different problems 
in all their different aspects touching the life and death of the people in 
the different parts of Bengal. It has been talked of that there are several 
schemes of the Government of Bengal now under consideration and active 
examination. Some of these si'hemes have been pretty old schemes 
extending, if I may say so, o\<*r a quarter oi a renlury. Among such schemed, 
Sir, of course the first ami foremost is the Damodar Floo<l Control scheme! 
There is also the much-needed More s< heme of the district of Birbhum! 
There are schemes relating to Darkeswar. Silai, Kaliaghya and Kasai! 
All those are connected with flood control and irrigation projects more or 
ess. These scheiiu‘s of West Bengal rivers where torrential floods come and 
take tolls of life and property from time to time have their own problems 
Connected with that scheme is also the Howrah-Hooghly Flushing scheme 
that ultimately provides practically the spill channel foi the flood control 
projects ot est Bengal improving at the same time the health and agri- 
(Ultuial (‘omhtioiis of a vast, and at one time, prosperous area. 1 would 
like the Hon hie Minister to explain to us, it he can t(»dav, what is the 
position ot each of these West Bengal schemes that have hemi hanging fire 
for a luetty long time ^ 

('omin^ to Central Bengal we had been told times withouf number that 
the (Vntral Bengal river system whii-h is moie or less a series ot spilled 
ehannels from the maj(»r nver Ganges right tunn the Bhagirathi down to 
the Coonier, Muthahhanga and Grui — all these aie starving a very fertile, 
at one time at least, area and a most populous area oi Murshidabad, Nadia, 
Jessore and Khulna. The resusi itation of these had been before the Govern- 
ment, (!ontour surveys were taken and thtue were several different projects 
woujfht of. In that eoniiection 1 would like to know from the Hon’ble 
Minister what is the pre.seiit position with regard to eaeh one of these 
schemes schemes tor maiiituining the channels going through, passing 
through these four important districts of (Vntral Bengal comprising the 
entire Presidency Division. . 

CVming to North Bengal similarly we had from time to time various 
proiects discussed, hut the seheiues in regard to North Bengal river system 
could not be proceeded with for want of proper data as a result of absence 
of contour survTy in the jmst. 1 would in that lonim tion like to know 
whether and to what extent contour survey of the North Bengal as a whole 
has been ac'tively undertaken and what special arrangements have been 
made find out how far some of the smaller projects that do not and must 
not await final examination of all the other pn>jec‘ts are in the process of 
being taken up actively. In regard to one portion of North Bengal I 
understand, and fi*oni a note in the Budget there is an indication thereof, 
that there are special cir<de of Superintending Engineers constituted there. 
I presume one of these circles is the circle <»ver which a sfietial officer has 
been appointed to examine the Twsta barrage and Dam scheme with a view 
to find out how far by a suitable darning of the river Teesta a multiple 
purpose Dam may be provided for generating electricity and at the same 
time for controlling the floo«l in some parts of northern Bengal. May we 
know in that respec^t what sjieiial arrangements have been made to see that 
in connection with this )>roject suitable provisions, suitable opportunities 
are being ensured for Indian'l^ and fc»r Indian commercial enterprise to be 
aasociatetl with electrification or dwtrical schemes of north Bengali It 
appears to me. Sir, that s<» far as the Chittagong Division and the Dacca 
Division are concerne<l, there is still a very large amount of attention to be 

S ven to that side. In regard to Mymensingh district my information is 
at large areas particularly of Mymensingh are now in the grip of malaria 
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and diBastrans conditions are noticed^ because during the last fea* years 
some of the very capable and xiseful rivers are on the decay. The river 
system also of Tippera to which iny esteemed friend Mr. Dhirendra Nath 
Datta has invited attention of this Mouse many times thn>\igh his insistent 
densand regarding Gumti and Teesta does require alsi> some amount of 
attention. Great attention is also necessary Sir, for the Chittugoiig area, 
particularly for the fact that in some parts of riiittagong control of river 
can side by side go with the generation of elet'fricity which has bt*eu one of 
the fruitful sources of economic regeneration in other parts of the w'orld. 
I submit, Sir, that this House is entitled to know the details of tlu»«e 
projects at least once in a year during the Mudget discussions find if it is 
not possible for the lloirble Minister here and now to give us tlie full 
details or ideas about all these projects, he should take the earliest oppor- 
tunity to acquaint this H<oise with the progress luiulc in the fitdd of irriga- 
tion in different parts of Bengal. 

Sir. with regard to one aspect of irrigation projects I ft‘cl that greater 
attention and more eautious move are called for In particular, I have 
noti('ed that large sums of money are being provided this year in comoTtion 
with the Grow -iiM»re- food sehenie of irrigation an<l (Ulier temporal y itriga- 
tion works. In that connection tw’o important measures appinu to hu\4‘ Iwhui 
taken so lar. Tlic first measure is tht' introdm tiou of pump irrigation on 
th<* rc<‘omim*ndatioii of an uiigation expert like Sir William StamiM* This 
Stampe pump methfnl has. I so!>tuii, not yielded ri*sults as wen* onginally 
anticipatiMl. and I f«‘el that tin* moiM*v .sp<‘nt on this Stampe pniiip luetlnKl 
is likely to he absolutely wasteil, 'I'loTe an‘ so tar only thuM* places in 
Bengal where this Stampe pump im'thoil has Ixa'ii made an 4‘\periment of 
and in almost every one of these three jibo'es, the pnhlie havi* not, for 
reasons best known to the Department, In^en benefited in any way thnmgh 
the use of this pump irrigation Why this has been so is a matter that 
rtMjuires investigation It appears to im* that there is an apath.y ol the 
jieople against this system ot iingution. In the distriet of Mabla. flinmgh 
the enthusiasm jindiuhly of an erstwhile member of the (rov(‘rnment, a 
pump irrigation scheme was projei-teil, hut I presume that as h<m»ii us he left 
the Ministerial side, that pump also hud gone out ot order. In ri*gatd U» 
Murshidabarl and Nadia, the other phiees where this system of iirigution 
is under experiment, similar results are reported. 1 would, therefore reijiiesf 
the llon’ble Minister t^i examine llie results, the priM and eons. (lu‘ financial 
im[di<*ation, very raretnlly before this experiimmt is fnrtloo extended and 
money spent thereon. 

The other manner in which the “Grow More Food” Irrigation pn»ject 
has been followed 

(At thin 8t4ige the blue light was lit.) 

Sir, may I submit tliat we have stiirt«*d early ami may I have five minniet 
more ? 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: I Imve given yon more firm* ami I will jjfive 
you some more time, but try to finish as early a** possible. 

Or. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: In regard to the seeomi «ysfem. namely, 
draining off Bil area and cutting new drainage rhanneU, there also 1 have 
come to know that there is a great danger of some of these drainage ehannels 
that are now being opened up getting silted up in no time bei'ause a rather 
haphazard action is being permitted in that eonnection. The maintenance 
of channel** by merely rutting op<*n Home of fh«* obi beds is an intricate 
problem and unless there is a prop<T survey and examination, for which the 
Diret‘tor of River Research was apfioinled, such projects are always likely 
to be a source of eternal exfienditnre and trouble. I feel that if ihia 
haphasard method is permitted to go on for a long time, there muy in the 
long run be some harmful ^effect to the river system as a whole. This in 
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hectLxm of the eyphon af^tion that might be operative in dramng out of the 
maior »ource» water through offtakes that are absolutely inter*>connected 
with the maintenance and conservation of the entire river system as a whole 
although the local people do not understand the implications thereof over a 
large area. I would like to know whether Oovemment had taken the advice 
of any expert in this country, and if not, whether there has been any 
guarantee provided against the possible silting up of these channels in the 
course of one or two years and the consequent waste practically of a crore 
of rupees in a short time. 

Coming secondly to the question of River Research Institute I find from 
the Bmlgei that very |K)or progresM has been made in that connection so far. 
It is now more than two years that the Director of River Research has been 
apiMlinted. I w<»uld like to know what practical contribution that expert 
has given to tiu* resuMcitution and rehabilitation of the river system in 
Bengal s<» fur. And if it has not been possible for him to produce any 
tangible and practical result, it is up to Government to explain why thin 
has not been sn piwsible. I feel that before we apiM)int a staff we must have 
a full s(^henu‘ as how to utilise the services of that staff. It is my information 
that the Director of River Research Institute has as yet not been provided 
with any fully etjuipped laborat^iiy or any building where to have his 
experiment. And if there is no experiment made and no experimental 
station fimvided for him, it is idle to expe<'t that any well-]>lanued project 
can Ih* rccoin mended by him. 

Ill regard to all these schemes and projects one thing that strikes me as 
providing a bottle-iiei’k to the entire system of impniveinent schemes is the 
want ot adequately trained staff. I should ex])ect the lloii^ile Minister to 
let us know what arrangement, .special or otherwise, he has made in 
ftrengtheiiing tin* staff burring the invitation extended to some temporarily 
brought-in foreign experts; what arrangement he has made so far to train 
suitable Indians, preferably Bengalees, in the great tusk of building up a 
river system in Bengal. Has he got before him any plan to send abroad 
•uitahle young men from Bengal tor training in America, in Britain, and 
ill siinie other parts of the globe like Australia ami (\inada for the time being, 
barring Germany and Italy where now they cannot |)ossibly go for training h 
Has any attempt been made to send an> suitable Indians, and Bengalees in 
particular, to obtain neces-sury training for undertaking the great task of 
building up a river system in Bengali In this (onuection I feel that a very 
definite tecdinical training is needed, particularly for those who would be 
and Would have to be assoidated with the .schemes of constructing multi- 
purpose dams. Hardly any higher training is possible in this country on 
these lines ami therefore sfwM’ial efforts must be made to get men trained 
abroad and to have young men of India associated with those who are 
brought-iu as experts and who ran arrange suitable training abroad. 

I am aaare that in regard to the Damm lar bliHid ('ontrol Projw't there y 
has been a gtKMl deal of corresfxindence, negotiations auJ advertisement. 
We Would like to know at what stage the Damodar Flood Control Project 
now lies.^ It is reported that the Government of India has appointed a 
Spei’ial Commission to undertake survey of the long-term muiti-purpoee 
dam, while the Government of Bengal is proi'eeding with an indepenaent 
Mtimate and pre|iaration of details drawing up the scheme in reganl Ui the 
immetliate FUmxI Control project. May we know in what respect the Gov- 
ernment of Bengal are devising their work to fit in into the bigger st'heme 
of the Government of India's^ inu]ti-pur]M>se dam t'overing the entire 
Damodar urea like the Tennessee Valley Scheme of the United States of 
America for the Missis-tippi area and the Tenness»‘e Valley area? Has there 
Wen anv co-or<liiiate<l srheme placed, and having had that co-ordinated 
scheme Wfore their eyes, are Government only proi'etnling with the Flood 
Control tmrtion of the same for the time Wing, or we will W told that after 
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tke War is over, now that the dangers to Railway so far as war efforts are 
conoernefl have been minimised » the oomprehensive scheme need not he 
proceeded with? We know that large sums of money have been spent on 
the Damodar Embankment Project. If even a part of that money could 
have been well spent in permanent measures, things would have l)een ver)' 
much better. I realise, Sir, we have no choice. The threat was immediate 
and we had before us a position from which we could not extricate ourselves 
without s{)ending huge sums of money. I understand, an expert of the 
Tennessee Valley, Mr. Voonluin, ha.s been appointed Electrical Adviser 
to the Central Power Board, and Mr. Mathews, who was forinerlv the 
Electrical Commissioner, has Wn appointed ('hairmau of the Central Poa^r 
Board. I believe that the (lovernment of IVngal also has got great interest 
in this work. May we know what arrangement the Government of Bengal 
has made to ass(H’iate with the work of that Board some suitable Bengal 
Engiueer at all stages to be in a nosition to take and (ontiuue over the 
good a’ork later on when some of these experts retire? I fee! that unless 
immediate steps are taken in this direction, mm h good work might be all 
ultimately vanishing. Much has been made, Sir, of the asscwiation of an 
esteemed European, Mr. L. K. Elmherst, in connection with the Bengal 
Irrigationai and Agricultural planning prtdden\. Would it be surprising 
to you to know that Mr. Elmherst of whom the llon’ble Minister in charge 
of Finance has made much, has left India in sheer disgust and while leaving, 
has told his trieiid that he has little hope nt any salvation from the hands 
of the present (i(tvernnient of Bengal. He made it clear that all the schemes 
that he projei'ted, all the improvements that he proposed , had been ijuashefl. 
He is reported t«» have said, “there was one little Minister (the Agriculture 
Minister, I believe, he meant) who was well meaning but be could not have 
his way and Mr. Elemhirst ultimately got disgiisttMi”. All his other 
colleague.s were looking t<» other interests than the interests of the country 
and in that atmosphere he did not c*are to remain. He left India tor good. 

I submit that the (iovernment of Bengal at the present stage should set 
up some kind o| expert machinery that would keep itself free from the usual 
[lolitical interterences and in order to tackle important problems of this 
chara4‘t<*r that require expert guidance at different stages would he in a 
}«o8ition to advise w’hichever Government comes to office freely and without 
any political bias. Technical guidance may be available for any Govern- 
uient from such a board. It is necessary, and it has l>eeii done in other iiarts 
of the world, to s«*i uf» a tei’hnical b4)ar({ which would be available for anvioe 
on many matters counef*ted with irrigation, HihhI control, eii.H*triffcation, 
multi-purpose dams, and so on. Now that the Government of Bengal have 
Wfon their eyes problems of irrigation connertetl with not merely agricul- 
tural improvement, not merely the improvement of health, not merely 
questions of improveiueut of communications, not merely problems of camser- 
vation and saving people from erosions and flmMls but also the problem of 
giving them cheap ele<'tririty, this nwessity of setting up a technical board 
has bei'ome all the greater. 

I will not to<Uy sjwil the atmosphere bv bringing in matters of mal- 
administration in the actual handling of affairs which I reserve for some 
other time. 1 feel that the time has come when all of us should combine 
and make every effort to save Bengal and build the province anew and with 
that programme of building Bengal let us proceed to examine our irrigation 
projects. 

Mr. HiiHITHA NATH KUNOU: Sir. I l>eg to move that the demand 
of Rs, l,dl,dl,000 for expenditure under the heads “XVIl, etc. — 
Irrigation*’ be reduce<l by Rs. HJH) to raise a discussion alsjut haphaxard 
undertaking without proper scheme and witluiut advice from experts. 

Bir, I must confess that I have not that te<diiih*al knowledge with which 
one can with some benefit criticise the Government’s irrigation sehames. I 
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shall try to tell the House how this Irrigation Depptment is working 
from a popular point of view. Sir, every one of us will agr^ that health, 
agriculture, as Dr. Sanyal said, trade, industry and communication largely 
depend on efficient and scientific working of irrigation, embankment and 
navigation. 

Sir, if we study the budgeted figures of past years we can easily find 
that this department has always been very much neglected for long years 
past. As a result the natural waterways, rivers, drainage have all silted 
up, dried up and are ing da\ by day. Sir, I know that river.s Atrai and 
llunarbhaba and .lamuiia running through the district of Dinajpur and the 
new branch of Brahmaputra known as .lamuna passing through the district 
of Mymeiisingh have all been dried ufi. As a result the haruhirK, the 
iiuportunl trade centres on the river banks have all close<l down. People 
who wen* c<»nnected with trade ami industry in those honffars and trade 
centres have all been thrown out of employment. Flood and erosion visit 
alimmt every year and as a result malaria and other diseases are prevailing 
and are taking toll of a large number of deaths. Sir, this very important 
department, one of the most important nation-building depart men has 
been igimred tor long years and improvements shtoild be taken up as early 
as jH)SHible but with proper schemes behind them. 

Sir, from last yt'ar some stray undertakings liavc been taken up in tlm 
North Bengal districts. When Alahaiuja ol I ‘ossi mbazar «as the Minister 
in chaige ot the defiailment lie bmlgeted about three or tour lakhs ol rupees 
for the contour suivey <d the North Bengal distnet'. as ilie experts said that 
without contour survey there could be no irrigational projei-ts done with any 
profit. I wait lo hear Irom the Minister wlM*tliei anything towards contour 
survey has lieeii done in those districts uml, if so. wliaf amount out of that 
7J lakhs (d tills year's budget piovision and d or 4 lakhs of the previous 
year’s has so lar been spent in <’ontour survey. And it the opinion of the 
expert that no scientific, no (iroper useful irrigational work can be done 
without <(»ntour survey be true, I must say that these stra> works taken up 
in Bogru, .lalpaiguri, Mulda and Dinajpur are sure to fail. Not only these 
works will fail but in the long inn they iire sure to prove hanutul to the 
interests of agriculture uml health in those districts. 

As far us 1 know, Sii. no expert opinion has been consulted in taking up 
Hiniill projects in tjiose districts. Moreover, the contractors that have been 
appointed to peiforni these W(»rks are not expenemei! idd eontraefors but 
are new eoiitnu'tors, and I am sure execution of work will not be satisfactory 
and scientific in their hands, f am not exaggerating when 1 say that in 
the North Bengal districts and in East Bengal since the advent of British 
rule nothing piwtically was spent umler these headn. It you have in your 
mind ti> do something tor these districts 1 would implore you to do the>e workn 
not only to show' that \ou are iloing Mime beneficial work for the people of 
those districts but uoi must do it tor really rendering them such service 

As 1 was xayiug. Sii, health, agriculture, indiistiy, communicution and 
trade are vitally concerned wuth irrigati<»n on wliidi dejamd the prosjieritv 
and happiness ot people. Dr. Sanyal in his elaborate and learned speech 
I should say not only criticised the GoviTument scheme-, ami proje<"ts in 
W*»st Bengal by naming them individually but gave them valuable sugges- 
tions. I believe. Sir, that if Oovernraent will only care to take note of bis 
suggestions they will certainly profit by them. In West Bengal we have 
seen that these projects have either failed or have not at all been profitable. 
On the contrary, they h.ave be^?n a great burden on the pea.santry in geneial. 
As a result there has luH*n deterioration in prdouctioii Iwth in quality and 
quantity. There has Imhui uncertain productiiui also of the crops. This had 
also the effei-t of spreading diseu.ses. There are vast tracts of land in 
Dinajpur and other districts which remain water logged for the most part 
of the year. They become the sourt'e of malaria and other diseases and add 
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to the lose of vast tracts of arable land. Therefore it ia all the more 
neceeiary that (iuveriiinent should ffixe proper attention to it. After the 
bitter experience about irrigational projects in \Ve^t lienjiral we exjHM;ted 
that Government would carefully pnweed with these projwts, but we have 
been very much disappointed. Really, Sir. when the>e projerts were taken 
up in the North Bcu^mI districts which Dr. Sunyal mentioned, I must say 
that we were very mu('h delip^hti‘d that (fovernment Jnul taken interest in 
these vital matters, but when actually the works commenced we were very 
much disappointed. 1 reque.st the Hon 'hie Minister in charge to take our 
observations in the helpful manner and attitude in which we are making 
them. We are here not simply for criticising him lulvtTsely. I would ask 
him to go and visit these areas — Dinajpur and other <listriets — and see 
how they are working. 1 am sure In* will ugn*e with me that these j)roje<‘ts, 
it not guided by proj>er expert advice, will only end in a hugt* waste and 
will not benefit the public but may be harmful to them. 

Maharijactiinja Bahadur UOAY CHAND MAHTAB, of Burdwan: 

Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, I beg to move the amendment standing in the 
name of Babu Ashutosh liuhiry and other members of our group, namely, 
tfiui the demand of R- I •U.dl.tMM) ioi !*xpenditurc under the heatls “XVII, 
etc - - 1 1 rig’ution ” be reduced In Rs HH) to raise u discus'^ion about the 
failure ot the (bnernment to cxe<‘Ute any im))ortiint irrigation work f«»r 
“Grow More V'ood” (’ampaign and Rehabilitation S« heme 

Sir. as I entered the room this evening 1 heard l)i. Sanya) speaking on 
most of the |)oints that I had thought of bringing up this evi ning. Anyhow 
it ha.s been a go<»d thing, ioi in that cum* I can be brief and m*ed not go inU) 
all the details. 

The most vital nee<l of seientifie knowledge and careful planning in the 
fiebl of irrigation has lieen emphasised for the last seven years on the floor 
of this House by members of ever\ party of the legislature and every 
Minislrs lias in dear ami uiieijunadcal terms spokiui cd the dire luneiisity 
for immediate improvement in the existing system ol irrigation and for 
resuseitating the dying and da<‘adeiit rivers of Jfeiigal, frir on this depends 
the wealth and prosperity of the province. laaik at the Fiiujab and Sind — 
the Puiijal) particularly where much has been done in improving the syNtem 
of irrigation and harnessing the power of river, and other methods of 
constructing <lams which have <*on8iderub]y improved the agriiMiltural 
output there. 

Sir, since the intnKluction ot Provincial autonomy in the provinces 
successive Finance Ministers have given out that Bengal’s deplorable finan- 
cial position stood in their way to make provision for proper irrigation 
facilities for which they made the Outre resiKmsihle and the Irrigation 
Ministers in their turn put up before us the same excuse. But before shift- 
ing the responsibility on the Ontre we should first set our houae in order 
and rectify our own shortcoming’s. It is unfortunate that at a time when we 
should be united and try to do good to the province we are just bickering 
amongst ourselves forgetting the higher issues. As long as we have thii 
struggle for power in our politi<*8 I am afraid no good can come from any 
direction and no wonder the Centre views our sf^hemes with suspicion, f 
am sorry, Sir, for having maile thes** remarks but I thought I wwuld take 
this opportunity to do so, 

, Sir, may I appeal to Government to take up the question of irrigation and 
ih all seriousness. Otherwise in years to come, Bengal will fail to regain 
her lost prosperity. 

Sir, coming to the question of regional and scientific idanniug of irriga- 
tion within the province the progress has been practically nil, save in the 
case of the Damodar, where after the last fioocls a Committee wan set up 
and certain suggestion made and although experts have gone into and 
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vetted the neheme nothing tangible seems to have been done as yet. The 
money that has been spent in strengthening the left embankment and earth 
work done there <*ame to. I believe, Rs. H crores and one could easily have 
4)uilt one dam if not two dams with that money. We ha\^e got substantial 
help in our present Budget from the Tentre for strengthening the left 
embankment of the Damodar which threatens other interests of central 
responsibility more than the agricultural prosperity of the province . 

The absence (»f any provision for taking up flood preventive work on the 
right embankment of the Damodar naturally raises the suspicion that the 
interests of agricultural unliftment of the province is not uppermost in 
the minds of the present Government. As one who had the privilege to be 
associated with the expert committee for the Damodar I do not find any 
reason as to why the measures proposed for the right bank could not be 
taken up. I would request the Hon’ble Minister to enlighten us what has 
stood in the way and when we may expect the work to begin on the right 
embankment, if ever. 1 would request him also to make public the report 
of the Damodar Enquiry Committee which of course after some trouble was 
circulated amongst us who had something to do with the Committee. I 
hope the llon'ble Minister will take necessary action tor the A jay floods. 

I am glad he has provided some money at least for the clearance of the 
Banka hut may I remind him that the clearance of silt on the PJdeii Canal at 
the sand covered area near Amirpur breach is equally imi»ortaut. I would 
also like to draw the atU'iition of the Hoirhle Minister to the vast area of 
land lying < overed with sand afWr the last Damodar floods near the Amirjmr 
breach, 1 hope something will be done to make tliose lands fertile and fit 
for cultivation. Sir, the setting up of a River ('omiuission on a regional 
basis to deal with the major rivers like the Brahmaputra and the Meghna 
is no doubt a work in the right direction and similar commission is no doubt 
ne<‘essary for the Ganges also. But when we have got definite plans for the 
Damodar it is all the more necessary that this work should he taken up in 
right earnest immediately instead of tinkering about with so many schemes 
all at once, the ultimate result of which is (»bvious. It is deplorable that in 
spite of an assurance given by the Hon ble Munster last \!‘ai the River 
Hesearch Institute' has not b<*en expanded as yet and as Dr' Saiiyal has in 
detail spoken about the wotV being done by this Institute I do not propose 
to repeat it. 

The last suggestion, Sir, I would dike to place hetme 1 resume my seat 
is to request Government to send suitable ineu from this province for expert 
training to foreign countries or America like the Punjab is doing so that in 
tbe future we may have our own men trained up as experts in scientific 
irrigation work and hydro-electric work instead of having t(» get foreign 
experts every time which not only means extra cost for the Government but 
which does not always yield very satisfactory results.

Mr. PUSPAJIT BARM A: Sir, I beg to move that the demand of 
Rs. for expenditure under the head ‘ XVII, eh Irrigation’’, 

etc., be reduced by Rs. 100 to raise a discussion alK>ut failure of tbe 
Government to provide North Bengal with adequate irrigation facilijies. 

Sir, North Bengal has praatically been neglected by the favoured loSk 
of this department of the Government. Irrigation, emankment, drainago 
works and flushing schemes are unknown in North Bengal. Sir, ^iculture 
of this proving and specially in upper North Bengal entirely depends on 
monsoon. And as human being has no hand whatsoever over it the agii- 
Cttltnri^ look htlple^y for it for their cnltivation. Sir, the districUof 
North Bengal geaeTMly tnier from excessive rainfall or axcMive drangki 
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a» tliey are situated in higher level with sandy soil than the other districU 
of the Province. The districts of upper North Bengal generally suffer 
from want of sufiBeieiit rainfall and flt>od is generally unkiu»wn to the }>eople 
while the lower North Bengal generally suffer fnun ffwal due to excessive 
rainfall. Now what is good for upp^r part is had for lowei purt of North 
Bengal. This contradiiHory and diversity of situation iun onl\ l^ 
controlled by irrigation works. 

Sir, “Grow More Food" Campaign, which is in tiieis'ersion ol the lion'ble 
Finance Minister the “second leg“ of the Government's policy to prevent 
any recurrence of the last calamitious tamiue and which al.s<» is considered 
as indispensable un<ler the prewnt emergency and the future, if Bengal is to 
continue as a “contented base ' is closely and inseparably connecle<l with the 
irrigation work. 

Sir, the “Grow More F(»od" Campaign has practiculh met with failure 
in upper North Bengal districts when* (Government coul^ not provide with 
irrigation facilities. The “second leg" of the Government's ptdiiy hae 
proved to be an artificial wooden annexure instead of a “real leg", an actual 
part of the body with tree movement. It has reallv proved to l»e a 
temporal V patch work <»t jiurely <lemoiistruliiig and wliite-w ashing nature. 
Sir, this campaign will never meet with success unless the productivity of 
the laud under cultivutiun is improved. This campaign i’hiiiioI he successful 
until ami unless the (foveniineiit hring cultivable waste aiit) fallow lauda 
under plough by irrigation, embankments, drainage w'oiks ami Hushing 
s< heiiies. Sir, lakh> ot lupees ha> Imm-u alb»tteil in the Bmlget f«>r agri- 
cultural statistii’s ami tor ascertaining tlie acreage of cultivable tallow and 
waste lands ami to bring them under cultivation by “Beniial iModuc- 

tion Control Order". 

Sir, it is no doubt tliat the idea is really goo<l hut the question is whether 
the Ministers have any sincerity in their purp»>se in tins direction. 

Sir, how can the (iovernment enforce fhi* “Bengal Food Froductioir 
(Vmtrol Order" unless ami until they hring those uiijiroductive lamls under 
cultivation by irrigation works 

Sir, in upper North Bengal districts particularly in the district of 
Haiigpur there are immense tacilities ami scopes ff»r extensivi* irrigation 
embankments, drainage works and flushing whemes as there are large tUTeage 
of unproductive high and low lands; there are a number of dead and dying 
rivers and also there are living rivers fmssing through the diffen'iit parU 
of this district. It is surprising that the Department has stopped (he work 
of a few irrigation schemes that had been umlertaken bmt year in (he district 
of Rangpur. 

Sir, again the amount estimated for the estahiUbnieiit of the Rehabili- 
tation Programme is double than that of the last year. But 1 am afraid to 
sav that we see no wmrk of this programme in my district. The Nilphainari 
subdiviflion of Rangpur district was one of the worst sufferers in the last 
calamitious famine but we find no scheme of the Rehabilitation Programme 
in that area. Sir, I shall now come to contour survey. We have become 
sick of hearing about “North Bengal Contour Survey" for which 11^ lakhs 
of rupees have been allotted. This year's grant for contour survey is a 
large one but the amount whether it is large or small, cannot satisfy the 
people unless it is sincerely and pnqM*rl\ utilisiHL We want extensive 
irrigation works in North Bengal. Sii. Irrigation Budget has lieen 
increasing every year but the irrigation problem of North Bengal remain# 
the same as it was before constitution. 

Sir, it is high time for the Government to take up earnestly itrignfion 
works in North Bengal. Further, failure to provide North Bengal with 
extensive irrigation facilities would increase discontentment amongst the 
people and prove the insin^ity of the Ministers and hollowness of th# 
idnkinittraiion of the Prorince. 
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■abu RAOHANATH OAt: Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, I rise to move 
that the demand of Rs. l,31,dl,()00 for expenditure under the head “XVII, 
etc. — Irrij^ation” be reduced by Re. 100. My object is to raise a discussion 
about the failure o£ the Government to resuscitate the rivers of the district 
of Hooghly and of the province at larg^. 

Mr, Deputy Si)eaker, Sir, it goes without saying hotr much impoi*tant 
are all these rivers so, far as this province is concerned. It is quite well- 
known that thi?^ province ot ours and, not to speak of this province alone, 
pra(^ti<al]> the whole ot India is mainly an agricultural country and it goes 
without saying how much value is to be attributed to these rivers. Now, 
Sir, what we Iiunc seen is that since the very advent of British rule in 

India, these rivers have bt^en totally — I should not say practically 

ignored ami in the last Bengal Council and also since the very initiation of 
the Act i)f l9do times without number attention has been drawn tp this 
department of Government in this Legislature, but to no effect, t should 
smbicnbe to the views that have been expressed by Dr. Sanyal and also 
Mr. Nishithu Nath Kundu. 

Sir, I want to state that with the resuscitation of rivers in this province 
very impoitanl three-bdd objects will be serveil. viz., fertility of the soil 
will Ik* improved to a very considerable extent, lands will be made cultiv- 
able and i rops will be made t(» grow to a very large extent. Consequent on 
the resuscitation td' rivers, there will be improvement in the health of the 
people to u very large extent. Malaria, eliolera, small-pox and several other 
diseases which break out in an epidemic form will be eradicated from this 
province if the rivers are made to flow in the natural way. Then another 
most important rpsult will be that the rivers will be made navigable and 
with it the eommunieation within the country will be improved to a very 
large extent and a result of that improvement, there will be industrial 
development ami the country will be rendered more industrial. Large and 
small scale imluHtries will grow up in the countryside and with it the 
proBpority and wealth of the people will ^row. Sir, I do not want to dilate 
upon these thiiipn heeaow tliene are well-known to the meinherB and to the 
Hon ble Minister also. 

Sir, 1 want to draw the pointed attention of the Government to one most 
important thing, viz., every year in the district of Hooghly there is a visi- 
tation of fl(K)d. Every year this district— specially the area of Arambagh 
subdivision— IS floode<l. Sir, 1 should mention some facts in that connection 
In spite of our writing repeatedly to the Government for helping the 
affeo^d people, we could not get any help from the Government in order to 
eradicate the grievnn<es and sufferings of the people of the Arambagh 
iubdWwion who were affeeted by flood. Now, in the thanas of Arainb^h 
and Khanakul in the subdivision of Arambagh, people have been pntto 
enormous difficulties and there has been enormous loss in lives and pr^rties 
due to flood last year. Every year this area is visited with flood and 
enormous loss in lives and properties is entailed. Sir, we drew the atten- 
tion of Government last year perhaps in the month of September 1944 
We wrote letters so that help might be had from the Government, but to our 
utter misfortune we could not get any help from the Government. Now 
Sir, 1 want to draw the atteiiti«»n <if the Government to the fact that when 
we could not get any help from them, we ourselves raisetl funds to the 
amount of lU* 22,1)00 by which we have been able to make thousands and 
thou^ds of bighas of laud ctrltivable by petty irrigation schemes, and 
thereby remove the uiifertility of the soil over there. Still now we are 
distributing medicines in those affected areas. We want that all these petty 
schemes so far irrigation is concerned should be taken up bv Government* 
m the district of Hjmghly, m that the people of that district, and ipainlv of 
the Arambagh subflivision should not suffer anv longer in this wav bv*Hie 
visitation of floods. • ^ j 
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With these words I resume my seat.

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Sir, 1 beg to move that the demand

of the Government in not milking' any iirovision for preventing thi- Hood of 
Gumti river in the district of Tippera due to the breaches in the embankment 
Ot due to want of embankment. 

Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, each district has got its own problems so far 
as irrigation schemes are ctmeerned.

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Mr. D^'puty Speaker, Sir, iny friend Dr. Nalinakslia Sanyal has referred 
to the insistent demand that has been made by us with regard to the flood 
that is caused by the breaches in the Gumti embankment. The demands 
have been made times without number but it has i>rodu(‘ed no result. 
Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, each district Luh got its own problem so far as 
irrigation schemes are concerned. The district of Tippera, you are aware, 
is bounded in the east by the Tripura hills and in the west by the river Bagai. 
From the Tripura hills a large number of hill-streaiii.s fall into the main 
water channel of the district. You know the main water channel of the 
district is river Meghna, and from that river Meghna some other rivulets 
have arisen an<l alter taking their meandering course have fallen to the 
main channel, 'i'hc hill streams and rivulet^ that have (omt* out trom the 
Tripura hill and have fallen in the iiiaijr ehaiinel have, on ae(‘ount of 
erosion, accumulated silt and, iherelore, their b<‘ds have dried up and 
consec^uently disastrous results have arisen. So iar as the Gumti embauk- 
ttient is concerned, the (juestion has been hanging lor the la«t lOtl >ears. It 
is a eelituts old rjue^lion. Many exp<*rts ba\«* sat, many committees have 
been conititut(*d for the purpose of taking up the problems, and subsequently 
it was unanimously decided that the ernhankment should done away with 
in order to prevent Hoods due to the breaches in the embankment. That was 
done in the year llJld when experts and members of the House sat together 
and came to a nnanimons <h*< ision. hut. Sir. you will he astonished to learn 
that really the cmhankiiicnts have not hetm done away with. On the <'ontrary 
due to war conditions emhankments ha\»* hcmi hciglilcned — they have heeii 
widened 

Ah a result ot that you are aw'urt* that tln*rr have been erosions in some 
plui-es and, us Mr. Maiihul Ilossain has sani. breaches arc bound to occur 
and consc(jucnt fh»ods arc bound to take pho <‘. But it t-mbaiikmcuts on both 
Hides are uholished Hoods will disajipiuir hut that has not been done. I want 
an explanation trom the llon'blc Minister in « hurge wh\ instead of abolish- 
ing the ernbaii knicuts thcN liuve been wi(b*m*<l and bi‘oadcm*d. I heii, Sir, 
as 1 have told you, on account o( the hilly and sill-ladcn nature of the 
Btreumlcts many rivers have dritsi up. and the Ilon'lde Minister in charge of 
Irrigation is awari* that there is a scheme tor re-excavating^ the river Titus 
which should have heeii put into execution by tlll^ time. But now 1 hear 
that it has been ahandoned. Sir, I want an exjdanation why this scheme 
has been uhaiuhmed. 

Iheii, Sir. there i.s a rivm* in lippt'ru which goes hy the name of Dakutia 
which Hows through the districts »)t Tippera ami Noakhali and fall> into the 
Meghna. The mouth of the river has silted up on a<*c(»unt of the erosion 
and Hili-la<len nature of this hill streamlet ami a> a result there have been 
floods in some portions of Noukhali specially Uaipur thana, which has become 
an annual visitation. 

Another matter that 1 want to bring to the notice of the House through 
30 U, Sir, and to the notice of the Hon hie Minister in charge ot Irrigation is 
ihiH that in the past the people felt no necessity for irrigation klials so far 
as Eastern Bengal distrii’ts are concerned. In Eastern Bengal districts there 
18 plenty of water in the rainy season but now water dries up in certain 
areas where Boro crop used to he grown. But now they cannot In* grown 
in the months of Pans, Mugh, Falgun and Chaitra and in those ureas the 
llTigation khal is an absolute nece.ssity. In my district, in the subdivision 
of Brahmanbana there are IStge areas which remain uncultivated for a 
years because of the vHu c>WT which came during the years 
of 1914--^0 and since the appearance of water hyacinth this part of the 
disinct of Timiera has remained fallow and the only crop that can be grown 
there is the boro crop. But it cannot be grown Wause there is water in 
the months of Pans. Magh, Falgun and Chaitra and for thin part the irriga- 
tion acheme is an absolute necessity. Therefore, Sir, it cannot be said that 
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irrigation is not a necessity in Eastern Bengal. So far as this question of 
irrigation is eoncenied it was uhsolutely' not a net'essitv in the past for 
Eastern Bengal distrietN but now it is a real neee.ssity. ^he Waterways Act 
was passed long ago and it within the (“onteniplation of Governiuent tt» 
loustitiite a Waterways Board aiui by constituting the Waterways Hoard it 
was eonteiuplated to levy some rates \jpon boatmen and steamer camipanies 
and with the money that would be raised it was contemplated that the 
navigable rivers would be resuscitated. That was the eontemplation of the 
Act itselt and it was passed, I understand, in the year Etdo hut it has for 
these long ten years remained inoperative. I want t<> know from the Ifou’hle 
Minister why it has mO lu*en put into operation so long and why it has 
remained inoperative. I hear it has remaine<l inoperative berau.se of the 
interfereiK'e of the steamt*r companies which arc owned by European 
concerns. 

Then, Sir, there is a veuy imjwutaiit ]>oint raise<l by a motion that was 
sou^dit to be moved with regard to the inter-pro\ incial Hiver ( 'oniinission. 
It is abs(dutely a necessity. 5 ou are nwart* that tin* Ganges runs through 
the pro\in('es of the Enit^'d Hrovinee", Hihar and then tlirough Bengal, 
So also (1 m' Hralimaputra passes through Assam and then flona through 
Bengal. So an iiitei -)>rovincia] Hiver (‘oniniission is an abs(dut 4 * neeesHily. 
Hut I do not kno^\ what st« ps tho Goveimiicnt have taken tti that direction 
and wliether (loverument pioposcv to tako any step in that direction even now. 
It is of V(‘ry gretil importance so tai a-' the* pncvinco of Bengal is eoneerned 
to control the* flciw ot the Ganges and the* Brahmaputra through the variouti

As has been pointed out by my friend, Mr. Dhirendra I^th Datta, 
Ooverninent was so long under th^ impression that Eastern Bengal did 
not require any irrigation. You wdll find that during the pre-Reform days 
no expenditure was incurred for Eastern Bengal on irrigation projects, 
as were undertaken in Western Bengal. After the Reforms were intro* 
duced Eastern Jiengal suffered severely from want of irrigation projects. 

Now, so far as my own district of Mymensingh is concerned, it 
reprenserits l/oth of Hengal having a population of GO lakhs. Govern- 
ment set up an Irrigation Division in Mymeiihingh for the river Brahma- 
putra which runs through Mymensingh and the Department^ w^as started 
during the first Ministry of Mr. Fazlul Iluq and that division has been 
there for ') or G years; but nothing has yet been done for the resuscitation 
of the dying and decadent river, Jbahmaputra. Sir, there was no malaria, 
kala-azar and other epidemics in the district of Mymensingh so long as the 
river Brahmaputra was quite in order. 

I would name another river, Narsunda, in the subdivision of Kishore- 
ganj. That river runs from the headquarters of the Kishoreganj 
subdivision to Karirnganj and this river for the last hundred years had 
been the connecting link of trading centre between Mymensingh and 
Dacca, but unfortunately this river has been silted u]). In tlie >ear 
with the ai(l of voluntary labour this riv(‘r was re-excavated, but because 
voluntary work could not alone do the re-excavation work properly we 
urged on the Government to see that the re-excavation of the Narsunda 
river be taken up by the Irrigation Department, but I do not know why 
the Hcheme lias been dropped. 1, thereiore, urge upon the Government 
to see that the Narsunda river be n‘-excavated, }>ecau.se it will not only be 
useful for jiurposes of sanitation, irrigation, but also for the “Grow More 
Food*’ cam])aign. 

Another thing which I would mention here is tin* Singna re-excavation 
scheme which I have* lu'en pressing lor tlie last 8 \eai,s Jliat is a scheme 
which, if propi'rlv tackled and re-exeavated . will vield inoie than 1 lakh 
muunds to the eiiUivators of that area, because tluue is a large area of 
beel land on which no padd.\ . ]»arl leulai ly boro and amaii, can be grown as 
water cannot be remo\ed from that area. J hojie (iovernment will take 
up that scheme. 

’I'h<‘re IS another river named Mrigi in the Jamalpur subdivision which 
is a most inijiortant one and if this river is re-exeavated it will have irrigation 
and navigation facilities. 

I would speak of another riviw named Lohajang river in the Tangail 
subdivision. If that river is re-excavated it will >ield very good results 
so far as sanitation, irrigation and “Grow Mon' Food” campaign are 
«Q|ioe|‘ued and will also improve comnmnicatioii. 

Sir, Tangail and Kishoreganj are now the two d(‘fieit subdivisions in 
the district of Mymensingh and if minor irrigation projects are taken up — 
which will not involve crores of rupees, but a few lakhs only— in these two 
deficit subdivisions, they will, in future, become surplus subdivisions 
and GoverauHmt will not have to bring paddy and other foodgrains from 
other parts of Bengal to these places. 

So far as minor irrigation projects and rehabilitation schemes are 
concerned, I do not know haw far they have been taken up in Eastern 
Bengal and particularly in -ibe district of Mymensingh. I would in this 
connertion urge upon t^e Government to drain the river Brahmaputra. If 
that river is drained and re-excavated the “Grow More Food” campaign 
and other problems of Mymensingh will be solved once for all. 1 hope, 
mow that ‘ the Department has been furnished with nect'ssary staff, 
"•o far as the Mymensingh district is concerned, the Hon’hle Minister will 
find no diftouUy in getting the river Brahmaputra re-excarated. 
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Miss MIRA OUTTA CUPTA: Sir. the history of steady deterioration" 
of the irrigation and the waterways system of the province is the history 
of foreign vandalism. It is the history of material damage caused by (he 
relentless exploitation by the foreigners. The.se people have only been 
interested in the return on their investment in Railways and inland 
navigation companies. They have been quite unmindful ot the wellbeing 
of the people. 

We have here a classical example of a race of strangers completely 
laying waste a vast country unmindful of tl»e tragedy it brought to 
millions of homes. Sir, thi> jnovince was at (»ne time blessed with a 
remarkable network of waterways which could carry the hulk of the 
province’s trade-loads ami bring litc-gi\ing water and fcrtilits to the tiidils. 

Two very powerful forces had conspiied to rum tlu' watt'iways s\stem. 
The first are tiie Railway com))ani(‘s and the second ar<* the inland river 
navigation companies owned hy lintish Stock-hohhMs, until tiu* ltailwa\s 
were made over to the (icAernmtuit ot India. 'Phese monster organisations 
looked only for profits. They did not can* in tin* least ahout the havoc 
they were working On the agricultural, economic and soeiul life of B(*ngiil. 

It is not necessary to go into great ilelails, hut it is common knowledgt* 
that the Railways and inland riv<‘r navigation c<mi]uini(‘s have brought 
untold siiflVring to tin* peoph* of Bengal. Floods, malaria, soil-erosioii 
all these arc directly tra(a‘d to tiit‘m. 


The other contrihutory fact<u-, I havi* to mention m tins coTincction 
is the callous indiffcMuice, tin* lack of jdan and foresight of ibe (i(tvern- 
ment Departments vbicli an* supj)ose<l to be lespoiisible for the irrigation, 
communication and agriculture of the iiroMnee. 'Pin* liisiory of tbi‘se 
departments is one of muddle-beudedm*s.s. (d lack of any ('o-ordiuafed 
])lati and <d conqdctc ignorance of tin* pio]»lems iiivolvml. In this mnfler 
the (lovornmcnt (d India and tiic (iovernment of tin* province are e(|UM]!y 
guilty. To give one instance, tlieie uas a lime, not so late in history 
when the wlnde of the D.iinodai vallev was niie <if the most prospeious 
regions of Bengal. Tin* )ie(»ple in the valle_\ had their own ways of giiuid- 
ing against fhuxis and irngating tln'ir fields. 

The vandalism of a Bailway ( ompany has turned this ^ alley into orn* 
of tin* woist malarious regions of the province and a n‘gion eonstantiv 
threatened with fioods. It is tune tliat tins varnlalism must slop 

Sir. it will not do to put the emhankment higlier up Iutc and fit jiatch 
up a breach then*. That will only aggra\ate the liarm already doin*. 

It is m*(’essai y to devise ami carry through a <*omprehensi v»* plan for 
the training of the rivers of Bengal. This involves a eompreliensive 
r^ioual planning including such matters as scientific* flood confnd, 
affore.stat ion and planned agriculture dredging, and maintenance of river- 
ways, conservation, harnessing and utilisation of the w’at(*r r»»HOur<H»s 
for production of electric power for industries. This involves not one 
plan, but many plans — <me for each region of the province and all regional 
plans to be co-ordinated into a larger single jdun for maintenance of the 
riverways, irrigati«>n and the widest electrification of the province. 

The Tennessee Valley Administration in America is a leswm in regional 
planning. Perhaps the Hon’hle Minister will care to look into reports of 
the Tennesst^e Valley' Administration for iirspiration. On Hnial](*r and 
limited scales, such projects have been carried out in other provinces of 
India, notably in the Mysore State. Sir, we have now in India a number 
of scientists w'ho have recent) v returned from their visit of ' America and 
I have no doubt they will he willing to give us the b<‘nefit of their experience 
and advice in this conne<*tion. 

Sir, I dare sav the House will agree with me. that the Railways and 
inland navigation companies, % being largely resp<m<iible for the ruination* 
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of the im^fation tad agriculture of tbe province, must be made to contribute 
tbe mftjor sliare of the cost of the geographic and economic reconstruction 
of the province. 

Sir, I am speaking here today, because I feel that we cannot ^lay 
a comprehensive plan of reconstruction any longer; because, in my 4iew, 
any slipshod way of tackling the problem of irrigation can only lead to 
further and worse disasters than those which overtook the province in 
recent years. 

Sir, although I have referred primarily to the Damodar and Brahmaputra 
Valleys my remarks apply to other river basins in the province. 

Of course, in this matter the conflicting interests of different provinces 
have to lie considered. But the difficulty is not insoluhle. 

In America, the Tennessee Valley Administration has been made a 
completely autonomous body, free from influence of party politics. The 
same j^rinciple should he made to apply here. 

Sir, what we want is a vision, u grasp of tlie reality, an understanding 
of the urgeney of the situation and finally the will to carry through a 
comprehensive plan of reconstruction.

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ThR Hofi'bto Mh BARADA PR08ANNA PAIN: Sir, if the honourable 
member will do me the honour of seeing me in my office tomorrow, I shall 
be glad to discuss the matter with him and give him the necessary 
iftformation. 

Replying to Dr. Sanyal’s cut motion, I have to tell him that arrange- 
ments have been made for strengthening the River Research Institute. 
We havR sanctioned some extra staff, but due to war conditions it was not 
possible to make arrangements for housing them suitably or for sanction- 
ing a laboratory for them. I am glad to be able to say that we have at 
last made a provision of a house for the River Research Institute and to 
equip it with a laboratory. 

With regard to the Muir scheme on which Dr. Sanyal stressed, I have 
to tell him that this is a very big scheme indeed. The pre-war estimate 
was somewhere in the neighbourhood of three crores of mpeees. As 
Dr. Sanyal himself observed, schemes w^hich had been examined years 
ago cannot be fully trusted. We are therefore having the scheme revised 
and 1 expect a report to (X)me in the course of the next three or four months 
and 1 expect that tlie revised estimate will show an approximate 
expenditure of more than eight or nine erores. When that comes in, 
we shall apply ourselves to it as funds wdll permit. With regard to the 
Howrah-Hrmghly Flushing scheme and the Darakeswar scheme 
which W’ere mentioned by I>r. Sanyal, these are interconnected with the 
Damodar sclnune and the three are being investigated by Mr. Man Singh, 
Superintending Engineer, on special duty. Dr. Sanyal lia.s erred in 
thinking that the Government of India and the Government of Bengal 
have been currying on separate and simultaneou.s examinatifm. That is 
not HO. At the conference held in January, this year between the 
repre.sentntives of the Government of India and of this province, we 
stressed the fact that Mr. Man Singh should he allowed to carry on the 
ipvesligntion and that for the extra investigation that would he required 
on account of the multi-purpo.ses scheme, Mr. Man Singh would he as.si.sted 
by a staff provided hv the (’entral Government and the Govern- 
ment of Bihar. To this both the Governments agreed and that is how 
the work is proceeding. I am certain that Mr. Man Singh will he able 
to produce at no distant date, a comprehensive scheme for dealing w’ith 
the Diiuiodar, Darakesw'nr and the Hooghly-Howrah Flushing schemes 
combined. Dr. Sanyal has also mentioned a very useful I^int, namely, 
the (luestion of sending young men abroad f(»r training. Thanks to Bis 
Excellency the Governor, this matter is receiving special attention and 
I shall he able to say in the course of a fortnight that half a dozen young 
men have been selected from this province for the purpose of 
training abroad, some in the United Kingdom and some in Canada and 
other parts of America, It is very difficult to get officers in these days 
and still more difficult to release those who have been ii.seful to the Depart- 
ment. I think it is risky to take this course, but we are taking 
the risk and at least half a dozen men w’ill be sent abroad according to 
the Goveniment of India scheme for training. Dr. Sanyal complained 
that the pump irrigation system has proved a failure. I am sorry I cannot 
share his opinion. At one place in Malda it has not been popular, because 
the situation of the pump did not find favour with the public. 
At Chuadanga, in Nadia, where I went personally, found that mischief- 
mongers were abroad and were making a propaganda that Government 
is forcing this water on the people, so that they might levy and 
collect heavy rates, I explained the people that that was far from the 
mind of the Government and I am glad to be able to say that this pump 
ia now working satisfactorily. We have under contemplation to instal 
these pumps at other places and I am certain that at the time of the 
introduction of the budget demand next vear, a reference will be made to 
the good work which these pumps will ^ doing. Ik. Sanyal has erred 
when he said that Mr. Elmherst Wongs to this department and left with 
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disgust. I may inform him that he had nothing to do with this depart- 
ment. So far as mv information goes, he came here in connection with 
the Denartment of Agriculture and how he felt there is a matter which I 
do not fattow. 

With regard to the question of contour survey, our main ditBcuity 
has been that the instruments w^hich belonged to this (lovermnenl had 
been given away by the Government of Bengal, during the last Ministry 
and it was only due to the personal intervention of His KxeelhMJcy the 
Governor that w^e have been able to get some instruments released, and 
with the 11 lakhs of rupees, that has been hunctioned, ,we propose to carry 
on the remainder of the contour survey in North Bengal. As soon as 
Mr. Man Singh is released from the Dainodar investigation, he will take 
up this work and in the meantime, we are waiting for other instruments 
to come in. 

AVith regard to the Dainoda r Flood Enquiry ('ommittee, that (‘omiuittee 
submitted its report in March last and no time was lost by Government in 
giving effect to the main recommendations. A Special Officer was 
immediately appointed in charge of the work for preparing the Dainodar 
Flood Regulating Reservoirs Project. In the meantime, in .lunuar.V hist 
a conference was called at the instance of the Government of Imliu and 
it was decided that the D-amodar project should he a multi-purpose 
project. It is understood that such fnither information as muN be 
required, for the multi-purpose scheme can he collecti^d vithout diHiculty 
along w'ith the survey alread\ un<lerlaken hy this (lovernment tor the 
Dainodar Flood Regulating Reservoir I’roject. Every endeavour is being 
made to complete preparation of tlie scheme as t*arl> as iiossible. It has 
been agreed between this (foveriiment and the (ioviMument of India that 
W'hen the multi-punmse scheme will be ready, the flood control part of it 
W'ill have priority of execution. 

Sir, the Maharaja of Burdwan complained that copies of ft he report of 
his committee had not be<*n made availahle to the public. U'cll, Sir, 
this report contained as many as .‘17 maps and in view of (In* fear wliich 
we had at one time enlcrtaiued about how the hvfl mubankniont . in tlie 
Dauiodar breached. Government thought it prudent tliaf (h«‘ report slmuld 
not be published for security rea.sons. (Dr. Namnak.siia Sanyal : What 
about the report pf)rtiouy) 1 g(»t 1(K) copies printed and circulated but 
tmlortunately paper scarcity has stood in tlie way of getting more of them 
(Dr. N\mnaksu\ S\nym. : Why not nriiil it in thv “Bengal Weekly*’.^) 
I shall convey the suggestion to the Publicity Depurlmenl . 

With regard to the motion of Mr. Dhirendra Nath Datta about the 
Gumti Embankments, I may tell the IIoum* that the Gumli Embankment 
in the district of Tippera are very, very old. And they have been in 
existence from pre-reform days. The question cjf ])revenling breaches in 
the Gumti Embankments has been engaging the attention of (lovernment 
for a very long time. Several proposals for cht»cking breaches were made 
from time to time, hut none was considered to be effective. 
In 1890-91, a portion of the right bank of the embankment was lowered 
at the expense of the Government with the object of le.ssening the 
pressure on the embankment. Now the low'er portion has he<!n demolished, 
in 1920 about 22 miles of the left embankment and 8 miles of the right 
embankment were taken over by Government for maintenance as taticnvi 
embankment from the Maharaja of Tippera and other jcemindars. The 
lower portion and the demolished portion of the left embankment were 
not taaen over by Government. Breaches do not occur in this portion 
of the embankment which is known as the non-Government portion. 
With a view to minimising floods and preventing breaches in the embank- 
ment, it was proposed in 1935 to construct two gates tor 
diverting floods. The proposal was thoroughly examined by a Special 
OflSicer, but unfortunately the, then (Itief Engineer Mr. Maxurnilar did not 
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nupport iliis proposal' a», in his opinion, the effect would be to divert 
floods from one place to another. The idea was therefore abandoned. 
In December, 1939. a conference of local M.L.As. and M.L.Cs., was held 
with a view to finding out what policy should be pursued with regard to 
the Uumti Embaukiiient in future. The unanimous decision of the 
conference was that the best course would be to abandon the embankment 
altfigether retaining a small portion for the protection of the Comilla town 
but before such actual abandonment, a survey was to be made with a view 
to finding out the extent of damage that nuglit be done if and when the 
embankment wnis abandomnl and whether any apprehended damage could 
be avoided or miniiiii.'led by growing a substitute crop or otherwise. The 
ftutm quo was agieed to be maintained in the meantime and the breaches 
were to be repaired us an<l when tliey occurred. The work of .strengthening 
the left embankment has recently lieen done at a cost of Its. 7^ lakhs. 

Sir, Mr. Nishitha Nath Kundu drew attention to the fact that 
haphazard undertakings were taking jdaoe without proper schemes and 
without advice of ex]>erts. Sir, nothing is done, nothing is undertaken 
in this department without expert advice. If Mr. Kundu will give me 
any specific instance where any haphazard action has been taken, I shall 
be glad to take lo'cessarv steps to re!u<»\e the difficiilties, if any. Of 
course we (lid not take the advice of Mr. Kumlu and to that extent 1 plead 
guilty. 

Sir, Mr. Hadlianath Das drew attention to the (|ii(\stion of the rivers 
ill the district of Hooglily. Tht‘ 4|ues1ion of resuscitating tin* rivers in 
the district of Hooglily has received (‘aretui ronsideralion of this Oovern- 
ment for sometime and the scheme named the Damodar-Hooglily-Howrah 
Flushing and Inigation S<'heme was prepared. A seheme which aims at 
improving almost all the (b*ad and dying rivers of the district Hooghl> is 
being ^irepured and, us I have alread\ .said, e\er\ (‘iideavour is being made 
to coniphde preparation of the Daiiiodar Flood Kegulating lleservoirs 
Project us mirly as possible. 

The slit (dealing of one portion of the Dainodar estimated at a cost of 
lls.48,()l)() has already been taken up for exf‘enti()n. Two more .s(dieine.s, 
namely, silt (leafing of the Ke(lareswar and . . .(‘stiinated to cost of 
Its. 1 ,l)li, (Mill are nearly read> . 1 admit tliat North Hengal lias been 

negb’eted hitherto. (Im* seheni«\ namely Selieim* in the district 

of Murshidabad costing Us.ti.tltKI lias been eom]>leii‘d and 49 schemes 
estimated to cost Hs. rj.llT.IKKI are under execution. lb*si<les 18 schemes 
estimated to cost Us. 11 lakhs ure nearly rt‘ud\ . In addition a large 
number of s(dieim*s are under inve.stigatioii. One new Cirelt*, 3 Ihvisions 
and Subdivi.sioiiN bavt' been opened in North Iboigal and 1 expe(‘t a large 
. number of sidieiues will be taken up in m*ar hiture. As 1 Imve already 
said, contour surv(\v of one-third portion of North Hengal will 
be eompleted. Afti*r that, survey in the remaining portion is to be taken 
up at an estimati’d (’ost of lls.lU lakb-*. 

Sir, (be Maharaja of Hurduaii raised the ouestion of Kivers ('omniission. 
The ouestion of dealing with the ]>roblems of rivers wliieh pass 
througli more than one t»rovince has been receiving the atteuition of 
Government for sometime past. As piecemeal action taken by individual 
proviiHM* for tackling portions of such rivers as flow through more than 
one proviuee can never be suecessful in the long run, the (jne'^tion of 
formation of Inter-Provincial Hivers ('oiiimissiou to <leal with the problems 
of the (iung(‘s and Hrahmapiitra-Meghna rivers wa.s taken up, 

but it has been found that thi*^ estalilishment of an Iuter-I*rovineial 

Rivei’a CommiHion is fraught with many diflienlties. Even if it were 
possible to establish such ('ommissioiis they will not have such eff«*ctive 
power, because they will not have any funds of their own for execution 

of tbeir ucheraes, so that even if niiy province accepts their advice almut 

carrying out any scheme they witf have to wait till the province in 
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questioB supplies the necessary funds for them. This GovernmeBt therefore 
thonglii thet the best way of conservinjif anti controlling big 
rivers to establish regional authorities with representatives from the 
province and the centre with adequate powers and finaneiul ivsources on 
the lines of the Tennessee Valley authority. This matter has been taken 
up with the Government of India. Pending the formation of the authorities 
steps are being taken for the formation of commissions for Ihe Brahmaputra- 
Meghna and for the Gangt^s. 

I shall now. Sir, briefly state and tell the Maharaja of Burdwan, what 
we liave l)een doing about irrigation and drainage of tin* proviiiee. I 
was indee<l very sorry to iiear him >ay that nothing has been done. »so 
far d2 Emergence Irrigation Schemes estimated to cost Its. 17. lo. 1)00 
total has been sanctioned. Out of these, 1*1 s( Iodines costing about Hs.4 
lakhs have already been eomphded. The remaining are under e^cecutiou. 
A number of other einergenev s<d»eme.s nie umler examination and 
preparation. As may as lt)l Behahilitation Selu*im*s sju'ead over ulmo.st 
the whole ]irovinee are already under execution at an estimated cost of 
Uk.o 2 lakh>. A sum of IN 20 laklis divi<led into units (tf I lakh each 
has been allotted to the ('(dleelors of 2t» districts for exee\iti«>n of tninor 
irrigation schemes. In addition 2-» schemes estimated to cost about 
Rs.U laklis are under execution through the agency of I’crtain District 
Boards. More schemes are under examination for exeinttion through the 
agency of District Boards. Saimtion has just been given for A? more 
schemes at an aggregat(» estimated cost ot Hs.Oo} lakhs. They are 
expected to he eom])leti*(l h\ May, llt|0. 

Will anyone in this Hou>e therefor grudge me, tlu* claim that we have 
nt‘ither ht'cn negligent nor idle, and that wo ha\e not la'cn haiilmzard 
ill our inetlKids I*" After all, what has been the history of irrigationul 
activity in tin* jirovinee after provincial auloriom\ had hetui granted to it? 
During the hist five \ears ot the first Ministry under the Act, from 

IDdT to Deetunhei , \\ loui Mahaiaja Sris ( 'hamlra Nandy was in 

chargf*. the total amount spent in irrigation was -Id laklis, i.i*., just 
about S lakhs a year Dating the Kith months uhicli followeil when 
Mr. Shanisuddin was m charge, the total amount spent was a iniHeriihle 
lakh and a fjuartei, i e,. h'^s than a lakfi a \ear. What is beyond 
comprehension is that ordtu^ ^^^‘re then jiu'-sed HiimMonllng all irriguti<m 
work. We eaneelled those orders dire<’tl\ mi* took nlliee, ami during the 
eleven months iif our first \ear. we s])en1 more than 7-’> laklis. Of course 
in it is inelmled what wa-^ spent on the Daiiiodar Emhankmenf. Between 
April, K)44 and March, l!)4->. tlie t<»fal ainoiint of woik done would he in the 
neighbourhood of Us. 2, Id. (>4, (HU) ami in the \ear which lies aliead,, wo have 
a programme of work e-.timaled to cost about l{s.2,H ,Ki,tU)(l, 1 ask again, 
have we been reall^ idle?’ Have we been haphazard? Have we h<*en un- 
respon.sive ? 

Oiticise us. if \ou like. But you cannot run away from fmis and 1 
remain firm in my claim that the ilepartmerit /if iriigalioti in B(‘ngal has 
been vitalised info life during the last two \eurs. 

I conf/‘.ss, nevertheless, tliat we are now h«Ti* near a permanent 
Holulion of thi.s (Uitstanding problem of the )»rovince. To my mind, a 
daring, gigantic all-t*mbrucing scheme /»f irngati/m ahuie can huv<* Bengal 
as it has save/l the Punjab and Sind. Nothing else will. 

What We are doing to/lay has to he done under the stress of present 
condition.^ and with a rememhraiice of ibe appalling conditions of KMd. 
But 1 will assure (he House that we are working for the bigger thing. We 
have just appointed a S|M»cial Offi/'cr — only this morning — to make invegti- 
gations and to collect data for a scheme which, when ex<*ciilc<i, will once 
again make Bengal, the happy and propsperoua province, it once waa, and 
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when the poorest in the land w^ get two square meals a day from year^a 
end to year’s end. The pity of the situation then will be that the occupa- 
tion of Opposition in the legislature will be gone. 

The motion of Dr. Nalinaksha Sanyal that the demand of Rs. 1,31, 31, 000 
for expenditure under the heads “XVII, etc. — Irrigatibn” be reduced by 
BstlO^ to. raise a discussion about (/') the absence of any comprehensive 
polioy te tackling the irrigation problems of the province as a whole;

(tit) haphazard character of emergency and rehabilitation irrigation works 
and maladministration and waslefulness in connection therewith ; and 
(iv) delay in dealing with Damodar Flood (’ontrol Projects, wa.s then put 
and lost. 

The motion of Mr. Nishithu Nath Kundu that the demand of 
Rs. 1,31 ,31 ,000 for pend it lire under the heads “XA"1I, etc. — Irrigation” 
be reduced by Rs.lOO to raise a discus.sion about haphazard undertaking 
without proper scheme and without advice from experts, was then put and 
lost. 

The motion of Maharajadhiraja Bahadur Uday Chand Mahtab, of 
Burdwan, that the demand of 118.1,31,31000 for expenditure under the 
heads ‘‘XVII, etc. — Irrigation” be reduced by Rs.lOO to raise a di.scussion 
about the failure of the Government to execute any important irrigation 
work for ‘‘Grow More F(»od” Curnpuign and Relmbilitation Scheme, was 
then put and lost. 

The motion of Puspajit Burma that the demand of Rs.l ,31 ,31,000 for 
PXi»enditure under the heads “XVII, etc. — Irrigation” be reduced by Rs.lOO 
to raise a discussion about failure of the (lovernment to provide North 
Bengal with adequate irrigation facilities, m’us Iheu put und I(»st. 

The motion of Bubu Rudlmnath Das that the demand of Rs.l .31,31 ,0t)0 
for expenditure under the heads ‘‘XVII, etc. — Irrigation” be reduced by 
Rs.lOO to raise u discussion about the failure of the fiovernment to 

resuscitate the rivers of the district of Hooghly and of the province at large, 
was then put and lost. 

The motion of Mr. Harendra Nath Dolui that the demaml of 

Rs.l ,31,31,000 for expenditure under the heads “XVII, etc. — Irrigation” 
be reduced by Rs.KU) to raise a discussion about tin* uselessness of 
maintenance of embankment in the rivers Selyee, Dwarakeswar and 

Damodar und ('ossye, the existence of which causes flood and the failure of 
Gkiverninent to prevent Iiavoc hy flood devastating a large area of the 
subdivision of Gmital, in the district of Midnupore. was then put and lost. 

The motion of Mr. Dhirendra Nath Datta that the demand of 

Rs.l, 31, 31, 000 for expenditure under the heads ‘‘XVII, etc. — Irrigation” 
be reduced by Rs.lOO to rui.se a discussion about tlie failure of the (Govern- 
ment in not making any provision for preventing the flood of Guniti river 
in the district of Tippera due to the breaches in the embankment or due to 
want of embankment, was then put and lost. 

The motion of Mr. (1»aru Chandra Roy that the demand of Rs. 1,31,31,000 
for expenditure under the heads “XVII, etc. — Irrigation” be reduced by 
Rs.lOO to raise a discussion about the negligence and apathy of the Govern- 
ment to re-excavttte the river main Brahmaputra and the new Brahmaputra 
known as Jumna and the branch thereof known as Charabari river in the 
mbdivision of Tangail, was then put and lost. 

The motion of the Hon’ble Mr. Barada Prosanna Pain that a sum of 
R«. 1,31, 31, 000 be granted for expeq^iture under the heads “XVII. etc. —

mendation of His Excellency the Governor, I bej? to move that a aain of 
Bs. 1,14, 17, 000 be #?raiited for expenditure under the heads “(HMCivil- 
Works’' and “81 — C’ivil Works not charged to Kevenue”. 

^Mr* 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYALS Sir, 1 beg to move that the 
demand of Rs. 1,14, 17, 000 for expenditure under the heads “50 -(’ivil 
Works” and “81— Civil Works not charged to Revenue” be reduced by 
Bs.lOO to raise a discussion about Government's failure to increase and 
improve communication in rural areas. 

Sir, 80 long we were in uncertain mind. Let us come to sold laud. 
Let us discuss what could have been and should have been done by Govern- 
ment and actually has not been done by them. 

Sir, improvement of rural area is a very very old cry. It appears that 
it is more a slogan to erv upon than a real objective to be achieved. 
Even in pre-war times, the volume of public opinion in rural Bengal 
insistently demanded that with a view to ensuring (he pro.spects of the 
p>eople in the villages a solid, definite and concrete plan for rebuilding of 
roads should be taken up forthwith. Hut. Sir, it was a cry in the wilder- 
ness. Sir, when the AVar came with all its evil antecedents, it was 
expected at least that out of this evil some good would come. It was 
expected that for war purposes at least crores and crores of rupees would 
be available for the rebuilding of the old roads and for the ])n‘paration of 
the new ones and that would be done with military needs and exigencies in 
view. But even here, Sir, the province has l)»*en disappennted. 

Sir, the military lorries and automobiles of different descriptions - small, 
big and intermediate — are stalking even the remotest cornerrs of Bengal 
and they ur damaging the roads which had already had a precariems 
existence, but then 1 do not know the reason, why the (lovcrnment of 
Bengal have not been able to compel (he military authorities on the one 
hand and the t'entral Government on the other to pay a Hubstunlial 
contribution for road buihling for our province. We have not betui able 
to compel these white men to quit India; but tlurngh we have nr»t be(‘n 
able to compel them to quit Jmlia, we ought to have been at least able to 
compel them to pay a substantial contribution to this end, if they are to 
stay here. 1 would a.sk the Hon’ble Minister whether Government is 
aware of the precarious condition of tlie roads and whether (i(»vernmenl 
is also aware that these roads ought to have been in existence. 
Look at the miserable condition of the District Board roads. They cannot 
even repair these roads out of their own revenues. The n'asons are 
obvious. The District Boards made a pathetic representation to the 
Government of Bengal in the hope that they would come to their rescue. 
The contributions of the Central Road Board Fund are a mere pittance and a 
State interdictory and more or less a ridicule regarding the jiropoition it 
bad to the requirements. 1 am not going to the municipalities, but 
particularly for the District Board roads, I want to know from the HonTde 
Minister as to what has been done to make a generous response to this 
demand of the District Boards. 

Sir, you know that today the village life is linked with tlu* town. 
During war time, particularly, villages have ceased to be self-sufficient ; 
they have to run to the town, because they have to flock to (he officers 
eveiy now and tbuj. In order to make the ofBcers aquainted with the real 
neefls of the village life. Raiion is not available, cloth is not available, 
medicine is amongst other things, and every hour the villagers 

have to nisE ^ the ttwns in the first place to g*d what aid 
ihev can tmm their own res^rces, secondly to make the officials acquaintad 
%ith their miserable oonattion. Visualise their condition during the rainy 
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fMUMioii. Even outwide the rainy season motor buses have ceased to operate 
on account of petrol scarcity; railways cannot be availed of 
because of the Herculean congestion there. Therefore the people have to 
use the ordinary roads and these roads cannot be adequately availed of 
even outside the rainy season, and during the rainy season, as regards 
the condition of the roads, the less said the better. I therefore demand 
that the Hon’ble Minister will aj|)ply his mind to the question not only of 
repairing the old roads, but building up new ones — 1 mean, real roads 
wnich are metalled and which can be used as thoroughfare throughout the 
year. I would also expect the Hon’ble Minister to apply his mind to the 

Q uestion of taking up water service during the rainy season. It will not 
o for the individuals to depend upon their individual procurements for 
the pur[)OHe of water tlumuighfare. As a matter of fact, during the 
niin.v season water tracts have been used in the past; they will be used 
in the future and they are being used in the present, and in view* of the 
peculiar comlitions imposed by War, they have to use whatever communica- 
tions they have: they have ft) dejiend upon th(*ir precarious resources. 
It is the bounden duty of the (iovernment to taki* up public service on 
water tracts throughout the province of ileiiguL Certain Ixiats ought to 
be made available tor water service and the people must know that it they 
can pay the> cun get the help ol a boat at a particular time at a particular 
place and for u particular destination. We hear loo much of lh»st-War 
Heconstruction. There cannot be any reconstruction unless the villages 

are put on a pixijier (‘omiition. Villages will n(»t be used as permanent 
places of residence so long us the.se difficulties are not removed. 1 know 
of decent gentlemen having suffieieiit resources willing to live in 
the villages but they cannot live in the villages, because lhe> cannot get 
sufficient coiinei-tion with the urban ureas. (iivt* them lliat 

opportunity and the villages will not be deserted, but will be inhabited by 
people w^ith ideals and nbadogies, and in this way villages will grow up. 
if villages have to he made to bxik up, the\ must be linked with urban 

art*as and with one another, I nb‘ss the villages are teil with communica- 

tions and unless they are fed with roads ami water ehutinels, they (‘urinot 
be linked wdth the urban arcus ami with the <*ommercial world. iVessure 
on living is there nowadavs and the least thing >ou can e.\pi‘et is that the 
villages will remain isolated from one another and from the metropolitan 
towns. Therefore, the first article for regulating our national life 
requires that the villages must have ea.sy, .sufficient ami convenient 
communications, jf that is not done, then all ciy ot iNist-Wai Heconstruc- 
tion, all cry of Uehabilitation of lleiigal will be a mere slogan 
tnaincerely expressed and nut a real objective to be achieved b.\ the (lovern- 
ment. 1 want to know from the Hon'ble Minister what ,stej>s he ha.s taken 
for asking the (entrul (iovernment for contributing to this purpose and 
why Bengal has not got more roads and more mileage.s in the course of 
the last three or four years, particularly during the two years that this 
Ministry has been in office, why Bengal has not repaired the roads in rural 
areas. If the Hon’ble Minister ha.< already set on foot any plan, of course 
we can say that he bus made a beginning. If that lias not Wn done, we 
|iOuld say that all cry of lh>st-War Heconstruction is a humbug and a bogey 
lina the cry of Village Hehabilitation is nothing but an unnecessary dodge. 
(At this stage the House was adjourned for lo minutes.)

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir, I beg to move that the demand of 
Bft.l,14,n,(MJ() for expenditure under the heads “5t) — Civil Works” and 
“81 — (*ivil U^irJks not charged to Revenue” be reduced by Rs.lOO each, 
firstly, to raise a ilisouHsion about the failure of the Government to maintain 
and repair existing roads damaged through increased wartime traffic 
and to [)lan and undertake village and inter-district roads, and, secondly, 
to raise a discussion about the maladministration of the department 
generally and in particular with regard to the selection of staff and 
contractors. 

Sir, if you had given me sufficient time, 1 would have dilated on the 
first of these two motions in great detail pointing out to the Gtoveriiment 
and the party the urgency of undertaking extensive repairs to many of 
our vital roads in the towns, as well as in villages which have now grown 
very, very unusable due to heavy wartime traffic, and also to the necessity 
of undertaking rural roads and inter-district roads in particular and not 
to abandon road projects merely on the plea that road materials and staff 
are not sufficiently available for war purposes. 

1 hud occasion to study the jmst-w^ar road planning both of Bengal and 
of the centre and it is my firm conviction, Sir, that Bengal needs very 
much greater attention to rural road system and to the subsidiary or feeder 
road services than to what is known as a category of national highways 
which could be, as is ])roposed, taken up by the Government of India at 
a later stage and financial and maintained out of Central Revenue. 

Sir, 1 leave this problem at that, be<‘uuse the next subject that 1 propose 
to take up is of fur greater importance in the immediate future and I believe 
the party behind the Ministers will give me sufficient and patient hearing 
ill this connection. 

One of tlu* biggest casualties in this great war bus been honesty in the 
ser>'ices of tlie people. Sir, I submit that in breaking up the morale 
of the people the department of Civil Works has played no small part in 
comparison with the department of Civil Supplies and this has been so 
because the Minister concerned began to take personal interest not merely 
in the determination of the policy of the department, but also in the active 
selection of contractors and the stuff. The result has been most disastrous. 
In tbe latter part of December, 194d, the former practice of entrusting the 
enlistment of contractors to Superintending Engineers, Executive Engineers 
and in somt cases to tlie Chief Engineer was scrapped. At that 
time certain big military works at Barrackpore were being undertaken by 
the Government of Bengal. Suddenly the Bengal GovernmenCs Depart* 
meut of ('oinmunieutions and Works discovered that with a view to provide 
better opportunities as was alleged for the Muslim community in the 
contract ivork they had changed their old policy. We in this House had 
occasion to draw poii^d attention to the manner in which in the name 
of providing better^,, opportunities to Muslims, this new policy 
has led nothing more than to mmi out gates of corruption and party 
jmtronage. The Inmeficiarie* out of that policy have, so far as we can 
discover, Wen none other than certain persons who are friends and near 
relations of certain Ministers. I submit that if tbtit has been the net 
result of the policy that was adopted in December, it is high time 

that the entire system should be reviewed ar^ changed, 

Amongst those who have been beneficiaries 91 tbisjpdicy, I would give 
a few names who had in the past before the advent ol4lm new Mmistqr 
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never notoaken my important work of the Department of Cominimica. 
tions and Works of the Government of Bengal, and aoi^e of whom at 
any rate; were never in the business of contractors in building or ^ad- 
making at all. The first and the foremost in this list of beneficiaries of 
the new policy comes out the name of the renowned clotLdealers 
of Burrabsiar, namely, Messrs. Jeewanram Gan^aram of Cross Street. 
I would not like to repeat the various important major works of substantial 
contracts given to this firm, and 1 had occasion to know and 
understand and expose some of the trickeries played in that connection. 
I have hardly any time today to go through all this, but if need be, I am 
prepared to place all the materials before any independent Tribunal or 
Court of Enquiry, and even if any decent set of people in this Ministry 
be pleased to go into the papers, I am prepared to give these to them 
for their scrutiny. The second set of beneficiaries, let me give the names 
more quickly, which is in the list before me, are Messrs. K. C. Auddy 
and Company, a relation or perhaps a would be relation of the Hon’ble 
Minister. He has another finu, namely, Sarbamangala Bhauder of which 
this man is the proprietor, the fourth is B. P. Chatterjee, Howrah, who 
is a close friend of the Hon’ble Minister; G. D. Loyalka and Messrs. 
Regent Estates, two other friendly firms come under fifth and sixth. 
Senventh is Neogi, Dey and Co., and eighth is Kondai & Co. of which 
one Sadasuk, is propriet<)r, another Marwari of Burrahazar in Kaluker 
Street, who is a friend of the Hon’bie Minister, and even the driver of the 
Hon’ble Minister 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Dr. Sanyul, is it necessary to give the long 
list of names ? You know the rules very well. They are only to make the 
speech intelligible. 


Dr. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: I am only giving names showing party 
patronage and friends being patronised. 1 am not giving anything else. 

Sir, even the driver of the Hon’ble Minister has been given some 
solace and his tinn Nundy and (-o., Sastitala, Sautragachi, has been given 
patronage, although there was no such appr<»veu firm before. Added 
to that there were firms which were old, but never did any good work 
more than doing third class works before, viz., Messrs. J. Dbar A Co., and 
S. N. Kar and Company. They also came in, and on the rerommendationz 
of other friends of the Hon’hle Minister came in firms Manoj Mohan 
Mukherjee, and you will be shocked to learn that even recently the 
Bengal-Assam Construction (ompany of Jagannath Koley from whom 
certain persons received Us. 5, 000, has been given a section off the second 
phase of Dainodar Embankment remodelling work, although that 
firm never did any work. (Cries of name them from the Ctmlition Benches) 
I won’t raise that i#sue now. Hold an enquiry and, if necessary, I will 
give the particulars then. 

Then, Sir, amongst the firms which were in a way related to or 
patronized by the Hon’ble Minister in charge of (’ommerce and Labour 
who was the second ix'rson in the Board, supposed to be effecting selections 
viz., the Hon’ble Mr. Shahabuddin are th€*se firms, viz., firstly 
Messrs. Bengal Construction Co. of which Mrs. Shahabuddin and Hamidul 
Huq Chowdburi appear to be partners. Then comes Sbalimar Engineering 
Company of which the partners appear to be Mrs. ShahaBbddin, Hamidul 
Huq Cbowdhuri. Khan Bahadur Abdul Momin and probably for one 
work Mr. FazIuJ Karim of Dacca. Then come Zaidi A Co. of Khan 
Bahadur Momin and Saboor and Company — of course this Company was not 
nominated by the Hon'ble Mr. Shahabuddin, but was recommended by 
the Hon’ble Mr. Suhrawardy. The firm was also a ministerially selecteii 
firm. Baker and Company, ah old contractor, that never did any big 
work under the previous re^mu, is being patronised now. The other 
ffnus are A. Salam AiSk>ns, Shalem A Soiii, Alpha A Company, H. If* 
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Muklierjee, Sobhan Bux Mandal A Co,, Zaffer and Company, Jamal 
Ahmed, and so on. The restilt ia that even some of the old Muslim 
(kmtractors are pushed out and firms like Abdul Bari Ehan, 8on>in-law 
of Maulana Akram Khan, an old-listed contractor of Basirhat have not 
been much helped. 

There are also other members, who have taken advantage of this 
position and the natural course was that as the ofBcials found it convenient 
to please the Hon’ble Ministers, they also began to take good advantage 
of it. The first beneficiaries out of that was the Chief Engineer of the 
Department, I mean Mr. Chambers. He had a well-known friend the 
late Mr. King, for whom probably he felt very deeply, because he is no 
longer living. His brother-in-law managed the show of G. Eshaw and 
Company, hollow bricks patentee who came to be the first to be patronised. 
Secondly, Messrs. Leslie and Company came into the picture. This firm 
which is managed by an unknown Euroi>ean gentleman and was established 
in 1943 and about whom an interesting case is now pending in 
the Courts. More about this company, you will probably come to know 
later on. In this firm, it is reported, the Chief Engineer of Bengal has 
a personal share. Many things are likely to be revealed about this firm's 
business and I am not going to reveal these just now, except 
that one important Officer of the Government of Bengal, wlu» has now 
fled from tlio country or said to flee — Colonel Ottaway— was actually arrested 
and caught and tried— trial is still going on— for having some financial 
interest in that firm. That firm was given all on a sudden, a very big 
order at Khulna for “Nissen Hut" construction. Another interesting 
thing was that this firm was suddenly given patronage in connection with 
the repair of road-rollers for the year 1943-44. The interesting thing 
which would probably surprise the llousc is that originally thi.s work was 
distributed to Messrs. Ihjnnard and ( oinpany and Messrs. P. Gho.se and 
Company — two old ctmtractors having wc^rkshops. This work was given 
on open tenders am) at lowest rates. In October, 11M3. this fender was 
invited. Suddenly in January, 1944. that is, hardly two months 
after that, the Chief Engineer reported that the repairs should be 
completed quickly and without giving a chance to those parties, the work 
was snatched away, although both of them assured that they would 
finish the^'ork, if the work was so much urgent, within a fortnight from 
that date, yet the work was snatched away and given to Jjeslie and 
Compan^rand at a rate which was not settled then, but later on transpired 
to be double the rate, that was offeretl by the other two contractors. The 
work that was to be finished in 15 days was not finished in the course of 
3 long months and was not finished even as late as September, 1944, at 
any rate. 

Sir, this mutual admiration, or I should say, mutual self-help was freely 
going on and even the Chief Engineer of the Irrigatita Department who 
otherwise imthe past had a good record and reputation succumbed ultimately 
to it and be brought in two contractors. Messrs. Malhotra from Delhi and 
Madhoram Soft^j^and they were given big works in the Cossye Division. 

As regards Mr. (lumbers, I should say very little about his affairs 
because bis affajp had been under survey and examination by the depart- 
mental auditors, tliHe files had been banging fire for a long time inter- 
oonnected with ihrm important works he had done. One was Sevoke- 
Bagrakot road dffairif another was Darjeeling district malpractices which 
were well known at that time and about which the Auditor of the Govern- 
ment of India had reported that several lakhs of rupees were found dis- 
appearing and Mr. Chambers was then the Superintending Engineer. 

(At this stage the member reached the time limif but was allowed two 
minutes more to finish his speech.) 

Sir,^ the seooijd thing is about the reckless expenses incurred in connec- 
tion wiUi the Dditn Bond works which also Mr. Chsmloeirs wras rtMiponsiUe 
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for. Tt.© third was in connection with Messrs. Eshaw Sl Co. who were 
given lAtge and huge advances of money in connection with the alleged 
conatmetion of bricks for Arakan Road, and this Arakan Road bricks were 
never constructed by them and they made a plea later on that they were 
making bricks but because they could not procure coal in proper time, 
bricks could not be manufactured ; yet they wei*e provided with a very huge 
compensation. 

These three matters were under investigation and the Hon’ble Minister 
cleverly managed the affairs and Mr. Chambers had to succumb becau?«e he 
found that it was much better to give way than to resist the Htm’blc 
Minister. 

Mr. P. C. Neogy, another difiicxilt person at first to tackle, found it 
easier later on to adjust and pnd)ably wiser to adjust his views to that of 
the Minister, because he was then having some tussle for his being made 
pennanent as a Superintemliiig Engineer against another good officer, 
Mr. T. C. Mitra, and not only was this Mr. Neogy e.onfirnied although ha 
made a little comment here and there eritieising the Hotrhle Minister’s 
policy, but he also found solace later on in the loving bosom of the llon’ble 
Minister. He has now' been made a Deputy Engineer without any port- 
folio and he has been shunted off w’ith the so-ealled important work of 
Post-AVar Keconstruction Planning. 

So far as Bengal is concerned, Sir, you are all aware that Bengal road 
problems and projects have been elahorutelv w'orked out by Mr. King, au 
able Executive Engineer in the ])ast, and thi.s Mr. King’s report still stands 
as a voluminous work over w'hich at least all future works for the next 
‘.iOO years might be undertaken. We are therefore n(»t in a positnm to 
understand wdiy Mr. Nt^)gy has h<‘en entrusted with this work again and I 
am sure he will not he in a position to improve* upon the great woik of 
Mr. King. In tlie irrigation dejmrf nient . Mr. Suharwal was given an 
extension as Chief Kngineer, Irrigation, hut Kuropeans an* a very <hHicuIt 
party to deal with and .so Mr. Bussel. the next oflicer in the Hi*rvie«* had to 
be given somt* solace. So the u hole Iriigution ])«*partmeni has now been 
divided under two ('hief Kngiiieers - one, Chief Engineer, Kast, and the 
other Chief Engineer, West. Mr. Uussel is in charge of the West and 
Mr. Suharwal is in charge of the East. And what has happeB<^l ^ As a 
result one very capable Bengali officer, Bui Bahadur S. K, Onlia, a s(*nior- 
most officer, has been shunted off. Again there is a new circle uxcaled 

(At this stage the member again reached the time limit.) 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKERS Dr, Sanyul, I cannot give you imyc time. 

Mr. CHARU CHANDRA ROY: Sir, let him go on. We will not speak 
on it any further. 

Dr. NALINAMSHA SANYAL: Sir, 1 will speak for Jwo minutes 
more. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: All right. 

Or. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: Sir, the Chief Engineer, Communi- 
cations and Works, Mr. Chambers, must have bt^en vety careful about 
Goveniment funds. Suddenly in the third w^eek of .fSnuary. 1044, he dis 
covered that the price of Bitumen which was purchiftied from a Eurpoean 
firm, was going to lie reduced by the (lovemment of India Htrires Depart- 
ment from the l$t of February, i944. So in the third week of January he 
suddenly ordered! his Sup«*rintendin^ Engineers and Executive Engineers, 
City, Suburban and Burdwan Divisions, to take immediaie delivery of alt 
ike stocks from the jetties of the ports and shops. Formerly the pnictioo 
was that all these suppliers had to supply the stuffs to the place where they 
were |roing to be utilised, but here the Chief Enirineer wai very anxious to 
price within the rangif which would enable him to remain friendly 
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with the merchante. The price was E8.327 per ton at that tune but it was 
fenced to :^.260 per ton in February, and in the third week of Januan, 
under his orders thousands of tons were taken delivery of just before the 
lower price came into operation. And the lower price did come into opera- 
tion under the Government of Indians own scheme in agreement with a 
British company which was importing this Bitumen. 

Big works in Calcutta were distributed among friends of either 
Mr. Chambers or Mr. Pain, and Mr. Shahabuddin has disappeared from the 

e ure now. The wood work at Barrackpore Air Base for which no tender 
been invited and no rate has been fixed has been given to 
Messrs. Jeewanram Gangaram of what efficiency we do not know. And so 
also the fourth storey of the second block of the Writers’ Buildings was 
entrusted to Messrs, Eshaw & Co. without calling for tenders. The con- 
tractors merely supplied labour, and labour charges .were very much in 
excess. For example, Its. 10 was allowed for wood work against lis.1-8 or 
Bs.2-8 which is usually given for finished wood work elsewhere. Labour 
rate for scaffolding and centering was allowed at Rs.85 per 100 square feet 
as against the usual rate of R8.25 only. We w^ould like to know what is 
the total cost involved and how is it that Jeewanram Gangaram was brought 
in in connection with the work of extension of the Writers’ Buildings. 

Sir, I move my motions.

Mr. NI8HITHA NATH KUNDU: Sir, how many ininutes are yoit 
giving meP 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Y ou formally move it, 

Mr. NISHITHA NATH KUNDU: No. Sir. I want to speak on th» 
flubject and I will take about eight minutes, 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: If you make it impoHsible, then I will nut 
this matter to the House how long the House wants to sit. It is impossiole 
for me to carry on because the Hon’ble Minister will speak at least for 10 
minutes and there are three other motions also. 

Mr. NISHITHA NATH KUNDU: Sir, I understand that these motions 
are moved to place some facts and to substantiate the motions with some 
reasons. It is no use moving a motion and speaking nothing. 

Mr. SASANKA SEKHAR SANYAL: Let him have just some minutes. 

Mr. NISHITHA NATH KUNDU: Sir. I beg to move that the demand 
of Rs. 1,14, 17.(100 for expenditure umler the heads “oO -Civil Works” and 
“gl — Civil Works not charge<l to Revenue” Ik* reduced hy Rs.lOO to raise 
a discussion about the unwarranteil grunt for repair (A S, Theatre Hoad, 
and for conx^ersion of 01. Theatre Roau, into a hostel for oflieers of superior 
status. 

Sir, the Hon’ble Mr. Barada Prosaiina Pain tried to console himself 
bv observing that he consulted expert opinion but he did not consult me. 
This was a tra.sh humour of the third <lass for I do not claim t<j l>e swellnl- 
headed like him and do not claim to iM^ssess ex|HTt knowledge, ndt that 
does not mean that we do not understand anything of Irrigation and C’ivil 
Works. Sir, he was Quoting figures while replying to the Irrigation 
budget. He showed that he spent Rs.75 lakhs, hut these figures uo not 
show that Ihey were working bonafide and effiriently (Dr. Namnaksha 
8a.nyal: Honestly.) and honestly. My friend Dr. Banyal exposed them 
and condemned them to the point to which th^ cannot reply. There are 
instances, which can he multiplied here, of their dishonesty and corruption 
and jobbery. 

Sir, this is another instance of ibis kind of corruption and jobbery. 
You will find that this house at 31, Theatre Road, has been advertised for 
sale. I will read out from the Amrita Bazar Patrika of the 18tb : For 
sale premise^ No. 31, Theatre Road^ in Calcutta now under the charge jOI 
Court of Wards, Bengal. Two-stoned building with an area of about 2 
bighas of land. Sale will be subject to a proposed lease with Government. 
Enquire of the Adviser to the Court of Wards, Board of Revenue, Bengal, 
Writers' Buildings. 

Now, Sir, consider that this honse at 31, Theatre Road, has been 
advertised for sale by the Courf of Wards. How is it that this dilapidated 
house before sale is going to be repaired at Govenunent cost only to get a 
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fair price which will go into the coffers of a relative of the Chief Minister 
(CrieH of ^^shame’* ^ ‘shame** from the Opposition benches). Sir, the 
Uonrt of Wards Department of the Government which is supervised by a 
senionnost I.C.S. Officer Mr. L. B. Fawcus is a party to this jobbery and 
corruption. I do not know how the Minister of Civil Works will show his 
face to his constituency and the members when he is a party to this shame- 
less act of making a grant allotment for conversion of 31, Theatre Boad. 
This he is doing because he also wants to satisfy the Chief Minister and 
stop him by bribing him in this way and remove obstruction from his way 
for prospering in other ways. So, 75 lakhs of rupees was not spent to 
irrigate the lands of the province but it was utilised to irrigate some 
interests somewhere else. 


Sir, about Bh. 75,000, that is about fis.l lakh, has been granted for repair 
of 8, Theatre Boad and conversion of 31, Theatre Boad. You know that 
witli that cost a new commodious building ran be erected. There is again 
some jobbery in granting an amount which is very high and cannot be 
required for the purpose of repairs. This 31, Theatre Boad is also occupied 
by Mr. Nooniddin, M.L.A., brother-in-law of the Chief Minister. You 
will find if you refer to the alphabetical list of members ot ^e Bengal 
Dt’Kiajtttive Assembly, corrected up to the loth March, that Ifr. Nooniddin 
is living there with Sir Nazimuddin. My friend Dr. Sanyal referred to 
hasty and indecent purchase of bitumen by Mr. Chambers. Do you know 
that that caused loss to Government to the extent of B8.r)7,000? In 
constructing the fourth storey over Block No. 11 in the Writers' Buildings, 
Uiut Mr. Ishaw was allowed to draw several thoiisjuids of rupees. So, this 
is how 75 lakhs of rupees have been spent in the Inigation Department. 
They are squandering money like that and they claim that they are working 
with efficiency. The Hon'ble Minister may receive applause from those 
menihers, sleeping members, who do not care to look into matters in Writers' 
Buildings. I would ask them kindly to look into matters and save the 
province from being ruined and save public money from being squandered 
in this way. 

Sir, I ran multiply instances of corruption, but I submit that the mem- 
bers will demand a thorough eiuniiry into the matter and find out how 
Ithings are going on in Writers’ Buildings and ministerial offices.

The HOfl'ble Mr. BARADA PROSANNA PAIN: Sir, 1 will first of all 
address myself to the charges that have been so recklessly and flippantly 
made about 8, Theatre Road and 31, Theatre Road. 1 am sorrj' to have 
to say that the honourable members who spoke on this cut motion did not 
know what they w'ere talking about. 

In the first place it has l»een said by Mr. Bokainugari that 8, Theatre 
Road, belonged to near relations of Sir Nazimuddin. (Cries of “No, no” 
and “it was corrected afterwards; it is 31, Theatre Road”, from the 
Opposition benches). I take it, Sir, that they withdraw this charge. 8, 
Theatre Road does not belong to any of Sir Nazimuddin’s relative. 

It is Government property. When reckless and maliciously false 
allegations wefe made by the other side we had the courtesy not to interrupt 
them (uproar). I will not submit to impertinent interruptions. 

As I have said, said 8, Theatre Road is Government property. It was 
in a state of great disrepair, and it was decided that it should be completely 
overhauled. 
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Mr.iHAHSYEDCOUMSARWARHOSAlNI: Ob a point of order, 
Sir. Hon’fble Mr. B. P. Pain TOCfJf a Government property. ^ to 
4 ^ Government property 5i ^ f (Loud noiee from Government Benohee.) 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Order, order. You cannot make it a pub- 
lic meeting. That is no point of order. Will you kindly resume your 
seat? I have already given my ruling. 

Yes, Mr. Pain. 

The Hofi’ble Mr. BARAOA PR08ANNA PAIN: Those who are 
interesterl in purloining other people’s properties are naturally interested 
in making such statements. 8, Theatre Road, as I have already said, Sir, 
was in a state of great disrepair. Government took up the work of making 
it habitable for decent people to live in. The repairs that had been carried 
out would save large sums of money spent annuaHy on repairs. Hon’ble 
members will be interested to know that a decision was taken when 
Mr. Faslul Huq was the Chief Minister of Bengal that a house should be 
furnished and it should be given free of cost to Mr. Fazlid Huq to live in. 
That was the decision that was taken. Sir Nazimuddin*'is nob^taking the 
house with any furniture. He has taken the house as it without any 
single stick of furniture and he is not going to occupy the house free of 
cost. He is going to pay the usual ten per cent, for the occupancy of the 
house. I think those honourable members who try to throw mua at Sir 
Nazimuddin would be ashamed of themselves and would be prepared to 
offer their unconditional apology to him. 

Mr. Nishitha Nath Kundu for once in the seven years I have known 
him waxed eloquence and ffourishing a copy of the “Amrita Bazar Patrika” 
of Sunday last said, “How is it that this house is going to he repaired at 
Government cost when it is a private property P“ It has always been 
unfortunate that the present Opposition does not want to bother them- 
selves with facts but to make reckless and unguided statements which they 
wish to read in the morning newspapers. 31, Theatre Hoad is being repair- 
ed at the cost of the owner. Government has decided only to provide it 
with certain amount of furniture and crockery. The decision which has 
been taken by Government is that 31, Theatre Road, should be used as a 
hostel for bivchelor officers of Government who got stranded in Calcutta 
for want of accommodation, and the usual rent and other charges will be 
taken from them. The expenditure on furnishing it is expended to be 
recouped from the takings from the tenants. I am informed that 
other Governments in other provinces have made similar provisions for 
their officers, I hope the statement 1 have now made will put the last nail 
on the coffin of the allegations made by the Opposition members about 8, 
Theatre Road, and 31, Theatre Hoad. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA 8ANYAL: May I know whether Rs.35,000 against 
81, Theatre Road, means the conversion of 31. Theatre Road, into a hostel P 

Tilt Htfl*Mt Mr. BARADA PROSANNA PAIN: Rs.35,000 is split un 
into two items : that is, Rs.25,000 for crockeries and furniture ana 
Rs. 10,000 for repair. 

Dr. NALINAKtHA BANYAL: It is absurd. 

Tilt Htii*blt Mr. BARADA PRDBANNA PAIN: It may be absurd for 
Btople who are not used to live up to a particular standara. Dr. Sanyd 
hib smken about corruption. -He sees corruption everywhere excepting in 
kimtelf. Father oormptor will be weU advised to pose before a mirror 
once a day before retiring^ and he would see corruption in all its phMes 
and aspects and in all its hideousness and nakedness. Dr. ^nyal has given 
certain namee and has gone to the length of asserting in his usual untruth- 
ful way that these persons are related to me. I have never heard a more 
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scandalous and false statement than tJiis. Mr. K. C. Addy, is not a rela- 
tion of mine. With regard to the other person, Mr, Dhar! I do not know 
him from Adam. Certain allegations have been made against my driver. 
It has been stated that my driver was interested in helping a cert^n party 
in the matter of getting a certain work. This is untrue and all that I 
know about my driver is that some members of the opposition wanted to 
avail themselves of his services to s^ak to him on their behalf. Nothing 
of course resulted. If Dr. Sanyal will repeat what he bus said to luy driver 
ouside this House, he will get his answer from him. 

Sir, Mr. Sasanka Sekhar Sanyal has referred to G(jvernment’s failure to 
increase communications in rural areas. So far as (iovernment roads are 
concerned, we claim that they are in a fairly good state of repair. Even 
in the few cases where wc have not been able to muintuin the roads in good - 
condition it bas been due to the want of road-building materials and acute 
Itransport problem. With regard to local roads that is a matter for which 
Government is not responsible. We are now busy in the preparation of the 
post-war reconstruction planning. Estimates for lls.llK) crores have been 
prepared and sent up to the Government of India. This scheme covers 
1,257 miles of national highways, 2,204 miles of provincial highways and 
6,2^5 miles of^metalled district board roads, and 5.920 miles of other dis- 
trict roads and 14,070 miles of village roads 

Dr. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: All a hoax. 

The Hon’ble Mr. BARADA PR08ANNA PAIN; Against all this 
mileage there is also the mileage of false statements of Dr. Sanyal and 
nothing else. The national highways run throughout tlie length and 
breadth of India. All the provincial highways connect the arterial roads 
leading to railways and roads leading to the adjacent provinces. The dis- 
trict roads can he divided into two classes: roads passing through each dis- 
trict connecting the market places urith areas of production and connecting 
these with each otiier or wit!) the highways. Ihe natioruil and provincial 
highways and the major district roads would he the framework of the 
entire post-war road scheme, and as such they will he given priority in the 
post-war reconstruction scheme. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: That is a wrong policy. 

Tha Hon’ble Mr. BARADA PR08ANNA PAIN: Whether it is a wrong 
policy or not. Government has got to go hy the advice (jf its trusted experts 
and not on the advice of irresponsible inemhers of this House. 

As regards the village roads our scheme is to construct roads to help 
the development of agriculture and transport of agricultural goods within 
a distance of five miles from the main roads. It will therefore be seen that 
the interests of rural communication are not also neglected in the matter 
of road-planning. 

Then, Sir, Mr. Dhirendra Nath Datta has raised a discussion on the 
construction of a road from Camilla to Chauddagram which has not vet 
found a place in the road scheme of Government. Sir. the reason for that 
is that there is another road which we consider to he more important. 
Government have constructed a modern road from Comilla from the Central 
Eoad Board Fund at a cost of Rs. ten lakhs, Tippera ^annot therefore 
grouse. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: That was not done in your regime. 
It was done before. 

TIm HMi’bla Mr. BARADA PROSANNA PAIN: I did not s^k to 

claim any credit for what was not dbne in my time. 1 only wanted to inloi^ 
the House of what has been done for Tippera irrespective of who did it. 
Sir, we are getting late and I do not think I should take any more time 
of the House. 
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With these words I oppose the cut motions.

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Mfa mSHITHA NATH KUNDUs Is it a fact that the Home Minister 
did not go there an soou as he received those telegrams and he went there 
long after the incident took place? 

Khtn Nihaduf^^MOHAMMED ALIS He did not go to Eajshahi 

immediately. He went some time after the incident. 

Mr. ATUL CHANDRA SEN: From the answer just given that there 
was an assault in the Kajshahi Central Jail do I understand the Hon’ble 
Minister to say that the security prisoners in question were assaulted by 
jail officials? 

Khan Bahadur MOHAMMED ALI: There were allegations and 
counter-allegations and the honourable members will remember a statement 
made on the subject wherein it was stated that Government ^ve permitted 
both the members of the jail staff as well as the security prisoners to take 
action in the Court. 

Mr. NtSHITHA NATH KUNDU: Will the Hon ble Minister l>e 
pleased to give us the details of the injuries received by those prisoners? 

Khan Bahadur MOHAMMED ALI: 1 ask for notice. 

Mr. NI8HITHA NATH KUNDU: With reference to answer (d) will 
the Hon’ble Minister be pleased to state when they were recommended for 
being examined by the experts by the Jail Superintendent and when they 
were actually tninsferred to the Presidency Jail? 

Khan Bahadur MOHAMMED ALI: 1 ask for notice. 

Mr. NI8HITHA NATH KUNDU: Will it be possible for the Hon’ble 
Minister to enlighten us as to whether they were examined by an expert 
after tliev bad been transferred from the llajshahi Jail to the Presidency 
Jail? 

The prisoners were 
examined. The latest report says so and 1 can also state that they were 
examined.

Gastric flatulence, acidity, 
occasional vomittiifg, pain in the stomach, etc., and there is a physical 
examination and I do not think it will he necessary for me to go into details 
and there were examinations of blood, stool, and other things and that 
is the treatpit^nt that has been prescribed. This prisoner, Bireswar Singha 
who wa.s received from the Raishahi Central Jail was examined by a 
Physician spetdalist. His complaints are attacks of asthma for alniut 
years, pain near the apex of the heart. There is a family history of 
bionchitis. There was no abnormality found in the abdomen and in the 
diagnosis. The treatment prescribed was injection of swamin and 
adrenalin. Advice of X-Ray of chest and cardiogram of chest was taken. 
Nothing was found in the liings and this was no abnormality. 

Mr. NliHITHA NATH KUNDU: Will the Hon’ble Minister be 
pleased to state what was the treatment prescribed in the case of Amn 
Banerjee? ' 
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Khm MuKkir MOHAMMED ALI: His prescriptioiLS were more or less 
4ietatic and be was put on modified sipi treatment after wbicb bis condi- 
tion improved and be was kept on restricted diet and then due to some 
irregrularities bis condition relapsed and be was brou^bt to hospital and 
was given special diet after wbicb be bad some improvement. He was 
given cardiac bydropalftiic injection. 

Mr. NItHITHA NATH KUNDU: Will the Honble Minister be 
pleased to give us the respective weights of these two security prisoners on 
admission and at the present timeP 

Khan BatUUllJr MOHAMMED ALI. Amn Banerjee’s weight on 
admission was IL'l lbs. jind his present weight is 113 lbs. By present weight 
I mean his weight taken on the 9tb September, 1944. I have not got the 
weight of Bireswar Singha for which I would ask for notice. 

Mr. ATUL CHANDRA 8EN. In view of the fact that it is difficult for 
persons in detention to take the matter to court and also in view of ^he 
fact that more assaults took place recently in the Alipore Central Jail, will 
the Hon’ble Minister he pleased to consider the desirability of making a 
judicial enquiry into the incidents? 

KhifI Bthldur MOHAMMED ALI. That matter has long been closed 
because a representation was received on behalf of the security prisoners 
that in order to establish good relations between the jail staff and security 
prisoners Government accepted the suggestion that prosecution against 
security prisoners should be withdrawn, and security prisoner, Priya Ranjaii 
hud also refrained from instituting any case against the jail staff and the 
oases have now been withdrawn. 

Mr. ATUL CHANDRA SEN: In view of the repetition of similar 
incidents in the Alipore Central Jail, will the Government be pleased to 
institute an enquiry? 

Khtfl Bthtdur MOHAMMED ALI. This matter has been amicably 
settled and on the representation of the spokesmen of security prisoners 
Government came t(» that decision. The matter has therefore been closed. 
So the question of an enquiry does not arise. 

Mr. NiSHITHA NATH KUNDU: Will the lion hie Minister be 
pleased to state if the case institute<l by the jail authorities against 
oj. Kali K. Sanyal of Hujshabi Centnil Jail has been withdrawn? 

Khin Bahldur MOHAMMED ALI: Yes, Sir. A reference was made 
in this connection tv Dr. Sunyal. 1 made an enquiry into the matter and 
was informed that the case had been withdrawn. 

Mr. NISHITHA NATH KUNDU: In view of the fact that there'has 
been repetitions of Jail assaults for 4 times during their regime, will the 
Hon'ble Minister be pela.sed to state what .steps do the Government propoae 
to take to prevent recurrence of such assaults in jails? 

Khan Oahatflir MOHAMMED ALI: I do not understand how tbe 
honourable member arrives at the figure — 4 assaults? 

Mr. NISHITHA NATH KUNDU: Two incidents in the Alipore Central 
Jail, one in the Presidency Jail and one in the Rajshahi Central Jail. ^ 

Ktian Bahadur MOHAMMED ^Llt The honourable member is not 
correct. ^ 

Mr. NISHITHA NATH KUNDU I Let us accept that there were 3 
incidents. Now, in view of tbe i^peated assaults on detained and un-axmed 
security prisoners, will tbe Hon’ble Minister be pleased to state what steps 
do the iiovemiiient propose to take for preventing further repetition of 
assaults in future? ,

Instead from March up to date 
only the following two acci<lcnts, which according to police reports are 
attributed to tickctless passengers jumping from train in motion to prevent 
detection, have occurred. At 5 hours on the ‘28th April, 1J»44, after the 
departure of No. 5()(j-Down train a dead body was found in the eastiTn mde 
of the platform. The person could not be identified. Police reports suspect 
that the man hud no ticket and jumped from the train when in motion to 
prevent detection. About the seoonil incident we have got this report. 
At 8*30 hours on the Ifith May 1044, a ticketless passenger while jumping 
down from No. 518 train liefore it came to a stand in order to prevent 
detection got injured. Police held the injureil responsible. This much 
information I can give. 

Mr. NI8HITHA NATH KUNDU: Will the Hon'ble Minister be 
pleaa^ to st^ite if this Maulvi Md, Idris of Murumra was examined during 
the enquiry that Government held? 

Mr. 4. N. GUPTA: There is no such information.

jArriligsiiisfit for rsporting Hindi spssohss. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir, you were pleased to assure us 
that today you would let us know your decision regarding the circular 
issueil by Governuieiit and circularised to memlers about re])orting of 
Hindi speeches in the Assemhlv . We were shocked to receive that kind 
of n circular. We could not conceive how you, anxious as you are to main- 
tain the prestige of the House, could aeoejd this position that any member 
w’ho would like to speak here in Kashtra Bhaslia will have to bring along 
with him a Keporter of his ow'ii and would obtain merely some faciliiy 
from Government of certain fees payable to that Ueporter. May we know 
from whose fertile brain this suggestion hud evolved h We suhmit, Sir, 
that it is something which is quite unthinkable, that in this land of ours 
we have to be t»ild that Mj>eakers in the Assembly have got to pay for the 
reporting of their speeches here and would be paid some kind of conijjen- 
sation by Government that have themselves ln»en spending crores of rupees 
in various other directions. 1 submit that this is a serious encroachment 

on the rights and privilege.s of the members of this House. We would like 

to have a definite ruling on that point because on tliat ruling will depend 

as to how we shall conduct oursHves in the House and w'hat language we 

shall use in this legislature. 

Mtuivi MUHAMMAD ISRAIL: Sir, I should like to know whether 
any Rashtra Bhasha has been decided upon before introduction in this 
Assembly. 

Mr. SPEAKER: It is painful for me to see that you have brought in 
the question of Rashtra Bhasha. We all know what Rasbra Bhasha is. 
Indeed it is provided in the Statute itself. That is the language 
(Rai Haeem>il\ Nath CHAi uHtRi : Of our shame and subjection) of a 
country, which is not our own language. But the Statute provides that 
the language is English and it gives right to the House to make a provi- 
sion authorising the Speaker to allow arsons to speak in a language other 
than the English language when any honourabie inemlier is not acquainted 
or not sufficientiy acquainted to speak in the English language. So there 
is no question of Rashtra Bhasha here. That is clear. The point is, a direc- 
tion WM issued to the Assembly office saying that if any one is willing to 
apeak in Hindi, he must comply with certain conditions. To ray mind ibis 
dUrection is wholly misconceive<l. The Home Department has got no right

I have seen the circular, 
and I have nassed an order to the effect that in the circular it should be 
noted that the matter is under corresjiondence with the Government.

I do 
not know whether the direction has come with the knowledge and consent 
of the Ii(*a(ler of the House. I shall have a talk with him and I shall see 
what can he done in this matter.

Tha Hon’bit Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Sir, on the recommendation 
of His Excellency the Govern(»r I beg to move that a sum of Ks.l,(S0,28,(H)O

Mr. SASANKA SEKHAR SANYAL: Sir, I beg to niovi** that the 
demand of Rh. 1,80, 28, (KK) for expenditure under the head “25 — General 
Administration be reduced by Rs, lOt) to raise a discussion about (btvern- 
luent’s failure to facilitate attendance in the Assemhly of those members who 
have been kept in detention without trial. 

Sir, it is u cruel irony of fate that today when tlie Cabinet of Dr. Khan 
Sahel) in the North-West Frontier Province is Immmering open the jail 

S ates, when in Assam Sj. Gopinath Bordoloi is dictating terms to a gasping 
finistry, the term No. I being that the political prisoners must he released, 
when in Sind the Ministry on its own initiative is negotiating with the 
Opposition and assuring that members of the .\sseml)l\ in detention would 
1 m^ released forthwith and without delay, in Bengal, day in and day out, 
we are breaking our heads against the stu)>l>orn jail gat<‘s ami .stone walls. 
Sir, not very maii\ years ago it was said of Bengal that what Bengal 
thinks toilay the rest of India thinks tomorrow. But. Sir. the position, 
thanks to the British lm]M*rialists and the reactionary policy of the Muslim 
League Ministry, lias been reversed here. What the rest of India has 
begun to do from yesterday and day before yesterda.x , the retrograde 
Bengal Ministry cannot even think of doing today. Sir, the Hou’hle Sir 
Naxtmuddin, when lie assumed office, gave profuse assurances for releasing 
political prisoners rn mo.w. And at that time he was not aw'ure of the 
new theory that he hud to pro|M)und the other day that releases are being 
keld up on account of the eonnection of people with wdiat he described as 
aubversive organisation. Sir, the Hon’ble Chief Minister has practically 
reverseil the jxilicy which he outlined at the inception of the office that he 
took and this he has to do because he cannot accommodate otherwise the 
unwilling white masters who are ruling the entire show’. Sir, 1 could 
knve understood Sir Naaimuddin telling frankly that releases are not Mng 
made Wause he is unable eveivif be is willing to effect releases. But 
instead of giving that honest Confession, even though it would be a con- 
fession of failure, be treats the House and the public at large to an absurd 
theory that releases are not being made because of connectioii of mraona 
with what he considers to be subveraive organisations. Sir Kastmuddin had 
hit probation in bureaucracy. He is not merely the show-boy of the white 
Vnreaueraoy but h|e was also an apprentice for a long time in bureaucimtio 
taUea. Dm he net know that ever ainee IS54 thete haa not been any 
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incideol which can be connected with terrorist organisations or snbverttTO 
movements. Does he not know that when he was the first Home Minister 
of Bengal, he had to implement the policy of releases because of the fact 
that terrorist orgaiusatioiis had liquidated themselves ami there was no 
material even in the secret services of the Government which could justify 
the detention of persons who were ongiiially suspected to be associated 
with subversive organisations. Sir, totlay t(» come out with this cm^k and 
bull story deceives iiohody excepting Sir Nazinuuldin himsell. Tliis is, 
however, a very wide matter and I would not take the time of tin* House 
by going into details. 

But, Sir, the question before ns which I have tried to prtH’ipitate, the 
question to which I have tried to draw the attention of the House is a 
simpler question, viz.,, the desirabilit\ for the attendance 4»f members who 
are in detention without trial. Sir, this ((uestion cun be approached fnuu 
various standpoints. 

First of all, I will deal with the ijuestion of privilege. We are here 
in this House for the last 8 years and we have from time to time been 
treated to what we do not understand the privileges of the members of this 
House. Sir, shall I take you buck to the year Ibd!) when vour predecessor 
in office Mr. Ashraf Ali of reven^d memory was the then beputy Speaker. 
At that time the IVivileges Hiii of was circuhiteii — prueticully 

introduced into tliis House — and a provision was made in this way. It in 
possible that a member's ]»iestMi(*e, even though lu‘ is under detention or 
impri.sonment . may be necessar\ for the purjiose of the Assembly and 
provision has therefore been made for bringing smh member under projwr 
escort befiire Mr. Speaker for such period as may be reijuired for such 
special purpost*s and if coii.sidcred necessary and desirable. 

Sir, ill this Hill was before the House with tlie consent of the then 

Government of whudi Sir Nazimuddin was the Jloim- Minister at that time 
and wlieii this matter was pending, a (oinmittoi* of I’rivilege.s sat day in 
and day out—and Sir, I will giNc \ou the datemi the L’lst November, 
l{t4t), a report (d tlie Hnvileges Committei* was circulated to this House 
in which it was recommended that a Privileges Hill be hrougbt forthwith 
on the line.s ot the rt‘cnmiiieinlutii)ns of the committee and that pending 
the final passing (d the Hill into law, certain interim measures he udo(>ted. 
One of tliose interim measures was on tin* lines us I have read out that 
wdieiievei a ineinher is taken into custody ainl his iiri'.sence in tin* Asseinbly 
is coiisideretl necessary h\ the Speaker, In* must fa* brought to the Houst^ 
and be pcnnitled to fake part in the proeeedinj 4 s of the ( haniber. Sir, 
may I rt*mind the House and the Hon'bie Home Minister that this w'as a 
committee which e<msi.sted ot members of ail parth‘s and groups in this 
House and the report which wa.s submitted arnl tin* recommendations wbich 
were made were tnuinimous so far as the committee was concerned. 
Mr. Dt‘puty S[>eaker. Sir, that privilege is a sacred privilege which is uvaiU 
able umler section 71 of the Ooveniiiient of India Act and may 1 ask the 
Hon'bie Home Minister what stands in the way of implementing that 
ret'omniendation today f 

Sir, may 1 refer to the glorious instance at Bunim w'here, when a 
similar motion was accepted in the House, a prisoner from custody was 
borught and was allowed to take part in the proceedings of the House. 
It was done not merely at the instance of the Opposition or out «if resjiect 
for the desire of the Opposition, it was done becuu.se the memliers all 
thought it concerned the rights and privileges of the entire House and of 
each meml>er of the ( huinWr. 

(At this stage Mr. A. F. Stark was found conaulting with the Chair.) 

Mr. Deputy Sfjeaker, Sir, 1 want both yourself and the Whip of the 
European Party to attend hi what 1 say. 

•fir* OlFUTY SFiAICillt are attendiug to you. 
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Mr. lAMNICA iEKHAR SAIIYAL: Sir, apart from the question of 
privilege, there is the question of law, and I want the Chair to understand 
that this detention and prevention of the members from coming to the 
Assembly are infringement of the letter of the law and it is up to the Chair 
to take steps for meeting out an adequate remedy. 

Sir, do you know that this House has to meet under the summons of 
the Governor under section 02 of the Government of India Act. This is 
the letter of the Secretary and the summons is like thjs: — 

Dear Sir, 

His Excellency the Governor has in exercise of the power con- 
ferred by sub-section (2) of section 02 of the Government of India Act, 
19JI5, appointed Friday, the 10th February, HHo, ^ut 4 p.m. as the time 
and the Assembly House, Calcutta, as the place *for a meeting of the 
Bengal Legislative Assembly. I am directed to inform you accordingly 
and to desire your attendance.*’ 

Sir, this is addressed Jo every member of the House and under the law 
a Chamber cannot be summoned unless each member of the House is 
summoned individually and severally and, as a matter of fact, if you 
consult the office, you will find — your Secretary can tell you forthwith — 
that not only did he issue such summons to all members who are not in 
prison hut he had also to issue such summons to each and every meinlier 
of the Assembly who is in detention. The only difference is this. Where- 
as we have got it in our own private homes, the memhers in detention 
have got it through the Superintendent of the respective jails. Sir, this 
raises a question of law. The detention is by the Governor and in the 
name of the Governor. The same Governor asks for the attendance of 
the memhers who are in detention. What is the legal position K The 
legal jKisition is clear that the later order must modify the earlier order 
and to the extent that the later order modifies the earlier order, it is not 
onjy up to the Government but it is obligatory on the part of the Govern- 
ment to see that the later order is respected and carried into eflect ; other- 
wise, Sir, what is tlie jwsitionH Here is the Governor who asks Mr. Sarat 
Chandra Hose to come to the Asvsemhly; here is the Governor who asks 
Maulaim Md. Muniruzzaman Ishimabadi to come to the Assembly; here is 
the Governor’s order asking Mr. Pratul Chandra Ganguli, Mr. Juanendra 
Chandra Mazumdar, Babu Sibnath Banerji and other friends of the 
Opposition to come to the Assembly. Who stand.s between them!'* Sir, 
who stands between the Government and the sitting of the Asseinhly? 
It is the Home Department or the Jail Department. 1 submit, Sir, that 
on the one tnde tlie Governor is summoning; on the other side the mem- 
bers are willing to come. In between the two there is the obstruction by 
the Jails Department and the Home Department. Under the Indian 
Penal Code this Act on the part of the Home Department amounts to 
wrongful confinement and wTongful rcvstraint. Sir, Mr. Speaker is not 
here. 1 would have made this persona! apiHjal to the Speaker, but since 
you are here, Mr. Deputy Siwaker, I also make a {personal appeal to you 
that the Chair is the custodian of the rights and privileges of each mem- 
ber of this House and if you feel that here is a po.sition in which a member 
has Wii summoned by the Governor but the attendance of that member,, 
i» being prevented by a Department of Government, it is your clear duty* 
to go to the High Court and bring in proceedings under Habeas Corpus, 
l^aiiae the right and liberty of 4 citizen has been infringed. Not only 
that; ilm rights and liberty which-are secured by the seal and sanction and 
Wfltaat of the behest of the land are also infringed. Is it not your duty 
to up to the High Court and Becnte a decision in this matter? Sir, I 
would ask the Hon ’ole Minister to t'onsult the legal position in this conneo- 
tlott and to oonault the Advocate-General. The matter is not going to be 
put to vote today, hut before the matter is put to the vote tomorrow, if 
neoMoaiy, he can hiing the Advoeate-QeiMm who can addbese |he Bouse 
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and legal opinion in thia matter. After all, Sir, it ia not merely an 
academie question . I will give you some concrete illustrations. In 
respect of some persons — I was one of tkem — Sj. Pratul Chandra Ganguly 
and Mr. Niharendu Datta Mazumdar — in respect of some of these detenus 
proceedings under Habeas (^orpus were taken l>efore the High Court. 
(At this stage the blue light was lit.) Sir^ please do not flourish the light. 
This is a verj^ serious matter and I aull take half an hour more. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: I have no objection if you take half an 
hour or 40 minutes. You know that we have 17 or 18 motions and time 
should be adjusted in consultation with Ylliips of tliflferent parties. 

Mr. 8ASANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: We sbul) adjust our time. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Y ou must adjust the time in consultation 
with the Chief Whip and other Whips. 

Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: We shall not take more time 
than is allotted. 

Sir, today some of the members are in this position. Tomorrow you 
may be in the same position, and the next day the other members may also 
be in the same position. This is a most momentous thing that has come 
up before the Hou.se and we must try to do justice in the matter. 

Sir, do you remember tliat tlie High Court Judge gave an order that 
these persons in detention must be protliieed Wfore the High Court in 
order to receive jinlgment. ('ould tlie Home Department or the Jails 
Department stand in the way*;' They could not. As a mutter of fact, 
they had to produce and the persons were produeed. Cook at other similar 
ca.ses. Suj)p(jsing a man X is ue(Mised in two <laooity cases, One dacoity 
takes place before the other. Neeessaril\ he gets conviction of seven 
years or so. He goes to the jail. Then tin* (Jlier ease is taken up before 
the Judge and the Jury, Can anybody prevent the utlendanee of that 
person in the e<uirt room simple on the gnmnd that he is aln*ad\ in deten- 
tion and in imprisonment f' So, if the mere fact ot imj>risonment in respect 
of other persons cannot slaml in the way of their coming to the courts 
in answw to the sununous of the (ourts. I ask the (tovernmenf to give a 
reply what legal impediment. 1 am not speaking of moral impiMiiment, 
what legal impediment is there whieh stands in the way of the members 
detained coming to this Assenihly Y Sir, as I was .submitting, it is a 
vital question of law and I want tf» hear not merely the opinion of the 
Chief Minister whom we do not expeet t<» Im* veiv nroficient in burning 
questions ,of law-, but 1 w’oubl expeet him to bring the Atlvocate-Uenerai, 
80 that he may give his wisdom in this matter. 

Then, Sir, apart from this question f>f law, there is the (pieslion of 
justice. 1 will quote the acknowledged practice and the previous lilieral 
policy of this (lovernment. If an M.L.A. who is in detention is very very 
«eriou«ly ill. and there is an order by the Government asking for removal 
of the prisoner to the Medical College Hospital, he wdll he removed. The 
fact that he was in detention will not stand in the w'uy of his lieing 
removed to the Medical College Hospital. .Supposing somebmiy is very 
seriously ill in the family of a detained M.L.A. According to the liberal 
policy of this Government there will l>e a direction that he be allowed leave 
for two or three days under escort to p> and see his oiling relation. Sir, 
the previous detention is neither absolute nor never-ending. If must be 
read subject to subsequent orders which modify the previous orders to 
that extent at least for the time being, and that is b^ause the exigencT 
of the circumstances re<}uires that such modifications should be efftfctm* 
If these things can be done, is it not a case of higher justice that members 
who are being detained without trial, granting that tney are detained far 
reasons of security, whatever* may be the character of the security, is it 
not a case ol higher justice that their detenUon should be adjusm with 
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tli« requirement* of the House and of the larger public outside f Sir, it 
is not really a personal question.. They represent their constituencies who 
have the right to get themselves represented on the floor of this House. 
They are also representing their constituencies and they have got their 
right and duty to represent their constituencies as far as possible for them 
to do. Why should not the Government have the fairness to bring those 
people on the floor of this House for taking part in the deliberation.s ? 
What will prevent a person who is convicted of dacoity >from attending 
the court? He cannot he held hack from the suininoiis of the court merely 
on the plea that he will coiniiiunicate with the lawyers and other per.sons 
in the court room. These delenue M.L.A.’s could not he prevented from 
appearing before the High (ourt where they couhi mix with the lawyers 
and friends freely hecuuse in the court mom they are free t() do so; and if 
nothing untr)wurd happened hy allowing them to he present in the court 
room, nothing will afso happen hy allowing them to come before the 
Assembly Hcmse. Pnd»ahlv Sir Na/Jniuddin tliinks that they are 
dangerous people and if they come, they will have conne(‘tion or communion 
with other members luue. In the first place, we are ])repared to concede 
so much as to say “bring them under fetters”, keep them in a segregated 
room in this House, hut do bring them at least for the sake of justice. 
And, Sir, what will he the harm? Is it not ridiculous that if these people 
will come and sow the setals of discontent, it will not he possil>le for 
Goveriunent tt> courifera(;t that? What will tliey do? Some of them are 
there for three years (»r five years. Is it the (iovernment’s case that from 
inside the jail they are in comm unicut ion and touch witli emissaries of 
Japan and (iermuny across the jail gates and jail walU? Is it their case 
that they will, uft«'r these fiv<' >ears of cold storage, come with h(*at and 
propagate and spread that heat on the floor of llic House, so that other 
niemhers will catch that infection? Or is it their case that they will 
receive messages from the tl<K»r <d‘ the House — messages which will mean 
connection with Japan and (jermany,- -or tliut w hen they would come 
hack from inside tlie jail with messages they will propagate those no*ssages 
on the Hoor of the House and fnun there they will ha\e touch witir Japan 
and (jermany? What i.n \our ease? Wh;s can't you bring tlrem on the 
floor of the Houm(‘ and allow them to take part in lire pi’rrceedings of this 
House? Sir, (me good excuse witli memh(‘rs ol the (lovernment was 
advanced like that hut (me cunii(»t understand it t tpjio'^ilion members are 
held at hay like this. After all. what is (hunocracs . Sir? l)em(K'ra( y is 
nothing hut govt'rnmerrt hy diseus.*)ion, and unless tht‘ Ot>p<‘''ifif^i* 
the fullest strength that it has at it.s command n*flected on the floor of the 
House, democracy is defeated. Sir, yem remember that when Sj. Surat 
(^hundra Hose was tak«*n into custody he broke the previous Ministry 
ftlthougli admittedly the (iovernnieut part\ at that time w'as far more 
consolidated tliau it Is today, and if the.sr* memhers are allowed to come 
here, hy their very presenee and hy introducing a new’ tone and tenor 
into the dehut«‘ of this House, hy creating a disaffection among.st the mem* 
ben* there is hound to he a rdiange in eourse of a day <»r tw’o and W’e suspect 
that these members are not allowerl to come hwuu.se Sir Naxiinuddin is 
afraid that if they come and take part in the prwer'dings of this House, 
this disrTedited Ministry will go into pier’es forthwith. Other members 
are not being releaserl, and whatever Sir Nasimurhlin may say. w’e think 
and we feel that in onler tt» give a good colour of necessity and grounds 
of security they are being detained Ijecawse these meinWrs have got to be 
detained. If tlie memlwrs are relenserl the holhrwness of their case will 
be exposed and therefore they arw also detaining other memWrs although 
eecurity does not require that they should^ l»e detiiinwl. There is one 
argument that Mr. Sara! Chandra Bose and Maulana Maniruxxaman 
iRlamabadt are the elienta of the Central Government. If you have read 
the newapapera of this niomtiig .vou have seen that Khan Abilul Gaffar 
Bhim waa alao a olient of the Central Government but what did Ike B^n 
Sttlitb do? He roletaed him and aent the matter for approval of the Cen^nl 
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GoTenuitlit. Don't you «ee nnd bear what Mr. Amery nays and what th« 
Home Member of the Government of India savaf They »ay that every 
security prisoner is a responsibility of the pw)vi*ncial Government. 
Mr. Sarat (%andra Bose and Maulana Maniruisaman Islaiiuibadi and the 
other penons they are all the care and responsibilty of this Pn>viucial 
Government. A lar^e number of persons have alrea^iy sent a representa- 
tion to the Chief Minister askin^^ for attendance of these people and 1 am 
throwing out this challenge: when Mr. Sarat Chandra Bose comes to the 
floor of the House the Ministry will collapse in five minutes. He need not 
have to talk and speak. His presence will be enough. These black oats 
and black goats, Mr. Tiilsi Chandra Goswanii and Mr. Banulu Prosanna 
Pain, who try to justify their conduct with the name of Mr. Sarat ('handra 
Bose on their lips, if once Mr. Sarat Chandra Bose comes and takes part 
in the debate of this House, his mere presence will he enough and these 
black cats and black goats will crawl back to the hack benches of the 
Opposition and this house of cards will fall inst4intly. and this rwictionorv, 
this characterless Ministry' will fall never ti> rise again and Bengal will 
stand vindicated. We are throwing out this challenge. Will Govern- 
ment accept that? Let us wait and see. 

Dr. HALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, I rise to 
move that the demand of Us. 1,81),VJ8,1MI() for expenditure under the head 
“ 0 , 5 — General Admini.stration” he reduced hy a sum of Us.KHI to raise a 
disfmssion about the withdrawal of the Government’s lum on the Bengal 
Provincial Congress Committee and a large number of District and Suh- 
divisional ('ongress Committees and the organisations and usscx'iations 
connected with the Congress and the All-India Spinners' Association an«i 
tlie AhhoN Asrani. 

Sir, if the question of release of inemhers of thi.s Hi)Use who have been 
kept under detenticgi under an ukase of the present gods is an iin|H)rtant 
one, I submit tliat the (juestion of withdrawing the ban on a number of 
associations of tlie people (d Bengal is a mmdi greater and a mnch more 
imp(»rtant (|uestion and that is a inulter winch stands jiraetieally at the 
foundation (d all <lemaml of democracy ami Ireedom. It was a panicky 
Government that snddenl> is^utal on the !tth of August, l!M2, a number of 
orders undeT the Indian ( liminal Law (Amendment) Act purported to dub 
aoiue very good and healths associations for the service of the people as 
unlawful associations within the meaning of the Indian Oiminal Law 
(Amendment) Act. The first order was the order No. XII of IHh Auguat, 
1942, published in an extraordinary ga7A‘tte <leelaring the Congress Work- 
ing Committee as an unlawful association. The second order was ona 
declaring the All-India Congre.ss Committee us an unlawful association. 
The third (*rder which quickly followc<l in succession, the numbers being 
consecutive, declared the Bengal Provincial Congress Committee as an 
unlawful association. The fourth onler declareil the premises used by the 
Bengal Provincial Congress ( ommittee at that time, namely. No, d2, I'pper 
Circular Koud, Calcutta, as a place being used for and by an unlawful 
asaociatiou. .Sir, if wa.s a time when for reasons best known to them* 
selves the Goveriunent wanted to excite the fH*ople and 1 submit that it was 
this precipitate action on the part of the Government provoke jmoplo 
in a most shameful manner that had resulte<i in certain excesses due to the 
abnonnal exuberance of the jieople and the love that they bore for the 
organisations that were banned overnight by the Government of Bengal, 
probably at the dictation of the Government of India. 

Sir, the Jiiwtory of the declaration of the Omgress organisations in 
Bengal as unlawful appears to have had three different stages. The first 
stage was when without the sllghest reason and provocation the Govem- 
nieRt of Bengal struck first ana took action to dfeclare all organisations 
k^er and lower as unlaful associations. Under the Indian Critninal Iaw 
(Ainnndineiit) Act the nnlawful association meant an aseociatton wliidi 
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mfiowrtkgeM or aids persons to conunit acts of Tioleiiee or intiiiiidattoii or 
of which the mentors hahitually commits such acts. WhateTer might 
}|#T6 been the Government’s preimred case and defence at a later stage, it 
conld never be conceived or thought of at that s^ge, at least on the 9th 
August, 1942, that the Congress as an organisation could by any stretch 
of imagination come within the mischief of this definition of an unlawful 
association. That was the first stage. The second stage appears to have 
come when as a resuh of the action taken by Government in the first stage 
people in certain areas got legitimately excited and also as a result of 
repressive and oppressive measures taken bv Government officials in certain 
localities there was a certain oominotion from the popular side as well. 
The second series of orders then ensued beginning first with the district 
of Midnapore where all the Congress Committees and Congress organisa- 
tions were declared unlawful associations early in October, 1942. The usual 
formula for such declarations was not any specific statement of the case 
against the associations and committees but a general repetition of the 
section of the Act, viz., “whereas in the opinion of the Governor the com- 
mittees and associations in the district of Midnapore 8pecifie<l in the 
schedule below have for their object interference with the administration 
of law and maintenance <»f law and order and constitute a danger to the 
public peace, now therefore in exercise of the power conferred by sub- 
section (/) of section 1(J of the Indian Criminal Law (Amendment) Act, 
1908, the Governor is pleased to declare the said commiftees and associa- 
tions to be unlawful associations within the meaning of Part II of the 
Indian Criminal Law (Amendment) Act, 1908, etc.” This pleasure of the 
Governor of Bengal followed because there was ostensibly certain commo- 
tion as a result of Government’s own striking and represessive measures 
first. That was the second stage. Quickly, Sir, followed orders on various 
other organisations apart from the (’ongress organisations the names 
whereof would reveal that they were not necessarily conducted by ofiicial 
Congress eonimittees, organisations like national schools, organisations 
like Tarun Sanghu and also organisations meant genuinely to advance the 
production of hand-spun yarn and haudloom woven cloth. 

Sir, the next district that was honoured was Malda district w’here in 
November, 1942, the All-India Spinners Association and all brunches there- 
of in that district were declared unlawful. Quickly followed thereafter 
the Birbhum district. Then came the chance of Ihiccu district. Tippera 
district followed thereafter and Noakhali soon after the same. Jessore 
had its luck in January, 1943, and Bankura towards the third week of 
January. This was a stage when each and every individual committee was 
mentioned and orders were being issued declaring such organisations and 
committees as unlawful. Thereafter Government suddenly changed their 
tactics. They began from the middle of Jjinuary, onwards to issue 

a sort of general (*rder quoting that whemis the All-india Congress Com- 
mittee had been declared an unlawful association and certain other organi- 
sations and committees were in (he opinion of Govenunent likely to act 
on liehalf of that All-liulia Congress Committee, they were to be treated 
as unlawful associations as well and it was not nt*cessary for Government 
any more to declare each and every asscwiation as unlawful but they merely 
deolaml certain places as phu'es purported to be useil for work of unlawful 
associations. That w'as the third stage. The first stage was w^hen on the 
9th August a perenii)tory order w^as issued. The second stage was when 
each and every district committee or series of associations and organisa- 
.Itaiia in the district were declared unlawful associations. Tbe third stage 
wb«i tlie All-India Congress Committee having been declared an 
unlawful association earlier, their premises which were likely to be utilised 
by certain organisations, associations and committees for the purposes of 
the AlLIndia Congress Committee were declared as places likely to be need 
ter im unlawful association. This went on right up to tbe eim of Mai^» 

im 
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I do not like to. dilate long on the ^mtioe or otherviee ol eiieoifio 
orders OB a particular committee Brlere ^the OoTerumeo^ might have oertaiii 
reaeong^ although we ile iio| .j^d any «anrtdenoe thereof, to oouclude that 
such ccmimittee or association was likdy to take action endangering ^e 
peace pf the coxmtry. I say that the peremptory orders and the subaeQuent 
orderal following the first peremptory orders were wholly unjustified, Tuggai 
and Without the slightest lo«c or sense behind them. Even so, surely ^e 
GoTernment of Sir Nasimudain, a diehard Government that it is. also can- 
not claim that public opinion need he strangled for all time to come and 
we would like to claim that these Committees, organisations and associa- 
tions be now released from the ban and allowed to function proj^erly, openly 
and in the service of tlie people. 1 claim this Wause thlt^re is definitely 
a sign throughout India of Congress coming into i)osition and of love, 
respect and power which the Congress alw’ays commanded with the people. 
It is coming also to be recognised now by the authorities lK)th in India aa 
well as in Britain. 

The Congress committees in Bengal have had ra<her a difficult and 
interesting part to perform during the famine of 1114^1 and i944. The 
Government officials of each area officially invited local Congressmen ns 
Congressmen and also as individuals, knowing fully well that they were 
acting on behalf of the Congress, to ass(»ciate with them ami assist them in 
various ways in the distribution of relief and in the determination of the 
policy of rehabilitation and reconstruction. Would it surprise you, Sir. 
to know that even the other ilay the President of the Bengal iTUvinoiai 
Congress Committee, supposed U» he an unlawful association, got an invita- 
tion from no less an authority than the Fort William of Bengal to assist 
in certain discussions regarding the next war which probably the British 
Government is now visualising not this war hut the next war which will 
come later on. That being the position, that being the state of affuira. 
that the Congress is not only alive in the minds <»f the people of Bengal 
and India but the Congress is also V4*ry mueli alive even in the ininds and 
counsels of the authorities of Bengal, of Imlia tyid of Britain, inay 1 know, 
Sir, w'hat earthly justification could there he in retaining this technical 
difficulty and bar in the way of Congress committees functioning properly 
and openly Y

Mr, UPCNORA NATH ^DBAR: Sir, 1 l)t‘tf to move that the demand 
ot Kh. 1 ,S(),‘4S,()(R) for expenditure under the riieud “2o~ (leiieral Adniinistru- 
tion’* be reduced by E».10() to raise a discussion about the mal-administra- 
tion of the executive olhcerH. 

Maladministratina, the subject of my <liscussion, is a very big one. It 
requirea a sufficient time to elaborately <liseuss it in all details but the 
time-limit at my disposal is very, very short. So I shall not he able to do 
justice to it. However, I shall touch on .>01110 important factors only. 

Nepotism, favouritism, eorniption and johhery are the main and 
fundamental causes of mal-adiiiinistration during the regime of the present 
Ministry. 1. C. S. oftieers were called hy the Jlrilish Cabinet as “steel 
frame*' and really they were worth the name iormerh. But now they have 
lHH‘n found dishonest, insineere and incompetent. Some ot them have 
been removed from their services hy His Majesty the King Kmperor of 
India for their nefarious action. S<»me of them are still entangled with 
corruption and bribery. 

The present Ministry is a communal one. li always tries to put in 
charge of important districts and subdivisions Muslim l.C.S. and ItC.S. 
officers to satisfy the unrea.sonablc cry of the Muslim League party 
regardless of the fact whether they art' competent or not. M’heii suitable 
Muslim officers are not available some Muslim officers ot the lower rank 
are promoted in supersession of other highly qualified officers and are 
placed in charge of important headquarters. ‘ The result is that jealousy 
begins among the bnither officers and they do not w'ork w’ith so niuch Real 
ami ardour as (hey did formerly. I do not find any reason why a Muslim 
officer should Iw* posted where Muslim people preponderatea. Is if because 
they are more sympathetic and imrtial to their own people? Is ft because 
the interest of the Muslims in their opinion is not safe and sefund at th© 
hands of other officers? If it is the attitude and {Mdicy of the present 
Ministry, then it should be given up all at once. It is a thing for utter 
condemnation. If such be the cg^e with them how can we then think that 
mr interests are safeguarded at, the hands of the Muslim officers. Officer© 
should always b© officers. They should rise to (he occasion. There aWild 
not lie any^ room for meanness. If any officer is found biased and partial 
^ drastic action should be taken apainst him. But it is found often under 
* tMa Miniatry that instead of taking any action, the particular officer if he 
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kappd&t to be a Muslim, be is rather encouraged and given a lift. The 
eff^t is that the standard of the Government oihcers is iu>t kept up and a 
general view among the Muslim officers is now current tliat “even if they 
commit seven murders they will be forgiven”. Unless this idea is banished 
from the minds of the Muslim officers in near future the mal-adniinistra* 
tion now prevalent will destroy the vei^* foundation of the good govern- 
ment in the country. Some raw and inexperienced l.U.S, and B.U.S. 
officers are often placed in charge of important districts and subdivisions 
as well as in important departments of (rovernment. We do not tpiestion 
their ability and merit as good students or scholars and we do also maintain 
that they may be best students of the best Universities of the world. Hut 
it does not follow that they must necessarily be gt>od officers all n1 once. 
Such officers although they are really inefficient pose themselves as 
omniscient and are powerful and manage their business being indifferent 
to other opinions ana valuable suggesti(ms of the experienced and learned 
people. Please take the case of Civil Supplies Depurtnienl. There are so 
many I.C.S. and H.(\S. officers serving in the vari«>us .sections of the above 
Department. Has any one of them got any pructieal training whatsoever 
in trade and business. Certainly not. In spite of the vers hut that iimeh 
money is being drained out aiinuallv, then* is n(» satisluctory solution <d 
the problem. Wliy is thisi^ The rea.*iou is not far to se(*k. There is a 
great dearth of expert officers in the Department, Those who are in office, 
have no regard f<»r public opinion and are quite indifferent to vuluetl 
suggestions and jiructicul advice of the public. They only cmisult with 
their sicophunts and satellites in (heir matters «d adnnnistrutitm whom 
they legard as their best lulvisois and favourites who generally mislead 
them but .scarcely lead them to de.stinution Tliis is (he state of admini«tra- 
tion in the country. 

There are District and Suhdiv i^ional Food Committ(*es all over Bengal. 
Do the e.\<‘culive officers reall v c<»n.sult with the memhers of I host* com- 
mittees in limes oi i.eccHshyy TIu'.se are merely fane.s. It the jiieseiit 
Ministry is de.sirou« ot removing mal-fulministration fioni the jirovince they 
must he rest assured (hat unless they <‘o-opera1e with (he jmhlic and ask 
their officers to co-operate and co-ordinate with them there is no hope for 
good adininistiatioii Witli these few words I ctjiumend m\ niotwui for the 
uecejitance of the House.

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Khan Ali has raised 

a very (wrtiiujnt iKiint, But yesterday I aflowedinemberH to move certain 
motions not stanaing in their nairies, and I thought there w'ould he no 
qbjei'tion to this procefiure from anv side. Now, if there is any objectiott 
certainly I will reconsider the fKisition. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA iANYAL: If he objecti, Sir, then we ghell aubmil 
that you do vacate the Chair and come here. 
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Mr. 8ASANKA SEKHAR SANYAL: Mr. Jalaluddin Hashemy 
of the Erishak Proja Party is not present in the House. ^ 

Or. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: We humbly submit ^ that you do 
adjourn the House and come here. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Item No. 57 is held over. Let us procwd 
with other items. I shall decide the matter later on in consulation with 
the leaders of different parties. 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: On a point of order, Sir. 
If there is precedent where you have allowed other members to move 
motions not tabled in their names, why do you feel embarrassed in this 
matter on this occasion? 

Khan Bahadur MOHAMMED ALI: My point is that he is present in 
the House. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: He is not present as a member of the 
House. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: You are correct. I know of some instances 
in which the Deputy President of the Central Legislative Assembly 
temporarily vacated the Chair and moved motions standing in his name.

According to the 
Government of India Act, if he is personally present in the House, nobody 
else can occupy tlie (>hair. 

Mr. SASANKA SEKHAR SANYAL: On n point of order, Sir. If 
Mr. Syed Jalaluddin Ilashemv expreses his particular desire and he wants 
to move the motion then and tlien only the question arises whether he would 
vacate the Chair and then come to move it. If it is a q^uestion ot the motion 
btdtig moved then the test is clear^ namely that if the membef in whose 
name the motion stands is unable to move it anybody of the party will be 
allowed to none it. So if you have any particular desire to move this 
because y<m may have various facts to place before the House ami you may 
want to make a fighting speech — then you may consider the question of 
vacating, coming here and speaking. But if this is only a question of the 
motion ^ing moved then there is no other alternative than to ask somebody 
or to give ]>ennissiou to somebody of the Party to move it.

^ Klwil ^ Bfttuulur MOHAMMED ALI: We are not objecting for mere 
objections sake. Some time tomorrow when Mr. Si)eaker is personally 
present we may take it out of turn and you can move this motion when the 
Speaker is in the Chair. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: I have already said that this motion is held 
over. 
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Blitt A8HUT08H LAHIRYs Mr. Speaker, Sir, 1 beg to move that 
the demand of fis, l,80,2iS.000 for expeuditure uiuler the head “25-~Oeweral 
Administration” be reduced by lU.lOO to raise a discussion alxmt the 
failuTO of the Government to recruit a sufficient number of Provincial Civil 
Service Officers from within the province and about the policy to irntnirt 
Deputy Magistrates and Sub-Deputy Magistrates fn>m outside the pn>vim*e. 

Sir, during 1^3 and 1944, a large number of Prtniucial Civil Service 
officers were imported from outside the Province, besiiles (dficers of l.C.S. 
rank, and they have been brought on a much higlier pay than wl»at is beii^g 
paid to the Bengal officers of the same rank. Sir, 1 must condemn this 
policy. It is an admiss’on that Bengal is unable to jiroduce capable men 
in adequate numbers to meet her own internal requirements, that she cannot 
even find men of proper efficiency for carrying on the sort of administrative 
duties entrusted to these outside officers. 

Sir, I could understand if these officera imported from the Provinces had 
been noted for any specialised knowledge or udministrativt* work, most of 
them, as I learn, are ordinary officers, and have no special experiem*e to 
their credit. Sir, in the extraordinary situation with which every Pro- 
vince was, more or less, confronted in the years H)43 and 1944, there was 
unusual demand for efficient officers in every Province, and the officers that 
were sent out to Bengal by the other Provinces, were naturally those who 
were men of average capabilities. 

Sir, this has been a serious reflection on the reputation of this province. 
Sir, I have to go out to other provinces from time to time, and I have found 
that there is a general impression in other provinces that Bengal is so defi- 
cient in capable men that she has to rely on other provinci‘.s even for curry- 
ing on her ordinary administrative functions. Sir, Bengal has iullen low 
in the estimation of the rest of India by virtin* (d ti is j>olicy. J)o our 
Ministers realisi* how they have helped tt» drag down Ileiigal and 
compromise her reputation. 

Sir, there is no dearth of <‘apuble men in the Provima*. Anumgsl school 
teachers, amongst profe.ssors, amongst lawyers, j)lenty of qualilicd and 
comi»etent men were easily uvuilahle. »Sir, hundreds among*it llics*‘ classes 
were starving and yet they were deprive4l <if these »ic\v (ureers that were 
justly their due. Sir, 1 would like to know why tlic demand for additional 
officers was not met from internal recruitment. 

Sir, for u time, u very restricted niimlxT of lawyer Magistrates w’cr© 
recruited. Why more were not taken inJ^ Sir, in reply u* a (juehtion o? 
mine, the Hon’ble Minister stated that the J’uhlic Services (’ommisMioi. 
reconi III ended about ITi) lawyers f«>r recruitment us law vei-MagistruUm but 
the Mini.sliy gave ajipointment only to (»f them. ^Vhy the rest were 
left outJ* Sir, I urn told that thc^y w’ere not appointed, us (Communal liatio 
Buies could not be complied with, as u<lequate numlM*r of qualifie<l Moslejipfi 
were not available. 

Sir, this means that a large number of Hindus were precluded from the 
mnefits of these new’ ofiportnriities of service, simply Inoausc Muslim candi- 
dates forthcoming. I think, Kir, nothing ean be more con- 

^mnable, more reprehensible than this. You will not recruit efficient 
Hindus from this Province becamw* you canntit get equally efficient Mus- 
lims; and you apply to the other Provinces where such Muslim officers aro 
available. It is this shortsighted, this vicious policy of communalism that 
oas been in a large noeasure responsible for breeding and pronloting 
corruption tn the public administration of this Province. 

Sir, I presume the Minister will take up the plea that what the Province 
required was experienced officers. Even this plea is not tenable. Hir, 
there are yet a large number of retired B.C.S. officials in this pivivince whose 
•ervices have not been requisitioned and who could have been usefully 
re-^mployed. Many of them 'ere yet fit for active service but strangely 
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enough, they were not called in. Here again the Communal Eatio Eules 
stood in the way. Had they been recalled, Hindu officers wpuld have 
outnumbered the Muslims and this the present Ministry is not prepared to 
tolerate. 

Sir, the Ministry has also imported a large number of I. C.S officers 
from other provinces and also a good number Irom the Military Depart- 
ment We have been told that about sixty military officers have been 
absorbed inU> the Indian Civil Service in Bengal of whom 45 are Europeans. 
We do not know the number of l.C.S. officers imiiorted from other prov- 
inces. Sir, I know some of these l.C.S. men have been placed in charge 
of districts and HubdiviHions. Some of them are raw recruits to the l.C.S. 
and have no administrative experience whatsoever. Row could 
inexj>eri(‘nced men tackle various intricate problems that conln)nted the 
proviiKM* in the emergencies of 1945 and 1944. Besides, they were 
absolutely new to the orovince and were not conversant with the habits and 
conditions of the peojde. IIow' could such new men unac(|uainted with the 
peculiar (‘onditions of the province be expected t(» do justice to their duties? 
i think, Sir, the importation of these l.(\S. men with the possible excep- 
tion of a few, has not served the true interests ol the }»rovince aiid did, in 
fact, comj)li(‘ate pr«»hlems of administration. 4 hey lia<l to rels im*vitably 
on the advi(‘e of their subordinate officers, and in inanv eases, on the .shin- 
ing lights of the Muslim League in the (hstri« ts which could not hut pro- 
mote corruption and maladministration. 1 hope. Sir. the Ministry will 
take early steps to gel rid <d* these outsiih* oilioei.s, will hxtk within th(‘ pro- 
vince for recruitment of ciJiupctcnt men ami will not grudge even it it 
meant the sacrifice yf ('oniinunal Uatio Buh*s 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir. may I ha\c your pcrmi-'sion to 
move motion No. 57 which was tahlcd in the ii.nnc ol Mr. Syod .lahilmldin 
Uashemy. the Ih'puty Speaker and tor whi.h at his n*,|in*st 1 ha\c been 
asked lo seek \our piu'iuission to move, !»ccausc lor l»“clinicitl reasons he 
cannot move it. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: I undt ^rstand there was muiu- talk on tiii*^ matter. 
The Deputy Speaker has already alh^wed you io move. So m* luithn ruling 
is necessary. 

Khan Bahadur MOHAMMED ALI: Sir. I ohp‘et because the member 
in wdiose name tin* im»tion stamls was present in this House So periuis.sion 
should not be given. 

Mr. 8PEAKER. Strictly speaking my own idea is that S]U‘aker and 
Deputy Speaker sluuild not belong to any ])arty at all. 4'lns i^ my <*w’n 
conviction. The Deputy Speaker has been tn-ateil as a non-entity all 
along. Therefore, be bus nowhere any place. Ih* is neither here m»r there. 
This has been the position so long. Sometime> he semL in motions wdiich 
are admitted. I do not know* whether \iv is allowed t(> move any motion. 
The position is anomalous and remiires clarification and final dciisiou. 
Pending final decision 1 have asked Mr. Hnshemy not to do all these things 
and he lias agreed that until these things are decided upon, he will not im»ve 
cut motions, but at the same time while in the Chair he has allowetl some 
memWr of the House to move this motion. It that is so, I cannot and 
should not alter his decision. 

Kllifl Bfthldur MOHAMMED ALIS No, Sir, he did not f^ive any 
ruling.

Khan Bahadur MOHAMMED ALI: Sir, I object to this on two grounds. 
Apart from the question of Deputy Speaker’s giving uny ruling or not. I 
also object to Dr. Sanyal moving the motion standing in the name of 
Mr. Hashemy on this ground that Mr. llushemy belongs to the Krishuk 
Proja Party and if a iiieinber from that party rises to move his nvjdion, we 
will not object, but Dr. Sanyal Whuigs to a tlifVcrent party, and a.s such 
he cannot claim to have that privilege.

Dr. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: Sir, the point was this I had aetuallv 
been permitted, and wlien I g<d up t(» speak tins objertion was raised, 
Then he sairl, “So far as this objection is concerned, J will I’onsider”.

Khan Bahadur MOHAMMED ALI: Sir, if 1 had been there, 1 would 
have raised objection. 

Mfe SPEAKER: If I understand that there was inclination at least of 
the Deputy Speaker who was then in the Chair to allow Dr. Saayal to 
move it, there is no bar to allowing him to move.

Mr. SPEAKER: There is nothijig wTong in that. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8AHYAL: Sir, I beg to move that the demand of 
Rs.l,80,2H,(K)0 for expen<liture under the head — (icncrul .\dministra- 

tion" be reduced by Ks.KK) to raise a discussion about lowering the piestige 
of the public and public morality tlirough the intlux of f(»i(>ign ^ol(lie^s in 
the city and in the mufussal urea. 

Sir, I did not really think that of all persons Khan Ilahadur Mohamnu^d 
All w'hi» lives in the Dark Circus urea would try tt) balk diHcussion of such 
an important matter and a matter cd grave j)ul)hc imnortanee. I lielieve 
Khan Uahudur Moliunimed Ali knows that near his house almost every 
evening, if he I'ures to go out he would sec a number of young boys and 
young girls see in their front a number of white soldiers indulging m 
sexual acts in a public park openly : little boys and gdrls clap their hands 
and the soldiers go on indulging in sexual acts! It i^ near his house. I 
believe that he at least has got some respect for his own children and 
neighbours and would like to stop this nuisance. Sir, the influx of foreign 
aoluiers in Bengal has led to various kinds of evils, but the greatest evil 
has been the complete immorality let loose and run rampant in difl^erent 
parts of the city as well as in the countryside. Even, Sir, the Metropolitan 
of India had to take a serious note of the position and he made a frantic 
effort to see that public morals are not allowed to go down so low as he 
himself had evidence in his possession to be apprehensive of. At first he 
approached the ]»roblem with such measures of moving away brothels from 
within the easy reach of the soldiers. Certain streets which were supposed 
to be normally inhabited by women of ill fame, w'ere thnmgh his efforts in 
the beginning and thereafter through th# combined efforts of the Calcutta 
Corporation, the military authorities ai^ the Government of Bengal, 
declared as prohibited areas and^the soldieni were sought to be kept out of 
bounds. This out-of-bound theory has unfortunately led to a situation that 
has in some way snread the evil throughout the cit>* and in the adjoining 
suburban areas ana when the soldiers were expected to keep themselves out 
of bounds, as an esteemed member has pointed out, the evil has now grown 
boundless pri^rtion. At first areas like Free School Street were kept out 
of bounds. The unfortunate women living there soon found themselves 
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locked up in houses in different parts of the city and in some of the 
erstwhile respectable houses. The houses were actually requisitioned by 
certain, authorities to keep these persons. In the European Asvlum I^ne» 
a street resided by respectable citizens, middle class ana rich Muslims and 
Hindus, suddenly it was noticed that a number of pnwtitutes began their 
trade. The gentlemen of the locality got alarmed, for soldiers began to 
flock during all times of day and night, and due W the alarm that was 
raised some attempts were made to declare certain portions of that place 
out of bounds. 

Thereafter the Metropolitan of Calcutta and certain eminent medical 
men thought that more vigorous steps should be taken. The result was that 
a literal drive has been set afoot to send all the women of ill fame of the 
town out of their houses. The houses are being reijui.sitiimed with 24 
hours notice, 48 hours notice and the like, and these women are h reed out 
of their tenements. What has been the result thereof}^ A large lumber 
of them are now flocking to South Calcutta and Nortli Calcutta and to 
suburbs of various areas in Calcutta, and certain military coniractors who 
are always ready and handy have now started setting up small huts near 
about soldiers’ camps to locate some of the.se women for being ready and 
handy for these foreign soldiers. I presume that this has become a gtsal trade 
for some. 

Sir. some (d these lH)ust‘s in North Caleutta, some of these streets in 
North Calcutta had l>een well known to the resorts of public women for 
generations. It was also well known that r(*spectal)le ( itizens should k(‘ep 
themselves out of bounds from sueli areas. 1 take the example of Kuraya 
and also of certain areas in Cdiitpore. These areas of Karaya laud liad some 
peremptory order.s served on the owners of the boii'-es and soiiu‘ (»f (b(* owners 
were required to quit wdtli bag and baggage in veiy short time. The net 
result has been that in other respectable areas of t’ulcutui mkI suburbs these 
women have spread about and the soldiers are being attra« led to all [arts of 
the eity and suburbs where originally they were going to ‘ertain limited 
areas. This has spread immorulitv fur and wide, and probably, Sir, you 
know in the area that you live iu, things have be<-om • so inu' h aliomitmble 
and horrible that even on the public footpath ami the small oarks in llie 
l*urk Circus area almost every evening from about 8 o’chu'k to It) ohlock 
ghastly and shameful acts of foreign and white soldiers freely indulging in 
sexual acts with public women or women who miglit not be termed us nul»- 
lic women bi'c.ause they miglit not be registoretl as sm h are c(miiiiitted in 
the presence of young boys and young girls, a position that .lo civilised 
Government could ever tolerate, no civilised r<mntry «ould »*\cr lliink of. 
The public of Calcutta, the public of the Mofussal have become ho eyus- 
perated as a result there<d that they do m»l know what tlo. 

I know', Sir, one or tw'o cases where the pf»opb* Imviug g(»t excited ami 
exhausted went to the police to ask for their help. The jmlice havi* oj.enly 
told them that “We are helpless; you can take the law in your own bunds 
and do what you like.” I know of an instance in the Karaya area vliere 
certain foreign soldiers who were blail: Americans were indulging in 
excesses in that area. The Muslim neighbours of the place tried to stop 
this nuisance because many of them were forcildy entering into respectable 
houses also. The police failed to give them protection but tinted that “As 
we cannot give you protection you must be free to do what >ou like and we 
shall also not take notice of what you do ’. Tlie result was tliat thiee or 
four of thm foreign black soldiers had their belly ripped cqien and there 
is a pOi«bility of Indians — Hindus and Muslims- ultimately coming into 
clash with the military authorities if (iovernmen^ cannot give them hu£B- 
cieut protection i^ainst immoralities cf this character. I submit, Sir, that 
that state of affairs should not be allowed to develop. 

In the mufaasal, members from Chittagemg, TirP^ra and Noakhali dis- 
tricts had in the past befoiye this debate stated how very dangerous it has 
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become for ordinary citissens — peaceful and peace-loving citiaens — to live 
boneet lives. Soldiers enter into decent houses' on vaiious pleas and shout 
'*Bil>i Hail^ Bibi Hai” and all that. And, Sir, there are io our shame a 
class of people who are now trading on this. The oilier da> wlien I was

Very recently 
Government s attention had been drawn In me to this mutter, but in spite 
•of our best efforts nothing has been clone l»y Ihe (bn'ernmeiit. 

As regards ajipointments in the Civil Supplies l)c*partment, Go\ern- 
ment's attention has lieen drawn times without numlier, ho that appoint- 
ments may be given to the Schedulecl Caste eundidates followdng the* (^nii- 
munal Ratio Rules, but to our utter misfortune, Sir, our repeutc'd n^ijuests 
in this direction have fallen on deaf ears. The other day, Sir, I went to 
the office of the Controller of Rationing in Town Hall. From what I heard 
there I have been personally convinced that the Communal Riitici Rules, s<» 
far as appointment of Sch^uled Castes candidates is concerned, have not 
bera applied in toto. The ,other day one of the members of tbe staff over 
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there told me that whenever some posts are advertised, the number of appli> 
cations received from Scheduled caste candidates is very small. But I 
found out from the list of applicants who had applied to the Civil Supplies 
Department that although the number of Scheduled Caste candidates is 
small, it did not fall short of the [K)stg to be filled in by the Scheduled Castes 
community. In spite of these things. Sir, and although I have repeatedly 
drawn the attention of the Government that the Communal Ratio Rules 
should be applied in toto, to our utter misfortune nothing has been done by 
the Government in this direction. 

There is another thing to which I want to draw the attention of the 
Government, i.e., the Public Service Commission the personnel of which 
is mainly constituted of members of communities other than Scheduled 
Caste people. 1 want to draw the attention of Government to the desirabi- 
lity of including at least one member in the Public Service Commission 
from the Scheduled Castes. Otherwise, so far as Stdieduled Caste applicants 
for Government services are concerned, no justice will be done if nobody 
from the Scheduled Caste community is appointed a member of the Public 
Service Commission. 

There is another thing, Sir, to which I want to draw^ the attention of 
the Government, namely, the qualifying clause in advertisements. When- 
ever any post is a<lverti.Hed, there is a qualifying clause that if a properly 
qualified Scheduled Caste candidate is not found from among the Scheduled 
Caste community for a post to be filled by Scheduled Cask* people, then 
some other candidate outside the Schedule Caste community will be taken 
in for that post. Sir, this qualifying clause in the appointment is very 
whimsical and practically has got no sense because to one appointing 
authority it may have the significance that a piuticular jierson has got the 
proper qualification and to another it may have the significance that the 
particular candidate has not got the proper qualification at all. 1 suggest 
that Government should do away with that qualifying clause so far as the 
appointment of Scheduled Caste candidates is coiK'erned. Then, Sir, I 
want to draw the attention of the Government to the nomination to village 
self-governing institutions and municipalities of miifassal towns. Tliere 
1 have seen that so far us Government nomination is concerrieil Government 
ignore the cases of Sclieduled (?aste eundidates save and except in one or two 
occasions.

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Minister, certain facts which have come to my knowledge after the visit 
of Mr. N. K. Basu to the Alipore Central Jail. After Mr. Basu visited the

Dr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Mr. Kundu, I think you ought to have given 
me this information earlier. 

Mr. NISHITHA NATH KUNDU. But, Sir, we have got this informa- 
tion only just now. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: I think it would not be proper to raise 
anything of whi(di I have not been given any information. It is the 
convention of the House that at least I should know when a matter is 
coming up before it is taken up. 

Mr. NISHITHA NATH KUNDU: But, Sir, it is a very important

DEMAND FOR GRANTS. 

25 — General Administration. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Sir, I beg to move that the demand 
^f Eh. I »H t), v8,000 for expenditure under the head “2'> — (ieneral Administra- 
tion ’ be redueed by Bs.ltM) to raise a discussion about the policy of the 
Government in appointing Army officers for civil duty in the province. 

Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, for the appointment of Army officers on civil 
duiv. (he people of Bengal have to pay Its. foiv on page 55 of the 

Red Book, it has f»een stated that the cost incurred for the training centre 
i^r Anny officers deputiul for civil duty is Ks. 1.42.000, and the cost for 
Training Ontre for Army officer.s deputed for civil duty in this province 
in the year lfM5 is Rs. 98,000. 

Certainly, Sir, it is well known to us that Primary Education has 
suffered for want of fund : the teachers of primary schools could not be 
paid dearness allowance for want of funds, but, Sir, for training of 
Army officers for civil duty, nm have to pay more than two lakhs of 
rupees which is said to l>e an -absolute necessity. Sir. we can of course 
understand the appointment of Army officers on civil dutv% when there 
is a declaration of martial law. I illustrate the point by mv own 

axperience. In my own district, the district of Tippera, the Additional 
Magistrate there is Major Herbert. I went to see the District Magistrate 
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gome months ago, oyer the question of requisition of my land 
and house. The Distriet Magistrate, Mr. Dutch, told me that the 
matter is under the consideration and under the supervision of Major 
Herbert, a military officer. 1 told him that 1 could not go to him unless 
he was pleased to introduce me to him. He said he would do 
it. He phoned him and introduced me to him and gave me an introduc- 
tion letter saying that 1 was going to him over my own (juestiou and 
requested Major Herbert to give me a patient hearing. So 1 got a 
recommendation from the District Magistrate. 1 went to see Major 
Herbert. 1 waited for half-an hour and then 1 was called into his room, 
I found him seated with a revolver on his table. Tiien I raised the ques- 
tion of compensation for u\\ house and also raised the question of 
compensation tor a certain gentleman whose bamboos luoi l)een cut 

by the military authorities without paying any comjuoisation. Do you 
know’, Sir, what Major Herbert t«»ld mey' Major Herbert told me, 
“Mr. Dutt, why do you think of compensation y You would have been 
under the Jap servitude, but for us.” He repeated ‘‘You would have been 
under Jap seivitinle, but for us. \Vb\ do nou care lor compensation J*'* 
Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, I was terrified, because tliere was a revolver on 
his table and I could not argue with him and thinking discretion to be 
the bettei part of valour came away 1 said. “\er\ well. I put my ease 
to you. Do what you please.” I fold Mr. I hitch what he find told me 
and that I could not argue with him. MorcovtT, some time back an 
American siddier shot a person dead; so my courage faile<l. 1 could not 
argue about the (lueslion of compensation and I came away. Sir, that is 
the picture of a Military Ofliccr. 

I sliall t(dl \ou about the experience of Home other gentleman, a member 
of our lor, who told me regarding tins gentleman. He is not to blame. 
He does not know anything abinit the civil law ol the country. The 
question of compensation is to be determined iimbu’ the Land Acquisi- 
tion Act. I’hc gentleman went in connection with the ijucstion of one 
homestead of a certain per.son belonging to an iindcr-raiyat which was 
requisitioned by the (lovcrniiH’nt and then* was the qm-stion of compensa- 
tion. The whole compensation money was given over to the raiyat, wdio was 
thi^ immediate landlonl of the under-rai\at. Tlie uinler-raiyat claimtMl 
that as he was tlie owner of the homestead for more than TJ years, he 
was entitleil to get the compensation. So the ijuestion of ajtportioruiituit 
of compensation di<l arise. Maj<»r Herbert said, “What do voii say y 1 
do not understand >oiir rai>at or under-raixat. I sliall write to the 
Viceroy, why he put me in charge of this office.” The gentleman said 
‘‘\"ou are to determine tlie compeiisatioii. It is your duty to apportion 
the compensation.” Major Herbert said ”1 do not know' whether it is 
my duty or not. I shall write to the Viceroy.” So be bad to (uune away. 
This is the experience of one member of the bar, 1 do not know whether 
anybody else ba.s got any experience of a Military Officer. 1 hav<» told 
about my experience, f do not know' whether Major Herbert is the 
Additional l>istrict Magistrate now’ or he is in charge of the district, because 
I hear Mr. Dutch is already transferred. 

This i.s the experiiuice of one and I think this will be the experience 
of all of us, who have come in contact with an Army Officer. The Army 
Officer is not to blame; the Chief Minister is to blame. What is (he 
necessity of putting an Anny Officer on to civil duties y (jvil duty 
implies knowledge of civil law and an Army Offic^er is not expi*cted to know 
civil law.* So I hope Oovernnient will con.sider the matter. They have 
already spent two lakhs of rupees. People’s money has been squandered 
awuiy to the extent of two lakhs. I think this system must ls» put a stop to. 

Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, l*efore I take my seat I would say a few words 
about corruption, if you allow' me to soy. Corruption, Sir, is the prevailing 
question of the day. 
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Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Mr. Datta, how can you bring in this 
question ? 

Dr* NALINAKSHA SANYAL: Becau.se the Army Officers are corrupt. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA MATH DATTA: I know that Army Officers are 
corrupt and my friend Dr. Sanyal has said that. Moreover, Mr. Deputy 
Speaker, Mr. Speaker has allowed me to speak generally without confining 
t« the general administration. If you are pleased to allow me, T shall 
cite a few instances with regard to corruption. 

Sir, I beg to submit that corruption is encouraged by the raembens of 
the Cabinet. The Ministers encourage those Subdi visional Officers, who 
are notoriously corru]>t. Some da>s ago, I just said to some person that 
50 per ee!it. of the Subdivisional Officers were corrupt. The person in 
authority correcte<l me and said, “You are mistaken, Mr. Datta, not 
50 per cent, but To per cent of the Subdivisional Officers are corrupt.” 
The Subdivisional Officers are found to be hobnobbing with the aj)pointed 
dealers, who are notoriously corrupt. I shall illustrate my point from my 
own experience. When an Hon’ble Minister goes to mufassal, be accepts 
the invitation of thos<* appointed dealers, who are notoriously corrupt in 
the locality. The other day the Hon’hle Minister in charge of Civil 
Supplies went to Bralirnanhuriu. He received an invitation from one 
Abdul Munnan I’hakur of Sarail, fie is an appointed dealer and is a 
notorious hlack-murketeer and pirifileer. The Hou’lde Minister in charge 
of Civil Supplies went to Sarail and told the people there that he had coukj 
at the request ami invitation of Ahdul Mannan Thakur, One gentleman 
iiresent in the meeting said that Abdul Mannan Thakur was a 
black-marketeer and a profiteer and he wanted to have his ears. This be 
said in the presence of the Hon’ble Minister. The Hon'blc Minister 
anyhow' restraine<I him. Then wdiile the Hon’ble Minister along with 
Abdul Mannan Thakur, the Additional Magistrate and the Subdivisional 
Otfi(‘er was passing b,\ , tlie> were obstructed by one thousand pisiple in 
Sabilpur bazar. Tlie,\ said to the Hon’ble Minister that they wanted 
Abdul Mannan Thakur, who was imtoriously corrupt. Tbe\ said, “We 
w'unt to cut his ears in the presence of the Hon'ble Minister.” The 
Additional District Magistrate interfered and but for bis interference there 
would have been a serious incident in the presence of the Hon’ble Minister. 
The Hon’hle Minister said that th(‘ Adilitional Ikistrict Magistrate would 
make an enquiry into the allegations as t<i the corruption, black-marketing 
and profiteering hv Alulul Mannan Thakur. I want to know, Sir, whether 
any enquiry has been made into the allegations of corruption, black- 
marketing and profiteering of AIkIuI Mannan Thakur. 

Sir, the Sulxlivisional Officer was also aceiised of being in league 
W'ith Abdul Mannan Thakur as to tlie (M>rruption, hluck-uiarketing and 
profiteering. The other day luv friend Mr. Shahedali made an accusation 
a« to the corruption of the Subdivisional Officer of Laxani, Mr. Ershad. 
Sjr, this officer accepted a <lah' from a certain person on the occasion of a 
marriage ceremony. Sir, 1 am giving facts and an enquiry should be 
made into the allegations of corruption of this Sulalivisional Officer. 
The Subdivisional Offiw encourages this profiteer and black-marketeer 
in court in the presence of others and is accepting invitation of this 
notxirious profiteer and black- marketeer. Sir, 1 am sorry that I am 
compelled to mention names. As to whether the allegations are true or 
not, I would request the Government to make an enquiry. 

Now, Sir, if we want to put ttn end to this kind of corruption, the 
Ministry should he such that they should he above suspicion. We are 
making allegations in regard to corruption and malpractices in the various 
departments and if the Ministry w'ant to put an end to them, they should 
try to he above suspicion. If the Ministry are not above suspicion there 
will he widespread corruption in the general admini.stration of the province. 
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Sir» we are now before the bar of the world and I want to tell the Ministry 
that when allegations are made by \i8» they should be enouired into, 1 am 
qaite sure that if there is on enquiry the allegations will be found to be 
true. Those found guilty then should W punished. Vnless they are 
punished corruption will go on. Sir. there is corruption here, there and 
everywhere and it must be put an end to. 

AVith these words, Sir, 1 commend my motion for the acceptance of 
the House. 

Mr. ATUL CHANDRA SEN: Sir. 1 beg to move that the demand of 
Rs. 1,80, 28, 000 for expenditure under the head “2’> —(Jeneral Administra- 
tion” be reduced by Rs.lOO to raise a di8cu^sion al)out the propriety of u 
circular issued by the (Jovernment to the effect that all nominations to 
local bodies should be made in consultatuui with the (tovernment Chief 
Whip. 

Sir, if I am inTmitted to coin a new phrase, I would say that the 
Muslim League (foverument is bent upon “Muslimlegalising” the whole 
Government of this province, executive (iovernment as well as Local 
Self-Government. As an illustration of this unfair and inordinate desire 
to Muslimlegiilihe the Government of the province. 1 W(mhl rea»I out to 
the House, tin* onginul copy of a letter mldressed hy Khan Sahih 
Hamiduddin Ahmad. Parliamentary Secretary, Local Self-tiovernmeiit, on 
the 2()th October, to certain gentlemen m Mymeiisingb district asking 
them to vote for certain Le:igue candiilates for elecjtioii to llie Ibstrict 
School Hoard, The letter ends with the line “the (ipponents of Muslim 
League must l)t‘ regarded by you as the enemies of Islam”. 

Now, Sir, the most not(*\vorthy feature <»f this lett(‘r is that it is signed 
by' Khan Sahib Hamiduddin Ahmad, nut in his personal capacity, not us 
a Muslim Leaguer, but as Parliamentary Secretary to llie Government of 
Heugal. Need I tell you that tor the people to whom it was ad<lreMHed a 
reijiiesl from a l‘arluimentary Secretary in the language in whiidi it was 
couched is as good as an onler.'' 

Let us, Sir, come from the written words of the Khan Sahib to bis 
spoken w'(>r(ls. J would refei to uiistaried tiuestKiU .\o. 5)2 of the I!)th 
I)(»cemb(‘r, 1!)42, Dr. Nalinaksha Sanyal asked what was the eau.se of 
dtday in ap[)ointing nominated members to certain district boards and 
municipalities in the firovinee, ami the* Kliaii Sahib r(*plied on ladialf of 
Government ; “IXday in each ease was due to the fact that in eaeh ease, a, 
reference had got to be madi' to the Chief Whi]» of Gt»vernment”. Dr. 
Sanyal asked wliat was tlie function «*xer('i.sed l»y the Child Whip in 
the.se matters and, the Khan Sahib ga\e the most ridiculous reply that 
it was th(* known polny td’ (ioveiiiment lli.it reterenee sliould be 
made in these matters to the Government ( hud Whip. Having realised 
the ridieulou.sne.ss ot the poNition that he took up he tried t<i wriggle 
out of the position by “aving that thi.s praetiee was initiated 

pitibably by the i»revious Ministry. But when I asked; “Would the 

Government state whether any nderence was made to the records of 
the past Government to show' that this malpraidiee was initiated by the 
pa.st (rovernmeiit”. the Khan Sahib said “no”. Then Mr. Atul Chandra 
Kumar and Dr. Sanyal a.sked whether Government knew that the past 
Government i.ssued a .standing circular to the effect that in all matters 
relating to nomination to local bodies, the local M.L.As. should be consulted 
and the Khan Sahih replied that he was not aw'un*. 

Now, Sir. apart from the qutfstion of precedent. I put the fjuestion 
straight to the Government what are the reasons for making a reference 
to the Government Chief Whip in the matter of nomination to local bodies 
unless the reasons be political, personal and even family reasons. 

I shall give an instance whiqh shows how political, personal and family 
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reasonB hare been brought to bear upon municipal nominations. I refer 
to the Dacca Municipality. The elections of the Dacca Municipality were 
held about 12 months back; the newly elected commissioners were 
waiting to elect t^eir office-bearers, namely. Chairman and Vice-Chairman. 
Month after month passed, but the municipal commissioners could not 
elect their office-bearers in the absence of nomination by Government. No 
announcement was made by Government for about twelve months, and, 
Sir, do you know wdiat was the reason why no announcement was made in 
time? Because Government wanted a gentleman to be nominated and 
they wanted him to be elected as Vice-Chairman of the municipality — a 
gentleman who is a most insignificant member of the Muslim League, but 
who is a member of Sir Nazim uddin’s ow'ii family and who is a member 
of bis party in this House. Now, Sir, this gentleman got involved in a 
street acci<lent; he got his leg fractured; he was confined to bed; and the 
nominations were lield up, because this gentleman would not be able to 
attend the election meeting and would not be able to get himself elected 
Vice-Chairman. The nominations w'ere announced as soon as he was 
physically fit to go to the election meeting. Sir, 1 might add other 
insiances from my own district of Dacca. 1 know' that there was a tussle 
between Hon’ble Mr. Shahabuddin and the District Magistrate of Dacca 
over some noininalicms to some Union Boards. The Dstrict Magistrate 
of Dacca in good faith sent some nominations for publication. I suppose, 
Sir, in the matter of nominations to Union Boards, the Di.strict Magi.strate 
is the supreme authority and the Ministry can intervene only in exceptional 
circumstances. In this ease, nominations were made by tlu* District 
Magistrate in good faith. But the Minister, Mr. Shaliabuddiii. wanted 

his men to go and he w'unted the Distriei Magistrate to recommend his 
men. Now’, Sir, almost under duress the European Dstrict Magistrate 
wrote “personally, I would like mv former nominations to stand, but 
inasmuch as the Hon’ble Minister wants his meti to go, I have to yiebl.” 
That w'as lus recommendation. Sir, this is .seandaloiis. 

Even today in repl.\ to a (juestion, (jovernment had to say: “Yes. 
The Government ('hief Whip is referred to in the.se matters.” “Why” 
W’e asked, and the answer was “because he is (‘onversant with public 

opinion in all the areas.” It is ridiculous to suggest that the (iovern- 

menl (diief Whip knows more about, say, for example the Uomilla 

district than my honourable friend Mr. Dhirendra Nath Datta or that he 
knows more about Berhampore than nn honourable friend Mr. Sasanku 
Sekhar Sanyal? Then why should the Cliief Wbii> be referred to in these 
flatters? For aught we know, the redoubtable Uhief Whip of the 
Government Party, who represents the Dicca University may know some- 
thing about education or may know* nothing about education. The 
redoubtable Chief Whip of the Government Party who is a constitutional 
Pandit or a constitutional Maiilvi in this House ma> know* something 
about constitution or may know^ nothing about constitution. But one 
thing about w’hieh then* is no doubt is this that he knows nothing ulxiut 
Self-Government. Why, then. Sir, has any reference to be made to him 
unless it be for jobbery and nepotism of the worst type? This is .scandalous. 
This must be ended. With these words, Sir, I commend my motion for 
the acceptance of the House. 

Mr, DiPUTY SPEAKER: Mr. Kundu, you need not move your motion. 

Mr. NItHITHA NATH KUNDU: I elmll not move my motion. Sir, 
like other departments of Government, the department responsible for 
general administration is not ’‘alwve corruption and is not being run 
efficiently, It has earned notonety for favouritism shown in the matter of 
anpointnienis, jKistings and transfers. The Department has sacrificed 
wl principles, policy, even decency^ and above all efficiency, equity and 

i nstice for the sake of favouritism and distribution of patronage, 
nstanoes^ Sir, can be multiplied. There are numerous instances of 
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but I ghall mention here only one or two. but before doinir 
so, I shall particularly deal wjth the motion which I have tabled thouirh. 
as I said before, I am not moving it. 

Sir, since the inauguration of Montford Reforms till 3l«t August 1932 
prior to the separation of the Council from the parent Legislative lieparL 
ment, Assistants and typists of the Council Section of the Legislative 
Department were in receipt of an over-time allowance to compensute them 
for the observance of longer hours of duty. In fact the (iovernor had 
fixed the hours of the Council sittings at *3 p.m. to 7 p.m., to suit the 
convenience of the M.L.C.s. most of whom were drawn from professionals 
or businessmen. These hours were their leisure periods and were not 
necessitated by the actual state of ottioe work, so far as the Council 
Section of the Legislative Department was concerned. I'he allowance 
was granted only when the meeting was extended heyonil 7 p.m. at the 
rate of Rs.5, Rs.4, Rs.d per day tor upper division and lower division 
assistants and t>pisf8 respectively. The staff in other Government depart- 
ments did not receive any overtime ullowaiice as they were not required 
to observe such longer liours yf duty consi.sting of noii-Seoretariat work us 
was done by the Council Section of the Legislative JK'inirtmenl. 

That the grant of such an allowance was justified was elicitefl in a reply 
to a Council question in 1929, given by the then Finanee Member, Mr. Murr. 

In 1932, the Swan Retrenchment Committee recommended the abolition 
of the over-time allowance. 

Accordingly it was decided tf» incorjauate tiie allowance in the pay of 
the .staff when it would he fixed. 

Rut unfortunately this was not done on the inauguniti(»n «>f the Hoare- 

illingdon Reforms. While the pay of the lo\v»*r division assistants 
was fixed in the same scale as that in the Secretariat that of the upper 
division assistants fell far below that of their compatriots in the Secretariat. 
In fact, an upper <livision assistant of the Assemhly Ih'partrnent 
loses I{.s.8,.‘)29 during his 24 years’ of serviee as comj)an‘d w'ith an upper 
division assistant of the Secretariat. The upper division seale in the 
Assembl} IXqiartment is Rs.1 1 5-- 1:,/2 229 - 29/2— 39(1, while the upper 

division scale of the Secretariat is Rs. 1 lo--29/2““2lo~-2o/2-- 2fM) - 29/2 — 
3o0 with the pr(>spect of being made Head Assistant with an udditiornil 
allowance of Rs.H-’j per month. 

It will appear, however, that the pre.ssure of work in the present House 
of 2o0 members holding .sessions for about 8 months in the year oii a|| 
average cannot compare with the pressure of work in a House of only 139 
members sitting for 2 months at most during tiie perioil 1921-1932*. If 
such eondilions prevailing from 1921 till l!t32 justified the grant of an 
over-time allowance to the staff of ttie (’ouncil Section of the Legislative 
Denartment how much more equitable is the claim for such an allowance 
under the conditions now prevailing.'' 

The pre.ssure of work at present will be appreciated, when it is remember- 
ed that for two weeks before and after a session the staff is 
fully engaged. Taking the average number of sessions as three in a year 
the total period during which the staff is fully engaged foregoing Sundays 
and other holidays intervening during the period is 11 months. One 
month is really the slack season and is spent in Puja, Easter, f!hristinas 
and other holidays. 

Iti ori\er to maintain liaison with the different Departments of fiovem- 
ment, the Assemhly Department has to observe the normal hours of duty 
for those Departments, namely, 19-30 a.m. to o p.m. In addition the 
Assembly Department has to work Iieyond 8 p.m. for 8 months in the year 
on an average due to the bolding of sessions. As has already been pointi»d 
out it is only for 3 months that the Assembly Department is in 4 i position 
to observe the normal hours of duty for Government offices. 
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The need for accuracy of work in connection with the conduct of 
buaineas in the House which is scrupulous as regards the maintenance of 
its dignity, rights and privileges cannot be over-stressed. 

Under somewhat similar circumstances the staff in the Governor's 
Secretariat is compensated by the grant of an allowance equal to 10 per 
cent, of their pay subject to a maximum of Rs.dO. Please refer to 
Assembly question No. 305 by Mr. Sasanka Sekhar Sanyal on the 17th 
May, 1944. 

With regard (o pay and prospects of the staff of the Assembly, I would 
invite attention to the farewell speech made by the ex-Speaker, Sir Md. 
Azizul Huque, on the I3th March, 1942. 

I liave also to say a few words about the condition of service in the 
Assembly Library. The staff in the Library Department have to serve 
both the Assembly and 4he ('ouncil. The Librarian who is an M.A. 
(Second Class) and who has got Library training under the Government 
of India and also a Certificate from the London Library Association, draws 
a scale of pay of Rfl.130 — 10/2 — 100 — 5/2 — 175 only. I have also to refer 
to the case of the Lady Assistant to the Librarian. She is an Honours 
graduate and is a trained Librarian. She draws a ridiculously low pay. 
She is in the time-scale of Rs.45 — 47 — 1/2 — 75. Sir, there must be 
immediate revision in the scale of pay of the Library staff'. 

Sir, a great injustice is being done to the menials, orderlies, peons, 
duftries ami such other staff of the Assemhlv llepartinent. Sir, their hard 
lot is known to you very well. T)iey work for the longest 

hours specially during the Asseinhly sessions and they are the most lowly 
paid servants of the Assembly ]>epartnient. Their liard.sliip should not 
also he forgotten. 

Sir, I have also to refer with regret that Government are unduly 
interfering with this De])artment over the head of the Hcurhle Speaker. 
As memhers of this House, we feel (hut nobody els(‘ besi<les tlie Hon'ble 

Speaker should handle the Department. It is reall\ tmenniehing ujxm 

the rights and privileges of this House that (ioveriimeni hhiuild meddle in 
mutters affeeting the Department over the head of the llou’lde Speaker. 

Sir, I was mentioning about corruption regarding appointment, 

transfer ami posting. Sir, there have besui four (|ues(ious and answers 
regarding this .subject. One was starred (piestion No. 9 of Mr. Hirtzel, 
the other two were Nos. 2t» and 39 and the last one is unstarred No. 92, 
Lwill refer to you, Sir, to starred question No. 9 and unstarred No. 92. 
You will be surprised to find that there the Government are unscrupulous 
even in their replies. The replies are evasive, incomplete and without 
any meaning, (hough (here was a debnite notice given. You will find 
that in answer to the question put by Mr. M. A. F. Hirtzel, starred No. 9, 
when he asked, what is tlie average period of office of Subdivisional 
Officers throughout the [irovince. the reply was, before the war. the practice 
w'us to make the periral of office of Subdivisional Officers about three years 
on the average; at present, owing to war conditions, the period has (xmie 
down to about one year. Now, Sir, to suit their convenience this reply 
was given u go-bve and Another reply quite contrary to the former was 
given the other tWy, when I put my un.sturred question No. 92. It was 
in respect of the transfer of Maulvi Panaulhih Ahmed. Subdivisional 
Officer of Balurgliat and Babu Baneswar Barman, Insfwtor of Police, at 

Dinajpur. (At (bis stage the blue light was lit) Sir, will you kindly 

allow me another ten minutes too^oiichide my speech? 

Mn DiFUTY SFEAKER: How can I allow you more time when I 
cannot do so in the case of others. 

Mr, SAiAHKA SEKHAR SANYALt Sir, you have aUowed more time 
to anothei* member and 1 hope you will exteud the same favour to Mr. 
Kiuidu. 
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Mf*» DEPUTY Speakers How losg^ wUl you takt*, Mr. Kundu P 

lif« MI8HITHA NATH KUNDUs I want another seven inlnutea; v* 
least give me five minutes more. 

Sir, in reply to the question put hy Mr. Hirtiel. it was stat«Ml that 
CWring to war conditions the j>eriod has been reduced from tliree years to 
pne year. But wdien I put a similar question, the information supplied 
was that there are no definite oniers fixing a period during which Executive 
Officers shall normally remain in any station, hut ofticers in the 
general line are not ordinarily kept in one district for more than three 
years. This^ was in connectum with the transfer of Maulvi [‘aimullah 
Ahmed of Natore fame, who was placed in charge of the sulnlivision of 
Balurghat for more than three years. He granted a ration shop to his 
chaprassi. There is a civil suit pending against him at Dinujjnir and he 
w’us under orders of transfer after elapse of al) 0 «t three >ears. hut (he 
transfer was cancelled at his instance only to give him undue advantage 
to he taken hy him in regard to that civil suit. However, Sir, 1 nm 
glad to say that (lovernment agreed to consiiler the <[uestion <d’ transfer 
of these gentlemen. As regards Bahu Baneswar Barman, vmi will he 
surprised to learn that 1 h‘ was a Suh-Inspector of Police in Jlinajpur, in 
different police-stations for over twelve years and he has h<‘en in the 
Dinajpiir town as Inspector (d Police for another twelve* years again. So 
he has heen continuously stationed in Dinajpur for over twent>-four M‘urH. 
Sir, there an* many otht*r instances like this. 

Then, Sir, tht* Secretaries and the Assistants in the Se('n*tariat do 
not (‘an* to at(«*nd to juihlic calls They nev(*r or seldom r(*p]y to lett(*r« 
and application sent to (hem regarding important nialters. I would 
warn them that tlic\ an* paid to afl(*nd to public calls and (his (h*reliclion 
on their part will neither Im‘ toleiated nor forgotten hy the pnhlii’, and 
tin*} uill h.i\(' in the M‘r> near future to explain their eonduet. Only 
the other day it tian.Npir(*d (hat ap|)li('a(ions and letters wrill«*n liy 
.secuntg^ ])n''oners were not at((*nde4l to. hut they w<*re kejit in the offiei^ 
unat ((‘iided for \eaiH I referied the matter (<• Khan Bahadur M«diamm(*d 
Ali, who ha^ heen taking a ke<’n interest in th(‘se .st*(*iirit\ piisom‘rH and 
I t(dd him that ij(»w tliat then* were so nian\ securi(\ prisoious that 
they sliould form a separate department of OovernnienI for (his. In 
this eonni'ction. Sir. 1 am drawing s(»ur attention to (h«* (<‘legram which 
was sent regarding Shr(*c Nitai f’handra Jana, a security prisoner, from 
his sister Susila Bala Dchi. hut tliis has not heen altfiich'd to up till now. 
This was a tefegiam for l(*avc to see his (dd father ailing from pneumonia. 

Then, Sir, there are other matters to which 1 .should like to refer. 
If you will l(*ok into the Red Book, >ou will find that alaoit Rs 
allotted under this h(*ml for re-excavation and excavation of tanks and 
rehabilitation programme was not spent. Sir, it has been (he fashion 
to show in the budget large provisions and then not to sperd (hern. It 
is for this reason that we do not depencl on the budgeted figures. Such 
budgeting is not proper as there is no guarantee for api>roprialion. 
The nation*-huilding departments have heen complaining of paucity of 
funds and the Education Ih'partnient has not heen able to provide for 
dearne.ss allowance to poorly paid primary and secondary sclnsd teachers 
hut Government have liherull> heen providing monev elsewhere. If 
you will kindly examine the figures between l!14d-44 and those of 
1944-45 and UM5-4fi, regarding emoluments to Parliamentary Secretaries 
they will that the expenditure under that head is going to he 

increas(*d hy leaps and l>ounns. They have also made increased provisiona 
for memlters and they have also allotted money, as I said the other day» 
for the refiairs of houses to suit the convenience of one of the Ministers, 
I ahall also refer to one other matter and conclude. The Government 
Communications and Works Department Workers' Union, Bengal, sent a 
representation by way of an^appeal to this department, one month hack 
23 
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for tbe remedy of their very modest and legitimate grievances, but this 
appeal has not been attended to. In this way I can add to the numerous 
oases, I have cited of the neglect of duty on the part of Government 
officials. 

Mr. PATIRAM ROY: Sir, I beg to move that the demand of 
Es. 1,80, 28, 000 for expenditure under the head “2*5 — General Administra- 
tion’^ be reduced by Ks.lOO to raise a discussion about (/) the matter of 
appointment of the Scheduled Gastes in sendees under Government in 
spite of the (.'ommunal Ratio Rules, and (iV) the personnel of the Public 
Service Commission in Rengal.

(hat the deuiaiul of Kh. l,H(h:?8,(KM) for expeiuliture under the head “2r>— 
[yeneral AdininistiTition he reduced liy Its. 1(H) to raise a discussion alniut 
tnaladm I lustration resulting in suftering to the people. 

Sir I have to speak on a %ery serious matter today. No other lueinher 
rom ( hittagong has Uken uj) this matter. It is the matter of venereal 
lisease 111 ( hittagong. 1 do not think that (Government realise what a seriout 
hing it has InM-ome there. People may starNe, thev ma> die; they may 
darve and they may live and to a certain extent (hey Van get on. livit what 
loes this mean.’' It means that the next generation is going (o suffer 
ind for years the people of (’hittagong have to suffer from (his scourge. 

You have given (wo lakhs for (he betterment and rehabilitation o) 
hittagong, but do you know how this money has been sihuK S' Ar« 
•oil rea ly advised a.s to how it has gone? Have all (he houses you 
xpccted to he luiilt with that money for rehabilitation been nnillv built? 
lave cottage indu‘'tries been leally started for the poor and tor the help 
>f those jioor people who ha\e lost practically everything? 

It is the fault of jK)V(‘rt\ that (his has come aliout. Women of 
hittagong were not bad ladore, but they are !)ad through actual want 
nd poverty and certainly in ( hittagong, it has been absolute wont, 
.veil now nee is again being sold at 2 and 2A seers for a rupee Koi 
nontbs they bad no sugar in the villages. 1 suv they bad not, because 
hear that sugar is l)c:iig sent ami I hope that it is so. Vegidables and 
yerything that is necessary are still being sold in villages at a much 
igher price than here in ( alcutta. k)ven tobaeco whieli the miltivator 
eeds bailly is wdd at Us. 4 a seer. After meeting his ni*eds there is 
rung to be very little to l»e left for bis wife to buy her clothes. Women 
ave not been able to buy rlotlies; they have not been able tr> buy soap 
) wash the rags that they have. Is it to be wondered at that lhef« 
omen nearly mad yvith hunger and desperation have taken to the 
ibour corps which they think might he an easy way out of their trouble. 

Then again, I ask you to do away with this female labour corps, 
hey have become a source of danger in (’hittagong. When I first saw 
lese women working I was rather pleosed. I felt that here is a mother 
?re IS a sister, here are young p«*opIe working, but since then I hear 
lat there i.s a very great danger to ( hittagong. I would ask the (}overn- 
ent to see that the two lakhs that they have given is really well-spent, 
do not want the generation coming to (’hittagong to be ruined for life. 

Then, Sir, epidemic is still raging fferceJy in Chittagong. T have 
ilh me h*^** a long list, but 1 think I have no time to read out much 
this, but 1 would give you just a few particulars. In one village 
ero are 1,967 patients of which 1,8(H) are new and at least 10 per cent, 
them are suffering from r^ereal diseases. In another small Tillage 
ere are 3,62^ cases, new 1,4()0. There are maay medical units working 
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in those places and I cannot understand why the Government will not 
work with these units. It is not a picnic for these young men to go to 
Chittagong and work. It is sheer hard labour and yet Government is 
refusing to give them quinine, when they need it. They had a truck at 
one time. They carried it round the villages and distributed quinine, 
but that tnick has now been refused. Do you know^ what it means 
getting medicines and food from one village to another? I fully under- 
stand with a little stock that I had in my hard how' difficult it was to get 
from one place to another. 

There is another matter on w'hich I want to say that Government is 
very slack about. That is about these boys. Some of them have taken 
part in politics. Some of them are so young that they have even now 
tak(m no prominent part in politics, Thej' come to Calcutta. They get 
jobs. They work not for six months or one year, sometimes for two 
years, three years. Suddenly police reports come and those boys are 
thrown out of their jobs. What are the boys going to do? When they 
try to secure jobs somewliere else, they aie asked “why di<l you leave 
your previous jobs?” They say it was due to police reports. 

I ask you what (diance those boys have in gtdting other j^)b.s? I have 
been successful in getting j()l>s for some of the 1)k»vs, but it is impossible 
to find room for all of those boys. If the police report came after 
a Jiiontb and the boy was dismi.Hsed, then 1 iniglit uiulcistaml that. 
Hut I know' of a ca.se w'hen* a hoy workt'd for thrc(‘ years in 
a place giving entire satisfaction to the employci*. After tliis experience 
I got a job for him in anotb(*r plaee at a good pay and entirely given to 
war W'ork, Suddenly from the bhi<‘ eame a police report and the boy 
w'us asked to go away. For six monlbs I liavt* h(»en trying my best t-o 
get that boy’s case settled. This Isn- has not taken any large part in 
polifIcM, hut boys of these days are expected tf) take some parts in 
mditics. ((d*ie.s of “bear, bear” from the Ojiposition Ben('eh,s). This 
boy only mixed wdth .some boys w’ho took aetivi* part in politics. He at 
least for many years had not taken an\ part. An officer has said tliut 
then* is no n*uson w’hy that b<»y should not eon ti nut* to work. F(»r six 
months In* has lost his pay nearly Us. 1, 000 ami you know wliat this 
umouut mt'ans? And even m)w he does not know* whether lie is to get 

his job or wht'iher lit* is to lose il, and for w hat rt*a.son ? What has he 

dotu'? This is one instance. I can cite dtizen instanecvS and do you 
know how I f(*el when these boys come to me? 1 feel I am with the 
boys that having done nothing and meaning nothing, they are being 
penalised. I did not say what 1 think to the boys; so the Ministry need 
uoi be afraid. But it is a shame. Are you not bringing in a nation of 
bitter boys? When the boys are trying tlieir be.st to work and to lead 
good lives and to be good eili*ens, you sud<lenly bring in police report.s, 

not after one month but after the boys have w’orked fo** three or four 

years. No fires took place in the office; there have been no strikes. Tt 
IS perfectly plain that the boys have not been organising »*ny mischief, 
ami yet you bring down a bolt from the blue on them and you ruin their 
livevS. Sometimes it seems to me that the Government is anxious to make 
the boys unfriendly towards Government. What else can they be? You 
have taken aw’ay their jobs. You have taken awuiy everything that they 
want to have in life. \Yhen they are trying to do their best, they are 
getting nothing but worries, anxieties and often starvation. 
(Applause). 

(At this stage the Hous^was adjourned for lo minutes).

Mr« Gt MACIHTOSM: Mr. Dejipty Speaker, Sir, I would like to say 
m few words on the part played by Local Bodies in the administration of 
ibe province. It will not be disputed that local bodies form an important 
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part of the administrative machinery of the nrovince. In fact, Sir, it 
was the view of the writers of the Montagu-Chelmsfonl report that, if they 
were efficiently and progressively run, they should form u major part of 
the administrative machinery. It has, however, Wu apparent f(»r some 
years that many local bodies are not pro^rressing, either in their standards 
of administration or in the scope of their activities, and I think if is high 
time that Government gave this matter some attention. For many years 
departmental reports on the working of the local bodies have noted the 
game defects, but nothing is done to corre<*t the defects and. so far as cun 
be seen, the local bodies receive no advice and assistance from Governincut 
to remedy the dcfe<'ts. Government's Local Sclf-Govcrnmc!»t Departiiumt 
has never been developed, and the departmental reports appt'ur much too 
late to be of any value. Local bodies arc left to .sink or swim until the 
time <‘omcs when (u,vcrnment arc compelled to supcrscd<‘ them. I feel, 
Sir. that supersession c(Uild in many ca.'fes he avoided if Govcruinent had 
given lo('al bodies advice and a.s.sistancc that they r«Mpiircd. The War bus 
increased the ilifficiilties of local bodies and 1 feel that Government can 
no longer afford t«) neglect this prohlcin. I would like to refer in detail 
to some of the difficulties aid to ^uggest some remedies. 

Distriit Boards are siiftcring from the handitap of dei'reusing finances, 
and this, coupled with iiHn'asetl staff emoluments and present rates of 
dearness allowance. lUM'cssitatcd by the high cost ni food and other 
consuiiK'r goods, has nu*ant that most District Boards have rclin'tuntly had 
to face a decrease in the aimmnt of nstdul work thc\ have been able U» 
accomplisli in their respective areas. 

In endcavtuiring to maintain their public h(‘a)th, sanitation, kala'Uzar, 
anti-malaria. Inispital and dis]H*nsar\ C4immitmcnts. thc\, for llu- most imrt. 
have ha<l to accept u gradual dctcrioral ion ol the road HVsl<*m ot (heir 
areas, and have been unable to iindcrtukc any new commitments in this 
rcs])ect. many ol which arc long overdue, f<u’ the opening up of their 
rural an‘as. The rcni(‘d\ for this slate of aHairs would seem to he ' 

first,- A revision of cess, as in some khas niahal areas no sucdi n-vi- 
Sion has taken place for fulK dl) years. I i»artieular!y si less this 
m'cd 111 the ease of District Bounls whose proved record of success- 
ful ami lujiiest a<lminis(rution entith- them to such consideration 
at the hands of (iovernineiit. 

Second .—An increase«l snhveiition from (iovernment's provincial 
revenue to Boards for items j)f a jmrely public lii‘alth nature, 
tliat the fuiuls from l<M*al revenues now diverted into those idianiiels 
e<»uid he iiseil for opening up of eommunieatioim in rural ureas. 
Third.—Thi^ strengthening of the laical Self-Government Depuriment 
by the appointment of, .say, one Deputy Secretary and a Special 
Officer for each of the five divisions in the provine«* whose chief 
function would be to provide a means of more direct upproaeh and 
closer liui.son between District Boards, Municipalities, eU’., and 
speed up i-onfaet between these iMwlies and the Secretary of the 
Local Self-Government Department in Calcutta. 

Such appointments would also orovide, by periodical visits upcountry. 
a closer element of supeiwfsion over Boards whose administration 
methods reejuire tightening up. 

The same remarks apply in a lesser degree hi local hoards, although I 
personally feel that, with the gradual opening up of communications m 
rural areas their functions could be more efficiently carried out by the 
District Boards, to whom they owe allegiance, and at a less cost to their 
respective districts. 

In the case of Municipalities here again the difference in fierformance 
is most marked, and is, 1 au^ afraid, in a great measure due to the lack 
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of an efficient executive officer who would carry out the instructions and 
orders of the municipal commissioners, in much the same fashion as a 
Town Clerk or County Council Officer and their staff do in the United 
Kinffdom. In the 19l0-41 reports of the Government of Bengal on muni- 
cipaliti^ we find that in the case of those which are well run collections 
of rates and taxes reach as high as 98*6 per cent, but in 13 out of 118 muni- 
cipalities, collections did not reach 50 per cent, of their total demands. 

Any comparisons made between such wide margins of collections some 
3 or 4 years in retrospect, offer little chance of assistance or encourage- 
ment lo municipal commissioners to improve their position and until more 
up-t(Mlate comparisons are published, followed up by tactful advice and 
assistance from a Government Department, anxious to assist the work of 
non-official chairmen to remedy such a state of affairs, we cannot expect the 
progress or the efficiency such as are necessary to encourage a spirit of 
good citizenship which it is so desirable should be built up in the province 
for its own good. 

In my opinion, such help, tactfully given, by direct contact from 
officers such as I have earlier suggested, would he of great value in assisting 
those who have been public spirited enough to take up the work of running 
municipal affairs and by early tactful and experienced advice, keep them 
interested in their honorary work, as they see positive results from their 
labours. 

In regard to Union Boards, the (luality and usefulness of such are in 
tli<‘ main governed by the activity and public s|)irit of tlieir chairmen, 
and also by the interest taken by District Officers in tlieir activities. Too 
often the district officers are overburdened with work at headijuarters 
nowadays and cannot see enough of their district:^. 

It is very often the case that a union hoard whicli gave promise of being 
a useful asset to the particular rural community becomes inefficient and 
ineffective because of lack of that little encouragement and help a District 
Officer could give. 

In tliis connection it would appear that the b(*st method for assistance 
would be the partitioning of present District Officers' charges into more 
manageable units and so enable him to give advise and assistance, and 
above all, encouragement, to such local self-governing institutions. 

Then there are the Unicin Benches and Bench courts. These could he 
adiuiruhle and efficient additions to the administrative feature of every 
district in Bengal, particularly in rural areas. With proper encouragement 
they would assist greatly in inculcating a sense of responsibility for the 
welfare of their areas into those appointed by Government to nin them. 
They afford speedy redress to litigants and are a great saving of time to 
overworked S.D.O’s and Munsiff's courts. 

There havS been a good deal of criticism of the system of nomination to 
local bodies, and 1 am quite well aware that there is a fairly extensive 
feeling in some quarter that nominations particularly to District Boards 
are used purely for political patronage. 

There is a certain amount of truth in this assertion, but I submit, Sir, 
that hitherto, it has been found, on Boards where ntuninations have been 
exercised by District Officers and not overruled by jwlitical bias, the type 
of person so nominated has l>eeu well worthy of the seats so allotted and 
have for the most part ablv assisted in making the Boards and public bofiies 
they have been nomiuatecl to, honestly run and properly inaruiged institu- 
tions. 

1 am not, therefore, in favour of the abolition of nominations but if 
nomination is to be dis(*outinue<l at a future date, I suggest that an alter- 
native form of representation he evolved for the retention of such lueml^rs 
whose infiuence has always been on the side of progress and good admini* 
stration. 
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Sir, in putting forward these suggestions for improvement in local 
self-gwernment bodies such as District Boards, Municipalities, etc., I 
speaK with a certain amount of knowledge and experience gained over a 
period of over 25 years connection with upcountrv and rural self-governing 
institutions, and while I realize the weaknesses and difhculties Government 
have to overcome in their dealings with local bodies in many cases, I also 
have in that period of service realized that with proper guidance and 
encouragement such institutions will always bring to their service some 
citizens who are activated by a wish to serve their <'ommunity with the 
necessary encouragement being given to such men in the early periods of 
their efforts, there would gradually develop a greater measure of public 
spiritedness which would in time retlect its benefits over the whole life of 
the province. 

Mr. dOCESH CHANDRA GUPTA: Mr Ihputy Speaker. Sir. I want 
to draw attention of the Hon’ble Home Minister to a motion that was given 
notice of by Mr. Satya Priya Banerjee about failure of Government to 
furnish grounds of order of detention in many cases in accordance with 
section 7 of Ordinance III of 1944. Sir, you are aware that section 7 of 
the Restriction and Detention Ordinance 111 of 1944 makes a mandatory 
provision that the grounds and particulars of rhargt‘s should he forwarded 
to the detenu within as soon us may be possible at least before the expiry 
of six months wlien their cases are reviewed. But I mav tell t)»e House 
that this provision has not been observed. OnI\ yestenluy th(*re was a 
case })efor(‘ the Hon’l)l(‘ the fligli (hnirt wliere the Deputy Seeretarv of 
the Government did coinmnnijate to their liordships that with regard to 
Dr. Bepiii Behary (ianguly. a (’oun<*illor of the Calcutta (h>rporation, 
there is no record to show that such grounds had been served. Tliey only 
could say so far that it apfieared that grounds were s(»nt to the Jail autho- 
rities hut tliere was no evidence that th(»se were .served. This is only one 
of the many cases where (roveniment is totally igimring the provisions of 
the Ordinances for detention and we also know that ihougli in the Nagpur 
High (’oiirt (loverninent ofti<ers withholding |>etitions snhniitted 1(» the 
High Goiirt had been guilty of contempt of court, Bengal G<>venunent have 
withheld eommunieations made by these detenus to the (9»ief Justice <if 
Bengal. 1 will give only one instance. On the loth July lfl44, Bahu 
Bepin Behary Ganguly .sent a petition to the Hon’hle the Chief Justice 
of the Calcutta High ('ourt stating that he had n(»t received grounds and 
making other complaints hut that petition of his has not bwn forwarded 
and no rej)ly has been received up till now. (Mr. Sah.\nka Skkuar Sanyal; 
Scandalous!) You are aware, .Sir, that after discussion on the detention 
cases, both the Calcutta High Court and the Judges of the Federal Court 
of India said that in England there was a committee before whom grounds 
are submitted and the detenu.s can make representations and those are heard 
there. Here no such non-official committee w^as appointed and yet provi- 
aions have been made that grounds will be submitted but that valued 
right has been denied to these helpless detenus. I want the Hon^blc the 
Home Minister to tell the House why this has been done. 

There is only one other matter which 1 shall only touch upon, and that 
is the (piestiou of hardship caused bv the frefjuent change of the promotion 
rules, particularly with regard to the Bengal Junior Civil Service people. 
There was a rule that only those who have completed fifteen years’ service 
w'ill be considered for promotion and those who have not completed fifteen 
years’ service cannot get nomination. Then again the rule has been 
changed that if one is over forty years of age his name cannot be sent up. 
These (‘hanges in the promotion rules have resulted in great hardship and 
has worked prejudicially to many deserv’ing Government servants who have 
made representation to us. Then again, members of the Public Bervice 
Commission are also conscioua^ that great hardship is being caused Imi 
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OoverDTiient is not moving? in the right direction. Sir, the time at my 
disposal is very short and I would not take up the time of the House any 
more and I would expect that the Home Minister will satisfy the House 
on the two points that I have raised. 

Th« Hon’ble Mr. PULIN BEHARY MULLICKs Mr. Deputy Speaker, 
Sir, Mr. Giasuddin Ahmed has raised several points in his cut motion 
No. 17ti. He has stated about the money spent on this department has 
been wasted. (Dr. Nalinaksiia Sanyal: Squandered). He has enquired 
about the functions t)f the Publicity Officer, He has questioned the utility 
of the ‘^Bengal Weekly” and the “Banglar Katha”, and lastly he has also 
questioned the need for maintaining the Publicity Department. These are 
all the points he has raised in his speech concerning my department. I 
propose to deal with them one by one. 

Now, Sir, during 1944-45 Es. 9,10,801) has been spent on the entire 
Publicity Department. The total revenue expenditure in the year was 
Its. 4,700. Thus th(‘ actual expenditure of the Publicity Department is a 
negligible function of the total revenue expenditure of the Government — 
only about three pies in a rupee, (Dii. Naunaksha Sanyal: Only?) 

(Dn. Naunaksha Sanyal: All this statistics is humbug) Have 

natiema* to listen to me. Now% Sir, in other (ountries, more advanced and 
better organised, the proportion of expenditure on publicity is much higher 

than.. fl)tt. Nai.inaksiu Sanyal: AVhere?) In the t^nited Kingdom, 

the Pnited Slates of America and llussia. (Du. Nalinaksiu Sandal: You 
an* f(dlowing your musters then?) Sir, this ex]>enditure is trivial when 
w’e take into couHiderution the nature and extent of the work undertaken 

by this department (Dii. Naunaksh.x Samai. : There is no Publicity 

Minister eith(*r iii England or in the E^nited States of America and my 
friend is (|Uoling the Enited King(]<un and Amcriiai not knowing that he 
is in pitfalls uhen he ([uoles like that.) Mr. Braiiden Bracken is the 
Minister for Information in England. (Mu. Ani. Kuisiina Giiosl: It 
is simply ludicrous to compare this Government with the Enited Kingdom 
and the Enit<*d States of America), liluestiou of raunparison does not arise. 
Sir, this e.xpenditure, as 1 was submitting, is very small taking into consi- 
deration the nature and extent of the work undertaktm hy the department 
and the publicity otticers working both in the districts. (Du. Nalinaksiia 
Sany.vl: It is a publicity machine which makes publicity with your 

beautiful photographs oul\). 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: l>r. Sanyal, sometimes interniption.s are 
pertinent and reasonable and are permissible but this sort of running com- 
ment is very tiresome to the Hon’ble Minister and to the House. 

Tht Mr. PULIN BEHARY MULLiCK: These officers are the 

link between the Government and the people. (Dr. Nalinaksiia Sany.al: 
And they get your inspiration). Now, Sir, they have a two-fold duty to 
perform : first to report to Government the true needs of the people and 
to interpret the policy of Government. (Du. Nalinaksha Sanyal: And 
arrange for the Ministers' tours and their garlanding). 1 think this sort 
of running coinnienis should W slopped; otherwise, I cannot proceed. 
(Cries of “Sit down, sit dowm” from the Opposition benches). 

Ktian Bah^r MOHAMMED ALI: Sir, members of the Opposition have 
made some criticism and the Government point of view is being explained 
by the lloiEble Minister and he should be given a patient hearing. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: 1 again appeal to the members of the 
Opiiosition not to interrupt the Hon 'hie Minister. 

Tha Has’llla Mr. PULIN BEHARY MULLICK: First of all, Sir, they 
report to Government the true needs of the people and secondly they 
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interpret the policy of Government to the people in an easy and intellitrihle 
niaaser so that they may take the fullest advantage of the Government’s 
beneficial measures. 

Or. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: AVhy^ do you say “Look oiit-^then 
walk*’? Why not “F^ook out — then drive”? AVhy do you spend money on 
foolish advertisements? 

Mr. DEPUTY 8PEAKER: 1 have made requests. You are not listening 
to my repeated re(iuests. 

The Hoii’ble Mr. PULIN BEHARY MULLICK; TIi.se Puhlieity 
Officers have explicit instructions not to identify themselves with any local 
party. If has been impressed ujum them lliut they serve u cause and not 
a party and so whatever party comes into power, they would still be serving 
the Government of the day (J)ii. Nalinaksha Saxyal: Only the Ministers 
on tour are garlanded and phofographe.l.) Strictest disci]diiiarv measures 
will be taken if any of these officers is found identifying himself with any 
of the local jjarties or local factions. 

Now, Sir, he has questioned also about the utility (»f the “llengal 
Weekly” and the “Haiiglar Katha.” The “Hcngal Weekly” and 
the “llanglar Katha” are (‘omplete newspapers and contain 
(Dr. Nalixak.sha Saxym. : rndiluted untruths) unadult«‘rat»*d version of 
every news, absolutely (i)R. Nai.ixakmiv S\xVAt, ; Absolutely rotten and 
rubbish) fret* Irom colour which i)arty papers are aj.i to Ijave. Th«‘y reach 
every village, every thana. <*verv institution arid reading room of any 
consetiueiK'e ; in fact, they reach the common citizen who should know' and 
is unxioiih to know all about (iovernment ord(‘rs, contr.ds. amendments and 
other notifications issued from time to time for his benefit and protection. 
They carry articles and <‘Xpert writings on nation-building topics, on seeds, 
manures, eroj) j.ests and diseases, on the cure of live-sloeks, (»n ])ubli<*, 
health and education, on eradication of diseases, on industries and handi- 
crafts, on eo-operution. on food supplies and pri.'.'s and also war news and 
comments and, in fact, on everything that aflects the day to day lif<* of the 
people, high and low. The circulation of the “Bengal We.'kl.y,” is 7,400 
and that of the “Haiiglar Kutha” dtboOO. Now, Sir, on account of the 
Paper (’ontrol (Economy) Order we have been compelled to flisappoint many 
new appli.'ations for their .supply. I am proml to say (l)ii. Namxakhua 
Saxyal; That your jihoto is well-displayed) that these jmjrerH are pojrillur. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: Mr. IXjruty Speaker, quite apart from 
the merits of the f*peech of the llon’Ide MiniHtf*r, J siiould not join in a 
demonstration against smli a sweel-iiuinnered Minister, lie is personally 
80 sweet-mannered that it pains me to see that he is obstructed. 

The Hon’blo Mr. PULIN BEHARI MULLICK: 1 am grateful to the 
Deputy Leader of the (’ongress Party. 

Sir, the need for niaintaing the Publicity Department has also been 
q^uestioned. (I)r. Nalinaksha Sanval; We are all convinced that if 
tnere is no department, how can there be a MinisU^r.) This department 
was started when the present Leader of the Opposition was the head of the 
Government. (Dh. Nalinaksha Sanyai. : No Minister warr there.) Yes, 
there wm. (Dr. Nalinaksha Sanyal: There wa« no Publicity Minister). 
Mr. Fazlul Huq was then the Publicity Minister. (Dr. Nalinaksha 
Sanyal: He was the Home Minister). He was also the Publicity 
Minister. 

Sir, Dr. Sanyal is obstructing every time. He bas no patience and be 
has no sense of decency. (Dr. Nalinaksha Sanyal: There is no sense 
of truth in your speech.)

Sir aft I was submitting, this department was started by Mr. Faalul 
Huq when he waft the head of the Government and it w^ he who stoutly 
defended on the floor of this House the need for mamtaming a Pub icity 
Department. Let me quote a few lines from his speech m August, 19d8. 
(Dk. Naliwaksma S-anyai,: The same old bureaucracy rules. They are 
all tools in the hands of the bureaucracy.) 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Dr. sSanyal, you are really making it 
impossible for the proceed in gs to be carried on. 

Dr. NALIMAK8HA 8ANYAL: Have you got anything new from his 
speech ? 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: I am listening to him but if you do not find 
anything new, it is better for you to retire. 

Khan Bahadur MOHAMMED ALI: iSir, this is deliberate obstruction 
of the proceedings of the House. 

The Hon'bte Mr. PULIN BEHARY MULLICK: Sir, Mr. Fazlul Huq 

said in 19dH: “Even in Congress provinces which are supposed to have 
leading newspapers of their own, they have got Publicity Department, but 
what is our jmsition here? It is a matter of extreme regret that we are 
subjected to criticism, fair or unfair, for everything we do and instead of 
receiving fair criticism we have got nothing but misrepresentation of our 
aims, our aspirations and our activities. The Publi<*ity Department is 
noeessary because thereby even the Opposition may have facds to criticize 
and advise Oovernmenl.” 

Sir, these then wen* the declared objects for which the Publicity 
Department was started. Since its inception. Sir, we have only e.xpauded 
it so that it could function usefully. Now. Sir, I sulnnit that the expan- 
flion has not been able to keep pace with the growing complexities of the 
administration. 1 strongly feel that there is room for still further expan- 
sion. We have been attempting more and more to enlighten the masses 
in the ways of their own betterment and for this purpose I feel that our 
existing publicity machinery is still inadequate. 

With these words, Sir, 1 oppose the cut motion. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir, may I invite the attention of the 
Chief Minister to a telegram just now' received from Chittagong: “Abdul 
Majid’ft house looted by armed military loth March. Loss three thousand. 
Move Assembly immediately,” (A MEMiip from the Coalition Benches: 
To whom addressed f*) The telegram is directed to me — Nalinaksha Sanyal, 
Assembly House. 

Sir, I mention this thing in case the Chief Minister chooses to give 
some help. There is a motion about military excesses. 

Hon’tolt KhWllt Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Sir, I would ask the members 
of the Opposition to kindly give me a patient hearing. They have raised 
certain important iftsues and for a day and a hajf they have levelled their 
criticism against (Joverument, I think it is only fair that they should 
hear what the Govern inent have to say. Certainly I will trv not to use 
strong language, but if I say something which is not palatable to them, 
they will not at least interrupt me but listen to the truth .(M». Atcl 
Krishna (tHosK: Why notl^) Because we did not interrupt you. 

Sir. many important questioi^fi have been raised. I will consider three 
of the motions that have been* moved— two by Dr. Sanyal and one by 
Mr. Sasanka Sekhar Sanyal. They raist* important issues and I will deal 
with them towards the end. 

Mrs. Nellie Sen Oupto in a vety impassioned speech has descried the 
conditions in Chittagong. I can assure her that we have taken special care 
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to look into the needs of Chittagong and in spite of various di6Srulties» we 
have tried to keep Chittagong supplied with f^-stuffs and other neces- 
saries of life. I will have an immediate enquiry made into the matters 
that she has referred to in her speech today and necessary action will be 
taken by Government if the facts, as stated by her, are found to be correct 
after proper enquiry. As regards the question of appointments which she 
referred to, this is a matter on which the Local Government has no say 
whatsoever except in case of departments of Government which have 
nothing to do with war. Of course 1 deal with such cases directly if they 
are brought to my notice. (Dh. Nalinaksha S.anyal : Police reports cost 
their jobs!) Sir, this habit of Dr. Sanyal of always interrupting makes 
things so impossible. I have clearly stated that if police reports are sent, 
action is taken on behalf of tbo (i(»vernmeiit of India and not of the 
Government of Bengal and any action taken by any department is in 
accordance with the jmlicy laid down by the iH»vernment of l^jba and the 
Military authorities for security reasons over which the Local Qovernineat 
have no say whatsoever. 

Now, Sir, there is another mutter which 1 would like to bring to the 
notice of the House, and I really do not know what we can do against this 
continued practice of making allegations which have practically no basis 
whatsoever. A responsible niemher of this House slated to<la> about the 
incident in Brahinanharia and Suruil. Sir, ordinarily it is not within my 
personal knowledge when complaints (»f this nature an* madt* and it is 
dithcult to give a flat c<mtradiction, hut in this case 1 happened to ho 
present on the occasion mentioned by the honourable member. (Hai 
H^hk.vora Lii U DHt'iU : Were yon?) Yes. and I will state exaetly 

what took place and honourable nieiiiheis will judge for themselvt's how the 
facts liavc Ix'en distorted. Now, Sir, this queslitm of a large erowd having 
gatlien‘il and threatened Mauivi Abdul .Mannan Thakur arose in this 
fashion. While we were going from Brahinanharia to Surail, on the way 
there were arches and people stood on the way and wanted us to stop for 
a minute or two at a f»articulur place where more elaborate arrangements 
had been made and they wanted us to get down. We were in a hurry; 
actually we were behind time and we (‘ould not understand whether these 
people wanted us to go after they had garlanded us and we proceeded. The 
local peo[)le of this place thought that Muulvi Abdul Mannan Thakur who 
happened to l>e in our car stopped us from getting down at that place and 
they were infuriated and said that they would see Abdul Mannan Thakur 
at the time of the return journey. This was the incident, and it has lieen 
represented here as if he was accused of being a hlackmarketeer; and for 
that reason there was a great demoD.stratu»n (Dr. Nalinaksha Saxyal: 
Wonderful explanation !). .At the meeting I have \^erified it again from 
Mr. Suhrawardy who was also present there. Not a word wras said about 
AIkIuI Mannan Thakur being a blarkmarkeU»er. It was a very big 
gathering and a most successful meeting, and after the meeting we had a 
talk with the people. Large crowds assembled round me and made com- 
plaints about scarcity of cloth. That was all that J know of, and there 
were a large number of people who pointed out that they had no cloth. 
So, Sir, as regards this kind of allegation which is very rare, I 
can definitely say that the statement that was made w'M not correct. 
(Dr. NALi.\.4ksHA Saxyal; The statement is correct but the reaiwn 
appears to be different.) Dr. Sanyal always builds up a fal<^ allegation 
on a certain basis and he distorts it and makes out that there is simiethiug 
very dirty’ and wrong. Always there is some basis for a statement, hut you 
will find, Sir, that he always gives a colour to it, he adds to it in a w^ay 
which has no foundation whatsoever. 

Now. Sir, as far as the transfer of Mr. Baneswar Barman, Inspector of 
Police is concerned, I can say that it has been my policy never to interfere 
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in the po»tin#? and transfer of police officers below the ranh of a Superin- 
tendent of Police and BometimeB in the case of a Deputy Superintendent 
of Police. This is a matter entirely dealt with by the Inspector-General 
of Police; and if any officer has been at a particular place for a very long 
time and there was an allegation against him I certainly bring it to the 
notice of the Inspector-General and if he thinks it proper he will certainly 
take suitable action. 

Then the next question is about appointment of Army Officers for civil 
duty. I fet‘1 that in tliis House I had more than once stated the reasons 
why we have been compelled to employ Army Officers. The dearth of 
officers was so great, the iK*e(l for officers was so great and the work was 
suffering so iriucli that w’c had to have recourse to the appointment of some 
Army Officers on a lemporary basis. (Mu. Nisnrriu Natu Kundu : Not 
on a temporary basis). It seems the honourable member knows much 
bett(*r than I do. (Mu, Atul Krishna Ghose; Army officers have been 
appointed as permanent I.C.8. officers). Sir, the^ie officers have been lent 
to US to tide over the emergency, and I may state here that, as far as 
utilising our ow'ii offic’ers is (loncenied by giving promotions to men from 
H.d.G.S. to B.O.S, and from other Services to w'e have practi- 

cally reached the limit of that po8.sibilitv ; as far as possible with the 
assisiunce* of the Public Service Goiiimis.siou we are trying to promote 
officers who are and can he suitable for these re.sponsihle duties. In spite 
of a very large number of promotions, once during the regime of Mr. Fazlul 
Ihuj during t941-4d when about 150 officers w'ere promoted to the B.J.C.S. 
from various Services. Since then we have i)rom(ded a large number of 
officers to the B.J.C.S. and we are going to promote about 59 officers from 
the B.J.C.S. to tin* B.C.S. In spite of this, the want of officers is there; 
the def)artmenls are expanded and these big (juestion of controlling food- 
stuff supply when they come up it is impossible to eop<‘ witli without 
ade(|uate stuff and offie«‘rs. You eaunot take up organisation and system 
of distribution from the trade and place the same in tin* hands of offi(‘er8 
without increasing the staff and otfieers in the Government dej>artment8. 
Where the needs of thousands of men both in ruiul urea.s as well as in 
towms have to he sup])lie(l, it is not expected that a ft*w’ otiieers of Govern- 
meni will in a day la'eome businessmen and take over the entire question of 
distribution and control. If in certain eases there has been a certain 
amount of confusion, it is not due to inetfiedent management hut it is due 
to the lack of officers in these departments, and we nave tried as far as 
possible to utilise the Army officers in the (’ivil Supplies Department. 
There are very few* instances when' Army officers were doing regular 
District Officer's duties. Mr. Herbert is one and there may be a few others. 
The Army officers are employed mostly in the Civil Supplies Department 
to receive training and equip them with power of organising and controll- 
ing rations, foodstuffs and various other things. (Du. Nalinaksua Sanyal: 
And also looting money, like Colonel Ottoway and Paine!) There may be 
Borne against w’hom there may be charges, and 1 may say in tliis connec- 
tion that, as far as corruption is concerned, we hear on all sides about thew 
allegations, but this Government are taking steps in every epe that is 
brought to their notice and in every case that comes to their notice to have 
proper investigation and take action against the officers concerned, however 
bignly paid tiiey may be ; and the very fact that action has been taken 
against such officers as Colonel Ottoway proves that mere peraition and rank 
oF an officer does not protect him from being taken to task if we find there 
are sufficient materials to go against him. 

Ral HARENDRA RATH OHAUDHURI: Have not Government eyee 
to seeF 

Tilt Hoil'IMi KhWtJa Sir NAZIMUDDIN: We have an Enforcement 
Department. Whenever 1 receive any complaints or the Department 
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receiw any complaints about any officer, howecer highly placed he may 
be, who IS trying: to abuse his position, takes advantage oi his position and 
makes sonie profit to himself, then we have an eiuiuirv nuide immediatelv. 
You will find a large number of officers, Suhdivisionul Itffieers, ('in-le 
Othcers, Supply Officers, etc., aj^ainst whom proceed in jj:s have been drawn 
up. Some have been suspended and action is beinjr taken ilallv whenever 
a reasonable ease is made out. After all, there i.s the other sitie of the* 
picture where people who are disappointed because a partifnilar otlicer his 
not been able to comply with their unreasonable rtHpiests make allcLmtions 
against him of corruption. At present, ulle«:ations of corruption are .so 
prevalent because it is so easy to lirin^ ehari^es ajjaiiist persons who have 
jfot powers to jjive and to make a selection from a number of persons of a 
few persons for certain distribution or certain supply work The 

officer has got to make a selection and it is very diflicult to .iay whether a 
particular selection has been made for boih*sty or on account of, preferential 
pounds or for some consideration. Therefore when von find that A has 
been selected and IK'D not selected, immediatelv an allegati.m is made 
that It IS due to some ulterior motive. 1 do not deny tliat in ceitain cases 
they are true, hut in certain other cases they are also not correct, ff an 
officer who has he<*n trying honestly to <!<» his work is loirasseil without 
any justification, then it discourages oflieers to assume n‘sponsihi]ity 
during the time of stress. All the same, who have gone viuy far from the 
usual practice of not taking action unless there was a reasonable case 
made fmt. We have now issued circular letters to all the District Oflieers 
and Superintendents of Police drawing their attention to llii.s jirevalence 
of corruption and calling upon them to take action whenever (hey fimi 
reasonable grounds or a general repetition against any partienlar ofiicer to 
hold an emiuiry ami if they fiml sometiiing to go upcui, they sljoubl tak(* 
action immediately. At the same time there is the enforcement dcjiartnuMit 
continually on the look out for the.se cases of corruption. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: It is a huge hoax 


The Hon’bie Khwaja 8ir NAZIMUDDIN: 1 believe that if we could 
catch some real culprits, it would prov<» (hat it is not a hoax espeidally 
if wc catch th()S(! who an* blackmurketing. 

Or. NALINAK8HA 8ANYALS \\<* bring definite cumi's to the' noiita^ 
of Government but the Department does not move in (he matter. 

Hon’bie Khwaja 8ir NAZIMUDDIN: Mr. Macintosh has raised 
certain questions about the administration of local fmdies. lie has made 
some constructive suggestions and other criticisms wbirh I ran assure him 
we will look in((» very carefully and any one of these wlii<h may find 
practicable we will try to give effect to. Tdo agree that there is more need 
for supervision and control over local bodies. We have already staterl 
taking action, as you know, not only in the case of the Calcutta Corporation 
but also in the case of other municipalities and local bodies who have been 
negligent in their dutie.s. I also agree with him that it is not mily the 
Calcutta CorpHiratiou but also other municipalitieH who are not ]>repared 
to realise theAnxes that are due. The figure that he has (pjoted. viz., ftO 
per cent, only of the total is l>eing realised is proof jmsitive that the muni- 
cipal commissioners are not carrying on their duties properly. That is 
the only 4hing on which hinges the efficient administration of every muni- 
cipality or local body. The statute has provided the way in whidi funds 
can be raised. If a municipality or cor^ration is not able to raise even 
the money to which it is entitled and call for assistance from (ioverninent, 
it seems to me to be unreasonable. Government is always rea<ly to assist 
those who are trying to help themselves, who are trying to utilise those 
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provisions made in the Act for raising funds. If after that any muni- 
cipality or corporation says “this is not sufficient, we want more for our 
public health work, we have done our bit and now let the Government come 
to our rescue’^ and if we fail, then we can be taken to task. 

Mr. SANTOSH KUMAR BA8U: Have Government cleared up their 
arrears of taxes? (Cries of Ah, ah! from the Opposition benches). 

^ ^ rh% Hofi’bla Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDOIN: The cry of “ah, ah“ is 
there, but they forget that 99 per cent, of Government rates and taxes are 
paid and many municipalities and even the Corporation can carry on only 
because they get Government taxes in time. In the case of the Calcutta 
Corporation, it is due because whether the Government is liable for the 
money or not is in dispute. 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: How many jears will the 
dispute go on? 

The Hoil’bla Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDOIN: After the dispute has been 
settled, they cannot sh: w that Government have defaulted. 

Mr. SANT08H KUMAR BA8U: That is the time honoured plea of 
every defaulting tax-payer. 

Tha Hon*bl0 Khivaja 8ir NAZIMUDOIN: I shall now say a few words 
about the communal ratio rules not being made applicable to Scheduled 
Castes. This is a (juestiou whi<’h is always giving rne a great deal ()f 
trouble because 1 (juite frankly admit that in the case of some appointments 
made recentlv and j)artieulurly in eases of promotion, it has not been possible 
to find an ude(|uate number of men from the Seheduled ('astes at'cording to 
the i)roportion of the communal rati(» rules. We are to a certain extent 
hamficapped. Sjune of the appointments we have t(> make on the recom- 
mendations of the l*ul)Iic Service Commission and yet the Public Service 
Commission do not show us tin? way. Jt is very dithcult for us to go and 
make the appointments <»utside the names mentioned by the Public Service 
Commission. Particularly in the case of lawyer magistrates, I have had 
great difficulty and as tar as I am aware every t)Ue who hjis bt‘cn recom- 
mended by the Public Service (himmissiou has been given an appointment 
but if in any case in the case of Scheduled (''ustes, as far as lawyer-magis- 
trates are concerned, 1 find that the Public Service Commissiou have sent 
U]) names and yet the> liave m^t received apj>ointinents, I (*an assure 
honourable members of Scheduled Castes supporting Government that imme- 
diately appointments will be made. 

Mr. flOGESH CHANDRA GUPTA: Why this assurance only to 
Scheduled Caste members supporting the Govenvment? 

Th 0 Hon’ble Khwaia Sir NAZIMUDDIN: liecause this question was 
raised in a party meeting. 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: You have not had the 

courtesy to address the Scheduled Caste members of the Opposition. 

Tha Hwi*bla Khwaia Sir NAZIMUDDIN: I addressed the Scheduled 
Caste meml)ers generally first. You please listen to me attentively, and 
you will grow wiser. 

Sir, I shall now come to the question raised by Dr. Sauyal about 
lowering public morality by the influx of foreign soldiers in this city. I 
think his speech can be divided into three parts — (1) dealing with Inrothels, 
(2) excesses of soldiers, and ^3) iude<*eut scenes in public pfai'es. 

Aa far as outrages by soldiees are concerned and offences of the kind 
that Ih. Sanyal has mentioned ^ith reference to telegrams from the people 
af Chittagong, I can only say this that the Government of Bengal and the 
highest military authorities of both the United States Army and the 
British Army have been taking every possible step to reduce and prevent 
the commiesion of these outrages and enmes. 
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M HARCNORA NATH CHAUOHURI: You are oul.r tryingP 
Tlw Hon'ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUODINt No. I ifuid ‘Vrimes". 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: This is a missiateuient. Kai Harendm 
Nath Chaudhuri heard him to say “trying”, but the Hon’ble Minister sayt 
that he said “crimes.” 

The Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZfMUDOIN: You ought to listen to me 
attentively not to commit the crime of mishearing. 

Mr. SANT08H KUMAR BA8U: AVt* have a lK‘ttcr sense of crime than 
you have although you are the Chief Minister. 

The Hon’ble Khwaia Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Now. Sir, to come to the 
point. I can a.s8ure the House that wherever we get hold of any of these 
culprits, they are handed over to the military authorities; and the High 
Command of the two Annies have made it more than once clear to their 
officers that they should be severely dealt with and that no mercy should 
be shown to thein (U.m Haremuu S\vth ('iiai lUii in : Without any eflfect.) 
Sir. I have known of cases where imnishments have been given to those 
who had been arrested. (Mil. Arn. ChaM)K\ Se.n : Can you mention 
one^) 1 know of a case where a certain person who liad stahhed three 
persons was awarded o years' rigorous imprisonment (Da. Nalinakhh.4 
Sanval: Only^) for injuries not fatal. 

Now, Sir, then‘ is the (juestmn <*t hr<»thels. As far as these brothel* 
are concerned, the House is aware that there was a strong jiuhlic opinion 
that action should be taken against them. .As u matter of fact, an Act 
was passed a short time ago but it wa^ found that in view of some defects 
it could not be made operative. The AVomen’s Orgaiiisalion, the Metro- 
politaii of (’alcutta and others made continuous representations to Hovern- 
inent that the Act should he amended and that Government should take 
iminedaite steps. Later on tlu* military authorities also eame forwanl and 
pre.ssed the (joverinnent f<ir closing of the brothels, us according to their 
experience in England and the I’niled States the closing of brothels has 
reduced the spread of venereal <Iiseases in Europe and in the Middle East. 

Mr. Nur Ahmed brought a Hill for combating venereal diseases and 
introduced a Hill in the Upper flimse to that eilect. and immediately 1 
began to receive deputations from various organisations. 1 tried to i‘xpe- 
dite this Hill, and we took steps in this direction and closed a large number 
of brothels, particulurl\ those visited by the military. As a matter of fact, 
I mav state here that the Commissioner of Holice was not very willing to 
take \his action against brothels as he apprehended that at the prosent 
time when the police are heavily engaged in their work, their work will be 
very much fnereased, because while these brothels were localised at a parti- 
cular street or streets, if at tion is taken they w’ill disperse and spread out 
all over the (dty, and it would be difficult to control them. According U) 
Dr Sauyal, evidently something of that kind has happened, and a number 
of women have already left Calcutta and there are some who have taken 
np houses m raaidential ouarters. Our policy i« that as soon as we receive 
any complaint from th« local people of any road or street where any such 
house IB established’ we take immediate steps. Hut as the law stands at 
present, it takes a month or so to get rid of them from that place. 
are trying to practically drive them from street to street, and we are 
taking steps to see that’ these btolbels are cloaed altogether in Calcutta. 

Dr. NAtINAKiHA SANYAL: They are now marrying some men and 
it would be very difHlnlt to get rid of them. 

Tht Hm'M. KhmUMw NAZIMUODINl Well, Sir, Dr. Sanyal knows 
tlwt, but I don’t. 

Now, Sir, aa regards indeewicies in public pl»(»s the military autbo- 
rities are also taking aotion. Wbtaever any p«ticnl«r locnhty beoomM 
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a place where a large number of such incidents take place, they generally 
organise Militaiy Police patrol, and certain Parks and other places have 
been kept out of bounds. I discussed this question with the Commissioner 
of Police and I will take it up with the Military authorities and try to 
increase Military Police patrol as far as possible and make other places 
of this kind also out of bounds. We have also suggested that as far as 
t^e Bengal Police and the Calcutta Police are concerned, if anything is 
brought to their nofice they will immediately inform the Military 
authorities. It is (juite possible that in some cases the police have said, 
“what can be df)iie; we have definitely tried to stop them”. However, 
in future if any incident of this kind is brought to their notice they must 
immediately try to get the help of the Military police, and I may suggest 
that the non-oflieial public, if they come across any such indecencies, 
should try to get into touch with the Military Police on the phone. If 
the Exchange is asked for Military Police, they will immediately give 
the numl)er. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Thank you. 

The Hon’ble Khwaja 8ir NAZIMUDDIN: Now, Sir, I come to the 
ouestion of the presence in the Legislative Assembly, of members who are 
detained on security grounds. I am willing to deal with this question — the 
general (Uiestion of the detention of security prisoners at the other place, 
most likely tomorrow'. At this place I only take up the limited }»oint of 
view' whi('h has been raised as regards permitting them to come and .sit 
in the chamber. In this connection I w'ould like to point out that if 
we take the precedents of any other legi8]utun‘ it will Ik' found that those 
perH<»ns w’ho are detained in this manner have never been permitted to attend 
the sitting of the legislature. In the Central Assembly this (juestion was 
raised and they wen* not permitted. In tho House of Cominons the well- 
known case was where ra(»t. Kainsay w’as not allowed to attend the meetings 
of the Parliament. The same practice prevails hen*. If (}o\ eminent are of 
opinion that it is not possible to give them their liberty, it is also not 
possible to nllcw' them to come to the Assemhly and to attend these 
meetings. It is impossible to so organise that they should he sitting in a 
secluded cornor without coming int(> contact with anybody, for as soon as 
they enter the House they enter witli all their rights and privileges w’hich 
no rules of (lovernment can limit. 

Now, Sir, I <*onie to the question of ban on the Congress organisations. 
Sir, as the House is well aware the ban was imposed when we were noh 
in office. Thi.s wu.s put, as far ns Provincial Congress Organisations and 
A;l.C.l\ are concerned, on an ali-liidiu basis and as this province is co- 
operating with the Centre, it has got to follow any policy which is on 
an all-India basis. (I)k, Nai.in.\ksiia Saxyal: Only in this respect?) 
In all respects where the policy is definitely on an all-India basis we 
follow* that. (Bai Harkndra Nath Cuai dhuri : What about the Frontier 
Provint'e?) You should have asked that when your membtrs wer« in 
power because at that time there was no ban. (Ell ffARRarDRA Nath 
CnArimvRi: They are releasing now.) I am *not Ulkiif||t of .Releases. 
I am talking of ban on the Provincial Congress organ isatioAs and if ynu 
read Mr. Gandhi’s statement it looks as if even at that time lui ban waa 
put on the Provincial Congress organisation of North- Weatern^Fr^ tier 
Pnivinee. You read Mr. Gantihi’f stalkn^'nl and you will find^ it ia 
aomething to that effcet. Th^efore, as far aa the Proivincial. Congreaa 
Orgauiaatiou is concerned, the ban is on an all-India basis. , 

I found on enquiry that in 1942 five Distfi# Congress lo'gaiiisations 
were under bun. Out of these five I am pressing to ^hdraw .ban 
immediately on four. As regards MidnapcA'e; I would like to take a littla 
more time before 1 consider the question of withdrawing fbq ban. ** I oait 
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House tHat as far as this question of release 
of political prisoners IS concerned, we have taken action and detained 
them merely in the interests of the security of this province 
(Mr. Dhiremira Nath Datta: Security for yourself.) No. Sir! 
Honourable members should remember that 'as soon as we assumed office 
before we obtained a majority of 50, which we have by the pruee of 0o<l 
got DOW, we lUlowed Conpress members of this Assembly,' who were detained, 
id come and ^sit in this House and vote apainst us. * ] even went to the 
extent of rekasiup those who were suppo.sed to l)elonp to Mr. Subhas Hose’s 
party and two of the Bose’s party have been released by me. 

Sir, I would like to take this matter very seriously, What is the justi- 
fication for (letaiuiiip these persons.^ The justification is that it is appre- 
hended that in case the w'ar situation tui the frontiers of India heroines bad 
there is likelihood ot trouble in th»‘ province it.self at a time when the 
military authoriti(‘s will he niakiup every effort to .send army and supplien 
to the front and ibis may he di so rpani.sed by means of sabotupa. Sir, it 
cannot be denied that at least one Benpalee is there with the Jajmnese W’ho 
in daily hroadeastiiip to the efiect Keep > ourself ready : When 1 come 
you will have to do this, that and tha other, llonourahh* members of this 
House, whetlier on this side or on thaf. have heard Mr. Suhhus ('hundru 
Bose hroadcastinp and pivinp instructions. We know that some of these 
peoph- lield Mr. Subhas Chamlra Bos(‘ iu afVeetion and respect before he 
went to that place. Are we ju-stified in takinp risks as lonp n.s there is 
any apprehension ? 

Mr* 8A8AHKA 8EKHAR 8ANYALS What about the Ministers who 
were his comrades? AVhut about youiscil? You hud been to his place 
(*n bended knees on eevaral occasions and you will he the first man to 
surrender to him. 


The Hon’bk Khwaja 8ir NAZIMUDOIN: Sir, J maintain that when 
1 feel that (he ilanper is so rem<»ved (hut we can start the policy of releas(‘ — 
when 1 am myself satisfied - 1 will advise His Kxeellency and if my advice 
is not ac4‘eptt'<l I will come and inform (his House that as far as those 
privsouers are eoneerned tluor deliuition is not on m\ responsibility hut on 
tliat of tlie Gfivernor or somebody el.se. i * 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: You will mvei hn^ (he 
courape to do so. Since \ou never did that in the past vim will never do 
that in the present. Y'ou are lonstitutiottally incapable of doiiip that. 

The Hoffi*ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDOIN: If the political orpaniHution 
to w hick I sbcluiip, nam«*l\. tlie Muslim Leapue Parliamentary Board, and 
the meinhers of the Coalition J*uity advise that on this issue 1 should resipn 
I will resipn. (Cheers fn»m Government benches and iries of “Uh, Oh*' 
from the Opposition Bcncbf*s.) The members of the Coalition purfv are 
iust as iiiucu anxiois to, win ^independence and we shall win independeiiwi, 
but I can i»sut:e you that the members on this side of the House are not 
prepared to, sel til* Jgiane.se 0T any other power come and take India. 
(Kai U^rkndr4 Natji CiiAi'iiiirRi : No one want.s it.) 

Mr. stOANM SEKHAR tANYAL: Those who lick the feet of 
Britishers will be first to lick the feet of others.

Recently a number of foreitniei>* raided the lioiKse of Rai Keshab Lul 
Roy ('liowdhurv Huhudiir in tlte dead of inVlit. Mr. (’. (fan^^ul>. Addi- 
tional Sessions Jiid^^e of Je^s^ire and Khulna, was living in that house with 
his family. On the day <»f occurrence Mr tian^uly was awa\ from Jessore. 
The foreigners severely assaulted other male inmates of the luuise and rme 
Hazari Modok, sleeping on the verandah, was hrutally nmn-handled. He 
was vsubsequently removed to the hospital with severe injuries all over hia 
body. About ten to twelve foreigners reached the fir'll flooi climbing up 
rain-water ])ipe. 7'he neighbouring people trving to resist them were 
beaten anil threatened with revolvers. A iiuiiiImt of shots were fired. 
Realising the situation Mrs. Oanguly bravely faced the foreigners and 
told them who she was and asked them to leave the house. The foreigners 
werw nonplussed, admitted their mistake, apologised and got away. The 
place of oceurrence was two minutes' walk from the thana and the polie.« 
was informeil iA time but styangely enough the\ did not take any serinus 
step. They discharged their duly by simply sending a few unarmed 
constables who did not dare to approach the armed foreigners.

On the lltb 4]fct<^ber 1944, just after twilight, when I, my brother, 
Bimtil Sil and tfuf ttephejr, Mr. Baidya Nath Dhar, were coming home 
with the young children of our family after an evening walk along the 
Southern A^renu© an old Bengali gentleman hurried to and requested us 
to rush to the rescue of a Bengali lady who had been surrounded by some 
military men, a few paces off on the turf of the Southern Avenue (north 
of the Muhammadan burial ground in the Lake area). Leaving the children 
to the care of Baidya Nath we at once hastened to the spot and found a 
terror-stricken lady, surrounded by a number of black military men and 
a Bengali young man who was apparently her escort importunating them 
without avail to let her away. As we came nearer all of them dispersed 
excepting one who kept still holding the troubling lady by the hand, 
J^lising that we would interfere he eventually let loose his grip on the 
llfuTy's hand aj*d turned his attention to us. The lady with her escort thus 
could manage to run away to some distance. After uttering some invec- 
tiver* peculiar to eleinent.s oi his sort he succeeded in assaulting us but us 
the safety of the lady and our children standing nearby was our greatest 
concern we came away uml later escorted the lady to a safe distance up to 
tha* iiorth-east«‘rn gate of the Luke on the Southern Avenue. 

The above statement. Sir, was sent to Sir Naziminldin by Mr. Mrinal 
Kauti Basil but he had not even the eourtesy to give a reply to that letter.

Mr. P. BANERilEE: Mr. Th\)\i\y Speaker. Sir. 1 beg to move that the 
demand of Its d.21 .Oti.OOO for expenditure under the head “20 - IhdicO/' 
be reduced by Its. j(l() to raise a discussion about the fuilni%of the Gorifn- 
ment to detect 'rimes due to imneased bribery and corrupt ion. 

I beg also to move that the demand of Rs. :b21,!h;dl00 for exnea<1iture 
under the head “2t» - Police” f)e reduced by Its. UK) to raise a discnssioB 
about the failuie of (JovcTiiment to tackle the }»roblem of profiteering and 
bla<-k-marketing, resulting in great hardship to the honest traders and 
general public. 

Sir. at this, fag end (»f the day when we have very little time at our 
disjiosal it is very difficult for us to do justice to a nubject which at one 
time was allotted one and a half days’ time for dis<*UHsion but which haa 
now been given even less than half a day although the demand hae 
increased very much .since then. It is said in English that something is 
better than nothing; so also we may say that it is better to have less time 
than nothing. M"e all know that Sir Nazimuddin is born lucky. While 
formerly Police was a reserved subject we had ample time to discuss its 
budget anti also the administration of law and order in this proviuce. But 
now' we have les.s time arnl lesn opp<trtuiiitv to do so aiid Sir Xwziinuddiii 
justifies this on the score that now* uinler a popular fiovernment responsible 
to the people there in nothing to complain against thix department which 
has been going on happily and merrily. Sir, that i.s his happiness. On 
the .contrary, it has been admitted by all members and Sir Nazimuddin also 
in course of his reply to the earlier debate admitted that bribery exists in 
the department and whenever it is brought to his notice, steps are taken. 
Not only the tKilice officers but even the (imerniiient executive officers 
are lieiiig hauled up. But, Sir, be forgets that when the case of Mr, Menon, 
Subdivi'iionral Officer of Diamond Harlniur, was brought to his notice, ha 
did not take any notice of it whatsoever. Subsequently, however, when 
Mr. Menon was suspended, Sir Nazimuddin said “Yes, I have noticed that”. 
There are a thouasnd and one such instances. One is brought to book and 
another escapes. To satisfy his own party. Sir, Nazimuddin has ta do 
many things. If that is the state of affairs, than the only logical concln-> 
non it that today when Sir Natimnddin has taken the lldrtfolio of law and 
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order, the police adminutration is ninning amuck. Everyone finds that 
law and order mo longer exists in the country but it is lawlessness and 
disorder — not By the members of the public but by the members of the 
police — that exist. There are many such instances but I will give only 
two or three. 

Sir, one such instance is reported in the “Amrita Bazar Patrika” of the 
15th of this month. There is a reference to my friend Dr. Nalinaksha 
feanyal also and this case shows how the police are working in broad day 
light Tn the streets of Calcutta. They were breaking law and order — some 
in uniform and others not in uniform going and breaking the queue and 
making lathi charges, turning out by force those patple entering shops, 
taking away the cloths and depriving the members of the public of their 
legitirfiate share. It is reported that some were standing there from the 
early hours of the night and still they were deprived ot their cloths by 
Sir Nazimuddin’s meii — members of the police service, constables and head 
constables. 

Sir, I may give another instance which happened just before my eyes. 
At about 11-20 a. 111 . on the 12th March some women from Howrah and 
some fnim Midnupore were passing near the Currency Office in Dalhousie 
Square and 1 was also passing that way. Now, some went away and others 
were held up by constable No. 510. Immediately some of his friends came 
and said to the women “Give him something and go away”. They said 
“We have got nothing with us. We have got only some .-^eers of rice”. I 
was watehiug this thing standing. Soon a sergeant came— his No. was 
201 — and as soon as he came, the constable started belabouring these women. 
Some members of the public protested with the result that one of them 
was caught hold of. Sir Nazimuddin is used to saying fbat whenever any 
member of the luihlic will bring anything or jiroduce anything against 
the police, he will take nece-Hwarv steps, but the misfortune is that whoever 
dares to do that will be belaboured and taken to tlie thana. During Sir 
Nazimuddin’s time constables have been very indulgent toda> and under 
his regime the police administration has been worse in Ibrigal and the 
crimes have inoreased. Sir, I will ask you to refer to the jiolice admini- 
etratioii reports. It will be found there that from IDdo then* was a decrease 
in the numlier of crimes because one good cdticer Mr. (iordon was placed 
there for the time being. At that time he made u stalcincnr in which he 
said that the pidice are nothing but the servants of tin* jieojile. He made 
sucli a statement and after that, if Sir Nazimuddin will care to remember, 
the morale of the police improveil. He gave tlcfinitc instructions and tbo 
result was that the crimes de<*reased. Ueport'i have not been puhlislnl for 
two years, so we do not know’ what is the present tignie, but it has trebled 
and the tigure is about 9.000 whereas the 1941 figure was about d,(HK). 
This increase is due to lack of pidice administration in this country. Sir 
Nazimuddin will at once remark “What cun be done. This is war time 
and crimes must increase”. From 19d7 to l!ld9 there was an increase in 
the numher of crimes. 

Now’. Sir, What is the remedy. The remedy, 1 suggest is that two 
things must he done. During Mr. Gordon's time 00 men were dismissed 
including some Sergeants and as a result the morale of the poliie improved. 
It is nei'essary to take steps so that dishonest ufliiers must at once be 
removetl and increment should be given to those who really do the work, 
I mean, the Assistant Sub-Inspectors. These Assistant Sub-InspetTors only 
get Hs. dO — Its. 50 and do not get even house allowance or anything else. 
Many of them are also graduate and they should be given good salaries. 
They are the real j^rsous who go out first — not the Inspectors or the Sub- 
Inspectors. But w^at is the fact. When they go outside they are given 
bribe and their mouth is shut and the case is finkhed. 

Sir Natimuddin was elso talking of another department — the Enforce- 
ment Department. 1 tell Sir Naximuddin that the Enforcement 
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Department has been another sonrce of miM'hief to the oouutr>'. Moat of 
the officers have come from the retired list and they am working with 
vengeance. They are old doves. Many cases are not detected and if they 
are detected some b>ril>e is given and these are tinished. There is nnotheV 
matter which must not be lost sight of. ThcvSe people approaih the Magis* 
trate and the Magistrate signs the notes and wnth them another Magistrate 
is sent, AVe have got information that in some cases these notes are 
planted into the pocket of some ]>eople and they are hauled up before th» 
court. This is a state of affairs which every honourable member knows. 

Sir, as regards black-marketing and profiteering 1 wouhl restrict my 
remarks to two jtoint.s only. One is cloth in charge ttf which tliere is a 
Minister now’. As soon as an order is pas.sed cloth at once disappears from 
the country. It is in Calcutta but it is taken out of Calcutta at night with 
the help of the jiolice. With the help <d the police this cloth is taken aw*ay 
by lorries. Sir. you will be surprised to hear that a lorry at night charge® 
Rs. 400 from Calcutta to Rurdwan, a distance of only 75 miles, because it 
is a ca.se of smuggling. In this way cloths are being sold at a very high 
rate. Now, where are they stored.^ 1 will mention the place. They are 
stored in jute godown. They are stored in (iovernment ration shops 
amongst paddy and other commodities. They are protected by the Police 
and in Government custody. That is the exact position. If Sir Narim* 
uddin cares for gtKid administration. 1 will request him to hold an (Uiquiry 
in the matter at once in such a way that these things can he stopped 
immediately. 

\\’ith these few words I resume my seat.

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Dr. San\al, are yf»u moving item No. 15? 

Dr. NALINAKSHA 8ANYAL: Yes. Sir. I will. Sir, 1 beg 

(Ceiks from the Ministerialist Benches: At least for once agree to 
our reejuest. Don’t move your motion. Dr. Sanyal.) 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: All right. 1 bow to the wish of the 
majority, because it is rather late. (Applause,) 
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Tht Hon’bli KhWtJt Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Sir, all I hare to say is this. 
As far as Police is concerned it is the one service in which regnlarly every 
year proceedings have been drawn np and action taken against a large 
miniber of persons, and in some cases even quite a number of persons are 
dismissed. It is the policy of the Department to take severe action against 
these persons whenever Government can catch them. I can cite for example 
the complaint of Dr. Sanyal over the Howrah Railway station incident. 
As soon as we came to know about what had happened, we have taken up 
the matter at once and having thoroughly enquired into the matter taken 
necessary action. So I can assure the membiTs of this Hou.se that we are 
always trying and the Head of the Department and the officers are always 
trying their level best to eradicate corruption and abuse of power. I do 
not claim that there is not such a thing. There is, but whenever possible 
steps are taken. In certain cases, 1 admit, that when complaints are made, 
they are not properly investigated if we do not get correct reports, but in 
a large number of cases men have been dismissed belonging to all ranks — 
Inspectors, Sub-Inspectors, Assistant Sub-Inspectors and constables. Any 
number of appeals and memorials are coming to us from dismissed 
constables, head constables and others. So I can assure the House that 
we are always on the look out to take action against an\ policeman who 
violates the rules or try to do things which he should not do. 

The motions of Mr. Atul Kri.shna Ghose that the demand of

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8AMYAL: Mr. Speaker. Sir, before you proceed 
with the work of today, may 1 invite your uttenlion to u vtuy serious 
matter of public importance and of urgent privilege of the House and out* 
side? We have just come to learn that the annual session of the .lumiut- 
ul-Ulema, Bangala 

Mr. 8PEAKER: Will it not he better if you make the statement after 
the questions are overi^ 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir. this is a matter of great import* 
ance concerning tlie civil liheities of tlie people, and Sir Nuximuddin may 
reply after the (juestions are over. The pnvsident of the Jamiut-iil-Ulema 
is Maulana Hossain Ahmad Madani. The meeting is heing held at the 
Calcutta I'niversity Institute which is heing disturhed hy a systematic 
goonduism on tlie part of some seetioiis of Muslims who, it is prc'sumed, 
are iiispried hy the powers that he. The meeting was arraiigeil with the 
permiviioii of tin* Police. Certain l^oliee eon.stuhle.s are tinu’e and still they 
are not preventing thi> gnondaiMii whirh perpetrated hy a ceilain si'ctiou 
of Muslims who call themselves members of the Miislini la-agne. ((’rii's 
of “Xo, no from tlie (government Benches ) If this goes on and if tlu^ 
civil liberties of the people are trampled upon in this Provinee there is no 
use having meetings of this character in the Legislature. If we cannot 
protect the people we have no business to exist in this House and wm* can- 
not go on conducting a debate here in this sham manner. Therefore. I 
submit that this matter he immediately taken up and this goonduism 
stopped. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: I think Sir Xazimudidu w(*uld like to say somi'thing 
after the questions are over.

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Will the Hon hle Minister Ik* pleased 
to furnish the dates when the.se 59 hales of yarn referred to were actually 
received in the district of Bankura, the parties who were ajmointed handling 
agents for thi.s yarn and the dates when these were actually distributed t<i 
weavers ? 

The Hon’ble Mr. K. 8HAMABUDDIM: 41 hales were despatched on 
the 39th October 1944 and another hatch of 18 hales despatcheil on the 20th 
Januarj', 1945.

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Will the Hon’hle* Minister he pleased 
to state if he is aware that except for the very hunted use particularly for 
nets of flsht*rmen and tht* like such c<»arse yarn as lOA cfiunts and 12A counts 
are not normally used by the weavers of Bengal? 

The Hon’ble Mr. K. 8HAHABUDDIN: It was only 5 bales of 10} 
counts that were sent. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL. Witl» refenmce to the long range 
point of view mentioned, will the Hoirble Minisetco' he pleased to state 
whether (rovemment have actually drawn up any scheme for the establish- 
ment of a spinning mill reh*rred to therein? 

The Hon’ble Mr. K. 8HAHABUDDIN: Yes. Sir, it is under detailed 
examination. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Will the Hon’hU* Mini.ster be pleased 
to state whether (lovernment is prop»Ksing in start a tiiill owned by the 
Government (»r owned partly bv Government and partly by private business- 
men or entirely b\ private businessmen with the Government patronage and 
support ? 

The Hon’ble Mr. K. 8HAHABUODIN: As far as the 3rd category is 
concerned I rule it out of consideration and the other two are under my 
oonHidemtion.

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Will the Hon'hle Minister be pleased 
to state if he is aware that the Government of India have at the pnwnt 
moment under consideration in connection with the allocution of import 
quotas the application of various provinces and parties in regard to the 
machinery of different categories obtainable from overseas? 

Tht Hon’ble Mr. K. 8HAHABUDDIN: Tes, Sir, and under that 
scheme if any parties apprpach the Department we are forwarding (heir 
applications with recommendations and at the same time we are expediting 
the preparation of our own schemes. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Will the Hon’ble Minister be pleased 
to state what time may in his estimate he involved in setting up a new 
spinning mill in Bengal considering the present (lifliculties of transport 
and of obtaining machineries from abroad?

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL; Have the Government giviui any 
direction either to the Director of Industries or to any other c(»mT>etent 
authority to put before the (iovernment a scheme for early estahlishmeut 
of a number of Spinning centres for hand-spinning arrangements to enable 
quiekeir supply of yarn in Bengal?

regard to the propagation of khaddar? 

The Mr. Khwaja SHAHABUDDIN: That i« a political auee- 

|ion as to how far theae organiaalioim have diaaociated themaeivea from 
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the political moTement^ which 1 am not aware of. It is the Home Deport- 
ment which is c<mcemed, and my honourable friend will have to address 
the Home Department. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA 8ANYAL: Will the Hon’ble Minister be pleased 
to state if he is aware that in the Department of Industries, Government 
of Bengal, the records of the All-India Spinners’ Association’s production, 
their capacity to organise mass production of khaddar are already existent?

we try tO/»Upply^Jti^m with raw materials. And as far a.s advances of 
mone\ are concerned, the District Magistrate has got sufricient fund under 
the Hehahilitation Scheme to assist these artisans.

(h) the extent to which, and the directions in which local self-govern- 
ing institutions may be utilised us an efficient adjunct to the 
adminsitration with special reference to public health; 

(c) the desirahilitv of employing technical personnel and its co-ordina- 
tion with the existing structure of district administration; 

{d) sources and systems of rerruitment to, and conditions of employ- 
ment of, the public service with a view to — 

(f) securing the best men with due regard to the declared policy 
of (Government in respect of rommuual re.servations, and 
(ri) precluding discontent, irresponsibility and temptation to 
corruption. 

(4) Generally to make recommendations for the improvement of the

It is theretoie natural that the 
demands for grants on the other heads, (ieneral .Xdnnnislrution and even 
Poliee whieli evoke ordinaril> strong entieisms ami ]irolonged debn es 
have resiled to the baekgrouml, and I hope this House wil examine this 
demand with that scnitiin and eare which the volume and tlic implications 
of the expemlituie demand. Complaints regarding ma mlministration ami 
corruption in rcganl t.. various departments coveied h\ this grant hu\e hecii 
reieived and ventilated on the tlo<T ot this House ami onlsnle tiom time 
to time. Sueh eomplaints include the A.H.I*. services, the Home (luuid 
OrguTUsation, the Civic (iuard (trganiHatnm and various malpractices in 
that connection have been draun attention to I trust other members will 
deal with some ot these instanees ami if time permitted 1 would also haxe 
invited attention t<» some of them. 

Tlie Department n{ Cnil Supplies, in particular, however ami espiMuallv 
the Department of Textile Control uinlei it has been in public ga7a* tor 
some time and to.lav I luopose siiecialh to deal with these two sertnms 
under the present demand. As has been iiidieuted in ms motions mv 
principal fd.jects toda> will be to la> bare before tins House the maladminis- 
tration of tile Civil Sutiplies Department, the losses ori the sale of food 
purchase policy, (auruption and jobberx in tlie ( ivil Supplies Department, 
failure of (lovernment to ensure equitable distribution, maladmimstratioii 
and corruption in the depaitmcnt of the Textile t'ontroller, the failnie to 
check blackmarketing iind the urgenc\ <d .setting up a committee of 
enquiry into the various allegations and the urgency nf constituting -t 
people’s committee with a representative committee at the centre to invite 
public w-operation and to ensure public confidence in the measures proposed 
for equitable distribution. 

While speaking of the maladministration of the ('ivil Supplies Depart- 
ment I would, first of all, like to deal with the method and manner in which 
this department has Wn constituted and is being expanded. Sir. we have 
heard that of late there has l>eeu an expansion and reorganisation of that 
department. This department from the very Vieginning had not been 
constituted in accordance with any plan but it was just added to from time 
iU> time as and when some new problem arose and that also long after the 
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problemti took a aerioua turn. Thia absence of planning and timely action 
has led in most cases to haphazard selection of staff and persons have been 
selected who did not deserve to hold any of the posts. I had asked ques- 
tions to the department nearly six months ago and the questions have not 
been replied to asking specifically the names of the persons appointed to 
hold certain categories of posts drawing salaries of Hs.dtK) and upwards 
showing resi)ectively their qualifications and experience and what these 
gentlemen had been earning before they were chosen to join the Civil 
Supplies Department. For reasons best known to the Hon’ble Minister in 
charge such a stuteinent has been denied to me but, Sir, a cursory look 
at the various offices of the Civil Supplies Department shows that there is 
an unholy attempt to please u section of the European community by 
inviting not only official Kurojieans of the Civil Service against whom I 
have not got so much grudge hut also non-official Europeans of various 
descriptums some of wiioin having hud no previous exj)erience tr) deal with 
the matters which they are now entrusted with. Sir, in this respect the 
province has hud a very sad experience indeed in the appointment of one 
Mr. Scott from the Imperial Hank constituting a distributing Trades 
Tribunal for which we spent a lot of money and with regard to which 
gentleman we mentioned that he had taken his wife as Secretary and 
confidential assistant as lie oould not trust an\b(Mly else, and public money 
was spent therefor. There was also tht‘ ex]>erience of Mr. Somerset Hutier. 
of Meinnes, of Elkins and the lust but not the least, the present Provincial 
Textile Contndler, Mr. Jones. 1 would n(»t like to go into the merits an<l 
defects of each of these gentlemen but 1 am sure tin* Hon’ble Minister will 
a<lmit frankly today that the association of these gentbunen in the dejiart- 
ment has not been helpful to the province, at hunt to the department over 
whicJi the IIon‘'}de Minister presi<u*s, and much id the bungling in the 
department has been due to wrong and ill-considered jiolicv, if not to some 
sucli practices tiuit some of these officers of (iovernmeut temporarily 
appointed from non-otheial sources were found to be pioue to adopt. At 
the present moment from a report that was puhlished in the “Hengal 
Weekly’’ some time back, it ap])ears that (government lias now obtained 
the services of one Mr. Aldridge and it is reported that he was a diamond 
inerehant of the Middle East brought over here liecause of previous relation- 
ship, I hope, not business relationship, with the ])resent (iovenior of Bengal 
ami this gentleman lias been iirouhgt in as Additional ( ommissioner of the 
(ivil Supplies l)e]mrtment with co-onlinated [)o\\ers probabls with the 
former Chief Secretary of tlie (ioMunment of Hengal, Mi. A. deC. Williams. 
There are other officers - j>aitieularl\ I would like to mention amongst 
them the name <tf one Mr. Pritt who has been appointed Director of 
Inspection, a man wlio was an employee of a certain assiK’iation of collierv 
owners and was supposed to be buying nee on account of oolherv laboui. 
This geiiilemaii w ho knows hanlly an> tiling aliout tlu‘ ijiiality and variety 
of Hengal rice has now been ap|sunted Diieetor of Insjiection and is supposed 
to pass the quality of various rice purchases and other grains purchased. 
There is also the Director (ieiieral of Consuiuer (food.> in the person of 
Mr. Tully w hose ability 1 do not much know of but I can su> tliat at least he 
kno ws not lung about the various categories of consumer goods that be *s 
asked to deal with, far le.ss of the most iinportuut problem that he is now 
entrusted to bandit'* — the textile trade. There is also Mr. P. J. (iriffiths, 
who is now a uon-official, having been entrusted with the onerous task of 
DirtH'tor-Deneral of Enforcement, who combines in himself four important 
duties ami tasks in adtlition to his work as honorary Enforcement Directoi- 
Oeneml, and 1 presume that he has got the physique of 12 persons and the 
bmdti of half a tioxen to be able ^.o pt^rfomi all the duties if be does not mean 
to humbug the Government ami the people with so much trumpeting as he 
haa been doing so far. And laat but not the least is one military officer 
in the person of General Wakely who, though started very well in the 
beginning and about whose personal abilities I have not much grievance, 
baa been abaolutely reokleaa in the organisation of the movemento and 
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ato»ge section of the department of Civil Supplies, running that depart- 
meat as he did with a large number of inefficient, ill-equippecl, dishonest 
officers — military and civil — over whom either he could not exercise suffi- 
cient control or he did not want to carry out effective control in the interest 
of somebody else. 

Mr* DEPUTY SPEAKER* Dr. Sanyal, I am s(>rr\ to interrupt you. 
I want to know the exact time you want to take because 1 will have to 
accommodate Rai Chaudhuri, 

Rai HARENORA NATH CHAUDHURI: Our n»>ti»»ns heinu: on the 
same subject, let him have full time. 

Mfi DEPUTY SPEAKER: The difficulty is that on Tuesday lust 1 had 
to detain the House for a late hour and I Imil to .sit for a longer peritxL 
Today I propose to adjourn the H(mse at 7-1(1. I hope Dr. Sanxal. Mr. Uov 
and Mr. Fazlur Rahman will hold consultation among themselves and will 
adjust the time. 

Dft NALINAKSHA SANYAL: Sir, there is no other demand todu\. 
This is the only demand. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: All right. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: The .second important respect in which 
the maladministration of the Civil Supplies l)t‘partmc‘nt m‘ed enquiry and 
examination is witli regard to the district organisation. While the 
reorganisation rec(*ntl\ effected has led to too much top heavy ailnnnistru* 
lion at the centre, the district organisations continue to remain far from 
satisfactor> . The main reu.son as I can visualise and sludv is dm* to tin* 
fact that both at the ciuitrc* and in the di.stricts the depurtiiicuit oi Civil 
Supplies has continued to remain completely out of touch with puldic 
opinion. Sir, the* jeroof of efficiency and success of any administrative 
muehiner\ must «lepeud ultima1<‘ly on the manner in which that dc'part- 
ment has hc'eii aide to carr\ c»ut tlie duties imposed on itself .fudgeil liv 
this test wc* notice that the department of Civil Supplies lias not riniy failed 
but miserahl} tailed to maintain the sujeplies necesMary foi the people (d 
Bengal, and. Sir. 1 submit that the* last famine thiamgh whicdi Bengal 
]>assed Was more mun-iiiade than an uet of (omI bc'causc* of the bunjtfling of 
tiie Ministi> and the administrative ineffieienc\ evidenced b> tlu' depart- 
ment of ( ivii Supplu‘s. 

The Hon’hle Minister as well as the Hon’hle Minister m cliuige oi 
Finance were taking jcardonable, or unpardoiutble pride* I should sa> , 'U 
announcing that so far as the food .situation was concerned w«* were out of 
the wood and the\ were claiming creelit for the,* same. W’hatrviT ma> 
have been tlie position in the past. 1 ask him on wbat materials could be 
claim ibal be lia- been maintaining the supplies of food to tin* people of 
Bengal at a price within reasonable reach of u large maj<«rity of our 
caiiiitr> men and wliat eartbl> justification can there be to continue to 
charge Calcutta at an enormous rate (>1 Rs.Ki and above per mauml for rice 
while just outside the city of Calcutta and the rationed area rice may la* 
had freeK at Rs.ll, Rs 1!^ and Rs.ld per mauml! Kven s<» what is the 
quality that we get sometiiiies distributed through the ration simps. I 
have got with me, .Sir. a saiu])le of rice which 1 make a present of to tie* 
Hon’hle Minister. In that res|H*ct a complaint has actually bet*n lodged 
by a gentleman and although the complaint is with the department nothing 
appears to have l>een done so far. This relates to a supply f»n the basis 
of cash' memo No. (>o9H from shop No. A.lt. TTf and a c opy of this letter 
appears to have been addressed to the Technical Adviser, Ration Depart- 
ment, Government of Bengal, Town Hall, and also to various officers. 
(The Hon’ble Mb. H. S, SrnRAWARi>Y: What date?) It is, dated 17th 
March, 1945, from Mr. P. C. Chatierji, of 21, Scott Lane, Calcutta. 1 am 
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prepared to admit, Sir, that with regard to the complaint about the quality 
of rice the complaint has of late been comparatively less than before, but 
even so there cannot be the slightest justification for continuance of such 
diitribution of absolutely rotten and inedible rice with so much machinery 
of checking and inspection set up at high cost. 

Apart from this inefficiency in the distribution of foodgrains at reason- 
able price while retaining or iiiaintaining proper price for the agriculturist, 
complaints are coming #om all quarters, — I have got a whole file of them, — 
pointing out how^ the Government’s purchasing agents on the authority of 
Government have been oppressing both the local dealers as well as the 
agriculturists in the niofassal. I have got with me a letter dated 20th 
Marcli, 1045, received by me only yesterday from the North Bengal Rice 
Mills Association of Dinujpur jKiinting out how armed with the authority 
oi the Government Messrs. Ispahani & (Vmipany were forcing the rice mills 
there to deliver rice to them and paddy and everything at a price of Rs.9-S 
only per rnuuqd of milled rice and paddy at Ks.5-8 only per maund and this 
also in respect of clean graded paddy and bagged rice. The Rice Mills 
Association pointed out that if they had to accept Rs.5-8 for the paddy 
they c(»uld not give more than R.s.5 to agriculturists tor paddy which surely 
the Hon’ble Minister wmild aclmit would be uneconomic for the cultivators. 
And while tliis has been tin* rate offered In the Government agent, there 
has been numenms different grounds for <le(luction of tlie same bringing 
about an aihitrary discount of Up to 12 annas per maund on certain 
occasions. Sir, from the districts reports are coming not merely in reganl 
to food hut also in regard to sugar, kerosene oil ami, to some extent, salt, 
although (iiflioulties for salt are md at the present moment so acute and 
very definitely in regard to mustard oil from all parts ot Bengal, ami I can 
claim that the (iovernment have miserably failed to maint.ain civil supplies 
for the peojile ot Bengal in all tliese respects. 

If the maintenance of civil supplies has not been suc(-es>^tul, the loss 
entailed on the (iovernment of Bengal has been stupendous. There has 
been loss on foodgrains juirehase alone of a total of Hs.22J. crores in eoiiise 
of two years, and we would like to have a full (‘X])lanation for this loss. 
It <loes not appear explicable how while (iovernment had been buying it 
a low price ami selling at an enormously liigh price tliey are still (‘ontinuing 
tins l(»ss to the province <d Bengal. We knew that in reganl t(> tlie wheat 
fninduise policy the Government of Bengal ma<]e certain big profits. At 
no stagi‘ was (iovernment required to buy at a higloT price and sell at a 
low price exctqit towards the latter part of l!f44 (luring which alone there 
was a iiolicv of reduction in the prices from time to tiim*. (iovernment's 
own analysis shows tliat, so far as loss on foodgrains jnircliase is concerned. 
(The Hon'hle Mr. H. S. Si jihawardy : 104df^ The Braunil Committee came 
afterwards. I I said towards the latter part ot 1044 when 1 presume there 
w’as a dromung (bnvn tembuiev for prices. 1 ladieve theie are other 
motions wnieli will deal with foodgrains purchase poli<\\ ami I will not 
detain the House longer on this except for demanding that there should 
be a fair, impartial, entical enquiry into these tremendous losses. 

Sir, the malailininistration of thq civil supplie.s department has been 
reflected more in the fostering of patronage and corruption which has 
vitiated the entire atmosphere of this fair province of Bengal than in any- 
thing else. Hardly any department of ('ivil Supplies can Ik* quoted where- 
from corruption, briliery and jobbery can Ik* .said to Ik* absolutely absent. 
Even in regard to most rest»ectuble persons, various charges and comments 
are rejmrted. I shall not have the time to deal with individual instances, 
but I would most gladly place ^lill materials before any committee of 
enquiry in that re.spect. 

(At this stage the blue light was lit.) 

Sir, 1 would require another 15 minutes, and then I think there will be 
prayer time. 
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Mr* DEPUTY SPEAKER: You have already had minutea. I can 
give you half an hour. Yes, you go on. 

Or* NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL* Sir, the wastefulness of this depart* 
ment due to damaged food, has added to the losses and we do not know* 
what that loss will amount to. The budget figures do not reveal et)rreetl> 
all the amounts that the Provime has to bear on account of damages and 
deterioration in the quality of the fopd. 

Then, Sir, there is one matter in connection with this wuvstefulne.s.s that 
I would like to invite voui attention to am! that is in regard to the ('onvtruc- 
tion of boats. Several crores of rupees are being provided and have ulreadv 
been spent on the construction of boats. 1(1, lUM) boats. (The Hon'bh* 
Mr. H. S. Si HRAWARDY : Does it not full under Capital OutlayP) Yes, 
but the lovss is under Extraordinary (liarges, I might menti<in for the 
knowledge of the Ht>n'l)le Mini.ster that the loss that is actually incurred 
and carried over to the Uevenue account comes to today's account and 
whatever remains outstanding goes to Capital account to he (ak(*n up 
tomorrow. Anyway, tin* (Jovernment had im scheme actually prepareil to 
sliow what trafiic hud to he carrieil from the ho.its and uhat is (he capaidty 
ot boats reijuired as well as the number of boats nect‘Hsar\ tor the saim*. 
Suddenly, due to the recommendation of some f»erson or pt*rs(»ns who 
probably were interested in this game, large sums of mmiey were provided 
and I can predict with some amount of expert knowledge in this matter 
that all this amount (d mone\ coining to about Us.tJ criires in two .\ea,rs 
would be completely wasted and Hengurs ileliidt budget to that extent 
will bt‘ s\\elled in no time. ^ 

Even apart from these boats proposed to be constructeil or which have 
been constructed with most third rate materials with jiractically no super- 
vision at all. any numbei of Inspei’tors have been a]»pointed for the same. 
In aiblition to tiiat. the (iovernment of Bengal went to the length of buying 
about one crore ot rupees worth. 1 understand, of “Dbows” from the 
Bombay side. These are supposed to be for Coastal Service and generally 
wuth capacity of about 1*70 to -fitO tons; and these dhows purchased from 
the Bombay side through a tirm named Sethia A Co. which cost Bengal 
nearly 1 ciore of rupee.', are ^till lying on tin* western (‘oust .somewhere 
near Cochin and coubl not he brought. AV e would like to know wdni ha\e 
been responsible for such w'astefuliiess and bow the (iovernment of Bengal 
was going to deal with such (dlieers. Our regret is that when noiMifiicial 
Europeans are ajipointed and they bungle and as a result thereof loss i.s 
entailed on the province nothing cun be done. They Inive probably made 
some money out of Government and even other sources ► and they will 
merrily retire, disgraced or otherwise does not matter to them in the least, 
I cannot understand wliy Government do not entrust such responsible work 
to permanent officials of the Department —I. C.S. officers and Bengal ( ivi! 
Service Officers — who at least have soine reputation to lose if not their 
provident fund. 

Coming now, Sir, to the most debat(fjd item, namely, the textile control, 
I submit that the failure of Government in this regard has been colossal. 
I have in a note published in the “Arorita Bazar Pulrika” a few day w ago 
on the 14th of March last detailed the causes of the present cloth famine 
and have also suggested remeslies for the same. I am glad to find that 
in a statement made bv the Hon'ble Mini.ster in charge of the C'ivil Supplies 
Department to the Press yesterday publisheil in this morning’s pufwrs 
many of the causes analysed by me have been taken note of and elaborated. 
*^0 that extent I have ray sympathy for the Hon’ble Minister in charge of 
the Civil Supplies Department. In regard to the analysis of distributive 
machinery I submit that although he baa admitted and accepted the urgency 
of rationing Imth for urban and rural areas as sugges^d and claim^ by 
me he has ndt given any indication as to how rationing is going to be made 
and in particular I demand that if be continues to rely on the hapnaaard 
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»«»lection of a few limited number of shops not necessarily on the basis of 
and not necessarily with the object of rationalising the distribution but 
with a deliberate intention of snatching business away from the hands of 
certain persons to be distributed amongst party men and particularly 
amongst members of a particular community, then, Sir, no amount of 
machinery set up for equitable distribution could properly function. I 
submit, Sir, that there are a large number of instances in which the direct 
interference of the Minister himself has led to corruption, has led to bribery, 
has led to patronage being distributed. I submit. Sir, that if I had time 
I would deal with them at length. 

So far as the Enforcement Department of the Government of Bengal 
is concerned 1 have myself brought to their notice at least half a dozen 
cases and although all these cases were brought to their notice they have 
not been looked into. It will not do to sav that if specific instances can he 
brought the Minister will be prepared to look into them. I ask what has 
happened to the case of Mr. »Swami, the Inspector, alM)ut whom I have 
mentioned during juevious sessions of the Assembly. hat has happened 
to Mr. Rahman about whose openly taking bribes I have got proof and 
Inought it to llic notice of the Department. What again has happened to 
Ramohandra Das, Ainulya (’handra Das* shop where I ]>ersonally made tP‘jt 
purchases ? 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Your time is ni>. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA tANYAL: M ay I liave five minutes more, .sir? 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: That is not possible. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL! Any other Speaker fiom this side can 
make np tor this time of o minutes. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: V rovided you can a<ljust the time like that, 
I have no olij(‘Ction. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: 1 shall see to that. Sir. the Enforce- 
uUMit Department lias been given any number of instances and if need Ik* 
I am jirepurcd to take the Hon’ble Minister myselt ami show him how 
openly black-marketing is going on in the market and nothing is being 
done because there are a large number of Inspectors who regularly take 
money from the market. There are instances in which big quota-hedders, 
members of the respected Advisory Committee of Mr. Suhrawardy even the 
Chairman of the Advi.sory (ommittee who i.s a pal of Mr. S^uhrawardy is 
not free from tiorrupt practices and all these things have been brought to 
his notice but he will not care to look into them. 

Mr. 8YED ABDUL MAJID: Who is the Chainnan? 

Thf Hon’blt Mr. H. 8. SUHRAWARDY: Mr. S C. Roy. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: 1 do not know why this is being done. 
Only this moniing in the “Nationalist’* we got a refiort that a certain 
Minister obtained 40 pieces of very good fine cloth on special permit issued 
to himself. 

TIm Hoil«blt Mr. H. 8. SUHRAWARDY: Who is heP 

Or. NALINAK8HA SANYAtS The Hon'ble Chief Minister of Bengal 
if you must know his name, and that was on the authority of the Civil 
Supplies Departuient. While the public were crying hoarse and while 
there is so much squalour and while there is so much distreet every where 
it it not merely the Chief Minister who gets 40 pieces. Every servant, even 
a of the Civil Supplies Department goes to the market with tlipa 

written out and on the authority of one Babn H. L. Sather, Superin* 
itftdent, Textile Ooniroller’s office and buys not coaree cloth — a peon goes 
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and Iniys the finest Sen Gupta eloth at the priee of Rs. ii-lii-G plus 10 per 
cent., not 20 per cent., and they are getting, the entire Civil Supplies 
Depairtinent is getting, some 2 pairs, some 4 pairs — in that manner they 
are getting their supplies assured to the exclusion of the public. ^Cries of 
“Shame, shame” from the Opposition lieuche.s.) These serviuits, these 
peons can have never in their life used these fine cloths liefore. 1 have shown 
this to Mr. TulK and also to other otiicials. They admitted that they hail 
left one shop belonging to one of the wholesale quota holders to sell cloth 
on permits issued by themselves t<» their otbeers and their friends. 
Wonderful arrangements going on! (Mr. DiriKNinu Nath 

And this sh<»p ha.s been kept alive. It is not 
one of the loO shops approved to deal in fine cloth but still this shoj* is 
supplied specially with fine cloth, ainl they are big wholesalers ami yet thev 
are given a retail license. That i.s the history behind jxMinitting them, 
this trade, in illhdt fine cloths to members of the (Nvil Supplier 
Department. 

Sir, it is not merely in ('alcutta but in the mufu.ssul also this is going 
on. I am also reminding the House about the complaints regarding the 
Pabnu town and coinplaint.s regurding Khnstia t<»wn wliere how the Suh- 
divisional Officer ot Khnstia has been Hurreptitiously taking away bales of 
cloths meant for Kushtia through a near relation of his t(» Shiuiadpur in 
Pabna district. These tacts wvrv brought to the notice (d the Minister 
times without number not merely by me but by members of the Muslim 
League belonging to Knshtiu and I would like to know what lias bt'en done 
in that respect. The Pahna Pood (’oinmittee has been superseded by the 
ukase of the local (dficial. I have got a letter only two da\s buck slu'wing 
the allotment made of tlie available cloth supply to that town, that out of 
u total su])pl\ th(‘ general jiuhlic -u population of dti.OdO people —obtained 
l,ddt) pairs onl\ while (Tovernment officials there got an allotment of 8(M) 
pairs. Hen' I have got th(‘ actual allotment list signed by the Sulxlivi- 
sional Officer of Palma. This has been possible only bix'ause they have 
superseded tlie functioning of the Puhna Pood Committee. Sir, I can 
multiplv instances. There are complaints from Kamarkhali, there are com- 
plaints fioin Raj'diahi, then* are complain^^ from Mehi'rpiir and there are 
again com]daint^ from Mnktaguidia and aUo tclegraIn^ and letters from all 
over the province. Sir, wlien one talk^ of the corruption and bribery in the 
Departments the department shoubi alH<» realise that they huvt' a duty by 
their own staff. The Textile Department staff— u large numWr of poor 
Bengali clerk.s there — have not been pai<l their salaries for nearly two inonthA 
and what was their faults Probably somewbere somelMidy bus bungled? 
Sir, surely like the proverbial zainindars and their tashildars (Government 
does not expect that these men would live on some earning that they would 
make otherwise than through their salaries. 

DEPUTY SPEAKER* The House stands adjourned for fifteen 

minutes.

R«i HARENORA NATN OHAUONURI: Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, 
I beg to move that the demand of Rs. 10, 14,71,000 for expenditure under 
the head “63 — Extraordinary Chargee in India” he reduced ^ ^.100 to 
raise a discusaion on the expnnaion, wasteful expenditure and Idnes incurred 
and estimated in the worki^ of the Civil Supplies Department. 
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Sir, in the general discuHsion of the Budget this year there was a strange 
eoincidenire. A member of the Opposition and the Leader of the European 
Group — both came to ouote certain passages from the Budget speech of the 
Hon ’ole the Finance Minister and used the same passages^ as the text of 
their speeches and spoke, Sir, in a strain of scepticism and doubt: only their 
speeches were different in degrees of acidity and nothing else. 1, therefore, 
expected (Mr. Kikan Sankar Roy: Foolishly) may be foolishly, that the 
European Group would be true to their speeches and table cut motions 
against the “PJxtraordinary Charges” budget. But not one single motion 
has been tabled by the European Group eo far as this subject is concerned. 
That is, Sir, the measure of the sincerity of their criticism against the Civil 
Supi»lies Department. It may be, Sir, that conviction has been carried to 
tJiem behind the curtain by tlie supply of certain facts and figures which they 
are anxious to know, but. Sir, the whole House ought to have been taken into 
confidence and apprised of these facts and > figures if they are really 
dependable. 

Now, Sir, in my Budget speech 1 observed as follows: “It is apparent 
that our Budget deficit during the last tw^o years — 1 mean the last year and 
the current year— are not due to famine expenditure, not even to Civil 
Defence tmt entirely due to the huge loss sustained by the province on the 
purchase of food grains. In fu<*t these losses have been more than the 
deficit by nearly lakhs so far as the last year and the current year are 
concerned, ami, Sir, in the next year fhe alleged carefully planned i^roc'ure- 
ment operation is exi)ecled to cause a further loss of ')()4 lakhs — now appar- 
ently (Tores less fhuii the total estimated deficit of 850 lakhs, but larger 
losses on final adjustment may be trusted to do the trick of eijiiuliHing these 
two figur(*s.“ 

Sir, as my honourable friend Dr. Nalinaksha Sanyal has gone into the 
details of the working (d the (’ivil Supjdie.s Department in Ins elaborate and 
exhaustive speech full of informations wdiich are available almost to him 
alone, I need not go into the details of the working of the Civil Supplies 
Department but will address myself particularly to the losses in question. 

Now, Sir, what the huge loss in grain purchase is due to?' The loss can 
be due (»nly to four factors, namely, loss in storage or godowns, due to 
deterioration or decomposition of stock; loss ni transit; loss for gratuitous 
relief; and loss for subsidised sale of food. Only on account of these 
four causes, the alleged losses may have arisen. So far as the Hrst question 
of storage is concerned, will it 1 m* believed by the House that stock-taking so 
far as tlie purchased .stocks are comerned, never takes place in the true sense 
of the term? Will it be believed that payments are made against purchase 
notes and the purchaser and the stwkist are the same person? So far as 
decomposition on accnnint of had storage is concerned, what is there to show 
th&t the alleged deterioration actually took place and was not faked and 
fabricated? As regards the losses in transit, will it be believed again that 
the R.R. is considered sufficient discdiarge for the agent or the party who 
sends fhe grains in pursuance of the Gov(*rnment order? (Mr. Kiran 
Sankar Roy : What is the R.R.?) The railway receipt — the railway rec^eipt 
is considered to l>e aufficient discharge for the agent. Now, Sir, the railway 
receipts in such cases of heavy consignment, as everybody knows, may be 
manipulated and yet the railway receipt is considered sufficient discdiarge for 
the agent. In the railways goods are always booked at the risk of the 
coiMign^, Here the consignee has got nothing to suffer personally for the 
losses, here be accepts the fosses as a matter of course. If there be any 
manipnlations in packing and booking and shortages due to mishandling, 
these are written off as losses in transit. There is a lar^ scope, it must be 
admitted, for manipulation an({ fabrication in uncheckea despatch of goods. 

As regards losses which may be due to gratuitous relief, it has been 
shown undil' the head ” Famine Relief” that expenditure for Gratuitous 
Belief so far as 1944-45 is concerned, is expected to exceed the original 
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Budget figure by dO lakbs and not by crores and croreii as the losses urn revision 
have mounted up to. If, therefore, there had been any loss due to gratuitous 
relief that loss must be only a fractional amount of the total loss, and a very 
small fraction indeed, because there was no necessity, so far as the current 
year is concerned, of wide-spread gratuitous relief ahd Government also has 
iot claimed thfit^they have rendered this year any widespread gratuitous 
l^f. 

Therefore, Sir, all losses must be attributed to sale at subsidised or 
cheaper rates. Now, Sir, there will be losses, enormous losses, on account 
of subsidised sale only if there ^ jery large difference between the purchase 
and the selling prices, otherwise not. Now, let us see what was the jMisition, 
Take tor instance a central district like Khulna. In 1944, l>etween 
January and June, paddy was purchaeed. by the Government agent there at 
best at 118.7-12; between* June and October, it wa.s purchased at Rs.7-8; in 
November at Rs.7-4; in December it was Rs.(5-14; in January. 1946, the 
paddy price was Rs.o-H and in March now it is Rs.G-4, but 1 shall come to 
that later. We shall see, therefore, that in Khulna last year’s paddy was 
purchased only in about June at Rs.7-8, hut since autumn it was purchased 
somewhere between Rs.7 or Rs.t>-14 and by sub-agent even at Rs.5-5, Rice 
was jmrehased in Khulna by the agents at a tadtled price between Rs.lO 
and R.s.10-8. That is about Khulna. 

Now, let us take the western districts of Burdwan, Banlctira, Birblium 
and" Midnapore. In June, HI44, the price of medium rice— 1 am quoting 
rice prices in these western districts— was Rs.i;i-4 at the highest; hetw^een 
June and September it was Rs.12-12; between Oetober and December it was 
Rs. 12-1(1; and it never exceeded Rs. 12-10 since then. 

Now, about siilisidised sale I think it is known to the House that even 
the privileged price at which the employees were or are being supplied rice 
is Rs, I •M2. How can there be Io.s.s, a heavy bws, a loss of crores and 
crorcs therefore, we fail to understand. The Minister of Givil Supplies ho* 
got to explain how when his agents purchased ri<*e at a much lower price 
than the price which he even <'hurges his own employees there could or would 
be such ennnmuis los.'^ics as his revised estimates or his new' estimates 
indicate. He ought to explain that to the House stating the actual facts and 
figures. If he cannot, and if the losses he attributed only or mainly to 
losses on account of subsidised sale, the legitimate conclusion must he that 
these losses can never amount to the huge figure of crores and crores of 
rupees. 

Now let us turn to the method of accounting for these losses. Sir, in 
this budget it is for the first time disclosed that losses on account of purchase 
of foodgrains were not actually Rs.J6() lakhs in 1948-44, i.e., as was stated 
a year nefore, but it was something like Rs.9J9 lakhs. It has been found 
only a year later that the actual previously stilted was not the actual but 
after what is called final adjustment the losses have nearly trebled. So far 
as the current year is concerned, the loss in the budget was estimated at 
R8.5 crores but on revision it has l>een shown that the loss has been or will 
be 50 per cent, higher, that is, it must be, about Rs.7J crores. So, in the 
revisedT figure of 1044-45 instead of the budget figure of Rs.5 crores, a total 
loss of 118.13,39 lakhs or Rs.l3J crores has come to be shown without any 
details or serious explaeation. However, I hope, honourable members will 
please remember in this connection the purchasing and selling prices which 
1 have given and which I shall be very glad if the Hoxi*blc Miiiister takes 
this opportunity to contradict. 

Then, *Sir, let us come to the next year for which the budget has 
been prepared. The estimated loss ^s been put down at Bs.bi crores. If 
the loss be attributed again to subsidised sale, why should it be Rs.5, 53 lakbs 
and not very much less, with the famine or famine conditions alleged to^ 
things of tfie dead past, the Hon^ble Minister has also got to explain, but 
inst^ of explaining I am aJmost sure he wRl come forward months banco 
26 
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to say thit the lose has unexpectedly become nearly double. Eatimates out 
by crores cause no blush or need no explanation now a days. This is however 
my general criticism. 

Now, to come to a particular point. Hon’ble members are aware that a 
few weeks or a few months ago, the Government of Ben^l offered the 
Government of India their stocks of surplus rice for sale. Sir, may I put 
it to the Hon’ble Minister that if he has surplus rice for sale why should he 
suffer loss on the purchase of wheat and wheat products? Why should 
Bengalees not have two square meals of rice and why should they be com- 
pelled to eat atta? Certainly he need not have sold the surplus stocks of 
rice, when he could have provided the Bengalee people with two meals of 
rice and thereby save or avoid almost the whole amount of loss on wheat 
and wheat products. In conclusion I propose that having regard to the 
stupendous losses — losses which have grown in the dark, which are growing 
in the dark and which will grow in the dark, there ought to be a committee 
of the whole House to go into this very serious Question. Sir, it will not do 
to explain things to the European Group behind the curtain. If the 
Government have facts and figures at their disposal which will sufficiently 
explain these losses, let them agree to the suggestion of the formation of a 
committee of representatives of all sections of the House and let that 
committee go into the question and find out what really the losses are or are 
due to and suggest measures as to how far they can be avoided in the year 
to come. 

8ir, my motion is really a motion for enquiry. It is not a motion for 
condemnation in advance, although the huge figures of enormous losses 
carry their own condemnation indeed.

Mr. MARENORA KUMAR 8 UR: Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, I beg to 
move that the demand of Rs. 10,1 4,71, fXX) for expenditure under the head 
*‘6^1 — Extraordinary charges in India” be reduced by Ra.KX) to raise a 
discussion about the unfair and unjust discrimination in the distribution of 
sugar, kerosene oil, cloth, etc., as Tbetween urban population and the rural 
population and also between^ Government servants and the public. 
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Sir, the supply of kerosene oil, sugar, etc., being restricted the question 
of control comes in and rationing becomes necessary. Every individual 
member of the society is required to curtail his normal requirements. To 
make the scheme's success, distribution must be fair and equitable. But 
what do we find in actual practice? The Government servants and the 
essential services get the first preference. They get almost their normal 
time requirements, and some of them manage to get more for their personal 
benefit. Then, Sir, people living in towfis get the second preference. 
Generally educated and well-to-do peoplt^ who reside in tr)wn8 ^et oppor- 
tunities of coming into contact with the officials and the authorities. They 
know how to make their grievances redressed and they cannot be easily 
ignored. But, Sir, the rural population are the worst sufferers. Of course, 
there are Subdivisional Food Committees, Union Food Committees and 
Village Food (Committees, but these are so constituted that they cannot 
influence the local officials and the authorities in the interests of the rural 
population. Then again they have no control over the allotments made for 
the rural population. Here also the members of the Union Boards, the 
members of fhe Food Committees generally look to the interests of their own 
family, r(‘latioii8 and their supporters. So, the voiceless poor villagers are 
the wost KuffererH. A portion of supplies available for different districts is 
going into the blackmarket. Recently on the occasion of the visit of His 
Excellency the (lovenior to the Noakhali district, the officials raised a purse 
for presentation to His Excellency the (iovernor towards the Red Cross 
Fund. The biggest coutribufor is a notorious profiteer and blackmarketeer 
against whom charges are under investigation, and I believe, Sir, that the 
case lias been hushed up in consideration of his contribution. This black- 
marketeer is again the selling agent of corrugated iron sheets and those 
wlio want to jjurchase corrugated iron sheets are required to secure permits 
from a partiiMilar officer who is entrusted with this work, viz., the Circle 
Officer. 

The Hon»ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: Where is his place? 

Mr. HARENDRA KUMAR 8UR: Noakhali. When the intending 
purehasers approach the officer for securing permits, they had to contribute 
something towards the fund which the officials were raising for presentation 
of a purse to the Oovenior, in the first week of March recently. Only those 
W'ho contributed to the fund were granted permits and again there are 600 
ration sho|)s in the Noakhali district and these shopkeepers had to contribute 
at the rate of Rs.oO per shop. Now, Sir, 1 cannot believe for a moment that 
blackmarketing is possible without the connivance of the officials in power 
and authority. 

1 shall (‘onclude my speech by simply referring to the replies given by 
the Hon’ble Minister in reply to the starred question No. 35 put by 
Dr. Sharut Chandra Mukher^ee in this Session. It has elicited the following 
teply from the Hon’ble Minister that in the Birbhum district that the 
per capiUi supply of sugar for the population excepting those who are in 
receipt of rations from Ration Stores for police officers or other Government 
employees is IJtb chataks per month whereas the per capita supply of sn^ar 
for those who receive ration of sugar frem the Police Ration Stores or Ration 
Stores for the other Government employees varies from 5 to 14 chataks per 
week and this hald.s good more or less with respect to all districts. My 
object in moving this cut motion is simply to draw the attention of the 
Hon’Ue Minister in charge ol Civil Supplies to look into this matter and to 
remove this inequality in distribution. 

Mahirala 8Rli CHANDRA NADY. of CoitMMm: Sir, I beg to 
move that the demand of Rs.l0,l4.71,0u0 for expenditure under the bead 
*‘08 — Extraordinary charges in India*’ be reduced by Rs.lOO to raise a 
discussion on the working of the cotton cloth and yam (mntrol) order. 
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when the Cotton and Yarn (Control Order came to be promulgated 
in June, 1943, high hopes were raised in tne minds of the puldic. It was 
hoped that the public of this country would be enabled to get their r^uire- 
mente of cloth at fairly reasonable prices and in adequate Quantities by 
raising the output as also by controlling the prices. We have been througn 
the^bperation of this order for more than two years. It is indeed a tragedy 
that instead of improving masters, there has been a continuous deterionUion 
of the cloth position, so much so that we in Bengal today are faced with a 
veritable cloth famine. 

Sir, once again in Bengal there is the distressing spectacle of long 
queues of weary and half naked peoj)Ic, vainly scrambling for a piece of 
cloth and going back disappointed after long hours of w'aiting. This 
furnishes us an uncanny reminder of the fate t»f the long queues before the 
control food shops a year ago. and the inevitable i>relude W’hich they meant 
for the devastating famine which Bengal had experienced. The public 
cannot certainly be blamed if they feel that these and similar other scenes 
indioute a hopeless mess made by the (Jovernment in its arrangements for 
cloth distribution. 

Sir. under the All-India Distribution .scheme Bengal has been allotted 
a definite quota of piecegoods which is .stated to h(‘ based on population 
figures. There (annot of course be any doubt (hat there has been an 
inadequate appreciation of Bengal’s re(|uireinent^ of cloth and yarn by fixing 
only a quota of 10 yards per capita, as against 18 and \2 in the Punjab and 
Bombay respectively. Then again, even of this quota allotted to Bengal, a 
good portion is diverted to other uses, viz.. re(|uireinents of hospitals, 
clothings of ('ivil Defence, A.K.P. and other organisations. There is there- 
fore the basic problem of shortage of supply of cloth and besides pressing 
for increasing the quota allotted to Bengal, the (i(»vernment should also 
simultaneously press the (ioveriiment of India for allotting separate quota 
of sujiplies to liosjiitals. Civil Defence, A.R.P. and similar other organisa- 
tional requirements. Sir apart from this question of inadequa<|y of sunply of 
Bengal’s reiiuirements, I think, a mu(*li more important point is that of 
ensuring equitable distribution of the available supply. If we have the 
present crisis in ou’* mind, we have iioticiul that the tiovernment have so far 
failed to appre(‘iate the real needs of the situation, and have e*vin<'ed a desire 
to avoid the existing trade channels for ( loth distribution. There have been 
baphuzurd methods of control and selective distribution and old and (*stiib- 
lianed channels of trade have been crippled with a view to distribute 
patronage to the supporters of the party in power. Throughout the entire 
mess of this textile (’ontrol, (ioveriiment lias not assumed any responsibility 
for distribution. And naturally we have much abuses of power, corruption, 
briberv" and nepotism. 

As an instance in point, Sir, I would refer to the report from New Delhi 
that for five months ending November, 1944, cloth was made available to 
^ngal at a rate iKiuivalent to 13*9 yards per head per annum against th(^ 
quota of 10 yards. Over and almve this, there is the statement of 
Mr. Vellodi, the Textile Commissioner with the Government of India, that 
a regular supply is being maintained, and that there is no reason why there 
should at all he an acute shortage of cloth in Bengal at present. 
Mr. Vellodi makes a really damaging statement when he says that “there 
must be some bottleneck somewhere, and the distribution arrangement 
must be defective”. I have seen the reply of the Hon’ble Mr. Suhrawardy 
issued in today’s press; but I think he has not ^en able to give a satisfac- 
tory account of the destination to which all this supply was being moved. 

In his statement issued today, Mr. Suhrawardy has promised us the 
early introduction of rationing. In a complicated matter like the 
individual requirements of textile ^ods, I do not see how far a rationing 
scheme will be successful, particularly when the supply is so erratic and 
inadequate. Even then, rationing will lake much time to mature. Hence 
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as aa immediate measure I should feel that the Government must tighten 
up the control system, take charge of the entire stock and assume the 
responsibility of dktributing them through approved shops, the old and 
existing trade channels being preferred to inexperienced hands. 

Sir, before concluding, I would refer to the serious predicament in 
which the handloom industry has been placed due to the non-availability 
of yarn supjliy. ^‘Tfhe Hon 'hie Minister for Commerce and Industries is 
reported to have assured a meeting of the handloom weavers of Bengal that 
his Government was contemplating the setting up of two spinning mills for 
supplying at cost pric«} yarn to them. 

Yarn supply is an immediate necessity with the weavers, and the offer 
to start a spinning mill for them is something like digging a well to quench 
the thirst. I should think that the Government, instead of indulging in 
counsels of perfection like these, would take a much more practical view 
of the situation, and adopt immediate measures for improving the supply. - 

Sir, the fundamental point in this cloth famine of Bengal is shortage of 
supply. This shortage must he removed, and the Government must con- 
c.entrate its entire energy to imj)ress the needs of Bengal upon the (iovern- 
meut of India and secure a much more equitable quota of cloth and yarn 
HUj>ply. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: May I take it that you have not moved the 
whole of your cut motion?

Mlrf I. D* JALAN: Sir^with your leave 1 beg to move the motion 
»tanding in the name of $j, Manindra Bhuaan Sinba that the demand of 
]|^J0»14,71,000 for expenditure under the head **63 — Extraordinai'y 
Charges in India*’ be reduced by Rs.lOO to raise a discussion about tlyji 
rottenness in Civil Supply administration and thousand and one sulfeiings 
to the people resulting therefrom. 
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Sir, in discnsaing the budget with regard to tbe Civil Supplies adminis- 
tration I cannot but say that tbe history of this department is a history of 
inefficiency, corruption, nepotism, want of plan and co-ordination. It 
creiited the food famine of 1943; it has now created the famine of cloth in 
194^, The position is that the policy which the Government has followed 
with regard to the textile trade is absolutely barren. The real dithculty 
arose when during the Puja holidays and the Id holidays there was some 
scarcity of cloth and Government l>egan to freese goods which were in 
circulation. I do not di‘^pute the proposition that sometimes freezing of 
stocks becomes necessary, but at the same time you have to see that the 
goods which are frozen are delivered as soon as possible and the distril)u- 
tion of the frozen goods is made in a proper, hona jidc and efficient mauiicr. 

In mv last .speech I stated that thousands of hales wliich were frozen 
during tne months of September, October, November and December are 
still lying undelivered. My friend the Hon’ble Minister for Civil Supplies 
disputed that proposition. I do not know if he has now looked up the 
records of the department to find out as to what the state of affairs ivS. Sir, I 
shall give only a few ])articulars — not of Marwavis because I know that the 
Hon*bie Minister for Civil Supplies is very angry with them, but 1 shall 
give instances of Europeans, and of Mahomedans, hecans(‘ I am quite sure 
that they will he immune from the penalties whiih this department may 
in its discretion inflirt upon others. 

I am giving you the particulars of a few Freezing Orders:-- 

Freezing Order No. 9/4S04. dated the 9th November, l!M4, of 30 hales 
of yarn of Messrs. Anderson, Wright & Co. 

Freezing Order No. 19/11258. dated the 19th December 1944, of 70 
hales of yarn of Messrs. Anderson, Wright & Co. 

Freezing Order No. 1780, dated the 24th January 1945, for 118 hales 
of Messrs. Anderson, Wright & Co, 

Freezing Order No. f)/10(Hi0, dated the 9th Deeeniher, 1944, for 27 
hales of Messrs. 11. N. Elias & Co. 

Freezing Order No. 11/71 4, dated the 28th September, 1944, for four 
bales of 32 count yarn with Aynh Ali Md. Ibrahim. 

Freezing Order No, 35(H) of one hale of 20 count yarn, dated the 31 st 
October, 1944. 

Freezing Order No. 4202, dated the (ith November, 1944, for 10 hales 
of 40 count yarn. 

There are other orders, dated the 13th November, 1!04, 28th November, 
1944, 22nd December, 1944, and 19th January, 1945. All these 
goods were lying with this firm up to the 20th March, 1945. 

I have given you only instances of a few persons, because I consider 
them to be safe. Otherwise 1 have got records of at least 4,0(M) bales which 
are lying frozen at present. I have got the quantity of goods, date and 
number of freezing order and practically everything with me. 1 do nqt 
say this because I want to dist'redit the Ministry. 1 wish to say so because 
unless you put the goods in circulation immediately they are frozt!n how 
is it possible for you to remove this cloth famine. My request therefore to 
tbe Ministry is that if they decide to freeze the gocwls whether they are yarn 
oi cloth they should see that permits are issued within 5 days or 7 days 
and not only permits are issued but delivery is taken. I know that, so far 
as tbe Textile Department is concerned, it is stated that, so far as their 
records -ere concerned, only (1,000 bales of yam were not delivered in 
January last, whereas the market report was that the number of bales were 
fbout ^0,000. The reason was that permits were no doubt issued but the 
^oods were not taken delivery of for want of money. 

Now, Sir, Government has appointed one handling agent^ a mono- 
polistic concern, in order tp take delivery and to finance tbe entire stock of

yarn which ia to be distributed in Bengal. Instead ol distnbuting the^ 
things through 4 or 5 persojis, in the name of effioien<iy this Ministry is 
cjoncentrati^ upon one man in order to distribute the entire yam in the 
province- The result is that the firm invested Rs. 40 lakhs in order to take 
delivery of the goods and it cannot finance more to take delivery at once 
unless the price is received back from the Subdivisional Officers concerned. 
I am saying this; please do not create monopolistic concerns. Please do 
not create vested interests whether it is Mr. Ispahani or whether it is 
Mr. li. P. Saha, but you should see that, so far as the trade interests are 
concerned, they are properly protected. Now, so tar as the Ministry is 
concerned, I draw the Ministry’s attention to the complaint which was 
made by the Marwari Chamber of Commerce at the time when Government 
issued tlie freezing ordei-s. At that time the complaint was that pemiits 
were issued witliout any principle or even rules or regulations against 
requisitioned goods. There were inordinate delays and permits were issued 
to persons who wen^ not suitable or hona fide and had no business or, at the 
most, a small husiness in cloth during the basic year for w^hich they were 
selected as agents. Several permits were issued without the names of the 
permit-holders. Blank permitjf were issued; permits did not even bear the 
dates and in several [)ermits the dates were changed without the initials of 
the authorised persons and several of the permits were found to be 
mutilated. Tlu* committee drew the attention of the Provincial Textile 
Controller diat the p(‘rmits would lapse if not presented within ) days of 
their issue by the dealers to whom they had been issued, but the committee 
is unable to understand tlie reason why the same rule was not iully enforced 
by this time. It was also represented by the committee that a copy of the 
permit should be s(*nt to the dealer concerned, but the same was not sent. 
Inordinate d(day took place because (iovernmerit insisted that distributors 
in the mufassal must belong to a particular c(»mmunity and it a member 
of that community was not available let there be two mofiths’ delay, they 
did not irnnd, but a Ilimhi should not be given the work. If this be the 
policy <»f the Ministry, how can the people have confidence in the Ministry? 
tThe Hon’ble Mr. H. S. SniuwvAKDY; Bead the letter.) No. I can’t read 
the letter. (T)r, Annri. Motalku Mm.ik: The Marwaris have done all 
this.) Sir, 1 have heard this remark Wfore. (Maulvi Ahmkd At.i 
Mkiiui.a: You will hear it many a time.) Now, Sir, who are the persons 
who are dealing in Colootola Street? Who are the persons who are dealing 
in Murgihatta and selling commodities at It) times the price? Who are the 
persons who are dealing in these fine goods? So far as fine goods are 
concerned, lot) shops have been approved by this Oovemmeltt, out of which 
only seven shops belong to Marwaris. Now, may 1 ask you, Sir, as to 
whether \mu can get fine goods there? A piece of dhoti which used to be 
sold at Ils. 10-11 is being sold for Rs.r)4. Who is responsible for this 
situation? (A voice from ministerialist beiicbes ; Qiiotuholders.) No, not 
the quotabolders but the persons who are approved dealers. 

Now', Sir, it is no use blaming entire communities. There are some 
good men and bad in every (‘ommunity, Europeans, Indians, Hindus, 
Christians, and Muslims who are guilty of such practices hot not all. Even 
in England there is blackmarketing, and in order to combat that Sir 
Charles Tegart has been appointed. The thing is that you should not lay 
the blame at the doors of a particular community. You are creating a 
smokescreen in order to snatcn away the trade from their handf^. That is 
the policy which Government has adopted. From the Provincial Textile 
Advisory^ Committee, a propoa%J came that, so fur as rationing is concerned, 
distribution should be made through persons who are regular traders in the 
basic years 1940, 1941 and 1942. The voting was 8 to 8. But Mr. S. C. 
Roy to be the special favourite of the Hon'ble Minister for Civil 

Supplies. He cast his vote against this proposal. Why? Because the 
Ministry wants to distribute its patronage by giving approved shops to 
inch persons who can support it or who can otherwise satisfy it. (Mr, A. M. 
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kvsnjt Hamid : Name them.) If you see the list of approved shops, you will 
find that in the Dhuirramtola area 34 shops have om given when there 
were 200 to 300 licencees, whereas in the Burrabasar area 15 approved 
shops have only been given when there are 5,000 licencees. 

So far as Mr. S. C. RoyJs concerned, he is the Chairman of the Textile 
Advisory Committee. He is the General Manager of the Ar>'asthan 
Insurance Company. His only qualification is that he is the Chairman 
of the Dakeswari Cotton Mills. Now he has been ele<'ted as the Chairman 
of this Textile Board. (Dr. Ahdvi. Mutaleh Mamk: He is not a member 
of the Muslim League.^ He is in>t a member of the Muslim League, but I 
am quite sure he is more than a member the Muslim league. He shows 
himself to be a Hindu but really be is a first class Muslim leader. What 
I suggest is tliis; “If you want to introduce cloth rationing do it by all 
means but please do it in a planned way. You must do it in a well- 
planned manner and in the matter of distribution you must take care of 
all tli(»se who have been in tlie regular trade without distinction of caate, 
creed or colour”. With regard to the personnel of distributing agencies 1 
would say tliat patronage must ceast* and there must be well-defined 
principles for H. The Advisory Coininittec must be <lissolved and a jinlicial 
eu(iuir\ into the releases slum Id be instituted. With tlu*so wtirds I resume 
my seat.

Mr. OHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: All ligbi. Sir Much bus been 
said with regard to the matters mentioned in my motion No. 53. I HliuU 
speak only about the corruption in the Department and want of ct>-ordina- 
tion between the Suhdivisional Officers and Food Committees. I shall tr> 
to cite certain instances which have Wn brought to my notice. First of all 
I shall try to qfiote the instance of the Assistant Director of Civil Supplies, 
Bakarganj. He Os Mr. A. Z. Khun. He was a Sub-Deputy Magistrate 
and is now working as Assistant Director of Civil Supplies for a lonjf time. 
He is a partner in a finn which is known aa ‘‘Khun Brotbers”. It is well- 
known that (ioveriirnent officers cannot In* in any business, but as a matter 
of fact th« Assistant Director of Civil Supplies runs a business along with 
a collectorate clerk in the name ot Messrs. Khan Brothers in the town of 
Barisal. Messrs, Khan Brothers were starteil with practically no capital 
of their own but the said firm has now aoCuwiulatecf a decent capital by 
dealing only in (lovernment controlled goods allotted and delivered to 
them by the Assistant Director of Civil Supplies on credit from time to 
time. The said Khan Brothers are getting more goods than the actual 
weight from the local Government store-ket^Mrs for reasons best known to 
them and the difference f^etween actual and recorded weight is shown 9 $ 
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loss in trariftit to make the Oovemment record balanced. The Goveniment 
Godown delivery books afed papers in connection witE the delivery of 
articles to Messrs. Khan Brothers as also to others if compared will clearly 
show how the thinf^s hav| been allowed to be done with regard to Govern- 
ment goofis. The said Khan Brothers are getting 54 per <^nt. of the entire 
district ^uota of sugar as wholesale dealers while all the other wholesale 
dealerSfeare getting only 4(J per cent, of the same. The said Khan Brothers 
are thef district wholesale dealers, coal agents, salt agents, sugar agents, 
cloth agents, standard cloth retail agents, standard cloth „ handling agents, 
Government rice purchasing agents (1944), sole agents for atta and flour for 
the Barisul town, cotton yarn and woollen goods agents and as such are 
getting about dS per cent, of the entire quota of all such items, if not 
more. The said Khan Brothers are allow'ed to draw an extra commission .of 
annas 4 to annas 9 per maund of atta and flour from the retail dealers and 
coTiHequCntly the retail dealers are also charging such an amount from tbe 
consumers. 

On 19th May, 1944, about 800 bags of red rice of approximately 2 maunds 
each were sold from the Government stock to Messrs. Suresh Brothers and 
Q. C. Gupta and O., Barisal, at Bs. 8 per maund, but after the delivery 
was made to the above firms 90 hags of good white pee, were detected from 
the said lot and the Assistant Director of Civil Supplies ordered the said 
firms to hand over those 90 bags of rice to Messrs. Khan Brothers. 

Those were the complaints against Khan Brothers and there are many 
other complaints which it is impossible to enumerate in such a short time. 
The complaintii against the Assistant Director of Civil Supplies, Barisal, were 
sent to the Director of Civil Supplies, Bengal, and copies were forwarded to 
the non’hle Minister in charge of Civil Supplies, Bengal, and also to the 
F<kh 1 Member, Viceroy’s (biuiicil. I do not know whether the Hon’ble 
Minister in (’barge of Civil Supplies has received the complaints mentioned, 
and if so what steps have been taken against the Assistant Director of Civil 
Supj|>lieH who is running a business in the name of Messrs. Khan Brothers in 
Bun sal town. 

Then with regard to the want of ('o-ordination between the Suhdivisional 
Oflicers and Food (Committees my friend, Dr. Sanyal, has referred to certain 
instances in the town (jf Pahnu. I have received a letter from the Pabna 
Town Food (kmimittee signed by Manindra Chandra Majumdar who is the 
Secretary. He has complained that the Suhdivisional Otiii'er himself has kept 
a large quantity of rationed food instead of handing it over to the Food 
Committee for distribution in the town of Pabna. That is my experi«n(^e 
also of the town of Brahmanharia. There are Food Committees everywhere. 
The Hon’hle Minister in charge of Civil Supplies in his statement published 
in today’s papers has said that the Food i’onimittees are functioning very 
properly. But as a matter of fact the Food Committees specially the toiipu 
food committees are not allowed to function properly by the Suodi visional 
GfiRcers who hand over the articles to their own chosen dealers 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Tour time is up. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH OATTA: Please allow me o minutes more. 
Sir, one gets nervous when one sees the flash of the red light. 

Before I take my seat, Sir, I want to say a few words on the administra- 
tion of the Civil Supplies Department. I shall in tbe first instance refer to 
the tepible famine of 194^1 which was due to the bungling of the Civil 
Supplies Department. Now* yre have got a cloth famine in the country. 
Then I am afraid due to Drug jftontrol Order of Government there is going to 
be a famine in drugs and medicines, especially in the outlying mufassal 
areas. You are aware, Sir, there is a relation between the wholesale and 
retail dealers in drugs and medicine. Then there has bemi an 
amendment to the Drug Control Order in 1945 which is to be given 
^ect to in the early pari of March, 1945. Previous to this amendment the 
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liad to allow a discount of fifteen per jent.,to the retailer on the 
ret^ price* keeping for themseWes a margin of profit of five to ten per cent. 
The retailer ther^o^ got an additional profit of five per cent, and this was 
given to the retailer to cover incidental cnarges fof packing uud^ ieotions 1 
and 2 of Schedule A. Government now thinks that the dBscount should he 
reduced and has introduced the new amendment whereby the discoUht of 15 
per cent, has been reduced to 12i per cent, and the wholesaler has been asked 
not to charge for packing from the retailers. Now, Sir, if five per cent, was 
not considered sufficient for packing how can the wholesaler meet the packing 
charges on a two’ and a half per cent, discount. The wholesalers stay in the 
mufassal and they are given 2^ per cent., discount for giving packing free 
to the retailers. N'ow, Sir, the packing and other incidental expeOses would 
require at least ten per cent, of the value of the goods and as a result the 
wholesalers have stopped packing medicines to outlying districts , in the 
Chittagong Division where the cost of packing would he much more. As a 
result of tuis 1 am told by a well known firm of chemists and druggists that 
they have stopped sending medicine to those areas. vSir, if this state of affairs 
is allowed to cOntiuiie we shall get no medicine in out lying districts, 
especially in the Chittagong Division, which will bring disaster in the 
mufassal. 1 shall be glad to hand over the viewpoints which were placed in 
the explanatory^ note and the Vice-President of the Chemists’ Asswiation sent 
a memorandum to the jBxcise Commissioner who is administering the Drug 
Control Order. I also want to make over a copy to the Hoirble Minister in 
charge and I shall be glad if the Hon’hle Minister looks into the puneiw and 
tries to remedy the defects. Otherwise, there will be a famine of drugs in 
the mufassal and disaster will ensue. 

1 now finish, Sir, because I cannot go on without your permission in the 
face of the red signal over there, by commending iny motion to the neceptaneq 
of the House, 

Mfi R. Ai Ht STEVENSON: Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, my time is 
limited and 1 will be as brief as possible. Firstly I wish to draw the atten- 
tion of the House to the Budget allotment for the A.U.P. Services under the 
heading of Civil Defence, secondly, to bring to Government’s notice the 
absurdity of the “Black-out” Regulations at present in Torre, and thirdly, 1 
wish to suggest that immediate action be taken by Government in regard to 
providing employment for disbanded A.U.P. personnel. 

,It ap^ara from the Budget which has been placed befort* us by the 
Hou’ble Minister that in spite of the impending demobilisation, which we 
hear has been ordered, of the A.U.P. Services in nil areas except ('alcutta, 
Dacca and Chittagong, and the major townships, the gross expenditure 
estimated as being required for the coming year stands at three crorea 
seventynine lakhs of rupees, of which this province will have to pay one 
crore twenty-one lakhs. This estimate shows a reduction, over the actual 
expenditure incurred by the Province in 1944 of only 2 lakhs. In view uf 
the curtailment in personnel which is taking place and will, wo hope, take 
place in the near future to an even greater extent, this reduction seems 
ridiculously small. 

A plea has recently been made in the Central Assembly for the lifting of 
Calcutta’s “Black-out” and I understand that the Government here have 
been in t«uch with the Military authorities regarding a partial relaxation 
of the Air Raid Precautions in this city, apparently with a negative result. 
If this is the case", we must be prepared to ^accept the present peculiar 
position^ tho^h regretfully and not withotri^a very real feeling that the 
*'Black*out” Regulations for buildings, which are in force, are more in the 
nature of a “farce” than anything else. A “Black-out” which is observed 
half-heartedly by the civilian population and only honoured in the breach 
by Military personnel is obviously, even to the meanest intelligence, utterly 
useless. Another glart^ misnomer, and I use the expression “glaring*’ 
intentionally, is the “mack-out” Begulation in force in regard to iha 
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ligiiting of TdiieleSt 5 ^ Tllfse n 4 ®« only obwrved bv civilian owners of 
cars wno are compelled to . do so by the police, wbile the majority of 
vehicles of a special type make practically no pretence towards reducing the 
illumination given by their headlights. Were the present situation not the 
cause of considerable danger to all and sundry it could be treated perhaps, 
in a similar spirit of jest to that in which the authorities appear to observe 
the Regulations. I cannot believe that the owners of . Civilian Vehicles 
would drive their cars about the streets of Calcutta with the headlights full 
on during the period of an Air Raid alert, should there be one, and I would 
suggest to Oovernment that they should relax the present restrictions on the 
lifting of Civil Vehicles, so that as far as lights go, at any rate, these 
should be on equal terms with Military lorries. There is no possibility that 
the risk of Air Raids on this city could be increased by action in this direc- 
tion, and I would urge (lovernment to give the matter their immediate and 
sympathetic consideration as soon as possible. 

Sir, in view of the excellent progress which is being made by our magni- 
fi<‘ent Annies and Air Forces in Burma, and the liberation which is going 
forward from day to day of further large tracts of that country, it is 
becoming increasingly likely that sweeping reductions in the personnel of 
the A.R.P. will soon become possible. I would like to know if Government 
have made any cut and dried X)lans for helping men to obtain employment on 
their release from the A.R.P. 

From questions which have recently been asked in this House and the 
replies given by the Hon’ble Chief Minister, we understand that various 
District Officers and others have been asked to help in finding employment 
for the personnel which has been discharged. We are, however, left with 
the impression that no systematic plan has been formed, and there is no one 
officer who has been charged with the responsibility of attempting to find 
employment for these jiersons. 

A considerable proportion of these »10,00() employees of Government have 
received special training and there should always, provided the attempt is 
made, be no difficulty in the way of many of them being absorbed in Go\'ern- 
ment service or the Police or Civil Pioneer Forces. 

I maintain that if the A.R.P. Wardens who are at present being 
discharged, or will in future he discharged, (‘auiiot be absorbed by Govern- 
ment departments straightaway, then it is Government’s responsibility to 
have these men trained to make them fit to take up the duties of the personnel 
which we und»erstand (ilovernment lack at present, and will lack still more 
in the future for Post War Reconstructional Development. 

In conclusion I would urge, Sir, that a Special Officer of senior rank 
should be appointed immediately to prepare a definite fKheine for the train- 
ing and absorption in Government service of personnel now being demobilised 
from the A.R.P. services. 

Mr. SANT08H KUMAR BASU; Mr. Deputy S[>eaker, Sir, I have no 
desire to imlulge in a long speech at this late hour of the day, I would only 
begin by adding my support to the suggestion just now made by my honour- 
able friend Mr. Stevenson with regard to the relaxation of A.R.P. regiila- 
tions in Calcutta. If I am not divulging any secret I might inform the 
Hon’ble Chief Minister that as far back as January, 1943, it was 
practically decided bv the Cf&tral Government that A.R.P. restrictions 
would be altogether abolished* in the cities in Upper India. Bengal could 
not pofteibly think of any such hasanlous action during thc^ times but I 
think the position of Calcutta today is probably on a par with the position 
of the Upper India Cities in January, 1943. Judging from that point of 
view I think it would be only fair and proper and without the slightest risk 
undertaken by ^e present Government if they decide upon a wholesale 
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rel«|4tion of the A.R.P, reatrictiouft in Calmtta, paiticnlarly tho»e which 
are extremely galling to the population when standing face to face 
with the open defiauee of such reftuations by the military personnel, 

Sir, a long series of charges have, been brought on the floor of this 
House during these budget discussions against the Government on the scora 
of corruption, nepotism and jobbery. Indictment has* been framed by the 
members of the Opposition with such telling effect, in my submission, that 
it has gone home even to the Hon’ble Minister, who can certainly stand up 
and give a, reply in his own inimitable way and can stn’ure a majority in 
this House to vote down these cut motions. Hut that is certainly no 
solution of the problem. They have got a majority, they can flout this 
indictment, they can overlook these charges; but that is no solution of the 
problem which has gone deep into the heart of Bengal and which is the 
talk of people everywhere wherever responsible people assemble. (The 
Hon’ble Mr. H. S. Suhhawardy; No.) 1 am sorrv to hear that interjec- 
tion from the Hon’ble Minister. If the Hon'ble Ministej* chooses to live 
in his own paradise and shut his ears to the complaintH which are loud and 
insistent all over Bengal, lie can certainly choose his own course, but I had 
u better idea of the sense of responsibility of the Hon’ble Mr. Suhrawardy. 
I am sure that in hivS heart of hearts he realises that the situation is getting 
more and more difficult, the situation is going completely out of hand, and 
with all his ability and efficiency if lie can today summon the ret^iiisiie 
amount of public support and sympathy and that moral force without 
which a situation of this character cannot be tackled by any Government, 
it is then and then only that he can stand up before the peo]>le as a 
Minister charged with solving the most diliicult prohlem which faces the 
Ministry and the Government today. 

Sir. the allegations made on the floor of the House have matle out 
conclusively that the administration is a festering ct*sspool of corruption, 
jobbery and nepotism. It has been conclusively proved by innumerable 
instances brought from different (quarters and localities of this province 
tlisrt #ot onlv the administration hut the trade in most rases is actuated by 
greed. In selfishness, by anti-social motives. 1 am not bringing the charge 
against the trade generally but there are people amongst traders who 
always delight in indulging in selfish ways uno methods of hoarding and 
profiteering, and they are the peojile who are having (he beat of it from the 
officials in the mofassal, I am not talking of those who are more highly 
placed and are situated in Calcutta. 

Sir, it has just been brought to my notice that members of the Assembly 
belonging to the Coalition rarty, particularly the Muslim licague, are 
having a free run of official patronage in the shape of shops, in the shape of 
permits, in the shape of licences. (Cries of “No, no” from the (Joalition 
Denches.) I .shall be very glad to hear a denial and an authoritative denial 
supported by facts and ^gures in reply t<» the charges which have been so 
successfully supported by facts and jfigures on the floor of this House. 
(Maulvi Ml). I.SEAIL: Give out the names.) Well, I desisted fr<^ mention- 
ing the names. If ray honourable friend who wants the names^will come 
to me after the meeting is over I shall be glad to supply the names. Does 
my friend who just ejaculated know of a concern known ais the Bengal 
Cloth Dealers’ Corporation of Howrah? Who is running the show? Is 
he not sitting there on the Muslim league benches — a Muslim League 
M.L.A. P I will put this straight quest ion* , Who is running the show so 
far as yUm is concerned in Dacca? T’his is public property now after the 
debate in the Council the other day. WTio is doing it? It is painful for 
me to multiply instances. These instances have been given on the floor of 
the House by members of the Opposition. It is no pleasure to me to think 
that my countrymen, whether in office or out of office, can lend themselves 
to such corruption and such jobbery. It is painful for me to think that I 
am capable of the same" thing if my brother across on the other side is 
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capable of it. (Dr. A^ul Motaleb Malik: What about tlw preTUiua 
Government?) That old cijr about the previous Government will aot save 
this Govemmeiit oace and fojr all and if that be the only answer then this 
Government stands condemned, 1 am not holding any brief on behalf of 
any officer, on behalf of any Minister in any Ministry or any Cabinet so 
far as corruption and jobbery are concerned. It pains me, it stabs me in 
the heart to think that my countrymen are capable of such meanneis, as to 
make use of their position of power and office for the purpose of such anti- 
social activities for their own interest. While sitting here frona day to day 
I was listening to this indmtment. It pained noe to hear that it is possible 
for my countrymen to stoop so low. My friend Mr. Jalan reminded us 
that black-market operations were rampant in Great Britain and a great 
police offic^er oi this country, now retired, has been placed in charge of 
tackling this problem. That is no consolation to us. Why should we, the 
people of this country, stoop so low when the vast majority of our country- 
men are so down and out, are so very down-trodden from every point of 
view and are suffering in every respect. Why should we, those who are 
more fortunately placed in the matter of education, in the matter of 
position, in the matter of status and power, why should we not think of 
them first and think of ourselves afterwards? I am not here to sermonise. 
1 am not here to put forward copybook maxims. But I am appealing to the 
Hon’ble Minister who is faced with a tremendous task in this awful 
situation. I am appealing to him, 

I read in today's paper his interview with the Press. Apart from the 
question of cloth rationing, which is a debatable matter and about which 
we have not formed our opinion, w'c may have our doubts as regards the 
success of that scheme if it is executed in the way in which things are l)eing 
done under the present Ministry I have got my doubts. But one thing I 
— that note of sturdy opposition to the Government of India which 
marked the observations of the Hon’ble Minister. That is what I liked. 
1 want my Minister in this province to stand up like a man against the 
Govenmient of India and face them and all their oddities and partialities 
in the matter of cloth distribution and in other resjxects. I want hiiik^ta^do 
that, and that is the note 1 likt^d in his observation yesterday. 1 am sure 
that the majority in this House which is standing behind Mr. Suhrawardy 
or the blessings and good wishes of the European party will not be of any 
avail in stamping out black-marketing and profiteering. He requires the 
solid suppc»ri of a strong vij^ilant, wide awake public opinion in this 
province, and that public opinion he cannot secure so long as he does not 
put bis own house in order. If comiminalism, nepotism, political ^n- 
aiderations and personal grounds — if these rule the day far as distribu- 
tion of supplies is concerned, vr^ll I am Sfore that he will not be able to 
call up that enthusiasm and tlnA moral force in this province which alone 
can succeed in stamping out all these anti-social elements in this province. 

I will appeal to Mr. fltihrawardy, if I mav, standing fitmi my place in 
the Opposition, that ho must call to his aii all those elements in this 
province i^ch can render him such support as to organise public opinion 
in this province. Public opinion, the value of which he of all people in 
this Miuistty ought to know very well, having worked with him for close 
upon a deraae in other spheres — I know he will appreciate the value 
public opinion, and that public opinion cannot be called up by a Minisirj^ 
which was formed and w'nich has worked purely on communal considera- 
tions. (Ones of “not communal" fiom ministerialist benches.) Sir, the 
word “communal" is an anaGiema to* some of my friends. I do not know 
a better word; that is why 1 used it? My honourable friend ought to 
rememW that it is a Ministry which is hacked and supported by the unit^ 
voice of all the communities in this province and all the parties in this 
Bouse which alone can stand hv him in this crisis. The blessings of the 
European party will not stand him in good stead in creating, that atmos- 
phere» that enthusiasm in this province which alote can save the province 
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situation. He must call upon his countrymen irrespective 
of ccwi^al or party affiliations to stand by him in helping him in the 
tremenaouB task that he has undertaken. 

Sir» just consider the position. In the allotment of quotas, an organise* 
tion like the Chittaranjan Seva Sudan which is rendering signal serviee 
to our ci^ and to the province for the amelioration of the condition of sick 
women and children has its supr quota reduced to one-third all of a 
sudden, nobody knows why. Chittaranjan Seva Sudan is a national institu- 
tion of outstanding position having regard to its asso<*iation with the 
hallowed name of one, who commanded the support, sympathy, obedience 
and respect of his fellow countrymen, and the most valuable service it is 
rendering to children and women in this city and in this province; Their 
sugar quota is reduced to one-third, while the sugar quotas in other direc- 
tions are multiplied by leaps and bounds. That is the position, Sir. 1 
request the Hon’ble Minister not to be a party to a situation of this 
character in this province. These are the things which raise suspicion in 
the public mind; these^ are the things which go deep against this Ministry; 
these are the things which he must stand up and try to rectify. 

Look at the freezing orders to which Mr. Jnlan has drawn attention. 
Well, there must be a time-limit without which yoii can for Tiumths and 
months keep these large stocks of cloth stored away in Government 
pidowns or in tin* godowns of those parties w’hose goods have been frozen. 
You cannot do that and, at the same time, tackle a situation of the kind 
through which we are passing in this province. 

Sir, I am not going to take up the time of the House any more. My 
one suggestion today is that the Ministry cannot deal W’ith the situation 
standing on the ex(•lusi^*e and communal platform that* they have taken; 
I say you cannot take your stand upon the Muslim League platform and 
yet conjure up that enthusiasm and that sipirit of cO-operation and 
sympathy in the province which alone cun »ave it from further disaster. 
1 will ask you, Sir, to allow me to bring home, if I may, to the Ministry 
that dih^cult situations require drastic remedies. And unless they alter 
the ^institution of the Government and the constitution of the party and 
the fnethod of their adminisration, it is impossible for them to check the 
tide of corruption, jobbery, nepotism and the continuous flow of anti-social 
elements which are overflooding the whole province. It w’ill never be 
po.Hsible if they stick to the policy which they have at present udopUtd of 
satisfying their own friends and their own party men. 

I conclude, Sir, by saying once again that our sympathy and support 
will go to any Governnient whirll will stand against this evil in a fair, 
straight and honest manner. (Apf^lause.) 

Mr. D. CLADOINCa Mr. IVputy Speaker, ^ir^ If i^ difficult tf» follow 
so eloquent a speaker as Mr. Santosh Kumar Basu. jPut I whnt to say juat 
a few words about thi.s very serious question of corruption in the public 
services. 

I do not believe that corruption in the public servicus is as wmespread 
as some members have alleged, but I am afraid ft is a fact that there is more 
of it than there used to he, and that it has affected a sipall niiao^ity in 
which hitherto had a name for integrity. The temptations afforded 
by war-time expenditure have, of course, been greater than anything 
hitherto experienced and largely account for this change. 

Government acknowledges the problem, and claims to be much concerned 
about it. Sir Nazimuddin described laat night the measures which he had 
taken and was proposing to take. So far as, they went, I thought that those 
measures were good and naafu} ; but they seemed to me to fall short of what 
Is required. Tney were too much of the pattern of the usual routine of 
circular. If Government really means business, something much more 
draatic muat be done. (Cries t>l **Hear, hear*' from the Opposition benehea.) 
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I have been trying since last night to discover whether I could offer any 
practical advice, and a number of suggestions have occurred to me. I will 
give the milder ones first and follow them up with more revolutionary sugges- 
tions to which I attach more importance. 

In the first place, there is far too much delay in bringing officers to 
trial. Departmental proceedings should be short-circuited altogether or be 
conif][)leted quickly ; and the police, when seized of a case, should prosecute it 
swiftly. I need not mention names, but there are two cases of members of 
a high service much in the public mind. In the older of them departmental 
proceedings, 1 understand, have not yet been completed; and in the younger 
of them the hearing in the preliminary court at Alipore is being put off from 
day to day, bec^ause the police have not yet completed their case. Swift 
action and swift retribution should be the slogan. 

Secondly, I would change the law by an ordinance so that it makes the 
offence cognisable. This would give the machinery of the law a better 
opportunity of discharging its functions and make it more difficult for the 
offender to cover ud his traces. 

Thirdly, I would change the law so as to shift the onus of proof from 
where it now lies. Instead of having to prove that a person has received 
such and such a sum corruptly, the person should be made to prove that he 
received it uncorruptly. 

Fourthly, in my drive against corruption, I would make it a rule of 
service that officers must keep accounts of their private affairs, liable to 
inspection by (jovernment at regular intervals or at notice. (Cries of “Hear, 
hear” from the Opposition benches). Their banking accounts should be 
open to inspection. 

Fifthly, I would institute a properly paid detective service, charged with 
the special duty of unearthing corruption. 

Sixth and lastly, if the Ministry really means business, they should 
centralise the whole machinery so as to get it away entirely from provincial 
influences. 

The detective service, the prosecuting police service and the special-xourt 
should all be central, just as in the United States of America the corre- 
sponding field is covered by what is culled the Federal Bureau of 
investigation. 

These, Sir, are the ideas which have occurred to me. I commend them 
all to the consideration of Government, and lay special emphasis on the 
last. 

The Hon’ble Mr. H. S. SUHRAWARDY: Sir, 1 am sorry that the 
debate has dragged on to such-mn extent leaving me very little time to reply 
to the innumerable poiats which have been raised during the course of 
discussion. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: We can sit till 9 p.m. 

The Hon'ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: One section of the House is 
prepared to ait, but I believe another section is not. 

Sir, I shall deal with the points which have been raised as far as^itas 
possible for me to do so and a.s sympathetically as possible, because 1 do 
feel that tlm administration of the Civil Supplies Department touches 
the life of the people to. such an extent that any criticisms regarding this 
Department should be treated with consideration. The first point which 
was raised hy Dr. Sanyal referred to the expansion of the Department. It 
is true that this Department «has expanded and I am afraid is going to 
expand still further. The expansion that has taken place has been mostly 
on the lines recommended bv tht» Committee presided over by Mr. Justice 
Braund. But apart from ihMt so many new duties are being forced on the 
Department from time to time, so miny unforeseen duties indeed, that 
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there ii no alternative but to keep pace with the growing responsibilitiea. 
For instance, you call upon me to weigh the foodgrains cent, per cent, to 
inspect them at all the several supply stations and to keep a proper record 
and an account of them. You ask me to ration cloth, to control cloth from 
beginning to the end. How can that possibly be done without the expansion 
of the Department? More than that, what I do consider ouglit U) prove 
one of the most important sections of the Department is the lEnforcement 
Se<‘tion. There are so many matters in the Department that have \m 1)0 
looked into, so many complaints that must be enquired into, so many evils 
that must be stamped out that a proper Enforeement Department is absolute- 
1\ essential. All these cannot be set up overnight and when they are set up 
tiey will cost money. 1 am afraid, Sir, that honourable members will have 
to vote the expenditure if they want the Department to be run efficiently, 
properly and satisfactorily and to give them adequate service. Sir, 1 ilo 
feel that unfortunate is the person who has the misfortune if I may use that 
word U> serve in the Department of Civil Supplies because no one, however 
honest he may he, however great his integrity and honesty may he, ean 
escape from the attacks, the venomous atiaeks of members of the Opposition. 
Attack the Ministry by all means; tear us up and drag us down. That is 
>our duty, your political duty. Hut leave the officers free, those officers 
about whom you do not know* anything, licave them alone and don’t try to 
traduce them on the floor of the House. So many names have been taken. 
1 need not refer to the whole list, hut 1 am sure it will suffice if 1 start with 
the man mentioned at the beginning and end with one referred to at the 
end. These attacks must, foi instafU'e, cuus4‘ great j)uin to a gentleman of 
the t\pe of Mr. Aldridge who has given us unstintendly of his services and 
contrihuted so much towards the solution of the food pmblem, to W referred 
to in the manner in which Dr Saiiyal has done. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: What was the net result? 

The Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8U HR AWARD Y: That .surely is plain. If I 
may without interruption continue to speak, a man of the high talents 
of Mr. Aldridge, who has placed his sei vices at the (lisposal of the (iovern- 
menl of Hengal free at our most euriiest reque.st, a man who ciniies with 
the iiighest prestige from the Midtile East, a man wht» Inm done a| iob of 
civil supplies with a great deal of ability and integrity, a man for whom I 
have the greatest res}>ect (Dr. Naunaksha Sanyai,: When did you know 
him?) should not have been -riticised or referred to in the slighting manner 
in which T>r. Suuyal has clone. Take the case of Mr. flriffiths who leaving a 
fairly warm position has Uiken u|)on himself the onerous duty of organising 
the Enforcenjcnt Department— a man who has come here in a honttfary cai»a- 
city and is working night ard day in the perforinan^* t)f his duty. There 
again, for persons who know fmthing at all alH>ut him and who just come 
here for j)olitical reason.s to traduce him is extremely unfair. I need hardly 
refer to the other names — names of other officers who are assisting us in 
solving the very difficult pnddems which have overwhelmed this Department. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA SANYALs How many posts does Mr. Oriffiths 
hold? 

The Hofi’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: What dra^s it matter? He is 
a man who has come and is doing bis job with so much assiduity 

Dr. NALINAKSHA 8ANYAL: It is all humbug. 

The Hon’bft Mr. H. 8. 8UMRAWAR0YS very unfair on the part 

of Dr. Sanyai to speak about him in that way. 

Other points have been raised regarding the failure of Government to 
maintain supplies and reference has also been made to the number of deaths 
during the famine. I think. Sir, that we have passed that stage, and I 
need not refer to those rema|*ks except that there is one honourable member 
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who Hatt «tated that a« mamy aa 50 lakhs of people died during the last 
famine, liot us stop all this trash as soon as possible. So far as our hgures 
go, and I believe, these fibres are correct to a very large extent, I don't 
think that more than 7 lakns of people have so died. (Interruption.) It is 
no use interrupting me. That is the view which I hold and I believe is more 
or less correct and 1 speak with a full sense of responsibility. (Interruption.) 
Let honourable meml^rs on the other side search their own hearts and find 
out 'W ho is res{)onsible for these deaths. 

Ofte honourable member has flourished certain cash bills and complained 
of an incident which took place on the ITth March 1045. I shall certainly 
look into4hat ctomplaint. llut I am glad U) find that he has testified that the 
quality of ruic is improving in Cal<;utta. An honourable member has 
referrM to the complaint of the North Bengal Rice Mills Association that 
they are being coiui>elled to sell their stock of riie at Rs. 9-8 and their 
stock of paddy at Rs.5<-8. This step been taken after a great amount of 
consideration and I can quite understand why the North Bengal Rice Mills 
Association complain against it. AV ben we first started proeiireiiient 
Operations, we put the price at a level at which rice was being freely oft’ered 
in the jqarket. That price was Rs. 5^ per luaund for paddy and Rs. 9-8 
for rice and that price the North Heiif^l Rice Mills Assoidation and 

will* of Diuajpur purchased c(»iiBiderable (|uuntitie» ot rice and paddy. 
But in order to give a lieUer price to the agriculturists, because it 'w’asi 
considered that ^le first price was not quite fair to the agriculturists and 
wight affect future production, we raised the procurement pri<*e. But that 
W no reaiibn why the mills wfeo have purchased from the agriculturists at low 
pti cel ihouid get the benefit of the higher purchase price. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Dut the Ispahanis! 


Th* Honwa Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: Th. pri.c rai.ncl for tin 
benefit of tlie agriculturists of Dinajpur and not ff>r the l)enefit of the trade 
or private parties; and the difference between the previous juice and the 
sulim^quent pric4^ in respect of existing stocks should accrue to the benefit 
of the (iovarnmeni of Bengal and the jieople f)f Bengal. 

Now, Sir, a further point has been raised that we have miserably failed 
to maintain civil imjipfies and even salt was mentioned in j>assing. Of 
course, there is ample salt but it is imjiossible for us to increase the quota 
of sugar and kerosene which is limiteil, and the most that we can do is to 
distribute them in the best manner possible. So far as sugar is concerned 
our policy is that we are going to send to the rural areas a larger proportion 
of sugar than last year and we propose to deprive Calcutta of its present 
quantum. I hoi»e the honourable memlHUs will sympathize with the 
privations of the rural population and the people of Calc utta will make stmie 
sacrifices for thoiai As regards mustard oil, Sir, the position lias been more 
or less regularised at the conference that was held at Patna, the United 
^ Provincea Government agreeing to the supply of a larger quota of mustard 
seeds for Bengal. AVe hope that when the supplies begin to arrive we shall 
be able to solve the mustard oil problem of the piovince. This will begin 
m the niontRof April,

Th# Hoil^blo Mr. H. 8« SUHRAWARDYs There was no bunglin^r 
it was due to the oinumstanceB of that particular |>eri(Hl. I knew that 
we were going to undertake this task and I pointed out most vigorously to 
the Government of India and to the Government of the Punjab that they 
should not worry about the apparent prodt that we were making at that 
particular moment because that would be wiped out by the prices that we 
were going to settle later on and by the losw's on deteriorated stocks. A# 
a matter of fact we reduced the price of atta. the Government of India 
interfered at the instance of the Punjab and the people i>f Bengal are now 
suffering the consequences. 

Now, Sir, I do protest very strongly against the use of such words at 
corruption, bribery and jobbery in the department. But then the honourable 
members opposite have got a sympathetic press and plenty of money at their 
hack with which they can send qut w'ires all over tlie world and they can 
go on repeating as .isual the charges of patronage, corruption and jobbery, 
I can claim that so far as this department is concerned there cannot be any 
such charge to whitdi the department can plead guilty. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: What about Ramaswamy? 

The Hofl’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: He may refer to the case of 
one Ramaswamy but that is a particular instance of a small little man eome- 
where who was entirely lost sight of. Sir, it is the greatest , possible 
achievement of the Civil Supplies Department that Dr. Sanyal cannot find 
out any other case than the case of this wreb'hed man, Mr. Swainy. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: What about Rahman, Mukliarjeo. 
Bhaltacharjec, and Khan? Ilow’ many cases do you w'antP' 

The Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: 1 need not refer to any of the 

other points that have been raised. So far as Mr. Swaini’s case is concerned 
] have asked for an enquiry. This enquiry is being held and it lakes some 
time to get hold of the papers ami to come to findings. The reporf has not 
com«‘ to me as vet. Apparently it takes a long time for th# papers to be 
examined and thereafter to take decisions on them What happened 1 (‘un 
assure Dr. Sanyal Mill be found out and will be investigated into and bo 
need not moitv alsnit it. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: What about Rahman, Bhatfacharya 
and others? 

The Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: All this will b< investigated 
if specific charges are made. I know' Dr. Sanyal has not spared Any one. 
These unfortunate pe<qde. to whom he has refeired and who are paid by 
the (ioveniment of B^^ugal, therefore are in a jKisition of Vxdng maligned 
and abused behind their back on the fl<K>r of the House where they cunnol 
come and protect tfiemselves. He referre<l to another h(»noarable gentleiimn 
to whom I wish to pay my tribute but against whom one of the unfairent 
attacks has been made on tlie fl<M>r of the House. 1 refer to Mr. S. C. Roy 
•who is the Chairman of the Textile Advisory Committee. 1 did not know 
Mr. S, C. Roy at all. He was appointed as a Textile Technical Advisor to 
the Government of Bengal when the Textile Committee was first couatituted, 
1 shall ignore his attacks and all those of his clan. He haa attacked 
Mr. S. C. Roy who cannot reply to them altogether. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8NNYAL: But you are there to defend him. 
What have you got to say? 

Tlie Hoil’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY! Sir, if the honourable memlier 
goM on making running comments in ^is way — and that ia euppoeed to be 
fairplay on the pari of the Opposition— I cannot pitK*eed. 

Mr. S. C. Roy was the Textile Technical Advisor when the department 
was under the control of the^Hon’hle Minister for Commerce and Labour. 
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When Mr. Elkinu left, Mr. S. C. Roy was found to be so useful that he 
continued to remain as honorary advisor. Now he is the Chairman of the 
Textile Advisory Committee and his advice to the Government of Bengal 
has been of the utmost value. I pay to him and to his knowledge my 
tribute on the floor of this Houses 

Sir, I deprecate a certain conduct which has been ascribed to an 
employee of the department, Mr. H. L. Sarkar. I do not know who this 
gentleman is but 1 suppose he is the Superintondent of the office. It 
transpires, ac/cording to Dr. Sanyal, that he had issued permits to the peons 
and servants of the Civil Supplies Department to enable them to go and 
))urchase cloth. As a matter of fact this has got to be understood in its 
proper background. 

Now, Sir, 100 shops were selected and a certain amount of fine cloth 
was distributed to those shops. Outside those shops queues began to 
collect at once — queues not of persons who ever have worn fine cloth but 
queues of persons in torn rags who were put up there for the purpose of 
getting cloth from the shops and possibly reselling them in the black- 
market. 


Or. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: That was your achievement. 

The Hon*ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: AVhatever that may be I am 

not going to reply to these running comments. 

Now, Sir, the solution which has been suggested by the Maharaja of 
Cossimbazar to the effect that we should take over all the stocks and 
distribute them through the appit)ve<l shops is not a pro])er or adeipiate 
solution. Now, Sir, on account of this reason, I suppose, this officer probably 
gave permits to certain people in order that tlie\ might be aide to purchase 
cloth w'ithout having to stand in queues. I deprecate. Sir, that these should 
liave been given t-o employees of the (fivil Supj)lies ])ei)artment because 
1 takt! it that the employees of that department or <‘t (i«»\ernment or of 
anyone must stand on the same fi>oting as the ordinary publie. 1 am going 
to look into this matter and take what action I consider necessary in this 
behalf. 

Now, Sir, I will come to % rather important point wliich has been 
raised by my esteemed friend Rai Harendra Nath Chaiidhuri. He has 
referred to what really and most vitally affects the province, viz., the 
losses in food-grains, and he hag asked and demanded and very rightly 
demanded an explanation as to how these losses in food-grains have 
oc('iirred. 1 pnqiose to give it to him to the best of my ability. These 
losses eau lie divided into three sr^ctions : (i) losses due to subsidiiwd sales, 
{it) devaluated stocks, and {lii) to deterioration, although the losses in transit 
cannot be ignored. 

I shttll deal with deterioration and losses in transit first liecause it is on 
this score that the gi^ntest amount of loss appears to have occurred and 
the greatest amount of loss did occur on this sca»-e in the famine years of 
and 1944. Therefore, in order to understand these losses, you must 
consider what was the situation at that point of time. I vrould ask the 
honourable memWrs to recall that all of a sudden the Government of 
India, sent ue stocks here which we had to clear at very short notice. All 
the railway yards were full of wagons and the Government of India insisted 
that they should be cleared and, as a matter of fact, if we wanted food- 
grains, they had to be cleared in as short a time as possible. It was not 
possible for us to weigj^ those stocks. It was not possible to find out how 
much of that which had b'hen consigned and how much of the weight 
as noted in the ^ilway Rweipt was actually re(‘eived and how much had 
disappeared on the way. You will% remember that at that moment practi- 
cally all the wagons toai came from Northern India were lM>red on the way 
by means of drills at Uie bottom and rice, aita and all such commodities 
were collected by the people m route. So, all that we (*ould do at that 
moment was to clear whatever there was and to pay whatever was asked for. 
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From tile station these went to the handlings ag^ents and when these went 
to the handlinjr agents and went into their stock, at that ver>’ moment it 
was not possible also to weigh them. Sir, 1 have attempted to clarify 
somewhat the position that prevailed at that moment for the information 
of the honourable members present here. Thereafter we had it) go on taking 
those stocks. It was clearly not po.'tsible to go in tor cent, per cent, weigh- 
inent; where we weighed 10 per cent, of the stm^ks we had to a(‘(‘ei»t what- 
ever the handling agents re})orted as the quantity m'eived by them. Then 
we sent stocks to the mofussil by boat and rail and all along the route, as 
honourable memWrs know very well and Uh they have debuted on the door 
ol the House, the food-grains shrank and a much lesser stock arrived on 
the other side. Now, whose was the resjionsihility cannot he fixed at this 
stage. It is easy, sitting here when the conditions are ‘'ctter, whem we 
have time to make further arrungemenU. to say why was not this done at 
that particular moment. Tliis U one of the reasons wliy there has been 
bxs.ses in transit. 

Now, as regards deterioration, the position is as fcdlows. We had not 
only to send stocks all over Bengal, but hu<l to maintain stocks in all the 
gotlowns. The stocks had t<» be maintained in order to keep price at a 
satisfa(!tory level. We Iihn)* seen instances in which as soon as we removed 
stocks from a certain place because there was no olV-take. pr: -es went up in 
that area at once. 1 will give yon an instance. We iiad to keep certain 
prii'c regarding Kishoreganj. You may reiiiemher that all toi a smblen we 
read in the pajiers that the price was going up in Kishoreganj W'l* nuule 
frantic efforts to scud (<HK|-grains fioui whercvci we possihly iMuild. We 
sent Boro, Aus and Aman. As .soon us the stocks arrived there, the local 
market ]nicc tell down, without any oif-tuke from <iov«>rnm(*nt stock. The 
stock in the liands of the traders came into th(‘ market and all the stock 
we liad sent to Kish(»regaiij remained lying in the godowns unused. We 
have therefore to maintain stocks in all the vnlnerahle |)art,s of Bengal 
whether they are taken up or iu»t. \ ou may ask me w hy wt‘ siiould ilo so 
where there is n<) ofT-tuke. 1'he\ do have certain value h\ their very 

presence there. Th(‘y keep down juices and grains flow’ into the market 

and <*onfidetH(' is respired. t.Mr .hxJKsii (’lU.ViUM (iri*'r\ : Would not 

immediate distribution <d stocks ha\e that cftcity) I am I'oniing to that 
jioint, viz., tlie question ol distribut ion. Disti ibution is no remedy; it may 
lead to tempiirarv depression of jirices; but tlie j)ri<*e will rise again if there 
are no stix'ks to lull back ujion : for safety’s sake, therefore, these st^ocks 
have to be maintained. As regards the extent of deterioration we have 
taken a census of all the stmks throughout IWnf^al with the siafT at our 

disjiosal. That staff, as \ou know, is not a technical utaff ; that staff is not 

made up of traders and we have not been able b> ascertain bow much of 
that stock is goo<l, how' mucli is on the jmint of deterioration and should 
either he distributed or srild as fodder ami how much has deteriorated 
beyond reprieve. Orders have Wn issued ta sell deteriorating stuff at onee 
at a low rate and today if there are people who are prepared to purchase 
our stuff at Us. H a maund, I am prejiared to sell it tc) tuem. This is the 
step that we have taken regarding det<?rioration. Now, wliat I do w'isli to 
point out is that in this system of distributing stocks far and wide through- 
out Bengal with a storage which was not competent to deal with that stock, 
in this system of having to maintain stocks for the purpose of maintaining 
confidence, some deterioration is Imund to take place and this deterioration 
will be much more than takes place with an ordinorj’ trader who has not to 
maintain stocks. A trader will just purchase enough stock which he can 
turn over. but we have to maintain stocks and these stocks fortunately are 
there and, I think, are a very great insurance against any possibility of 
recurrence of famine or of scarcity, ^ 

Mr. tANTMH KUMAR BAtUs There is just one question. How 
would the fact that there arc so much deteriorated stocks create confidence 
in the public mind? 
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Tht HOfl’ble Mr^ H. 8. SUHRAWARDY: As a matter of fact, 1 am 
glad that my friend has raised the point. The amount of deterioration is 
not so excessive as it is believed to be. Last year there was a considerable 
amount oif deterioration in the foreign stock which arrived. It came 
deteriomted and it deteriorated further in our godowns but this year I am 
happy to say after making the flirvey that the stocks which have been 
purchased by our chief agents are in good and sound and marketable 
condition and there is very little deterioration in them. Whatever deteriora- 
tion has taken place is in the stock of foreign rice which has been left over 
from the last year. Therefore, I hope that next year the amount that will 
be set off against deterioration will be very much less. 

But actually our losses have been considerable on devaluated stocks and 
subsidized sale. I will ask honourable meml)er8 to consider that we have 
purchased stocks at all kinds of prices. If you take three years running, as 
s<jveral members have done for the purpose of showing that there has been a 
considerable amount of loss, you wull find that rice has been purchased at 
Rfl. ’if), Hs. *12, its. 80, Rh. 2H, Its. 2(i, Rs. 24 and so on and it has been sold 
at Km. 24 and less. (Dr, Nalinaksha Sanyai. : 85 wheiiP) That was the 

highest price. (Dr. Nmjnaksha Sanyal: From Ispahaniy) Whoever he 
may be. (Dr. NaUNaksha SANY\r: (’an you give me the date and the 
place?) If Dr. Sanyal comes to me at any other time, I shall tell him. 
Now, we have purchaswl at high level and we have sold it at low level of 
pri<*e8. This loss has gone under the head “Mubsidiw‘d sale” and not under 
the head “devaluated st^u'k”. You will realise that the average j»rice of 
such stocks remained liigh, Vuit in order to bring about confidence in the 
country' and in (»rder to lower the price of rice in tlu* general market, we 
lowered the price of our stocks, and we bad to set apart a considerable amount 
for devaluati(»n. Supposing we have got 5,0(K) tons of nn* at an average 
price of Ks. 22 and we bring the price down to Ra. 1(1 and sell it to the 
wholesalers at Rs. Ifi, obviously at once we have to siistaiTi a loss of 
(ix5,(K)0 rupees. (Mr. Jogf.sii (?iiani)H\ (h'i»T\ : Are these actual figures?) 
Th(‘se are not the actual figures, but I am giving them in order to bring 
borne that if the price of rice is lowered, there is lamnd to 1-e a loss. (Rai 
IlAUKMur v N\Tn (br^iuJirrui ; Give us nicounts.) (Dr. Nalin\ksiia 
KaNyai. : Will you give us facts and not fi(‘tions?) The loss ('omes under 
“subsidised sale” of food-grains. Tender this head we maintain that the 
priec of pnxMirement was far greater than the average pri(‘e of procurement 
throughout Bengal. It has increased with storage charges, with movement 
charges, with godown charges, with handling (barges and with all the 
variou.s otln^r transport tirarges, sueh as coolies. b((ats, and buffalo car-ts. 
(Dr. Namnak.sha f^Am Ai. : It can never go beyond Re. 1 per inaund.) We 
know that Dr. ftanvnl is talking through his hat and he is speaking of the 
days when we coulcJ transport one inaund of rice from Calcutta t-o Dacca for 
14 pice, but today it cannot, be transported for less than Rs. 1-4 per maund. 
This is the position. 8o vou will realize what difference there is l>etween 
the previous expenses and the present expenses. Now, all these charges 
are there and these charges have been calculated. With regard to this I 
can only say that so far as I am concerned I myself am not entirely satisfied 
with the no.sition and with the scale of charges. I am looking into the 
matter and I have earnestly requested Mr. Aldridge to examine the details. 
In his first report he has already been able to find out many loopholes 
that can be filled up. I am hoping that we shall be able to decrease these 
costa considerably. The position is that at that time when we were really 
facing a crisis and we had to do with whatever materials, were at our disposal, 
it was not possible to examine 4he expenses meticulously. 

Sir, I have taken a considerable amount of the time of the House but 
I have dealt with the main points. (Dr. Nalinaksha Santal: What about 
boats?) Sir, so far as boots are concerned, I shall deal with that matter 
more fully tomorrow. (Mr. Jogrsh Chandra Gitpta : What about 
Mr. Gladding'a suggestions? Are yon going to take them?) Before I deal

with that I shall pay my sptH'ial atteiitiou to what Mr. Jalau has said with 
regard to frozen goods. Sir, he need not he afraid. NolK)dy is going to be 
adversely ^ected. We have demanded returnH from everyone to inform U8 
how many frozen bales they have in their |X)sse88ion. hut unfortunately the 
trade is not co-operating with us and iwS not giving their rtdurns. If « 
Mr. Jalan can help us in that direction, I can guuraiitee him that within 
a very short period of time, we will take over all tlie hales and pay the money 
to the traders. I can assure him that we shall not he distinguishing hetween 
traders — whether they are Marwaris, Hindus or Kuropeans. iMr, I. D. 
JaL-vn : There are Government records.) It may Ih» that there are more 
hales frozen than the Government possess ree(»rds of. Sir, I refute the 
charge that there has been an\ communalism. 1 have always tried to 
maintain lustice between the communities. It has Ihhui said that trade 
should he limited to those only who did business in the basic years of 1940, 
1941, 1942. I may tell the House that these basic yours were fixed by the 
Textile Commissioner for the benefit of quota-holders and importers. In 
Bengal after the bombing at the end of 194! a large number of gentlemen 
who transacted bu.siness in those years ran away from Calcutta and Bengalee 
Muslims and Hindus stepped in, took over u portion of the trade, ami w'ere 
given licenses in the years 194-1 and 1!M4. Air, 1 do not wish to ]>eTialixe 
them and I will not make an> ditVerentiation Ix^lween them to their 
detriment and any other persons who deseit^d us at the time of our need. 

Sir, one word more and I have finished. 1 will refer to Mr. (iladding 
now\ Mr. Gladding has made certain suggestions which are worthy of the 
utmost consideration. We are most anxious to see that corruption is 
eradicated from all the Departments, and we shall certainly take certain 
steps for that purpose and not merely confine ourselves to circulars. 1 feel, 
Sir, that if we do create a pro])er iMifon'cment Department it should carry 
on its duties wholly without regard to the j)ersoiis against wlnun it pnaceds. 
In this manner only it will he an indepen<lent Depaitment, that will not 
be touched by any Ministers — whether it is by myself or by anybody else. 
We must give them absolute and complete !i!H*rtv to get on with their job. 

If this is done, I think a great deal of evil that is bound to occur when public 
ofiicials come in contact with the tnule will disappear. I hav<‘ tried, Sir. to 
get rid of this evil by setting up FikkI (Vnniniltees. 1 have triial to divest the 
oftieers of re.s[)onsibility of ('oming into I'ontai't witli the trade, j have 
left the distribution to the represiuitatives of the people, and if they have 
failed — as eeitain lioiionralde members HUggi*st they have failed whieli I do 
not admit — it is a sad commentary on public life. One cannot do more, 

T have passed f»n the duties ami lesponsibilifies and the riglits to tlie reore- 
sentutives of the people and T do say . ..tDr. Namkakmh S^N'VM. : ^ our 

nominees?) Not my nominees. I am prepared to say this in defence of the 
Food Committees tnat they may have failed in one or two places, but in 
many places — not one or iw’o, but in a hundn^d plaoe-^ in inoht of the places 
they are doing their job magnificently and w'here officials and non-officials 
are co-operating with each other, the distribution is indeerl quite satisfactory. 

I sympathise very greatly with w'hat Mr. Stevenson has said. I wish 
to speak standing down as a humble citizen of Calcutta and not as a 
Minister that I do think that we are entitled to protest against the dis- 
crimination in lighting against civilians and the licence given to the 
military. Probably (Government think that the military are all more 
responsible than we are. l*robahlv they think that when necessary the 
military will turn out the lights whereas civilians won’t and that civilians 
may give signals to the Japanese overhead. Sir, I have to refute any such 
charge ,I think that we are entitled to he placed in the same petition as 
the military. If the military want us to observe the black-out, they niusl 
themselves obsen^e it before they can expect proper compliance on tne part 
of civilians. 

Before I close, I would like to refer to a remark which has been made by 
Dr. Sanyal regarding the alleged purchase by the Hon’hlc Chief Minister 
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or by somebodj^ in bis household on a permit or challan of ^ pieces of 
sarees. This, it is said, is reported in a paper called ^‘The Nationalist’*. 1 
thought that “The Nationalist” was a paper worthy of some consideration, but 
I am not prepared after today’s experience to pay the slightest attention to it. 
I am prepared to call it a rag which is not worth reading and the reason why 
I say so is this. Before I come to that, I want to tell the House that the 
Hon’ble Chief Minister has emphatically denied that he ever got a 
challan from anybody, or a permit from any one in the Civil Supplies 
Department or sent out anybody for the purchase of a single pair of dhotis 
or sarees and he has asked me to challenge anybody to prove it and he will 
be prepared to prove it in a public enquiry, in any private enquiry or in any 
court of law. Sir, it is plain 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: 1 can give out the name of the shop. 

The Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY; You can do anything you 
like. I do not know to what extent the honourable member is protected in 
this House. In spite of this denial, which 1 am making with a full sense of 
responsibility, let him try and write aliout it and then we shall see what 
action can be taken in the matter. 

Now, Sir, this paper is a rag. I find a report here of a certain debate 
which i(M)k place in another pbuM* where a whole series of charges had been 
levelled against the Ministry. Ueference had been made to me as a ])artner 
in a certain coiu'crn. At that plac(‘, I said “tliat is a damned lie”. It 
was a damned lie and 1 owed a proper explanati«m to the House why I used 
such strong language. The reason is this. While th(*se persons in the 
Opposition charged us with jobbery, co!iuj>tion and nepotism, I treated 
those statements with contempt. I have been thinking that these gentlemen 
being in the opposition they are entitled to say whatever they like. But we 
find that tliey, with a very servile press at their ellK)W, are disseminating 
this ihroughont India and I do think that it is up to us whenever an o])por- 
tunity (XH'urs to nail the lies to tlie eounter. I said that it was a lie, and 
as I said, I challenged hoiumrahle gentlemen opposite ami the mernhers of 
the other side to prove ilie statement against me. Wliat does this rag say^ 
It refers to tlu* charges made but it does not rtder to the denials at all. On 
the other hand it says this: 

Dr, NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: On a point of order. Sir. This House 
is entitled to hear the Hon’ble Mini.ster in refutation of the charges made on 
the floor of the House, but it is not permissible to the Hon’ble Minister to 
brand a paper which we have not got before us. 

Th« Hon’blB Mr, H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY! I am referring to the paper 
which Dr. Sanyal referred to this afternoon. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: 1 referred to a par]^ul;r report in that 
paper. The newspaper report which is not available to us cannot be 
referred to by the Hon’ble Minister for reviewing and making a comment 
thereon. If the Hon’ble Minister has got any grievance, he must read out 
the whole report to the House and then make his comments. He cannot take 
this opportunity of bringing in something personal. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: He is referring to certain matter and is 
quoting from certain newspaper. It is not a confidential document. 

Mr. KIRAN 8ANKAR ROY: He is not quoting at all. 

Mr. ABOULLA.AL MAHM5oO; Dr. Sanyal referred to that paper in 
the first instance. 

Rai HARENDRA NATH OHAUOHURI: He cannot pick and choose. 
Without reading out the whole report, he cannot reply. If he wants to 
reply, he can read out the whole thing and then reply. 
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tht Hon'ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: My reply h this. When a 
paper like^tthis which shows such partiality, which prints all the accusations 
and does hoi print the denials and which goes so far as to say that 
Mr. Suhrawardy has avoided meeting all these charges, when such a paper 
publishes any statement, treat it with the contempt which it d^^serves.

This is a department started tor the 
improvement of supply of food-stuff and improvement of the food situation, 
for ensuring an adequate supjdy of cl(»th, .specially standard cl<»th. imndiase 
of salt, sugar, etc., and (‘onstructnm of country l»oats for improvement ot 
transportation. 

Sir, there has been a serious pnddem involved in regard to these schemes 
and trading transactions. Tin* problem is not wliether ther<* is corrujition 
in the department or n(»t. All sections <»f the members in this Htmse have 
unanimously admitted that and are (|uile ccmscions of that Kven the 

Hon’ble Minister is aware of it. Gpinnuis differ only ulM>ut the degree. 
The problem of all problems is theref(»re how to get rid of it. 

Mr. Gladding made valuable* suggestiems from his long and varied 
experiem*es. We are all one with him. Yes, drastic measures u ith strong 
hands are what are nee<led. They brook no lurther rlelay. If tloTe i»

Sir, the exi.steine of corruption pre-supooaes the existence of miu- 
management, bungling and of lack of control and sui>er\’iKion. 

Sir. the next (|ue8tin is wherein lies the remedy. The llon'hic Minister 
g^g^eated expansion of the department and equipim-nt of it with more 
hands. That will not do. The department has constantly Ijeeii expanded 
and aiong with it corruption and jobbery. You are to go to the very root, 
1 also feel that the man at the top has no sympathy for the people whose 
servant he is. He has not in him the spirit of service. CTan you rouse that 
spirit in reality? Ab at once you have done it you have done 90 per cent, 
of vour work. There is another feeling amongst the rank and file in tho 
office. They feel that they can overlook the cause of the public with 
impunity,' they are as If entitled to bungle and mismanage and to acxx»rt 
bribe as* they are assure<l that there is none to deUnH and check them, none 
to take them to task and none to remove them from their posts. Why this 
feeling one mav pertinently question. There is only one reply. These 
men in rank and file thinh and are conetantly encouraged to think that th#^ 
superiors up to the highest are corrupt and inefficient.

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this feeling F Public kave not aleo been taken into confidence as much as 
they ought to have been. The Hon’ble Minister vras telling us yesternight 
that representative Food Committees ar»iluiictioning in the matter of civil 
supplies. 1 say an emphatic no to it. In Dinajpur, the District or the 
Town Food Committee, as you may call it, is somewhat representative in 
character but I regret to say that the Government officers of the Civil Supply 
Department do not act according to their advice, demands or suggestion. 
They do no| care to reply to the letters addressed to them by the Food 
(Vunmittee. Some responsible members and Congressmen have resigned in 
disgust. Am regards formation of the Food Committees in the villages and 
unions the less said the better. They are creatures of the Circle Officers.

Am 1 was saying, Sir, protests were entered before the District 
Magistrate and Sadar Subdivisional Officer but to little or ih) effect. Are 
you prepared to hold enquiries in our presence F You have to go into the 
very root^, I say again, if you de.sire to free the sN^ltem from corruption. 
In selecting dealers no principle or policy is followed. Favourites and 
black-marketeers are always given preference, j^obably, because they con- 
tributed towards the Indian lied (Voss Socicty^h fund (»r'tm\ards the funds 
for reception of the llon’ble Ministers or are always rcad\ at the be<‘k and 
call of the executive or police otiiciuls in the «listrict.s. In my lengthy 
statement published in almost all the important dailies on the 9th and 10th 
November 1 mentioned that licences, permits for sale of kerosene were allowed 
ta Iw continued in cases of persons convicted for black-marketing, but old 
and honest dealers were refused licences and permits. I can cite numerous 
instuuces only if you will provide relief. One dealer has been hauled up 
in a case under Defence of India llules in Thakurgaon for nothing. There 
is no case against him and therefore the hearing of the case is being 
adjourned from month t(» month for about six months or more but others 
in the same subdivision are ulloweil free hands t<» do as they like. 
Former’s licence and permit have been discontinued though it 
is m^pareut that he will be acquitted. Authorities have been moved but 
with no result. Do you expect that honest dealing will be encouraged after 
thisF The rhaprushi of the Subdivisional Officer of Balurghat will go free 
though caupht red-handed in black-marketing a tin of kerosene only Wause 
the Subdivisinoal Officer had something to do in his selection. In giving 
licence or permits in the Diuajpur town for hardwares, the claims of old 
dealers of 30 years standing or more have been altogether ignored though I 
personallv brought it to the notice of the Director of CJonsumers Goods. 
Much talked of communal ratio has also been ignored. Licences for textile 
dealers are refused in one case on the ground that either he is a new dealer 
m* did not apply in time but grante<l to others though they belong to the 
same category. Textile Controller Mr. T. Jones refused supply of clothes 
to some dealers of Dinajpur though they came with recommendations from 
tl^ Subdivisional Officer, Sadar, bu^ supplied to others who came even 
imhout hia nomination. There is an instance where a person belongiBg to 
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the latter category’ instead of taking the cloths to Dinajpur sold them here 
in Oalcutta. Some dealers were given mainly coarse cloths and othem 
mainly fine. These are matters of re<*ords and can be found out on 
reference to records in the Textile Controller’s office and in the railway 
department. One Nizamuddin Mian of Dinajpur who never dealt in cloth 
was given the entire stock of standard cloth worth about one anH half lakhs 
to be kept in bis own godown without taking any security from him though 
there were many rich and old cloth dealers in the town of Dinajpur. 
Dealers were Svsked to deposit money with him and to take delivery of 
standard cloth from him. Thus he was allowed practically to deal with 
Rs. 3 lakhs with great risk. Pr^ious to this stock remained in the Govern- 
ment custody and dealers used Ui <lcposit money in Government Treasury. 
Why this risky arrangement if the authorities were not interested |)ersonally 
I put a question in this connection w'hi<‘h was received at the Hon’Ble 
Speaker’s department on 6th November, 1944, and despatched to the 
Administrative Department on 9th November, 1944, but remains unreplied 
yet. Do you expect that matters will mend if you encourage this kind of 
jobbery? I shall read the relevant portion from two hdters and yitu will 
see how the Government are managing affairs. I am reading a letter from 
Maulvi Anisuddin Ahmed, President, Bunsuria rnio?! Board No. 6, written 
to me from Gaugarampore. This is dated 16th Mar^h, 194o.

Then there is another letter written hy Mr. Kedar Nath Bhattaebarjya of 
Satsang, Dinajpur branch. This is dated I0tl> Mandi, 1!M5. It runs thus: 
“During my tours tlinmghout this district I find that acute cloth scarcity 
is prevailing everywhere. Not a single piece <d dhott or .uin can he pro- 
cured from the unarket, liadies of poor families both Hindus and 
Mohamadans aiie .Jftiffering min h for want of cloths”. Sir. the Jlon ble 
Minister in his statement yesterday said that this cloth famine haa been 
aggravated by panic. He says: ‘I know that there is very grave shortage 
and T know that cloth is not onl\ rwarce in some places but is absent from 
the market”. 

If his statement is true how can he justify his statement that panic has 
been created by representing incorrectly the situation as even worse than it 
is. There is therefore no sense in his deprecating this alleged attemot. 
Panic is natural outcome of actual state of affairs. No one can avoid it by 
deprecating this unless one goes to the nnit and ertidicates the cause. By 
driving out panic you cannot really drive <»ut the shortage. Drive out the 
rau.st* an<l you will drive out not only the panic but also the shortage. 

Just in this way the Hon’blf* Minister tried to evade real issues here last 
year when the grim food famine overtwik the country. Thev are always 
notorious in underestimating things and Woine wiser after the fair. This 
proves want of their foresight and forethought. When people began to flic 
in lakhs, they wf»ke up but their lielated efforts <lid not bear much fniit. 
Now the Minister says “We cannot .set up right overnight the Enforcement 
Department”. Why did you not foresee things and l>egin earlier? These 
are lame excuses. Don’t you, please repeat the same mistake in n^spect 
of cloth famine as vmi did in ease of fooil faiifine. We do not find any 
allotment this year for purchase of salt under this head. Suffice it to say 
that salt allotments in the districts are made greater and that you have 
not allotted quota for (*attle. Government purchase salt at Rs. 10 and sell 
at Rs. 12 per bag. Bo they are making pnifit themgb they complain of lo«s 
under this head. In Dinajpur there were monopoly systems introdu^ by 
uppohiting one Chief Agent Messrs. Kasem Ismail and the trouble ^g4u. 
Good sense then prevailed, and this system of monopoly had discontinued .

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Then again in Dinajpnr persons who were never in the salt^ sugar or 
kerosene trade have been selected as approved dealers. They were either 
seniindars or service>holders or druggists by profession. The allotment ot 
kerosene, sugar, sugarcandy and coal is quite insufficient and requires 
thorough revision. While high Government officials are bumii^ haaacks 
in their hdhes the poor civil citisens (jannot burn even a primitive lamp 
(^J While the Government officials get 10 or 15 maunds of coal per 
month the civil population scarcely get one maund per month. Permits 
preserved with the dealers will corroborate my statement. This is no fair- 
play and honesty and efficient management. 

1 shall now deal with paddy and rice procurement scheme of Government, 
Yesterday, my friend Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri enquired about the 
reason for the loss of 22 crores of rupees. Sir, the loss has been shown for 
the year 1943-44 as 3 crores 55 lakhs, for the year 1944-45 as 13 crores 
39 lakhs and for 1945-46 as 5 crores 53 lakhs. No loss has been shown either 
due to deterioration or depreciation in value or due to theft during transit 
as was said by the Hon’ble Minister last night. According to accounts in 
the Budget therefore it would be taken that there was no loss due to those 
causes. 

Under the head ‘‘('apital Outlay” there are many important schemes 
which will never bear fruits. Huge figures of loss calls for serious thought. 
Apparentlv the Government should have made huge profits instead. And 
actually tne small province of Sind has show’ii a net profit of four crores in 
two years and the plea of war conditions is belie<l by the state of affairs in 
Assam. Unless there has been corruption of a serious magnitude in the 
trading venture of the Bengal Government the losses are unaccountable. 
Only the rice deal of the Government will show how the Government has 
bungled with trade. 

During the year 1944 the Government bad purchased about 50 lakh 
maunds of rice at Dinajpnr alone at an average price of Ri?. 41-8 per maund, 
delivered free at station. This rice was sold by Government at R^. 15 to 
Rs. 16 |>er maund. After making all possible allowances for mishandling 
and freight this should have yielded a minimum profit of alH)ut 2 crores of 
rupees. 

The (^hief Agents have always been purchasing at u price' far Inflow the 
ceiling price declared for each area by the Government. The Chief Agents 
did not pay the mills and traders even the contracted price and deducted 
arbitrary discount up to 12 annus j)er maund on the imaginary j)lea of 
rice being below the standard though no standard has been defined by the 
Government. The Government of Bengal did not declare any reduction in 
ceiling price in December, 1944. but the Chief Agents suddenly reduced 
their purchase price for milled inetlium rice to IN. 9-8 p^r maund. The 
price of milled medium rice at Rs, 9-8 was uneconomic and without 
parity with the price of paddy. The Riee Mills Industry had prayed to the 
Government to immediately revise the price to economic level. But 
Messrs. Is^vahani & Co., Chief Agents, coen^ed and intimidated some rice 
mills at Hili to sell, rice at the rate of Rs. 9-8 i)er maund in order to prove 
its merit the Government. Not being content with this the Government 
resorted to Bengal^ Riee Mills Control Order, 1943, and served compulsory 
sale order on the rice milN to at once deliver to the Chief Agents the entire 
stock of milleil medium rice %t the rate of Rs. 9-8 and coarse at Rs. 9 per 
maund, as on the lOth February, 1945. The mills were also ordered to 
deliver the entire stock of paddy including boiled paddy, steeped paddy, 
half-dried paddy, free fnun dust, stone, bricks, empty husk and any other 
foi^eilpi material, i.e., padc^ in the preparatory sta^ of rice at the rate of 
Re. 5-8 per maund. The Chief Agents were order^ to dry for themselvee 
the half-dried and steei>ed paddy and take delivery at once. It is more 
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than fiye weeks that the Chief Agents have not taken full delivery of stocks 
nor paid the price thereof in spite of Government instructions to take 
delivery at once. 

Sir, there have been complaints regarding bad storage arrangements. 
Due to defective storage there has been deterioration in the (luality and 
consequently in the price. Sir, the Chief Agents purchased paddy and rice 
at a price which is absolutely uneconomic. I want to know why Government 
do take the risk of loss due to deterioration and loss on account of unsatis- 
factory storage arrangements. 

The Chief Agents secured alKmt 6 lakh maunds of rice, bagged, sewn 
and delivered at station or Chief Agents’ godown at the rate of Its, 9-8 i>er 
maund. The Chief Agents deducted discount even on this rice on the ground 
that quality is not up to the standard while no standard of quality has been 
declared by Government in spite of repeatetl requests. This forcible 
purchase of rice and arbitrary discount will yield a profit of even a quarter 
crore of rupees. 

Messrs. Ispahan! and Co. have monopolised the entire trade of the*, 
country and are controlling the trade to serve no ends of the jmblie and to 
patronise a few persons. The rice deal for only one district has yielded 
to the Government at least 2d(} lakhs of rupees. 

Messrs. Ispahan! & Co. and other Chief Agents have been given all tiie 
protection and benefit of in(»nopnly trade and earning lakhs of rupees as 
commission and handling charges, and en»res as private profit for Hetitious 
business conducted by them, without being responsible in un\ way for the 
quality and storage of rice. If the entire riee deal <d‘ Bengal Government 
is examined in critical light the public \^ill surely be astounded at the 
organised and deep laid fraud and ijeieption practised on it in the name of 
war and emergency conditions by the Civil Supplies Department. If a 
Royal Commission is up]»ointe(l to emiuire into the trading accounts (d the 
Government of Bengal the naked truth will eoiue to liglit. 

There is no denying the fa< t that due tt> defective despatch, and absence 
of equitable distribution and uiisatisfuctoi y storage arrangements there has 
Wn huge loss on the i>art (»f (Hivernment. They have for nothing taken 
the risk and they have for nothing lost g<Jod publie money and they therefore 
deserve the severest eondeinnatirm.

Dft NALINAKSHA SANYAL: Sir, 1 beg to move that the demand of 
R». ^,74,68,000 for expenditure under the head “85A — Capital outlay on 
provincial achemee connected with the war, 1939” he reduced by R«- Iw to 
raise a disoUMioa about (t) GovemmenCs Grain Purchase Scheme, (tt) the 
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8chei«« for the purchase and distribution standard cloth, (m) salt- 
purcha^ policy, and (ir) other miscellane<»u'« schemes for the maintenance 
of Civil Supplies and consumers' jroods. 

Sir, I also beg to move that the demand of Rs. 22,74,08,000 for expendi- 
ture under the head “85A — Capital Outlay on provincial schemes connected 
with the war, 1989” be reduced by Rs. 100 to raise a discussion about the 
policy of boat construction and corruption and wastelulness involved in the 
method pursued. 

Sir, I realise that with the present Government at least nnudi iee <'unnot 
1)6 cut by multiplying instances after instances of jobbery, corruption and 
the like, and therefore this evenin;^ 1 propost^ to go on on an entirely 
different strain to examine how far the sheer loss involved in the transac- 
tions arranged by the Government, wliich ultimately must rebound on the 
])eople and on the poor agriculturists of the land, might move the present 
Government yet to go on right lines. 

In regard to the Grain Piinhase Seheme, as you are aware, Sir, the 
Government have even now been following that j>olicy of experiment ami 
examination, that poli(‘y of hesitation and patronage which has led to the 
serious debacle of 1948-44. It was our j)rivilege at that timo to point out 
that the manner in w'hi(‘h the^Governmenl plungo<l into large scale trading 
arrangements without proper regard for principles of trading and examina- 
tion of the goods at the time when they were pnrehased and through tho 
appointment of a limited nuinher — some time only one and .some time a few 
more of agents on behalf of tin* Government has had serious and disastrous 
results. 1 feel that even now Governiiieiit have time to i'Xamine how far 
their present Grain Purcha.se Policy could be reviscil. There was u time 
when Government took up the ])lea that they had not got tin* staff sufficient 
or ex]>erience(l eJuuigli to undertake laige scale purcluiMes of the character 
involved. Hut, Sir, surely the Hengal (fovernment at tin* present moment 
cannot take up that plea be<'ause they have now got an elaborate ina(‘hinery 
throughout Hengal of Civil Supjihes ofti«*ers who, I am sure, have ac(juired 
sufficient experience by thus time to 4>iiminate the appointment of agents and 
suh-ageiits, big ami monojmlistic. to arrange a4Ujuisitioii and procurement 
of supplies. 1 would, therefore, first e\p<*ct tlie Governmenf to re-examlne 
their policy of gram purchase and see if at the present stage they could not 
undertake direct purchase as was originally intended even when the 1944 
Grain Purchase Poli< y was annoum ed. Government know to their cost, and 
the people of Hengal have had to hear the severe burden of the same, the 
folly of the policy pursued in the earlier stages when the Govemiueni 
appointed a number of agents on their behalf and on very inadequate data 
Government hud to make large jmymeiits again.st bouglit notes. If the 
Gt)vernment undertake purchases direct, I am sure such losses will, if not 
be eliminated completely, at least be lurgcl\ reduced. 

In regard to the scheme for the purchust^ of standard cloth and its dis- 
tribution, we would like the Hon’ble Minister yet to take our c’ounsel and 
arrange the purchase through some handling agent or agency that will he 
prepare<l to accept a very much lower coniinission than what is now 
provided for. I am aware, and even the Hon 'hie Minister in charge ia 
aware, at the time when this pun haae was handed over to one firm, or two 
firms rather, there were eapahle Bengalee merchants of reputation prepared 
to undertake the work at almost half the commiasion that was oner»*d by 
the rich Marwari who ultimately got the patronage of the Government of 
Bengal in this respect. It i.s now, I Iwlieve, quite clear like daylight to the 
Ifon’ble Mr. Suhrawardy how under the patronage of Government that 
Marwari gentleman or few gentlemen have pro»pere<l during the last two 
years, and he must have got refwrts of free black-marketing and other mal- 
practices indulged in by thak gentleman and bis associates. 
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‘ * Coining now to the distribution of that standard cloth I |mow how even 
^at the present moment various kinds of malpractices are being indulged 
in under the very nose of the Provincial Textile Controller, and if Govera- 
ment would care only to enquire how during the last few months ;^rn[iit8 had 
been issued to Marwaris of Burra Bazar and others including Muslims of 
im, 300, 400, 500 bales at a time being granted to them almost free of any 
^control thereafter, he would find out how these systems of releases have 
Operated. I would give him only one instance. 


There is a firm of the name of Sriram Arjundas and associat^ with this 
firm are three or four other firms of similar names like Sriram Jhabarmull, 
Sriram Nandram, and so on, who have been notorious in £ 

black-marketing. This firm was actually called t^ the office of the Textile 
Controller with a warning that its licenses would be cancelled and who 
actually had a black-marketing case against them pending at a time, but 
lo and behold! when they come out of that Textile Con^troller s office they 
manage to get not only the license freed but also 1,500 bales of standard 
doth allotted to them, and out of those 1,500 standard cloth bales again a 
certain number of bales were permitted to be exported to Tibet. Lnder 
whose instructions and authority such things are permitted Ijjould reejuest 
the llon’ble Minister to examine and enquire carefully. The associatmi 
firm of Sriram Arjundas, namely, Sriram .Ihabhannall, has, as the lion ble 
Minister himself knows very well, refused to deliver yarn to the Govem- 
inent’s yarn handling agent against Government permit About Ob bales ot 
yarn he refused to deliver early in February lust. The matter was duly 
reported both to the Provincial Textile Controller anti to himself but yet we 
do not know what action (government have taken against that firm and 
wiuit arrangements have been made to secure those bales of yarn. I am 
informed that that firm definitely said that “We have sold out the yarn: 
do what you will”. And why did they say thuty because they knew that 
in their clutclics was the (diairmun of the l^rovincial Textile Advisory 
(’ommittee who is an incorruptible person in the estimation of 
Mr. Suhruwurdy. Out of these permits for 9() balc'i suddenl\ the ('hairman 
comes and takes hold of the permits and snatches <hem away from the office 
of the Government agent for handling yarn. Have Government made any 
enquiry what business has had this (’huirman of the Provincial 1 extile 
Advisory Committee to take away those permits and what relation he has 
with this firm of Sriram Arjundas and Company, and is it or is it not a fact 
that he has taken undue and unholy interest in all the previous cases in 
wffiich this firm was hauled up for various malpractices. (Balm Naiii-;ndr,\ 
Narayan (^lAKRAVARTY : W'ho is the (MiairnianP) He is one of 

Mr, Chakra varty’s kith and kin and his district man and he knows it very 
well. 


Sir, 1 can multiply any number of such instances. Only a few weeks 
ago, the Provincial Textile Controller sent for any number of dealers of 
Burra Bazar on the allegation that their licenses would be cancelled bwause 
on the evidence produced before him by a certain resjMinsible person it was 
clear that they were indulging in various malpractices, and what was the 
punishment meted out to themy They were threatened that unless they took 
over some stwk of standard cloth then lying unsold in the hands of Govern- 
ment they would W nroseeuted. These gentlemen at first demurred and 
then they took over tfie standard cloth with great satisfaction because on 
each of those standard clot^ bales they made enormous profits — sometimes 
black-market profits also. Jf an enquiry is made in the office of the 
Provincial Textile Controller how the (lermits are is.sued and to whom how 
many bales have been given, the whole picture in its hideous nakedness will 
be out and revealed to any impartial observer. 

Oulv one other example I will give and that is about^ the^ allotment of 
five bales of standard saree of 10 yards and 44 inches, which is a very rare 
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coninodity so far as standard cloth is concerned, to one firm Shvaniial*^ 
Cotton Street a few weeks a|<o. (The Hon’ble Mr. H. S. Svhr.wvardy : is 
he a standard cloth dealer?) He is a standard cloth dealer — Matilal 
Shyamlal— and the actual distributor was an Assistant Controller of the 
Civil Supplies Bepartment and his name is one Mr. Khan. 

Sir, ibis scandal abut standard cloth has exceeded all hounds now. 
Even of standard cloth which is controlled and supposed to he distributed 
by (ioverimient direct free black-marketin)i^ is R:oin^!: on. While oh 
standard cloth, I would like to invite your attention, Sir. t<* one particular 
quality of standard cloth that Bengal needs very much at the moment — the 
standard drills. For many months the standan} drills were unsaleable and 
Government thou|?ht they would have a lurj^e quantity of standard drills 
lying in their hands unsold and they became panicky. They sold or unloaded 
it at something less than ceiling price, lunause price was going to he 
lowered and twlay not one yard of that drill is to be found, ulth(tugh the 
boatmen in East Bengal want very badly this standard cloth for making: 
sails and I do not know how the boatmen would W enableil to move valuable 
goods, if they are not in a position to use the sails for their bouts. In our 
estimate of various requirements of Bengal this use of standard cloth or cloth 
or textile as a whole, I am afraid, was lett out through oversight and 1 hope 
the Hon’hle Minister in charge will take note j>f il in clue course. It is a 
very big item of our demands and 1 suppose this will be taken due note of. 

(’oming to salt, the arrangement so fur made is far from sutisfiu’tory. My 
r(dleague Mr. J. (\ (ru]>tu invited the attention of (toverument to the manner 
in which the (lovernmeiit has been a]>pointing monopolist ageijts irres- 
pective <»t the interests of the consumers of Bengal for importing salt into 
this Province. (At this stage the blue light was lit.) 

Sir, 1 will re(]uire 10 minutes more. 

Mr, DEPUTY SPEAKER* Dr. Sunyal, you have already completed 16 
miniite.s. I cannot give you so much time. All right, you just go on. 

Dr# NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL. The Xaupada Chamber of ( ommerce 
wrote to me pointing out while the control rate of Calcutta salt was Us. 12-4 
per bag of two mauuds with gunn> bugs, one Messrs. Habib Masuni and 
Company was appointed all on a sudden u side importer of salt from 
Naupada side, and while the Xaupadu merchants were previously selling 
salt to Calcutta f.o.r. Shalimur at Hs. 8-7 only, this party was permitted 
to charge up to Us. 12. When I made a reference to Government uhout this 
at first I wa.s told that this party was apjminted becuust* at that time there 
was nobody offering their services. I would like the Hon’ble Minister to 
enquire if there wa.s any tender invited i»r this wu.s only a punieky method 
of appointing some agents on [larty or other basis. 

(yuming to the loss and wastage in boats, 1 submit that 1 have a better 
experience of this as one connected with the management of a premier 
imiigeiiouH transjsjrt company. Sir, at the instance of (ifovernment two years 
ago we undertcMik to construct hundred big sixe country boats and we invested 
R«. 10 lakhs therein. We consfructtMl 125 lioats and out of these 125 boats 
now only 40 are remaining alnive water. One by one the rest of these lx>atfl 
have gone down the river and when this pro{>osal of Iwat construction came 
up and we were consulted, we did say to Government that this would be a 
most suicidal policy and Government should not go in for it. Here is a 
sample of the bottom of a boat (shown). It has been eaten into by a kind 
of worm* which grows freely in the salt water in the lower reaches of the 
rivers of Bengal. It is extremely difiicult to protect the boats from them 
and we have been absolutely fed up, and are suffering serious losses. We 
pray and request the Government to examine their proposal once again. The 
Government of Bengal have taken into account an amount of Hs. 0 crrotM 
ami odd — Rs. 6,68,00,000 — assets against the loss or indebtedness of the 
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PfoFince of Bengal — assets on account of the boats constructed. It appears 
from a recjord of accounts that more than two crores of rupees were spent 
during the last year— Rs. 2 croes and .‘17 lakhs— and this year the proposed 
expenditure was 5 crores and a half on a<count of the construction of boats. 
I C 4 in state here with authority that these boats were going to give the 
Department far less w'ork than w'hat the esteemable gentleman, General 
Wakel^, who in his enthusiasm not knowing the consequences went in for 
fhis kind of experiments, had estimated. It wrill lead to a serious loss to 
the whole Province. Many of the boats are now ready and handed over 
to Government and General Wukely’s Department does not know what to 
do with them, because there is now a plethora ot boats. General akely’s 
Department of Movements draw up programme whieh they never can follow. 
At Khulna and elsewhere Iwiats and steamers — space in boats and space in 
flats — are available and the boats are lying waste for any length of time and 
they cannot make use of them. At (’alciittu, more than 250 boats are lying 
and rotting in the water and their <Tews are being paid. The sooner this 
Iwat construction policy is scrapped the better. 1 submit. Sir, that 
Government should take wiser counsel in this matter. 

Mr. A8HUT08H LAHIRY: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I beg to move that the 
demand of Rs. 22, 74,08, (KM) for expenditure under the head “H.5.A — Capital 
outlay on provincial schemes connected with the war, 19.‘10” he reduced by 
Rs. 100 to raise a discussion about the huge loss on account of grain purchase 
scheme. 

Sir, the trading transactions of tlie Governineiit are going to co,Nt the 
poor taxpayer a loss of about Rs. 14 crores in the current \cur and an 
estimateu loss of about six crores of rupees in tin* coming year. Sui'h an 
appalling w'aste of public money d(K*s not perturb our Ministci^ nor their 
supporters, and they continue to laugh and .sneer, while we from the Opposi- 
tion recount, from day to day, the tales of agony and sufferings of our 
j>eople or suggest in vain, constructive projmsals for remedying this state 
(»f things. Sir, the apathy aiul callou.sness ot the members suj>porting the 
Ministry in the face of such terrible waste is most disappointing. As 
representatives of the people, as zealous guardians of people’s interests it 
is the obvious duty of tne meinhers of this House irrespe< tive of their party 
affiliation, to examine these trading tran.sactioiis with utmost jare, to 
expose ruthlessly wdierever instances of corni]»tion and maladministration 
are found, and to bring to light all available information regarding causes 
and factors w’hich have involved the Pn)vince in such a disaster. No mem- 
ber who yet feels any sense of responsibility to his constituency cun- 
swallow this gigantic wastage without a searching of his heart. 

Sir, there is a widespread feeling in th(‘ country based <m definite 
facts and experience, that there has been something very shady, very nasty 
about these traiisacti(»ns that only a part of this loss is due to genuine 
causes, while the greater part of it resulted from a gigantic conspiracy 
between a section of corrupt officials and corrupt Government j»ur«*hasing 
a^uts with some of the Ministers at their head — only a partial jdeture 
wdiich has l>een revealed in Burma Evacuee Camp Ca.se, though in a different 
•pkere of public administration. Sir, we do not know what part of this 
huge money has actually gone into the pockets of the authorities and their 
favourite agents. The stories recounted by a memlH»r of the Cpper House 
the other day regarding the manner in which part of the grant for boat 
construction scheme has been divided between Ministers and their cloeie 
relations amongst hetutmi firms of contractors, have shwked public opinion 
in the pitivince and have revealed how shamelessly these occupants of the 
Ministerial guddk misutilise public funds for personal profit and gain and 
deliberately promote and foster corruptions amongst their underlings and 
oflSciala. 

Sir. wherever Muslim l^^agne has been in fiower. the same tale of 
corruption, maladministration, misapplication of public funds for personal 
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profit has been in evidence; and no departinent has offered more extensive, 
more widespread opportunities for corruption and misappropriation than 
these trading transactions which we call “Capital Outlay on Provincial 
Schemes”. Sir, if we look to Assam, to Sind, the Punjab and the North* 
West Frontier Province — everywhere we meet with this disgusting tale oi 
Ministerial corruption. Sir, if corruption emanates from the top, it is 
bound to infect the entire administration, as it has done in Ileugul. Even 
officials noted for their honesty tend to become dishonest when they find 
their superior gods sttwping to anything. 

Sir. these trading transactions have been the undoing of the l^eaii^ue 
Ministries in other provinces. Sir, who doe.s not know that the tussle 
between the Syed Group and Sir Ghulain Jlossiiin lleda\etulla in Sind 
owed its origin to the controversy about (jrain Purchase Syndicate in whitdi 
some of the League Ministers were interested ; That Grain Pun^hase 
Syndicate had to be (lissolved au<l the Ministers interested had to make their 
exit, one by one, on some ground or other. Though the Muslim League 
Ministry have survived the first onslaught their end is almost in sight. Sir, 
so also in Assam, Punjab, and North-West Frontier Province those who 
know the inside story will corroborate me when I miv that it is the food- 
grain transactions around which all the internal <]issensi(uis centred and 
for which the League Ministers hud tt) make (U uiv making their exits one 
hy one. The Punjab l*remier levealed the otlM*r day only a part of the 
story liebind the dismissal of Mr. Sbaukat Hyut Khun. In A^sanl even the 
European Group had to criticize and oppose the League Ministry for their 
misdeeds and maladministration. In N(»rth-West Frontier Pn>vim’e some 
of the League Ministers resigned in disgust from the Ministerial Party and 
joined the Opposition. So also in Sind. 

Sir, in Sind, the Punjab and North-West Frontier I^ovimu* the Govern- 
ments made large profits out of their grain transactions while we in Pcngal 
incurred huge lo.sses. In those provinces some of the Ministers bucked 
up by their Muslim League memliers of the Assembly ttmk the initiative 
in jjurging their Ministries of their corrupt elements. The ilifferenc'e 
between Hengal and those Provinces is «mlv this — that in Bengal those 
trading transactions have landed the province in hanknii»tcy and the 
profiteer and the ex|doiter from the Minister down to tin* Agent have by 
their un.SiTupulousnesa immensely added to the financial iiulehtedncss (»1 
the Province, while in those provinces their eoirupt Miiii'^ler and their 
agents only deprived their governments, ot a share (d their legitimate 
profits. Some of the M.L.As. belonging to the Janigue in tlnme J’rovinces 
felt scandalised at the conduct of their ministers and have tlonight it their 
obvious duty to bring about eitlier the downfall or the reronstnietion of 
their Ministry, But here in Bengal the position appears t(* In* different. 
Sir, the more the stories of corruption and maladministration are brought 
to light the more they exhibit their unholy glee, to the utter disgust and 
shame of the general public. lyet them not forget that they will have to 
answer one day Ui their constitutencies and even if the voters are Musi inis, 

I know the Muslim masses have a very strong commonsenm* and they have 
begun already to realise the game of these so-iulled devotees of the SluHliiu 
Ijeague. You can befool the masses for a time, you cannot liefool them for 
all time! 

have Iiee® made on the fimir of this House and also in 
the Upper House that some of the Ministers and their close relations happen 
to be partne^ in the Bengal Construction ( o. and Khalimar Fngiiieering 
Co. The»e firms, as we know, have se<ured contracts for conslniction of 
boats. A part of the crores of the rupees that are being spent for lioat 
c.onstructioQ has fallen into the hands of those two firms. We must demand 
that the Ministry shall make a full statement about all that is happening 
behind the scene. Sir, I think the suggestions made by Mr. Gladding 
yesterday will be very much^ helpful in unravelling this mystery. I think. 
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Sir, the O.I.D. officers should be immediately asked to look into the 
transactions and bank accounts of these two finns and find out what rela- 
tion thev have with the Ministers. I hop^, Sir, the European Party will 
join with us in making this demand. Sir, the European Group in the 
Assam Province has tciKen their stand against the Assam Ministry in the 
interest of clean administration. I wonder what prevents the European 
Party in this Assembly from taking a similar stand. Rai Bahadur £ C. 
Bauer jee has made many grave allegations in the Council the other day 
against the Ministry, They are definite charges and the Ministry ujust give 
a convincing answer to each one of those charges. Otherwise tlie Ministers 
concerned must quit their (fuddi. If the European Group chooses to main- 
tain in power Ministers who are unable to clear their condu(‘t, that will 
mean that they are out to prolong a regime of corruption and mal- 
administration for their own sordid self interest. 

Sir, I have not gone into a detailed examination of the causes that have 
led to the huge loss on the trading account, because I find it a mere waste 
of time — ^because it is not going to serve any useful purpose. The Ministry 
is bent on following its own course for the benefit of themselves and their 
pet followers. We have however the satisfaction that the people including 
the Muslim masses are now wide awake and when the time for reckoning 
Mill come — and it is <‘oniing faster than any of them imagine — the League 
Ministry will have to pay dearly for their misdeeds.

MMilvi ABDUR RAZZAK: csifll -im? Wti 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Y es, you will get 5 miuute.s. 

Mr. SURENDRA NATH BISWAS: Mr. Deput> Speaker, Sir, 1 rise 
to oppose the Hon’ble Minister's demand for grant under the heail “(.^apitul 
outlay'’. I would ask the House to refuse supplie.s demanded by the Hon’ble 
Minister for “Capital outlay” any longer. 

Sir, I wonder why of all j)rovinces in Itulia, Bengal has been selected 
to be punished with famine after famine fn)m year to year. Sir, the policy 
of control of supply and distribution has been giv<*n effec t to in manv places 
in Great Britain and many other countries in Europe and oUo in otlier pro- 
vinces of India. This policy has sucveedtHl almost everywhere whereas it 
has miserably failed in this pn>vince. Why ha.s it happened ^ — that is a 
pertinent question which my friends and many ot my c’ountrvmen ask. Is 
it due to tlie Imjwrialistic polity that tlie people of Bengal must be fon'ed 
into such a terrible distress that they wdll lie attracted to join the Arrov 
and the Navyh Sir, I do not know how t(» repl\ to that (jufstioa, but 1 
pause for a reply from the Hon'hle Minister whether such famines are 
created out of the Imperialistic policy of the British Gi»vcrnment to draw 
our young men and Ixiys for recruitment to the Army and the Navy. 

Then, Sir, I would state the reasons why I do not like the House tt> vote 
for any capital for the trading operations that the Bengal Government have 
undertaken. I would take up the trading optuutions in respect of grains 
first. Sir, I do not see any i*eason to continue the trading operations in 
resjiect of grains. It has ])een admitted bv the tfoveiiiuicnl of Bengal that 
this j roviiue is now surtici«*nt with regard to hci food crops. The supply 
being etpiul to the demand, if not greater, there is no nec«*ssity from the 
economic point of view to ctuitrol the supply anti to take up the responsibi- 
lity of distribution. Sir, it has been utiniittetl by tlie Bengal (tovernment 
that there has been excess in stock and carry t»ver fn)in the previous years 
and that is why the Gtivernineiit of Bengal asked tor the perniissioii of the 
Government of India to export about 10, (HH) tons of grains from Bengal. 
That being the posititm, where i.s the necessity of continuing this policy of 
purchasing grains and then distributing the grains to the |>eople. 

Sir, besides that, this policy of punliasing food-grains has had very 
disastrous efi’ects urmn the people of the whole of the province. My Triends 
on my op}>osite will bear me out that this policy of Government of rertrir^t- 
ing free trade and »»f taking upon themselves the responsibility of buying 
and distributing rice have had very aerious effect upon the rural Bengal. 
What has been the position? The rural Bengal has all along l)een sufipTied 
with paddy and rice by their own traders. The village traders knew where 
to purchase and where to sell, but they have l»een restricted from making 
purchases. Restriction upon the movements of paddy and rice has lieeri 
imposed in rural trade. Therefore, the rural people who are used to be 
supplied bv the rural trade are not getting supplies from that source. On 
the other Wnd, the Government of Bengal who took upon themselves the 
responsibility of supplying paddy and ric^ to the rural people hare not 
(mned sufficient stores for supplying the same to the rural f>eople. It was 
demanded from this House tnai each union should have sufficient stock 
to lie put into the market when the market would run short of food supplies, 
hut no union, as far as I know, has been bleseed with Oovernxnent stocks. 
There are stodu in subdipsioiial headquarters and in important Imndart, 
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but the supplies from those stocks to the rural area are made through three, 
four or five selected shops per union and the supplies are very inadequate. 
(Where in a union the daily requirement would be about 100 maunds of 
rice, the supply from those shops is not even 50 maunds per month. So, 
the supply of paddy and rice in the rural area has been shortened and that 
is why the prices have none higher. In my quarter of the district of 
Faridpur rice is selling today between the prices of Es. 14 and Es. 16. Sir, 
X wonder why this should be the price at this time. We all know that the 
prices of rice and paddy run very high during the months of August to 
October, but during the months of last August to October, the prices of 
rice and paddy were much lower than the prices ruling today. 

Sir, my point is that Government should give up their policy of purchas- 
ing and distributing. I^et the trade be free. Let the trade purchase what 
they can purchase and they will be able to supply paddy and rice to the 
rural area. If that is done, then I think the rural people will get their 
supplies freely and the poor agriculturists also will get fair price. 
Gove^ment may only look to the oflfenders who hoard paddy and rice. 

Sir. during the last food drive, the Hon'ble Minister droVe the food 
from the houses of many poor men but did not touch the big agriculturists. 
Big agriculturists had in their stocks thousands of maunds of paddy but 
the Government of Bengal did not touch those stocks. You remember, Sir, 
that during the last few months, during last August to October, paddy was 
put into the market by agriculturists although during millions of our 
people died for want of food and that is why at a time when the price would 
naturally rise high, it fell down and paddy was selling at Rs. 5 or 6 per 
maund because those agriculturists had to "clear their godowns for storing 
paddy for the next year. That is why they cleared their godowns and that 
paddy came to the market. In any case, Sir, when the suppK is equal 
to the demand if not greater, there is no necessity lor the Government to 
carry on these operations of food purchase. (A voich fiiom the Minjs- 
T£HUUST Benches : There will be black-marketing. > Sir, my friend says 
that there will be black-marketing. You should keep watch, so that nobody 
can hoard and if nobody can hoard there will be no black-marketing. If 
you want to penalise boarding you engage a competent, effic ient and honest 
staff to deal with the hoarder, with the offender. If the Government of 
Bengal say that they cannot possibly have an efficient and honest staff, the 
present Ministry should abdicate and give up their seats in the Treasury 
Benches. 

Then, Sir, with regard to cloth, my proposal is the same. Don't rush 
in for the control of supplies and don t take any responsibility for distri- 
bution. If the looms oi Indian mills used for the purpose ot making 
cloths for the military have l>een decreased, then the hamis which are 
reserved for manufacturing ojoth for supply to (he poor have not decreased 
but rather increased. In that case I ask the Hon’ble Minister to replv to 
my auestion: when under worse circumstances in 194*1 and 1944 there ‘was 
no cloth famine in Bengal why famine of cloth has occurred in the early 
months of 1945 P The only reply to this Question is that it was due to the 
interference of the Bengal Government, l^t the Bengal Government clear 
out; let them not interfere with the ordinary trade. They know to whom 
the cloth goes, bec'ause under the Cloth Control Order promulgated hv the 
Government ol India the dealers have been enlisted and Government know 
who are the dealers. The Government of Bengal also know whic h dealers 
get how much cloth per uiontlv If that is known, where is the difficulty 
ni punishing the dealers if they hoard? Government mav insi)ect their 
daily transactions; Government may penalise, punish the dealers who will 
not sell while there is any stock. If they are punished, then they will not 
hoard. If they do not hoard, if they sell their goods to the retailers freely, 
^en the ntaikrs will freely sell to the public. But instead of doing thkt 
if they select some shops for distribution, there will be dearth of cloth and 
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the public will be put to more torture than even tmlay. So I say let not the 
Mioistiry of Bengal take up this responsibility. They have miserably failed 
by not being able to discharge the resiwnsibility which they had. They 
made a blunder as regards the responsibility which they took upon them* 
selves in the matter of distribution of rice and pa<ldy and that, in fact, 
resulted in the deaths of millions of our countrymen. liCt mU the Ministry 
commit the very same mistake, hec'ause the Ministry of Bengal has proved 
itself dishonest and inefficient. 

Mr. H. R. NORTON: Mr. Speaker, Sir, speaking generally on this 
demand, I shall confine myself to the Cloth situati(ni Bengal as far us 
Europeans and the users of the finer cloths an* <*ancerued, also the a(*tivities 
of the enforcement branch if time peirtnits. 

The Hon’ble Minister has recently made an excellent statement (on which 
I congratulate him) on the cloth situation in Bengal. 

The present cloth position has been brought alxmt by the Government 
having an inexperienced group of officers and staff, und no definite plan of 
action to control cloth, a control that was nt»t neecleil in the Province at the 
time it was introduced (or even now), except for the coarser made cloths. 

I do not know if the blame rests w’ith the Hnn’ble Minister or his 
department, but in tjiifl ease 1 do not know if the Minister control the (^ivil 
Supplies or if the department ctmtnd his actions, if the latter then it was 
time this intolerable state of affairs ceased and some definite action Iw* 
taken, so we know to whom the blame in future cun W levelled at, for 
without doubt there will he plenty of criticism in the future in spite of the 
Hon’ble Minister’s excellent statement. 

Up to the present the Cotton Cloth (’ontrol has been so ))ulled to pieces 
that it might oe termed the Hag Control Order, who asked for this control, 
no responsible body was asked tor advi<*e, it was just thrust upon the public 
in a most ili-advise<l ^^ay and lo<lay it is u meunce for the public as well as 
the retailers are suffering for neither can j^et cloth. 

Before the control was introduced cloth could W Ixoight anywhere (I 
refer to the finer (iiiatitiesl at very reasonable prices in many cases letis than 
the control pri<*e tnat was introditced, and most European und other retailers 
were able to (d)tuin stocks and carry on. C^)ntrol brought innncdiale shortage 
and Black Market <lealings. so today l'hiroj>eun estahlishments have 
practically nothing to .sell either made up or by the yard. 

Customers have now to go from place t<> plu<‘e recciMug the same reply 
'‘Sorr>’ we have none,” 

We know that the control price of cloth has been fixed by the Central 
{Government but I would urge on the Hon’bla Minister to protest to the 
Central Government for an increase, for the present prices have been fixed 
without consideration of the overheads for (he various establishments who 
do retail business for to sell goods at control prices unless returns can l>e 
increased by at least 5 times spells a heavy loss to those large stores whose 
legitimate business is to retail and whose over heads are very high. 

The line of thought today is a fair deal for everyone, then let Govern- 
ment start with a fair profit to the retailer, remove the control and lef 
business be done as it was before the control, tboujgh even then I will admit 
there was a shortage but there was cloth available and the customer did 
get some,. but today there is none. 

With reference to the Hon’ble Minister’s statement to the Press, I will 
take firstly his most imTOrtant point ”ratfoiiin^”, be states this is the only 
solution; I cannot say 1 agree with him unless a well-planned wheme {a 
carefully thought out and ample stocks are available to give the scheme a 
satisfactory send off, but th^n who are to be the first to get theirs. 
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I thiak rationing should only bft introduced where the coarser cloths are 
concerned, such as Saries and Dhoties; and the finer cloths should be left 
to the ordinary retailing channels and stores. I can assure the Hon hie 
Minister, that no firm will sell stocks in bulk, knowing full well it may be 
in indefinite period before they get more, but will ration it to their regular 
custoniers over a period of time to enable business to continue but if they 
decide on total rationing then Government cannot hope to succeed without 
the co-operation of reli^le and trustworthy trade channels. There are no 
doubt many black sheep in the cloth trade, but in spite of this reliable and 
experienced trade channels can be found. 

We agree that Aitj^ni^ is one solution of the shortage and if this is 
done we must emphasis^ that iriespective of political and communal 
considerations the selection of distributing agencies whether under the 
rationing scheme or t^porary arrangements until rationing can be brought 
into force should l)e done through' experienced trade channels. Sir, we 
emphasise this because Government have shown a tendency to choose 
inexperienced trade channels with unfortunate results. Then again why is 
Bengal to be satisfied with 2 saries or 2 dhoties for 1 year while it is proposed 
to allot the same quantity in Bombay for six months? 

Once again 1 emphasise that the finer cloths should be sold through the 
ordinary trade channels, as the rationing of these without discrimination 
is g^ung to be a problem. Present concealed stocks will come on the market 
when the Central Government allow an adeuuate profit for if anyone is ready 
to pay black-market prices, stork is available. 

The Hon’ble Minister states that only pe*r cent, of the cloth sent to 
Bengal is in finer qualities. This is difficult to believe, for if the remainder is 
coarser cloth, then there should not be the great shortage complained of. 

Statements in the press lead the public to believe that Bengal has received 
more than its (juota. This is denied by the Hon’ble Minister, Mr. S. C. 
Bov, Chairman, Textile Board, and also by various Chainhers of Ccmimeree, 
and yet even today we read in tlie paper that in the Council ol State in reply 
to a question Mr. H. M. Patel 8ui(! that there was ahs<»luiely no shortag<‘ 
of cloth in Bengal. Whom are we to believe? wie fact that there is room 
for argument between the -Central and t^’ovfuciai ,(i?ONernmt‘nts as to the 
amount of cloth ac tually received in Bengal shows how (lefe< tive both the 
controlled arrangements and statistics are. It appears that neitlier Govern- 
ment are in a position to state how much cloth has actually reached Bengal. 
As a businessman of dG years experience in Calcutta, I have never known 
such a dearth of cloth as there has been during the past 12 months. Today 
my fixtures ns well as those of other stores are empty and we can gel no 
redress us we did not buy sufficient miantities from the mills in the basic 
year to obtain a quota. Mv own metliod of purchasing Indian made cloth 
was from brokers. We did not require bales of one pattern but a larger 
assortment in smaller quantities. That way our purchases ran into lakhs 
of yards. But because w^e did not buy direct from the mills, long standing 
firms like mine are excluded from the quota. If this is not discrimination, 
what is? 

I revert to the Bengal quota in which the Minister in his recent state, 
meut has made out a good rase for revision. Allotment on a problematical 
basis of pre-war consumption is unsatisfactory' especially in Bengal where 
consumption during the war years has increased mr greater than in other 
provinces. ^ 

The Hon*ble Minister should at least demand the same quota as the 
Punjab is getting, vis., 18 yards per head per annum, and insist that this 
amount is suppliM in cloth only.^ Other commodities made of cotton should 
have a sepanite quota and there should also be a separate quota for Red 
Orosa and Milita^ requirements. The Bengal quota must he for civilian 
oonsumptioa only. He ahould also suggest to ^e Central Oovenunent 
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that home needs eome first and them tn reduce the GtK) million yards 
of finer cloth now being exported to Australia. In denying the Indian 
}>opuktion this cloth, do they think that they are building up a post-wi^ 
trade with Australia for piece-goods^ They may— I don’t. Drastic 
measures are needed to deal with black-marketing. At present they are 
defective. We read in the papers daily of various seizures h\i\ it is very 
noticeable that except in the case of petty offences, the names and adtln^sses 
of offenders and the punishment meted out to them, if unv. an* never pub- 
lished, though, so far, this exception has not been accorded to the Kuro])ean 
retailers. Whenever the latter have been summoned fo| the slightest breach 
of rules, fines and names have been blazoned in atf^e i)apers. Why again 
this discriminati(»n? 

Then again. Sir, in the case of ^eized stock**, what is being done with 
theml" We were offered some onee. we lamght, paid easb. t<>ok delivery 
from various places and our average a< tual prolit \voike<l out at t»{ per cent., 
Avhile the man whose goods were frozen got trom 10 tt» 15 oer lent. and 
casli l>efore delivery. That is not tlic worst, 'the hales did not contain 
the goods they were rejireseiited to he. AVlmt firm attt*r this kind (*f treat- 
ment is going to accept further offers without knowing what it is buying!^ 
In a recent instance, frozen stocks of mirrors held by *1 dealers in 
Swallow Lane were he s(dd at wholesale contndled price io (healers and 
firms to whom permits ha<l been issued l»\ tbc ])cput\ ( ontiolb*!' ticncral ot 
Ci^il Supplies. 

Though we have been regular customers <d these firms tor 40 years and 
laige users td mirrors, wc were not offcie<l aii> : nor an> .«»tb(‘r l',\iropt*an 
st(»re. Hnt lbe\ wen* simply s«d<l to Indian tiini**. some ni them (piite 
obscure and unknown in the glass tra<Ie. A\ ill tlie\ sell al tbt* (’onlr»»lled 
rate^ Is this communal or otlierwiscr' 

My informant with whom I have done bnsinoss tor \ears fms ailegivl 
that these have been (drained by bribing the InspoWors <*onci‘rnHl. 1 
believe it; else, how do people not previ<»usly concerned in the cloth <>r other 
trades suddenly come iiH*» the liimdight when frozen stocks are U) he 
4li>*}>o,se<l of!'' 

Who was the firm who had Lo(M) watches seized hcciniso they retuHc^l 
to sell one and which were liari(le<l hack to them about d days after— no 
name and no explanation as to whyr* 

Concluding, once again, I would ini|>ress uptin the (iovernment that it 
is useless for them to attempt their control, distribution and enforcement 
policies without having an efficient stuff to carr\ tliein out; otherwise, we 
shall continue in the same muddle as we are in t<»day,

Kir. UPENDRA MATH BARMAN: Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, this 
afternoon I do not propoee to wander into the many fields of offence and 
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corruption that obtain in the Grain Purchase Scheme of Government. 
.What I propose to dilate on is only two points, one general and the other 
particular. 

As regards the general policy of purchase, I wish to confine iny remarks 
to the purchase of food-grains, viz., paddy and rice. 1 want to say that 
the Government up till now has got no fixed policy in determining the prices 
of paddy and rice from time to time. I would ask the Ilon’ble Minister to 
state before the House if he approves of the policy that obtains with the 
Government in determining the nrices of paddy and rice as at present. 
Sir, Government is the sole purchaser of paddy and rice in tlu* Bengal 
market. Small consumers are allow’ed to purchase tJieir own ('onsumptiuu 
quota up to a small quantity but Government, being practically the sob* 
purchaser, determines prices and thus Xioverniucnt is the <lictator of ]»rices 
of paddy and rice from time to time. That being the case, it is incumbent 
upon Government to have a fixed judiev in fixing the prices. The ugri- 
culturists w’ho are growers ot paddy and rice have some claim upon Govern- 
ment and that claim is that they want to li\e. In tmr jaior country the 
agriculturists — the growers — have no other subsidiarv occujmtion. They 
have two responsibilities imposed on them, viz., first of all he is responsible 
for feeding his family and Lis next resixmsibility (tones when he has to 
purchase his essential stufts. The only means b\ which the agriculturist, 
can purcha.se the essentials (»f life i> U\ celling lus surjdus slock and unless 
he gets an adeejuate prict* t(»r it, Ih* caiimo purcliuM* thost' (’ommoditics, 
whose prices have gone ii]> three to four times. ('crtuinl\ it can he eusilt 
imagined that the agriculturist fails in his other primar> responsihilities 
also regarding education and hctilth unless he gets an adetjuale ))rice for liis 
marketable surplus. Sir, 1 do not propose for a moment that the agricul- 
turist should he given such a jirohihitive price that he can cxphdt the 
c.onsumcrs. My onls iu»in( is that (iovcrnmcnt should, at the tinn* when 
they fix the prices of paddy and rice, also considci about the c(u»dilion of 
the agriculturist’s family so that the\ can live and th<‘ir picscnl p(dicy of 
“growing more food” may have some imj>r(‘ssioii ujmn Ins nniid and he may 
have some incetttivc to grow more, rnless that is (hum and if Goxcrnmenl 
goes on reducing the prices of paddy and rice at random anil without any 
definite idea therchv caitising suRering' to the agriculturist, I should sav 
that the agriculturist, who is jmssing through very Laid days (‘veii at this 
time when all other classes are g((ing on incrri!\. will lose his incentive to 
grow’ more food. If I am allowed to (|Uote an adage in a substituted form 
I may say “Who lives if the agriculturist dies and who dies if the grower 
lives?” 1 propo.se that the Government sliould set up an advisorv committee 
80 that the Government may come to u decision and have some definite 
principles in fixing the prices of paddy and rice. That expert commiti<»e 
may take figures about tne essential necessaries of an ugriculturisi fuinily 
and also colletH figures as regards the average production of an agri(‘ulturisi 
family. It is wvll-known that for this purpose an agriculturist family is 
taken to be consisting of 5 members, adult and young. After they> have 
ascertained that, they may come to some concIuMion — it may he rough, it 
is not possible to be definite but they may have some idea — about the price 
that they should pay for the excess or surplus grains that the agriculturist 
markets, so that keeping pace with the prices of other esHentials, he can bt^ 
in a position to purchase his necessaries of life. That is my humble 
suggestion. 

Next I come to a concrete example regarding mismanagement alKoif the 

r licy of 'grain purchase. I l>e^ to inform the House about one incident. 

chanced to see a circular which had been issued bv the Assistant (*on- 
troller of Civil Supplies who is posted at Dinajimr. Tliat circular had been 
served or had been given to a sub-agent at •Talpaiguri who got the agency 
for purchasing paddy from the district.^ It has Wn stipulated there dr 
he hat been enjoined to see that he may force down the price of paddy a« 
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low as possible. As an incentive, be is told in that circular that 4e will 
get the price of paddy at the contract rate, get one anna per maund and in 
addition to these he will be allowed to keep all the marginal profit. Sir, 
this is a case of misappropriation, I must say. It is the agent who is 
allowed to misappropriate this. marginal profit which at that time, so far as 
I know, was about Rs. 2 a maund. The agriculturist — ^the grower — was 
defrauded of his just price. Government had to pay down at the contract 
rate and it was only a lew agents and sub-agents who inisappro]>riated that 
money. If this sort of exj)loitation goes on, the agriculturist will not know 
where to find redress. 

Sir, 1 submit Governuient should have some fixed policy. They should 
fix up what minimum prices tor paddy and rice must be given to the actual 
grower and there should be some marginal profit for the agents and sub- 
grower should not be left at the mercy of the agents and 
HUD-agetils. At the same time, they should not issue such iuslructions 
wJiich go to the detriment of the poor grower. 


Sir, with these remarks I submit tliat (jovcrnment should fix up sonn* 
definite policy regarding the fixation of jjrices. 


Sir HENRY BIRKMYREs Mr. Dcjiuty S)>eaker, Sir, I must apologise 
to the IJouse tor taking up still mor<* ol its time, hut there is one point 
which I would like to bring to the notice of (huernment . 


1 his ))oint ^’ill nut help my friends on tliat side, hecausi* I am not guiiig 

to attack, or criticise, the (iovernment . Hut I would like to point out 

one aspect of the cloth situation w'liich I think needs hiokmg into. 

At present the whole of the caiivasr— hy that I mean cloth ot 12 oz. per 
square yard and over— which <-omes into* Bengal is included in Bengal’s 
(lUotu of cotton cloth. Bengal is the home ot the watei [iroofing iiidustrv. 
I here are several firms here, of whieli mine own is one, which do practicalK 
the whole of the waterproofing of India’s needs, (’anvas comes in large 

imantities to Bengal. It i.s waterproofed hv fiinis in (\ilcutta, and it is 

then re-exported all over India to Madras, Bomhay, Xmthern India and 
everywdiere where w’aterproof canvas is used. 

Now, it seems unfair to Bengal that cloth, which comes into Bengal 
and IS waterproofed and which forms part of Bengal’s industry and is then 
exported, should he taken out of Bengal’s ipiotu. It has been taken up 
by the firms Vith Mr. Tully and Mr. Jones, Director of Textiles These two 
othcers realise the unfairness of the position, and it has been pointed out 
to the textile toinnussioner in Bombay. The C’otton Cloth (Control Order 
of the (Government of India was clamped down without taking any thought 
of the question of canvas. My suggestion is that the Oovernment of Bengal 
throw their weight in the scale to assist the Textile Director in his efforts to 
get cotton canvas, that is to say, cloths of 12 oz. per .(,uare vard and over 
exclutled from Bengal s quota.

The Hon*ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: Mi. Deputy Speakei, Sir, 
the 8peeche.s today have been so runibling that il is ruthei diiflcult to know 
where to begin. I shall try us far us possible to tolb)v\ the order ol tlie 

speakers. Mr. Nishitha Nath Kuiidu has (Mticise*! e\eiv one who has had 

any hand in these matters. He has attacked tlie IimkI ( oniinittees on the 
one hand and the Subdivisional Otticers <in the other, lie wanted to suggest 
that if the selection had been lelt to hiiuHelt, it wtuild have been inutdi 
better. But I can assure him that if Mr. Ni-siiitlia Nath Kundu had made 
the selw'tion himself, other jiersons Mould have risen immediately and 
would have iminted out that he had made wning stdei tions and that he must 
have been snaring w'ith tlnwe whom he had selected. I want to clear one 
misconception that setun.s to have arisen in the iiiinds of meml>ers regarding 
the selection. 1 do not Hele<*t any traders. I do not select the agents. I 
have not selected anybody. That is not the t unction of the Minister. I 
shall explain this a little bit more fully later <m. Consequently, Sii^ 1 
cannot l>e guilty of any of the charges that have Imm made regarding 
nepotism, jobbery and what else and what not. 1 M’ould like to disabuse 
the mind of any gentleman sitting either to the right or to the lelt wlm 
thinks that in the Civil Supplies Department any patronage ha.-^ l>een 
extended on account of political reasons. ] shall explain the general 
principles later on which the patronaj^e or whatever it may he <if (lovern* 
ment is extended to people. Mr. Nishitha Nath Kundu thereu|Mui w<mdered 
why when the average price of Dinaipur rice happeiief! to In* at Us. Ij4i 
at a particular time Government sold it at R«. la or Rs. lb per maund. 
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government was not selling at Rs. 15 or Rs. 16. The 

.surplus areas was Rs. 13-8 per maund. So, he might think over thi> 

before he speaks again on the subject. 

Mr. Abdul Wahed Bokainaffari came next. I do not wish to commem 
upon his speech except to say that he has spoken truth once in his life an.l 
that is that the Ministry which was responsible for the deaths of so inan> 
people should be turned out by the neck and that Ministry has been turned 
out by the neck. 

S r. Sanyal has referred to various matters. As regards the grain 
ase scheme, he has asked us to revise it. We are not revising the 
scheme, hut we are improving it. There liave been various loopholes in 
the last scheme which we are tightening up at present in the interests of the 
cultivator. We have not had so much experience of direct purchase that 
we can throw out the agents and take them over. As a matter of fact we 
believe that if we are to (diange over to direct purcha.ses, all that we would 
be doing would be that we would be supplanting a few agents by a large 
number of agents over whom it would be very difficult to keep control and 
watch. We would not be able to supervise. 

Dr. Sanyal has referred to a Marwari gentleman who has considerablx 
prospered as chief agent and .charges him with blackmarketing. 1 |iave 
absolutely no complaint against him in respect of black-marketing. There 
have been complaints against him regarding the selection of his agents. 
Whether he has prospered or not, he alone knows, hut it is ceratin that 
this gentleman has been most efficient in his pnamremcnt f>olicv and so fai 
as the Department is eoncerned, it thinks fairly highly of him. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: Do you retei to Manturam Jaipuria!*' 

The Hon*ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: No 
Dr. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: I mentioiUMl him. 

The Honniile Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: I am ^onv that the 
honourable nuMuber was referring to another gentleman. 1 do not know 
the other gentleman and I am not prepared to g«j into that 

Dr, Sanyal has again referred to permits i^su(Ml recklessly hy the 
Department. I am constrained to .say that niun\ inslunees have been 
brought to my notice, on which 1 have had to take a('tion and ultimately 1 
have to stop all the abuses of permits and have ordered that all ])ermitN and 
releases that are issued hy the Department for various specific- reasons should 
uot only he maintained in a register but that every reason for every pennit 
should he put down, so that it could W scrutinised hy any one concerned 
later. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: It is rather lute 

Thf Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY; Yes. 1 am afraid, rather 
late. Orders were passed when things were brought to niy notice. 

Dr. Sanyal has again referred to a firm that refused to Imnour a permit 
for 9,0(K) bales of Yarn, He has further stated (hat the (Uiainnati of the 
Provincial Textile board came to issue it and that he had souiething to do 
with that firm. This is the first time that T have heard of it and I am 
going to make an enquiry in this Whalf. This is not a light matter. 
Permibs issued by tfovernnTent must 1 h* honoured hy every one or he will 
have to give an explanation* for it. I shall not allow any attempt to succeed 
which will defeat the ladicy of Government in this btffiaif. 

As regards standard cloth, Dr. Sanyal .said that when the standard cloth 
was unloaded on the market, it was forced on the people. As Dr. Sanyal 
kfiows, at that time, the shortage had not appeared, the standard cloth was 
not taken up by merrhlnta, the stock was increasing and there seemed to be 
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40 dwmce of an offtake. Had it been known that the position would become 
acute, we would have conserved our standard cloth to the best of our 
ability. The position actually was that it was apprehended that there 
mi^bt ^ deterioration as in the case of fooilgraius. So, it was that iwlicy 
which induced our officers to unload the standard cloth round the nec’ks of 
those people. 

As regards the reference that has been made to u monopoly Wing given 
to a firm and the complaint that has been made by the Naupada ChamWr 
of Commerce, I have already started an enquiry into the matter. The file 
has not come up to me. 1 shall not allow the mutter to rest there because 
it does appear to me to be strange that there should he rtK>m for such u 
complaint. 

Now, Sir, coming to the question of boats, Dr. Sauyul bus made, and 
other members have made, a rather sweeping usseiti(»n that the ImiuIs which 
we are really building will be a dead loss, and that we have lu) right to put 
them down as assets. He has also stated that there is no need for these 
boats. I myself feel a certain amount of hesitation regarding the building 
of these boats at the exjiense which it is considered nei'essary tor them. A 
large number of boat.s — more than large lM>ats — were destroyed in 

pursuance (d the denial policy and it is but proper that wc slumid be 
rei)lacing them so that the people of Bengal snould be abh‘ to earry on. 
What we do think is that because of the destnietien «»i a luigr nuinher id 
biiats there was alleged to be a shortage id ln»ats. We iM>uld mq find iKHiis 
when we wanted thein for m(»vemeut purpi»ses from hen* tii Kaslern Bengal 
and if we now built these lauits, we ci»uld use them foi movement purjM>ses 
and theii'after. it tlic Civil Supplies arrangenien(.H disappear, ilisiwise <d to 
tlic people. As I said. Sir, I t<‘el a I’ertuin amount of hcsitalicui rt'guriling the 
necessity tor such a jxdicy and wc have rcijues(«*d tin* < lovernnn’nt id India 
to send to us an experiimecd offii’er in this behalf win> is making an iuujuiry, 
a fhorongb eiKjuirx, Iroin ihe beginning to tin* tMiil, regarding tin* lamt 
p(dicv to fin<l out w bethel tloTc i.s necessity tiir tlu'se boatn <»t md, wdiat 
kinds of boats are laung built, whctlicr tlu'v an* likcl> to be of any use ti» 
us or not and what slj(»uld In* done in that ladialf. I ran assun* the House 
that this will be [uirsued witli vigiiur ami when I find that tliere is no 
ni’eessity tor these boats the bi»at polii’\ will bt* scrmipi'il. By that I 
understand that that is in be onl\ for the fiduriv I am ci-rfain that the 
bo.its, if alreuil\ built, will not he such a dead Ion*, on us as lias been stated 
heie 

I find, Sir, that the House has greatly aiiprecdutcd the poetic speech of 
Mr. Kamal Krishna Koy and I am sorry 1 sluill not be abb* to emulate the 
honourable memWr. J only wish I bail understood the high fiown oratory 
in his poems. 

Next comes Mr, Surendra Nath Biswus. He jdeaded tor free trade but 
we are not prepared to go bark to free trade. We think that if w^e today 
allowed the inerehants to make the purehases and move the stocks there was 
every likelihood again that stewks might lx* built up to (he detriment id ihe 
people of Bengal and they will l>e kept there so that as fMMui as the trade 
finds that it is able to sijueeze the people, they wdll do so wherever they 
possibly can. 

Coming to Mr. Norton be has raised a protest against cloth coritnd. 
Now, Sir, cloth control, as he knows, was introduced by the (fovernment of 
India and it was introduced l>e<ause the price of cloth was rising by leaps 
and bounds. If Mr. Norton will throw his mind to that stage he will find 
that every one was alarmed at the manner in which the prii'c was going up. 
It is true that cloth could be obtained and was obtained at the Kuropean 
shops because Mr. Norton’s clients do not mind what they pay provided they 
fiwt good material but for the ordinary people the price was rising and 
Government of India stepped in and controlled cloth and as wain as control 
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came in it has been successful in bringing down the price at the stipulated 
level. That at any rate is what we see from the figures that are put up by 
the Government of India. Now, Sir, it is also to be (*ousidered whether we 
should prefer experienced trade channels instead of inexperienced trade 
channels and I will refer to the policy of Government in this behalf. I ask 
Mr. Norton and others who are tradfers to reconsider that position. What 
we have found is this that in the trade channels there are some who are 
cerfainly not very honest. I am not prepared to state that all traders are 
black-marketeers, that all traders are profiteers and that all traders make 
huge profits, but as a general rule they have not spared the public and the 
consumers and the more experienced the trade channel the more cleverly 
he has black-marketed and profiteered. 1 think, Sir, the time must come 
when we shall have to depart from the experienced trade channels t(» 
reasonable, honest and decent people who will be prepared to distribute 
cloth without any great profit. It may be difficult to find such |)eople and 
it may be that many of them shall not be found amongst the ranks of the 
trade channels. So far as they have been found amongst the trade chaunel>, 
we are prepared to utilise them. Mr. Norton looked at me and said what 
about the 1,500 watches. They were brought and released and I plead not 
guilty to the charge. I never heard <»f them and 1 d(> not know how they 
came and at wdiuse instance they were released and why they were released 
and therefore I do not plead guilty. 

Mfi H. R NORTON! On a point of information, Sir. Has the Hon’ble 
Minister consulted the Knforcemeiit Branchs 

Thn Hon*bl4 Mr^ H« %• OUHRAWARDY: It has nothing to do with 
the F.nforcement Branch. It is being done by the Controlb*r of India. We 
are, as a matter of fact, trying to link the two up and there is a recent 
attempt on our part to extend their jurisdiction hut up' till now we have 
not got it and 1 hesitate to take on more responsihilitv unless and until the 
Enforcement Branch is better organised. 

Now, Sir, Mr. TTpendrii Nath Barman has suggested the eonstitution ol 
a eominittee to determine the prices of rice and pa<ld\ from time to time. 
We have now* a fixed p(diey, the policy of a ceiling prict*, and in bringing 
that down we are fixing a price which will not have eftect until the end (»f 
May or June next. This price has been determined h\ several faetor.H and 
not only the agriculturist has been taken into consideration but also we 
have tuKen into consideration the necessity of keeping pro es at a reasouahle 
level. In my opinion we shall not allow' the price of nee to rise too high 
and our endeavour will he to try and siv that the prices of other e(»mmodities 
are also brought down to help the agriculturists to buy those things. There- 
fore froni that point of view we are trying to e(»ntrol the prices of (ither 
commodities and we have been able to control in the matter of kerosene oil, 
salt and others and 1 hoj»e we shall he able t«> do the same as regards 
textiles. 

I am grateful to Sir Henry Birkmyre for having drawn my attention 
to the fact that canvas and wuierpnmf ch>th ought to W excludeil from the 
textile quota to Bengal. We shall certainly take note of if as one more 
argument in our favour in computing our textile quota and we should give 
it that consideration. 

I come now to a speech made by Mr. Ashutosh Lahiry. 1 did not 
understand very much of what he stated. He was obviously si>eakiiig tor 
publicatii»n in the papers tomorrow^ and he was making u survey of tJie 
xnittWds of the whole of India. I understoo<l only a few words by whic h 
1 gathered that he was attacking tbe Muslim l..eague us a whole and that 
he was pouring forth his venom against the Mnsiiia I^eaguers that we are 
all bad people, and Muslim League being more or less syiiouimous with 
Muslims, Mr. Ashutosh l.«aliiry who is the Secretary of the AlLIudia 
Hindu Mahasabha obviously wants that all MusUms should be eradicated 
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from this land but I am afraid he will not be able to see his dream realised. 

with that he also referred to eomiiuiual favouritism and eommunal 
boon. With regard to this I wish to say something on the floor of the House 
and wish to inform everybody of the manner in which luitronage and con- 
traots are given in this department. I consider that where there is a free 
competition everybody comes in and where (iovernment does not iutertere 
every one has got a clear footing and has got the right to d<i whatever he 
posfiihly can. We have seen that per.sons who had a mom*poly of one trade 
have had to compete with persons of other communities entering into that 
trade. To give you an example, in tlie hide trade and llu‘ hiri truth* the 
Muslims had a monopoly hut the fTimlus are now ctuning in ami we weltonu* 
them. There is then the fruit trade in which the Muslims had a imumjudy 
but w'e find that Hindus are coining in and we otter all puul luck to tliem. 
There can be no objection when one community enters intt» a trade which 
has been in the hands of the other and wlien it comes to the i|Uestion ot 
Government patronage Government has got to consider that justice is iloue 
to all communities and then we have got to stand on fairness and justice 
whenever the question of selection or patronage eoiues in. Now, what would 
be the fairest thing for Hcngal^ And when you come to that inicstion you 
have got to adopt a principle. It that priueiplc he that the claims ot all 
Bengiuis as citizens of Bengal, as decent .sons of Bengal, siiall he eonsidcreil, 
then what can be a better principle than this that it should he in aeeordanee 
witli the population basis. Here I am referring to the two major eominu- 
iiities. I have, however, not accepted that and have Htart«*d on tiu* fifty- 
fifty basis. T think. Sir, by doing that 1 have done injustiee (o the Muslim 
community. Instead of working on the population basis 1 have recpiested 
all the officers to try and adjust as tar us they p<»ssihly <‘an on the communal 
basis and to see that everybody gets a tair <leal. This matUT has been left 
to the local officers. There are certain places in Kast Bengal where 
practically all the menhants are Muslims hut I have insisted that Hindus 
should also have a look in. TlH*re are places in Wcsl Bengal where, 
Hindus have u monopolv hut I have uski'd there tliat Muslims should alK(> 
have a look in. But tlie result is not .sc> satisfying. Tin* result is llmt 
whereas Hindus had a look in in Fiast Bengal. Muslims huv<* not had a look 
in in West Bengal. If you take the provincial cjiiotu as a wlude I am afraid 
you will find that the order which has been passed by me to give both (he 
communities an equal deal has m>t been carried out. and the Hindus are 
very much in a majority. 

I would place liefore you .some sneeifie eu.ses just to show how we have 
dealt with this ease of patronage, what instructions we have jmssetl and to 
what extent they have oeeii given effect (<», you will sec for yrmrselt, and 
I hope thereafter we shall never hear an\ more <d eommunal favouritism or 
of fKilitical patronage. 

We have got (/hief Agents tor (lie purchase ot rice. Of them two are 
Hindus, one Muslim and one Kuropean. It is possible that H(nrie may have 
to go, hut this is the position as it is. If you realise for a moment that rice 
is m<«tly grown by the Muslim agric ulturists, if you realise for a moment 
that the entire trade of movement of rice was in the hands ot MuHliius— 
they are the p/mriVw, they are the //e/wrw, thev arc the araUUtrx in those 
places mostly where rice is grown-— you will reahy tlien the injustice that 
has been done to the Muslim c'onimunity. (Dr. Namnakmia Sanyai/; The 
production area of Ispahanis is five times ns much as that of others. The 
whole of Midnapore and Dinajpur is Ispahanis.) If you consider anc»thcr 
aectum, namely, Stockists and Handling Agents in the mofnssil areas, they 
are practically all Hindus and all uon-Bcngali Hindus. lUai IfAurNiiRA 
Nath CHAUiiHrai : Questipn.) So that so far as this Government is con- 
cernesl, so far as this Ministry is concerned, w*e have left it entirely to our 
officers. None of these ever f^oiiie to us for sanction. If they liave anything 
to report they write to the CivJ Huppiies Gmimissioner or to myself and we 

tfiuit that our instructions are followed. 

% 
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Now, let U8 consider the number of those who have been given carrying 
contracts of movement of (^ains from one part of Bengal to the other and 
thereafter make up your mind whether there has been any case of political 
patronage or not : 

Muslims 25 : Hindus 41 — of them 3 are non-Bengalees and this Govern- 
ment is supiposed to be giving everything to Muslims to the detriment ot 
others! Christian — 1: Hindus and Muslims — 7: Armenian — 2: Shipping 
Company — 2. 

Let us come Ui the boat contractors of the Civil Supplies Department. 
As you know, so far as the proprietors of the companies are concerned, I 
have nothing to do with them and I am unable to answer whether these 
companies that honourable gentlemen were speaking about belong to A, B 
or C. I have nof even bothered to look into them to find out who are the 
proprietors of any of these companies and I do not know whether they are 
companies under the Civil Supplies Department or not. Out of the boat 
contractors Muslims are 13, Hindus 'M of whom 14 are non-Bengalees, and 
one is in partnership business between a Bengalee and a non-Bengalee. But 
even these are no indications at all because in the value of the contracts the 
Hindus far excel the Muslims by having contracts of about ten times to one. 
and it is stated that we are giving communal patronage to the Muslims. 

Handling Agents and Stockists in Calcutta — Muslims 4, Hindus 20, of 
whom non-Bengalee Hindus are 17, (dhers 3. 

Now, let us see what liappens if we leave the mutters to the trade and 
ask the trade to select what the trade does for itseli. You may remember 
that we asked some Flour Asso<*iation and Rice Association to select some 
traders. Out of 400 persons that were selected hy that organisation 12 were 
Muslims in one case and 8 in an<»ther case. It is not possible that we shall 
continue to act in this inunngr and even .so show onr ia<*c to the public. 

In the selections that are made in the rationed area ot shops, there are 
barely any Muslims and many of these .shops have been rejected (ui such 
grounds on which most of the Hindu sln)p.s would have been rejected hut 
those* llindii sh(>ps have been kept. Now, Sir, J do feel that if you want an 
op])oi*tunitv to reject anything you always find an excuse; it you want an 
opportunity to keep it you always find an exe usc. 1 merel\ point out to 
the House that so far as this (rovernmeiit is concerned we have tdloweel the 
ofiicers to go on in their own way and have not interfered. If you say “Be 
just and do justice” and 1 inR*rfcre, then immediately a cry will arise 
that we are interfering in tlie interest of political patronage, that we are 
interfering in the interest of friends. If we di> not interfere, then you sav 
‘‘Why do you not interfere?” So we are as a matter of fact in a (left stick 
and we feel, Sir, some [jolicy of ours will have to he adopted, some .sei tion 
will have to interfere in the matter to see that justice is done l>etween the 
oom muni ties. 

Sir, 1 really forgot <me instance. The other day we selected 22 
importers — they were 8ele(’tions, mind you — to import cloth from Boinlwy 
ana Ahmedahad. Of these 22 importers onl\ one was a Muslim, 21 were 
Hindus. (Dr. N.\ijnaksha S.vkyal : There were no other importers.) 

Ni»w, Sir, all these contracts, all this patronagt* that has been distributed 
by Government, it is not possible for me to hmk into, and as a matter of 
fact I refused to look into them as I think that the Minister only (mines in 
if a complaint is made to hiipT If anylx>dy makes a complaint and put.s up 
a case before me that a wrong has been (hyie or an injustice to any 
community or to anybody has l>een done, I am prepared to look into it, 
but I have made up my mind that I am not going to l(H>k into any individual 
caee. Now, Sir, so far as this side is concerned what justification is there 
of gentlemeii in the Opposition speaking about political patronage? We 
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doae so little of political patronise; there are a large numlwr of 
people in the Opposition who are opposing us today who have got contracts 
from Government. 

Mr. RAMIZUDDIN AHMED: Name them. 

The Hofi’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: 1 will not name them. 

Mr. CHARU CHANDRA ROY: Please name them. 

Mr. KIRAN 8ANKAR ROY: You cannot ca^nt insinuations like that. 
You must give the names, (Uproar.) It is a lie. 

Tho Hon*bla Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: They are handling agents, 
they are carrying agents, they are sU>ring agents, they are chan'oal agents, 
and you know who they are. (Renewed uproar.) 

Mr. RAMIZUDDIN AHMED: We want U) hear the names. 

ThO Hofpblo Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: 1 will not lower my dignity. 
I will tell you the reason why and the House will hear with nie. It mem- 
bers of the (>j)position Imve got these contracts, I hav(‘ no grievaru'e against 
them.

Khan Sahib HAMIDUDDIN AHMAD: I have nothing further to add. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Dr. Sanyal. when he has given a clear 
answer it is no use putting these (|ue8tions. 

Or. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: Sir, \n> clear answers are that 
Government propose to proeeed against the malpractices in tliese two cases, 
which are hanging fire for more than two years. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Whatever it may be, he 1ms said that be 
has nothing further to add.

Indust lies”. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: May I take it that the short notiee 
will he taken by your ntfieer 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: With the pel iiiis,-.i(m ot the House [ urn 
cluinging the onier only to aeeommo<lute Mr Datta. I propose to take 
Mr. Duttu’s motions first — items 22 and d’J togetlier. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Sir, 1 beg to move that the 
demand of Rs.dl for expenditure under the head “4'1 — Industries — 

Industries*' he reduced liy Ks.ltK) to raise a discussion about the conduct 
of the Government in not giving proper training in tanning to the Rishi 
community {mnchijt) in the Province of Bengal specialh Ju the district ol 
Tippera, who liuve been very seriousl\ affected hy the last famine and the 
Government have not done anything foi tlieii rehabilitation a'» a part of 
their Rehabilitation Programme. 

I further move that the demand of Rs.dl .IG.tHKl for expenditure under 
the head “4-t — Industries — Industries” he retimed hy Rs.lOO to raise a 
discussion about tlie policy of the Government in declaring the Bengal 
Branches of the Alf-lndia Spinners’ Assofdation as illegal and in not 
withholding the ban even this day in view ot the change of the political 
situation of the country. 

Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, with regard to motion No. 22 it is known to 
all of u» — at least to many wf us — that the^population of the Rishi commu- 
nity in the province of Beiigal is aWut 1 1 lakhs. It is also known to all 
Ihat the people of the Rishi community are the most depressed people in the 
]nroviiic.e — economicallv, socially and politically — and they have been 
iepresaed lor thousands of years, but no attempt has been made to improve 
their condition, For^ these 11 lakhi of people there ie only one tanning 
institute in jCaleutta but in tha# tanning institute. I am toll 
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1[ am quite sure it is a fact* there is no student lielong* 
ing to the Bislii caste but most of the students belong to the 
Musuin comitiunity and the Hindu community other tliun toe Bishis 
i^mu^his). There are only 10 or 12 students who get 8ti|>ends in the tanning 
insti^te. Stipends and scholarships should be given to the Kishi ptmple and 
tanning institutes should be started in areas which are inhabited bv the 
Rishi people in order to improve the miserable condition of these iteople, ^ 

In the district of Ti|ipera there is a large number of' Hishis especially in 
the Brahmanbaria sulxlivision, and I know their condition. I know. Sir, 
during the last famine many of them died. T am told that Ks. 5o lakhs was 
spent under the rehabilitation S(‘heme in the year 1044-40. 1 waul to kimw 

from the Oovernmeiif whether a single pic *has been spent for the Uishi 
community out of this /k) lakhs of rupees. Moi cover. 5o lakhs for the 
rehabilitation programme for the pruxime is nnthing. At page d7(» of the 
Blue Book you will fiud (hat under Hehahilitation Programme there are— *

Mr. Deputy Speaker, you will be astonished to learn tliat the jirovision of the 
Kehabilitation Programme lias been omitted in the next budget. Do the 
Government think that there is no neee.HMfx foi the Uehabililalioii Pio- 
graimiie*' Do the supporters of the Government think that ther<* is no 
necessity for free grants to artisans, that (heie is no neetssit\ for free grants 
in the form of ia%N ninterials. that there is no lO'ce^sity toi sab* of maferials 
at cost price, that there is no necessitv lor loans in the form of raw materials 
and that there is no necessity for sale <»! materials at ch(*ap rates y jliluny 
arti.saiis ih* not get theii artiides in the niark<*t and have to purchase them 
from the hlack market. '1 he eoldders have to purrdiase their articles from 
the hhi<*k market. 1 wcmld ask tlie .Governmein to make a provision at least, 
under the Rchahiiitution Programme no that these artisans, viz., the cobblers 
of whom I am .speaking today, gel necosurv articles for their ImsinesH ai 
cost pnee ami at confittlled prn e. that ihev get raw materials at cheap cost. 

hy Government have altogc'ther omitted any jirovisjon for Hehubilitatiou 
Programme so fur as these Hishi.s are etuieernedy Wh> no monev has been 
spent on their aeeount as tliev are the most di'pic'-sed, socially and (‘conoini* 
(•ally in this province, or I should say. in the eoniinent of Asia^ 

Sir, there is one thing which I should mention here. In answer to 
questions Government said that a Peripatetic Demon.strutioii On Ire was 
started in the province but as honourable members are aware this Peripatetic 
Demonstration (Vntre go to the locality. nUiy there l.ir one month, two 
months or at the most three months. You know, Sir, so far as the Hishi 
community is concerned, cent, per cent, of (lieui are uneducated. Not a 
single one of them really has got any education and can W called literate. 
So. Sir. what good can be done by this Peni»aletic Demoiwtration (eiitie 
to the pe<»ple in tlie course of 15 days <»r one month or in the course of three 
months at the inosty They can do no good. In tlie areas where there arc 
Bishis tanning institutions should be started and provision should be made 
for that. 

Then, Sir. I lieg to submit that there is only (»iie school for teaching 
shoe-making or leather-making in the city of Calcutta. I am t(dd and I 
learn on good authority that not a single student belonging t<» the Bishi 
community is in this shoe-making and leather-making schcHd. It is a miser- 
able thing for them. Sir, I feel very strongly in the matter. What wm 
the occupation of theae Bishis The occupati<n|i of the Bishis umhI 

to be to strip off the hides from the carcasses^ from the dead bodies of the 
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animals, and then to dry them with some materials. These hides are to be 
dried with some materials, and because they have toot got any training in 
tanning, they are sufiering. Previously they used to gel hides practically 
iree of cost, because the carcasses were thrown away, but ^ow-a-days the 
Muslim community have found a profitable business in keeping the skin and 
selling it to the Eishis. The margin of profit that the Bishis get now-a- 
days IS practically very small and negligible. Unless immediate steps are 
taken, the whole community will die in the course of a few years. As a 
matter of fact. Government did not give any special attention for improving 
the condition of the Eishis of the Province of Bengal. 

Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, so far as Industries are concerned, you will 
find that in the budget estimate for the year 1944-45 there is a provision 
of E8.86,600 under the sub-head “Scholarships”. I would like to draw 
the pointed attention of the supporters of the Ministry that even the full 
amount of that insignificant sum of Rs. 85,500 could not be spent, because 
in the revised estimate you will find a provision of only Rs.76,(MX). This 
year, I mean in the year 1945-4G, a provision of R8.72,400 has been made. 
Sir, Government thought it fit that the provision of Rs.8o,51M) in the 
year 1944-46 should be reduced, and as a matter of fact, it has been 
reduced. 

Sir, I also want to draw the attention of the Hoirble Minister and the 
members opposite who are supporting the Ministry to another ^ignificant 
fact. There was a provision of Ks.l9,t)l,H50 in the budget estimate of 
1944-46 under the sub-head “Urants-in-aid”. You will he astonished ti> 
learn, Sir, that this sum of Rs. 19,01,850 towanls the grants-in-aid to 
schools imparting education for the industrial devcdopnient of the country 
could not be spent by Government, They only s])enl Thi^ 

is a ridiculously low sum compared to the original provision for a higlier 
sum of Rs. 19 lakhs and odu. There was a provision of 19 lakhs of 
rupees in the year 1944-45; it was revised to a ridiculously lower ->uiu in 
that particular year, and again a redmed jirovision has been made in the 
budget estimate for 1945-40. I want to know why (ioverninent have made 
u smaller jirovision this year. Does not the Government tliink that there 
was room for the development of the eottage industries in tins country 
Sir, Mahatma Gandhi started an All-India v^pinne.is Assoidation in order 
to develop the cottage industries in this Province. ITe is a ri.shi and so 
be wantea to save the country from nakedness and ruin, hut unfurtuiiatel\ 
the people of the country have not responded to his call. This All-India 
plan for the development of cottage industries has failed, as it is lM>und 
to fail without the help of the Government. The Government which 
cannot spend the full amount of money after ]»roviding a sum for the 
development of industries stands condemned. 

Sir, 1 want to draw the attention of the House to another p(»iut with 
regard to the All-India Spinners Assmiatiou. Thi** Association has Wen 
declared banned by an order the G(»verniuenl of India and its branches 
have been declared unlawful bv the Government of Bengal. T come from 
the district of Tippera and I know wliat has been done by the All-India 
Spinners Association there. A large number of spinners of the Khadi 
Pratisthan in Barkamta in the Sadar subdivision of the district have been 
arrested and put into jail. Not only that, Sir; there are Khadi Pratisthan 
centres in the outlying areas of the Tippera distriit and all the spinners 
and workers of those Pratig.thans have altg) been arrested and imprisoned. 
Sir, we are talking of elotb famine, but still Government do not think 
that the ban on the All-ludia Spinners Association should be withdniwn. 
Sir, while we say that there is a pn»viHion for starting a spinning factory 
in Bengal and the scheme is under the consideration of Government, the 
weavers are dying for want of yarn. Sir, I submit, that Government 
should take immediate steps to withd^w the ban on the spinners associa- 
Moni. In vi4w of &« political situaGon of the country, Oovemm^t may 
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say^ Giat that would uot be pjoaaible. But 1 do not know how ihe»e Yorker* 
are connected with thf|j)oUtieal situation. Even admitting for arguments 
sake that they are connected with the political situation, I must say that 
the situation has changed and I repeat that the ban on the Albindia 
Spinners Association should be withdrawn before long. Sir, one word 
more and I have finished. Textile licences are not Wing granted and 
difiBculties are being experienced in getting cotton. 

With these few words I commend my motion to the acceptance ol the 
(House. I again request the Government to try to improve tlic condition 
of the Rishis for they are the most depressed community in Bengal and 
in India. 

•Ir DH I REN DR A NATH SEN: Sir, I beg to m(>ve that the demand 
of Rs. ’ll, 16, 000 for expenditure under the head “4-’l — Industries — Indua- 
tries’* be reduced by Rs.lOO to raise a discussion about the Rehabilitation 
Programme. 

Sir, with the usheriug of Provincial Autonomy under the Constitution 
Act of 1935, high hopes were raised about tlie iMmsihle expansion of 
activities of the nationbuilding departments and of liberal provision made 
by the Provincial Government for an all round dcvclojmieiit of provincial 
resources Wth human and material. Provincial Autonomy has been in 
operation for eight years n(»w, hut an evaluation of progress made during 
this period will .slum that while the normal (»rdinar> budget of Bengal 
almost doubled alhMutioiis for the nation-'huildiug departments have 
lemained more or less the same and that the old policy of cither 
starving these departmentN or iloling out fumls is being ^continued. The 
increased taxation that the Province has been 4’alled upon to War has 

f one to swell tlu’se departments of the Government to which axe couhl 
ave been properly apjdied. The Industries Department bus been no 
exception to this slate of affairs, us would be evident from the fact that 
the ordinary budget of the Industries proper has remained more or less 
statitmary round Us. 16 lakhs, pven the major p<u'tion of this meagre 
grant is being eaten up by administration expenses with the result that ^ 
very little has been done for the industrial development of the province. 
8ir, when the AVur broke out in Europe, most of us felt that the temporary 
withdrawal of foreign competition W4>uld give a great impetus to the iudus. 
trial development of the country. But, generally speaking our hojies 
have been frustrated, for just as war had created opportunities f4)r Indian 
Industries, it also created a nuiiiher of ditfi<*ultieH in their way. Bottle- 
neck to industrial develoj)inent has been provided by an inadequate rtdease 
of raw’ materials like <*oal, chemicals, minerals, etc., to these industries 
wlio have been catering to the civilian consumers. Shortage of transnort , 
provides another bottle-neck for the Indian industries. Handicappea as 
the Indian Industries have been due to these factors, thev could not. make 
progress to the extent that is desirable and as one would expect because 
of lack of foreign comi)etition. I appreciate that in these matters the 
Provincial Ooveniments are not the final authority as most of the controls 
have been instituted by the Government of India. But a large number 
of industrial concerns and also representative organ i.satious of dlfferehf 
industries must have approac hed the Industries Department' for giving them 
relief in so far as release of nec'essurv raw' materials, coal, and traiisfiort 
were concerned. I should like to know what the dt^partment has done for 
effecting improvement in these directions. Even if there had been no sucdi 
requests, 4he Industries Department should have on its own initiative taken 
the matter in right earnest with the Government of India to provide relief 
to industries as far as practicable in the circumstances. So far ns I am 
aware, the department has done nothing of the kind and has Wen foUow- 
ing a Umtez fmre attitude in this respect and allowed itself to rest with 
we smug belief that the industries will manage the affairs for themselviMi. 
PerhafMi the Industnee Dejllui'tineiit has no conscience to stifle. ^IHius yre 
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iind oumlres today in a miserable plight of poverty in the midst of 
plenty. Despite large resources the country remidns industrially back- 
ward. Whatever prosperity that we see In connection with the industries 
is only artificial and confined to a small section of industries who have 
been supplying orders from the Government for war purposes. The 

? :alloDing inflation that we find to-<^y is also to a certain extent responsible 
or this feeling of prosperity which at bottom still remains artificial. 
Ther^ has been scarcely any appreciable addition to the industrial poten- 
tiality of the country. The result has lM*en that with a diversion of a greater 
proportion of the productive capacity to meet war needs, there has been 
a serious shortage in the supply of gwds for civilian consumption. 
Scarcity of civilian consumer gotwls combined with a greatly inflated 
currency has in its turn led to a steep rise in prices. There has been no 
<hmht aijoiit some amount ot hoarding an(i profiteering which again derives 
sustenance from the short supply, but the position is mainly one of actute 
shortage of supply of goods and of inflated currency. To take a specific 
instance, cloth famine is now raging in the province. This shortage of 
cloth has given the Government of India a handle to import a large amount 
of cottou cloth mainly from the United Kingdom. I have read the state- 
ment of the Hon’ble Member but this is not the place to exj)ose the fallacy 
of his argument. Import has been sought tf) he justified as a measure for 
the benefit td the consumers, liut have the (iovernment emjuired into 
the real causes of this sliortage?' Neurls two-ihiids of the exi^ting pro- 
ductive capacity (tf the Indian cotton mill industry is now engaged to meet 
Government order. Kven the balance that has Iteeii left to meet Uje 
requirements of the civilian market could not he worked to their tullest. 
capacity because of sboit supply of coal and nc(essarv cluMnicaK relcase(l 
to the cotton mills. If the looms tliul arc now working to su])ply war 
orders had been releu.sed to meet the civilian n(*e<ls. and tlie cloth that is 
being imported w-crc diverted tor the military, then thi^ situation of 
cloth scarcity in the country would not liave iu*rhap> aiiscn at all. I 
should like to know what the Government ha\e (hme to get the looms that 
are itow engaged in wui woik released to meet civilian demamU. Uotiiing 
to Bengal in partieiilur. the province has al\va\s been def)en(lent toi its 
cloth supply on outside sources. This would he realised from the tact that 
while the normal production of Bengal mills and the handloom'^ witlnti 
the prvinee aimmnted to about Ks. 5 erores, cotton goods valued at ahcuit 
Rs. 15 cores were being imimrted int(» this province. At present there are 
about 30 cotton mills working in this province and there is still scoj)e f(*r 
three times the number, if the province is to inctq its entire demands from 
internal supply. Already the p<»st-war }dans are being laid and the 
Government of India have introduced a system of registration of I'apitul 
* goods that may be iinf»urted in the p(»st-war period. The ( iovernment of 
India are also contemplating regulation of fhe development of industries 
on a regional basi.s. It is. therefor^, time that everv province >hcuU\ lav 
down its p(»si-war plans of industrial development and to make all 
arrangements for an early implementation of their scheme. I shall, there- 
fore. be glad to be enlightened as to the steps which have up till now 
baiPn taken by the Department in this directitm. 

Industrialists all over the country have exiue^sed their apprehen.si<»n in 
regard to the Government of India's proposal for the importation of c(m- 
sumer goods. It has been recently stated in the press that arrangements 
have been made for the importation of gtxMls worth £60 million. Such 
unfiarts may W welcome as a4l.ti-inflationarv measure calculated to ease the 
essential civilian needs like drugs and ineilicines, but such imports should 
not be at the expense of existing Indian industries. Already there is a 
growing feeling among the consuming public that the Indian industries 
and businesameti are not nlaying their part by the consumers. But the lay 
public are no$ acquainted with the difliculties under which Indian indus- 
tries have to woih and the causes of shprt supply of goods in the maihet 
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SwM A state of affairs combined with im|Kirtatioii of foreign goods a|»|>eara 
to a sinister sigp^ficanoe. This feeling of the iH>nsumera may be 

fully exploited for the purpose of pushing sales of foreign gotnls into 
India. His Majesty’s Government have made it perfectly clear that the 
post- war commercial policy will be one of intensified export drive. Such 
a drive would be made at the cost of consumers in the home country where 
controls would be so regulated as would not permit the full restoration of 
their pre-war living standards, not to speak, of any enhancement, till the 
export markets are (’uptured. Most td (he goods eX[Mn‘tftl to the foreign 
markets will be more or less subsidised. It is therefore reastniuble that 
stej»s sh(Mild he taken for tlo* protection and development of Indian industries 
against foreign imports. The plea of c(»nsumers’ interest is hardly suffi- 
cient to justify the proposed im|>ort of consumer goods. Just us the natives 
of the exporting countries will have to undergo sacrifies in order that 
their prewar export markets may he regained, so also Indian consumers 
may be asked to undergo tempt>rar\ abstinenee in order that the natural 
resources of the country may be exploited to the full, for ultimately 
raising the national income and stanuard living in India. * 

The (Tovernment have instituted a Surve\ t’ommittee tc» assess the 
industrial ]H»ssihiIitics of the pr(»vin<*e some (I oi 7 years before but till now 
the (’ommittee have not submitted its report. 'I'he l*ost-\N ar His-onstruction 
Committee that has been set up by the (iovernment is working in a hdsurtdy 
fashion, while considerahh* advanee has been made by other t>rovinccs in 
this direction who ha^e ahead v sul>mitte»l tlieir jilans to the (Iovernment 
of India. This is one <»f the instances that will .show the moiihuml way 
in which the department i^ functioning, the department which is said t(v 
exist for the eiicrmragement of imlustrial de\eio]mient in the pnivince. 

Coming now to the small ami cottage industries, 1 inn told that most of 
the industries are sufiering from uant ol suppl.\ of raw niati rials. 'j\» 
inentum a tew, tlie hundlooni \\<*aver.s are silting idle for wsini of yarn 
supply. So is the case with cotton hosiery industry ti>o. Urass and ht*ll 
metal iudn.strv is in a similar plight. Wliat the department has d(»ne to 
provide lelief in these directions*' It is \t*i\ ofien said tliat some Us.9-l(f 
( r(>res woitli of cottage imlustr\ pro<luets have been supidieil (<► the l)iiec- 
torate-fJeiieral of Supfdy through the l)e|»iii tment ot Imlustrics, This fact 
is very often brandished hs the dmiartment as giving encouragement to 
small and cottage industries. Hut have (lo‘ (iovernment ev«*r em|uircd 
what has been the share of the artisans in the total poid and how much 
of this sum ha?i been a]>prt>priatcd h\ iniihlltMuen, mr>st of M'liom 
are set up creatures and firms between the artisans and the piircJiusing 
authoiityy Again, u budget provision was made foi Ks.'jo la^khs tor the 
current year for rtdief and rehabilitation of the famine stMcki'ii peojd© 
of the provim*e. At the time the grant was made it was hoped that this 
sum would lie so utilised as would, while providing for relief measures to 
the people, he of g^reat help in rehabilitating the siiiall and cottage indus- 
tries so that the industries might cariy' on unaided in the po*»t-wur period. 
But the entire sum has been spent in an unplanned way and the result has 
been that the money was niacle to yield not even half (he servic(», whil‘lr 
could have been rendered by a policy ot judicious distribution of funds. 
The position of those indu.stries remains practically where they weie 
before. The doling but of fund.s to these industiies has helped very, little 
to rehabilitate themselves.

Sir, in January, 11)42, the (Government of India decided to prm’ure 
good silk for the purpose of paraehutes and under the Defence of India 
Act there was the Silt (’ontrol Order. Since then Oovernnieiit have Wen 
purchasing silk at controlled rate from < the districts of Malda and 
Mursbidabad mainly, buf (be Ooverniiient do not pay adeipiate price for 
the silk. Therefore, government do not get re<|uire(f quantity of, ^ silk --it 
is being sent to the black niarkM as usual Wsamw (tofernment pay cmly 
Rs. 75 to Rfl. 80 per seer for “D” grade silk whereas if ihe'^silk is taken bi 
Bihar or any other province it is sold at Rs.HO to Rs.150. T^Tcbue, 
Government cannot procure sufficient quantity of silk us they require for 
the puc^iose of paraenutes as they do not pay proper price for it. 

Sir, two years ago, on the 16th March, 1942, I and Dr. Sanyal also 
gave a warning to the then Government that either all silk should be 
controlled or a fair price should he given. There w'as p Silk Advisory 
Gommittee but that committee does not meet now. The Director «if Ind^ 
tries — not the present Director but the predecessor of this ^gentleman, Ifr. 
Mitter^-called the meetidg of t^e Advisory Committee and the Advisory 
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Committee advised them that all grades of silk should be controlled if 
control is at all nectary and fair price should be for different grades 
of silk. The District Magistrate of Malda was also of the same opinion 
as OUTS. ' 

Sir, the House should know that Malda produces 85 per cent, of the 
silk that Bengal produces. It will be noted that out of the total area of 
d2,*i47 bighas which is under mulberry cultivation in the whole of Bengal, 
Malda has 26,702 bighas, Murshidabad 0,'i20 bighas, Birbhum 2,041 
bighas, Bankura 118 tiighas— after 41 per cent, increase by the effort of 
the Director of Industries we have in Bankura 118 bighas — Midnapore 142 
bighas, Bogra only 14 bighas — there has been an increase of 55 {>er cent, 
this year and Rajshahi l-‘i bighas. Therefore, Malda produces 85 per ceut. 
of the whole quantity of silk, then comes Murshidabad and then the other 
districts of Bengal. This is a very old industry and wa* have learnt from 
history that one Bhiku Sheikh of Mabla exported some silk goods to Limdim 
in the 10th century.. 

Sir, this department has remained uncared lor tor a tong time. 'Govern- 
ment, of (amrse, have started some nur.unrx but they have started them 
with men w'h<» have no knowledge of the department save and except hook 
knowledge of foreign countries and who have tried t(* improve the industry 
by erosH-hreeding of silk worms. Denhi hcr/ion has heen destroyed com- 
pletely and I hope the llon’hle Minister will take note of it. Now they 
do not find any (texlu hechon and the so-<alled experts of foreign eoiintnes 
tried to improve it by cross breeding but they have fuile<l. In Kashmir 
and Mysore, it has been sueeessful. The State is financing exerythirig 
and the State has eontndled all grades ot silk and the\ are purchasing 
silk not only for the war purpose hut also other gtades of ^Ik and the\ .sell 
it in the open market and the profit received by Government is divided from 
rearers to w'eavers so that they are given propm* <-om|>eiisatioii f<»r the 
sufiply of ‘D* grade silk at controlled rate which is necess;ir\ for the vv:>r 
purpose. Goveriunent reipiire dO.OOO maiinds of good eoeomis, best quaiit> 
cocoons — 1 have brought a specimen hert* — for war purposes, hut the\ «h) 
not get M(l. 0(1(1 maunds of cocoons. They could get onl\ from Muhla 
hecause Malda produces 2.28,00,210 kahons of silk eoeiums and there are 
four crops in the year. 

Now, Governinent do not get required quantity of silk beiaiise they <io 
not pay good price for it. To get mie inaiind of eo»‘oon. the rearer has to 

i troi'ure at least 00 maunds of mulheriy leaves which are brought at 
Is. 5 a maund. So, he s]H*nds lls.I.iO for miilherry leaves and Government 
gives Rs.lOO for one maund of good eoe(M>n. 

Then, Sir, the so-called experts have invented scune ffhaun — “Mitru 
Gliais'‘, “Ghose Ghais”, “Boy Ghais” — in place of the and 

they are valued at Bs. 400 to Its. 600 for i»he fjfun. I'his is a kind of eharka 
of the Gandhi type— only the name has been changed .so that it may he 
used for war ourposcj^. The silk is a.s good as Uimhhtr. Tliis is a liaiMl- 
spun and hann-woveii thing and it is an indigenous industry. Gne w'ho 
can purchast* 12 such impnrved <fhais is entitled to have eoeoons'at controlled 
rate, thpBs the industry has heen captured by the capitalists. 

} necessity for creating separate departments 

under different Directorates. Fiider the head “Industries” (here must be 
one iie]tirate department, a special department for sericulture. Sir. the 
jenwture industry must be unproved. This is (he only industry which 
(Mmand throughout the world. Since Gt>vernmenf cannot approach 
and iiapan during war, fwi they are touching Bengal for the purpose 
of making parachutes. Government will get sufficient quantity of 
ailk a« they are getting now and are expected to get in future if tliev pav 
price for it. The Departmental officers go to the interior of the 
^llairea and reelm cannot sell a single cocoon unless Government permit 
It. Unl^ perawtdkoldew can purchase cOcoons. Those who are in the 
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viBi^s find it extremely difficult to |^t ]>ermit6, but the Calcutta capi« 
talk& who are financed by the India Government tbruu^h the Department 
of Industries of Government of Bengal find no such difficulty. They have 
purchased “Hay machines”, “Ghose niachines”, machines ’ an4 

they have started factories in Murshidahiid. They purchase silk t'ocoons 
at the controlled rate from Malda and they take it to Marsh idahud. As a 
result of this, 1,500 reelers are out of employment in Mahln. 

As regards cocmius, Sir, after 2 or d months their productive capacity 
decreases. As soon as c(M'(M>ns are rearwl tht^* should be taken io the reeler, 
so that he can make a profit put ol it. The department takes 2 or 0 mouths 
to distinguish between 1st clas.s and 2nd class silk and in 2 or d months the 
coc(K)n deteriorates and the productive capacity is ilecrcased, and it is all 
due to negligence on the part oi the depurtineut for m»t approving of the 
silk in proper time. After d months’ time the prodin^tion ot silk is so mutdi 
decreased that it is not possible to get proper j>riee for it. Then the 
Departmental officers go and enter the village houses and disturb the reelers 
who make yarn. They go there hut when the rearers ask for money thex' 
do not pay the j>ro]>er ]»ri<‘e. There are «‘uscs of 2tt men l)«*ing prosecuted 
in Malua ami 1 can citt* one lu.stance, the case of llirdu Mundal — he i.s a 
Muslim; untortunatcly he is not a Hindu. 1 hope llu meuil»crs ol the 
Muslim lieague {)urt\ will take note <d the fail lliat JH) per cent, of the 
leelers in Malda are Muslims, and that this imliiNtiv has been neglected 
In the Muslim League Ministry. The case ot Hirdn Mamlal is that he 
was absent when the officers went there and wanted to seartdi his house in 
order to find out whether he had “D" grndc silk ami they mixed it up with 
(*ther grades of silk so tlrat the best grade could not he distinguished. 
Government take only “D” gi'ude silk ami the other grades nt silk ale 
rejected. I'his rejected silk cannot he sold in tin* i»p(*n market by the 
reelers. The\ have to take it to tlie selling agent w1m» has Imh'u ap[K»in1ed 
h\ Govei nmeiit. Tliough tin* controlled rate tor this grade ot silk is Us. 45 
to It*'. 50, per -*eer tin* selling agent says *T have g(»t the ag»*ne\ as is 
leported aitt*r spending a good lot ot imniey How can 1 gixe you a pniper 
]irice for it unless \ou pay me Hs. ‘iOy“ The reelers have to sell it to 
tliat, ^<deeted agent \x ho ha- got an ageney utter spending a lot of money. 
It h<‘ otleis Its, :{0 or H- 40 the reeler- have Oe he eontelO with that, 
dill -elling agent g»‘t- 25 p»'i eoni c<nmMi•^ion out ol the enulrolled rate 
<'* IG 45 or H.-.. 50. ami Irom him the weavers of th<’ same district get 
silk. The weavms used to get c'oeoons from the diaileih, hut no\\a<la\s the\ 
h;ne to walk a distance ot 10 to 2tl miles, go to tin* -elling agent and beg 
liim to take the silk. The sidling agent will not givi* tliein at the eon- 

trolled rate arid they will have to f>fi’er extra money That is how, Sir, 

black-marketing is going on. This is how things are going on in thin 
department in the name of control During war “D” grade silk is re(pnrt‘<l 
t<»r making parachutes. We do mO mind that. Hut let Government fix 
the maximum us w'ell as the minimum price at which such silk will Im‘ 
given, and a fair price .should he given U> the weavers. Tnless fair price 
is given, Government may not get the retpiired fjuanfity of silk. The 
rejected silk should be permitted to be sold in the open market as is done in 
Eashmere and Mysore. The Hon’ble Minister may say that in thos# states 
the controlled rate is much lower than in Bengal. But I nniy tell him 

that in Eashmere and Mysore they lake ‘*D” grade silk at controlled rates 

for parachute pur jK)§es and the rejected silk is sold in the open market, or 
in auction. The profit is distributed amonj^t retders and weavers in cer- 
tain proportions, so that rrniper compensation may be paid to the silk 
growers by those States. But in Bengal, Government only lake the proper 
grade of silk required for the puipose of making parmdiutoi and the 
rejected silk is to be sold to the sellinpr agent and not in the open market. 
The reelers have applied to the District Magistrate and also U> the Chief 
Minister who paid a visit to Malda recently. They went on deputation i«> 
him and their case is (t) that the^ rate of cocoons and silk yarn should lie 
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raised and (u) tkat ike reiected yam skonld be allowed to be sold in tke 
open market. Tkey want dispensing with tke selling agent and permission 
to sell the yarn of tke rejected cocoons to customers at a rate equal to that 
given to tke selling agent. Sir, their prayer is very reasonable and I hope 
that tke Hon^ble Minister will give proper attention to this industry — 
the only industry in Bengal which fetch about E8.3 crores in Bengal 
out of this industry, and to allow the reelers and the rearers to sell their 
rejected silk in the open market as in Kashmere and Mysore, and let 
Government fix a minimum price and raise the price of controlled silk. 

Mr* SUKUMAR DUTTA: Sir, 1 beg to move that the demand of 
Rs. 31,16,000 for expenditure under the head “4*1 — Industries — Industries'’ 
be reduced by Rs.lOO to raise a discussion about the policy of the 
Government in conne(*tion with haiylloom industry, 

I beg also to move that the demand of Rs.31 ,16,000 for expenditure 
under the head “43 — Industries — Industries” be reduced by Rs.lOO to raise 
a discuesion about the general policy. 

Sir, for the last 7 years I have been telling this House to take into 
consideration the iniportance of handloom industry in this Province. This 
industry employs about 2 lakhs weavers and the production of this indus- 
try equals to about 1/Gth of the reciuirements of cloth in this province. 
It is very unfortunate, Sir, that though I have been telling ihis Hou^e 
and the Ministers concerned about these things for the last 7 yeai>, the 

same thing has been rejieated over and over again and they ha\e not yet 

paid any heed to this essential problem of this proxince. This is a i lohlein 
not only affecting the poor weavers of this province hut it. i?i a problem 
which is vitally connected with the question of suppl\ing tbf‘ needs oi the 

province as regards cloth. To-duy we are feeling the difficulty t>t not 

having just enough cloth for the province, and that is due to our handloom 
industry not being developed. Three years ago 1 told my honourable 
friends about the impending cloth famine .in the province. We ielt at 
that time that we would be in difficulty and due to the war londitions we 
would surely have to face a cloth famine in Bengal. I also urged on this 
House and the Government that we should organise the iiandloom industry 
of Bengal on proper lines as in that, way lay the solution of the proldem 
of cloth. I also tried to impress upon the authority the ‘ necessity of 
organising the hand-spinning industry which could make the people ot the 
province somewhat self-sufficient as regards cloth. But unfortunately 
Government paid no heed to my suggestions. The result is today we aie 
in this province in a very sorry condition. Sir, it is very very unfortunate 
that the Department of Industries has absolutely dune nothing as yet tor 
the development of handloom industry'. I do not fully blame the present 
Ministers because they have recently come to office but I do blame their 
predecessors. Even this Ministry' has not done anything for this industry 
though it is not impossible for them to do something during the short time 
thev have been in office. The Departments of Civil Supplies, Co-oj>eration, 
ana even Revenue have done something for the handUmm industry and I 
would like to know from the Minister in cliarge of this department tt» let 
us kncfw what this department has done for the development ot this 
industry in this province. 

Sir, in 19*37-38 the Industrial Survey Committee was formed by Govern- 
ment under the Chairmanship of such an eminent perwni as Dr. Mailiai. 
This Survey Committee submitted its first report as regards handlmim 
industry, and 1 think that report is now before G<»vernment for the last 
few years. 1 want to know ffam the Government whether they have given 
effect to amy of the recommendations of that Committee. I know that there 
are several proposals submitted to Gtnernment for the establishment of 
spinning mills in this province and for opening of depots in selected anas. 
It is about T ot 8 years that those projmsals have been before Go\ernmcnt, 
Wkat )ias tke Govenunent done to develop tkis major ,,^tndustry in this 
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province? This indastry can supply as I have already said, l/6th cf the 
needi of the province. 1 would ask ajrain what has this department done 
to eolve the cloth problem of Bengal? They luav have scheme up their 
sleeves but how are those schemes going to be useful before they are actually 
put into operation? 


The Honlile Mr. Khwajt 8HAHABUDDIN: What schemes? 

Mr. SUKUMAR DUTTA: Schemes regarding development of ImndUmm 
industry and establishment of spinning mills. Sir, take the case of Madras. 
That province has developed liandloom industry because they oaid much 
liaed to the problem of haudltmin industry and also the problem of atuv-^rs. 
There they have appointed d officers of the Indian ('ivil Service, and they 
have appointed other officers — and they are all experts in that line. 
Government must spend money on the development of the liandloom 
industry not only for the weavers of Bengal — most ol whom are Muslims — 
but for the province as a whole so that it may be self-sufficient. The> * usl 
organise the handloom industry lor wdiich they have done co.liing" up to 
this time. But, Sir, it is a sad thing that «»n the other hand they lave 
taken steps that are detrimental to the interests of the industry. Take lor 
instance, the sales tax. Sales tax is levied on the handloom ;.roduers by 
this Government. Nowhere else such a tax is imposed. No other province 
has taken any steps which aim at crippling the efforts ot veuvejs. 'j hey 
are in this jtroviiK'e going to eontrol the prit‘es ttt iiandloom piodu<‘ts. 
These weavers died in thousands during the last iamiiie. They are still in 
great difficulty. They do not get yarn and tlic (lo\ct iinicnt imvcr stund by 
them when thare is mill ctimpetitioii. When there is mdiiic I'o'i^ildlity of 
the weavers gating some profit out of the sitnatii>!i like the jtesent they 
come and put control over the hundlooins. Th^ have tiot ttr^ianised the 
handloom industry here as in Madras. The Jlmlras (otviinmiMit have 
always stood by the weavers in times of difficulty. It iniiy he suid that 
the post-war conditions may be better. The Goveininent ( f Bengal ( aiuiot 
supply yarn to the weavers, they eunimt (irgunise the handloom industry 
on proper lines and they come and control prices of handloom I’roducts! 
The Minister in charge should convince other ministers concerned that it is 
their primary responsibility to see that there is no control over juices of 
hundlmnn products. 


There is another important question which I would jdace before the 
House tor consideration. If this handluom indu.-try- wliii h is the key 
industry of the province — is to be developed, ihen the three departments, 
viz., the Industries Department, Co-opt lutive Dfpurtiiienv and the Civil 
Supplies Dejiartment have ^it to be co-ordinated u ui an autonomous board 
should lie constituted with these three departments so that they may be in B 
position to devise ways and means for the development vf 1 aridloom indus- 
try^ and provide adequate funds for it. I think that also was the recom- 
mendation of the Industrial Survey Commitlee and also of the Fact 
Finding Committee. 


I UAd them before on occasions more than one that Beugil was a deficit 
province as reprds cloth. I wonder why they have not taken up siejw to 
solve this problem. Easily more xarn can lie produied au<l easily more 
looms can be established. I seriously ask the Minister in ebarge to take

*®^'^*1***®* particularly hanii-made paper, hand-spun yarn 
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There wa» a time when the manufacture of hand-made paper served as 
the principal occupation of thousands of people in different piarts of 
Bengal. These people are even now known as kagajees : But as mill- made 
paper began to be imported from foreign countries hand-made paper could 
not stanu competition and as a necessary consequence this industry almost 
collapsed. The All-India Village Industries Association with the object 
of reviving some of the cottage industries in Bengal took up the develop- 
ment of Imnd-made paper industry in about 19*15 aqd opened centres at 
Outsahi near AriaLin the district of Dacca, at Jangipur in MurshiSabad 
and at Amta in the district of Howrah. ' The Khadi Pratisthan also began 
to manufacture hand-made paper at Sodepur under the guidance of 
Sj. Satish Chandra Das Gupta. They helped the workers with valuable 
constructive suggestions, with idieinicals and raw materials and were 
successful in creating a market for their production not only in Bengal but 
also in other provinces. 

Mr, Eiran Chandra Sen, an energetic and indefatigable worker of the 
All-India Village Industries Association was placed in charge of the 
Outsahi centre and he successfully organised the Aiial workers {k(f^a)ees) 
and converted Anal into a big productive centre of hand-made paper in the 
province. Unfortunately* thi.s gentleman was arrested and he is still now 
ui detention and several other workers of the All-India Village Industries 
Association were also put into jail. The efforts of the All-India Village 
Industries Asaociation worker.s in this direi^tion re<*eived a great set back, 

One other organisation under the name and style of ‘'liaud-mudc 
Paper Industries of India” was started in May l!Hl^ witii its hijad office at 
•‘17/1, Malanga Lane, Calcutta, with two-fold (*l)ject, Thbjr would manu- 
facture pulps in large quantities from the cheapest raw material and 
distribute the same in n||a! areas; the co.st ol priMluclion in that ( a^e will 
be much less than at present. The\ would further manufacture docu^jent 
and other 'quality , papers whicli Imvc got a permanent scope in thifi c^^untry 
inasmuch as hand-made quuliU jiuper is still now imported from foreign 
countries. With this object in view' they have started a factory at Tolly- 
giiuj and they have S4*cured the services of an eminent engimer who studied 
jmper teidinology in Kurope for four years and the> haw already advanceil 
Its, l.olM) to this gentleman for modern uppliames of the value of Rs.(j,(KM). 
to start w'ith. This concern supplieii iiand-mude paper to the Gt>veTnmeni 
of India worth about Ks.*5,(MK) beginning tiom dune to HM h 

In March, imi. Sir Itumuswami Mudahar made a statement in the 
Central Assembly to the effect that the (iovernment of India has a tlefinite 
plan to assist hand-made paper industry on an all-India basis. The plan 
of assistance includes the provision of an assured market by the Govern- 
ment's purchase of the (quantity munufaetured as well as of technical 
assistance if the industry applied for it. He also stated that the provincial 
Governments were giving all ueces.sary direct encouragement and 
assistance. The manager of this concern saw the Deputy Director of 
Industries in February, 1944, and acquainted him with the object of this 
j'oncern and their activities in this connection, lie was instructed to sulu 
mit an application for assistance. Accordingly on i9th February 1944 he 
submittea a petition to the Deputy Director of Industries for some chemi- 
cals and other assistance. But the Deputy Direr tor “ofllndustriea gave no 
reply to this letter whatsoever although as many as three reminders were 
sent one after another. ^ 

The Siecretary of the All4ndia Famine and FUmkI Relief Committee — 
a relief organisation which rendered relief to the sufferers of*Arial helping 
them to continue to manufacture wper during Hhe famine of 194^3 sub- 
mitted a petition to the Deputy Director of Industries reg^ing the 
development of the paper industry on a permanent footing, "seeking 
aasiatanoe in the shape of supply of raw materials at redimad price and 
neoesaary technical help at about this time but curiously %nmM Ae 
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Deputy Director of Industries sent a reply to the effect that '1 have no 
vacancy to offer you’\ This shows that the Deputy Director of Industries 
did not even ^ through his petition. The Secretary did not seek any job 
under him. The only work that this department did in this connection 
was to ask the workers of Ariel to send their products to 7, Council House 
St^t. It appears when the hand>made paper industries of India W'ere 
selling this quality paper at Its. 24 {>er ream the Deputy Director of 
Industries was selling the same quality and same sire at Ks.25-8 per ream. 
This concern has been selling paper of a better quality of foolscap siie at 
Hs. 20 and the Deputy Director of Imlustries* rate is Ils.22. 

Now to make this Quality paper with success it is wot possible to achieve 
the desired object without electri(‘ity. They applitMl to the Calcutta Elec- 
tric Supply Corporation, Ltd., for that purjwse. The Engineer of the 
Calcutta filectric Supply Corporation inspected the factory at Tollygunj 
and asked them to send them a certificate of essentiality from the Supply 
or the Defence Department. Accordingly the manager of the concern 
applied to the Director of Paper, Government of India, Supjdy Depart- 
ment, and the Assistant Secretary to the Government of India asked him in 
reply to refer the matter direct to the provinciuL Government under whose 
jurisdiction the firm is located. 

I requested the HouTde Minister u> l(K>k into the matter so that this 
concern may get a certificate of essentiality from he Supply Department. 
Their work is at a standstill for want of electricity. The manufwiture of 

document and other quality papers has got a permanent scope in this 

country. The Department ot Imlustries should not he indifferent in this 

matter They may be under the impression that hand. made paper has got 

no future but that i.s not correct, at least with respe<*t to hand-iitade quality 
paper. 

Aa to hand-spun yarn and cloth the attitude of the Government is nott 
unsympathetic. The All-India Spinners’ AsscK’iution has been working in 
this direction for over two decades. In Bengal other similar institutions 
such as Khadi Pratisthan, Kliadi Mundal, etc., have already taken up the 
matter. But, Sir, unfortunately the Government suppressea these organi- 
sations on which my friend, Mr. Dliirendra Nath Datta, has already dwelt 
at great length and 1 need not repeat. It seems the Government is rather 
hostile to these organisations.

Gupta was called upon 0» make u 
review of fishing possibilities (*f the province we have practi<‘ully heard 
nothing about it except for once during the first Fuxlul lluq Government 
when at the instance of Mr. N. R. Sarker a fishing expert from abroad was 
appointed who, 1 understand, made enquiries and submitted a report, hut as 
it usually ha()pens, tlu* report was huiied in the andiives of the WritiTs’ 
Buildings. When it was annoum-ed that the tiovernmeiit of Bengal had 
inaugurated a new Fisheries Department with ait expert — or a so-i*alled 
expert — in the person of Dr. S. L. Horn, w-e ttdi encmirageil, w e felt I hat 
something might be done. 1 hud personally an occasion to discuss the 
fishing situation of the province with Dr. flora. From tlic confessitm he 
personally made 1 did not feel encouraged that anything real and substan- 
tial coubl Irt* done in this direction. 

Some token appointments and, I say, ornamentul anpoiniments have 
been made without a real purpose. I understand Dr, Ilora has made a 

scheme, a scheme which has aptly been criticised as Oinrs ?fcft 

(cultivation of fish in the iiaddy field) in the Prahafhk of Falginm last. 
1 think that a thorough si’ientffic and rational enquiry should be made 
forthwith into the jM^sibilities of fishing and fishing trade in the province 
and in this work oarticularly the knowledge and experience of the fishermen 
community should be harnessed.

The European party have for many >ear8 been urging (Jovern* 
ment to take active steps to develop Bengal’s almost unlimite<l fisheries, 
and we are very glad to note that (Government are at last giving^ more 
attention to this problem. For the first time the Hon 'hie Finance Minister 

g ave this problem the prominence that it deserves in his Budget Statement. 

[e stated, Sir. that “our prewuit miseries have impelled us to action io 
this direction as in many (Uhers”. We hope, Sir, that this does not mean 
that when our miseries subside — which 1 hope will he soon- (lovernnient’s 
efforts to develop our fisheries will also he permitted to subside. We kope. 
Sir. that the Department of Fisheries will be placed on a permanent basiCi 
and that the Hon’ble Minister will spare no efforts to recruit and train ike 
necessary staff. 

While we welcome the Hon’ble Minister's efforts to establish an 
adequately staffed department, we must express disappointment with what 
has so far been achieved. 

One of the most urgent problems i.s that td increasing the present 
inadequate supplies to urban areas and it appears to me that no definite 
policy has yet emerged from the Department. I w’cmld have thought that 
the J)ei>artment would have learnt its lesson from the serious shortagea 
wbieh occurred last year and the consequent high prices which prevailed 
in these areas and would have a scheme ready to prevent a recurrence. 

In reply to questions in this House, the Hon'ble Minislor has indir ated 
that he considers the present trade organisation capable of improving the 
supply and distribution provided sufficient ice is made avaiittble and 
transport facilities are provided. He also indicated — in I)e<'emher 1944 — 
that the rehabilitation of the fishermen was nwessary and that the need# 
of these important people were being somewhat belatedly investigated by 
the District Officers. This yeply tug^etied two thiiigs, namely nnt, thni 
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the problem of rehabilitation was not being treated with the urgency 
which it deserves and, second, that some department other than the Depart- 
ment of Fisheries was concerned with the problem of rehabilitation. I 
would like the Hon^ble Minister to clarify the iM)8ition because it does seem 
to me essential that the Departihent of Fisheries should tackle this problem 
themselves and that vigorously t<M>. There have been stories, of which the 
Hon'ble Minister must be aware, of unsuitable nets being supplied to the 
fishermen. 

Government have now appointed an Ice Controller and though I am 
told he has not been provided with an offic.e or any staff, I understand, that 
we may expect some improvement in the supply of ice. Government some 
time ago made enquiries for fast motor launches in Australia, and also, 
I believe, for trawlers from Canada. 1 would like to hear from the 
Hon’ble Minister what the result of these enquiries has been. 

I would like to suggest, however, that even if Government succeed in 
increasing the ice supply and in improving transport facilities it does not 
necessarily follow that there is an improvement in the supply of fish to 
Calcutta and other urban areas. 1 say so, Sir. l>ecause of the ever present 
“Fish Ring’* which dominates and exploits the fish trade right from the 
fishermen down to the final consumer. The llon’ble Minister appears to 
deny the existence of the “Fish Ring” although it is common knowledge 
outside the portals of his department that it does exist. From figures it 
appears that imports of fish into ('alcutta in I94d were twice that of 
imports in IJMl, 10 lacs of nuls. against o hies of mds. and the amount 
available for civilians worked out at *201) luaunds per head against 
maunds per head w'hich d(H*s not iiidieate tliat floTe w*as a shortage hut 
prices were very considerably higher in 194d. 1 have been advised that 
at (»iie time at (bialundo during a glut of Hilsa fishermen were lucky to 
sell 80 fish for a rupee. The price in (’alcutta however showed no change 
and many dead fish were thrown back into the river. It has been suggested 
that the fact that there are publi<' auctions of fish at the receiving stations 

in Calcutta indicates that no fish ring exists biit mv infonnatiori is that 

these auctions are auctions in name cmly in that the man who buys from 
the fishermen is the same man who sells the fish at the auction and also 

the man w'ho buys at the auction. At the last meeting of the Fish Market- 

ing Advisory Board we were told that the Governments of Orissa and 
Fnited Provinees would be willing to supply fish to Bengal provided it 
was consiij^ned to and disposed of by the Government of Bengal at eontrolled 
prices. This alone surely indicates the suspicion under whieh the fish trade 
la clouded. 

I am not however suggesting that Government should at this moment 
go in for price control as this might be <langerous. This possibility does 
however become more practicable, if the lee Controller, after issuing ice 
in sufficient quantities to the trade, observes that the trade continues to 
enforce high prices on the consumer. 1 dt> most certainly suggest that if 
tile supply of fish to Culeutta and t»ther urban ureas is to be improved, 
then the department must direct its attention to organising the marketing 
of fish. The Fisherman is undoubtedly being exploited, and until we can 
break the “Fish Ring” by organising an alternative form of marketing I 
do not think we expect any real impn^vement. 

To sum up. Sir. what is w’anted is a comprehensive scheme which will 
provide — 

(1) for the rehabilitation and organisation of the fishermen; 

^2) for the organisatiop of the marketing of fish; 

(3) ’for the transport facilities for an increased supply of fish for urban 
areas. 

The department efforts seem to me to have been so far pieoemeai and 
without any definite plan, and 1 would like to hear from the Hon’ble 
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Ministw tbat Government will take step* immediately to formulate and 
put into operation a romprehenahre eclieme which will eerura some real 
improvement m our fish supplies. 

iRIYED MUAZZAMUODIN HOtAINt 

Sir, I shall try to (five a very brief reply to the various points raised in 
connection with the Fisheries Department. 

Hr. Patiram Roy has raised the question that the Department has only 
been appointing? officers and that it is not doing any real work. The Depart- 
ment wa.s practically existing only in name so long. It was only last 
year — about six months ago — that we organised the Departmenl. We have 
been appointing men and we have not yet finished appointing all the men 
we require. At present the difficulty is that w’e get only Science Graduates 
but not any one with anv practical experien<*e. We are still doing our 
best. Within the last six or seven months, nothing spi»ctucular can be 
expected. We will have to train these people hy Kt‘nding most of them to 
Madras where, the Fisheries Department has done a lot of goml work. 
In the Madra.M Presidency there are about l.(KM) men doing fisheries work. 
We have just appointed not even 200 men. We have to give them practical 
training before they can he of real use to us. 

As regards the employment of Scheduled Castes, we have made it a 
point that the Scheduled Custo Hhoultl he given the number of apimint- 
inents to which they are entitled under the (\immunal Ratio Rules. In the 
higher posts, we could not get <jualifie<l men and so we could not give them 
their quota. Put in the Field Assistants posts, I assure the House that 
the (‘omiiiunnl ratio will he maintained exactly in the same way as men- 
tioned in the rules. 

As regards the m<>lion of Mr. Atul Chandra Sen, he was criticising 
Dr. Hora .H scheme of pudd_\ - cm m-fish f‘ulture. It is not (he intention of 
Government that tlii^ scheme will be tried throughout Bengal. It will be 
tried only in [daces where it is jiossiblc, for example in areas like Sundar- 
buns where there are Bherees all round and fish can he reared there. As 
regards the apprehended disputes regarding th^ fish reared in the paddy 
fields, that will In* considertHi later on. We uill perhaps have to start 
<•()-( qierative .sfa ietieH for this kind of fish culture. We are m»w only in the 
experimental stage. 

Mr. ATUL CHANDRA SEN: Anything about coastal fishing 

Th« Hon’ble Khan Bahadur 8AIYED MUAZZAMUODIN HOSAINi 

Yes, we are now corresponding about that. We have to get the necessary 
trawlers and we are going to train our men hy sending them to Madras. 
W'e have not got a single trained man, although we ransa4tked the whole 
cfuintry for trained men. We have got a very large number of tanks and 
we have already started tank fishery in the district of Bankura and 
gradually w’c are going to start them throughout Bengal under our Post- 
War Scheme as soon as possible. Then, Sir, Government is preparing a 
scheme for giving loans for the re-excavation of tanks for the purpose of 
fish culture and fif nurserv' tanks for fish fries and Government will distri- 
bute fish fries at concession rates. 

As regards the points raised bjr the European Party it has been doubtetl 
whether the department will continue after the present miseries brought on 
by the war are over. I can assure the House that we have made the aepart- 
ment permanent and all the appointments that we have made have been 
made on a permanent basis. Then, it has also been pointed out that the 
work of rehabilitation of fishermen has not been taken in hand as they 
ought to have been, and that we have not been able to supply yarn as we 
ought to have. Of course, ^ we have distributed aome yam and other 
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mutemU but we want more yam and more coal tar and more boats. No 
one sbal! be more glad than I to distribute these things to the fishermen 
when I get them from the Supply Department. 

As regards the question of launch we wanted some launches in order 
to quickly transport fish for the urban areas but we have not yet been told 
by the military authorities whether they will be able to spare any for us. 
Probably they will not be able to help us at the present time. But we are 
trying to supply more petrol and kerosene oil to those motor launch owners 
whose launches are sitting idle in the districts for want of oil for running 
them. As jregards the launches coming from Australia we have not yet 
got them but we will be sending reminder for them. 

As regards the establishment of a ring among the fishermen, I may 
inform the House that so far we have not been able to trace any such ring. 
We have however now got a separate marketing section of the Fisheries 
Department and it will be the business of that section to he on the look out 
of the existemte ^ of any ring. If we find that there is any ring we will 
certainly deal with it with a firm hand. 

It is said that an offer has been made by the United Provinces Govern- 
ment tor sending fish provided we arrange shops for their sale at controlled 
rates J My own idea w'as that there was no such offer and still to be sure I 
enquired of the Secretary who has informed me that there is nothing in 
the proceedings of our nieeting to show that there was any such offer. In 
fact, the United Proviiu'es Government had put a ban on fish coming to 
Bengal and the reason for that w'as that very large quantity of fish was 
coming to Calcutta being attracted by high prices. We carried on corre- 
spondence with the United Provinces and Bihar (iovernmeiits whether if 
we could control the price of fish they would be willing to remove the ban. 
Now, some sort of a working arrangement has been arrived at. 

As regards ice, I may tell the House that our Ice Controller has been 
able to seimre an increase in the output of ice to the extent of eighty tons 
a day and the military people have arranged ice for themselves to the extent 
of about 200 tons and so the situation has been much eased. 

I ahould like to say one thing as regards the present price of fish. Much 
has been said about the present high price of fish but I must say that parity 
j^ice must be^ maintained. When prices of all the articles including 
the consumers’ articles such as staple fomigrains have been increased there 
must be a proportionate increase in the price of fish ; otherwise how can 
the ^hermen live? The ordinary price of fish used to be between annas 12 
1 iw Calcutta; it rose to Rs. f3 last year and now it has come down 
U) Rs. 2, It may be high but we must not lose sight of the fact that people 
in fish industry are not prejudicially affected by artificial control of prices. 
This IS all 1 have got to say. 

. ^ nnly need mention here that nothing more could be expected 

witmn five or six months. We have not vet been able to set up the 
machinery in full but we ho|>e to be able to show some good result by next 
year,

Th# Honniln Mr. Khuraia 8HAHABUODIN: Sir. More I deal with the 
various cut motions that have l>eeii moved I l)eg to submit a few words 
about the working of the Industries Department. We confess that so long 
the Industries Department had been working under certain limitations a^ 
it has not been the case only in this province but it has been so in all tho 
other provinces in India. Sir, the Industries Department only interested 
itself so long in the <levelopment and promotion (»f cottage industries and 
did not touch the field ol industrialisation of the province in the eenea of 
taking up the heavier and big industries. Hut, Sir, as time changes and 
the State assumes (‘ontrol we in Hengal also want to assume control over 
the heavy industries in the public interest and in pursuanee of that policy 
we are speeiallv considering those industries whieh are eitlter not properly 
developed or wliich are the basic industries and wln<li jire absoluielv necee- 
sary for the life of the nation. In this respe(*t. Sir, may 1 mention that 
it is the intention of this (Government to gradually take over control of 
the silk industry. I will deal with the various points that have Iwen raised 
on the fiuestoin of silk industry later on but 1 can say here that we do 
realise that this is a very important indu.stry of the province and (Gov«*ru- 
ment should take greater and greater control over it. Persiuially speaking. 
I am even in favour of nationalising this industry. As far as our policy 
about electricity is (a)nceriied it is already well known and I rteed not repeat 
it here. We adhere to our policy and 1 can assure the House that we are 
taking necessary steps to achieve our objective. 

Now*, Sir, the next very important industry over which we are thinking 
of immediately establishing control us a state measure is the spinning iiiin 
and, as I have stated on other occasion.^, I am definittdy of opinion that we 
should establish spinning mills and I am taking all possible steps to 
expedite the completion of our scheme so that we cwn approach the (Gtivem- 
ment of India for necessary permit and facilities for importing inachineriee. 

Now, Sir, I would refer to the first cut motion of Mr. Dhirendra Nath 
Datta about the assistan<‘e given to the Rinhin. As far as the ac4/Ual orga- 
nised assistance to the RishU is concerned, I admit that so far we 

have not done it in a very comprehensive manner, but I can point out that 
there is a lot of misunderstanding as far as the rehabilitation scheme is 
concerne<L The rehabilitation scheme is administered by the Revenue 
Department and although all assistanre to artisans and technicians is given 
by the Director of Industries, for all practical purposes the Director of 
Industries ^ working under the Revenue Department as far as the rehabili- 
tation ftcbeme is concerned, but still because these [mints have been raised 
1 shall give the information as far as I have been able gather. 
(Dr. Nalixaksha Sanyal: You have no res^Dsibili% in reg|ird to the 
rehabilitation s<!heme?) I have explathed various departments are carry- 
ing on various duties. The rehabilitation scheme is being admiiiistared by 
the Revenue Department. Certain amount of money has been allotted to 
the Dirwrtor of Industries for providing assistance to the artisans. Their 
# 
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plans have also been drawn np and evei^ detail of that part of the duty 
of the Director of Industries is supervised and guided by the Revenue 
Department. (Dr. Naliraksha Santal: There is no scheme of rehabili- 
tation of the Industries Department as such?) So far as the scheme of 
the Revenue Department is concerned, it is submitted to the Revenue 
Department and with their sanction it is carried out. It does not come to 
the Minister in charffe of the Industries Department for approval. It only 
comes to him for information, but for actual sanction of the scheme it 

f oes to the Revenue Department. (Rai Hakendra Nath Chaudhxjri : 

he Industries Department has no rehabilitation scheme of its own — do we 
understands that It is simply splitting the hair and nothing more. It 
is not the (juestion which department is carrying on. It is the duty of the 
Government of Bengal to curry on and whichever department is found the 
most suitable and appropriate department, for the time being it is carried 
on under that department (Dr. Nalinaksiia Sanyal: The Revenue 
Minister is more competent than you to deal with that?) I shall not be 
provoked to answer that interjection. I shall be very happy if iny friend 
IS considered more competent, but I do not think that question arises here. 
The rehabilitation scheme is carried out by one department and it is easier 
to allow that department carry on instead of dividing it between various 
departments. 

Now, Sir, as fur as the tanning industry i.s concerned, a point was 
raised by my honourable friend Mr. Dhirendra Nath Dattn. May I men- 
tipn that we liuve got two schemes specially ready for this purpose. As 
far as the schemes are concerned, we intend to extend our present Tanning 
Institute as well us establi.sh two tanning schools, one in Dacca and the 
other in (Miittagong. (Dr. Namkaksha S\nyai. : Is there any special 
«cholarship for Mucin and /^tshi students.^) We contemplate providing 
Apeciul scholarships and .stipends for this class of students and I urn very 
grateful to my friend who has drawn my attention to it so that I have been 
able to tell the House that that was exac tly what was contemplated in that 
scheme also. (Dr. Nai.inak.sha Sanyal: Nothing done so fur?) As far 
M the present is concerned, 1 have said in the beginning that under Ihe 
rehabilitation scheme all the.se urtisan.s are being assisted by the supply of 
raw inaterials and tools and to meet the labour c harges some advance is 
also given, hi short, I may mention that the main point in the rehabili- 
tation sc hc*me of assistanc'e to artisans is that in many cases raw materials 
and tools are given to them absolutely free, in other cases these are given 
at couceHsion rates and in still other cases these are supplied to them at 
controlled rotes. So, in this way a very large amount of raw materials 
and tmils have been applied to the various classes of artisans throughout 
Bengal. As far us the /(ishis are concerned, spec ial care Has been taken 
to send demonstration parties into those areas where their number is large. 

Then, Sir. I will take up the question of weaving and handloom industry. 
I am very grateful to my honourable friend Mr. Sukumar Dutta for drawing 
^e attention of the House that this question of organising the handloom 
industry has been before the jmblic for a very long time and that some 
isteps have been taken. He has made the concrete suggestion of establish- 
ing a handloom Imard. As far us Handloom Board is concerned, 1 may 
inform the Hcmse that the Central Government has decided to establish a 
Central HaiidliKmi Board in which they have asked for some nominations 
from the province. The idea of the Central Handloom Board is to assist 
and advise the provincial o^auisations and the Provincial Government. 
That matter is under mv veQ* close consideration — to set up a HandkKJm 
Board-~but I wo^ld like to point out to my friend Mr. Datta that 
it is no dse setting up a board uiiess 1 find that the elements necessary 
for the deve)o)mient or for providing facilities to that board to work are 
available. At the present moment, the main thing as far as the weavers 
mud handlcMmi weavetk^ are concerned is the procurement of yarn and as 
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•f^My knows there is a shortafce of yam and the Cieil Supntiaa Depart* 

hSSL' ‘‘Vr* ? '* *'"■ priM'ureinent and diWi- 

r i. Therefore, unfess and until we lan first settle and arranire 

for a bet er supply of the yam. we shall not he able to do rnueh 
the handlooin weaver. Our mum coniern now is the pna-urement and 
nroper distribution of yarn. I nfortuiiutely. as far as this subiwt of hand* 
Joom industry is concenied. as it was pointed out by some of iiiv friends 
in our party ineetinjf also, the i|uestioii is dealt with in some resiiert or 
other by three departments. The Industries Department are interested in 
handloimi weavers, the (’o-operative Deiiartmeiit are also doinif l■ertuin 
amount of work and now the t'ivil Supplies Department are also ifreatlv 
responsible for proeuremeiit and supply of yarn.- So, it has been su,CKesteil 
and 1 huu\ uiiy sec ivt wlieii I guy that a Suh- 

iommittee of these three depurtnients is going to be set up tct (HMirdinate 
the work (Dr. Namn.vksh.a S^xyai. : To co-ordinate interests.) So that 
very useful and practital u.ssi.staiice may In* given by the (Voperative 
pepartinent, Industries Depurtnieiil and ('ivil Supplies Department and I 
hope that will he helpful. 


Sir, as far us granfs-in-aid and schidarships are concerned, I w'ould 
straightaway accept what in\ friend has pfdntcd out that the amount in 
very .small and 1 can tell him that onl> about three weeks ago I have told 
the Director of Industries that I am not .Hatisfifui with tliis small amount. 

e inii<t try to include in the revise<l Hmlget a Vf*ry largi* provision, a 
suhstuntiully greater provi-^ion both under the head “tirants-in-aid” and 
under “Scholarship.s”, We want to inclmle it in our supplementary 
budget, so that it will he done inimediatelv and not later. 

Now, I will take uji the (juestion of silk industries that has been raiikMl 
by my Inend Mr. Atul (’haiidra Kumar. 1 mu\ point out to him that as 
far as control is conceriKMl, it hu.s been iMM’essar\ for the purjufse of 
^curing supplies for war effort. lie knows it ver\ well and lie also knows 
it that the thing is better administered by a ver\ high anri elfif ient (lovern- 
inent officer. Now, Sir, he has complained about the jirice. As far as 
price is cfuicerned, I do n<tt want to take more time o| the House by 
referring to the papers. I will speak from memory again that it was 
something about IN. 110 or so when two \eurs ugf» we took up this question 
and w’ere in correspondence with the (loveriiment f)f India. We Indueed 
them to raise the price to Us. and «»ur argument was muinly on the 
ground of increaseil eost of living. This \eHr a little while ago this fiuestion 
was again taken up by the (ioverniiieiit of Imlia, and the then histriet 
Magistrate Mr. (iordou went into the c|uestion very thfiroughly and after 
very (‘areful drawing up of the eost of living he came to the figure that 
it should be Hs. lOo or K.s. 110, J ant not sure, hut in spite of this report 
we have been able to secure Us. llo maximum. As far as the minimum 
price is concerned, I have been given to understand that it is not necessary. 
May 1 point out. Sir, that 1 went intii the (fuestion thoroughly verv 
ret*ently and I admit that this Department re(|uireH ex[>ansiou and reorganl- 
Eation and I have taken up this question. As a matter of fact the schetne 
is ready and the suggestion that it should be u separate Department under 
a Director of Serif ulture is exactly the (iovernnient dei ision. The only 
thing is that everyone knows how' our Finance Department in the past have 
been very very con.servative in sanctioning the schemes. Thai is why We 
have had some difficulty, but now iiiy w‘heme is ready. I am going to take 
this matter to the Finance Department and to the ('ahinet for separating 
this Department and placing it under a separate Dire<‘torate and orgatusa 
this Department in everv possible inaiiiier, in every sphere of its activities. 
Especiallv. Sir, I am going to take st^s to subsidise the mulberry growers 
and to see that they get proper assistance, so that w’e can get a larger area 
under that cultivation and better kind also. The same thing applies to 
cocoons and rearers. I can give a very interesting' Icheme, but it requires 
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reor^sisation^ and I hope that by the time we meet next, we shall be able 
to give a very definite account of our activities and expansion as far as this 
Department is concerned. I do not think I have got much time to take 
the other questions. 

Mr. ATUL CHANDRA ICUMAR. What about rejected cocoons being 
sold in the open market P 

Tha HOfinHa Mr. Khwala SHAHABUDDIN: The difficulty about tl^e 
question of Mr. Atul Chandra Kumar regarding the rejected cocoons being 
sold in the open market is that you cannot take one thing and leave the other 
thing. The moment we will say that the rejected cocoons will be left to 
the free market, the black-market tendency would increase. Already 
according to the report of Mr. Mitra who is administering it, Government 
have not been^ able to procure more than 25 per cent, of the good quality 
^oons and 75 per cent, is going to the black-market. Do you kfiow what 
is the reason for thisP The reason is very simple. 

Sir, I would like to say that it is a very important question. The price 
of fabricated silk is not controlled. Therefore people can get it at a very 
high price in the black-market and that i.s the reason why black-marketing 
is going on, (Di. Nai.i.naksha Sanyal: Whose bungling is thatP) It is no 

a uestion of bun^jlirig. What is wanted is that in every sphere of aetivitiea 
lere should be prciper control and organisation (Dr. Nalinaksha Saxyal: 
Was it not recommended by the Hoard P) It has not been done. 
(Dr. Nalimaksua Saxval: Why notP) We have taken certain steps to 
organize and, as I have said, we are going to organize it properly and we are 
proceeding gradually towards taking greater control and eventually ending in 
nationalisation of this industry. (Dr. Namnaksiia Sanyal: Nationalize 
bigger industries like Electricity, Tramway (^ompany, etc.). As Far as 
Electricity and Tramways are concerned my friend knows very well that 
nationalisation is the policy of the Government both in the lase of Electri- 
city and in Tramways and we are taking steps towards it. 

Sir, one more word and I have finished. Recently everyone must have 
noticed that unfortunately a tendency is growing of bringing down the 
tone of the discussions and introducing baseless insinuation and abuse. I 
admit that to<lay our discussion has been fairly free from such attempts 
except by one person whom 1 consider not worthy t>f taking any notice, 
but one tiling 1 may say that in another place also more or less a statement 
of that kind was made. I'nfortuuately any statement or any insinuation 
or allegation ami accusal i(»n made in this House is a privileged statement. 

1 think. Sir, I may just inform the House that because all thqjpe state- 
ments were published in the papers I have already taken steps and referred 
the matter to a Solicitor to take necessary steps. Sir, I oppose all the cut 
motions. 

The motions of Mr. Dhirendra Nath Datta that the demand of 
Es. dlj(>,00tl for expenditure under the head “43 — Industries — Industries" 
be reduced by Rs. HH) to raise a discussion about the conduct of the Govern- 
ment in not giving proper training in tanning to the /^iM community 
(MtichiJt) in the Province of Bengal spetdally in the district of Tippera, 
who have been very seriously affectetl by last famine and the Government 
have not done anytning for their rehabilitation as a part of their Rehabili- 
tation Programme, and that the demand of Rs. 31,lb,(KK) for expenditure 
under the , head “43 — Industries — Industries" be reduced by Es. 10(1 to 
raise a discussion aliout the imlicy of the Government in declaring the 
Bengal Branches of the All-India Spinners’ Association as ille^l and in 
not withholding the han even this day in view of the change of the political 
aituation of the country were then put and lost.

Tilt Htil’Mt Mr. PREMHARI lARMAi Sir, on the recommendation of 
His Excellency the Goveftior, I beg to move that a sum of Rs. 15,98,000 
be granted for expenditure under tpe head ”43— Industries— Cinchona”. 
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Mr. F. BANfMIS Sir, I beg to move that the demand of Rs, 15 98 000 
for expenditure under the head Industries— Cinchona’' be reduced by 

R». 100 U} raise a discussion about Government failure to encourage private 
enterprises to increase the cultivation of cinchona. 

Sir, this is a Department that should be self-supporting, or rather have 
a large surplus. But still the Hon'ble Minister who is new to this office 
has demanded Rs. 15,98, (KM). Sir, from the report published up to 1940 
we fiml that this department was steadily making income. It has made a 

g ood income particularly jn tho year 1943. There is a great future for 
lis provimje so, fur as^this l)epartm#ht is concerned, though from the recent 
records dlVailuble to us it is' not possible to ascertain what is the exact 
position to<lay. The Hon’ble Ministers in introducing their budgets do not 
now-a-days give any introductory speech so that we may enlightened about 
the various iioints. It has now become the generaf practice with the 
Government not to publish any report. For the last four years *no report 
of the Department has been published and even if any is ‘published it is 
not at all made available to us, nor is it placeil in the library. So far 
we have heard that in 3 places the plantatifui of Cinchona is increasing 
largely. This experiment of cinchona cultivation has been more than 8 
years old, but it is ridi<‘uloUH notice that during these years very little 
bate been done. Some years ag<» I happened to meet and discuss this' matter 
with the then Director oi Fublic Health and he was of opinion that if 
this Department was properly worked the Government of Bengal would 
get aluuit 8 crores of rupees yearly besi<les free siqiplv of (juiniue to the 
Governments in India. That is the position, Sii. (At this stage the 
Hon ble Speaker took his seat). Now that the H(ui hie Speaker has taken 
the (3iair it reminds of one fact. It is this: Sir, when you were a 
Miuiater a certain scheme was sent up to the Government of India. But 
we do not know as yet what has happene<l io that si heme. We find that 
scheme has never been sent hack by the Government of India because 
i^ere is some other control, i.e., the control of the Briti.sh Government. 
The British Government know very well that if this Department is allowed 
to develop very much in this country there will be a loss not only to the 
British Government hut to other Governments like Holland as w’ell. Sir, 
we had before the war imports from outside. But now’ owing to war 
conditions the supply has stopped and so we feel the pinch most. Honour- 
able members know in a malaria-stricken country like ours how very keenly 
we feel the want of ouinine and the House ulst> know.^ how people have died 
and are dying like flies for want of quinine. Government do not come to 
the rescue of the people and as the position stands today nobody knows 
when the W'ar will come to an end and even when the war concludes it will 
not be creditable on the part of (iovernment to look abroad for supplies 
of quinine to keep ourselves going. Sir, when you were a Minister you 
sent a scheme to the (iovernment of India. 1 would request the Hon’ble 
Minister to let this House know how the position stands tcnlav with the 
Government of India. We should get ready with our scheme and induce 
the Government of India to c<uue to the rescue of this Departnn^nt with 
subvention as they have done in a certain measure in respect of other 
departments, particularly the Department of Sericulture. As the Minister 
says, the position is better today and Government have large income from 
different sourt'es. It is vitally important that Government should try to 
plantation m this way at no distant time so that larger and larger 
ouantitv of. quinine may be atailable to the imiple of Bengal. I think 
this will also yield very gtwd income and I say this on the authority of a 
highly placed official that eight croret will be available from this source. 
Thia the Hon’ble Minister knows and 1 hope he will assure us that he is 
making extensive plantation. Tp to 1941 the plantation at Mungpoo wait 
1,800 acres, at Munmiong 1,293 acres and Rongpo 124 acres only; we would 
like to hear from Hon* ble Minister by how much the plantation has 
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^ea increased this year. I am afraid Government has not been able to 
do much and therefore 1 suggest that it is in the fitness of thinirs that 
Government should, in order to develop this department, hehi and pr<»moto 
the enterprises of private individuals so that they cun make extensiv# 
cultivation and Government, where necessary, can help them. This is the 
only way of a solution of this question, and 1 hope (lovernment will move 
in this direction and the Minister whom 1 know to he an honest man 
amongst the Ministers, must insist that something must be done to save 
the people of Bengal from ruin. ^ 

With these words I commend my to^ th# aciVnfaiice of the

18th February, 1944, the Uon ble Minuter for Forenl and Kxeiae in reply 

to my question gave a list of concessions that were given to the cooliea 
of Mungpoo Cinchona plautaticm. I have got a cojiy of the list given by 
him. It was stated that (Jovernment shops were opened for the supply 
of ration at concession rates to all the workers of the plantation. Shops 
have no doubt been opened, but what do they give?— only rice at the rate 
of 4 seers *per rupee— no salt, no sugar, no mustard oil, no da/— nothing 
of the kind. Dal is supplied in place of rice. If anybody tekes Val, then 
the t^uota of rice is reduced to tliat extent. Atfa can he the substitute 
for nee, but 1 wouder how dal could be made the substitute. AH other 
things except rice the coolies have to buy from the black-market. 

Another concession was th% allowance of one anna per hazira to those 
who have no land for cultivation though it was declared on the I8th 
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February, 1944, but the effect was given only from October, 1944, that is, 
after nine months. There are other petty matters. 

All these concessions were given to the coolies as a consequence to the 
tlnhappy incident that took place on the 18th May, 1948. Series of 
supplementary questions were put by Dr. Sanyal during the last July 
Session in order to elicit from the Government that the fault was 
entirely of the coolies and of the European managers. Let the House 

a e as to whose fault it was after I narrate the whole history of the 
ent. Immediately after the incident His Excellency the Governor of 
Bengal visitld 'the Jlun^poo ‘(plantation and some time in August, 1943, 
the I][an’ble Mr. Burma visjted the garden. I was repeatedly requested 
by the ilon’ble Minister to be present at the time of enquiry. The Hon’ble 
Minister and inyself stayed there for five days and made a joint enquiry. 
During the enquiry it was found out that the coolies had lots of grievances 
but even then the unhappy incident would not have taken place but for 
the hot-headedness of Dr. M . Sen, the Quinologist. The main grievance 
of the coolies was the insufficient quantity of rice supplied to them. They 
were given rice at the rate of 7 pawas per head per week. The coolies 
approached the Superintendent and the General Manager several times 
tnrougb their Sardurs. The Manager told them that he had no hand in 
that. As a matter of fact, the Superintendent had taken away all the 
powers from the Manager and the Manager was ^ust like a clerk only. 
When they found that nothing was being done by the authorities and it 
was difficult to work in the garden with only a pnira of rice per dav, they 
decided to appr(»ach the Superintendent in a body; so on the IStfi May, 
1943, about l,9i)t) coolies w’ent to the offi('e. Unfortunately only a few 
coolies reached the office beforehand, and w'hile they were explaining their 
difficulty to the Superintendent, Dr. M. Sen, who is notorious in uttering 
filthy language, came forward and abused the coolies and a.sked them to 
go to Nepal to get more rice. AVhile one of the coolies was trying to 
explain to him, l)r. Sen took out his slipper and beat him. Well, nobody 
could tolerate such thing, at least the hill people cannot at all tolerate this 
sort of treatment. The cooly at once gave him a boxing. As there were 
only three coolie.s inside the office, the clerks and the officers includipg the 
Superintendent began to beat these three coolies with the ruler, chairs, 
with whatever they got. Fortunately or unfortunately all the coolies 
arrived by that time and when they saw that some of their men were being 
beaten inside, they broke open the doors and windows which were closea 
from inside and began to assault all the Babus. They were so much 
enraged that they beat three of their own men who tried to help the Doctor. 
One of the coolies who w'us beaten by his own men in the melee ran to the 
General Manager and informed him. The General Manager hurried to 
the office and told the coolies that he would at once, at his own responsibility, 
give the rice at the rate of four seers per head to the coolies which pacified 
the crowd. As a matter of fact, the Government bad long before sanctioned 
to give rice at the rate of 4 seers per head but the Superintendent, taking 
the advantage of the ignorance of the illiterate coolies, did not give what 
was sanctioned by the Government. 

Another important grievance was the payment of the dearness allowance. 
Though the Government had sanctioned the dearness allowrance to the 
coolies and it was published in the paper long before, they were not given. 
After the incident the coolies were given tne deamees allowance for six 
months yith yrears. 

Other grievances were the appointments of clerks in the office and the 
Overseers. One post of a clerk was vacant. Many Matriculate hiH boys 
had applied but one Bengali boy who was only a Matriculate was appointed. 
It was given out at the time of appointment that he was an I. A. l>ut it 
was found out during the enquiry held by the Labour Officer that he was 
only a Matriculate. One Bengali gentleman who was only an I.A. was

appointed as the Overseer thou^rh there were hillwen jrraduates who had 
apph^. ^'hen I enquired from the Superintendent in the presence of the 
Hon ble Minister wb.t such injustice was done he at first wanted to ifiva 
me the bluff by saying that no oualifted hillmen applied. When I gave 
him a few names of the Imys who had applied and who were not even called 
for inter%’iew, the Superintendent could not say anything. Even one post 
of the Head Gangnian, /.e., the head chaprast was going to be filled up 
by a Bengali. One man had actually reached the Riyang railway station, 
the last station to go to Mungpoo but unfortunately for him he arrived on 
the day when the imident took nlace at Muiigpdo. He heard tlie news 
at the railway stati(Ui and returned from there. 

The main (diject of the Superintendent i^ to have all the manual work 
done by the hill people and all other easy and resp^^rtable jobs to be done 
by the Bengalis. 1 found thi.s sort of attitude not only in this gai^eu 
but in many other Indian-managed Tea Gardens. 

Now, Sir, I want to make it clear to the Government that Darjeeling 
is the only small district where hill people can expert to get some decent 
jobs and (iovernment services. If we are not given ehauee even in 
Darjeeling where are wt‘ to go}^ We eaiiiiol compete with otht'r eommu- 
uitieS of Bengal. \\ g are edm atiouallx . eeom»inicHll\ very, very harkwanl. 
Government have not dom* anything so tar tor the ediiratiim of the l>a(d(- 
ward hill trihe as has been done t«)r other couimunit les. such as, Muslims, 
Sche(lule<l (’astes, Auglo-I ndiaus. etc. In the Goveriiineiit of India Act. 

we have heeii put in the cutegorv of General t’aste Hindus td Bengal 
as a result lof which wv have to compete with the whole of Bengal 
for Government service, ^^’hen even the Muslims ami the Scheduh‘d 
Castes who are far advam-ed cannot compete with the Caste Hindus how 
is it po.ssible for us to compete)* Give us the facililie.s, the Government 
give at lea-'l one college in Darjeeling district and then wc will he prepared 
t<» compete. I apiieal t(* t iovernment to make special provisions for the 
<^*ducatioD and appointments of the hill people who are inostl\ Gurkha.s, us 
has been done in the case of (»thei communities, (iurkha is not a nation 
to be ignored and iiegh*cted in this wav. W hen India gi'ts her independ- 
ence, I think, it will he the Gurklias, the iiiight\ martial race t)f the Bast, 
who will come forward (<» defend India against the outside aggressors. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir. I was pained and surprised at the 
observations made by my esteemed friend Mr. Damber Singh Gurung, and 
although my name was not tabled I seek an opportunity of explaining the 
situation a little further from the point of view' that I had fomaeij after 
applying iny mind to study the situation and elicit fuller information in 
this connection. 

I have my sympathy for the just claims of the hillnieti not merely in 
reganl to posts, anpointiiieiits and contracts in the hills, but nlfto as ions 
of the soil throughout Bengal, and 1 can assure him that wherever there 
would be .such questions we, at any rate, from thta side of the House would 
stand by them with all the sincerity and emphasis that w'e can command. 
But, Sir, India has had numerous cases of divisions created in her rank 
only with a view to perpetuate our slavery and let Mr. Gurung imt seek 
to create a further division amongst ourselves only with a view to give 
special advantage to memhers of a particular community. » What^have W'e 
found from the sfmeih of Mr. Gurung^ On the one hand be has accused 
the Bengalees .serving at the institute; on the other hand he has praised 
the European Tea Garden Managers. .J'hat is exactly the reason for all 
this trouble at the Mungpoo Cinchona Factory. For some years paat there 
has been going o|i a .sinister Ittempt by a section of the Anglo-liidfan and

XVhether Dr. Sanyal is allowed to 
abuse an honourable member in the House in the manner he did. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Fool in only a puriipliruse of nonsense. 

Dr. ABDUL MOTALEB MALIK: Bnf you cannot abuse an honourable 
member. You are a nonnense liar. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: It is desirable that abusive language should not be 
used. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: By either side. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: Certainly.

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: The Europeans having failed in their 
attempt went on trying to create ditticulties in the way of Bengalee resi- 
dents in the hills (Cries of “Withdraw, withdraw” and table thumpings 

from the Coalition and European benches,)... and those friends in the 
opposite who are not aware of the difficulties ought to realise that in this 
sinister game the Hindus *and Muslims all alike w’ere attacked and the net 
result was that in the Mungpoo Cinchona Factory an engineered attempt 
WHS imide to create labour trouble and the labourers were incited to go and 
have an unprovoked assault on the civilian staff of the cinchona depart-

Kiian BaMur MOHAMMED ALl: Sir, Dr. Malik raised a point of 
order and pointed out that Dr. 3<^nyal had used abusive and unparlia- 
mentary language with reference to another member of the House and as 
you are the cuatoilian of the privileges of this House he asked you to look 
into the matt# and to redress the grievances of the members on this side 
of the House. 
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Sir, you kave not yet priven any ru]in|?. You have only (laid that such 
language must not be used. Thai is so far as future is (•oiu'erue<l. Since 
Dr. Sanyal has already used such language, as Sf>eaker of this House I ask 
you, I request you to compel Dr. Sanyal to withdraw the remark. 

Df« HALINAK5HA SANYALs Sir, 1 have made it clear that I said that 
in retort to another term used. If the other gentleman withdraws I have iw 
objection to withdraw my remark though 1 .said that by way of a retort and 
I was only paraphrasing “nonesenHc” into “fool and idiot”. If the other 
member withdraws I will also certainly withdraw. 

Mr* SPEAKER: As for myself it is unfortunutc that while u geutleiuan 
is speaking others should interrupt him and naturally wlum there is (d)jec- 
tionable interruption, sometimes language is used whieh would not other- 
wise have been used. Here if I ('ould cateh properly, th«*re was an inter- 
jection which was taken exception to by Dr. Sanyal ami In* used a language 
w’hieh certainly is abusive language and which (»rdinarily ought not to have 
l>een used in debates in this House. That is why 1 .said that (his sort of 
language ought not to he used heeause provoeati\e laiminme was used hy 
another memher. If both sidi>s withdraw, tlo* mattei will become veiN 
simple. 

Khftfl Bahidur MOHAMMED ALI: That is a very ditlVrent thing. 
AVhen a person says “nonsense” he does not reter (<» a jiartienlar pjuson, Imt 
“fotd and idi«»t” refer to a parti«-ular person, d'hat is oltjrrf ionahle and 
unf>arliamenturv. 'I'lie w’ord “nonesense” is not unparliamentary. It a 
memher says “nonsense” he does not refei to uh> jiartieiiJar jierson. 

Mr. SPEAKER: To call a inciiilHM' “hKil and niiot** is (crlaiiil\ liighK 
ohjectionahlc, hut I do not know what (he exact langnugr used was. As far 
ii.s I understood, tlo^re was “n(»n.sen.se” from all sidi's ul1«l souu'lhing like 
“fo(dish” from the other Mde. That is what I understood. 

Mr. 8HAM8UDDIN AHMED KHONDKAR: 1 liist.mtly heard him 
saying to Mr. Stark “you aie a fcad ami an idiot”. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I will just havr a traiisenpt of the entire thing iiml 
will look info the matter' veiy earefully ami then I will decide what is to lie 
done. 

Khan Bahachir MDHAMMEO ALI. In the meaiitime ])r. Sanyal should 
not he allowed to sj>euk. 

Mr. SPEAKER: No 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: Sir, particularly about the eiiieboiia 
factory the matter was very carefully gone into by the f'hief Minister 
Sir Nastimuddin himself and if he had been here he w<»u{d in a position 
to allay the feelings in this House considerably, be(*ause it was he who 
actually came to know of the deliWrate attempt of certain s<*<’tions to create 
feelings where there was none. The complaint ^of the cYlierts and the 
supervising staff of the ciiieliona fiwdory was that a (‘crtairt Anglo-Indian 
employee who w'as holding a responsible fwst near about was deliberately 
inciting the lalumr staff in go agminst the Hengali Su|)erintendent of the 
Institution^ which ultimately culminated in the unhappy incident which led 
to stoppage of work of that very important Institution for »onie*time. 

With regard to the statement that Dr. M. Sen actually slapiied auylwKly, 
I can tell the House that I know Dr. Sen bm well from his cbilnhmKl. He i« 
a meek young-looking person with a feminine voice and also he in a scientist 
of reputation and cannot phyi^icaily have the inclination or courage to slap 
anyone far leas a labourer. I can definitely state that if Dr. Hen had actually 
slapped anyone, he would l>e the first person to come forward and state so mm 
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admit it and own it up and, if jmsaible, with the necessary apolo^ for that 
conduct. He is a gentleman and a scientist of reputation. I expect that he 
at least should not be impugned in this House in the manner in which it has 
been sought to be done. 

With regard to the establishment of permanent peace in that place, no 
one would be more anxious than myself in this House, because we want 
quinine manufactured in larger quantities without any cause of disturbance 
or any trouble between the employer and the employee. I would request 
the Hon’ble Minister not to give credence to a story of this kind but to make 
]>errtonal investigations into the conditions and the feeling that lias been 
engineered in the whole of the urea not only in Mungpu but in other places, 
the solution of which will in some form or other happy. I hope 
Mr. Gurung and the liillmen wull in lutuie, if such occasions" arise, seek 
to settle terms with non-official co-operation with the help of nationalist 
leaders and we promise to look into the grievances of hillmen to the best 
of our ability and with sincerest attempts that are possible. 


lh% HOii*bla Mr. PREMHARI BARMA: Mr Speaker, Sir, with regard 
to the cut motion of Mr. P. Banerji 1 like to Nay this much. His cut 
motion wants to raise the question about (Tovernment ’s failure to encourage 
private enterprise. I may say, Sir, that (i(»vernment is always anxious to 
encourage private enterprise, but there are man> other things to be consi- 
dered in that connection. Hut 1 can asNiire the Hounc that Government will 
ulw’uys help [irivate enteriirise both in the cities and in the mufassal ; and if 
anybody comes forward and approaches Government ftir sm h help, Govern- 
ment will certainly sympathetically <*onsidei such prop(>sals. 

With regard tj» production of cinchona, we have extended the idantations. 
At Mungnoo d,:i7(l acres are under cultivation; at Munsong d.fidO acres are 
under cAiltivation ; at Kongo (JOO acres are under cultivation; and at Lat- 
panchar where plantation was started only last year, i.e., 1944, 50 acres are 
under cultivation. I also like to say for ‘the inlormation of this House that 
these plantations are situated in diftereiit places. Mungpoo is .‘15 miles from 
Darjeeling, Munsong is fl2 miles from Mung]K)o; Kongo is 80 miles from 
Mungpoo; and liutpanchar is 14 miles from Mung]>oo. As 1 have said, these 
jdantations are situated in (lifiereiit places. We are trying our best to have 
uitensive as well as extensive plantation. Formerly, ‘ the hillmen used to 
have pluntJng at a spacing of 4'x4'. Nowadays, we* are planting at a 8pa<‘. 
ing o| -w so that we shall now have four times the number of plants that 
were originally planted. 


With regard to production of quinine, we have increa.sed the capacity bv 

we are getting 

lO.tKHi lbs. 1 he normal consumption of quinine in the province is 80 000 lbs 
and therefore we hope that very shortly we shall be able to reach the normal 
consumption bts^ause we have already reached To.tKK) lbs. We are not sitting 
idle and nobody can say that we are not doing anything. 


With regard to Mr. Gurung’.s grievances, I mav say that there was a very 
stnmg tjie hillmen. As a result of that there was an incident 

on iU 18th May, im. We have tried our best to allay their grievances. 
The ^Ptiiy Comiinssioner went there and made enquiries about the 
un^rtunate incident. Theiv^waa a clique of hillmen, but as there was no 
evidence could not do anything for protecting the prestige of the oflScers 
It IS also not corm^t that the Euro|>eaiis and Anglo-Indians are inciting 
feelings. I^^ently this jrear there were 20 incidents in which the European 
Managers of the plantations were about to be attacked ; hot fortunately the 
same were averted in tiine and nothing serious took place. One European 
Manager was ^^ckeil. Therefore it is not true that Europeans aod An^ 
Indians are inciting feelings, * 
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With regard to the grievances of the coolies. I mav say that the cooliea 
of the Muugpoo plantation ^and other places are much better off than any 
coolies in other tribal areas,* 

Sir, I oppose all the cut motions.

Mr. SPEAKER: He tabled an adjouriiinent motion and I ruleil that 
out and I said that he would have an opi»o!tunit> to speak on thin oi'easion. 

Mr. NI8HITHA NATH KUNDU: 1 will read out a Htutement to illun- 

trate a ilefinite example of a re(*ent cx ( urreiiee as to how the JiUbour and 

Coinnieree Defiartment of tin* (lovernment are workinj; and hope (hut the 
Hou’ble Minister will kindly intervene immediately and look to the interests 
of the labourers who are the soul of the industry. 

Tile (jovernment of Renjral gave an awanl over dispute between the 

Workers and the Hum (o., Ltd., mi the 1st Mareh, MU’), the order number 

being 840 Commerce, /n/r nha, one rondition in the said award, that is, 
the 4’ondition No, o, laid ilown that the adult male workers in the fintory 
would rm'ivwn wages of not less than 12 annas ti pies per tlay. Th<* workers 
used to draw 10 annus 0 pies per day previous to this award and used also 
to draw in addition an attendance ullowanee in ease their minimum atten- 
dance was 28 days per month on the basis of (ertain fierceufnge over their 
wages. After the said award had been given by the Government the 
authorities of the Compuiiv issued a imtice <m the 7th Mari'h last dis<*on- 
tinuing the attendance all4»w’ance from the 4th March. Thereby the 
intention and the spirit of the said awunl to give a slight and nominal 
increment in their very low wages by way of reeognition of (heir* legitimate 
demand, were frustrated. At this toe workers as a protest started a stay-in 
strike from the 15th March last. On (he 1 7th March the Company closed 
down their factory and again reoi>ened on the 19th Marcth, when the str^e 
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was coatinuing. The exiaipany then drove out the workers from the factory 
with the help of police. On the day of occurrence, i.c., on the 2l8t March, 
at 8-^ a.m., the workers went to the gate of the company at Telkal Ghat, 
Howrah, only to enquire as to whether their demand for continuing their 
attendance allowance has been conceded to or not when the laithi charge 
took place. Maulvi Gulzar Khan, Officer-in-charge of the Howrah police- 
station, was seen to rebuke the constables for the Irrtfti charge and seemed to 
disapprove their action. 

I have all relevant papers with me. If the Minister will kindly desire 
I can help him in the en<iuiry. He may meet them on deputation or he 
may attend a meeting which they are going to organise on Monday or 
Tuesday. 

Mr. dOHN LEI8K: Mr Speaker, Sir, there has been strong criticism 
in this House in (connection with the working of the I>abour Department. 
It has been said that there are long delays on the part of the Labour Com- 
missioner’s office in dealing with complaints and grievances and it has also 
been said that there are long delays in the working of the machinery for 
adjudication. 

In our opinion, much of this criticism is unfortunately justified and I 
must say frankly that tlu* working of the Labour Office give.s little cause for 
saiiisfuction. In making this statement. Sir. I do not wisli to throw the 
entire blame on the Lalxuir Commissioner. His staff is inudeciuate both in 
number and calibre, and he personally is so burdened with other duties that 
he cuunol give pntper attentnm to his duties as liabour ('ommissioiier. 

1 do, however, bluim* (fovernment for neglecting an impoitant depart- 
ment. It is unnecessarN lor me to str(‘ss the importaru'e of the indii>trial 
area in Bengal as a war producing centre nor do 1 ne(*d to strerws the 
importance of this area in the industrial dev(‘Iopment which is cxpci'ted to 
follow after the war is (»ver. Bengal should have a large l^abour Office so 
e(jiiippcd and stuffed as to enahle it to be in close and (*onstant contact with 
empl(»yers and labour aiid to lu* abreast of all d(‘velopuients throughout the 
Province. Tlie function of the liulxuir (’ommissioner is not .simply to 
intervene when disputes arise and to attempt to l>riii^ about a conciliation. 
Suicly his main duty is to do cverytliing^ possible to juvveut dispute.^ ari.sing 
at all and, if h(‘ is to tulfil this function, he and his ottieers must obviously 
be continually touring and acting as travelling rejueMuitatives selling the 
work(*rs’ point of view to the employers and the employers’ point ot view to 
labour and endeavouring to effect a tran.sactiou satisfactory to both buyer 
and seller. 

But what is the (Hisitiou. The Lultour (’ommissioiier is as.sisted by a 
staff consisting oi one Deputy Lab<»ur (’ommissioiier. three Assistuiit Labour 
(’ommissiomTs and nine Labour Officers. In addition to his office of Labour 
Commissioner, he is required to act as (’hairman of the National Service 
Labour Tribunal, Officer-iii-churgc of tlu* Bost-Baid Information Service 
and a.s (Imirman of the Executive (oiiimittce of the rnskilled I^aWir 
Supply (^nnmittee. 1 understand that he also administers tlu^Trade Union 
Act. It is therefore not .surpri.sing that he is scarcely ever seen in the 
industrial area. In our opinion, his Asvsistants are not of a sufficiently high 
calibre t<i inspire confidence either amongst labour or employers. The 
process of cotu^iliation is never given a fair chance and in consequence, 
disputes are referred to adjudication. 

I would emphasize, Sir, that in a Province containing such an im{K)rtnnt 
industrial area, the l.ailxmr (y%ufni.ssioner must }>e a full time ofiit'er not 
burdened with other duties. I would also emphasize that he must have 
an adequate staff of sufficient coinpetent'e and efficiency to inspire confidence 
amongst employers and labour. The Hou’ble Minister, I know, admita 
himaelf that the Labour Commiasioner is ov^-burdened with work and that 
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his slaff is inadequate. I would like to hear from him what action he is 
takuag to relieve the Labour Commissioner of his other duties and to 
str^igtheu his staff. 

Ai regards the adjudication procedure, the Euroi>ean Party have, on more 
than one oc'casion, expressed the view that there should iV u permanent 
Adjudication Court consisting of a person or persons of high judicial status 
assisted by Assessors who will advise the Court on technical iMiints, The 
present system of referring disputes to the Chief Presidency Magistrate 
who has other onerous judicial <luties is not satisfactory. The result has 
been, on the one hand, an accumulation of disputes awaiting adjudication 
and, on the other hand, a number of conflhding awards which have tdaced 
employers in difficulties both because they are confficting and because very 
often the basis of the award is not made known. The question of rates of 
dearness allowance is a particularly difficult one uml I would suggest to the 
Hon’ble Minister that it is iieces.surv bu" him to lay down general principles 
to guide adjudicators in considering rates of dearness allowance. 

In our opinion, Sir, the field ot subjects which might he (onsidered by 
the Adjudicator should be restri(‘te<l to matters arising out of dearness 
allowance, and that awards made by him slmuld not aclvancc ccuolitions of 
»ervi(*e already provided lor, or about P) be |»r(>viile(l for, by (‘entral 
legislation. 

There is a lack of consistency in the awards made during the ]»asl year 
and no .set primdplcs appear to liuve been followed. 'I'he a<ljmlicnt<*r has 
not only been guided by the circtimstunceH peculiar to carl) case but also 
apparently by tlic rigour with which particular isstuw have bccT) pressed. 

It is a matter of urg(*ut uece.«sit\ that the unodiiioTv fi»r adjudication 
ehould be improved. The Horrblc ^fiuistcr stated in reply to a (jm‘Stiou 
that he was taking action i(» place the prc.sent Adjndicatoi on a pcrmamuit 
basis, I would like to hear tnmi him, Sir, that he dcfinit(*l\ intends to .set 
Up a permanent .\d judication Court con.sistiiig of a pci^tm or person^ of high 
jmlicial ‘•.tain, and that the Court will be assisted by Assesnors wlo» will 
advise on 1e< hnical points. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir, bet<ire the Ilon'ble Minister 
replies may I make m\ p(»siti(ui deary I hud used certain cxpic.ssions which 
hud been taken objection f<» by my friends on llo* other sidt*. I do realize 
that it wa^ n(>t <juite fair on my part to have u.v*d direct attack against an 
honourable mem{>er impugning hi.s persomti combict and I have no hesita- 
tion ill w'ithtiraw’ing these expressions. Jt would be noticed, if you refer 
to the proceedings, that the.se W(‘re direetl\ a result ot provocation given to 
me in course of my observations b\ m\ friend Mr. Stark interjecting at a 
very vital point with th«‘ word “nonsense ’. What I really intende<l to 
retort to him was that his interjection was foolish and idiotic. That is all 
I have gnit to say, 

Mr.8PEAKER: I have got a transcript but as you have withdrawn the 
expressions I need not read it. It pains me very much to see that the 
Whips of two of th»‘ mo.st wdl-disciplined purtie.s fell out. I never expc< ted 
that. 

There is one other expression wliich I should like to draw attention to. I 
think Dr. Malik u.sed some objectionable expression and I hofie lie will also 
withdraw it.

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Thank you, Sir. 

Tht Mr. Khwaja tHAHABUDDIN: 8ir^ Mr. B. Mukherjee com- 

plained that the members of this stele were becoming impatient and not 
prepared to listen. He ought to have realised t^t it wa.s entirely at the 
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4 XU)taace of the Opposition that this demand was put on this particular day. 

1 consider, Bir, it is very unfair to the Minister to raise such an important 
question at so late a time when everyliody is anxious to go and not to give 
him proper op})ortunity to reply fully to the debate. Sir, the Opposition 
benches claim to have greater interest in this particular matter, but I find 
hardly any of them is present except three or four persons. I shall be 
very brief. 

1 will take up the question of jute and in two Mords I would deal with 
that matter, although the matter requires a very detailed answer. I wtnild 
just point out ray answer in course of the debate on the adjournment motion, 

1 tbmk, during this session, and in that 1 have explained the Government 
position. Only men like Mr. Bokainagari ean speak in the manner and 
way he has HjM»ken. Actually, Sir, Government are very proud of what they 
have been able to do in respect of jute and its price and the steps they are 
taking in this connection. 

(doming to the Labour question Mr. B. Mukherjee blamed the Department 
and took all the creilit to himself and his party for kee])ing the country 
free from strikes and labour troubles, and claimed that it is all due to their 
anxiety not to adversely affect the war effort, I do not know how far that 
statement of Mr. Mukherjee will be accepted by anyone. Sir, far from 
maladministration in the lijiboiir Department I claim that the record of the 
Labour Depurtimuit is enviable and I would just refer to the comparatively 
less trouble and disturbances especially in view of the abnormal conditions 
prevailing in this Province. I have heard e(MU])laints about the Labour 
Department officers not being available, but I will not take much time of 
the House except (juoting the figures which will show how fur the Labour 
De])artment has been able to attend to these matters. 

Sir, to illustrate tliis, lust year 1,010 individual complaints were received, 
of which 700 w'ere disposed of. The majority of them resulted in redress 
of the grievaiices of w'orkers and still it has been said that the Labour 
Dejiurtment is not attending to the disputes. In a great majority of ca^es, 
udpidieatiou is resorted to. Theie have been only <ases resorted to 
adjudieution in the wlude of lust year, 1044-4"). ()t these 10 have been 

disposed of and only 0 jiending. To improve the adjudi«’ation maeliinery a 
decision has already Wen taken. 

Now, Sir, Mr. Kundu has uLo referred to the delay in attending to 
(nutters by the Labour Department. I do not agree that the delay has 
been to the extent to which eoinplaiiit has be(*n made in this res[)ect, 
although 1 do not deny that eertuiu delay has taken place in certain ea^es. 
Now, Sir, look at the difHculty of the jawition. While Mr. Mukherji wants 
that any dispute brought before the Ijubour Commissioner should be 
immediately disposed of, Mr. Kennedy .says that to(» (|uiekly the matter i.s 
being disposed of and .sutfieient time is not Indiig given for bringing about 
a eoneiliation. That itself shows that it is a very debatable point what time 
should be given and should be allowed to bring about a eoneiliatiou. 
Labour disputes are such delicate matter that you can uevei fix a time limit; 
nor can you allow u thiug to W disjmsed of tm) (juiekly, m)r can you allow a 
thing to linger on. Whenever any delay has occurred, I have been assured 
by the liubour (^unmissioner that it has been more in the interests of 
emnloyees than in the interests of employers. The figure.s I have quoted 
will prove that. I am sorry that every one is verv anxious to go home; 
otherwise, 1 could have .sjM)keii on this subject for hours. However, there 
are two or three {loints which if want to mention before I sit down. 

Through the working of mir conciliation and adjudication machinery, 
we have secured substantially Wtter wages and better dearness allowance 
and better conditions of service. Mr. Mukherjee may deny. But we claim 
that Uirough our efforts we have secured these advantages. 
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A» far as the jute industry is concenied, the matter ig already under 
enquiry and after the enquiry is over, an attempt will be made to gtond^S 
the wages and neeessary action and negotiation will be taken bv the 
t’onimiggioner. As far as the expansion of the Ubour Cartment t ««- 
cep^, Government have already sanctioned two Additional Labour Com- 
missioners. One of them is a member of the Civil Service and ha.s alrVadv 
joined his appoiutnient Another person who has been selected has had a 
long experience in the Labour Department. Mr. Murshedi who was Deimt? 
Labour fommissioner is now coming to us as Additional Lulnnir Coiniiiis- 
(Tetans “ft'-'ors. I need not go into 

l (Joveriimeiit have already 

reliei^d Mr. Gupta from his post of Chief IVcsidency Magistrate. I thinf 
that the members know that Mr. Gupta is holding « very high rank in the 
.ludK-ial service and he will be put in charge of adjmli.ation work entirely 
We have also decided to give him the assistance of assessors. A puiiel of 
asses.sors will be created for various imliisfries and we hope that when any 
.lispute IS referred to the adjudicator, a person will be taken from the 
iijipropriute panel.

It IS for the Inspectors to distribute the money according to the best 
manner they think proper. If there is actually any difficulty and if the 
attention of the (Government is drawn to that, I shall see that steps are 
taken to remove that difiic\ilty.

Mauivi MUHAMMAD ISi|AIL: Sir, we want to s}>eak generally on this 
^mand. 

(At this stage there was loud noise from both the sides.) 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL! Tou want to save your skin. 

(Criea of *‘Vote, vote’* from the Oppositioii Benokea.) 
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Mr. SPEAKER: Order, please. The point really ia whether I tihoiild 
any discussion on it. In fact, the motion has been moTed and the 
pi^tice in this House has all along been that cut motions are moTed 
and then the general discussion follows' and then the Hon^ble Minister 
replies.

Tht Hon’ble Khin BahMlur SAIYED MUAUAMUDDIN HOIAINt 

Sir, for ensuring timely distribution of seeds we have established 113 seed 
stores throughout Bengal at a cost of nearly 3 lakhs of ruMes from 
which seeds of different kinds are distributed among agriculturists in 
extensive scale. We intend to increase the number of these seed storcM 
so that eventually we may have at least one in each thana and the agri* 
oultnrists may gk seeds near at band. For ensuring improved seeds 
of guaranteed purity we have got a scheme for establiahing a 
20(baore multiplication farm in every cHstricju Unless we have our own 
inultiplication farms, we cannot be sure about the puri^ of the seeds. 
We attributed this year vegetable seedbngs from the seea store in order 
to be sure about germination, and the scheme proved vei^ suceessful. 
Winter vegetable seedlings were sold to the value of Bs.30,(K)0, if ndt 
more. grew veg^etames for the military on 1,60() aores of landin 
order that the military might not encroach on civilian iKj^ket. The 
inilitary got abmit 57 tons of vegetables, nearly 1,200 tnaulldi|^^Sy. 
We are growing summer vegetables for the civiliui market under iootiimr 
0 Aame. Potato seed sitoaiton was ensed to some extent hy importing, 
40,000 teenPMif loom ITainital and 15,000 maunds from SluBmig. liimfas 
mgdied ns with about 41,000 maunds of food potatoes just wlik|: WU urmu 

wmi# ibortaiu. 
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' We distributed fertilisers (Ammoniuin Sulpl^te and Phoepbate) nearly 
fiS.OiW maunds at concession rates. We are importing 14 lakh maunds 
of mustard cake from United Provinces to be distributed through seed 
stores at concession rates. We employed hundreds of hmwars for going 
round the unions and teaching manufacture of water-hyacinth (omposts. 
Three lakhs of maunds of such composts have already been manufactured. 
We got a Biochemist trained at Bangalore and he has been maufactunng 
manure out of town refuse and teaching it to municipal employees. 

We are trying to increase the area under potato, wheat, pulses, oil 
seeds and fodder crops. For the first time in Bengal, we have got plot to 
plot survey of crops and have collected crop statistics after complete 
enumeration. We have got lists of all cultivable and uncultivable waste 
lands. We are now in possession of reliable materials on the b^is of 
which not only crop planning could be made, but a plan for full utilisation 
of ill kinds of lands can be drawn up. 

We have succeeded in popularising Persian W^heel irrigation and we 
are definitely in favour of planned agriculture. We are trying to 
popularise pump irrigation also. For helping tank irrigation, we have 
wdl nigh spent 10 lakhs for re-excavation of irrigation tanks. We have 
spent nearly a crore on small irrigation projects and thereby brought 
considerable area under cultivation. We are trying to protect crops from 
ravages of water hyacinth by erecting barricades after having found by 
experiments at Arial Bil and Karunpore that barricades can efiWtively 
shut out water hyacinth from encroaching on ptnldy lands. 

On the live-stock side, we have already got a scheme sanctioned f(>r 
establishing a research and breeding farm near Calcutta for improving 
live-stock of the province. W'^e have got experts who are working on this 
and the Poultry extension scheme. We have started the goat multiplica- 
tion scheme in three districts. AVe have extended the Dairy at Dacca 
and have been doing our best to help every individual or fann who want 
our help for Dairy Industry. AAV are just starting a special cattle farm 
for preserving the purity of Sen bulls in Darjeeling. A\ e are importing 
500 milch cows every month from the Punjab. 

The Animal Disease Act has been pas.sed and it will be soon put under 
operation. Mass inoculation against rinderpest is just going to be 
introduced in three or four districts which an* most liable to rinderpest 
epidemic and vaccinators are just being trained. 

We have not been unmindful towards conservation of the existing 
cattle population. 

We are short of staff for the various activities of the department and 
for solving the problem, we have sanctioned extension of the A'eterinary 
College. We have }»nivided for training of IHM) denioiistrators annually, 
in place of only 30 or 4(b we are allowing GO stipends in the ATeterinary 
College and in the Demonstrators’ Scluml, all of the value of R«. 25 
per month. The scheme for extension of Agricultural College at Dacca is 
^(ore us already and we are pwviding for double the present number 
of students. We have already sent three young men abroad for higher 
agricultural eiluwition and have decided to send 10 more this year. We 
had practically no meohologist in Bengal, but we have been able to secure 
the services ot the best mecholfTgist ia India, Dr. Padwick, who has been 
placed % q^ge of our Research section in addition to his duties as Principal 
of t^|f»^t)aoca Agricultural College. Our Research section is being expand^ 
ed to meet the requirement of an agricultural province like BengA. 

We have brought 1,023 acres of Railway side lands already under 
evMva^ii. The statistics ooReoted by complete enumeintioiL method 
shows that since the District Settlement operationB the area under Aman 
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hfi increased by 15 lakb acres. Half of this increased cnltiTation waa 
perhaps due to pressure of population on land» but the other half can be 
safely claimed as the direct result of **Grow More Food” campaign. 

We have under contemplation big schemes of reclamation of waste 
lands, seed multiplication farms in every thaua, Research farm of 1,000 
acres each in every Division, Sugar Research farms, Tobacco Ri^ea^h 
farms. We are determined to increase the area under cotton cultivation 
according to a definite programme. We are determined to revive the bio 
cultivation which is now in a moribund condition. 

We are going to experiment on joint farming and also on mechanised 
agriculture, and have ordered for 50 tractors from America. We have 
secured the services of an eminent Horticulturist in oitler to develop 
Horticultural wealth of the province. We have secured the services of a 
potato specialist a.H we have decided to increase the area under disease-free 
potato which gives 10 times more yield per acre than rice. If we are to 
meet the ^od requirement of our ever-growing p(»pulation, we must grow 
potato extensively. 

We are seriously considering the Agricultural ('rt'dit and Finance 
problems and are having examined the Egyptian Grain Hank scheme for 
finding out if it would suit Hengal condition. Gur Marketing Deoart- 
ment has done useful works in connection with Darjeeling vcgetaldes, 
Madras potatoes and United Provinees ghee. Hut the department will 
have to be expanded enormously as soon as ilie Mark«*t Kt^gulation Hill 
w'hich is now being revivsed is passed into law. Tlic lh‘v»dopmenl IK*part- 
ment has been of imtuense help in ccdle(*ting Agricullural MtatiHlirs and 
doing spade w'ork for small irrigati(Ui projects and waste land reclamation 
schemes. They have also prwured paddy scctU t(> the extent of 1 lakh 
42 thousand maunds of best local vuriet> in addition to similar (juality 
secured by the Director of Agriculture of improved variety.

For securing remunerative priee.s to the agriculturists, we have decided 
to employ an Ecommuc Adviser, w1h» could eiujuire into the cost of 
production of agricultural pro<iuce from time to time and report as to what 
should be the economic price of different crops. 

I have put, in a nutshell, what w'e have so far <hnie arnl wdial we 
propose to do in the near future. The honourable members will realise 
that the development of agriculture of a country like Hengal, w^hich was 
so badly neglected so long, is not an easy task and it cannot be achieved 
in one or tw'o years. We have the satisfaction, however, that the 
fotmdation for agricultural regeneration has )>een firmly laid. AVe are 
attacking the problem simultaneously from all fx^ints and have nc>t 
overlooked anything which has bearing on the problem of uH-round 
development of agriculture. We are not grudging expenditure under the 
head of agriculture which has risen to 2-4 cnires from only about 5t) lakhs 
two years ago. We are earning on an organised and methodical campaign 
for substantially increasing the agricultural output of our nrovince. 
Our labours have already Imme fruit in respect of vegetables we are 
confident, if the programme chalked out by us is pursued witBNminjage 
and determination, through God's grace, Bengal will be able to eilict 
aR-round development in agriculture to such an extent that her agricultural 
oul^ut will not only be sufficient to meet her i^uirements, but she will 
be exporting largely to other jprovinces and countries and thereby increasing 
the wealth and making her people as happy and prosperous as once they

Mfi SPEAKER: Questions. 

(Starred question No. 2»19 was called.) 

Point of Onior. 

Mr. PRAMATHA NATH BANERJEE; Mr. Speaker, Sir, may I rise 
on a point of order? My point of order is specific. It relates to the effect 
of the adverse vote which the Assembly passed upon the Ministry yesterday. 
Sir, iny submission to you is that w*hen a Ministry does not enjoy the 
confidence of the Assemnly (Yokes fhom thk Coalition benches: 
Question!) that Ministry’ sliould resijrn. Sir, my friends question. The 
question was decided l»y a vote yesteriiifrht...!..(A V(U(’K: By a snap 
vote.) I am coming to the question of snap vote in a moment. Sir, 
1 have not l>een able to discover one sinjrle joecedent in the leffislutures of 
India or elsewhere where the Ministry has stuck to office after bein^ Waten 
on the floor of the Assembly on a demand for jrrant involving? crore*i of 
rujiees. Mr. Speaker. Sir, the first part of the item of business of today 
is “Questions and Answers.” The ijuestion is beinj^’ ])ut to the Hon’ble 
Minister-in-charjre and the answer is to be j?iven by him or on his behalf. 
jMy respectful suhmissiim to you, Sir, is that the Ministry has ceased to 
function since yesterday. The resignation of a Ministr\ in any parlia- 
mentary form (»f (Government is enforced only by conventions. The courts 
have no discretion or jurisdiction in the matter and, Sir, the Nazim- 
uddin Ministry, according to iiiy humble submission, has ceased to func- 
tion since last ni^jht. Sir Nazimuddin yesterday stated definitely and 
catejrorically and his voice is being: echoed by his followers today that 
yesterday’s vote was a snap voU*. I shall ask Sir Nazimuddin in all 
humility to acquire a precise notion of the expression “snap vote”. I 
have vet to learn from the practice of legislatures in India and the prac- 
tice ot the British House of Commons that a vote with a decent margin on 
a major demand of the budget is or could be a snap vote. 

Sir, 1 shall first of all deal with the questions of fact and then I shall 
discuss the (juestions of law. The first (juestion of fact is thi.s: was ye.ster- 
day’s vote a snai> vote at all? Tt was |)erfectly well known to the Chief 
Minister, his twelve other Ministers and his seventeen Parliamentary 
Secretaries that the Oppo.sition was Iwuind to have a trial of strength with 
tb© Ministry in power. That fact could not ixissibly have been unknown 
certainly to the numerous Parliamentary SwTetaries and Whips surround- 
ing the Ministry all paid out of the public revenues. Sir. yesterdav in 
the press definite hints and suggestions were given about the trial of 
strength. The House was scheduled to sit at o’clwk and I betray no 
•icret when I say that the (Ipj^wition was sorrj' for the inevitable loss of 
one day jl^ the Budget session due to the unfortunate and untimely death 
of the members of this House. Sir, so far as I am aware the 

Government insisted on sitting at 3 o'clock and if the followers of Govern- 
ment were not present then the responsibility surely does not rest on 
Opposition, It is perfectly well khown to nil of us that the effeotiee 
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of the House yesterday was less than 230. and in a House of 280^ 
either side voted and if this vote is regarded as a snap vote, I do 
noi'^lojow how to explain or comprehend the definition of snap vote. 

Ifr. Speaker, I have something more to add. My honourable friends of 
the Buropean group headed by their leader were not present at 3 o’clock. 
The discussions — will not say, the unparliamentary discussions and the 
demonstrations — blasted for about an hour and then iny honourable friends 
slowly, ^adually and surely streamed in. Mr. Speaker, Sir, not only that 
but the Hon’ble Minister in charge of the budget for the day delivered his 
speech, if I am not ver>* mistaken, for the statutory iieriod of thirty minutes 
and more. Sir, under the rules nobmly was entitled to sjieak after the 
speech of the Hon’ble Minister and yet by a latitude which was perhaps 
unusual, which was iierhaps ethical but not legal the Ohair allowed a sj>eech 
from one of the folbiwers of Sir Nazimuddin. Whether the speech of that 
follower was relevant or irrelevant is a question for the Chair to detude but 
it was neither intelligible nor audible to any one of us

then I raise the ipiestion of law. The demand was rejected toto' The 
matter came up for the clecision <|f the Chair on a previous iHTiision! The 
demand, I sav again, Sir, was rejei’tcd in Now a demand comes out 

of a budget wbich, to use the expressive language ot the Chair on a previous 
occasion, is a^jind i visib le document anil no finance budggl js completed un- 
less there is ah sent by tbe Governor. Sir, the 

statute is specific. May I first of all refer you t»» .section 7ff. suh-sectioii (J), 
of the Government of India AviY Sec tion iff. suh-section 0) of the floverii- 
meiit of India Act is, “No demand tor a grant shall be made exeejit on the 
recommendation of the Governor”. Sir. here the Ministry funetioning for 
the purpose of aiding and advising the Governor umier the statute presenU 
the budget on behalf of the lejireseututive of the Crown in this province, 
viz., the Governor. 

Then, Sir, may I refer you to sections 78 uiul 7Jt of the Government of 
India Act. Section 78 deals with the annual financial statement. 1 dra^ 
your specific attention. Sir, to the exj»resKion “annual financial statement’^ 
and the annual financial statement <‘oiisistH of two parts, viz., part (i*) (oV 
and part (2) \h), namely, expenditure described a.s ex (leinliture eharg«Hi 
upon the revenues id the ]»roviiiee and the suin'* required to meet other 
exiMjnditure proposed to he made from the revenues of the province. Sir,, 
sub-section (.1) deals W’ith expenditure charged on the revenues of each 
province. Then the relevant sections are section 79(^) and siMtion SO" 
proviso. Let me; Sir, place sub-section of section 71> before you for a 
moment: So much of the said estimates as relates to other expenditure 
ahall be aubmitted. in the form of demands for grunts, to the liegislutivo 
Aasembly, and the Legislative Assembly shall have |M>wep to assent, or to 
refuse to assent, to any demand, or t4> assent to a demund subject to a reduc* 
tion of the amount s|)ecifie<I therein. Therefore, sub-se<’tion (2) visualises 
three things, the I/egislature has the right to refuse the demand in foto^ 
secondly, the Legislature has the right to reduce the demand, and, thirdly^ 
the Legidature has the right to as.sent to the demand. In this instance the 
Legislature refused the demand altogether. Therefore, ’'h^t follows? 
tJnder sectioii fkt, proviso, the iwsition is this : Provided th# 

Assembly have refused to assent to any demand for a grant or have aSbnted 
to such a demand subject to a reduction ot the amount s}>eiufied thereil^ 
luure the first eventuality haf happened — the Oovemor may if in his opinion 
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ibi or function would dfe^ the due discbpge of auy of Ms special 

roipouaibifkieff include in iiie scliMule such additional amo^t, if any, not 
exceeding tbe amount of tke rejected demand or the reduction, as the case 
may be, as appears to him necessary in order to enable him to discharge that 
responsibility. 

Therefore, Sir, since the demand has been rejected in tato^ under the Act 
the Governor of the province has only one power, viz., to restore that portion 
of the grant which affects his special resiwnsihilities and special res^nsibi- 
Hties, Mr. Speaker, have been expressly defined under section 62 of the 
Government of India Act. 

Sir, the demand yesterday was for the small sum of Ks. 2,04,00,000. 
The amount charged upon the revenues of the province, shown separately 
on page 70 of the Red Book, was only Rs. 89,000. Therefore, Sir, whatever 
demands may he made upon the Legislature for the special responsibilities 
of the Governor of the province, by no stretch of imagination could the 
sum of Rs. 2,04,00,000 be reached. So, Sir, legally and constitutionally 
the position is this. Since the Governor of a province under the Govern- 
ment of India Act, 936, has no power of certification, therefore this part 
of the demand absolutely goes this session so far as the Legislature is 
concerned, specially in view of the provisions of rule 39 of the Assembly 
Procedure Rules. 

Sir, s(»inething more. If this part of the budget goes, then how is it 
possible for the Governor to authenticate a schedule, — the language used 
in the statute again is “a schedule’”. Sir, section 8()(i?) refers to the 
schedule. The schedule so authenticated shall he laid before the Assembly 
but shall not he o|u‘n to discusHiitn or vote in the liegislature. Sub- 
section ( 3 ) is still more important : Subject to the ])r(>viKii)nH t)f the next 
succeeding section, no expenditure from the revenues of the province shall 
be deemed to he duly authorised unless it is specified in the schedule so 
authenticated. 

So, Sir, the position is this that the Ministry which was in j)ower yester- 
day and which suffered defeat at the hands of the legislators yesterday 
could not get the entire budget through the Assembly under the provisions 
of the (b)vernment of India Act and, therefore, Sir, it was their hounden 
duty yesterday to tender their resignation. Resignation, us I said, Sir, 
cannot he for»ed upon the Ministry by the tribunals of the land, hut in a 
matter like this from the |>oint of view of the privileges of the House and 
from the p(»int of view of cofistituiional proprietv and constitutional deve- 
lopment in this province, it is imuinlHuit, Mr. Speaker, that there should 
he a decision from the Hiuir as to whether or not a Ministry is hound to 
resign when it suffers a defeat at the hands of the Legislative Assembly. 

Sir, Sir Nnaimuddin took shelter under u ctmveiiieni expre.ssion “snap 
vote”. 1 am not accustomed to throw challenges to him. I ask him 
again, in all humility if he and his colleapies, aided and advised by 
competent constitutional legal advisers inside this House and outside, have 
discovered one single precwlent where a budget demand is thrown out by 
the House of Commons or by a Legislative Assembly and yet the Ministers 
stick to their chairs like glue. Sir, this is an act of utmost constitutional 
impropriety, 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, yesterday something more happened. The powers of 
this I^egislature are strictly circumscribed and today the guillotine will 
fall, I am told, at exacTtly half-past six. Sir, yesterday the I/egislature 
was called upon to dis<nis8 three demands and by no stretch of imaginatiem 
and by no possible mathematicti calculation could more time be allotted 
to the Mi^try for the demand on “Agrieiilture” beyond 4-30 p.m. Sir, 
it is to suggest that the two other items should have no treatment 

whalv^r from the House. Sir Nasimuddin is alleged to have etated, my 
friend reminds me, that the voting was to have taken pl^ at T p.m.— 
nnd^ what head probably did not enter his head. On the demand on

^ir Naaimuddin did something tangible. He made au admission 
which was in the nature of a confession of the defeat of the Ministry by 
requesting you to adjourn the Hou.se in regard to other demands. Either^ 
Sir Xaaimuddiu wa.s very strcmg — either he was in a majority or he was 
not. If he was strong in a majority, he .should have seen to the disposal 
of the two items of demand apart from “Agriculture”. Sir, that was not 
the view which he took and his attitude was perfectly consistent with the 
view that he had ceased to have the confidence of the majority of the la^gis- 
lature. He must then logically regard veslerday's vote not merely a soap 
vote but yesterday must be a “.•iiiap day^’ for him and his Ministry. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, these are m\ suhmis.sion.s and I invite your ruling on 
these points. This is a subjet't of utmost constitutional importance. To- 
day’s strength does not decide the issue, although we have mobilised our 
strength and are in u majority even to-day. ('inumscribed as wo are in 
regard to provisions of the (ioverument of India Act, the (tpjmsiUm has 
verj" limited means at its disposal f(»r (ensuring a Ministry in power. The 
Ministry in power can Ih* censured in Krigland, as you know, in diverse 
ways. Many of tho.st^ nu*thods arc not open to u.s, hut a vote of no- 
confidence is not the (Uily method wlierehy tue hntui of (he strength of 
the Ministry in power (an be tested, and one of tlie primordial meth<»ds 
know'n to parliamentary institutions is to effect a tiial of strength upon the 
Budget. This is done in diverse ways. In tliis Provime, Sir, we nsnally 
take recourse to two stt-[»s — <ine by way ot cut motions and the other by way 
of an oppositi(m to the total demand. Sir, we have seen Ministries here 
in India functioning notwithstanding the fact that cut motions have been 
disposed of by the respective Houses of Legislature against them. In 
England, if 1 reinemluM' rightl\. Ministries resig^n nn «*ven snap votes 
with regard t(» cut motions. As I ^aid. I Ijave rntt emne aenrs** (»iie single 
])recedent where a Ministry in Kiigland has n((t resigned on a major 
demand being thrown out by the Opposition. And, Sir, may 1 add in all 
seriousness that such a precedent does not exist evrm in this unfortunate 
land of ours — India!' M\ honourable friends by stiiking to tlreir seats will 
create a precedent and hand down t(( generati(n»s yet nrrborn tire gbrrious 
spectacle (»f a Minintry sticking to power without having a majority. The 
Sir, irs of vu.st constitutional imporlanct*, and 1 slnmld even on a 
speech on a constitutional iHiint ot law make fw(» upfreals. 1 am not ai'cun- 
tomed to make such appeals, 1 am accustomed to stand on my rights. I 
must address my apjieal to Sir Naziinuddin and his followers to follow the 
usual and the universal constitnti<mal practice in all purliumentary institu- 
tions all over the world. And, Sir if that is not possible, I invite yon, as 
the custodian of the rights and liberties of this llouse, and as the (heal 
(Commoner of the realm to stand fast to constitutional jirogress and consti- 
tutional development. Sir, I ha%*e finished. (Applause.)

Z tiz4, 26th March, luBS, and there it has been clearly laid down that 
members belonging to the Government Party have as much right as 
anybod^r else to move cut motions, and they can after moving withdraw 
them with the permission of the House, for the purpose of bringing to 
notice of Government and the House a particular point of view on which 
I they feel fairly strongly. Until that ruling is revised by another ruling, 
maintain that that ruling holds the ground, and, as such, our members 
were deprived of moving their cut motions to which I consider they had an 
inhereUt right recognised by all the legislatures in the world. (Eai 
Hasendea Nath Ckaudiiuri : Question, Question.) (Mr. Santosh 
Kumar Basu : Inherent right to stick to office!) And the rules and 
regulations of this House make it clear that if proper notice has been given 
for any cut motion and if time is there, members should be asked to move 
that cut motion. (Mr. Atijl Chandha Ren: You have your party 
meeting.) Therefore, we feel that yesterday not only our memliers were 
deprived of moving their cut motions, but what, in our opinion, is more 
important, is that the main motion was not allowed to be discussed by the 
members of this House and last <»f all when I, as l^eader of the House, 
Wanted to wind up the debate, that was also not alhrwed. If the honour- 
able members on the other side claim that they have got a majority, well, 
the result of the vote today will show, and I can assure this House, that if 
voting goes against us, we shall resign. 

Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: You will have no other alternative but to 
resign. 

Tht Hon*bU KllWilt Sir NAZIMUDDIN: As regards the point that 
has been raised about the rejection of the total grant, that (luestion is 
entirely a constitutional one, and it depends (Ui how the other grants are 
dealt with today. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYALS Mr. Speaker, Sir, 1 would not have 
liked to add to the elaborate explanation on this point (d order hy my 
esteemed friend and teacher, Mr. i’ramatha Xath Aanerjee, but the side- 
tracking of the real issue sought by the Leader of the House compels me to 
invite your attention to the main prohlems for which your ruling is really 
sought. 

The first issue is whether the Ministry (»f Bengal, as now constituted, 
can carry on, as the Leader of tlie House is reported to have .said to the 
press, so fur as the business of this la'gislature is concerned. We submit, 
that they have no right any more to curry on the business of this I/egis- 
lature. W’hether they will l)e propped up and kept alive hy a willing and 
‘ obliging Kxet'tttive Head of the province or not is a different matter, but 
so far as you are concerned, us custodian of the rights and privileges of this 
House, our submission to you is that this Ministry cannot continue to 
function, so far as this House is concerned; and why is it so? 

Our first ground is that the Ministry after a definite trial of strength 
has been found to have no majority behind theni. And how is this definite 
trial of strength proved? Yesterday morning in many of the newspawrs 
of Calcutta it was definitely announced — I am quoting from the llittdmthan 
St 4 tHd 4 inl on the first front page of it-~in hold headlines was this repwrt

That (loes not mean 
that you declared that it wan a snap \(»fe and yet an attempt was made to 
jmt those words into sour niouth to indicate that you had in some way or 
other eoiiHciousIy or uneonsciousls uc<*epted tlie position that yi’dterdfay'd 
voting was a snap voting. However, that may he, whatever may be the 
position, snap vote «ir no vote, the fact remains that one of the major grantd 
ha.s Wn refused and under no stretch of imujfinatiun the (lovernment of 
India Act could be so construed or interi>reled us io empower any authority 
to restore that arrant and to |>ermit the fuiietioninjr of thd Ministry, ff 
that jn^nt cannot be restored an important department of Government goes 
out of the picture and no Ministry can tMmsiblv claim to function in Beiifral 
without the Department of Afrriiulture functioning. Therefore, it is 
obrious to the meanest intelligence that the present Ministry cannot func- 
tion so far a# the business in the House is concerned. Mr.'Banerjee has 
further made it clear that one portion of the budget which has to lie present- 
ed in the form of one complete whole of estimates of erpenditure having 
been turned down it is not possible any longer for even the Governor of 
the province to authenticate the w'hole s^;hedule of expenditure and even if 
an attempt is made to continue work today the Governor will have ulti- 
mately to keep out the major demand on Agriculture out oL,his authenti- 
cated budget and consequently the province will have to go iviiVout tke 
Agriculture Department This is a situation which cannot be conteniplated 
and consequently our submission is that the refusal of a major grant auto« 
matically and ipso facto |ums down the entire budget of the province, and 
if the entire budget of the province goes out of the picture oMouily no 
liinietry can functiott.

tile present Ministry can continue to function, so far as this Lensiature is 
concerned and if they cannot continue to function the rest of the business 
of the day cannot be proceeded with. 

With regard to the new issue sought to be raised regarding the previous 
Speaker s alleged ruling the position has been made hundred times (dear. 
I submit that in spite of searches by all and sundrj’ the Leader of the House 
has not been able to find out during a long period of seven years any prece- 
dent in which an attempt had been made by any member of the Government 
Party to move a cuit motion. So he had to take recourse to a ruling or 
statement given by the Speaker in the House on the 26th March, 1938. 
Sir, we remember the cinmmstances when this ruling was given. Certain 
members of the Government Party then wanted to sjjeak on certain definite 
motions. It wm pointed out by the Opposition that a cut motion definitely 
raised specific issues of criticism of the action of the Government, and if 
Government action was to be critudsed by the members of the Government 
Party they had other opportunities and occasions to do so. Even on the 
floor of the House they could generally 8i)eak, but the position being deli- 
cate in regard to the forcing of that issue to vote it was pressed by the other 
side that they might withdraw, but once a motion was left as a property of 
the House, the withdrawal also would involve voting of the House and 
theiefore certain diffijulties did arise. Thereafter, after having examined 
the (|ueHtiou carefully your predecess<»r, Sir, actually gave a definite direc- 
tion that in future no member of the Government Tarty would be permitted 
t-o move cut imdions but thev would be permitted i<i reply to any points 
raised by the Opposition. Lut, Sir, so far as yesterday was concerned 
there was no (piestion of reply because no criticism was made. The claim 
that Government party members were deprived ol their opportunity of 
moving ctit motions is absolutely without any ]>recedent and lu^ed not be 
taken s(*rious note of. The claim that the Leader of the House was not 
allow’ed to w'ind up the debate is a new and absolutelv astounding claim. 
So far as we remember there was no attempt made by the HoiTble Sir 
Naaimuddin even yesterday to seek your permission wind up the debate 
after the HonTde Minister in charge of Agriculture had made his state- 
ment and after you had allowed through your graee another nmmber to 
speak thereon. There was no (piestioii of winding up of the debate at all 
because there was no debate. There was only one-si(1ed statement. There- 
fore the claim that Sir Naaimuddin’s privilege was interfered with absolutely 
falls to the ground. 

Further, Sir, if the time factor is examined, you will notice? that we 
l>egau at 3 o’clock and there were three major demands to be examined 
yesterday. You allow^ed 20 minutes f(»r questions; about 10 minutes we 
took in the Hon’ble Minister moving the major demand and certain other 
preliminary things : the Secretary read out certain messages. From 
p.m, to 4-30 p.m. there w^ere various kinds of discussions including p<»ints 
of order. And it was after 4-’10 p.m. that you actually allowed one meinWr 
from that side and the Minister to make their statements. Alihougb you 
first said that the Minister would be given 10 minutes' time you actually 
allowed him enough time to read out a written speech completely and you 
did not try to stop him until he himself voluntarily came to the conclusion, 
and HO unfairness on your jmrt could in the least be suggested by any 
member the Government Party. On the contrary, we on this side were 
feeling unhappy, to say frankly, that time was allowed to enable the 
Government Whips and the Eur(*rH*an Party Whi^>s to get th^te members 
to be presgftteas much as possibte, and in the circumstances no injustice or 
unfaiCttiTO: at any rate to the Government Party, could in any; way be 
suggest^. Further, Sir, even assuming that there was some quick voting 
yesterday, even then the claim that Sir Natimuddin made of the number 
of members that were likely to come shows that even teking thoee members 
llito account he would not have come near the maiority. Therefore he 
bould not have si^tautially lost anything tliroiigh the voting because Hie 
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yotJn# wa» clear, the majority waa abaolute and without the slighteat doubt 
It W tree and fair voting. In the circumstances I submit. Sir, that there 
coifld be no diftculty in your way m ruling (hat the Ministry has cease.! 
to fiinction. 


'ftere i» yet cue other point which Mr. Buneriee did mi nmke <»ut 
and that 18 the most interestiuff of all the points. The l^^adcr of the 
himself did not pursue the debate on the other Grants that were followinir 
yesterday. If he really felt that for quick saa|) voting one major demand 
was thrown out, he could have demonstrated yestenlay by proceeding with 
the debate straight on for next grant on Veterinary or the subseiiuent grunt 
on Famine and he could, if he had the majority as he claims, actuall.v 
demonstrate that yesterday by a prolonged debate later on. But he knew 
that he had lost the confidence of the House: lu* »lare<l not continue the 
debate and he only wanted an opportunity to get an acljouriiment to have 
nocturnal activities to be indulged in later on. That is a mutter which we 
are extremely anxious about. We were prepared for any numlH^r of votings 
yeterday. The Government, as you noticed, not only was not prepared to 
face the voting but were trying to disturb you atul even one of the Ministers 
went so far to forget himself us io rush at you — at the ('hair, uml pulled 
the microphone and was trying to utilise the nid of the mi(‘rophone— 'inight 
be against you or against us. This Mina IVshwari metlmd was stopped lu 
your timely intervention. 


Mr. SPEAKER: Order. order. Dr. Sanyal, do not bring in irrelevant 
matters when talking on a point of order. 


Dr. NALINAKSHA SANAYL: I therefore submit, Sii, that the 
Leader of the House was conscious of the weakness and there !ouId be no 
question whatever of the Ministry functioning lo<la\ . Then* is a notice 
sent to Us — a minor jau'iit — stating that the husiness of yesterday will 
continue today. In regard to that 1 have io make one small sulunission. 
I submit tliat mrording to the Governor’s Jiules regarding the Budget 
Debate, rule lo of the Governor’s Hules, the voting on demands has to lu* 
done on specific demands and days are allotted with the jiroviso that not 
more than tw’o days can be taken up lor any om* demann. In regard t(» 
that provision we had yesterday the du\s allotted for Agriculture, for 
Veterinary and for Fuiiiine, uml when the Government refused to move 
their nmtions, automatically they lost the (hauce to move then** grunts 
altogether. They could not revise that at all. So fur as the Agriculture 
Demand is concerned, although .some obliging newspapers try io HUj^gest 
that the Chief Minister or the lloiiie Minister will bring up this Agriculture 
Demand over again, it is absidutely contrary to the provisions tif law. Yet, 
Sir, there is a possibility, as I find from today’s notice fw*rved on us which 
was posted by your office siunc time yesterday, that an attempt is being 
made to take up the unfiinished business of yesterday. I submit that 
there was no unfinished busine.ss. So far as the latter two demands are 
concerned, Veterinary and Famine, the question . was that you called uiwn 
the Ministers but they refused to move and the question rested then*. 
There was no question of compulsion. I know, Sir, that rule 22 of thi' 
Assembly Procedure Rules states that “all business uiqMnrited for any day 
and not disposed of on that day shall stand over until the next day of the 
session available for business of the class to which it belongs.’* So far us 
the class of business appointed for any day is concemetl, here the apiHiint- 
meni of a idate is govemeil by rule 16 of the Governor’s Rules and H|>ecifically 
the days were appointcNi according to that rule. No provision is made for 
pemittiniT extension of the date or time. Secondly it only i!c'*'*rs such 
Dusiness as haviiig been admitted could not be disposed of. if when ***jled 
upon by the Speaker some Minister does not move the husiness, it goes out 
of the picture utogether. Tou could not term that as business not clispofM^ 
of. The ImaiiieNi could be tukeu up and disposed of but the Minister did 
not to obvious reasons like to move the relevviit motion. 
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ICIiin MUMtiir MOHAMMID ALI: He was not called upon. 

Dft NALIIIAKIHA tANYAL: Of course, he was. And, Sir, that 
could uot be taken advantage of to mention that it was a business not 
disposed of. The business was really disposed of not in the manner 
suggested by. the Government but in the other way: it went out of the 
agenda altogether. Therefore these two demands, Veterinary and Famine 
Demands, cannot be taken up at all during this session. Even if a short 
notice is accepted by you, which also, so far as we are concerned, has put 
us to great inconvenience, I submit this demand cannot come up. In view 
of this, Sir, I feel that the only correct |>rocedure in the circumfttances 
would he for you to declare that so far as the House is concerned the 
Ministry cannot function any more, and thereafter what will happen must 
be left to the Ministers themselves because they ought to know that rights 
and liberties are fought for and created and not secured by clinging blindly 
to office. 

Khan lahadur MOHAImMED ALI t A omestion has been raised that 
yesterday’s voting was not a snap division. This is a ouestion of fact and 
X shall place before you and the House facts w’hich will show that yester- 
day’s division was a snap division. The reasons are these. Two unusual 
things happened yesterday. Firstly, for the first time during budget 
session we met at ‘i o'clock. (Mr. Kiean Sankah Roy; Three o'clock was 
fixed by you.) By Government. A circular was issued to the members 
infortniiig them that the business not taken up on tbe previous day would 

be taken up on the next day, but in that i-irculur no time was mentioned 

and many of our members were not aware of the fact that the meeting 
would take place at It o'clot’k. Then another unusual thing is this. For 
the first time during the budget sessitm a division was taken at alK)ut d-Ittl. 

I will tell you the other fact. It the division had taken place lo 
minutes later, nine iiiemhers of our party and one member of the European 
party would have been present. They arrived at the Asseinblv within 10 
minutes of the division and I place tneir names. Khan Bahadur Muham- 
mad Solaiman, Prince Yusuf Mirza, Mr. Maguire. Mr. Zahur Ahmed 

f'houdhurv, Mr. Gomes, Mr. Amrita I^al Mandul, Mr. Banku Behari 

Mandal (l^arliamentaiy Secretary), Miss P. B. Bell-Hurt and Mr. Razaur 
Rahman Khan — these 9 memliers <»f our party ineluding one more of the 
European party arrived within 10 minutes of the division, and Mr. Abdul 
Jabbar Palw'an. That shows that if a division had taken place 10 minutes 
later (Rai Harkndka Nath rH\ri)HURi: Why did you run away?) we 
would not have been defeated. So the question whether yesterday’s divi- 
dion was a snap division or not is borne out by the fact and the fact is this, 
that if the division had taken place 10 minutes later we would not have 
been defeated. 

Mr. AANTOtH KUMAR BASU: Mr. Speaker, Sir. only one word in 
answer to Khan Bahadur Mohammed Ali's allegation. The Chief Minister 
thought it proper to issue a statement yesterday in support of his projioei- 
tion that the voting was a snap division. He tried to give an estimate of 
the number of votes that he could have secured if voting took place at 
7 o’clock in the evening. According to his estimate the number of votes 
that he expected to muster if the voting had taken place at that Itour 
would be 11 votes more than what they actually succeeded in polling. That 
means that it would be 108. In our c.ase also there were two or three votes 
which had been left out. I^ other words, all that the Chief Minister 
proclaimi^ in his statement was that they would have succeeded in defeat- 
one vote. Would that not be a snap voting, I aak him in all 
Mmusaess? He put forward the proposition tkat if the voting had been 
delayed to the utmost limit he oouid have secured one vote move than what 
the Opposition had secured. That would have been a sa^ vote, if any- 
thing at all, and he wanted to carry on the adminietration hy a majovily 
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of oAo in this House. Could there be anything more ridieiilous and more 
uheurd even eonceding that he would have succeeded in defeutiug the

Mr. 8PEAKER: One tiling ! want to know Ironi you or Sir NaEiin- 
uddin. What <lo you jiropose to do with regard to the demand that was 
thrown out by tlie Iltjuse^ That i.s \erv vital. 

The Hon'ble Kbwaja 8ir NAZIMUDDIN: As 1 have already stated, 
it dejieiids entirely a.^ to liow the thing goes tiulay, uinl I cannot at thiR 
time tell you, Sir. what we propose to d«». 

Mr. 8PEAKER: Does anybody want to say anything on this (juestiou 


Khan Bahadur MOHAMMED ALI: There is one thing, Sir. 
Dr, Sanyal iias made a wrong statement that you railed upon the Kon'hle 
Minister to move hi.s domund ami he did not move liis demand. That is not 
coirecl. Ve'itt'rday the Ilon'lth* t'liiet Minister and the licailer of the 
House made a staieiiient that he dul not wish to pnaeod with the Imsiness 
that <lay and re(iueste(l \ou to adjourn the House and you diil so. You 
did not call upon an\ Minister to move his ilemand and there was no refusal 
on the part ol the Minister.

“In the circunistames loiiay”, that is, 
“Afti*!- we hud experienced a ileleat today we dt» not (iropose to move any 
more demand for grant”. 1 ask \ou. Sir, to look up the proceedings. 

Mr. a. R. WALKER: 1 do not want to enter int4i the legal details or 
arguments. Might 1 suggest that let the husiiie.ss of the IIou.se he left to 
the vote of the House to see wlu*ther the (iovernment has got enough 
strength to heat the OpiKisition or not, 

Mr. KIRAN 8ANKAR RDY: This is your kept party, we all know 
that.

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Mfs ABDULLA-AL MAHMOOD: Mr. Speaker, yesterday 1 got up as 
many as ten times and vou, Sir, kept our members down and tney were 
denied of their right. They insisted on speaking on their cut motions but 
you did not allow them to move. On the other hand vou gagged them and 
you snubbed them by saying *T know your tactics and I know your motive 
behind it’^ Therefore, Sir, we protested against this very expression of 
yours and you did not allow us even to give expression of our views against 
your uncharitable remarks with regard to the members on this side of the 
House who have got every right to speak as you are now allowing them to- 
day for which we do not find any justification. You are allowing so much 
time over a mutter which is absolutely extraneous and not at all to the point 
at issue. Therefore, Sir, we draw your attention that you must keep the 
prestige of the Chair and be just and fair. 


Mr. SPEAKER: One thing I must make clear. It is not proper that 
when some discussion on a point of order is going on you should bring in 
my conduct for criticism. H only ask you to consider how^ far that is proper. 
You have got every right to <*Titicise my eonduct on an appropriate motion 
brought before the House. You have got every right. 1 do not deny 
that you can remove me from here if 1 stick to it. 


Mr. ABDULLA-AL MAHMOOO: May I just reijueKl you io look into

Opposition benches.) 


Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Suhrawurdy.

Mr. SPEAKER: Yesterday after the demand for grant for Agricul- 
ture had heen thrown out of the House f wanted to pr(M*eed with the rest 
of the })U.''incs';, hut Sir Nazimuddiii .stated that (lovernnHOit w’ould not 
nH>\e a!iy further demand that day. He further stated that Uovennuent 
had not liad reasoiiahle omMirtuniti«*s of discussing the Agriculture ilemand 
and that he nmild take the vote of the House as a snap division evidently 
meauir«g as not a eeiisure on the Ministry. 

D)n these facts, the present points of order have been raised. There 
af»pear to have heeri iliit'e points stressed, thie is with regard U) the carry- 
ing over of the JwAoiiieiia a«iu»iiuled for yesterday to today. The other, if I 
have uiolerstood aright, is a complain! made oy fsir Nafllmudcliii iliut the 
(loveinment side was jAoi ally ned opportunities for iliscus^iig Uac JUcimuid 
of Agriculture TIo* third and, in my opinion, the must impurt^t consti- 
tutional point that lias been raised is what h the effect of the dts-isiou 
by the House with regard to the demand for grant for Agriculture. J 

Now I propose to deal with these three |H»intM separately. As to wdiethei 
or not the husiiie.ss of yesterday’s agenda not discussed and not voted ujmiii 
can la* dnscussed and voted upon today, the jiosition appears to me to be 
this: Clause ih} of the proviso to section 84 of the Hovernmeiii of India Act 
em flowers the Governor to make rules relating to tlie timely completion of 
financial business. In exercise of the said powers, the Governor has made 
certain rules. AV’hatevqr doubt there might be relating to the mira vircM 
or ultra i'ire$ charaeter of some of the provisions of these rules, I have not 
the least doubt that the Governor is competent to fix the last date for 
disposal of financial business; ami in fhe present case fhe Governor has fixed 
today as the last date. As for (he allotment of particular business for 
particular days, that has lieen done by the Sfieuker in consultation with 
the parties, mainly in consultation with the Opposition parties. This year 
Um> this bad been* done. Changes necessitated by circumstances have also 
Wn made by the Kpeaker from time to time. Yestenlay the. ^finished 
business was’not taken up, and Sir Naximuddm did not wish td^pmieed 
further and I had accordingly to adjourn. In my opinion the businea^hat 
remained unfinished could be legally and regularly brought 
and that has been done by mej (Dr. Naukaksha Witb^t a 

request from Oovernment?) and in my opinion therti is nowing ™ 
or in the rules which prevents the Spewter from doing it. On tne other 
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hand, I think that rule 22 of the Benf^al LegislatiTe Assembly Procedure 
Rules clearly jfives the power to the Speaker, or in other words the rule 
says that practically automatically the business goes over to the next day 
for transaction of business of the same kind. I do not think therefore that 
there is any substance in the contention put forward by Dr. Sanyal that 
there is any irregularity with regard to the unfinished business being 
brought over to today. 

Next, let me come to the complaint made by the Hon^ble Sir Nazini- 
uddin. With regard to the alleged grievance on the Government side that 
they were not allowed tr» exercise their right to speak on or move cut 
motions, T should only like to lay before the House certain facts which, I 
hope, w'ill speak for themselves. 

Owing to the death of Sir A. F. Rahman, the House was adjourned on 
the 27th. Before the House was adjourned, T had a talk with Sir Nazim- 
iiddin as well ns with some of the Opposition leaders. Both Sir Nazim- 
uddin and the Opposition leaders felt somewhat inconvenienced to adjourn 
the House and there was in fact some suggestion from some leaders if we could 
transact business scheduled for the day after a Hh(>rt adjournment to show 
our respect for the late Sir A. F. Rahman. But in view of the practice s(» 
long prevailing, it was thought desirable to adjourn the House completely 
for the day. In the course (»f tin* talk, Sir Nazimuddin traced tin* origin 
of this practice !ind stated that the Speaker would have some day to take 
up the matter for discontinuing it. After it had been decided to adjourn 
the H(Uise wholly for tlu* day, the (juestioii arose as t<» liow and when the 
demand scheduled for discussion and voting on the 27th sliould be disjmsed 
of. The Opposition wanted an additicmal sitting in the morning. 

Khan Bi^ur MOHAMMED ALI; Are you reading from any 
document, Sir? 

Mr. SPEAKER: T have got iny own notes. 

Mr. PAZLUR RAHMAN: We only wanted to know. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Kverylmdy kutrws 

Tha Hon’tola Mr. H. 8. SUHRAWARDY; Yes, Sir. 

Mr. SPEAKER: The Speaker is supposwl to have some cominonsense. 
Very serious refle<*tious had been made on me by the 1/eader of the House 
yesterday and T have to meet them. The Op|>osition wanted an additional 
sitting in tlu' morning. The Government discountenanced tlie proposal and 
T agretnl with the Government. The two other alternative suggestions 
were : early sitting or extended sitting. The Assembly generally aits from 
4 p.m. to 7«10 p.m. and it w*as suggested that we might sit early or sit at 
the usual hour and rise later. Now sitting for extended hours is generally 
opposed by the Goverment side on the ground of inconvenience to members, 
specially to the European memWrs who take their dinner at about 8 p.m. 
In the present case also, the same ground was urged on Whalf of Govern- 
ment aide. The Government diief Whip went to the extent that if the 
House lost a day api)ointed Yvy the Governor for the discussion of the 
Budget for no fault of Government, the Opposition was not entitlwl to 
or longer hours or time but that they should be satisfied with the 
usual time from 4 p.m. to 7-410 p.m. for all the demands originally scheduled 
both for 27th and 28th. I persuaded the Government Chief Whip to agree 
to an early sitting and it was at the desire of the Hon^ble Chief Minister 
a« communifatad to me by the Government Chief Whip that 3 p.m. was 
fixed lor the oommeiiceinent of the Assembly. 
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Mr« FAZLUR RAHMAM: In order to accommodate you, I had to do 
it. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I am iiiakinfT my ntatemcnt^ 

Mr. FAZLUR RAHMAN* I did not then realise that you wanted to 
help the Opposition. 

Mr. 8ANT0SH KUMAR BA8U: He did not reuli.se thut they would 
j,^et a heating in the House. 

Mr. SPEAKER: It is very difiieult for the SjK'uker ti» eoiitinue if 
interruptions are made constantly like this. T have to jrive my deci- 
sion iK'cordin^r to inv lijrht. You may agree «>r disagree. In fm‘t when 
just after declaring in the Jlon.se that the Assemhly would sit at *1 p.m. 
yesterday I had g(nie to my ChaniWr, the Hoiriile Khan Hahadur Saiyed 
Mnazzjiinnddin ITosain, Mini‘»ter for Agriculture, saw me and asked me 
why d iKin. and not I? p.m. was tixed for the sitting of the House and I told 
him at ome that the time was fixed at the desire of the Hon’hh* ('hief 
Minister. The underlying id«*a was that the one extra hour would he 
available lor discussum and voting on the demands for Agrieiilture and 
Veterinary (»riginally scheduled for the l?7th. This was not <|uite aceept- 
ahle l(t the Oppersition and in faet even after this had been ilecided, 
J)r. Sanval approached me with his lanider Mr. K. S. Hoy and insisted 
that the sitting- should he t-ontiiiued »‘ven after T*dlt [i m if necessary. Hut 
in view of the attitude taken up hy the Government (’hief Whip I did not 
<*ommit invsolf. In the eourse of the diseussion on the ‘J7th instant with 
the Op{»<»sition Whips for fixing the time for yesterday’s sitting 1 wanted 
t»» iiscortain fnun tliem %vhat time ucc-ording to them should he alhdted for 
Agriculture and Veterinary demands. Hut tln‘v seemed relin'tant to give 
iiH* any definite idea. Thereupon I recpiested the Opposition \M»ips to give 
me yesterday some idea as to the time The Oovernmeiil I 'hief Whip saw' 
me thereafter and empiired »of me if the Opp<»sition Whips had given me 
anv idea about the allotment of time for the demands and I r<*plied in the 
negative. I also told him at tiie same time that they had luuMi rHjUested 
to give me their idea about the time the next day, I'he Oovernment ("liief 
Whi|» further stated that even if a definite tiim* he allotted for any demand, 
voting might take plai-e before the end of the time* allotted and I toh! him 
thut that was (juite probable. None however turned up and gave me any 
idea about the time. When. I think, the hell was lingiug or was about to 
ring for the sitting of the House \«-slerday, the Ooverntnetil Ohief Whip 
approached me in mv rhamher and asked me if the Opposition Whips had 
given me imy idea about the allotment of time, f told him that none had 
come and none had given me any idea. 

Coming now to the proceedings of the day, we sat punctually at p.m. 
yesterday. (Questions tiKik aKuit 25 minutes. The Hon’ble Minister moved 
the demand for grant without any speech. The cut rmdions scheduled for 
being moved were ealled one after another hut none of them were moved. 
It appeared at about this time that a large number of members Indonging 
to the Ministerial party had crossed the floor of the House. The OpfMisi- 
tion wanted vote straightaway elaiming that they eoinmanded majority in 
the House. f>ome members n»Hc from the fbivernment side claiming to 
move rut motions and some to s{»eak. Others rrwe on point of order. This 
state of things cemtinued for about half an hour. In the meantime I had 
said that I would allows the Hon’ble Minister to speak for 10 minutes. At 
about 3-55 p.m. the Hon’hle Minister Wgan to sfHuik and in the thfantime 
I began raleulating as to what would Iw the proper time w'hen I should put 
the demand to rote. I lound that on the basis of one hour allotted to the 
demand for Agriculture and Veterinary as already stated, both the demands 
must be completed before 4-25 p.m. 
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Mr. FAZLUR RAHMAN s In what wayP 

Mr. SPEAKER: But I calculated also in a different way- — 

Mr. FAZLUR RAHMAN. On what basis, Sir? You gave me an idea 
of about 5-JK) p.m. 

Mr. SPEAKER: You may say that but you must hear w’hat I am now 
stating. But I calculated also in a different way. I calculated it sitting 
here while the member was speaking 

(At this stage Mr. Fazlur Bahman rose to speak and there was a loud 
noise in the House.) 

Order, please. Mr. Fazlur Rahman, you can make a statement after I 
have finished. T cannot quarrel with you. I am now making a statement 
which according b) you may be incorrect but you may make a statement 
after I have finished. 

T calculated also in a different way, namely, to give half of the time 
available during the sitting to demands for Agriculture and Veterinary 
together, for which originally one day was allotted and the other half to 
Famine for which also originally one day was allotted. Thus calculated 
keeping a margin of about 15 minut/es for voting and division, if any, and 
thirty minutes for prayer recesses the total time available became three hours 
and twenty minutes for all the demands. Half of it being given to Famine 
one hour and forty minutes was available for Agriculture arid Veterinary, 
T allotted one hour and five minutes for Agriculture and thirty-five minutes 
for Veb^rinary. Thus though T had originally said that T would allow the 
Hon’ble Minister to speak for ten minutes only, T did not sto}) him and he 
finished reading out his written speech and resumed his seat at about 4-22 
and while he was still speaking at the insistent demand of the Opposition, 
aeeording to the calculation already stated. T stated that 1 would put the 
matter to vote punctuallv at 4-30 p.m. Thereafter when the Minister had 
finished his speech T called upon Maulvi Ahmed Ali ^fridha who wanted 
to speak. Mr. Mridha spoke for about ten minutes and if T bad followed 
him properly he si’arcely uttered a wwd relevant to the subject matter 
under disi'ussion b\it cast refiections on the members who crossed the floor 
and also perhaps on the Opposition. Thereafter according to my previous 
annoum’einent T put the matter at about 4-32 and the division was completed 
at about 4 - 42 . 

A glance at the rules will show that the Minister in moving the demand 
could speak and after criticism of the demand hy the Opposition and the 
reydies or debates, if any on the demand, the Minister could again speak. 
In this case the TToirble Minister did not at all speak while moving the 
demand in the insiial expectation that he would meet eritieism after the cut 
motions had been moved and the demand criticised and debated uiwn. Fn- 
ex^>ectedly no cut motion was moved, nor any criticism offered by the 
Opposition. There was thus ymictieally nothing to reply to but still I 
allownl the Hon'ble Minister to explain the viewpoint of the Government, 
with regard to the demand specially because the Minister had not spoken 
in the Wginning in the exy>ectntion that things would take the usual course. 

I do not think it can W denied that criticism of demand is mainlv the 
privilege of the Opymsition and tlie major .share of the total time allotted 
for any discussion is normally taken by the Opposition. In this case about 
37 ininut 4 M fh actual speech was taken by the Government side and not a 
tniii##bv the Opposition, It may be noted that the Speaker has got the 
right and power to fix time-limit for discussion. These are the facts ^d 
|I do not^ant to give any opinion. The matter must he left to the House.

Th Hoii*bl 0 Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY; Cut motions also raise a 
discussion and are not a vote of censure. 


Mr. SPEAKER: (I n/c proceedings Vol. lill» No. 0, It^diS, pages Gd to 
C9). The matter went so tar that during the last Ibniget session while the 
European 1‘arty moved certain i ut motions Imt suhseij[Uenily lisked tor 
jHfrmissioii to withdraw. Dr. Saiiyal, Whip of llie OHiciul Congress J'urty, 
objected to this procedure on (he ground (Aal the Kurc>j>eaii Party, though 
calling itself independent, hud invariably suf)]»orted (ht* (iovernmeiit and 
it was not proper that lhe\ should he allowed to move cut mol ions and then 
to withdraw them. This led Mr. Stark, the Whip ol the European Ihuty, 
to approach me this year us to whether they would In* permitted t«» move 
cut motions this year. It thus appears to me tt> In* prelt> clear that far 
from allowing cut motions to be moved by members belonging to the 
Ministerial ]*arty the moMUg ol cut motions by memht*rs oi uii imiepemlent 
l^arty that generally suj)|H)rls the (iovernmeut has been ohjts ted to. I am 
not aware of any (u“(‘usion when I or the Deputy Speaker had allowed any 
cut motion to be moved by (lie Ministerial Party, (hi the other hand, us 
I have already stated, the j»reseii( piuctice of not allowing cut motions let 
be moved by meihbers of the Minrslerial 1‘arty was intioilmed by Sir 
Azizul lliiquc after due consideration and it has not been departed from 
since. Of course members of all parlie.s are allowed to olter general 
remarks on the JJudget during the general discussion as well as on the 
demand for grant. 

Now, this is only with regard to the complaint made by Sir Nazimuddin 
with regard to my dejiriviug the (iovernmeut side ol their legitimate right 
of discussion. 

The most impocAtyiA^^iMwiiuu IllfWevsp ia the question as t4> what is the 
effecit ' of tlie decision of the House refusing the demand for grant for 
Agriculture. lu ordinary course I would have taken a fairly long time to 
consider this mutter, but* circumstanced as 1 am toflay^, numelj^ 
to give this decision before 0-t‘i0 p.in. loda^—I am cohipelb^ to (five a 
decision here and now, but 1 think I have given my best conslderdtion up 
till now and my decision is as follows: — 

TIM Honlile Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY; That in not your function. 

Mr. SPEAKER: It is certainly rnv function — who says that it is not 
my function I' — because 1 have got to decide w hether I should allow other 
motions to be moved. But I think it would have been better if you hinl 
given me a little more time for calmer consideration, but you have compelleil 
me to state here and now what my decision should tx*. Sir NuziuiiHldin 
" said yesterday that he would tre aLtb ij a , UOt 
I am afraid the constitutional iKisTlicm nas not rieen properly conceived. 
The Ministiy is the creature of thr I lnmia 

make the Ministry and the Governor is but the registering authority of the 
decision of the House. (Cries of “Hear, hear” from the Opposition l>enches.) 
Any other course, I am afraid, would strike at the very nwit of deinw racy. 
Now, beeides direct No^^oufidenee motion apdnsi the Ministry as a whole 
or agaiiist individual Ministers, there are other recognised moiles of express 
sing No-confidence or censure on the Ministry as a whole or on individual 
Ministers, and one of such modes is the Arrowing out of demand. Refusal 
by the House of a demand for grant made by the Ministry for a major 
de|»artment wyeh makes the adminietaaiiint^te ^ 
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censure. Nor is it permissible under the rules to bring forward the same 
demand again before the House during the same session — v^e rule of 
the Bengal Le^slative AsiMimbiy Promlure Kules. In a ease of this nature 
after the verdict has been recorded by the House the Ministry* or in the 
case of a Ministry with joint responsibility, the Chief Minister carries on 
the routine business of the administration practically theoretically prepara- 
tory to making over charge to his successor, who, according to the Indian 
Constitution, would normally he the Leader of the Opposition it appointed 
by the Governor as Chief Minister and in exceptional circumstances the 
(fovernor himself where, in appropriate cases, section tfd is resorted to. 
Now, I have grave doubts if in the present case the Speaker should allow 
any Minister including the Chief Minister to transact any Governmenl 
business. Sir Nozimuddin may claim that the decision of the House as 
given on the demand for grant for Agriculture does not really reflect the 
opinion of the majority of the House, hut 1 doubt if it is jiermissible to 
be dragged into the realm of speculation after the veidiei of the House 
against the Ministry. I doubt, theretore, 1 cannot allow the Ministry to 
function as Ministry in tliis House. (Cheers from T^pposition Benches.) 
Besides rule J19 of the Bengal Legislative Assembly Procedure Kules is a 
(complete bar to moving the motion tor demand for grant for Agriculture 
during the current session, and in view of my })revious ruling that the 
budget is an indivisible unitary document which should he (‘urried through 
during one and the same sessitm of the Assembly and in view of the further 
fact that this has become impossible now, 1 d(» not think T can or should 
allow the Ministry or any Minister to move^any further demand for grant. 

Tn these cireuinstances 1 think the House cannot function any longer 
unless a new M inistry is formed. .
